INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF  HONORABLE 
KEVIN  H.  WHITE 

Will  you  all  please  rise  for  a  moment.  As  Mayor . 

know,  as  many  of  you  do,  what  the  career  of  a  public 

servant    means     in    the    performance    of    good 

government  This  week  a  man  who  represented  the 

very  best  in  public  service  passed  away.  In  Bill  Kerr's 

memory,  I  ask  for  a  moment  of  silence. 

Honorable    Chief  Justice  Tauro,   Most   Reverend 

Jeremiah  F.  Minihan,  Rabbi  Bookspan,  Right 

Reverend  Burgess,  City  Councillors,  School 

Committeemen,   Distinguished  Guests,  and 

friends. 

Once  in  every  four  years  the  Mayor  of  this  city 
and  others  like  it  across  the  country  is  sworn  in  at 
ceremonies  similar  to  that  which  you  have  just 
witnessed.  I  think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  with  a  few 
exceptions  nobody  except  those  of  us  directly 
involved  takes  them  very  seriously. 

Yet  it  is  not  pretentious  to  assert  that  this  is  a 
very  significant  occasion  in  the  history  of  a  city  —  for 
this  is  that  moment  in  time  when  we  remind  not  only 
the  nation  but  ourselves  of  what  we  are,  of  what  we 
can  do,  and  of  what  we  mean  to  be. 

What  are  we  ?    Well,  the  image  of  the  American 
city  and  its  government  today  seems  to  be  shattered. 
The  conventional  wisdom  is  that  cities  like  Boston 
have  lost  their  vitality  and  capacity  to  create  and 
sustain  a  decent  enviroment  in  which  to  live. 

The  most  tragic  aspect  of  this  image  is  that  so 
many  of  us  have  come  to  believe  it. 

Not  only  people  in  government,  in  the  media,  in 
business,  in  academia,  in  suburbs,  but  we  in  the  city 
itself.  Maybe  we  should  have  known  better,  but  too 
often  we  have  listened  to  others  who  know  less  and 
care  less  than  we  do,  and  they  have  distorted  our 
own  understanding  at  times,  even  sapped  our  own 
will. 

So,  at  the  outset  of  this  administration  and  this 
brief  address,  let  me  say  boldly  what  I  deeply 
believe.  That  is  that  we  are  one  city  in  America  that 
has  great  capacity  and  greater  opportunities  than  we 
have  ever  allowed  ourselves  to  believe. 


And  in  the  year  of  1972  those  opportunities 
loom  even  larger  on  the  horizon  because  we  can 
build  on  the  experience  of  the  past  four  turbulent 
but  productive  years. 

We  have  a  foundation  of  some  strength  because 
in  those  years  we  tried  to  listen,  to  act,  to  change. 

We  have  listened  to  the  voices  of  the  city  through 
Little  City  Halls,  Advisory  Councils,  24-Hour 
Services,  Model  Cities,  SEPAC,  and  Summerthing. 

We  have  acted  in  building  more  schools,  more 
parks,  more  libraries,  more  police  and  fire  stations 
than  at  any  other  time  in  this  century. 

We  have  changed  whole  new  directions  of  public 
policy  —  in  conservation,  consumer  protection, 
neighborhood  development,  and  pollution  control. 
We  stopped  ill-conceived  highways  and  arbitrary 
airport  expansion  for  new  direction  in  transporta- 
tion. What  we  did  was  to  create  change,  and  we  will 
continue  to  cause  change  and  use  it  for  our  common 
benefit. 

We  have  done  all  of  this  by  a  combination  of 
patience,  hard  work,  taxing  ourselves  in  money, 
labor,  and  devotion.  We  have  learned  over  these  past 
four  years  that  much  of  what  is  said  about  the  city  is 
closer  to  myth  than  to  fact.  So  - 

When  urbanologists  tell  us  "the  city  is  dying,"  we 
can  say,  with  the  confidence  of  experience,  in 
Boston  that  is  not  true. 

When  voices  cry  that  cities  are  ungovernable,  we 
can  say  at  least  in  Boston  that  is  not  true. 

When  men  write  that  cities  are  losing  their 
economic  value,  we  can  say  with  pride  in  Boston  that 
is  not  true. 

This  city  pulsates  now  with  a  $10  billion 
economy  that  generates  more  than  500,000  jobs  and 
not  for  herself  alone  -  one  out  of  every  two  jobs  in 
this  cky  is  held  by  comm  uters. 

During  the  past  four  years  alone,  just  the  last  four 
years,  more  office  space  has  been  built  in  Boston 
than  during  the  previous  third  of  a  century.  With 
only  one  quarter  of  the  people  in  the  metropolitan 
area,  Boston  now  produces  almost  one  half  its  goods 
and  services.  Let  us  banish  from  our  minds  the  false 
images  of  decay  and  recognize  Boston  for  what  she  is 
—  not  a  dying  city  by  a  dynamic  one. 

However,  after  four  years  as  Mayor,  I  am  not 
blind  to  reality.  Even  our  dynamic  forces  at  work  in 
this  city  do  not  dismiss  or  diminish  the  reality  of  our 
problems : 

-Too  many  of  our  streets  are  unsafe. 

-Too  many  of  our  neighborhoods  do  face 

blight. 

—Too  many  of  our  children  do  not  have 

decent  housing,  and  too  little  has  been  done  to 

improve  the  quality  of  our  education. 

This,  then,  is  the  good  and  the  bad  -  our 
successes  and  our  failures. 

It  is  what  we  are 

What  can  we  do  ?  And  the  answer  is,  in  each 
single  day  over  the  next  four  years  we  can  and  must 
face  our  responsibilities  and  respond  to  our  needs. 
And  make  no  mistakes  about  it,  those  needs  are 
enormous. 

We  need  20,000  units  of  low-income  and  elderly 
housing.    We    need    50,000   units   of  middle-and 
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upper-income  housing  because  we  cannot  tolerate 
dilapidated  housing  in  the  shadow  of  a  bold  new 
skyline. 

We  need  new  and  renovated  schools  because  we 
cannot  tolerate  rundown  schools  in  a  city  with 
palatial  airline  terminals. 

We  need  balanced  transportation  because  we 
cannot  tolerate  highways  that  destroy  neighbor- 
hoods and  a  mass  transit  system  on  the  verge  of 
collapse. 

Most  of  all  we  need  tax  reform.  We  cannot 
tolerate  fiscal  exploitation.  In  a  city  which  is 
economically  rich  our  government  is  financially 
impoverished. 

This  cry  of  fiscal  crisis  is  not  new,  but  our  time 
for  tolerance  toward  it  has  ceased. 

Our  tax  resources  are  robbed  by  the  state  and 
federal  government.  Let  me  give  you  an  example. 
For  every  $25  Boston  contributes  to  the  state  and 
federal  governments  we  receive  back  in  aid  only  $1. 

What  we  demand  is  a  fair  share  of  our  own  tax 
revenues,  and  any  pious  declarations  by  the  state 
that  it  has  done  all  it  can  is  ludicrous. 

We  are  not  asking  for  gratuities  but  for 
statesmanship  and  courage  to  reform  the  tax 
structure  in  this  state  or  give  us  the  power  to  do  it 
ourselves.  We  do  not  demand  too  much,  and  we 
refuse  to  accept  less. 

These  are  not  all  our  needs,  but  they  are 
paramount  ones,  and  we  will  respond  to  them 
immediately. 

This  year  alone  five  basic  steps  will  be  taken : 

1.  I  will  request  of  the  City  Council  a  $200 
million  bond  issue  for  schools. 

2.  I  will  seek  to  fund  and  activate  the 
Economic  Development  Corporation. 

3.  I  will  implement  the  major  recommen- 
dations of  the  Home  Rule  Commission. 

4.  I  will  fight  for  tax  reform  in  this  legislative 
session. 

5.  I  will  appoint  a  special  commission 
composed  of  governmental,  business,  labor,  and 
community  leaders  to  develop  a  planned  course 
of  action  for  us  to  pursue  as  a  people  over  the 
next  twenty-five  years.  For  charting  the  destiny 
of  the  city  in  the  last  quarter  of  this  century  is 
our  responsibility.  Isn't  that  our  responsibility? 
What   we   are    -   what  we   do.   These  factors 

determine  whether  we  will  become  what  we  mean  to 
be. 

Four  years  ago  at  this  ceremony  i  quoted  an 
ancient  philosopher  who  said  that,  "Men  come 
together  in  cities  in  order  to  live,  but  they  remain  in 
cities  in  order  to  live  well."  During  the  past  four 
years,  despite  the  laments  of  the  doubters  and  the 
jeers  of  the  skeptics,  a  betU.  ife  has  become  more  of 
a  reality  for  more  Bostonia.s  than  at  any  other  time 
in  our  history.  This  is  a  demonstrable  fact. 

To  continue  to  improve  the  quality  of  life,  to  give 
a  spirit  and  a  sense  of  purpose  to  this  city,  is  my 
overriding  priority. 

In  a  sentence,  what  we  mean  to  be  is  citizens  of 
the  most  livable  city  in  America. 


Our  economic,  political,  and  social  goals  depend 
upon  it. 

Today  I  enter  a  new  term,  with  convictions  born 
of  a  lifetime  in  this  city  and  four  years  as  its  Mayor. 

The  unremitting  convictions  are  that : 

1.  This  city's  intellectual  vitality  and 
diversity  are  her  greatest  strength. 

2.  We  all  share  more  common  needs  than 
common  conflict. 

3.  Each  segment  of  people  deserves  a  place  in 
our  progress. 

4.  It  is  the  ultimate  responsibility  of  one 
person  to  unify  and  lead  this  city.  And  that 
person  is  the  Mayor  -  and  I  intend  to  lead. 

Let  notice  be  given  to  forces  within  and  outside 
this  city  that  the  people  of  Boston  are  going  to  fight 
for  their  rights  as  a  community  and  against  those 
abuses  that  destroy  our  community  -  that  the  time 
for  limited  self-interest  by  government  or  business  or 
any  single  group  is  over.  Decisions  will  be  made  and 
directions  pursued  in  the  best  interest  of  the  whole 
of  which  we  are  all  part. 

And  so,  as  these  ceremonies  conclude,  let  us 
resolve  always  to  remember  that  the  cities  of  this 
country  still  provide  the  working  dynamos  of  this 
society,  the  incubators  of  change  and  reform  and 
advance,  and  most  of  all,  they  are  still  the 
conserving,  creating,  beating  heart  of  our  civiliza- 
tion. 

The  city  has  to  survive,  and  it  will.  But  in  order  to 
make  Boston  work  and  to  serve  both  its  people  and 
its  function  in  this  society,  leadership  willing  to 
assume  risks  and  responsibilities  is  essential. 

Not  only  in  the  Mayor's  office,  but  in  the 
business  community,  in  the  media,  in  the 
neighborhoods.  I  ask  for  the  help  of  every  one  of 
you. 

I  will  need  help  and  I  will  expect  it! 

I  will  need  understanding  and  I  will  hope  for  it. 

If  urban  life  is  to  die  in  America,  let  us  pledge  it 
will  not  die  here.  If  urban  life  is  to  have  a  new  birth 
of  greatness,  let  it  be  said  that  the  renaissance  began 
in  Boston.   (Applause.)

Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  December  13  and  presented  to  me  on 
December  20  "Requiring  the  Shielding  of  Screens  in 
Open-Air  Theaters." 

There  are  only  two  open-air  theaters  within  the 
City  of  Boston,  one  located  at  Neponset  Circle  and 
one  on  the  VFW  Parkway  in  West  Roxbury.  Both  are 
owned  by  Northeast  Theatre  Corporation.  They 
have  obtained  an  estimate  from  William  Riseman 
Associates,  Architects,  that  the  cost  of  the  shielding 
required  by  this  ordinance  would  be  $3,900,000. 
Rather  than  undertake  the  economic  burden  of 
making  these  alterations  or  going  out  of  business 
altogether,  the  corporation  has,  through  its  lawyer, 
agreed  that  it  will  not  show  or  permit  the  showing  of 
X-rated  materials  in  the  open-air  theaters  which  it 
operates  in  the  City  of  Bostoa 

Since  I  share  the  Council's  concern  that 
inappropriate  material  can  be  inflicted  on  unwilling 
viewers  and  minors  by  open-air  theaters,  we  shall 
watch  very  closely  Northeast's  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  its  agreement  If  at  any  time  in  the  future 
Northeast  or  another  operator  does  not  observe  the 
limits  we  have  set  out,  you  can  be  sure  that  I  will 
initiate  appropriate  action  to  impose  suitable 
controls.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1972,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  at  an  early  meeting  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the  year  of 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts. 
This  method  of  financing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal  tax 
calendar  the  major  portion  of  the  city's  revenue 
receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1972  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total 
tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1971  together  with  the 
amount  received  from  excise  taxes  on  motorvehicles 
and  trailers  and  payments  made  by  the  Common- 
wealth in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year  1971.  The 
total  amount  of  the  tax  levy  for  1971  amounted  to 
$293,758,050.  In  1971  a  total  of  $135,000,000  was 
authorized  by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by  the 
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Mayor.  During  the  year  1971  it  was  necessary  to 
issue  $130,000,000.  At  the  present  time,  it  appears 
that  the  1972  requirements  for  this  type  of  financing 
wfll  be  $130,000,000. 

I   respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $130,000,000  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and  adoption.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
APPOINTMENT  OF  POLICE  COMMIS- 
SIONER

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  to  the 
General  Court  requesting  legislation  to  make  the 
tenure  of  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
coterminous  with  that  of  the  Mayor.  The  proposed 
bill  also  provides  that  the  Police  Commissioner  may 
be  discharged  by  the  Mayor  in  the  manner  specified 
by  the  City  Charter  for  most  of  the  other  heads  of 
departments.  Finally,  the  proposed  bill  deletes  the 
requirement  that  the  Police  Commissioner  have  at 
least  ten  years'  experience  as  a  member  of  a  federal, 
state,  or  local  police  or  law  enforcement  agency. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  dwell  at  length  on 
the  advantage  of  having  the  Police  Commissioner 
serve  a  term  concurrent  with  the  Mayor's.  This  was  a 
major  recommendation  of  the  Home  Rule 
Commission,  which  called  the  existence  of 
noncoteminous  department  head  positions  a 
"serious  defect  in  the  City  Charter."  Similarly,  the 
Home  Rule  Commission  felt  that  the  principle  of 
accountability  to  the  electorate  demanded  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  should  serve  at  the  Mayor's 
pleasure.  This  recommendation  is  carried  out  in  the 
proposed  legislation. 

It  is  also  desirable,  in  my  opinion,  to  eliminate  at 
this  time  the  requirement  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  have  at  least  ten  years'  experience 
with  a  federal,  state,  or  local  law  enforcement 
agency.  This  requirement  reflects  an  outmoded  view 
of  the  role  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  who  is  not 


only  the  commander  of  a  uniformed  force  but  also  a 
maker  of  policy  and,  as  such,  a  representative  of  the 
citizen  or  "consumer"  of  law  enforcement  services; 
While  I  do  not  wish  to  suggest  that  career  police 
officers  and  law  enforcement  officials  should  not  or 
will  not  be  considered  for  appointment  as  Police 
Commissioner,  I  also  think  it  highly  desirable  that 
there  should  be  no  bar  to  talented  candidates  with 
backgrounds  in  business  or  industrial  administra- 
tion, government,  military  service,  labor,  and  the 
like. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  I  urge  your  speedy  and 
favorable  consideration  of  the  enclosed  order.

TO  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION  AND 
HOME  RULE 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  attached  portions  of  a  letter, 
dated  December  31,  1971,  from  former  Councillor

containing  certain  proposals  having  to  do  with  the 
City  Council  composition  and  the  powers  of  the  City 
Council  and  various  other  suggested  charter  changes, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and 
Home  Rule  for  consideration  and  report 

1.  Proposed  Charter  Amendments  Relating 
to  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Council 
(a)  Council  Composition 

Many  of  us  have  long  favored  a  change  in  the 
composition  and  method  of  electing  the  Council  so 
as  to  provide  for  a  mixture  of  district  and  at-large 
councillors.  My  own  preference  is  for  a  split  of 
something  like  ten  district  councillors  and  five 
at-iarge  councillors,  because  I  think  that  there 
should  be  enough  district  councillors  so  that  each 
can  deal  on  a  basis  of  at  least  as  much  intimacy  with 
his  or  her  constituents  as  do  the  several  state 
representatives.  Also  I  think  that  the  district 
councillors  should  outnumbered  the  at-large 
councillors  in  order  to  give  a  larger  imput  to 
neighborhood  views.  And  finally,  because  of  the 
substantial  difficulty  and  expense  of  campaigning 
city- wide  and  of  serving  as  an  at-large  councillor,  it  is 
my  suggestion  that  at-large  councillors  should  be 
elected  in  nonmayoral  years  for  four-year  terms. 
This  latter  change  would  provide  a  good  training 
ground  for  the  Mayor's  office  while  preserving  some 
continuity  in  city  government,  since  it  would  enable 
at-large  city  councillors  to  run  for  Mayor  without 
resigning  their  Council  seats. 

In  the  past  the  chief  objections  to  such  a  reform 
have  been  that  the  present  system  is  working  out 
well  for  the  city  and  that  there  is  no  political  value  in 
changing  a  format  which  produced  the  election  of 
the  very  councillors  who  are  called  upon  to  make  the 
change. 

As  to  the  first  argument,  I  feel  that  the  present 
at-large  council  system  tends  to  make  the  councillors 
seem  very  remote  from  their  constituents.  An 
at-large  councillor,  it  is  said,  belongs  to  all  of  the 
citizens  and  therefore  belongs  to  nobody.  There  is  a 
marked  difference  in  feeling  towards  state 
representatives.  The  representatives  get  the  bulk  of 
citizen  complaints  even  though  most  complaints 
involve  city  problems  and  thus  ought  more  logically 
go  to  city  councillors. 

The  suggested  reform  would  also  have  the  further 
advantage  of  permitting  the  Council  to  work 
together  as  a  more  cohesive  body.  Under  the  present 
setup  a  councillor  is  the  political  rival  of  each  of  his 
colleagues.  This  gives  rise  to  a  degree  of  mutual 
suspicion  and  political  in-fighting  which  is  rare  in 
most  legislative  bodies  and  which  weakens  the 
ability  of  the  councillors  to  work  as  a  unit.  But 
district  councillors,  not  facing  the  prospect  of 
running  against  one  another,  tend  to  cooperate  more 
effectively. 

As  to  the  political  objection  that  it  is  foolish  to 
junk  a  system  in  which  members  of  the  Council  have 
found  success,  two  things  can  be  said:  first,  that  in 
recent  years  a  number  of  at-large  councillors  have 
failed  of  reelection,  and,  second,  that  councillors 
are,  or  should  be,  motivated  more  deeply  by  what 


they  believe  to  be  in  the  public  interest  than  by 
narrow  considerations  of  personal  political  am- 
bition. 

One  further  thought,  it  may  be  objected,  in  the 
words  of  former  Councillor  William  J.  Foley,  Jr., 
that  the  present  number  of  nine  councillors  is 
"frozenin  concrete."  In  other  words,  so  the  argument 
goes,  the  present  City  Hall  is  so  designed  that  only 
nine  councillors  can  be  accommodated.  However, 
part  of  what  is  now  called  the  Exhibition  Hall  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  fifth  floor  could  be 
converted  to  Council  use  (as  was  the  original  intent, 
by  the  way).  Moreover,  district  councillors  ought  to 
be  given  officers  in  each  of  the  districts,  and  on  this 
basis  their  need  for  office  space  and  facilities  in  City 
Hall  would  be  less  than  that  of  at-large  councillors, 
(b)  Increased  Powers  of  Council. 

Under  the  so-called  "strong  mayor"  charter  of 
the  city,  the  legal  powers  and  duties  of  the  City 
Council  are  not  great,  and  I  know  that  many  of  you 
feel  as  I  do  that  the  Council's  charter  powers  ought 
to  be  strengthened. 

America  has  had  long  and  successful  experience 
at  all  levels  of  government  with  a  rather  firmly 
marked  separation  of  powers  among  the  executive, 
judicial,  and  legislative  branches  of  government  In 
theory  each  of  the  three  branches  is  coequal,  and  the 
system  is  supposed  to  provide  checks  and  balances  so 
as  to  guard  against  authoritarian  government  and 
better  to  serve  the  citizens  in  a  democratic  way. 

In  Boston,  however,  the  legislative  branch  of 
government  is  not  coequal  with  the  executive  and  is 
therefore  not  in  a  position  to  check  or  balance  the 
executive  in  most  instances.  Thus  the  Mayor,  if  he  be 
so  minded,  can  guide  the  city's  affairs  in  almost  any 
way  he  chooses  without  paying  much  heed  to  the 
views  of  the  Council. 

Judged  by  comparison  with  the  powers  and 
duties  of  other  legislative  bodies,  perhaps  the  most 
important  gap  in  the  authority  of  the  .Council  lies  in 
the  fiscal  field.  The  overwhelming  majority  of 
American  legislative  bodies  have  the  authority,  often 
the  exclusive  authority,  to  initiate  appropriations; 
and  almost  universally  they  have  the  power  to 
increase,  as  well  as  to  reduce,  executive  budgetary 
requests.  In  Boston,  of  course,  the  Council  has 
neither  power. 

Most  of  you  will  have  noted  that  the  Boston 
Home  Rule  Commission  which  was  appointed  by 
Mayor  White  in  1968  and  which  rendered  its  final 
report  in  April  of  1971,  recommended  as  one  of  its 
principal  changes  in  our  frame  of  government  that 
the  Council  be  given  the  power,  concurrent  with  the 
Mayor,  to  initiate  appropriations  as  well  as  to 
increase  budget  requests,  all  subject  to  mayoral  veto 
which  could  be  overridden  only  by  a  three-quarters 
vote  of  the  Council.  Although  I  believe  that  the  more 
normal  requirement  of  a  two-thirds  vote  to  override 
would  be  preferable,  I  heartily  endorse  the  Home 
Rule  Commission  recommendation  in  all  other 
respects. 

Some  of  you  may  wonder  why  a  study 
commission  appointed  by  the  chief  executive  of  the 
city  could  have  made  a  recommendation  which,  if 
carried  out  would  place  the  Mayor  in  a  somewhat 
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weaker  position  vis-a-vis  the  Council.  The  reason 
was  that  most  of  the  members  of  the  Commission, 
including  myself,  felt  that  if  the  Council  were  given 
more  authority  over  appropriation  and  budgetary 
matters  it  would  be  more  likely  to  penetrate  more 
deeply  into  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city  and  thus 
make  management  of  the  city's  finances  more 
responsive  to  the  wishes  of  the  electorate.  It  was  also 
thought  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
that  the  Council  lacks  a  sufficient  amount  of  serious 
work  to  perform  and  that,  like  most  institutions,  if  it 
were  given  more  responsibility  it  would  behave  more 
responsibly. 

Finally,  most  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
concluded  that  an  important  effect  of  giving  such  to 
the  Council  would  be  to  relieve  the  Mayor  of  certain 
unfair  political  pressures  deriving  from  speeches  and 
statements  made  by  the  city  councillors  that  this  or 
that  budget  item  should  be  increased  -  statements 
which  might  be  substantially  reduced  in  intensity 
and  frequency  if  the  Council  had  in  fact  the  power  to 
raise  budget  items. 

(c)  Miscellaneous 

Other  charter  changes  which  might  be  effected  to 
strengthen  the  Council  are  as  follows: 

The  charter  provides  that  after  December  10  in 
any  one  year  transfers  of  funds  may  be  freely  made 
within  departments,  or  from  one  department  to 
another,  without  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 
Since  this  affords  a  substantial  opportunity  for  the 
executive  department  to  rescind  its  own  pledges  and 
to  ignore  the  mandate  of  the  Council,  I  propose  that 
this  provision,  found  in  the  last  sentence  of 
section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  be 
deleted.  While  there  may  have  been  some 
justification  for  this  provision  back  in  1909  when 
accounting  methods  and  financial  controls  were  still 
rather  rudimentary,  there  is  no  longer  any  excuse  for 
it  in  the  age  of  the  computer  and  the  performance 
budget  The  budget  director  now  knows  on  a 
day-to-day  basis  how  much  to  a  penny  each 
department  has  spent  from  each  account  Thus  the 
only  present-day  function  of  this  1909  provision  is 
to  furnish  an  unfortunate  loophole. 

The  charter  presently  provides  that  councillors 
may  not  incur  expenses  for  which  they  may  be 
reimbursed  by  the  city  —  in  other  words,  the  only 
compensation  which  they  may  derive  from  the  city 
is  in  terms  of  annual  salary.  I  think  that  the  annual 
budget  of  the  Council  should  contain  a  modest  item 
for  certain  outside  expenses  —  principally  for  the 
employment  of  consultants  by  the  Council  from 
time  to  time  (this  might  not  require  a  charter 
change)  and  for  expenses  of  travel  on  legitimate 
Council  business.  In  my  own  experience  I  can  think 
of  several  cases  in  which  I  might  have  improved  my 
effectiveness  as  a  councillor  if  I  had  the  opportunity 
to  make  a  trip  to  Washington  or  New  York  to 
explore  in  depth  one  or  another  problem  facing  the 
Council.  And  so  far  as  consultants  are  concerned,  I 
think  that  the  Council  has  frequently  been  faced 
with  situtations  in  which  free  consultations  from 
interested  citizens  have  been  inadequate  —  for 
example,  in  the  Park  Plaza  matter. 


I  would  advocate  a  change  in  the  charter  to  pin 
down  more  precisely  the  time  within  which  the 
Mayor  may  veto  an  ordinance  or  other  order  of  the 
Council.  Under  the  current  charter  provision  the 
Mayor  has  fifteen  days  after  "presentation"  of  the 
order  to  him  within  which  to  approve  or  veto  before 
the  order  automatically  becomes  binding  notwith- 
standing his  disapproval.  The  '  difficulty  is  that 
"presentation"  has  been  interpreted  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  as  being  the  moment  when  the  City 
Clerk  physically  hands  to  the  Mayor  a  certified  copy 
of  the  Council  order;  and  since  it  is  perfectly  possible 
for  the  Mayor  to  avoid  meeting  with  the  Clerk  for  as 
long  as  he  may  see  fit,  the  purpose  of  the  fifteen-day 
limitation  can  quite  easily  be  defeated.  I  do  not  say 
that  the  present  Mayor  has  abused  this  opportunity 
in  the  past,  but  I  feel  that  the  charter  should  be 
changed  so  as  to  require  the  Mayor  to  designate  some 
officer  or  officers  in  his  administration  to  whom 
"presentation"  can  be  made  when  the  Mayor  is  not 
readily  available. 

Finally,  I  would  change  the  charter  provision 
which  makes  it  mandatory  that  all  top  city  posts  be 
filled  by  the  Mayor  alone,  without  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council.  (The  two  principal 
exceptions  to  this  rule,  in  the  case  of  appointments 
to  the  BRA  and  BHA  boards,  arise  because  federal 
and  state  statutes  supervene.)  While  I  would  agree 
that  members  of  the  Mayor's  personal  staff  should 
be  appointed  by  him  without  the  Council  having  a 
voice  in  the  matter,  I  believe  that  the  charter  should 
permit  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  and  the 
members  of  the  most  important  commissions  to  be 
appointed  subject  to  Council  confirmation,  if  the 
Council  and  Mayor  so  provide  by  ordinance.  To  my 
mind  public  hearings  and  other  proceedings  on 
confirmation  (as  well  as  on  removal,  since  the  same 
procedures  are  involved)  provide  a  useful  occasion 
for  checking  on  the  appointee's  qualifications  and 
for  public  review  of  mayoral  objectives.  They  also 
give  the  Council  an  opportunity  for  public  visibility 
in  an  area  which  is  well  understood  by  citizens 
generally.  To  those  of  you  who  might  object  that  the 
Bernstein  and  Bunte  hearings  produced  too  much 
impassioned  oratory  and  wasted  too  much  time,  I 
would  reply  that  if  the  confirmation  process  were  to 
become  more  customary  the  Council  would  likely 
contrive  to  handle  it  more  efficiently,  and  that  in 
any  event  it  is  by  no  means  clear  that  the  benefits  of 
the  Bernstein  and  Bunte  proceedings  did  not 
outweigh  the  burdens. 

Incidentally,  I  do  not  propose  a  charter  change 
which  would  require  that  all  such  appointments  be 
made  subject  to  Council  confirmation.  My  proposal 
is  simply  that  the  present  charter  provision  which 
prohibits  council  confirmation  (Chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  Section  5)  ought  to  be  repealed  and 
the  matter  left  to  settlement  by  ordinance.  This 
means  that  no  new  officers  would  be  made  subject  to 
confirmation  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Mayor. 

All  of  the  recommended  charter  changes  can  be 
effected  by  home  rule  petitions  passed  by  the 
Council  and  the  State  Legislature  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Governor,  and  I  would 
recommend  this  route  as  being  the  most  expeditious. 
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However,  if  this  method  should  prove  to  be 
unfeasible,  a  Charter  Commission  elected  under  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  could 
do  the  job.

AUTHORIZING  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  TO 
ESTABLISH  A  BOSTON  HOUSING  FI- 
NANCE AGENCY  AND  TO  BORROW 
FUNDS  THEREFOR 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  as  a  result  of 
public  actions  involving  highways,  public  facilities, 
and  urban  renewal  programs,  and  as  a  result  of  the 
spread  of  slum  conditions  and  blight  to  formerly 
sound  neighborhoods,  there  now  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston  an  acute  shortage  of  decent,  safe,  sanitary 
housing  available  at  low  rentals  which  persons  and 
families  of  low  income,  elderly  persons,  and  veterans 
who  will  be  returning  from  Vietnam  can  afford.  This 
shortage  is  inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  and 
welfare  of  the  residents  of  Boston  and  the  sound 
growth  of  that  city.  The  continued  inadequacy  of 
the  supply  of  such  housing  inhibits  the  carrying  out 
of  needed  slum  clearance  projects  and  results  in  the 
continued  existence  and  proliferation  of  sub- 
standard and  decadent  housing,  with  all  its  attendant 
consequences  of  disease,  crime,  injuries,  retardation 
of  education,  and  high  costs  for  municipal  services, 
such  as  welfare,  police,  and  fire  protection.  This 
public  exigency,  emergency,  and  distress  has  not 
been  met  in  any  way  by  private  agencies.  Private 
enterprise,  without  the  assistance  contemplated  in 
this  act,  cannot  achieve  the  construction  of  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  housing  at  rentals  which  persons 
and  families  of  low  income  can  afford  in  situations 
where  permanent  bettemient  of  living  conditions  is 
to  be  hoped  for.  Moreover,  experience  has 
demonstrated  that  concentration  of  low-income 
persons  and  families  even  in  standard  stnictures 
built  with  public  subsidy  does  not  eliminate 
undesirable  social  conditions  and  does  not 
permanently  eliminate  slum  conditions. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  by  vote  of  t  the  City  Council, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  a  Boston  Housing 
Finance  Agency,  which  shall  be  subject  to  such 
administrative  control  that  the  City  Council  may  by 
ordinance  determine.  The  Boston  Housing  Finance 
Agency  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  pobtic  and 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  herein  provided. 
The  Boston  Housing  Finance  Agency  is  hereby 
constituted  a  public  instrumentality  and  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  confirmed  by  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
the  performance  of  an  essential  governmental 
function.  The  Boston  Housing  Finance  Agency  shall 
consist  of  three  persons,  appointed  in  such  manner 
as  the  city  shall  by  ordinance  determine. 

Section  3.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act  the 
following  words  and  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings  unless  a  contrary  intent  is  clearly 
indicated: 


(a)  "Earned  surplus"  shall  have  the  same 
meaning  as  in  generally  accepted  accounting 
standards. 

(b)  "FHA"  shall  mean  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration,  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  any  successor" 
to  its  functions. 

(c)  "Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment" shall  mean  the  principal  executive  officer  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development 

(d)  "Low-income  persons  or  families"  shall 
mean  those  persons  and  families  whose  annual 
income  is  less  than  the  amount  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  without  the  expenditures  of  over 
25  percent  of  such  income  for  basic  shelter  rent  plus 
the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of  heat  and  hot  water. 

(e)  "Annual  income"  shall  mean  a  family's  or 
person's  gross  annual  income  less  such  reasonable 
allowances  for  dependents  (other  than  spouse)  and 
for  medical  expenses  as  BHF A  determines ; 

(f)  "BHFA"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Housing 
Finance  Agency. 

(g)  "Project"  shall  mean  a  number  of  dwelling 
units  constructed,  rehabilitated,  or  converted  to  a 
cooperative  or  condominium  with  the  assistance  of  a 
mortgage  loan  from  the  BHFA. 

Section  4.  General  Grant  of  Powers.  The  BHFA 
is  hereby  authorized  to: 

(a)  Make  first  mortgage  loans,  including  mort- 
gages insured  by  the  secretary  of  housing  and  urban 
development,  to  finance  the  building  or  rehabilita- 
tion of  housing  designed  and  planned  to  be  available 
at  low  and  moderate  rentals  for  low-income  persons 
and  families  and  others  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in 
section  5. 

(b)  Adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  its 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

(c)  Adopt  an  official  seal. 

(d)  Sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name. 

(e)  Make  and  execute  contracts  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  exercise 
of  its  power  and  functions. 

(f)  Acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  personal 
property  for  its  corporate  purposes. 

(g)  Enter  into  agreements  or  other  transactions 
with  a  federal  or  state  agency. 

(h)  Acquire  real  property,  or  an  interest  therein, 
by  purchase  or  foreclosure,  where  such  acquisition  is 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  protect  any  loan  in 
which  the  agency  has  an  interest  to  sell,  transfer, 
and  convey  any  such  property  to  a  buyer  and,  in  the 
event  such  sale,  transfer,  or  conveyance  cannot  be 
effected  with  reasonable  promptness  or  at  a 
reasonable  price,  to  lease  such  property  to  a  tenant 

(i)  Invest  any  funds  held  in  reserves  or  sinking 
funds,  or  any  funds  not  required  for  immediate 
disbursement  in  such  investments  as  may  be  lawful 
for  fiduciaries  in  the  Comm  onwealth. 

(j)  Borrow  money  by  the  making  of  notes  and 
the  issuance  of  bonds  and  secure  such  bonds  by  the 
pledge  of  revenues,  mortgages,  and  notes  of  others. 

(k)  Employ  an  executive  director  and  such  other 
agents,     employees,     professional    and     business 
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advisers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  in  its 
judgment  and  to  fix  their  compensation.  The 
executive  director,  professional  advisers,  and 
business  advisers  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  3 1  or  section  9A  of  chapter  30. 

(1)  Appear  in  its  own  behalf  before  boards, 
commissions,  departments,  or  other  agencies  of 
government  —  municipal,  state,  or  federal. 

(m)  Sell,  at  public  or  private  sale,  any  mortgage 
or  other  obligation  securing  a  mprtgage  loan, 
including  sales  of  mortgages  to  the  Federal  National 
Mortgage  Association,  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 

(n)  Procure  insurance  against  any  loss  in 
connection  with  its  property  in  such  amounts,  and 
from  such  insurers,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable. 

(o)  Consent,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any 
contract  with  noteholders  or  bondholders,  whenever 
it  deems  it  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  fulfillment  of 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  to  the  modification,  with 
respect  to  rate  of  interest,  time  of  payment,  or  any 
installment  of  principal  or  interest,  or  any  other 
terms,  of  any  mortgage,  mortgage  loan,  mortgage 
loan  commitment,  contract  or  agreement  of  any 
kind  to  which  the  BHFA  is  a  party. 

(p)  Make  and  publish  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  the  grant  of  mortgage  loans  under  this  act, 
the  regulation  of  borrowers,  the  delineation  of 
general  housing  market  areas,  and  the  setting  of 
dependency  and  medical  expense  allowances. 

(q)  Dp  any  and  all  things  necessary  or 
convenient  to  carry  out  its  purposes  and  exercise  the 
powers  expressly  given  and  granted  in  this  act 

(r)  Accept  gifts  or  grants  or  loans  of  funds  or 
property  or  financial  or  other  aid  from  any  federal  or 
state  agency  or  private  funds. 

(s)  Establish  a  special  financing  program  to 
enable  low-income  families  or  persons  to  own  one-, 
two-,  and  three-family  homes,  provided  that  the 
total  number  of  low-income  families  eligible 
hereunder  shall  not  exceed  1  percent  of  the  total 
number  of  families  resident  in  theCity  of  Boston, 
provided  that  the  structures  acquired  hereunder  may 
be  newly  built,  existing,  or  rehabilitated,  provided 
such  structures  conform  to  the  local  building  code 
and  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  and  provided  that  the 
BHFA  shall  find  that  making  of  such  loan  shall  not 
create  or  contribute  to  an  undue  concentration  of 
low-income  families  in  any  one  neighborhood.  The 
BHFA  may  purchase  such  structures  in  its  own  name 
or  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  same  by  low-income 
families.  Any  structure  so  purchased  by  the  BHFA 
shall  be  conveyed  to  a  low-income  family  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  such  purchase.  A  down 
payment  or  equity  investment  of  not  less  than  2 
percent  of  the  purchase  price  shall  be  required  of 
each  prospective  buyer  which  may  be  made  in  the 
form  of  a  money  rpayment  or  in  any  other  form 
approved  by  the  BHFA. 

(t)  Establish  a  program  to  finance  the  building 
or  rehabilitation  of  housing  designed  for  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  ownership,  convert  existing 
housing  however  financed  to  such  form  of 
ownership,  and  finance  the  ownership  of  individual 
shares  of  cooperative  housing,  and  individual  units 


of  condominium  housing,  and  in  connection 
therewith  to  make  first  mortgage  loans  to  finance 
the  organization  and  the  construction  or  rehabilita- 
tion of  cooperative  or  condominum  housing 
projects,  to  assist  and  advise  tenants  and  owners 
during  a  period  of  conversion  from  ownership  to 
cooperative  or  condominium  ownership,  and  to 
make  first  mortgage  loans  to  finance  the  ownership 
of  cooperative  shares  or  condominium  units  in 
existing  as  well  as  newly  built  or  rehabilitated 
buildings  for  low-income  persons  and  familes  and 
others  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  section  5,  except  that 
in  the  case  of  loans  to  individual  owner-occupants 
the  loan  value  ration  shall  not  exceed  98  percent  of 
the  project  cost  or  value  as  determined  by  the  BHFA 
and  clauses  (2),  (3),  and  (4),  of  paragraph  (g)  of 
section  5  need  not  be  made,  and  provided  that  in  the 
case  of  loans  with  respect  to  occupied,  existing 
housing  to  be  converted  to  cooperative  or 
condominium  ownership,  BHFA  shall  determine, 
prior  to  any  loan  commitment  pursuant  to  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  it,  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  persons  and  families  who  are  tenants 
before  such  a  conversion  shall  have  agreed  to 
purchase  units  after  conversion  to  ensure  the 
economic  feasibility  of  the  conversion  and  to  ensure 
that  the  conversion  will  not  create  undue  hardship 
through  the  displacement  of  such  tenants. 

Section  5.  Mortgage  Loans,  (a)  Purpose.  The 
BHFA  may  make  mortgage  loans  to  sponsors  of  such 
housing  projects  containing  two  or  more  dwelling 
units  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  BHFA  have  promise 
of  supplying  well-planned,  well-designed  apartment 
units  which  will  provide  housing  for  low-income 
persons  or  families  in  locations  where  there  is  a  need 
for  such  housing.  Such  loans  may  include 
construction  loans  and  permanent  loans.  Such 
projects  may  include  ancillary  commercial  facilities 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  the  then  applicable 
BHFA  regulations.  On  all  construction  loans  for  the 
construction  of  eleven  or  more  dwelling  units  the 
BHFA  shall  require  (1)  the  payment  of  prevailing 
wages  as  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  labor 
and  industries  as  provided  in  sections  26  to  27D  of 
chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  and  (2)  a  bond 
furnished  by  the  sponsor  or  an  equivalent  escrow 
arrangement  or  a  letter  of  credit  for  10  percent  of 
the  material  cost  with  the  sponsor  and  supervised  by 
the  BHFA  to  assure  payment  out  of  the  construction 
loan  funds  for  all  labor  and  materials  eligible  for 
payment  protection  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
254  of  the  General  Laws. 

(b)  Eligible  Mortgagor.  The  BHFA  may  make 
loans  to  individuals  joint  ventures,  partnerships, 
limited  partnerships,  trusts,  corporations,  coopera- 
tives, and  condominiums,  whether  nonprofit  or 
organized  for  profit. 

(c)  Interest  and  Charges.  The  BHFA  shall  have 
authority  to  set  from  time  to  time  the  interest  rates 
at  which  it  shall  make  loans.  In  connection  with  the 
making  of  mortgage  loans  and  commitments 
therefor,  and  in  addition  to  such  interest  charges,  the 
BHFA  may  make  and  collect  such  fees  and  charges, 
including  but  not  limited  to  reimbursement  of  the 
BHFA's  financing  costs,  service  charges,  insurance 
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premiums,  and  mortgage  insurance  premiums  as  the 
BHFA  determines  to  be  reasonable.  BHFA  will 
permit  a  2  percent  parking  fee  included  in  the 
mortgage  where  approval  is  required. 

(d)  Limited  Profit  A  mortgagor  may  not  make 
distributions  in  any  one  year  with  respect  to  a 
project  financed  by  the  BHFA  in  excess  of  6  percent 
of  the  mortgagor's  equity  in  such  project  The 
mortgagor's  equity  in  a  project  shall  consist  of  the 
difference  between  the  mortgage  and  the  total 
project  cost  "Total  project  cost"  shall  include 
construction  costs,  including  job  overhead  and  a 
builder's  and  sponsor's  profit  and  risk  fee, 
architectural,  engineering,  legal,  and  accounting 
costs,  organizational  expenses,  land  value,  interest 
and  financing  charges  paid  during  construction, ,the 
cost  of  landscaping  and  off-site  improvements, 
whether  or  not  such  costs  have  been  paid  in  cash,  or 
in  a  form  other  than  cash.  With  respect  to  every 
project  the  BHFA  shall,  pursuant  to  the  regulations 
adopted  by  it,  establish  the  mortgagor's  equity  at  the 
time  of  the.  making  of  the  final  mortgage  advance, 
and,  for  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  that  figure  shall 
remain  constant  during  the  life  of  the  BHFA's 
mortgage  on  such  project 

(e).  Use  of  Nondistributed  Profits.  Whenever  a 
mortgagor  accumulates  earned  surplus  in  addition  to 
such  reserves  for  replacement  as  the  BHFA  may 
require  in  excess  of  10  percent  of  the  initial  annual 
rent  roll  for  the  project,  rents  in  the  project  shall  be 
reduced  to  the  extent  necessary  to  lower  the  earned 
surplus  accumulation  to  such  10  percent  figure  in 
the  following  fiscal  year.  Every  ten  years  the 
mortgagor  may  seek  the  approval  of  the  BHFA  to  an 
increase  in  the  replacement  reserves  to  the  extent 
warranted,  in  the  judgment  of  the  BHFA,  by 
increased  price  levels  or  unusual  maintenance  and 
repair  requirements. 

(f)  Amortization  and  Refinancing.  The  ratio  of 
loan  to  project  value  and  the  amortization  period  of 
loans  made  under  this  act  which  are  insured  by  FHA 
shall  be  governed  by  the  FHA  mortgage  insurance 
commitment  for  each  project  concerned,  but  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  years.  In  the  case  of  a  mortgage  loan 
not  insured  by  FHA,  the  ratio  of  loan  to  project 
value  and  the  amortization  period  of  loans  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  regulations  formu- 
lated and  published  by  the  BHFA,  but  in  no  event 
shall  such  loan  value  ratio  exceed  90  percent  of 
project  cost  as  determined  by  BHFA,  except  that  in 
the  case  of  loans  to  nonprofit  sponsors,  such  loan 
shall  not  exceed  100  percent  of  the  project  cost  nor 
shall  the  amortization  period  exceed  fifty  years.  A 
loan  hereunder  may  be  prepaid  after  a  period  of 
twenty  years  or  sooner  with  the  permission  of  BHFA 
for  the  purpose  of  conversion  of  the  project  to 
cooperative  or  condominium  ownership  or  owner- 
ship by  an  occupant;  provided,  however,  that 
nonprofit  sponsors  may  prepay  their  loans  prior  to 
maturity  only  with  the  consent  of  BHFA.  The 
BHFA  shall  grant  such  consent  if  it  finds  (1)  that  it 
may  reasonbly  be  expected  that  the  prepayment  of 
the  loan  will  not  result  in  a  material  escalation  of 
rents  charged  to  tenants  in  the  project;  and  (2)  that 
the  need  for  low-rental  housing  in  the  area 
concerned  is  no  longer  acute. 


(g)  Prior  to  making  a  loan  commitment  or  loan 
under  this  act  the  BHFA  shall  find  (1)  that 
low-income  persons  and  families  can  afford  the 
adjusted  rentals  set  for  25  percent  of  the  units  in  the 
proposed  project  on  the  basis  of  the  use  of  not  more 
than  25  percent  of  annual  income;  (2)  that  there 
exists  a  shortage  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  atlow rents  available  to  persons  and  families 
of  low  income  within  the  general  housing  market 
area  to  be  served  by  the  proposed  project;  (3)  that 
private  enterprise  without  the  assistance  contem- 
plated by  this  act  cannot  supply  such  housing;  (4) 
that  such  project  either  is  itself  designed  to  house 
persons  and  families  of  varied  economic  means  or 
will  not  create  or  contribute  to  an  undue 
concentration  of  low-income  families  in  any  one 
neighborhood;  and  (5)  that  programs  of  public 
agencies  within  the  general  housing  market  area  to 
be  served  by  the  project  have  accomplished  or  will 
accomplish  within  the  next  five  years  the 
elimination  by  demolition,  condemnation,  effective 
closing  or  compulsory  repair  or  improvement  of 
unsafe  or  unsanitary  dwelling  units  situated  within 
such  market  area  substantially  equal  in  number  to 
the  number  of  units  to  be  provided  by  such  project 
provided  that  the  accomplishment  of  such 
elimination  may  be  deferred  beyond  the  five-year 
period  in  any  general  housing  market  area  where 
there  continues  to  be  an  acute  shortage  of  decent 
safe,  or  sanitary  housing  available  to  persons  and 
families  of  low  income.  Where  more  than  one  family 
is  living  in  an  unsafe  or  unsanitary  dwelling  unit  the 
elimination  of  such  unit  shall  count  as  the 
elimination  of  units  equal  to  the  number  of  families 
accommodated  therein.  The  finding  as  to  the 
elimination  of  unsafe  and  unsanitary  dwelling  units 
need  not  be  made  in  the  case  of  any  project  located 
on  the  site  of  a  substandard  area  or  of  any  project 
undertaken  within  an  urban  renewal  or  land 
assembly  and  redevelopment  area. 

Section  6.  Rental  Levels  and  Schedules,  (a) 
The  BHFA  shall,  pursuant  to  regulations  adopted 
by  it  make  the  following  rental  determinations  for 
each  housing  unit  located  in  a  project  to  which 
BHFA  has  made  a  mortgage  loan  hereunder:  (1)  the 
market  rate  rental,  which  is  the  rental  which  would 
be  appropriate  if  the  project  had  been  originally 
financed  at  then  current  market  interest  rates; 
(2)  the  below-market  rate  rental,  which  is  the 
market  rate  rental  adjusted  for  the  extent  to  which 
the  applicable  BHFA  loan  interest  rate  is  below  such 
then  current  interest  rates;  and  (3)  the  adjusted 
rental,  which  is  the  below-market  rate  rental,  further 
adjusted  downward  at  least  10  percent  to  make 
available  units  to  low-income  persons  and  families 
who  could  not  otherwise  rent  units  at  the 
below-market  rental  without  expending  more  than 
one-fourth  of  their  annual  income  for  such  housing. 
These  rental  determinations  may  be  reviewed  and 
adjusted  by  BHFA  from  time  to  time. 

(b)  Subject  only  to  the  rights  of  FHA,  if  any,  the 
rents  to  be  charged  for  housing  units  which  receive 
loans  hereunder  must  be  approved  by  the  BHFA.  In 
each  project  financed  under  this  act  not  less  than  25 
percent  of  the  units  in  the  project  shall  be  rented  at 
all  times  to  low-income  persons  or  families  at  the 
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adjusted  rental.  The  remaining  units  not  made 
available  at  rentals  not  lower  than  the  below-market 
rental  for  the  unit  and  sufficiently  high  as 
determined  by  BHFA  may  be  reviewed  and  adjusted 
by  BHFA  from  time  to  time. 

(c)  All  rentals  received  by  the  mortgagor  in 
excess  of  the  below-market  rental  established  for 
each  unit  shall  be  applied,  pursuant  to  such 
regulations  as  BHFA  shall  make  and  publish  from 
time  to  time  and  subject  to  any  applicable 
requirements  of  FHA  or  any  other  public  agency 
providing  rental  assistance,  supplement,  subsidy,  or 
other  similar  payments,  to  reduce  rentals  so  as  to 
make  units  more  available  to  low-income  persons 
and  families. 

Section  7.  Tenants,  (a)  Prior  to  making  a  loan 
commitment  under  this  act,  the  BHFA  shall  approve 
a  tenant  selection  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant 
for  such  a  loan.  The  BHFA  shall  make  and  publish 
regulations  from  time  to  time  governing  the  terms  of 
such  tenant  selection  plans.  Such  plans  shall  include 
criteria  for  tenant  selection  which  establish  income 
limits  for  eligible  tenants  which  may  vary  with  the 
size  and  circumstances  of  the  person  or  family.  For 
the  purpose  of  initial  selection,  the  annual  income  of 
the  applicants  shall  not  exceed  six  times  the  annual 
rental  for  the  unit  to  be  occupied.  Tenant  selection 
plans  shall  provide  that,  as  between  applicants 
equally  in  need  and  eligible  for  occupancy  of  the 
unit,  preference  shall  be  given  to  persons  displaced 
by  public  action  or  natural  disaster. 

(b)  At  least  once  every  two  years  tenants  whose 
annual  incomes  subsequently  increase  to  the  point 
where  such  incomes  exceed  seven  times  the  rental 
then  being  charged  for  the  unit  occupied  shall  have 
the  rental  for  that  unit  increased  to  a  figure,  not  in 
excess  of  the  market  rate  rental,  which  will  equal  one 
seventh  of  the.tenant's  then  net  annual  income. 

Section  8.  Issuance  of  Bonds  and  Notes,  (a) 
The  BHFA  shall  have  the  power  and.  is  hereby 
authorized  from  time  to  time  to  issue  its  negotiable 
bonds  and  notes  in  such  principal  amount  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  BHFA  shall  be  necessary  to  provide 
sufficient  funds  for  achieving  its  corporate  purposes, 
including  the  making  of  mortgage  loans,  the 
payment  of  interest  on  bonds  and  notes,  and  all 
other  expenditures  of  the  BHFA  incident  to  and 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  out  its  corporate 
purposes  and  powers.  The  BHFA  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  issue  renewal  notes,  to  issue 
bonds  to  pay  notes  and,  whenever  it  deems 
refunding  expedient,  to  refund  any  bonds  by  the 
issuance  of  new  bonds,  whether  the  bonds  to  be 
refunded  have  or  have  not  matured,  and  to  issue 
bonds  partly  to  refund  bonds  then  outstanding  and 
partly  for  any  other  purpose.  The  refunding  bonds 
shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the 
purchase,  redemption,  or  payment  of  the  bonds  to 
be  refunded. 

(b)  The  notes  and  bonds  shall  be  authorized  by 
resolution  of  the  members,  shall  bear  such  date  or 
dates,  and  shall  mature  at  such  time  or  times  in  the 
case  of  any  such  note,  or  any  renewals  thereof,  not 
exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  such 
original  note,  and  in  the  case  of  any  such  bond  not 


exceeding  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  issue,  as  such 
resolution  or  resolutions,  may  provide.  The  notes 
and  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  be 
in  such  denominations,  be  in  such  form,  either 
coupon  or  registered  j^carry  such  registration 
privileges,  contain  such  terms  and  provisions  relating 
to,  but  not  limited  to,  pledges  of  the  BHFA's  assets, 
setting  aside  of  reserves,  limitations  on  additional 
notes  and  bonds,  and  such  other  matters  as  may 
affect  the  security  or  protection  of  the  notes  and 
bonds,  be  executed  in  such  manner,  be  payable  in 
such  medium  of  payment,  at  such  place  or  places, 
and  be  subject  to  such  terms  of  redemption  as  such 
resolution  or  resolutions  may  provide.  The  notes  and 
bonds  of  the  BHFA  may  be  sold  at  public  or  private 
sale  at  such  price  or  prices  as  the  BHFA  shall 
determine.  No  notes  or  bonds  of  the  BHFA  shall  be 
sold  by  the  BHFA  at  private  sale,  however,  unless 
such  sale  and  the  terms  thereof  have  been  approved 
by  the  City  Treasurer.  The  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  notes  and  bonds  of  the  BHFA 
outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  $500,000,000,  of  which  $100,000,000  shall  be 
used  only  to  make  mortgage  loans  in  cities  or  towns 
which  have  been  found  to  have  a  rate  of 
unemployment  of  at  least  6  percent  in  the  issue  of 
"Area  Trends  in  Employment  and  Unemployment," 
published  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor 
for  the  October  preceeding  the  making  of  any  such 
loan. 

(c)  Neither  the  members  of  the  BHFA  nor  any 
person  executing  the  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  liable 
personally  on  thenotes  or  bonds  or  be  subject  to  any 
personal  liability  or  accountability  by  reason  of  the 
issuance  thereof. 

(d)  The  BHFA,  subject  to  such  agreement  with 
noteholders  or  bondholders  as  may  then  exist,  shall 
have  power  out  of  any  funds  available  therefor  to 
purchase  its  notes  or  bonds,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  cancelled,  at  apricenotexceeding(l)if  the  notes 
or  bonds  are  then  redeemable,  the  redemption  price 
then  applicable  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  next 
interest  payment  date  thereupon,  or  (2)  if  thenotes 
or  bonds  are  not  then  redeemable,  the  redemption 
price  applicable  on  the  first  date  after  such  purchase 
upon  which  the  notes  or  bonds  become  subject  to 
redemption  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  date. 

Section  9.  Credit  of  the  City  or  any  Subdivision 
Thereof  Not  Pledged.  Bonds  and  notes  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
constitute  a  debt  of  the  city  or  of  any  such  political 
subdivision,  but  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be 
payable  solely  from  the  proceeds  of  mortgage  loans 
made  under  this  act,  reserve  funds  created  therefor 
by  the  BHFA,  and  any  mortgage  insurance  contracts 
pertaining  thereto.  All  such  bonds  and  notes  shall 
contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  neither  the  BHFA  nor  the  city  nor  any  political 
subdivision  thereof  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
same  or  the  interest  thereon  except  from  such 
proceeds,  reserve  fund  or  mortgage  insurance 
contracts,  and  that  neither  the  faith  and  credit  nor 
the  taxing  power  of  the  city  or  any  political 
subdivision  thereof  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  or  the  interest  on  such  bonds. 
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Section  9A.  Working  Capital  Fund,  (a)  BHFA 
shall  create  and  establish  a  general  fund,  herein 
referred  to  as  the  "Working  Capital  Fund,"  and  shall 
pay  into  such  Working  Capital  Fund  any  monies 
appropriated  and  made  available  by  the  city  for  the 
purposes  of  such  Working  Capital  Fund,  and  any 
other  monies  which  may  be  available  to  the  BHFA 
for  its  general  purposes  from  any  source  or  sources 
other  than  proceeds  from  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
notes  or  bonds  by  the  BHFA. 

All  monies  held  in  the  Working  Capital  Fund, 
including  without  limitation' any  income  or  interest 
earned  by,  or  increment  to  such  fund,  shall  be  used 
by  the  NHFA  for  its  general  purposes,  and,  to  the 
extent  authorized  by  BHFA,  any  such  monies  in 
excess  of  the  amount  required  to  make  and  keep 
BHFA  self-supporting  shall  be  made  available  for  the 
purposes  of  theCapitalReserveFund. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  organizational  and 
administrative  overhead  incident  to  the  inception 
and  early  operations  of  the  BHFA,  the  sum  of 
$300,000  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  General 
Fund  of  the  city  and  made  available  to  the  BHFA  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Working  Capital  Fund,  which 
sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  BHFA  and  which  sum  the 
BHFA  shall  repay  the  commonwealth  in  ten  annual 
installments  beginning  with  the  commencement  of 
the  sixth  full  year  after  the  receipt  of  such  funds. 

Section  9B.  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  (a)  BHFA 
shall  create  and  establish  a  special  fund,  herein 
referred  to  as  the  "Capital  Reserve  Fund,"  and  shall 
pay  into  such  Capital  Reserve  Fund  any  monies 
appropriated  and  made  available  by  the  city  for  the 
purposes  of  such  fund,  any  proceeds  of  sale  of  notes 
or  bonds  to  the  extent  provided  in  the  resolution  of 
the  BHFA  authorizing  issuance  thereof,  and  any 
other  monies  which  may  be  available  to  the  BHFA 
for  the  purpose  of  such  fund  from  any  other  source 
or  sources.  All  monies  held  in  the  Capital  Reserve 
fund,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  bonds  of 
the  BHFA  as  the  same  mature,  the  purchase  of  bonds 
of  the  BHFA,  the  payment  of  interest  on  such  bonds 
of  the  BHFA,  or  the  payment  of  any  redemption 
premium  required  to  be  paid  when  such  bonds  are 
redeemed  prior  to  maturity ;  provided,  however,  that 
monies  in  such  fund  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
therefrom  at  any  time  in  such  amount  as  would 
reduce  the  amount  of  such  fund  to  less  than  the 
maximum  amount  of  principal  and  interest  maturing 
and  becoming  due  in  any  succeeding  calendar  year 
on  all  bonds  of  the  BHFA  then  outstanding,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  such  bonds  of  the  BHFA  maturing  and 
becoming  due  and  for  the  payment  of  which  other 
monies  of  the  BHFA  are  not  available.  Any  income 
or  interest  earned  by,  or  increment  to,  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  due  to  the  investment  thereof  shall  be 
used  by  the  BHFA  for  the  purposes  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

(b)  The  BHFA  shall  not  issue  bonds  at  any  time  if 
the  maximum  amount  of  principal  and  interest 
maturing  or  becoming  due  in  a  succeeding  calendar 
year  on  such  bonds  then  to  be  issued  and  on  all 
bonds  of  the  BHFA  then  outstanding  will  exceed  the 


amount  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  at  the  time  of 
issuance  unless  the  BHFA,  at  the  time  of  issuance  of 
such  bonds,  shall  deposit  in  such  fund  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  bonds  so  to  be  issued,  or  otherwise, 
an  amount  which,  together  with  the  amount  then  in 
such  fund,  will  be  not  less  than  the  maximum 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  maturing  and 
becoming  due  in  any  succeeding  calendar  year  on 
such  bonds  then  to  be  issued  and  on  all  other  bonds 
of  the  BHFA  then  outstanding. 

(c)  To  assure  the  continued  operation  and 
solvency  of  the  BHFA  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
public  purposes  of  this  act,  provision  is  made  in 
paragraph  (a)  for  the  accumulation  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  maximum 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  maturing  and 
becoming  due  in  any  succeeding  calendar  year  on  all 
bonds  of  the  BHFA  then  outstanding.  In  order 
further  to  assure  such  maintenance  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  there  shall  be  annually  appropriated 
and  paid  to  the  BHFA  for  deposit  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  such  sum,  if  any,  as  shall  be  certified 
by  the  chairman  of  the  BHFA  to  the  Mayor  as 
necessary  to  restore  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  an 
amount  equal  to  the  maximum  amount  of  principal 
and  interest  maturing  and  becoming  due  in  any 
succeeding  calendar  year  on  the  bonds  of  the  BHFA, 
shall  annually,  on  or  before  December  first,  make 
and  deliver  to  the  Mayor  his  certificate  stating  the 
amount,  if  any,  required  to  restore  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  to  the  amount  aforesaid,  and  the 
amount  so  stated,  if  any,  shall  be  appropriated  and 
paid  to  the  BHFA  during  the  then  current  fiscal  year 
of  the  city.  Such  amount,  if  any,  shall  be  repaid  to 
the  city  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  BHFA  from 
monies  in  the  Working  Capital  Fund  in  excess  of  the 
amount  required  to  make  and  keep  BHFA 
self-supporting. 

(d)  In  computing  the  amount  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  purposes  of  this  section, 
securities  in  which  all  or  a  portion  of  such  fund  are 
invested  shall  be  valued  at  par  or,  if  purchased  at  less 
than  par,  at  their  cost  to  the  BHFA. 

Section  10.  Trust  Agreement  In  the  discretion 
of  the  BHFA  bonds  and  notes  issued  by  it,  shall  be 
secured  by  a  trust  agreement  by  and  between  the 
BHFA  and  a  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust 
company  or  bank  within  the  city  having  the  powers 
of  a  trust  company.  Either  the  resolution  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  bonds  and  notes  or  such  trust 
agreement  may  contain  such  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  bondholders  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper 
and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including  covenants 
setting  forth  the  duties  of  the  BHFA  in  relation  to 
the  custody,  safeguarding,  and  application  of  all 
moneys. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  city  to  act  as 
depository  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  and  notes  or  of 
revenues  and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or 
to  pledge  such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the 
BHFA.  Such  trust  agreement  may  set  forth  the 
remedies  of  the  bondholders  and  noteholders  and  of 
the  trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
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action  by  bondholders  and  noteholders.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  such  trust  agreement  may  contain 
such  other  provision  as  the  BHFA  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the 
bondholders  and  noteholders.  All  expenses  incurred 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust 
agreement  may  be  treated  as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
operation  of  the  BHFA. 

Section  11.  Advisory  Committee.  To  assist  the 
BHFA  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  from  among  interested  citizens  of  the  city 
an  advisory  committee  of  fifteen  persons,  including 
persons  with  experience  or  training  in  urban 
renewal,  building,  social  work,  mortgage  financing, 
the  municipal  bond  market,  architecture,  land  use 
planning,  and  municipal  government.  It  shall  be  the 
role  of  the  advisory  committee  to  assist  the  BHFA 
and  its  staff  in  formulating  policies  and  procedures 
dealing  with  site  selection,  tenant  selection,  rent 
levels,  design  objectives,  and  such  other  questions 
relevant  to  the  BHFA's  underlying  goal  of  providing 
housing  for  low-income  families  and  attaining 
balanced,  attractive  communities. 

Members  of  the  advisory  committee  shall  receive 
no  compensation.  They  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  31  or  chapter  26  8A. 

Section  12.  Bonds  and  Notes  Tax  Exempt.  The 
creation  of  the  BHFA  is  in  all  respects  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  the  city  and  for  the  improvement  of 
their  health,  safety,  welfare,  comfort,  and  security, 
and  its  purposes  are  public  purposes,  and  the  BHFA 
will  be  performing  an  essential  governmental 
function.  The  city  covenents  with  the  purchasers 
and  all  subsequent  holders  and  transferees  of  the 
notes  and  bonds  issued  by  the  BHFA,  in 
consideration  of  the  acceptance  of  any  payment  for 
the  notes  and  bonds,  that  the  notes  and  bonds  of  the 
BHFA,  issued  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the  income 
therefrom  shall  at  all  times  be  free  from  taxation. 

Section  13.  Bonds  and  Notes  Eligible  for 
Investment  Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the 
provision  of  this  act  are  hereby  made  securities  in 
which  all  public  officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  city 
and  its  political  subdivisions,  all  insurance  com- 
panies, trust  companies  in  their  commercial 
departments  and  within  the  limits  set  by  section  40 
of  chapter  172  of  the  General  Laws,  banking 
associations,  investment  companies,  executors, 
trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  and  all  other  persons 
whatsoever  who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or  other  obligations  of 
the  city  may  properly  and  legally  invest  funds, 
including  capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to 
them,  and  such  bonds  and  notes  are  hereby  made 
obligations  which  may  properlyand  legally  be  made 
eligible  for  the  investment  of  savings  deposits  and 
the  income  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  50  of  chapter  168.  Such  bonds  and  notes  are 
hereby  made  securities  which  may  properly  and 
legally  be  deposited  with  and  received  by  any  state 
or  municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or  political 
subdivision  of  the  city  for  any  purpose  for  which  the 
deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  city  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law. 

Section  13A.  Interest  Subsidy  Program.  In 
addition  to  its  other  powers  and  to  the  extent  of 


appropriations  or  grants  or  other  financial  aid 
directed  to  the  purpose,  the  BHFA  may  operate  an 
interest  subsidy  program.  Such  program  shall, 
pursuant  to  regulations  adopted  by  the  BHFA, 
provide,  on  behalf  of  the  low-income  persons  and 
families  living  in  projects  financed  under  this  act  and 
renting  units  at  or  below  the  adjusted  rental,  an 
additional  rental  subsidy  not  to  exceed  the 
difference  between  that  portion  of  the  rental  of  such 
units  which  is  attributable  to  the  mortgagor's 
interest  payments  and  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  attributable  if  the  interest  rate  for  the  financing 
of  the  project  were  1  percent  per  annum. 

Section  13B.  Resident  Ownership  Subsidy 
Program.  BHFA  shall  create  and  establish  a  special 
fund,  herein  referred  to  as  the  Resident  Ownership 
Fund,  and  shall  pay  into  such  fund  any  monies 
appropriated  and  made  available  by  the  city  and  any 
grants  or  financial  aids  received  from  others  for  the 
purposes  of  such  fund.  All  monies  held  in  the 
Resident  Ownership  Fund  shall  be  used  solely  to 
assist  low-income  families  or  persons  to  own  homes 
or  cooperative  housing  shares  or  condominium  units 
the  purchase  and  rehabilitation  of  which  are 
financed  under  this  act  by  providing,  as  designated 
by  appropriation  (a)  a  subsidy  to  such  families  or 
persons  not  to  exceed  the  difference  between  the 
amount  required  annually  to  pay  interest  and  debt 
service,  real  property  taxes,  fire  insurance, 
reasonable  management  costs  and  reasonable 
maintenance  costs  on  such  a  home  share,  or  unit,  and 
25  percent  of  such  family  or  person's  annual  income, 
or  (b)  mortgage  funds  on  an  interim  basis  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  refunding  notes  or  bonds  therefor  for 
mortgage  loans  made  by  the  BHFA  pursuant  to  the 
authority  granted  it  in  clause  (b)  of  section  4,  or  (c) 
special  advice  and  assistance  to  such  families  and 
persons. 

Section  14.  Annual  Report.  The  BHFA  shall 
annually  submit  to  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the 
City  Council,  and  the  state,  within  ninety  days  after 
the  end  of  its  fiscal  year,  a  complete  and  detailed 
report  setting  forth;  (a)  its  operations  and 
accomplishments;  (b)  its  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  such  fiscal  year  in  accordance  with  the 
categories  and  classifications  established  by  the 
BHFA  for  its  operating  and  capital  outlay  purposes; 
(c)  its  assets  and  liabilities  at  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year, 
status  of  reserve,  special,  or  other  funds,  and  (d)  a 
schedule  of  its  bonds  and  notes  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  its  fiscal  year,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  amounts  redeemed  and  incurred  during  such 
fiscal  year. 

Section  15.  Inspection  of  Books  and  Records. 
The  books  and  records  of  BHFA  shall  be  subject  to 
an  annual  audit  by  the  auditor  of  the  state. 

Section  16.  Liberal  Construction.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  its 
inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to  effect  the 
purposes  thereof. 

Section  17.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this 
act  are  severable  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such,  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING 
ENVIRONMENTAL  PROTECTION  DEPARTMENT

To  the  City  Council.  Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  "An  Ordinance  Establishing  the 
Environmental  Protection  Department,"  approved 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  December  20,  1971. 
Although  I  am  pleased  that  the  previous  City 
Council  recognized  the  need  for  an  expansion  and 
clarification  of  the  city's  role  in  protecting  the 
environment  in  which  we  live  and  work,  the 
ordinance  persented  to  me  unfortunately  contains 
several  deficiencies  necessitating  my  veto. 

My  objections  thereto  are  that  (1)  the  assistant 
commissioner  of  environmental  protection  would  be 
a  civil  service  position  whose  tenure  could  not  be  "at 
the  pleasure  of  the  commissioner";  (2)  the  three 
officers  known  as  "associate  commissioners  of 
environmental  protection"  are  improperly  described 
as  associate  commissioners  and  should  be  referred  to 
as  "members"  of  the  Environmental  Council ;  (3)  the 
number  and  composition  of  the  Environmental 
Council  is  inappropriate  for  the  effective  achieve- 
ment of  one  of  its  major  duties,  i.e.,  the  review  and 
approval  of  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
commissioner  of  environmental  protection;  (4)  the 
jurisdiction  conferred  upon  the  commissioner  "to 
investigate,  conduct  research,  monitor,  regulate, 
control,  and  abate  atmospheric  pollution,  noise 
pollution,  water  pollution, and  solid  and  liquid  waste 
pollution"  fails  to  enumerate,  where  available,  the 
specific  provisions  of  law  under  which  the 
commissioner's  jurisdiction  will  be  exercised;  (5)  the 
establishment  of  fees  for  the  issuance  or  renewal  of 
any  permit  must  be  done  according  to  an  ordinance 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor;  (6)  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon 
the  commissioner  fail  to  include  all  of  the  powers

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  FOR  A

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  December  27, 1971,  "Establish- 
ing for  a  Limited  Time  a  Model  City  Agency  and  a 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  Defining  Their 
Powers  and  Duties." 

My  objections  thereto  are  purely  technical.  It  is 
unclear  whether  this  ordinance  in  the  amended  text 
as  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  repeals,  or 
merely  amends,  chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  (as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1970).  The  title  of  the  ordinance  as  your  Honorable 
Body  adoptedit  on  December  27,  1971, suggests  that 
it  was  intended  entirely  to  repeal  and  supersede  the 
earlier  Model  City  ordinance  as  amended.  There 
being  doubt  as  to  this,  the  title  might  be  held  to 
control.  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  v.  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health,  339  Mass.  216.  If  this  ordinance  does  in  fact 
operate  to  repeal  the  earlier  one,  then  it  is  deficient 
in  failing  to  reenact  much  of  the  previous  text.  In 
effect  the  city  would  be  left  without  legal  authority 
to  carry  on  the  Model  City  Program.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  this  ordinance  is  to  be  taken  as  an  amendment 
to  the  existing  Model  City  ordinance,  then  it  is 
equally  deficient  in  failing  to  indicate  where  the  new 
text  should  be  inserted  and  what  portions,  if  any,  of 
the  existing  ordinance  should  be  stricken.  In  either 
case  the  Council's  intention  is  in  doubt,  and,  as  the 
former  reading  would  jeopardize  the  future  payment 
of  federal  grant  funds,  I  think  it  wise  to  exercise  my 
power  of  veto.  I  shall  immediately  submit  by 
separate  message  a  draft  ordinance  which  meets  the 
above  objections.

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  amending  chapter  16  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1970,  "Establishing  for  a  Limited 
Time  a  Model  City  Agency  and  a  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  and  Defining  Their  Powers  and 
Duties."  This  amendment  is  submitted  in  lieu  of  the 
one  which  your  Honorable  Body  adopted  on 
December  27,  1971,  and  which  I  vetoed  for 
technical  reasons  on  January  13,  1972.  In  the 
message  transmitting  my  disapproval  I  stated  that  I 
would  immediately  submit  an  ordinance  in  proper 
form  for  your  consideration.  I  now  do  so. 

The  first  portion  of  the  attached  draft  ordinance 
pertains  to  the  filling  of  vacancies  on  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board.  The  text,  I  believe,  conforms 
to  an  agreement  that  was  reached  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  and  Model  City  Administrator 
before  your  Honorable  Body,  but  was  omitted  from 
the  ordinance  which  you  adopted  on  December  27, 
1971.  The  second  portion  of  the  attached  draft, 
pertaining  to  review  by  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  of  plans,  programs,  proposals,  and  contracts, 
follows  the  language  favorably  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  and 
thereafter  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

Both  of  these  revisions  have  the  support  of  the 
Model  City  Administration,  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board,  and  I  believe,  yourselves.  As  there  is  no 
substantive  disagreement  about  them,  I  would  urge 
your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  the  attached 
ordinance.

the  vacancy  occurs,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentences: 

"If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office 
of  a  member  the  remaining  members  shall  within 
sixty  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy 
choose,    as    member    of  the   unexpired   term, 


whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  member  at  the  election  at  which 
members  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
such  election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve  then  there 
shall  be  a  special  election  in  those  precincts  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  within  sixty  days  of 
the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy." 
Section  2.  Said  Section  2  of  chapter  16  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 
"The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
review  all  plans,  programs,  proposals,  and 
contracts  which  are  part  of,  or  being  considered 
for  incorporation  in,  the  comprehensive  program 
being  administered  by  the  model  city  ad- 
ministrator, and  shall  approve  or  disapprove 
them  or  approve  them  in  part,  and  shall  also  keep 
all  activities  of  said  comprehensive  program 
under  continuous  review.  As  a  part  of  the 
above-described  review  and  approval  process,  the 
Board  shall  review  all  contracts  relative  to  the 
said  plans  and  programs  to  insure  their 
compliance  with  the  said  plans  and  programs. 
Prior  to  the  final  execution  of  each  contract,  the 
Board  may  approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in 
part  and  recommend  changes  to  the  following 
provisions  of  the  contract:  (1)  scope  of  services, 
(2)  contractor  selection,  (3)  budget,  (4)  time 
table,  and  (5)  role  of  the  model  neighborhood 
board  in  monitoring  and  evaluating  the  plans  and 
programs  and  the  contract.  Such  provisions  shall 
include  all  exhibits,  appendices,  and  documents 
incorporated  therein  by  reference  and  pertaining 
thereto.  If  such  action  is  not  taken  by  the  Board 
within  twenty-one  days  after  the  receipt  of  each 
contract  by  the  Board,  the  contract  shall  be 
deemed  approved.  Said  Board  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  administrator  with 
regard  to  plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals, 
and  contracts;  and  after  considering  the 
administrator's  own  recommendations  and  the 
views  of  the  community,  said  Board  may  make 
confirmed  recommendations.  Whenever  a 
majority  of  said  Board  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendations  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  and  con- 
tracts, the  administrator  shall  follow  such 
recommendation  or  he  shall  submit  the  issue  to 
binding  arbitration  before  three  arbitrators,  one 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  one  to  be  chosen  by 
the  administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen  by 
agreement  between  the  Board  and  the  ad- 
ministrator."

Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sections  1  and  1A, 
as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  208  of  the  Acts 
of  1965  and  as  amended  by  section  9  of  chapter  642 
of  the  Acts  of  1966,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  section: 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall,  in  the  year  1972  and  in  every  third  year 
thereafter,  elect  a  superintendent  of  schools,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
first  day  of  September  in  such  year.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  superintendent  shall  be  filled  by  the 
school  committee  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the 
executive  officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
school  committee. 

No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
school  committee  unless  such  person  shall  have  been 
nominated  for  such  election  or  appointment  by  the 


superintendent  of  schools;  provided,  however,  that 
the  preceding  provision  of  this  paragraph  shall  not 
apply,  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
no  power  of  nomination,  in  the  case  of  an 
appointment  to  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  rules  or  in  the  case  of  an 
election  or  appointment  of  a  chairman,  secretary,  or 
treasurer  of  the  school  committee  or  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools  or  of  a  person  to  serve  on 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  school  buildings,  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  teachers  retirement  fund,  or 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  permanent  school 
pension  fund. 

Section  1A.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last 
paragraph  of  section  1,  said  school  committee  shall 
elect  in  the  years  1972,  1973,  and  1974,  one 
associate  superintendent  and  one  assistant  superin- 
tendent, each  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  first 
day  of  September  in  the  year  of  his  election,  and 
shall  elect,  in  each  year  beginning  with  the  year 
1975,  two  associate  superintendents  and  two 
assistant  superintendents,  each  for  a  term  of  three 
years  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  of 
his  election. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  paragraph  of 
section  1,  the  school  committee  shall  elect  one  of  the 
associate  superintendents  to  serve  as  deputy 
superintendent  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  as 
associate  superintendent 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  paragraph  of 
section  1,  the  school  committee  shall  also  elect  a 
chief  structural  engineer,  a  senior  structural 
engineer,  and  not  more  than  three  structural 
engineers,  who  shall  severally  hold  office  until 
removed  by  the  school  committee.  The  chief 
structural  engineer  shall  constitute  the  awarding 
authority  within  the  meaning  of  sections  44A  to 
44L,  inclusive,  of  chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws 
with  respect  to  contracts  for  the  alteration  or  repair 
of  public  school  buildings.

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 


11  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
section: 

Section  11.  There  shall  be'in  the  city  a  mayor 
who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city,  a 
city  council  of  thirteen  members  elected  as  provided 
by  section  14  of  this  act,  which  shall  be  the 
legislative  body  of  the  city,  and  a  school  committee 
of  five  members  elected  as  provided  by  section  18  of 
this  act,  which  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties 
imposed  by  law. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948, 
as  so  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  section  14  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  new  section: 

Section  14.  At  the  next  regular  municipal 
election  following  the  adoption  of  this  act  and  at 
every  regular  municipal  election  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  elected  at  large  seven  city  councillors,  and 
from  districts  as  established  under  section  14A 
hereof,  six  city  councillors,  each  to  hold  office  for 
the  two  municipal  years  following  the  municipal 
year  in  which  he  is  elected. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  452  as  so  amended  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  14 
thereof  the  following  new  section: 

Section  14A.  Within  one  year  after  the  adoption 
of  this  act,  the  city  council  shall  divide  the  city  into 
six  districts  of  as  nearly  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants  as  may  be,  in  compact  and  contiguous 
territory,  to  be  bounded  insofar  as  possible  by  the 
center  line  of  known  streets  and  ways  or  other 
well-defined  boundaries.

The  city  council  shall  cause  any  such 
division  to  be  depicted  on  maps,  and  the  city  clerk 
shall  publish  lists  of  all  voters  who  are  residents  of 
the  districts.  Such  districts  shall  be  used  for  the 
election  of  district  school  committeemen. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  452  as  so  amended  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  18 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
section: 

Section  18.  At  the  next  regular  city  election 
following  the  adoption  of  this  act,  and  at  every 
regular  municipal  election  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
elected  at  large  three  school  committeemen,  and 
from  the  districts  as  established  under  section  14A 
six  school  committeemen,  each  to  hold  office  for  the 
two  municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
which  he  is  elected. 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  452  as  so  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
section  19  thereof,  as  amended  by  chapter  190  of 
the  Acts  of  1952,  the  following  new  sentence:  "For 
the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  word  'candidate' 
shall,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  district  school 
committeeman's  seat,  mean  a  candidate  for  the  seat 
ii  which  the  vacancy  occurs." 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  become  effective  upon 
its  acceptance  by  a  majority  of  those  voting  thereon 
at  the  state  election  in  the  current  year.  It  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Boston  at  such 
election  in  the  following  form:  "Shall  an  act  passed 
by  the  General  Court  providing  for  the  election  of  a 
School  Committee  of  nine  members,  three  at  large, 
six  from  districts,  be  approved  ?  "

PROPOSED  ESTABLISHMENT  OF 
NEIGHBORHOOD  SERVICE  AREAS 

Coun.  O'LEAR Y  offered  the  following: 
Section  1.  Purpose. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  encourage 
citizen  involvement  in  government  at  the  neighbor- 
hood level  by  permitting  limited  self-government 
through  the  establishment  of  neighborhood  area 
council  as  legal  entities  of  the  city  government. 
Section  2.  Establishment  of  Neighborhood 

Service  Areas.  . 

The  City  Council  may  establish  one  or  more 
neighborhood  service  areas  to  provide  services  or 
functions   that  the  neighborhood  area  council  is 
authorized  to  undertake. 
Section  3.  Creation  by  Petitioa 

(a)  A  petition  may  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  requesting  the  establishment  of  a  neighbor- 
hood service  area  to  provide  any  service  or  services 
which  the  city  is  otherwise  authorized  by  law  to 
provide.  Such  petition  must  be  signed  by  20  percent 
of  the  voters  residing  in  such  area.  The  petition  shall 
describe  the  territorial  boundaries  of  the  proposed 
service  area,  shall  specify  the  services  to  be  provided, 
and  shall  indicate  the  size  of  the  neighborhood  area 
council. 

(b)  upon  receipt  of  the  petition  and  verification 
of  the  signatures  thereon,  the  City  Council  shall, 
within  thirty  days  following  verification,  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
requested  neighborhood  service  area  shall  be 
established.  The  hearing  may  be  adjourned  from 
time  to  time  but  shall  be  completed  within  sixty 
days  of  its  commencement 

(c)  Within  thirty  days  following  the  public 
hearing  the  City  Council  shall  by  resolution  approve 
or  disapprove  the  establishment  of  the  requested 
neighborhood  service  area. 

(d)  A  resolution  approving  the  creation  of  the 
neighborhood  service  area  may  contain  amendments 
or  modifications  of  the  area's  boundaries,  functions, 
or  the  size  of  the  neighborhood  area  council  as  set 
forth  in  the  petition. 

Section  4.  Boundary  Changes  of  aNeighborhood 

Service  Area. 

The  City  Council  may,  pursuant  to  a  request 
from  a  neighborhood  area  council  accompanied  by  a 
petition  signed  by  at  least  20  percent  of  the  voters 
residing  in  the  area  to  be  added  or  deleted,  enlarge, 
diminish,  or  otherwise  alter  the  boundaries  of  any 
existing  neighborhood  service  area,  following  the 
procedures  set  forth  in  section  3  (b),  (c),  and  (d). 
Section  5.  Considerations  in  Setting  Boundaries. 

In  establishing  neighborhood  service  area 
boundaries  and  determining  those  services  to  be 
undertaken  by  a  neighborhood  areacouncil  the  City 
Council  shall  study  and  take  into  consideration,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1)  The  extent  to  which  the  area  constitutes  a 
neighborhood  with  common  concerns  and  a 
capacity  for  local  neighborhood  initiative,  leader- 
ship, and  decision-making  with  respect  to  city 
government; 
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(2)  City  agency,  authority,  and  resources  which 
may  appropriately  be  either  transferred  or  shared 
with  the  neighborhood  area  council ; 

(3)  Population  density,  distribution,  and  growth 
within  a  neighborhood  service  area  to  assure  that  its 
boundaries  reflect  the  most  effective  territory  for 
local  participation  and  control. 

(4)  Citizens  access  to,  control  of,  and 
participation  in  neighborhood  service  area  activities 
and  functions. 

Section  6.  Dissolution  of  a  Neighborhood 
Service  Area. 

(a)  The  City  Council  may,  after  a  public  hearing, 
dissolve  a  neighborhood  service  area  on  the  initiative 
of  the  City  Council  or  pursuant  to  a  petition  signed 
by  at  least  20  percent  of  the  voters  living  within  the 
neighborhood  service  area. 

(b)  The  City  Council  shall  give  notice,  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  neighbor- 
hood service  area,  of  its  intention  to  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  a  proposed  dissolution.  Such  notice  shall 
be  given  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the  date 
of  the  public  hearing. 

Section  7.  Election  of  Council  Vacancies. 

(a)  A  neighborhood  area  council  shall  consist  of 
five  to  nine  members.  The  term  of  office  of  each 
member  shall  be  two  years,  and  until  a  successor  is 
qualified. 

(b)  The  council  members  shall  be  elected  at  large 
by  and  from  voters  residing  in  the  neighborhood 
service  area  at  the  time  of  the  election.  The  City 
Council  shall  determine  the  time  and  manner  of 
holding  such  elections. 

(c)  A  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  neighborhood 
area  council  by  appointment.  Members  so  appointed 
shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term 
and  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

Section  8.  Neighborhood  Area  Council  Powers 

and  Functions. 

A  neighborhood  area  council  may  exercise  any 
powers  and  perfonn  any  functions  within  the 
neighborhood  service  area  expressly  authorized  by 
the  City  Council,  which  may  include  but  not  be 
limited  to: 

(1)  Advisory  or  delegated  substantive  authority, 
or  both,  with  respect  to  such  programs  as  a 
community  action  program,  urban  renewal,  re- 
location, public  housing,  planning  and  zoning 
actions  and  other  physical  development  programs, 
crime  prevention  and  juvenile  delinquency  pro- 
grams, health  services,  code  inspection,  recreation, 
education  and  manpower  training.  Nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
City  Council  to  delegate  to  any  neighborhood  area 
council  any  substantive  authority  with  regard  to 
zoning. 

(2)  Self-help  projects,  such  as  supplemental 
refuse  collection,  beautification,  minor  street  and 
sidewalk  repair,  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
neighborhood  community  centers,  street  fairs  and 
festivals,  cultural  activities,  recreation,  and  housing 
rehabilitation  and  sale. 

(3)  Acceptance  of  funds  from  public  and  private 
sources,  including  public  subscriptions;  and  expendi- 
ture of  monies  to  meet  overhead  cost  of  council 


administration    and    support    for    neighborhood 
service  area  projects. 

Section  9.  Compensation ;  Meetings ;  By-laws ; 
Quorum. 

(a)  Members  of  a  neighborhood  areacouncil  shall 
receive  no  compensation  but  may  receive  reimburse- 
ment of  actual  and  necessary  travel  and  other 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  official 
duties. 

(b)  A  neighborhood  council  shall  adopt  by-laws 
providing  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  and  the 
selection  of  a  presiding  officer  and  other  officers. 

(c)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  neighborhood 
area  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  Each  member  shall  have  one 
vote. 

Section  10.  Annual  Report. 

Each  neighborhood  area  council  shall  make  an 
annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  City  Council 
which  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 
Section  11.  Financial  Records. 

Each    neighborhood    area    council    shall    keep 
complete  financial  records  which  shall  be  subject  to 
city  audit 
Section  12.  Ombudsman;  Other  Staff. 

(a)  The  City  Council  shall  elect  by  ballot  or 
otherwise  an  Ombudsman  to  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  eight  years  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified.  He 
may  be  removed  for  cause  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
full  Council.  The  Ombudsman  shall  be  responsible 
for  processing  citizen  complaints  that  are  directed  or 
referred  to  him  and  which  he  determines  to  be  valid. 
He  shall  establish  and  maintain  procedures  for  the 
examination  and  appropriate  referral  of  requests  for 
information  or  assistance  on  any  municipal  matter. 
The  heads  of  all  city  agencies  shall  cooperate  fully 
with  the  Ombudsman.  The  Ombudsman  shall 
maintain  a  central  grievance  file  which  shall  be  open 
to  the  public.  He  shall  analyze  data  on  citizen 
complaints  and  shall  appoint  and  may  remove  the 
members  of  his  staff. 

(b)  The  City  Council  may  by  ordinance  establish 
other  staff  positions,  regular  or  special,  as  it  shall 
from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to 
assist  the  councillors  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

(c)  The  City  Council  shall  by  ordinance  establish, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  modify,  a  salary  schedule 
and  a  job  description  for  the  Ombudsman  and  such 
other  positions  as  it  may  create  to  serve  as  Council 
staff. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and 
Home  Rule. 


ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  RIGHT  OF 
FREE  PETITION  AND  PROVIDING 
INITIATIVE  AND  REFERENDUM  PRO- 
CEDURES FOR  BOSTON 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Right  of  Free  Petition 
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and   Providing    Initiative   and  Referendum 
Procedures  for  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

The  revised  ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  1,  the  following 
chapter  1 A  initiative  and  referendum : 

Section  1.  The  city  council  or  the  school 
committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  and  act  with 
respect  to  every  petition  which  is  addressed  to  it  and 
which  is  signed  by  at  least  ten  registered  voters  of  the 
city.  The  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  city  council  or 
the  school  committee  or,  in  either  case,  by  a 
committee  or  subcommittee  thereof,  and  the  action 
by  the  city  council  or  school  committee  shall  be 
taken  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  petition 
is  filed  with  the  city  clerk  Hearings  on  two  or  more 
petitions  filed  under  this  section  may  be  held  at  the 
same  time  and  place,  and  the  clerk  shall  mail  notice 
of  the  hearing  to  the  petitioner  whose  name  first 
appears  on  each  petition  at  least  forty-eight  hours 
before  the  hearing. 

Section  2.  The  word  "measure"  as  it  is  used  in 
this  chapter  shall  mean  an  ordinance  passed  or  which 
could  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or  an  order, 
resolution,  vote,  or  other  proceeding  passed  or 
which  could  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or  the 
school  committee,  including  a  specific  item  in  a  city 
budget  or  school  committee  budget,  but  excluding 

(1)  proceedings  relating  to  the  organization  or 
operation  of  the  city  council  or  school  committee, 

(2)  an  emergency  measure  passed  in  conformity  with 
the  city  charter,  (3)  the  city  budget  as  a  whole  or  the 
school  committee  budget  as  a  whole,  (4)  a  revenue 
loan  order,  (5)  any  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
the  city's  debts  or  obligations,  (6)  an  appropriation 
of  funds  necessary  to  implement  a  written 
agreement  executed  under  section  178B  of  chapter 
149  (7)  any  proceeding  or  part  thereof,  relating  to 
the  election,  employment,  appointment,  suspen- 
sion, transfer,  demotion,  removal,  or  discharge  of 
any  city  officer  or  employee,  (8)  any  proceeding 
providing  for  the  submission  or  referral  of  a  matter 
to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  at  an  election  or 
(9)  any  proceeding  repealing  or  rescinding  a 
measure,  or  a  part  thereof,  which  is  protested  by 
referendum  procedures. 

The  words  "initiative-measure"  shall  mean  a 
measure  proposed  by  initiative  procedures  under  this 
chapter  and  the  words  "referendum  measure"  shall 
mean  a  measure,  or  part  of  a  measure,  which  is 
protested  by  the  referendum  procedures  under  this 
chapter.  Whenever  the  city  clerk  is  required  by 
section  8  or  section  14  to  give  written  notice  to 
petitioners,  he  shall  cause  such  notice  to  be  delivered 
to  the  residence  of  the  person  whose  name  first 
appears  on  the  initiative  petition,  the  supplemental 
initiative  petition,  or  the  referendum  petition,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Section  3.  A  measure  may  be  proposed  to  the 
city  council  or  to  the  school  committee  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  but 
no  measure  which  is  substantially  the  same  as  any 
other  measure  submitted  or  referred  to  the  voters 
and  disapproved  by  them  within  two  years,  or  which 


would  have  the  effect  of  repealing  any  measure  so 
submitted  or  referred  and  approved  by  the  voters 
within  two  years,  may  be  proposed  by  initiative 
procedures. 

Section  4.  Initiative  procedures  shall  be  started 
by  the  filing  of  an  initiative  petition  with  the  city 
clerk.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  shall  contain  a 
request  for  the  passage  of  a  particular  measure  set 
forth  in  the  petition  and  shall  be  signed  by  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  city.  If  the  clerk  determines 
that  all  the  filers  are  registered  voters,  he  shall 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  petition  to  the  corporation 
counsel 

Section  5.  Within  fifteen  days  after  his  receipt  of 
the  petition  the  corporation  counsel  shall  advise  the 
city  clerk  in  writing  whether  the  measure  may  be 
proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and  whether  it 
may  lawfully  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or  the 
school  committee.  The  clerk  shall  furnish  copy  of 
the  corporation  counsel's  opinion  to  the  person 
whose  name  first  appears  on  the  initiative  petition. 

Section  6.  After  the  city  clerk  determines  that 
the  filers  of  the  petition  are  registered  voters  of  the 
city,  the  signatures  of  additional  registered  voters  of 
the  city  who  support  the  petition  may  be  gathered 
on  forms  prepared  in  accordance  with  section  12. 
The  separate  pages  bearing  additional  signatures 
shall  be  filed  at  one  time  with  the  city  clerk  not  more 
than  six  months  after  the  filing  of  the  original 
petition  with  the  clerk  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
part  of  the  initiative  petition.  Such  additional 
signatures  together  with  those  of  the  ten  filers  of  the 
petition  shall  be  at  least  equal  in  number  to  ten 
percent  of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters  of 
the  city,  or  20,000  registered  voters,  whichever  is 
less. 

Section  7.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  of 
signatures  to  an  initiative  petition  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  section  13.  Within 
thirty  days  after  an  initiative  petition  is  presented  to 
the  city  council  or  the  school  commi  tree  the  council 
or  the  committee  shall  act  with  respect  to  the 
initiative  measure  by  passing  it  without  change,  or 
by  rejecting  it,  or  by  passing  some  other  measure 
stated  to  be  in  lieu  thereof.  The  passage  of  a  measure 
in  lieu  of  an  initiative  measure  shall  be  deemed  a 
rejection  of  the  initiative  measure.  If  the  council  or 
the  committee  fails  to  act  with  respect  to  the 
initiative  measure  as  required  by  this  section  within 
thirty  days  after  presentation,  the  measure  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  rejected  on  the  thirtieth  day 
after  presentation.  If  an  initiative  measure  is 
rejected,  the  city  clerk  shall  promptly  give  written 
notice  of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners. 

Section  8.  Within  twenty  days  after  notice  of  the 
rejection  of  an  initiative  measure  has  been  given  by 
the  city  clerk,  a  supplemental  initiative  petition 
addressed  to  the  city  council  on  forms  prepared  in 
accordance  with  section  12  may  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  The  supplemental  initiative  petition  shall  be 
signed  by  a  number  of  registered  voters  of  the  city 
which  is  at  least  equal  to  5  percent  of  the  total 
number  of  registered  voters  of  the  city  of  5,000 
voters,  whichever  is  less.  The  sufficiency  of  the 
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number  of  signatures  to  a  supplemental  initiative 
petition  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with 
section  13.  If  the  number  of  signatures  to  a 
supplemental  initiative  petition  is  sufficient,  the  city 
council  shall  provide  for  a  submission  of  the 
initiative  measure  to  the  registeredvoters  of  the  city 
in  accordance  with  section  15. 

Section  9.  Any  measure  passed  by  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  including  a 
measure  proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and 
passed  by  the  council  or  the  committee,  may  be 
protested  and  referred  to  the  registeredvoters  of  the 
city  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

Section  10.  Referendum  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  the  filing  of  a  referendum  petition  With 
the  city  clerk  within  twenty  days  after  the  final 
passage  by  the  city  council  or  the  school  committee 
of  the  measure  to  which  the  petition  relates.  The 
petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  city  council  or  the 
school  committee  on  forms  prepared  in  accordance 
with  section  12  and  shall  be  signed  by  a  number  of 
registeredvoters  of  the  city  which  is  at  least  equal  to 
12  percent  of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city.  Whenever  referendum  procedures  are 
started  in  accordance  with  this  section,  the 
referendum  measure  shall  remain  in  force  until  (1)  it 
is  determined  that  there  is  an  insufficient  number  of 
signatures  to  the  petition,  or  (2)  the  referendum 
measure  has  been  repealed  or  rescinded  by  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  or  (3)  the  question 
whether  the  measure  should  take  effect  has  been 
determined  by  the  registered  voters. 

Section  11.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  of 
signatures  to  a  referendum  petition  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  section  13.  Within 
thirty  days  fter  a  referendum  petition  is  presented  to 
the  city  council  it  shall  reconsider  the  referendum 
measure  and  shall  repeal  or  rescind  it,  or  the  council 
shall  provide  for  referring  the  matter  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance  with 
section  14.  Within  thirty  days  after  a  referendum 
petition  is  presented  to  the  school  committee  it  shall 
likewise  reconsider  and  repeal  or  rescind  the 
referendum  measure  or  shall  notify  the  city  council 
that  is  has  failed  to  take  such  action  with  respect  to 
the  measure.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  the  city 
council  shall  thereupon  provide  for  referring  the 
matter  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in 
accordance  with  section  14. 

Section  12.  (a)  Signatures  to  initiative, 
supplemental  initiative,  and  referendum  petitions 
need  not  all  be  on  one  paper. 

(b)  Each  separate  page  of  an  initiative  petition  on 
which  signatures  in  addition  to  those  of  the  ten 
original  filers  of  the  petition  are  obtained  shall  bear 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  ten  original  filers  of 
the  petition  and  shall  also  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

"Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
(city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the  city  of 
Boston  pass  the  following  measure  (set  forth 
initiative  measure  in  full).  Each  of  the 
undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a  registered  voter 
of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not  signed  this 
initiative  petition  more  than  once." 


(c)  Each  separate  page  of  a  supplemental 
initiative  petition  shall  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

"Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
following  measure  which  was  presented  by  an 
initiative  petition  and  then  rejected  by  the  (city 
council)  (school  committee)  of  the  city  of 
Boston  be  submitted  to  all  the  registeredvoters 
of  the  city  (set  forth  initiative  measure  in  full). 
Each  of  the  undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not 
signed  this  supplemental  initiative  petition  more 
than  once." 

(d)  Each  separate  page  of  a  referendum  petition 
shall  have  two  sentences  in  substantially  the 
following  form  at  the  top : 

"Each  of  the  undersigned  protests  the  action 
of  the  (city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the 
city  of  Boston  whereby  it  passed  the  following 
measure  (set  forth  the  protest  measure  in  full), 
and  requests  that  such  measure  be  repealed  or 
rescinded."  or  "Each  of  the  undersigned  protests 
the  action  of  the  (city  council)  (school 
committee)  of  the  city  of  Boston  in  passing 
(describe  measure  in  general  terms)  insofar  as 
said  measure  contains  the  following  provisions 
(set  forth  the  protested  provisions  in  full),  and 
requests  that  such  provisions  be  repealed  or 
rescinded."  and  "Each  of  the  undersigned 
certifies  that  he  is  a  registered  voter  of  the  city 
and  that  he  has  not  signed  this  referendum 
petition  more  than  once." 

(e)  All  initiative,  supplemental  initiative,  and 
referendum  petitions  shall  require  the  following 
information  to  be  furnished  by  each  signer  in 
accordance  with  the  following  instructions  which 
shall  appear  on  each  page:

Name*  (Street  and  Number)    on  January  1,  1969f)

*Written  signature  of  voter;  provided  that  a 
registered  voter  prevented  from  writing  by  a  physical 
disability  may  authorize  another  person  to  write  his 
signature  and  address. 

|If  a  voter  was  registered  later  than  this  date,  the 
registered  address  on  such  later  date  shall  be  used. 

(f)  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be  filed  in  the 
period  between  July  fifteenth  and  December 
thirty-first,  the  year  inserted  in  "Registered 
Address"  in  subsection  (e)  above  shall  be  the  then 
current  year.  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be  filed  in 
the  period  between  January  first  and  July  fifteenth, 
the  year  which  is  so  inserted  shall  be  the  preceding 
year. 

Section  13.  Whenever  a  completed  initiative 
petition,  a  supplemental  initiative  petition,  or  a 
referendum  petiton  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  he 
shall  submit  it  to  the  Election  Commission 
forthwith.  The  commission  shall  thereupon  examine

the  petition  and  place  a  check-mark  against  each 
signature  which  they  determine  is  the  name  of  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city,  except  that  when  they 
have  checked  a  number  of  signatures  which  is  40 
percent  greater  than  the  minimum  number  of 
signatures  which  is  required  for  a  valid  petition,  they 
need  not  examine  or  check  any  further  signatures. 
The  commission  shall  prepare  a  certificate  showing 
the  number  of  signatures  to  the  petition  which  have 
been  so  checked  and  the  number  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city  who  were  entitled  to  vote  at  the  most 
recent  preceding  regular  election,  and  the  registrars 
shall  return  the  petition  with  their  certificate  to  the 
city  clerk.  The  number  of  persons  who  were  so 
entitled  to  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  number  of 
registered  voters  of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of 
sections  6,  8  and  10.  The  city  clerk  shall  hold  the 
petition  and  commissioner's  certificate  available  for 
public  inspection  during  ordinary  office  hours  for 
two  full  days;  and  unless  written  objections  to  the 
certificate  of  the  commissioners  are  filed  by  a 
registered  voter  within  said  period,  the  com- 
missioners' certificate  shall  be  deemed  conclusive.  If 
objections  are  so  filed,  the  clerk  shall  promptly  give 
written  notice  of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners. 
Objections  to  the  sufficiency  or  validity  of  the 
signatures  on  any  petition  shall  be  disposed  of 
forthwith  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  11  of 
chapter  53,  and  to  the  extent  required  the 
commissioners  shall  revise  accordingly,  If  the 
certificate  of  the  commissioners  or  their  revised 
certificate,  if  any,  shows  that  the  number  of 
signatures  is  insufficient,  the  city  clerk  shall  give 
notice  of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners  and  shall  retain 
the  petition  for  at  least  six  months,  after  which 
period  the  clerk  may  destroy  the  petition.  If  such 
original  or  revised  certificate  shows  that  the  number 
of  signatures  is  sufficient,  the  clerk  shall  present  the 
petition  and  the  applicable  certificate  to  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  as  may  be 
appropriate. 

Section  14.  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  registered  voters  or  a 
referendum  measure  is  to  be  referred  to  them,  the 
city  council  shall  provide  for  such  submission  or 
referral  at  a  special  city  election  to  be  held  on  any 
Tuesday,  other  than  a  holiday,  within  120  days  after 
the  supplemental  initiative  petition  was  presented  to 
the  city  council  or  the  referendum  petition  was 
presented  to  the  city  council  or  the  school 
committee,  provided  that,  if  a  regular  city  election  is 
to  be  held  within  said  period,  the  city  council  may 
cause  such  submission  or  referral  to  occur  at  such 
regular  city  election. 

Section  15.  (a)  At  the  election  at  which  an 
initiative  measure  is  submitted  to  the  registered 
voters,  the  ballot  shall  contain  a  question  in 
substantially  the  following  form: 

"Shall    the   following   measure   which   was 

proposed  by  an  initiative  petition  addressed  to 

the  (city  council)  (school  committee)  take  effect 

(text  of  proposed  measure)  ?  Yes         No 

(b)    At   the  election   at  which   a   referendum 

measure  is  referred  to  the  voters  the  ballot  shall 

contain  a  question  in  substantially  the  same  form  as 

one  of  the  following: 


"Shall  the  following  measure  which  was 
passed  by  the  (city  council)  (school  committee) 
take  effect  (text  of  measure)  ?  Yes  No  " 
or  "Shall  the  following  provisions  of  the 
(describe  measure  in  general  terms)  which  was 
passed  by  the  (city  council)  (school  committee) 
take  effect  (text  of  provisions)? 
Yes  No 

(c)  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  or  referendum 
measure  is  to  be  submitted  or  referred  to  the 
registered  voters,  the  city  council  shall  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  measure  to  the  corporation  counsel.  If 
the  corporation  counsel  deems  it  necessary  or 
desirable,  he  shall  prepare  a  fair  and  concise 
summary  of  the  measure  for  use  on  the  ballot  or 
ballot  label  in  lieu  of  the  full  text  of  the  measure.  In 
addition,  if  only  part  of  a  measure  is  being  referred 
to  the  voters,  the  corporation  counsel  may  add  such 
explanatory  material  as  he  deems  necessary  in  order 
to  indicate  what  effect  the  repeal  of  such  part  will 
have. 

Section  16.  An  initiative  measure  shall  take 
effect  and  a  referendum  measure  shall  not  take 
effect  if  a  majority  of  the  persons  voting  on  the 
question  so  vote- . 

Section  17.  If  two  or  more  questions  are 
submitted  or  referred  to  the  registered  voters  at  one 
election  and  as  a  result  of  the  election  inconsistent 
measures,  which  were  contained  in  such  questions, 
would  be  in  effect  thereafter,  only  the  measure 
receiving  the  greater  number  of  votes  in  favor  of  its 
effectiveness  shall  take  effect  or  remain  in  effect 

Section  18.  The  city  council  may  submit  any 
measure  which  it  could  pass,  and  on  the  request  of 
the  school  committee  shall  submit  any  measure 
which  the  school  committee  could  pass,  to  the 
registered  voters  for  their  approval  or  disapproval  at 
a  regular  or  a  special  city  election. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  the  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  impair  the  mayor's  power  to  veto 
action  by  the  city  council  to  the  extent  that  such 
power  is  conferred  on  him,  except'that  he  shall  not 
have  any  power  to  veto  city  council  proceedings 
providing  for  the  submission  of  an  initiative  measure 
or  the  referral  of  a  referendum  measure  to  the 
registered  voters.  If  the  mayor  vetoes  an  initiative 
measure  passed  by  the  council  or  vetoes  proceedings 
of  the  council  repealing  or  rescinding  a  referendum 
measure  and  the  council  fails  to  override  the  mayor's 
veto,  the  council  shall  then  provide  for  submitting 
the  initiative  measure  of  referring  the  referendum 
measure  to  the  registered  voters. 

Section  20.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such 
provisions  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to 
any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  or  unconstitutional,  such  invalidity  or 
unconstitutionality  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect 
the  validity  or  constitutionality  of  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions  of  said  chapter  or  the 
application  of  such  provision  to  persons  or 
circumstances  other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held 
invalid.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative 
intent  that  said  chapter  would  have  been  adopted 
had  such  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provisions  not 
been  included  therein.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  now  has  such 
institutions  which  accept  students  of  only  one  sex, 
including    such    distinguished    academies    as    the 
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Boston  Latin  School,  Girls'  Latin  School,  Boston 
Technical  High  School,  Boston  English  High  School, 
and  the  Boston  Trade  School;  and 

Whereas,  These  institutions  have  a  long  tradition 
of  educating  the  young  people  of  Boston  in  a  manner 
that  has  developed  a  great  many  city,  state,  and 
national  leaders  of  past  and  present  times;and 

Whereas,  The  success  of  these  schools  is 
accomplishing  the  ever  increasingly  complex  task  of 
educating  the  young,  and  the  success  of  the 
graduates  of  these  secondary  schools  is  world 
renowned;  and

coeducation  into  these  and  other  institutions  in  the 
Boston  public  school  system  will  be  of  questionable

Whereas,  Such  a  bridge  would  tend  to  increase 
traffic  congestion  in  our  city;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  bridge  would  adversely  affect 
the  Charles  River  Embankment  area  and  the

Whereas,  The  bridge  would  be  of  an  unsightly 
elevated  type ;  and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  the  West  End,  Back  Bay, 
Beacon  Hill,  and  Charlestown  sections  have 
individually  and  through  their  civic  associations 
made  known  their  opposition  to  this  bridge ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
would  be  required  to  pay  at  least  $1,500,000  toward 
the  cost  of  this  bridge,  and  therefore  might  find  it 
necessary  to  increase  the  tolls  on  the  Sumner  and

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CONTROL  OF  DOGS 

Couns.  O'LEARY  and  PIEMONTE  offered  the 
following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Control  of  Dogs. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions 

As  used  in  this  ordinance  the  following  terms 
mean: 

Owner:  Any  person,  group  of  persons,  or 
corporation  owning,  keeping,  or  harboring  a  dog  or 
dogs. 

At  Large:  Any  dog  shall  be  deemed  to  be  at  large 
when  he  is  off  the  property  of  his  owner  and  not 
under  control  of  a  competent  person,  except 
between  the  hours  of  8  p.m.  (9  p.m.  Daylight  Saving 
Time)  and  8  a.m.,  and  except  between  the  dates  of 
December  15  and  March  1. 
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Section  2.  Restraint 

(a)  No  owner  shall  permit  a  dog  to  be  at  large: 

(1)  In  a  school,  a  schoolyard,  or  public  way 
adjacent  to  a  schoolyard. 

(2)  In  a  public  recreation  area. 

(3)  In  a  public  park. 

(4)  As  a  part  of  a  pack  of  more  than  three 
dogs  running  together. 

Section  3.  Identification 

All  dogs  are  required  to  wear  a  collar  or  harness 
to  which  shall  be  attached  an  identification  plate 
giving  license   tag  and  such  other  information  as 
required  by  the  dog  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  4.   Enforcement 

(a)  Violation  of  more  than  one  provision  of  this 
ordinance  at  one  time  shall  be  considered  as 
concurrent,  and  only  one  fine  shall  be  levied  for  such 
concurrent  violation. 

(b)  Complaints  for  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with  the  procedure 
established  under  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  chapter  140,  section  173A.  • 

(c)  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Dog  Officer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  any  other  police  officer  of  saidcity,  and  the  dog 
officer  shall  be  furnished  a  copy  of  master  list  by  the 
Licensing  Board. 

Section  5.   Effective  Date 

The  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  May 
1, 1972.

Squantum  Head  in  the  City  of  Quincy  bounded  and 
described  as  follows: 

Approximately  14.25  acres  of  upland  and 
2.85  acres  of  beach  known  as  Squantum  Head  in 
the  City  of  Quincy  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  side  of 
Dorchester  Street  at  the  southerly  line  of  land  of 
City  of  Boston  (property  line),  thence  running 
northerly,  westerly,  northerly,  easterly  by 
Dorchester  Bay  and  southerly  by  Quincy  Bay  to 
a  point;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly  two 
dimensions  125  feet  and  120  feet;thence  turning 
and  running  southerly  100  feet  to  the  northerly 
line  of  Standish  Road,  thence  turning  and 
running  westerly  540  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 
turning  and  running  northerly  62.84  feet  on  the 


southeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 

turning  and  running  westerly  33.52  feet  on  the 

northeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 

turning  and  running  southwesterly  62.84  feet  on

March   26,    1971,   Frederick   L.   Garvin,   Division 

Engineer." 

Said  instrument  shall  further  provide  that  said 
conveyance  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  following: 
The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  A  and  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining,  operating,  repairing,  and 
renewing  sewerage  works  existing  in  said  land  and  in 
Moon  Island. 

The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  all  purposes  for 
which  ways  are  used  in  the  City  of  Quincy  and  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  access  to  Moon  Island  and 
Long  Island. 

The  City  of  Quincy  shall  remove  all  abandoned 
buildings,  structures,  and  fences  on  the  land.  It  shall 
at  all  times  maintain  the  land  in  good  order  and  free 
of  debris  and  keep  it  open  to  the  public  at  all 
reasonable  hours  for  use  as  a  public  park.

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  order  repealing 
section  26  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961.  That  section  prohibits  any  municipal 
employee  from  serving  on  a  political  committee. 

There  are  a  number  of  faults  with  such  a 
prohibition.  It  speaks  to  an  earlier  time  when 
municipal  employees  were  not  so  active  in  public 
affairs  as  they  now  are.  Today  such  a  prohibition 
may  well  be  thought  to  deny  an  employee's 
constitutional  rights.  Secondly,  the  prohibition  is 
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not  one  of  which  many  persons  are  aware,  and  I 
suspect,  therefore,  that  many  would  be  found  to 
have  violated  it  if  the  rosters  of  ward  and  state 
committees  were  to  be  examined. 

I  therefore  urge  your  early  action  on  its  repeal  so 
that  there  will  be  no  question  about  its  applicability 
to  the  committees  elected  in  the  presidential 
primary  in  April.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  adoption  of 
an  ordinance  establishing  the  Environmental 
Protection  Department. 

The  accompanying  ordinance  is  a  revision  of  the 
ordinance  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  20,  1971.  It  has  been  redrafted  to  confer 
upon  the  new  department  all  of  the  powers  and 
duties  which  are  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  an 
effective  city  environmental  agency,  and  to  correct 
the  technical  deficiencies  which  were  contained  in 
the  previous  ordinance  which  I  returned  without  my 
signature  and  disapproved  on  January  13,  1972. 

We  share  a  common  objective  -  an  increased 
emphasis  on  and  effort  to  ensure  the  best  achievable 
environment  for  our  city  and  its  people.  We  seek  a 
clear  definition  of  responsibilities,  coordination  of 
all  environmental  protection  activities,  an  ability  to 
prevent  damage  to  our  environment,  and  a  forum  for 
an  environmental  review  of  projects  and  proposals 
which  will  have  a  significant  environmental  impact 
We  need  to  maintain  our  present  momentum  in 
improving  the  environmental  quality  of  our  city,  to 
increase  citizen  participation  in  this  process,  and  to 
address  ourselves  to  heretofore  neglected  concerns. 


Our  people  want,  need,  and  shall  have  cleaner  air 
and  water  and  less  noise.  They  must  be  protected 
from  the  improper  use  of  pesticides  and  from  poorly 
located,  designed,  or  operated  facilities  for  disposing 
of  solid  wastes.  City  workers  should  be  assured  they 
are  protected  from  unhealthy  conditions  in  their 
work  places,  so  far  as  that  can  be  assured.  The  City  of 
Boston  has  an  obligation  to  do  all  it  can,  in  concert 
with  state  and  federal  authorities  and  citizen  groups. 
The  city  has  already  established  an  effective  air 
pollution  and  noise  abatement  agency,  and  I  propose 
to  build  on  that  strong  foundation  to  restrain  further 
environmental  damages  and  to  enhance  the 
environmental  quality  of  the  city. 

Accordingly,  in  the  accompanying  ordinance  I 
propose  the  creation  of  a  new  Environmental 
Protection  Department.  The  functions  of  the 
present  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  to 
regulate  and  control  air  and  noise  pollution  will  be 
transferred  to  the  new  department.  The  powers  and 
duties  now  conferred  on  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  by  various  sections  of  chapter  III  of  the 
General  Laws  with  respect  to  the  assignment  of  sites 
for  the  establishment  or  operation  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  and  the  control  of 
nuisances  will  also  be  transferred  to  the  new 
department  In  addition,  for  the  first  time  a  city 
department  will  be  given  specific  jurisdiction  to 
regulate  and  control  water  pollution  and  the  use  and 
disposal  of  pesticides,  and  to  investigate  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  the  exposure  of  city 
employees  to  occupational  hazards. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Department  will 
be  headed  by  a  Commissioner  of  Environmental 
Protection.  In  the  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction  the 
commissioner  will  have  authority  to  establish 
standards  for  environmental  quality,  to  adopt 
environmental  regulations,  to  require  the  registra- 
tion of  sources  of  environmental  contamination  and 
the  procurement  of  permits  therefor,  to  enforce  the 
regulations  by  bringing  suit  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  city  pursuant  to  section  10A  of  chapter 
214  of  theGeneral  Laws,  to  review  projects  of  other 
city  departments  which  may  have  a  significant 
environmental  impact,  and  to  act  as  a  clearinghouse 
for  the  preparation  of  environmental  impact 
statements. 

The  accompanying  ordinance  also  proposes  the 
creation  of  a  five-member  Environmental  Council,  to 
be  headed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Environmental 
Protection  and  additionally  composed  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  three 
appointed  members.  The  council's  duties  will 
include  the  approval  of  environmental  quality 
standards  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Environmental  Protection  and  the  making 
of  studies  and  recommendations  with  respect  to  the 
environmental  quality  of  the  city. 

The  ordinance  I  propose  relies  heavily  upon  the 
comments  and  criticisms  of  the  late  William  H.  Kerr. 
It  will  be  the  last  measure  presented  to  your 
Honorable  Body  which  has  been  directly  influenced 
by  this  remarkable  man  and  devoted  public  servant 
and  I  take  this  opportunity  again  to  pay  tribute  to 
his  extraordinary  talents,  loyalty,  and  service  to  his 
city.

An    Ordinance    Establishing    the    Environmental 

Protection  Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  13  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  13A. 
Environmental  Protection  Department 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  Environmental 
Protection  Department,  hereinafter  called  the 
department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
an  officer,  known  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Environmental  Protection,  hereinafter  called  the 
commissioner,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  amayoris  elected. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  such 
divisions  as  the  commissioner  shall  from  time  to 
time  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of 
the  department 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  department  a  board, 
known  as  the  Environmental  Council,  consisting 
of  the  commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  ex  officiis,  and  three  other 
members  appointed  by  the  mayor.  The 
appointive  members  initially  appointed  shall 
serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  for  terms  expiring  one, 
two,  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  May  1, 
1972.  As  the  term  of  any  such  member  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  an  appointive  member  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  shall  have  full 
jurisdiction  to  investigate,  conduct  research 
relative  to,  monitor,  regulate,  control  and 
enhance  environmental  quality.  The  term 
"environmental  quality"  shall  include,  but  not 
be  limited  to,  noise  from  whatever  source; 
atmospheric  pollution,  water  pollution,  and  the 
use  and  disposal  of  pesticides. 

The  commission  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
and  control  atmospheric  pollution  including 
noise  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  in  section  31C 
of  chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
commissioner  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  a  board  of  health  by  sections  31A, 
31B,  132,  133,  134,  135,  136,  137,  138,  139, 
140,  141,  143,  144,  145,  146,  147,  148,  149, 
150,  150A,  154,  155,  156,  and  157  of  chapter 
1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws,  and  by  section  1 27A  of 
said  chapter  11 1  in  so  far,  but  only  in  so  far,  as 
said  section   127A  may  relate  to  enforcing  so 


much  of  the  state  sanitary  code  as  concerns 
atmospheric,  noise,  and  water  pollution  and  solid 
waste  disposal. 

In  exercising  the  authority  conferred  by  this 
section  the  commissioner  shall  have  the  power, 
after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  environmental  council,  to 
adopt  environmental  quality  regulations  includ- 
ing regulations  requiring  the  registration  of 
sources  of  environmental  contamination  and 
requiring  the  procurement  of  a  permit  prior  to 
the  commencement  or  continuation  of  any 
activity  which  is  capable  of  causing  environ- 
mental contamination.  Such  regulations  may 
provide  that  permits  shall  specify  the  time  or 
times  within  which,  and  the  method  by  which, 
such  activity  is  to  be  carried  on,  and  may  provide 
that  permits  shall  be  renewable  by  the 
commissioner  and  may  be  revoked  by  him  for 
cause.  Such  regulations  shall  fix  the  fee  to  be 
charged  for  a  permit  issued  under  this  section, 
which  fee  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 
Such  regulations  shall  be  binding  upon  every 
officer  in  charge  of  a  department  and  upon  every 
municipal  board  and  upon  all  persons,  organiza- 
tions, and  activities  within  the  city. 

In  enforcing  any  regulations  adopted  under 
this  section  the  commissioner  may  bring 
appropriate  proceedings  in  any  court  of  law, 
including  but  not  limited  to  proceedings  for 
equitable  or  declaratory  relief  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  city  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  10A  of  chapter  214  of  theGeneral  Laws. 

Section  3.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  and  every  municipal  board  shall 
consult  with  the  commissioner  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  initiating  or  approving  any  project 
or  adopting  any  rule,  regulation,  order,  or  policy 
which  may  have  a  significant  environmental 
impact.  The  commissioner  shall  assist  in  the 
preparation  by  any  such  officer  or  board  of  any 
environmental  impact  statement,  or  comment 
thereon,  required  by  law,  and  no  such  statement 
or  comment  shall  be  submitted  or  made  public 
unless  first  reviewed  and  approved  by  the 
commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall  promul- 
gate regulations  which  define  "significant 
environmental  impact"  and  shall  establish 
procedures  for  the  review  of  environmental 
impact  statements  and  comments  thereon,  and 
for  the  submission  to  him  of  matters  for 
consultation  or  review  pursuant  to  this  section. 
Such  regulations  shall,  after  approval  by  the 
environmental  council  and  the  mayor,  be  binding 
on  every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  and  on 
every  municipal  board. 

Section  4.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  to  investigate  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  exposure  of  employ- 
ees of  the  city  and  of  persons  employed  pursuant 
to  contracts  with  the  city  to  health  hazards  of 
their  occupations,  including  but  not  limited  to 
exposure  to  excessive  noise,  heat,  radiation,  and 
radioactive  materials,  dusts,  fumes,  mists,  gases, 
and    odors.    The  commissioner   shall   conduct 
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surveys,  perform  studies,  and  do  research 
concerning  exposure  of  such  persons  to  health 
hazards  of  their  occupations  and  the  abatement 
of  such  health  hazards,  may  consult  with  other 
city,  state,  and  federal  agencies,  and  may  make 
recommendations  concerning  the  protection  of 
such  persons  to  the  officer  or  officers  in  charge  of 
any  department  or  to  any  municipal  board. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
environmental  council  from  time  to  time  (a)  to 
make,  upon  its  own  initiative  or  at  the  request  of 
the  mayor  or  the  commissioner,  studies  and 
recommendations  with  respect  to  the  environ- 
mental quality  of  the  city;  (b)  to  approve 
environmental  quality  regulations  adopted  by 
the  commissioner;  and  (c)  to  advise  the 
commissioner  on  such  matters  within  the  scope 
of  his  duties  as  he  may  refer  to  the  council. 

The  environmental  council  shall  have  the 
power  to  require  the  production  of  records  and 
documents  relevant  to  its  work  and  to  compel 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  before  it 
The  commissioner  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
environmental  council  but  the  council  shall  not 
otherwise  be  subject  to  the  commissioner's 
supervision  or  control;  nor  shall  the  council  take 
part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or 
administrative  business  of  the  department,  and 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the 
council  shall  notcommunicate  with  the  mayor  or 
make  any  annual  or  other  report  except  through 
the  commissioner. 

All  members  of  the  environmental  council 

shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 

reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 

the    performance    of    their    duties,    and    the 

appointive   members    of  the   council   shall    be 

deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees  for 

the  purposes  of  chapter  26  8A  of  the  General 

Laws.  The  council  shall  meet  every  other  month, 

and  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

Section  2.  Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 

of    1961,    as    amended    by    chapter    14    of    the 

Ordinances  of  1968  and  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances 

of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 

section  2.  All  persons  employed  by  the  air  pollution 

control  commission  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 

made  employees  of  the  environmental  protection 

department   without   reduction   in    their   rank   or 

compensation  or  impairment  of  their  civil  service, 

retirement,  vacation,  holiday,  or  sick  leave  rights. 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  section  97  of  the  words  "air  pollution 
control  commission"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "commissioner  of  environmental  protec- 
tion." 

Section  4.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  chapter  14  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  sections  6,  10,  14,  and  17  the  words 
"board  of  health  and  hospitals"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of 
environmental  protection." 


Section  5.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  chapter  14  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  sections  89,  90,  143,  185,  206,  231, 
and  288  the  words  "board  of  health  and  hospitals" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  environmental  protection." 

Section  6.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  clause: 

(9A)  The   commissioner   of  environmental 

protection,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  7.  AD  regulations  for  the  control  of 
atmospheric  pollution  and  noise  adopted  by  the  air 
pollution  control  commission  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  as  regulations  of  the  commissioner  and  shall 
be  enforced  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this 
ordinance,  unless  and  until  such  regulations  or  any 
part  thereof  are  amended  or  repealed  by  the 
commissioner  with  the  approval  of  the  environ- 
mental council  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing. 

Section  8.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
May  1,  1972.

To  properly  inform  the  public  as  to  the  changes 
in  service,  a  news  release  was  forwarded  to  the 
Boston,  South  Boston,  and  Dorchester  papers 
stating  that  the  present  routing  of  buses  from  South 
Station  to  the  Army  Base  and  City  Point  over 
Northern  Avenue  will  be  continued  until  the  next 
timetable  change  in  March. 

After  operating  on  the  present  route  for  three 
and  one-half  years,  the  MBTA  is  undertaking  a  study 
to  determine  changes  in  the  travel  habits  of  MBTA 
passengers  using  the  above  routes.  Analysis  of  the 
information  gathered  will  dictate  what  service  is  to 
be  provided  and  on  what  frequency.  You  can  be 
assured  that  there  will  be  bus  service  between  the 
South  Station  and  City  Point  over  Summer  Street 
effective  with  the  spring  timetable.

MBTA  TO  MAINTAIN  AUTO  PARKING  FACILI- 
TIES AT  STATIONS  OUTSIDE  CITY

lifeblood  of  any  city ;  and

such  parking  facilities  and  take  the  MBTA  in  rather 
than  ride  or  drive  into  the  core  city  ;and

people  to  take  the  MBTA  rather  than  ride  or  drive

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  as  amended,  the  operating  budget  for  the  city, 
county,  and  income  departments  for  the  year  1972. 
City  Budget 

A  year  ago  I  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  a 
budget  which  reflected  the  austerity  program  upon 
which  we  had  embarked  at  the  beginning  of  1971. 1 
explained  at  that  time  the  seriousness  of  the  fiscal 
emergency  which  Boston  faced  as  a  result  of  factors 
largely  beyond  our  control  -  sharply  increased  state 
assessments,  substantial  increases  in  personnel  costs 
due  to  collective  bargaining  and  the  impact  of 
inflation,  the  continuing  demand  for  improved 
public  services,  and  escalating  costs  for  food,  drugs, 
supplies,  equipment,  and  everything  else  the  city 
must  purchase. 

I  stated  at  that  time  the  desperate  need  of  Boston 
and  the  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  a  complete  revision  of  the  state  tax 
structure  along  the  lines  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Master  Tax  Plan  Commission.  Unfortunately, 
nothing  was  done  by  the  Legislature  to  remedy  this 
situation,  and  the  result  is  that  Boston  finds  itself  on 
February  1,  1972,  one  year  closer  to  fiscal  disaster. 

I  asked  the  City  Council  to  join  forces  with  me 
and  with  other  concerned  citizens  in  Boston  and 
throughout  the  state  in  an  all-out  effort  this  year  to 
crusade  for  the  tax  reform  which  Massachusetts 
must  have  if  it  is  to  continue  to  function  as  a  state 
whose  basic  strength  lies  in  351  cities  and  towns 
which  can  continue  to  educate  their  children  and 
deliver  the  basic  services  which  civilized  com- 
munities require. 

The  budget  which  I  am  submitting  today 
contains  very  little  in  the  way  of  increases  which  are 
not  mandatory.  The  drastic  reductions,  however,  in 
the  budgets  for  equipment  and  maintenance  of 
buildings  which  were  made  last  year  cannot  be 
repeated  again  this  year  without  serious  and  adverse 
ef  fee  ts. 

Thecity  budget  shows  an  increase  q$  slightly  more 
than  $25,000,000  over  the  1971  appropriation. This 
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does  not  include,  however,  the  cost  of  pay  increases 
to  the  fire  fighters  and  police  and  others  which  will 
amount  to  approximately  $10,000,000  but  which 
will  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  as  a  separate 
appropriation  order  when  the  question  of  retro- 
activity has  been  answered  by  the  federal  pay  board. 

We  have  separated  these,  also,  so  that  they  may 
be  acted  on  promptly  and  prior  to  action  on  the  total 
annual  budget  and  the  raises  may  be  paid  as  soon  as 
possible  to  the  people  concerned. 

Much  of  my  effort,  and  I  hope  yours,  in  the 
coming  months  will  be  devoted  to  enactment  by  the 
State  Legislature  of  the  legislation  required  to 
reform  the  state's  tax  structure  and  relieve  the  City 
of  Boston  of  its  intolerable  property  tax  burden,  by 
which  the  comparatively  poorer  taxpayers  of  Boston 
directly  subsidize  institutions  which  provide  services 
to  the  comparatively  wealthier  residents  of  areas 
outside  the  city  who  depend  on  the  continued 
functioning  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  their 
livelihood  The  gross  injustice  of  this  condition 
requires  our  constant  dedication  to  its  correction. 
County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  from 
$16,753,672  in  1971  to  $20,153,206  in  1972,  an 
increase  of  $3,399,534.  The  major  items  which 
make  up  this  increase  are  1971  collective  bargaining 
agreements  which  will  cost  $829,000;  in  1972 
annualization  of  existing  positions  at  a  cost  increase 
of  $64  2, 000,  legislated  salary  increases  of  $  223 ,000, 
salary  increases  of  probation  officers  at  a  cost  of 
$277,000,  and  increased  jurors'  expenses  at  a  cost  of 
$259,000. 


Income  Departments 

The  income  departments  budgets  increased  from 
$8,582,174  in  1971  to  $9,786,291  in  1972,  an 
increase  of  $1,204,117.  This  increase  will  be 
financed  from  the  increased  income  of  these 
departments.

Gentlemen: 

As  required  by  section  6  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966,  I  submit  herewith  for  your  approval 
the  annual  loan  order  which,  with  certain  cash 
appropriations  within  the  annual  budget,  as  shown 
in  the  attached  table,  will  enable  the  carrying 
forward  of  the  capital  program  of  the  city  during 
1972.  These  new  appropriations  will  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  existing  authorizations  from 
previous  years  and  such  state  and  federal  grants  as 
may  be  secured. 

It  is  my  intention  that  every  effort  will  be  put 
forth  to  obtain  these  aids  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the 


taxpayer  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  these  vital 
improvements.  This  year  the  emphasis  will  be  on 
programs  which  are  now  eligible  for  reasonably 
adequate  levels  of  grant,  and  construction  programs 
which  do  not  obtain  this  assistance  will  in  general  be 
deferred.  One  of  our  highest  priorities,  as  I  stated  in 
my  inaugural  address,  is  new  school  construction, 
which  now  is  reimbursed  by  the  state  to  65  percent, 
including  the  interest  on  borrowing.  The  school  loan 
which  I  will  shortly  submit  under  chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948  will  be  only  for  school  projects  which 
obtain  state  approval  for  this  aid  and  cannot  be 
issued  or  spent  without  having  this  grant  approval  in 
hand  Because  of  its  special  importance  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  needed  program,  and  to  enable  the 
Council  therefore  to  consider  it  separately  with 
maximum  opportunity  for  those  citizens  who  may 
wish  to  testify,  I  intend,  as  stated,  to  submit  this 
appropriation  and  loan  order  separately  in  the  near 
future  as  is  permitted  by  section  6  of  chapter  642. 

My  intention  is  also  that  the  appropriations  now 
recommended  for  Parks  and  Recreation  facilities  be 
generally  restricted  to  those  projects  which  receive 
aid;  there  are  several  programs  providing  50  percent 
aid,  such  as  in  the  acquisition  and  development  of 
open  space  and  the  Legacy  of  Parks  program. 
Consequently,  the  capital  appropriation  herewith  is 
intended  to  be  devoted  mainly  as  the  required  local 
share  for  several  grant  applications  which  will  be 
coming  before  you  in  the  future  for  projects  such  as 
the  development  of  the  North  End  and  Jeffries  Point 
Parks,  for  instance,  and  for  important  acquisitions  of 
open  space. 

We  are  also  maintaining  a  reasonable  level  in  the 
regular  public  works  programs,  which  again  should 
be  supplemented  by  state  assistance  such  as  Chapter 
90  aid 

I  believe  this  capital  budget  essential  and 
respectfully  recommend  approval  by  your  Honor- 
able Body.

AUTHORIZING  LEASE  OF  OLD  STATE 
HOUSE  TO  BOSTONIAN  SOCIETY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  14, 1972. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  order  authorizing  the 
execution  of  a  lease  to  the  Bostonian  Society  of  the 
building  known  as  the  Old  State  House,  situated  on 
Washington  and  State  Streets,  Boston,  for  the 
purposes    set   forth   in    the   charter    of  the  said 
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Bostonian  Society  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  and 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $100  under  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  a  form  of  lease  hereto 
annexed.  The  Bostonian  Society  now  occupies  the 
Old  State  House  under  a  twenty-year  lease  which 
expired  May  16, 1970. 

The  Old  State  House  has  been  cared  for  and 
preserved  by  the  Bostonian  Society  for  a  long  period 
of  time  under  successive  twenty-year  leases  from  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Society  has  maintained  and 
preserved  this  historical  shrine  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  throughout  this  period,  and  I  feel  it  to  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  toenterinto 
another  twenty-year  lease  on  substantially  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  it  has  occupied 
the  premises  in  the  past. 

The  proposed  lease  differs  from  those  of  the  past 
in  that  it  permits  a  reasonable  admission  charge  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  certain  expenses  of  the 
lessee,  but,  as  in  the  past,  admission  by  school 
children  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  continue  to  be 
without  charge.

preserved  as  a  historical  memorial,  and  that  no  part 
thereof  should  be  used  for  commercial  or  business 
purposes;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  instrument  in  writing  dated  May 
17,  1950,  the  said  premises  were  leased  to  the 
Bostonian  Society,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  charter  of  said 
Bostonian  Society  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  and 
at  an  anual  rental  of  $100,  under  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  lease ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Bostonian  Society  is  desirous 
of  leasing  the  said  premises  for  a  further  period  of 
twenty  years  at  the  same  rental;  now,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Bostonian  Society,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department  of  the  said  City  of  Boston,  a  lease  in  the 
form  annexed  wherein  the  said  City  of  Boston  leases 
to  the  said  Bostonian  Society  the  Old  State  House, 
situated  at  the  corner  of  said  Washington  Street  and 
said  State  Street,  for  a  term  of  twenty  years,  at  an 
annual  rental  of  $  100. 


This  indenture  made  as  of  the  seventeentli  day  of 
May,  1970,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  a 
municipal  corporation  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bostonian 
Society,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth,  of  the  second  part. 


Witnesseth,  That  the  said  City  of  Boston  as  lessor 
does  hereby  demise  and  let  unto  said  Bostonian 
Society  as  lessee  all  of  the  Old  State  House,  building, 
situated  on  Washington  and  State  Streets  in  said 
Boston,  above  and  including  the  entire  street  floor  of 
said  building  together  with  two  large  rooms  in  the 
basement  of  said  building  near  its  westerly  end, 
together  with  the  closet  now  used  by  the  said 
Bostonian  Society  in  said  basement. 

The  said  lessor  hereby  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
by  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees  to  enter  said 
leased  premises  and  to  pass  into,  through,  and  upon 
the  same,  or  any  portion  thereof,  at  any  and  all  times 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting,  repairing,  and  making 
changes  in  said  leased  premises,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  passing  to  and  from  the  tower  and  roof  of  said 
building,  and  of  winding  and  repairing  the  clock  at 
the  easterly  end  of  said  building,  and  of  raising  and 
lowering  the  flag  thereon,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  to  and  from  the  janitor's  room,  so  called,  and 
the  boiler  room  under  the  janitor's  room,  and  for  the 
delivery  and  removal  of  supplies  and  material,  and 
for  all  other  purposes  requisite  for  or  incidental  to 
the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  said  building. 

And  the  said  lessor  also  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
from  time  to  time  to  use  all  of  said  premises  or  any 
portion  thereof,  not  exceeding  twenty-four  hours  at 
any  one  time,  for  public  purposes,  as  it  may  by 
ordinance  or  order  determine. 

And  the  said  lessor  also  reserves  the  right  to  itself 
to  cancel  so  much  of  this  lease  as  relates  to  the  said 
basement  rooms  and  closet  in  said  basement  at  any 
time  whenever  said  basement  rooms  and  closet  or 
any  part  thereof  shall  be  taken  or  needed  for 
subway,  tunnel,  or  any  other  railroad  use,  or  for  any 
public  use. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  premises  above  described 
with  the  rights  and  easements  thereto  belonging 
unto  the  said  Bostonian  Society,  for  the  term  of 
twenty  years  from  the  eighteenth  day  of  May,  1970, 
yielding  and  paying  for  all  of  the  premises 
hereinabove  described  rent  of  $100  yearly,  in  equal 
semiannual  payments  on  the  eighteenth  day  of 
November  and  the  eighteenth  day  of  May  in  every 
year  during  said  term,  and  at  the  rate  for  such  further 
time  as  the  said  lessee  or  any  person  or  persons 
claiming  under  it  shall  hold  the  said  premises  or  any 
part  thereof. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  lessor 
and  the  said  lessee  that  all  repairs  to  said  building  and 
the  leased  premises  shall  be  made  by  the  lessor,  when 
and  as  the  said  lessor  may  determine,  and  that  the 
said  lessor  shall  furnish  a  proper-means  of  access  to 
the  said  building  from  the  street  and  shall  furnish 
heat  and  janitor  service  for  the  entire  building. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  lessor 
and  the  said  lessee  that  the  said  lessee  shall  at  its  own 
expense  keep  one  or  more  competent  persons  in 
attendance  in  said  leased  premises  daily,  while  open, 
to  properly  guard  and  care  for  the  same,  and  that 
said  lessee  shall,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  furnish 
light  for  the  entire  building  and  keep  the  said 
building  clean  and  pay  the  water  rates  for  the  leased 
premises.  To  defray  the  said  lessee's  expenses 
incurred  pursuant  to  the  preceding  sentence  the  said 
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lessee  may  charge  a  reasonable  admission  fee,  except 
that  no  admission  fee  shall  be  charged  to  the  school 
children  of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  lessor 
and  the  said  lessee  that  the  said  lessee  shall  keep  open 
daily  for  the  use  of  the  public,  Sundays  and  holidays 
excepted,  the  halls,  rooms,  and  corridors  on  the 
above-the-street  floor  during  such  hours  of  daylight 
as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  by  vote  or 
ordinance  direct;  that  no  part  of  the  leased  premises 
shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  not  usual  and 
conformable  to  the  objects  of  said  Society,  as  set 
forth  in  its  charter;  and  that  the  said  lessee  will  not 
assign  this  lease  or  underlet  the  said  premises  or  any 
portion  thereof,  nor  affix  any  sign  or  permanent 
object  to  the  outside  of  said  building,  nor  commit  or 
suffer  any  strip  or  waste  of  the leasedpremises;  that 
the  said  lessor,  by  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees, 
may  maintain  the  present  washrooms,  privies,  and 
urinals  in  the  leased  premises;  and  that  all  property 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other  public  property 
entrusted  to  said  lessee  and  kept  in  said  premises 
shall  be  distinctly  marked  and  a  schedule  thereof 
annually,  in  the  month  of  April,  furnished  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  of  the  said  City 
of  Boston. 

Provided,  always,  that  these  presents  are  upon 
this  condition,  that  in  case  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the 
covenants  to  be  observed  on  the  part  of  thelessee  or 
those  claiming  under  it,  or  in  case  the  estate  hereby 
created  shall  be  taken  from  it  or  them  by  a  process  of 
law  or  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  or  insolvency  or 
otherwise,  the  lessor  may,  while  the  default  or 
neglect  continues  or  at  any  time  after  such  taking  by 
process  of  law,  and  notwithstanding  any  license  or 
waiver  of  any  prior  breach  of  condition,  without  any 
notice  or  demand,  enter  upon  the  permises  and 
thereby  determine  the  estate  hereby  created,  and 
may  thereupon  expel  and  remove,  forcibly,  if 
necessary,  the  lessee  and  those  claiming  under  it  and 
their  effects. 

It  is  also  agreed  that  if  the  said  building  shall  be 
damaged  by  fire  or  other  unavoidable  casualty,  so 
that  the  same  shall  be  thereby  rendered  unfit  for  use 
and  occupation,  then  in  such  case  the  rent 
hereinabove  reserved  or  a  just  and  proportionate 
part  thereof,  according  to  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  injuries  sustained,  shall  be  abated  until  the  said 
premises  shall  have  been  duly  repaired  and  restored 
by  the  lessor,  or,  in  case  the  said  building  shall  be 
substantially  destroyed,  then,  at  the  election  of  the 
lessor,  the  estate  hereby  created  shall  thereupon  be 
determined.

COUNSEL  RE  SECTION  17D  OF  CITY 
CHARTER,  MATTERS  PASSED  BY  COUN- 
CIL, PRESENTED  TO  MAYOR  FOR 
APPROVAL

Dear  Councillor  Piemonte: 

This  is  a  reply  to  your  request  addressed  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Martin  of  my  staff,  for  my  opinion  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  phrase  "presented  to  the  mayor"  as 
that  phrase  is  used  in  St  1948,  c.452,  S.17D 
(commonly  known  as  section  17D  of  the  City 
Charter).  That  section  provides  in  pertinent  part  as 
follows: 

Every  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  and  vote 
of  the  city  council  (except  special  municipal 
election  orders  adopted  under  section  thirteen, 
votes  relating  to  the  internal  affairs  of  said 
council,  resolutions  not  affecting  legal  rights, 
votes  electing   officials,  and  votes  confirming 
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appointments  by  the  mayor)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  mayor  for  his  approval.  If  he  approves  it, 
he  shall  sign  it;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  in  force. 
If  he  disapproves  it,  he  shall,  by  filing  it  with  the 
city  clerk  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing, 
return  it  to  the  city  council  which  shall  enter  the 
objections  at  large  on  its  records ....  Every 
order,  ordinance,  resolution,  or  vote  required  by 
this  section  to  be  presented  to  the  mayor  which, 
within  fifteen  days  after  such  presentation,  is 
neither  signed  by  him  nor  filed  with  his  written 
objections  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  in 
force  on  and  after  the  sixteenth  day  following 
such  presentation. 

It  has  long  been  held  in  this  Commonwealth  that 
where  constitutional  or  statutory  provisions  require 
that  a  legislative  enactment  be  "presented"  to  an 
executive  officer  for  his  approval  or  disapproval, 
such  presentation  must  be  made  personally  to  the 
officer.  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  99  Mass.  636,  63  7-8 ; 
Farwell  v.  Boston,  192  Mass.  15.  The  Farwell  case 
concerned  presentation  of  an  order  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  under  a  predecessor  to  the  present  section 
17D,  namely  St.l  854,  c.448,  s.47,  which  provided  as 
follows: 

"Every  ordinance,  order,  resolution,  or  vote, 
to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  of  the  common  council  may  be 
necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  convention  of 
the  two  branches),  and  every  order  of  either 
branch  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  mayor;  if  he  approve  thereof, 
he  shall  signify  his  approbation  by  signing  the 
same ;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  the  same,  with  his 
objections,  to  the  branch  in  which  it  origi- 
nated . . .  and  if  such  ordinance,  order,  resolu- 
tion, or  vote  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  mayor 
within  ten  day  s  after  it  shall  have  been  presented, 
the  same  shall  be  in  force." 

In  the  Farwell  case  a  certain  order,  having  been 
passed  by  the  then  two  branches  of  the  City  Council 
on  July  2,  1903,  was  taken  by  the  Assistant  City 
Clerk  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor  on  July  3, 1903,  and 
there  delivered  into  the  hands  of  a  clerk.  The  Mayor 
was  not  in  his  office  and  did  not  see  the  order  until 
July  6,  1903.  On  July  14, 1903,  the  Mayor  returned 
a  veto  of  the  order.  This  was  eleven  days  (or  more 
than  was  permitted  under  the  old  charter)  after  the 
Mayor's  clerk  had  received  the  order,  but  only  eight 
days  after  the  Mayor  had  first  inspected  it.  The 
question  then  arose  whether  or  not  the  veto  was 
timely.  The  answer  depended  upon  whether  or  not 
the  order  could  be  deemed  to  have  been  "presented" 
to  the  Mayor  when  it  was  left  with  a  clerk  in  his 
office  on  July  3.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  ruled 
that  it  could  not  be  so  deemed,  reasoning  that,  since 
the  Mayor's  duty  of  approving  or  disapproving  the 
order  was  a  personal  one  with  which  he  alone  was 
entrusted,  it  was  necessary  that  the  order  should  be 
laid  before  him  personally. 

Accordingly,  in  my  opinion,  an  order  of  the  City 
Council  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  presented  to  the 
Mayor  until  it  has  been  personally  laid  before  him. 


There  is  presently  pending  before  the  City 
Council  a  proposal  for  a  home  rule  petition  to  the 
General  Court  which  would  amend  section  17D  to 
provide  that  every  order  requiring  the  Mayor's 
action  should  be  presented  to  him  within  three  days 
of  the  passage  thereof  and,  should  the  Mayor  refuse 
to  accept  the  same,  or  be  unavailable  to  receive  the 
same  for  any  reason,  such  order  should  be,  on  the 
fourth  day  following  its  passage,  left  in  the  office  of 
the  Mayor  and  thereupon  be  deemed  to  have  been 
presented  to  him  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  If 
passed  by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  enacted  into  law  by  the  General  Court 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  this  proposed 
amendment  would,  of  course,  modify  section  17D  in 
accordance  with  its  terms.  Since  the  question  has 
arisen,  however,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the 
proposed  amendment  would  not  affect  the  present 
requirement  for  affirmative  action  by  the  Mayor 
before  the  General  Court  can  act  on  home  rule 
matters.  That  is  because  the  requirement  for  his 
affirmative  action  arises  not  from  section  17D  of  the 
City  Charter  but  from  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  (commonly  known  as  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment),  wherein  it  is  provided  that  the 
General  Court  may  enact  special  legislation  for  any 
city  or  town  (so  far  as  is  here  relevant)  "on  petition 
filed  or  approved  by  the  voters  of  a  city  or  town,  or 
the  mayor  and  city  council,  or  other  legislative  body, 
of  acity ..." 

This  section  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
contemplates  that  petitions  may  be  either  filed  by, 
or,  if  filed  by  another,  approved  by,  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council.  Insofar  as  this  section  concerns  the 
filing  of  petitions  with  the  General  Court  it  imports 
that,  if  the  Mayor  should  decline  to  join  the  City 
Council  in  filing  such  a  petition,  the  City  Council 
cannot  do  so  alone,  any  more  than  could  the  Mayor 
alone  if  the  City  Council  should  decline  to  join  him. 
Similarly,  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  under  this 
section  could  not  be  presumed  from  his  failure  to  act 
upon  an  order  of  the  City  Council  for  a  home  rule 
petition  within  fifteen  days  of  the  passage  thereof. 
Such  inaction  would  not  constitute  "approval," 
which  "implies  direct  affirmative  sanction."McZ,ean 
v.  Mayor  of  Holyoke,  216  Mass.  62,65.  Further- 
more, the  meaning  of  the  phrase  "approved 
by . . .  the  Mayor  and  city  council"  in  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment  is  not  controlled  by  section  17D 
of  the  City  Charter.  The  Home  Rule  Amendment,  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth, 
cannot  be  subject  in  its  meaning  or  effect  to  another 
instrument  Loringw.  Young,  239  Mass.  349,  377. 
Thus,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment,  no  action  requiring  the  Mayor's 
approval  can  be  valid  if  he  merely  refrains  from 
disapproving  it  See  Leroy  v.  Worcester  Street 
Railway,  287  Mass.  1,  8-9.

In  view  of  the  testimony  and  surrounding  facts, 
your  committee  feels  additional  testimony  is 
necessary  from  representatives  of  all  uniformed 
employees.  An  additional  hearing  has  been 
scheduled  for  Thursday,  February  17,  1972,  at  10 
a.m.

TO  BALTIC  PEOPLES

Whereas,  The  sixteenth  of  February,  1972, 
marks  the  fifty-fourth  anniversary  of  the  restoration 
of  independence  to  the  more  than  700-year-old 
Lithuanian  State;and 

Whereas,  On  June  15,  1940,  the  Soviet  Union 
forcibly  occupied  and  illegally  annexed  the 
independent  Republic  of  Lithuania,  which  fact  has 
been  officially  confirmed  by  the  findings  of  the 
select  Committee  on  Communist  Aggression  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  Eighty-third  Congress  of 
the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  subjection  of  peoples  to  alien 
subjugation,  domination,  and  exploitation  con- 
stitutes a  denial  of  fundamental  human  rights,  is 
contrary  to  the  charter  of  the  United  Nations,  and  is 
an  impediment  to  the  promotion  of  world  peace  and 
cooperation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Soviet  Union,  through  a  program 
of  deportations  and  resettlement  of  peoples, 
continues  in  its  efforts  to  change  the  ethnic 
character  of  the  population  of  Lithuania  and  the 
other  Baltic  states,  thereby  committing  the  offense 
of  genocide;  and 

Whereas,  The  Soviet  invaders  are  unable  to 
suppress  the  aspirations  of  the  Lithuanian  people  for 
freedom  and  the  exercise  of  their  human  rights,  as 
most  recently  demonstrated  by  the  dramatic 
hijacking  of  a  Soviet  aircraft  to  Turkey  by  Pranas 
and  Algirdas  Brazinskas,  the  heroic  attempt  of 
defection  by  Simas  Kudirka,  and  the  unsuccessful 
attempt  of  escape  to  Sweden  by  Vy  tautas  Simokaitis 
and  his  wife;  and 

Whereas,  We  respectfully  request  President 
Nixon  to  direct  the  attention  of  world  opinion  at  the 
United  Nations  and  at  other  appropriate  inter- 
national forums  to  the  restoration  of  sovereign  rights 
to  the  Baltic  peoples,  which  policy  was  recom- 
mended to  the  President  of  the  United  States  by  the 
concurrent  House  Resolution  416  of  the  Eighty- 
ninth  Congress;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
mailed  to  President  Richard  M.  Nixon,  Secretary  of 
State  William  P.  Rogers,  Senator  Edward  M. 
Kennedy,  Senator  Edward  W.  Brooke,  to  all  the 
members  of  Congress  from  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  to  the  press.

Enclosed    for    the    consideration   of  the   City 
Council    is    a    resolution    which    authorizes    the 


application  for  and  acquisition  of  5.06  acres  of 
undeveloped  federal  surplus  property  in  All- 
ston/Brighton. 

The  surplus  property  is  located  to  the  rear  of  the 
intersection  of  Warren  Street,  Commonwealth 
Avenue,  and  Washington  Street,  Brighton.  The 
parcel  was  formerly  a  part  of  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  Hospital.  The  vacant  site  does 
not  include  any  of  the  land  area  or  facilities 
presently  used  by  the  hospital,  nor  does  the 
disposition  of  the  surplus  property  directly  affect 
the  future  use  of  this  facility. 

The  city  would  acquire  the  undeveloped  parcel 
for  use  as  a  public  open  space  at  no  cost.  The  budget 
for  developing  the  proposed  park  land  is  estimated  at 
$410,000.  If  the  city  is  granted  this  property,  an 
application  would  be  filed  to  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation  for  50  percent  financing.  Thus  the  cost 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  five  acres  of  developed  open 
space  would  be  $205,000.  This  sum  is  included  in 
the  annual  loan  order  (capital  budget)  which  is  now 
before  your  Honorable  Body. 

The  proposed  public  park  would  be  utilized  by 
the  650  families  of  the  Fidelis  Way  Housing  Project, 
the  1,500  public  school  students  at  Brighton  High 
and  the  Hamilton  Elementary  School  Annex,  and 
the  parishioners  at  St.  Gabriel's  Monastery  as  well  as 
the  general  public.  The  proposed  open  space  use  has 
the  complete  support  of  community  groups  in 
AUston/Brighton.

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  shall 
forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to  be  paid  by 
said  city  in  monthly  installments,  Peter  D.  Muise,  a 
patrolman  in  the  police  department  of  said  city,  who 
is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of  injuries 
sustained  by  him  when  shot  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  on  March  2,  1971.  Such  pension  shall  be 
equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
which  would  have  been  paid  him  had  he  continued  in 
service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving  Mary  E.  Muise, 
his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so 
long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000, 
increased  by  $312  for  each  child  of  said  Peter  D. 
Muise  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and  physically 
or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning.  If  said  Mary 
E.  Muise  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the 
aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520  to  or 
for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the  time 
aforesaid.

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
approve,  an  ordinance  empowering  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  to  tow  illegally  parked 
vehicles  interfering  with  the  collection  of  refuse  and 
garbage.  It  has  become  possible  to  propose  this 
ordinance  since  the  passage,  last  year,  by  the  General 
Court  of  St.  1971,  c.  83,  amending  G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21. 

This  ordinance  represents  a  new  and  effective 
weapon  in  our  struggle  for  a  cleaner  city.  One 
illegally  parked  car  can  make  difficult  or  even 
impossible  the  collection  of  refuse  from  many 
homes,  particularly  in  those  sections  of  the  city 
where  refuse  is  collected  from  alleys.  Refuse  which  is 
not  picked  up  on  collection  day  generates  a 
significant  fraction  of  the  wind-blown  debris  that 
litters    our    streets,    public    places,     and    yards. 
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Accordingly,  I  urge  your  speedy  approval  of  this 
measure.

Chapter  21  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  37  the 
following  section: 

Section  38.  For  purpose  of  facilitating  the 
collection  of  garbage  and  refuse,  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  or  such  subordinate  or  subordinates 
(as  defined  in  clause  9  of  section  4  of  chapter  l)ashe 
may  from  time  to  time  designate  may  remove,  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place  in  the 
city,  including  in  such  term  a  public  garage,  from  any 
portion  of  a  public  way  in  the  city  or  from  any 
private  way  therein  open  to  public  use  any  vehicle 
parked  contrary  to  a  sign  within  one  hundred  feet 
banning  parking  at  such  time  and  place,  except  a 
vehicle  owned  by  the  commonwealth  or  a  political 
subdivision  thereof  or  by  the  United  State  or  an 
instrumentality  thereof  or  registered  by  a  member  of 
a  foreign  diplomatic  corps  or  by  a  foreign  consular 
officer  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and 
bearing  a  distinctive  number  plate  or  otherwise 
conspicuously  marked  as  so  owned  or  registered.  At 
the  time  of  such  removal  a  record  in  duplicate  of  the 
registration  number  of  every  vehicle  removed  under 
this  section,  a  general  description  of  such  vehicle,  the 
date  and  time  of  removal,  and  the  place  from  which 
as  well  the  place  to  which  the  vehicle  is  removed  shall 
be  made  by  or  for  the  commissioner,  who  shall  keep 
one  copy  on  file  and  forthwith  send  the  other  copy 
to  the  police  commissioner. 

The  owner  of  every  vehicle  removed  under  this 
section  shall  be  liable  for  the  cost  of  such  removal 
and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting 
therefrom;  provided  that  the  cost  of  removal  shall 
not  exceed  $12  and  that  the  cost  of  storage  shall  not 
exceed  50  cents  for  the  first  hour  (or  fraction 
thereof),  or  10  cents  for  each  subsequent  hour  (or 
fraction  thereof)  of  storage.

rehabilitation  grants.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  is,  I 
think,  a  sign  of  confidence  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
its  Housing  Inspection  Department. 

Any  person  who  is  a  fiduciary  officer  for  funds 
disbursed  by  the  federal  government  in  connection 
with  these  loan  and  grant  programs  is  prohibited  by 
federal  regulations  from  approving  such  loans.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  your  Honor 
introduce  into  the  City  Council  the  enclosed  order 
providing  for  the  acceptance  by  that  Honorable 
Body,  on  behalf  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  of 
sections  2(j),  9,  and  16  of  chapter  32B  of  theGeneral 
Laws,  as  inserted  or  amended  by  sections  4, 6,  and  5, 
respectively,  of  chapter  946  of  the  Acts  of  1971. 

Thus  far,  under  the  fully  operative  provisions  of 
chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws,  eligible  active  and 
retired  employees  of  the  county  and  their 
dependents  must  select  a  program  of  insurance  for 
their  medical  care  for  a  nonregionalized  group, 
whereas,  if  the  City  Council  adopts  the  subject 
orders,  it  would  result  in  extending  to  county 
employees  and  their  dependents  the  choice  of 
electing  a  program  of  insurance  for  a  regional  area 
for  their  medical  care.  Under  prevailing  conditions 
this  would  mean  the  availability  to  these  employees 
of  a  medical  program  in  which  present  deductibles 
would  be  either  eliminated  or  substantially  reduced ; 
in  which  surgical  fees  would  no  longer  be  levied; in 
which  payments  for  Xrays  would  no  longer  be 
required;  and  in  which  eye  examinations  would 
likewise  be  free.  The  foregoing  items,  among  others, 
are  the  reasons  why  I  urge  your  Honor  to  submit  the 
order  included  herewith  to  the  City  Council  for  its 
favorable  action. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  Council  desires 
additional  data,  background,  or  information  in 
connection  with  this  matter;  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to 
furnish  the  same  to  that  Honorable  Body  through  a 
representative  of  this  department  at  the  convenience 
of  the  City  Council.

In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services,  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  the 
following  report  is  submitted. 

The  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Boston  Globe  and  McDonald's 
Corporation,  sponsors  the  Boston  Neighborhood 
Hockey  League.  This  league  is  made  up  of  thirty-two 
teams,  with  800  boys,  ages  eight  through  fifteen, 
from  every  section  of  the  city.  The  City  of  Boston 
rents  sixteen  hours  of  ice  time  from  the  MDC,  so  that 
each  team  plays  one  game  a  week  for  fifteen  weeks. 

The  teams  participating  in  the  BNHL  are  for  the 
most  part  all-star  teams  from  each  area  of  the  city. 
Practically  every  section  of  the  city  has  a  youth 
hockey  program  that  operates  at  local  MDC  rinks 
and  is  in  reality  a  "feeder"  to  the  BNHL.  These 
neighborhood  youth  hockey  programs  are  operated 
and  financed  by  people  and  organizations  in  the 
neighborhood  area. 

Areas  such  as  East  Boston,  South  Boston, 
Charlestown,  Brighton,  Neponset,  West  Roxbury, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Franklin  Field 
(Roxbury-Dorchester),  Hyde  Park,  Savin  Hill,  North 
End,  Lower  Mills,  and  Mission  Hill  all  have  youth 
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hockey  programs  operating  ai  local  MDC  rinks. 
Many  of  these  programs  have  enrollments  of  500 
boys  participating  in  these  neighborhood  programs. 

MDC  records  should  indicate  that  considerable 
ice  time  is  allotted  to  these  youth  groups  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  tremendous  hockey 
"boom"  within  the  city  during  the  past  few  years  has 
created  a  problem  regarding  obtaining  ice  time  from 
the  MDC,  and  I'm  sure  there  are  some  groups  who 
require  more  ice  time. 

Our  involvement  with  the  MDC  and  in  particular 
with  Mr.  James  Whalen,  Director  of  Recreation  for 
the  MDC,  has  always  been  on  a  good  working  basis. 
When  the  BNHL  was  organized  and  when  we 
expanded  this  year,  Mr.  Whalen  was  most 
cooperative  in  assigning  adequate  ice  time  to  operate 
the  400-boy  program.  We  have  assisted  many  other 
neighborhood  youth  hockey  programs  throughout 
the  city.  When  new  programs  and  other  organiza- 
tions become  involved,  it  is  not  always  possible  for 
everyone  to  obtain  all  the  ice  time  desired  simply 
because  of  limited  facilities. 

1.  The  total  hours  allocated  in  the  ten  rinks  is  23  2 
hours  per  week  as  follows: 

Charlestown,  27;  Jamaica  Plain,  21;  Cleveland 
Circle,  26; East  Boston,  27;  West  Rox bury,  22;Hyde 
Park,  22;  Neponset,  21 ;  South  Boston,  22;Franklin 
Field,  22;  Washington  Park,  22. 

2.  Regarding  the  number  of  ice  hours  in  each  of 
the  MDC  Skating  Rinks,  1970-71,  excepting  public 
skating  hours,  was  not  available  at  the  MDC  office, 
but  the  quota  is  slightly  lower  than  the  1971-72 
figures  according  to  estimates. 

3.  Boston  Youth  and  Boston  Neighborhood 
Hockey  ice- time  is  as  follows: 

Charlestown,  19;  Jamaica  Plain,  18;  Cleveland 
Circle,  14  ;East  Boston,  18;WestRoxbury,  17;Hyde 
Park,  17; Neponset,  21;  South  Boston,  21;Franklin 
Field,  17  ;Washington  Park,  21. 

4.  The  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
conducts  the  Boston  Neighborhood  Hockey  League 
and  is  now  in  its  third  season,  with  thirty-two  teams 
and  800  boys. 

Youth  Hockey  Leagues  are  operated  in  each  of 
the  fifteen  sectors  of  Boston  at  the  ten  local  rinks.  In 
fact,  East  Boston  also  has  ice  time  at  the  MDC  rink  in 
Revere.  A  conservative  estimate  of  youth  hockey 
conducted  in  Boston  numbers  6,000  to  7,000 
youngsters,  separate  from  our  Parks  and  Recreation 
Association. 

We  have  assisted  all  youth  groups  in  Boston  with 
ice  time  at  MDC  rinks  by  recommending  such  time 
where  space  is  available,  but  it's  impossible  to  fully 
empty  a  gallon  jug  into  a  quart  container. 

Each  Youth  Hockey  League  has  a  team 
represented  in  our  Boston  Neighborhood  Hockey 
League.

report  which  Mr.  Donald  Stone,  the  Acting  Director 
of  the  said  commission,  produced  in  response  to 
your  said  resolution. 

This  was  followed  by  the  hearing  which  you  were 
kind  enough  to  hold  on  December  16. 1971,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  Mr.  Stone  and  giving  us  and  our 
council.  Mr.  Benjamin  H.  Lacey.  Esq..  as  well  as  Mr. 
John  Donegan,  representing  the  unionized  workers 
on  the  Pier,  and  other  interested  parties  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  opposition  to  any 
redevelopment  plan  which  would  cause  the  removal 
of  the  industry  from  the  Pier. 

Finally,  on  December  27,  1971.  the  Council,  on 
Councillor  Langone's  motion  adopted  its 
resolution  formally  placing  the  Council  on  record  in 
opposition  to  the  proposed  relocation  and 
requesting  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  give  whatever 
assistance  might  be  necessary  to  retain  the  fishing 
industry  in  Boston  and  to  assist  the  industry  in 
whatever  way  possible  to  guaranty  its  continued 
existence. 

In  vie  w  of  the  foregoing  history,  I  know  that  you 
and  all  of  the  Council  will  be  happy  to  learn  that  we 
have  been  advised  by  the  Port  Authority  and  its  staff 
that  the  proposal  to  move  the  fish  packers  and 
dealers  from  the  Boston  Fish  Pier  has  been 
abandoned  and  that  any  future  development  of  the 
Boston  Fish  Pier  by  the  Port  Authority  will  be  made 
in  such  manner  as  to  keep  the  industry  on  the  Pier 
and  to  improve  its  working  conditions.  We  are  most 
rr_:eful  to  the  Council,  to  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  and  to 
former  Councillor  Langone  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  which  you  have  all  given  in  bringing 
this  happy  result 

More,  however,  remains  to  be  done  if  Boston's 
fishing  industry  is  to  be  properly  preserved  and 
revitalized  for  the  benefit  of  the  city.  The  carrying 
out  of  the  repair  or  reconstruction  of  the  Boston 
Fish  Pier  in  the  manner  and  spirit  recently  indicated 
by  the  Port  Authority  is  most  important  It  is 
equally  important  that  this  should  not  result  in 
increases  in  rents  and  taxes  which  would  make  it 


impossible  for  the  tenants  to  occupy  the 
reconstructed  Pier.  Most  important  of  alL  steps 
must  be  taken  at  state,  federal,  and  international 
levels  to  preserve  the  American  North  Atlantic 
fishing  grounds  for  the  American  fishing  industry 
and  to  finance  the  construction  of  a  modem 
American  fishing  fleet  This  will  require  wise 
planning  and  intensive  political  effort  But  no  city 
stands  to  benefit  more  from  such  effort  than  Boston, 
which  remains  the  center  of  the  American  North 
Atlantic  fishing  industry. 

We  trust  and  are  confident  that  the  interest  and 
concern  of  the  Council  and  the  active  support  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  administration  in  response  to  the 
request  contained  in  the  Council's  resolution  of 
December  27.  1971,  will  continue  to  aid  us 
materially  in  bringing  about  the  perpetuation  and 
revitalization  of  the  fishing  industry  in  the  City  and 
Port  of  Boston. 

We  respectfully  request  the  Council's  continued 
interest  and  support

Whereas,  At  present  there  are  under  the 
authority  and  control  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  properties  valued  at  $165  million,  with 
15,000  dwelling  units,  794  housing  personnel,  with 
an  annual  payroll  of  $9,465,000  and  an  annual 
budget  of  $14,623,000;and 

Whereas,  At  present  under  existing  laws  or 
regulations  there  are  no  guide-lines  for  qualification 
of  Housing  Authority  members,  such  as  experience 
or  background  in  property  management,  business 
management,  financing,  etc. ;  and 

Whereas,  Despite  the  great  need  for  housing  in 
Boston  as  of  December  31,  1971,  there  were  750 
vacant  dwelling  units  in  public  housing,  and  the 
monthly  average  was  the  same  through  1971  (the 
low  point  being  January,  1971,  580  units); and 

Whereas,  Throughout  this  period  there  were 
thousands  of  qualified  applicants  waiting  for 
housing  (as  of  February  1,  1971,  there  were  6,049 
applications  waiting  for  public  housing) ;  and 

Whereas,  Despite  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
families  in  public  housing  are  further  subsidized  by 
cash  payments  which  include  the  amount  allowed  as 
rent,  there  was  unpaid  and  uncollected  for  1971  rent 
as  of  December  31,  1971  the  amount  of  $171,150;

Whereas,  This  is  unfair  to  the  tenants  in  public- 
housing  who  do  make  payments  for  rent;  and 

Whereas,  This  sum  when  added  to  the  sum  of 
$455,000  (an  average  of  $65  per  unit  times  an 
average  of  700  monthly  vacancies)  would  give  the 
Housing  Authority  the  sum  of  $626,150  which  they 
could  use  to  upgrade  the  public  housing  properties, 
keep  each  tenant  happier,  keep  the  rents  down,  and 
provide  just  compensation  and  benefits  for  housing 
employees;  and 

Whereas,  As  of  December  31,  1971,  the  sum  of

By  authority,  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1972  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  temporary  loans  which 
would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  fiscal  year  1971  together  with  the  amount 
received  from  excise  taxes  on  motor  vehicles  and 
trailers  and  payments  made  by  the  Commonwealth 
in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year  1971.

$293,841,539.13.

In  reference  to  the  Council  resolution  adopted 
January  31,  1972,  concerning  expansion  of  the  city 
tow  program  to  Allston-Brighton,  please  be  advised 
as  follows: 

1.  In  order  to  institute  a  city  towing  program  in 
Brighton-Allston,  we  would  require  an  initial  capital 
expenditure  addition  of  approximately  $115,000 
for  equipment  and  storage  facilities,  assuming  we 
could  find  a  storage  facility  and  use  it  free  of  charge. 

2.  We  would  require  a  yearly  operating  expense 
increase  of  approximately  $170,000  for  personnel 
to  conduct  the  towing  operation. 

3.  We  would  require  nine  months  to  purchase  the 
necessary  equipment,  prepare  the  storage  facility, 
hire  and  train  the  necessary  personnel. 

4.  We  would  propose  to  operate  the  facility  from 
7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  as  our  enforcement  personnel  will 
not  perform  the  tagging  necessary  during  evening 
hours  due  to  the  hazards  involved. 

5.  Our  estimated  revenue  from  this  operation 
would  be  $90,000  per  year. 

It  would  appear  that  the  major  emergency 
vehicle  access  problem  occurs  between  6  p.m.  and  7 
a.m.,  when  my  personnel  are  not  on  duty.  Any

evening  towing  effort  would,  therefore,  require 
Police  Department  personnel  to  ticket  the  vehicles 
and  authorize  the  tow,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  should  continue  to 
conduct  towing  operations  for  public  safety  reasons 
through  the  use  of  private  towing  companies  in  this 
area.

The  following  is  in  response  to  the  order  filed  by 
Councillor  Piemonte  on  January  17,  1972,  The 
order  requests  information  on  water  consumption 
and  leakage  for  the  year  1971  and  1972.  The 
complexity  of  gathering  data  from  our  own  records 
along  with  coordinating  with  the  Data  Processing 
Unit,  which  handles  the  actual  billing,  allows  us  to 
respond  using  some  estimations  for  the  year  1971; 
1972  data  will  be  available  in  1973. 

The  primary  reasons  for  the  first  water  rate 
increase  since  1961  are  the  rising  deficit  which  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  annual  increases  in  wages 
and  the  cost  of  equipment  and  supplies  of  7  percent 
and  10  percent,  respectively,  and  the  pending  rate 
increase  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
which  is  currently  being  supported  through  deficit 
financing. 

The   prime   advantage  to  returning  the  Water 
Division  of  Public  Works  to  a  self-sustaining  status  is 
the  fact  that  tax  exempt  properties  will  be  taking 
some  of  the  load  from  the  overburdened  taxpayer. 
Answers  to  Questions 
land 2  The    Metropolitan    District  Com- 
mission   determined    from   actual 
meter      readings      that      Boston 
received  53, 125,396,000  gallons  of 
water  in  1971  (53  billion  gallons). 
3     (a)    Per   capita   consumption    has   in- 
creased   from     166    gallons    per 
person   per   day  in   1960  to  222 
gallons   per   person   per  day  pre- 
sently, which  has  resulted  in  a  rise 
in  metered  consumption  of  Boston 
consumers  from  26  billion  gallons 
in    1960    to    29    billion    gallons 
presently, 
(b  andc) 

producing  accounts  in  1971.  Of 
these  79,870  were  metered  and 
9,432  serviced  by  connecting 
pieces.  (A  connecting  piece  is  used 
when  a  meter  is  removed  and  a 
replacement  is  not  readily 
available.  The  meter  removed  may 
be  nonregistering  or  restricting 
flow,  resulting  in  poor  pressure.) 
(d)  The  89,302  accounts  result  in 
240,000  readings  and  billings. 
(Residential  users  arc  billed  twice  a 
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year  and  all  others  four  times  a 
year).  Of  the  240,000  readings 
there  were  69,000  estimated  read- 
ings in  1971. 

Public  Works  has  been  addressing 
this  problem  for  months,  and  it  is 
contemplated  that  administrative 
policy  changes,  along  with  what- 
ever meter  replacement  program 
our  budget  will  support,  will  help 
to  keep  a  solution  within  reach. 
However,  there  has  been  an 
alarming  increase  in  the  water 
meter  reader's  inability  to  gain 
access  to  properties  along  with 
serious  problems  which  developed 
when  access  is  sought  The 
aforementioned  requires  much 
study. 

(e)  There  are  89,302  revenue- 
producing  accounts,  of  which 
9,432  do  not  have  meters.  (See 
answer  to  (b  and  c)  above.) 
There  are  also  many  nonrevenue- 
producing  accounts  which  are 
unmetered  and  the  subject  of  a 
study  which  is  incomplete  at  this 
writing  but  will  be  forwarded.  The 
subject  matter  is  the  unmetered 
municipal  use  of  water.  These  are 
uses  such  as  hospitals,  parks, 
schools,  and  all  other  municipal 
buildings.  The  only  municipal 
buildings  that  had  meters  were  the 
new  City  Hall  and  the  Hynes  Civic 
Auditorium.  During  1971  Public 
Works  installed  meters  at  some 
typical  locations  so  as  to  get  some 
idea  of  what  quantities  are  being 
used  at  schools,  fire  stations,  etc. 

(f)  In  1971,  3,317  water  leaks  were 
reported  and  repaired.  Information 
concerning  dates  and  locations  is 
attached. 

(g)  The  current  schedule  of  water  rate 
charges  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
all  water  accounts  is  as  follows: 
first  80,000  cubic  feet  at  $3  per 
thousand  cubic  feet;  80,000  cubic 
feet  to  4,000,000  cubic  feet  at 
$2.50  per  thousand  cubic  feet;  over 
4,000,000  cubic  feet  at  $1.75  per 
thousand  cubic  feet.  Annual  mini- 
mum rates  per  meter  size :  %  inch 
$20;  1  inch,  $50;  Wi  inch,  $75;  2 
inch,  $150;  3  inch,  $300;  4  inch 
and  up,  $500. 

(h)  Public    Works    has    a    continuing 

program  of  preventative  main- 
tenance. These  programs,  which  on 
one  of  the  nation's  oldest  water 
systems  are  always  in  progress, 
include  inspection  of  fire  hydrants 
and  the  gate  valves  on  mains.  There 
is  a  continuing  program  of  cleaning 


and  cement  lining  of  water  mains  of 
all  sizes.  This  program  is  a 
follow-up  to  a  survey  of  mains  to 
determine  the  flow  coefficient-or 
"C"  factor  as  it  is  called.  We  are 
constantly  in  search  of  undetected 
leaks  when  an  area  has  an 
unexplained  pressure  problem  or 
an  underground  water  problem 
appears.  A  contract  has  been 
prepared,  and  work  will  start  in  the 
near  future  by  the  Pitometer 
Associates  of  New  York,  nationally 
recognized  in  leak  detection,  said 
contract  to  concentrate  on  the  City 
Proper  area. 

A  contract  has  also  been  prepared 
for  making  "in  place"  repairs  to 
large  meters.  A  test  program  on 
seven  large-use  meters  in  1971 
showed  that  the  additional  revenue 
to  the  city  will  offset  the  cost  of  the 
contract  in  a  relatively  short  time. 
Public  Works  has  just  completed 
work  under  one  program  where 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  approved  the  city's  request 
for  $800,000.  This  project  saw  a 
new  36-inch  main  installed  in 
Dorchester  from  Morton  Street  at 
the  American  Legion  Highway  to 
Geneva  Avenue  at  Washington 
Street,  which  will  increase  the 
quantity  of  water  available  in  the 
area,  and  a  new  36-inch  line  in 
Charlestown  installed  from  the 
Somerville  line,  through  Charles- 
town,  under  the  Charles  River,  to 
Boston  Proper.  This  will  bring  a 
badly  needed  second  supply  to 
both  the  Charlestown  and  City 
Proper  areas. 

Application  for  a  new  S3  million 
program  is  being  prepared  and  will 
be  submitted  to  HUD  with  hopes  of 
funding  by  the  fall  of  tins  year  and 
with  construction  commencing  in 
the  spring  of  1973. 
The  necessary  funds  to  provide  the 
city's  share  in  this  venture  are 
sought  in  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment capital  outlay  program  this 
year.

LEGAL  OPINION  RE  PROPOSED  SALE  OF 
FRANKLIN  SQUARE  HOUSE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  6,  1972. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  opinion  is  rendered  pursuant  to  a  resolve 
adopted  in  City  Council  February  28,  1972, 
pertaining  to  a  proposed  sale  of  the  premises  known 
as  the  Franklin  Square  House.  This  property  was 
acquired  by  the  City  of  Boston  by  deed  dated 
August  26,  1970,  and,  as  stated  therein,  for  hospital 
purposes. 

The  advisability  of  releasing  this  property  is 
presently  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  but,  as  the  resolve  correctly 
states,  no  official  vote  has  been  recorded. 

In  the  event  that  such  a  vote  is  duly  recorded,  the 
contents  of  such  vote  must  be  communicated  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Lands  held  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  specific 
municipal  purpose  other  than  for  school  purposes, 
and  no  longer  required  for  public  purposes  may  be 
sold  only  after  appropriate  action  by  the  City 
Council.  This  action  may  take  the  form  of  adopting 
an  order  to  sell  at  private  sale  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds 
of  all  the  City  Councillors  passed  only  after  two 
separate  readings,  the  second  reading  and  vote  to  be 
not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  all  as 
provided  in  St  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E;  or,  in  the 
alternative,  an  order  transferring  the  land  to  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  for  sale  under  the 
provisions  of  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12. 

This  opinion  is  consistent  with  two  earlier 
opinions  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  one  by  William 
L.  Baxter  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Real 
Estate  Commissioners  dated  June  7,  1950,  and  one 
by  James  J.  Sullivan  to  the  City  Council  dated  March 
27,1967.

Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  effect  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  on 
the  responsibilities  of  the  City  Council  and  its 
Committees  on  Public  Lands  concerning  the 
purchase  and  sale  of  public  lands. 

Before  land  can  be  purchased,  an  appropriation 
for  the  purpose  must  exist.  Under  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s. 
14,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land 
require  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  City 
Councillors  passed  only  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  first.  Prior  to  St  1966,  c.  642, 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  school 
purposes  were  exempt  from  this  provision.  See  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  as  appearing  in  St  1951,  c.  376, 
s.  1. 
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Similarly,  before  land  can  be  taken,  an 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  must  exist.  Under  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  31,  as  amended  by  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
s.  12,  no  land  shall  be  taken  by  eminent  domain  until 
an  appropriation  by  loan  or  otherwise  for  the  general 
purpose  for  which  land  is  needed  shall  have  been 
made  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  its  members.  Here,  again,  the  1966 
amendment  dropped  the  1909  exception  respecting 
land  for  school  purposes. 
I 

St.  1966,  c.  642,  makes  no  change  in  the 
provision  in  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  that  neither  the  City  Council 
nor  any  member,  committee,  officer,  or  employee 
thereof  shall  directly  or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the 
city  or  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the 
purchase  of  real  estate. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
discontinued  school  lands  were  sold  by  the  board 
established  by  St.  1906,  c.  259,  and  all  property 
acquired  by  the  city  by  tax  title  foreclosure  as  well  as 
all  real  estate  of  the  city  not  held  for  a  specific 
purpose,  irrespective  of  the  manner  or  time  of 
acquisition  of  such  real  estate,  were  sold  at  public 
auction  by  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property  or  his 
predecessor  in  function  under  St.  1943,  c.  434,  as 
amended  (see  especially  St.  1950,  c.  318).  UnderSt. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  3  IB,  as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
s.  12,  discontinued  school  lands,  foreclosed  tax  title 
property,  and  real  estate  not  held  for  a  specific 
purpose  may  be  sold  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  without  further  authority  than  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor. 

Other  public  lands  have  been  sold  under  St. 
1948,  c.452,s.  17E,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376, 
s.  1,  requiring  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  City 
Councillors  passed  only  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  first.  St.  1966,  c.  642,  does  not  change 
the  provision  last  cited.  In  fact,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s. 
31A,  as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12,  while 
empowering  the  Public  facilities  Commission  to 
transfer  from  one  municipal  purpose  to  another, 
explicitly  requires  the  transfer  to  be  a  "specific 
municipal  purpose"  to  preclude  by-passing  the 
provision  in  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17E,  just  mentioned. 

Finally,  just  as  St.  1943,  c.  434,  s.  2A,  as  inserted 
by  St.  1951,  c.  159,  authorized  the  City  Council  to 
transfer  to  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property  for 
sale  by  public  auction  land  held  for  a  specific 
purpose  but  no  longer  used  therefor,  so  also  St 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  3  IB,  as  appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642, 
s.  12,  enables  the  City  Council,  if  it  so  elects,  to 
transfer  such  land  to  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  for  sale  under  the  provisions  of  said 
section  3  IB.

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  may  be 
enforced  as  provided  in  section  33  of  chapter  166  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Building  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  see 
to  such  enforcement. 

Section  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  Implementation  of  a  tree-planting 
program  would  certainly  boost  Boston  as  a  city  that 
cares  -  a  city  willing  and  anxious  to  revitalize  its 
parks,  cemeteries,  and  walkways;now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Park  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  indicate 
on  a  plan  of  our  parks  the  proposed  sites  for  the  trees 
to  be  planted,  assigning  a  number  to  each  site;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  plan  and  information  be  then 
published  and  disseminated  by  means  of  our  media 
of  communication  and  such  other  means  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable,  extending  an  invitation  to  all 
lovers  of  nature  and  persons  who  take  pride  in  what

AMENDING  ORDINANCE  RE  INVESTING  OF 
TRUST  FUNDS  BY  COLLECTOR- 
TREASURER 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  of  the  City  of  Boston  limits  trust  fund 
investments  to  obligations  of  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  cities  and 
to  wns  of  the  Comm  on  wealth ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  investment  restrictions  are 
financially  unsound,  as,  though  state  and  municipal 
obligations  are  exempt  from  state  and  federal 
income  taxation,  they  offer  a  much  lower  yield  than 
obligations  of  comparable  quality  whose  compensa- 
tions are  subject  to  taxation;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  listings  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
investments  show  that  almost  one-half  of  its  $5.3 
million  portfolio  consists  of  City  of  Boston  bonds 
with  interest  rates  of  between  2  Vi  percent  and  4  Va 
percent  and  3  percent  to  4Vi  percent  respectively, 
and  during  this  period,  high  grade  corporate  bonds 
could  have  been  purchased  on  the  market  with 
returns  well  in  excess  of  7  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  situation  causes  the  annual 
income  from  the  Parkman  Fund  to  be  significantly 
less  than  the  amount  of  income  which  ought  to  be, 
and  could  be,  produced  by  a  trust  fund  of  this  size; 
and 

Whereas,  Section  54  of  chapter  44  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  reads  as  follows: 

"Trust  funds,  including  cemetery  perpetual 
care  funds,  unless  otherwise  provided  or  directed 
by  the  donor  thereof,  shall  be  placed  at  interest 
in  saving  banks,  trust  companies  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  banking 
companies  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  which  are  members  of  the 
Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  or 
national  banks,  or  invested  by  cities  and  towns  in 
paid-up  shares  of  savings  and  accounts  of  and  in 
co-operative  banks,  or  in  shares  of  savings  and 
loan  associations  or  in  shares  of  federal  savings 
and  loan  associations  doing  business  in 
the  commonwealth  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  in 
bonds  or  notes  which  are  legal  investments  for 
savings  banks.  Cities  and  towns  having  such  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  in  an  aggregate 
amount  in  excess  of  two  million  dollars  may  also 
invest  such  funds  in  securities,  other  than 
mortgages  or  collateral  loans,  which  are  legal  for 
the  investment  of  funds  of  saving  banks  under 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth:  provided,  that 
not  more  than  Fifteen  percent  of  any  such  trust 
funds  shall  be  invested  in  banks,  stocks  and 
insurance  companies  stocks,  nor  shall  more  than 
one  and  one-half  percent  of  such  funds  be 
invested  in  the  stock  of  any  one  bank  or 
insurance  company.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  Boston." 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

That  chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  third 
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sentence  of  section  10  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentence:  "He  shall  invest  and  keep 
invested  the  said  permanent  funds  in  conformity 
with  section  54  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
notwithstanding  the  last  sentence  thereof."

York,  and  Washington,  and  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad  has  won  him  world  acclaim;  and 

Whereas,  In  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
Boston's  greenbelt,  and  in  tribute  to  Frederick  Law 
Olmsted,  the  federal  government  has  listed 
Olmsted's  park  system  in  Boston  and  Brookline  on 
the   "National  Register  of  Historic  Places";  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  listing  makes  Boston  and 
Brookline  eligible  to  receive  grants  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  this  historic 
greenbelt;  and 

Whereas,  Legislation  is  pending  before  the  Urban 
Affairs  Committee  of  the  General  Court  which 
would  allow  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Town  of 
Brookline  to  establish  the  "Olmsted  Historic

"In  such  bargaining  ...  the  municipal  employer 
shall  be  represented  by  the  chief  executive  officer, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  or  his  designated 
representative  or  representatives." 

Furthermore,  with  respect  to  the  Police 
Department,  St.  1906,  c.  291,  s.  10,  as  amended  by 
St._1962,  c.  322,  provides: 

"The  police  commissioner  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  shall  establish,  and  may  from  time 
to  time  revise,  a  compensation  plan  for  the 
deputy  superintendents,  captains  and  other 
officers  and  members  of  said  police,  who  shall  be 
compensated  in  accordance  therewith. . .  ." 
With  respect  to  the  Fire  Department,  St.  1958,  c. 
411,  s.  1,  provides: 

"The  officers  and  members  of  the  firc- 
-fighting  forces  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  receive  such  annual  salary  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  fire 
commissioner  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor. ..." 

Neither  the  collective  bargaining  statute  nor  the 
special  statutes  providing  a  method  of  establishing 
compensation  plans  for  police  patrolmen  and  fire 
fighters  in  the  City  of  Boston  were  present  in  the 
case  of  Dohertyv.  Woburn,  345  Mass.  523.  Indeed, 
that  case  construed  a  general  law  which  gave  a  city 
the  power  to  establish  such  a  plan  by  ordinance  or 
vote  of  its  city  council.  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  108 A. 
Therefore  its  holding  that  the  establishment  of  a 
compensation  plan  can  be  a  legislative  rather  than  an 
executive  matter  is  not  apposite  in  the  City  of 
Boston  at  this  time.

VETO  BY  MAYOR  OF  TWO  ORDINANCES  RE

establish  apian  for  the  compensation  of  fire  fighters. 

My  reason  for  disapproving  both  ordinances  is 
that  they  represent  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Council  to  take  part  in  the  conduct  of  the

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  use  of 
disposable  plastic  or  paper  refuse  containers  for 
residential  refuse  collection. 

The  ordinance  I  propose  will  amend  section  43  of 
chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  so  as 
to  allow  a  householder  to  put  out  his  refuse  for 
collection  in  a  disposable  plastic  or  paper  bag.  The 
ordinance  as  now  written  requires  that  such  refuse 
be  placed  "in  a  covered  metal  receptacle."  This 
restriction  is  archaic,  unnecessary,  unwise  from  a 
sanitation  point  of  view,  and  out  of  touch  with  the 
practice  of  many  householders. 
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The  Public  Works  Department  has  conducted  a 
comprehensive  experiment  in  the  use  of  plastic  bags 
in  five  areas  of  the  city  and  reviewed  the  results  of 
experiments  conducted  in  other  cities  such  as  New 
York,  Kansas  City,  and  Toronto.  Based  upon  all  of 
this  investigation,  it  is  the  strong  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  the  city's 
ordinance  be  amended  to  allow  use  of  plastic  or 
paper  bags.  The  proposed  ordinance  requires  that 
the  bags  used  meet  appropriate  standards  for 
strength  and  that  such  bags  be  securely  tied  when 
placed  outside  for  collection.

Where  the 
Open  Meeting  Law  applies,  it  requires  that 
twenty-four  hours'  notice  (including  Saturdays  but 
not  Sundays  or  legal  holidays)  be  publicly  posted  in 
the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  or  on  the  principal 
official  bulletin  board  of  the  city.  Where  the  Open 
Meeting  Law  does  not  apply,  the  various  notice 
requirements  are  as  follows: 

1.  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

a.  Acquisition  of  land:  requires  public 
hearing  after  notification  to  all  owners  of 
record  by  registered  mail,  and  twenty 
days'  notice  by  publication  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation.  G.L.  c.  121B, 
s.47. 

2.  Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission 

a.  Application  for  certificates  of  design 
approval:  requires  public  hearing  (unless 
all  persons  entitled  to  notice  waive 
hearing)  after  twelve  days'  notice  to  all 
owners  of  estates  affected  by  such 
application,  and  to  any  person  who  has 
filed  a  request  for  such  notice.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  DEPARTMENT  OF 
STATE  RE  FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNIVER- 
SARY OF  RESTORATION  OF  INDEPEN- 
DENCE TO  LITHUANIA

President  Nixon  has  asked  me  to  reply  to  the 
resolution  adopted  on  February  14  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a  copy  of  which  you 
kindly  sent  him,  on  the  occasion  of  the  fifty-fourth 
anniversary  of  the  restoration  of  the  independence 
of  Lithuania 

The  United  States  supports  the  right  of 
self-determination  for  the  peoples  of  the  Baltic 
States.  We  have  never  recognized  the  forcible 
annexation  of  these  nations  by  the  Soviet  Union. 
Our  attitude  and  actions  have  been  consistent  with 
this  policy  and  have  been  publicly  affirmed  by  our 
continued  recognition  of  diplomatic  and  consular 
representatives  of  the  last  free  governments  of  the 
Baltic  States  and  through  statements  made  by 
United  States  Government  officials  in  public 
correspondence  and  before  various  public  forums, 
including  the  United  Nations. 

In  connection  with  the  fifty-fourth  anniversary 
of  Lithuanian  independence,  Secretary  Rogers 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Charge  d'Affaires  of 
Lithuania,  Mr.  Joseph  Kajeckas.  The  following  is  a 
paragraph  from  that  letter: 

"By. their  perserving  and  courageous 

struggle,  the  Lithuanian  people  maintained  and 

enhanced   their   national   culture  and  identity 

until    that    struggle    reached    its   goal    of   an 

independent  national  existence  in  1918.  Foreign 

intervention  ended  that  independence  after  a 

tragically    short    period,    but    the    Lithuanian 

people    continue    to    aspire    to    freedom    and 

national  self-determination." 

The    question     has    been    raised    on    various 

occasions  about  the  desirability  of  United  States 

initiatives   in    the   United  Nations  calling  for  the 

restoration  of  independence  to  the  Baltic  countries 

and    the   holding  of  free  elections  there.  At  the 

present  time,  however,  the  great  majority  of  the  UN 

members  do  not  adhere  to  the  position  of  the  United 

States  Government  on  this  issue.  We  must  recognize 

that  any  failure  of  such  an  initiative  in  the  United 

Nations  would  be  a  severe  rebuff  to  the  United 

States  and  would  seriously  prejudice  our  position  in 

the  matter  before   the  world.  Any  United  States 

initiatives   in    the    United    Nations    of   the  nature 


described  above  could  well  be  misleading  in 
suggesting  that  more  can  be  done  than  we  are  already 
doing  in  behalf  of  the  Baltic  peoples.  We  believe, 
therefore,  that  such  steps  would  not  serve  a  useful 
purpose  at  this  time.

PAYMENTS  IN  LIEU  OF  TAXES  OWED  TO 
CITY  BY  BOSTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY

Attached  is  a  schedule  of  "Payments  in  Lieu  of 
Taxes"  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  for  both  its  federally-  and 
state-aided  management  programs  as  of  December 
31,1971. 

The  amounts  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  this 
Authority  are  shown  according  to  the  years  that 
they  apply  as  well  as  in  total. 

The  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  (PILOT)  for  the 
federally-aided  projects  in  management  is  deter- 
mined to  be  10  percent  of  the  shelter  rent  after 
deducting  the  total  cost  of  all  utilities  for  the  year. 

The  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  (PILOT)  for  the 
state-aided  program  (DCA:  200-C)  was  determined 
administratively  and  is  fixed  at  $97,524  annually. 

The  failure  of  the  Authority  to  pay  the  PILOT 
must  be  seen  in  the  context  of  the  Authority's 
overall  financial  situation.  The  Authority  is  directly 
accountable  for  all  its  operations  to  the  two  agencies 
that  make  up  the  difference  between  its  income 
from  rents  and  its  expenditures,  that  is  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Department  of 
Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
latter  has  specifically  deleted  a  provision  for  the 
expenditure  of  funds  for  PILOT  from  the  operating 
budget  of  the  Authority. 

Although  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  has  not  negated  the  payment  of 
PILOT,  it  has  concurred  in  the  establishment  of  an 
order  of  priorities  within  which  the  payment  of 
PILOT  has  been  subordinated  to  the  satisfaction  of 
other  urgent  obligations. 

As  you  can  see,  the  PILOT  owed  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  its  federally-aided  projects  in  manage- 
ment commenced  April  L,  1969,  and  continued 
some  two  years  and  nine  months  to  December  31, 
1971. 


The  PILOT  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  its 
state-aided  projects  extends  from  January  1,  1969, 
to  December  31, 1971>three  full  years.

Section  2  of  chapter  16  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
deleting  the  sentence  "Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
member  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  a 
special  election  to  be  held  in  the  precincts  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentences: 

"If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office 
of  a  member  the  remaining  members  shall  within 
sixty  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy 
choose,  as  member  for  the  unexpired  term, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  member  at  the  election  at  which 
members  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
such  election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve  then  there 
shall  be  a  special  election  in  those  precincts  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  within  sixty  days  of 
the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy." 
Section  2.  Said  section  2  of  chapter  16  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 
"The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
review  all  plans,  programs,  proposals,  and 
contracts  which  are  part  of,  or  being  considered 
for  incorporation  in,  the  comprehensive  program 
being  adminstered  by  the  model  city  adminis- 
trator, and  shall  approve  or  disapprove  them  or 
approve  them  in  part,  and  shall  also  keep  all 
activities  of  said  comprehensive  program  under 
continuous  review.  As  a  part  of  the  above- 
described  review  and  approval  process  the  Board 
shall  review  all  contracts  relative  to  the  said  plans 
and  programs  to  insure  their  compliance  with  the 
said  plans  and  programs.  Prior  to  the  final 
execution  of  each  contract  the  Board  may 
approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  and 
recommend  changes  to  the  following  provisions 
of  the  contract:  (1)  scope  of  services,  (2) 
contractor  selection,  (3)  budget,  (4)  time  table, 
and  (5)  role  of  the  model  neighborhood  board  in 
monitoring  and  evaluating  the  plans  and 
programs  and  the  contract.  Such  provisions  shall 
include  all  exhibits,  appendices,  and  documents 


incorporated  therein  by  reference  and  pertaining 
thereto.  If  such  action  is  not  taken  by  the  Board 
within  twenty-one  days  after  the  receipt  of  each 
contract  by  the.  Board,  the  contract  shall  be 
deemed  approved.  Said  Board  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  administrator  with 
regard  to  plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals, 
and  contracts;  and  after  considering  the 
administrator's  own  recommendations  and  the 
views  of  the  community,  said  Board  may  make 
confirmed  recommendations.  Whenever  a 
majority  of  said  Board  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendation  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  and  con- 
tracts, the  administrator  shall  follow  such 
recommendation  or  he  shall  submit  the  issue  to 
binding  arbitration  before  three  arbitrators,  one 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  one  to  be  chosen  by 
the  administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen  by 
agreement  between  the  Board  and  the  adminis- 
trator."

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said  city, 
shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to  be 
paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments,  Richard  G. 
MacEachern,  a  patrolman  in  the  police  department 
of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  him  when  shot  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  on  November  13,  1971. 
Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of 
regular  compensation  which  would  have  been  paid 
to  him  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held 
by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000,incrcased  by  S3  I  2 
for  each  child  of  said  widow  by  said  Richard  G. 
MacKachern  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and  physically 
or  mentally  incapacitated  for  earning.  If  said  widow 
remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid 
annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $570  to  or  for  the 
benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the  time  aforesaid. 
Upon  his  death  said  city  shall  also  pay  an  annuity  of 
$520  to  the  legal  guardian  of  each  other  child  of 
Richard  G.  MacEachern  for  each  such  other  child 
under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  for  earning. 
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Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Richard 
G.  MacEachern  under  this  act  the  Boston  retirement 
board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of 
the  State-Boston  retirement  system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Richard  G.  MacEachern  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a 
result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

the  taxpayers  $173,053  for  care  and  repairing 
alone);  and

our  ordinances  for  the  sale  of  these  foreclosed  tax 
title  properties;  and 

Whereas,  The  sale  of  these  foreclosed  properties 
would  relieve  the  city  of  this  cost  (last  year  it  cost  us 
$173,053);and 

Whereas,  The  sale  of  these  foreclosed  properties 
would  bring  into  the  city  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars;  and 

Whereas,  The  sale  of  these  properties  would  also 
bring  into  the  city  additional  thousands  of  dollars  in 
the  form  of  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  based  on  the 
purchase  price  (said  sum  is  paid  by  the  buyers); and

Dear  Mr.  Gabriel  Piemonte: 

This  letter  is  being  directed  to  all  heads  of  state  in 
all  states  where  presidential  primaries  will  be  held. 
The  League  is  energetically  trying  to  educate  these 
officials  about  the  Nonpartisan  Political  Action 
Committee  formed  by  families  of  the  MIAS-POWS 
of  the  Vietnam  conflict,  so  that  they  may  also  take 
an  active  part  in  questioning  these  presidential 
candidates  about  their  stand  on  the  MIA— POW 
issue.  Many  say  the  war  is  not  an  issue,  but  I  think 
that  my  husband,  Lt.  Joseph  Dunn,  an  MIA  in  China 
for  four  years,  and  all  the  men  imprisoned  in 
Southeast  Asia  would  find  this  hard  to  believe. 

This  committee  has  been  formed  to  keep  the 
MIA -POW  issue  before  the  public,  through  the 
candidates,  during  the  1972  election  campaign.  Our 
goal  is  to  elicit  a  clear  statement  from  each  candidate 
of  what  he  or  she  intends  to  do.  if  elected,  to  secure 
the  release  of  prisoners  and  an  accounting  of  the 
missing  in  all  areas  of  Southeast  Asia,  and  what 
contingency  he  or  she  would  consider  if  the  initial 
plan  fails. 

An  effort  to  secure  the  release  of  and  an 
accounting  of  our  men  should  take  precedence  over 
all  personal  and  political  ambitions.  By  focusing 
national  attention  on  the  MIA-POW  issue,  we 
should  elicit  some  very  seriously  thought-out  plans 
instead  of  meaningless  campaign  rhetoric.  We  plan  to 
approach  the  issue  in  a  positive  sense,  instead  of 
having  each  candidate  condemn  the  others'  actions. 
We  propose  to  have  them  state  what  they  would  do. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  a  copy  of  a  resolution  that 
the  Florida  Legislature  passed  requesting  that  all 
presidential  candidates  state  their  position  on  the 
MIA— POW  issue.  We,  the  families  of  Massachusetts 
MIAS-POWS,  would  like  you  as  President  of  the 
City  Council  to  initiate  similar  passage  of  a 
resolution   or  whatever  a  City  Council  passes  in 


regard  to  a  legislative  matter  and  to  use  your  power 
as  the  leader  of  a  City  Council  to  pursue  the  issue 
with  whatever  action  you  can  and  to  personally 
question  these  candidates  whenever  the  chance 
arises.  Ask  them  to  state  their  personal  convictions 
and  plans  on  this  issue.  We  are  enclosing  also  a  copy 
of  the  questions  we  will  be  posing  to  these 
candidates,  and  possibly  you  could  put  them  to  good 
use.  We  have  sent  similar-type  letters  to  various 
heads  of  state  and  City  of  Boston  officials  alerting 
them  all  to  our  course  of  action  and  beseeching  them 
to  become  actively  concerned  for  these  men  —  who, 
we  are  sure,  are  dying  to  vote  in  1972. 

I  would  sincerly  appreciate  anything  you  could 
do  to  assist  us  in  this  worthwhile  project  If  you  feel

COMMUNICATION  FROM  MASSACHUSETTS 
PORT  AUTHORITY  RE  FISH  PIER 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Mr.  Shinney: 

On  February  9.  1972,  you  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  to  the 
President  of  the  City  Council  in  which  you  made 
certain  statements  in  connection  with  the  fishing 
industry  located  on  the  Fish  Pier.  Northern  Avenue, 
which  I  feel  are  inaccurate  and  should  be  corrected. 

Paragraph  2.  The  Massachusetts  Port  Author- 
ity never  indicated  to  you  or  anyone  else  that  they 
were  going  to  remove  the  fishing  industry  from  the 
present  Fish  Pier.  We  advised  you  we  were  going  to 
study  the  feasibility  of  Commonwealth  Pier  to  serve 
the  needs  of  the  present  fish  processors.  Assuming  it

was  physically  and  economically  feasible,  we  were 
then  going  to  make  an  offer  of  Commonwealth  Pier 
for  use  by  the  industry.  As  it  turned  out,  the  study 
prepared  by  Charles  T.  Main,  Inc.,  consultants  for 
the  Port  Authority,  indicated  there  were  six  ways  of 
developing  a  new  plant  at  Commonwealth  Pier,  all  of 
which  were  quite  possible.  However,  in  no  instance 
was  the  suggested  improvement  optimum  in  its 
functions,  it  would  be  very  expensive  and  allow  for 
no  further  expansion.  For  these  reasons  the  Port 
Authority  decided  to  then  review  other  areas  for  the 
new  proposed  facility. 

Paragraph  3.  The  Massachusetts  Port  Author- 
ity never  intended  to  implement  any  proposed  plan 
on  Commonwealth  Pier  which  was  unacceptable  to 
the  industry,  nor  would  they  even  begin  to  consider 
one  which  would  cause  businesses  to  be  eliminated 
and  ultimately  end  the  fish  market  business  at  the 
Port  of  Boston.  This  statement  is  completely 
ludicrous  and  without  foundation. 

Paragraphs  By  way  of  backgound,  you  should 
be  apprised  of  the  fact  that  since  1968  Massport  has 
been  trying  to  identify  some  of  the  problems  of  the 
Boston  Fishing  Industry  and  develop  studies  that 
could  correct  them.  At  that  time  Massport  and  the 
Boston  Fish  Market  Corporation  spent  $25,000  in 
doing  a  feasibility  study  of  the  Fish  Pier  by  Frederic 
R.  Harris,  Inc.  The  results  of  this  study  were  made 
known  to  the  industry,  and,  after  much  deliberation 
and  discussion,  it  was  concluded  on  the  part  of  the 
industry  that  the  recommendations  of  the  study  did 
not  meet  their  needs.  As  a  follow-up  to  the  study, 
Mr.  Edward  J.  King,  Executive  Director,  conducted 
his  own  personal  survey  and  interviews  with  many  of 
the  leaders  of  the  industry  to  determine  exactly 
what  they  wanted  by  way  of  a  new  facility  and  how 
it  could  be  obtained.  It  was  felt  that  the  Massport 
would  have  to  gain  total  control  of  the  Fish  Pier  and 
then  deal  directly  with  the  various  users  to  develop  a 
framework  of  understanding.  This  approach  meant 
buying  out  the  leasehold  rights  of  the  Boston  Fish 
Market  Corporation  which  is  presently  under 
negotiation  that  should  be  concluded  shortly. 
Simultaneously  with  the  conclusion  of  negotiations 
with  the  Boston  Fish  Market  Corporation,Massport 
retained  the  engineering  services  of  Charles  T.  Main, 
Inc.,  to  develop  various  approaches  on  and  off  the 
Fish  Pier.  Results  of  the  Charles  T.  Main  report 
regarding  Commonwealth  Pier  are  mentioned  earlier 
in  this  letter.  We  are  presently  discussing  with 
spokesmen  of  the  industry  the  feasibility  of 
accommodating  the  fish  processors  in  an  overall 
program  on  the  existing  Fish  Pier. 

In  connection  with  the  report  of  Mr.  Donald 
Stone  of  the  EDIC,  please  be  advised  that  Massport 
cooperated  in  providing  him  with  information  and 
suggested  various  other  agencies  and  individuals  he 
should  talk  with  to  be  more  enlightened  on  the 
subject  Massport  responded  to  said  report  and 
outlined  our  area  of  differences.  The  EDIC  report  in 
no  way  has  any  bearing  whatsoever  on  Massport's 
decision  to  abandon  Commonwealth  Pier  as  a 
potential  site  or  to  embark  on  a  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  the  existing  Fish  Pier. 

Paragraph  5.  As  you  recall,  at  the  December  16 
Council  meeting  I  represented  the  Massachusetts 


Port  Authority,  at  which  time  I  outlined  exactly  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  Massport's  position.  I 
left  the  meeting  early  because  of  other  commitments 
at  the  office  and  was  not  available  to  listen  to 
remarks  made  by  others  invited  to  speak.  Therefore  I 
cannot  comment  on  any  remarks  made  by  other 
speakers  who  appeared  before  the  Council. 

Paragraph  6.  The  language  of  this  paragraph 
implies  that  Massport  may  be  considering  locations 
for  the  fishing  industry  which  would  be  other  than  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  Our  studies  to  date  have  only 
included  Commonwealth  Pier  and  the  Boston  Fish 
Pier,  and  no  other  location  will  be  considered  until 
these  sites  have  been  proven  to  be  unworkable. 

Paragraph  7.  You  were  never  advised  that  the 
fish  dealers  and  processors  were  going  to  be  moved 
from  the  Boston  Fish  Pier.  You  were  advised  that  the 
Charles  T.  Main  report  indicated  that  the  feasibility 
of  Commonwealth  Pier  did  not  seem  practical.  For 
that  reason  we  were  going  to  study  other  locations, 
the  first  of  which  was  the  existing  Boston  Fish  Pier. 

Paragraph  11.  You  indicated  that  if  there  is  a 
new  facility  to  be  created  on  the  Fish  Pier  the  new 
facility  should  not  result  in  an  increase  in  rents  or 
real  estate  taxes  to  the  city.  We  wish  to  make  it 
abundantly  clear  that  Massport  has  not  developed  a 
program  with  the  organization  of  wliich  Mr.  Shinney 
is  chairman,  nor  have  we  spoken  to  any  individuals 
concerning  arrangements  for  the  construction  or 
paying  back  of  any  facility  that  may  be  built  by 
Massport.  However,  you  may  be  assured  that  if  we 
get  to  that  stage  of  negotiations,  Masspost's 
investment  will  be  paid  back  in  the  same  manner  and 
way  we  negotiated  witli  other  major  lessees  doing 
business  with  Massport,  and,  furthermore,  the  City 
of  Boston  has  the  right  to  tax  some  of  our  lessees,  as 
you  are  fully  cognizant  as  your  present  landlord, 
Boston  Fish  Market  Corporation,  pays  a  substantial 
tax  to  the  City  of  Boston  as  well  as  many  of  our 
other  tenants  in  the  Northern  Avenue  section  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  There  is  no  point  in  discussing  now 
what  the  rents  or  taxes  will  be.  That  is  something 
that  will  take  place  after  a  determination  has  been 
made  that  an  acceptable  concept  has  been  reached 
by  both  parties  and  after  further  engineering  to 
determine  exactcost. 

We  are  in  total  agreement  that  there  is  a  great 
recognition  of  need  and  assistance  to  be  offered  on 
the  city,  state,  and  congressional  levels.  We  hope  that 
your  letter- writing  techniques  will  carry  over  into 
these  areas  and  advise  them  of  the  cooperative  spirit 
and  assistance  being  shown  by  Massport  and  look  for 
similar  support  by  these  other  governmental 
agencies. 

Final  Paragraph.  The  EDIC  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  have  no  control  over  the 
planning  or  development  of  Massport  projects,  and 
to  invite  their  participation  by  way  of  a  mandate  is 
not  possible,  but  be  assured  that  through  our 
regular  program  of  coordination  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  they  will  be  aware  of 
plans  that  arc  developed  in  this  area  of  the  city. 

I  would  suggest  in  the  future,  that  if  a  spirit  of 
cooperation  is  to  be  maintained  between  the  fishing 
industry  and  Massport,  you  consider  discussing  with 
us  the  contents  of  any  proposed  letter  similar  to  the 
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one  I  mentioned  in  my  opening  paragraph  in  order  to 
establish  the  facts  as  they  exist  and  not  leave  room 
for  doubt  or  personal  interpretations. 

Looking  forward  to  a  successful  relationship  in 
our  mutual  endeavor  to  bring  abour  a  bigger  and 
better  fishing  industry  for  the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  Such  economic  mingling  would  only  be 
possible  through  a  metropolitan  plan  for  the 
integration  of  schools;  and 

Whereas,  There  now  exists  in  the  legislature  a  bill 
initiated  by  Paul  Murphy  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  metropolitan  plan  for  the 
elimination  of  racial  imbalance  in  certain  cities; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  recorded 
in  favor  of  House  Bill  731,  which  will  be  heard 
before  the  Joint  Committee  on  Education  on 
Tuesday  March  21,  in  the  Gardner  Auditorium; and

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Great  and  General  Court,  so 
that  it  may  be  food  for  thought  as  each  considers  the 
question  of  equal  education  in  this  Commonwealth;

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  dated  February  28,  1972,  concerning 
snow  removal  operations,  I  am  submitting  the 
following  report. 

The  snow  and  ice  control  program  of  the  city 
covers  a  wide  range  of  conditions,  from  the  spot 
salting  of  a  few  icy  spots  on  some  occasions  to  the 
plowing  and  removal  of  a  15-inch  storm. 

The  need  for  equipment  for  such  a  program  is  so 
great  that  this  city  and  other  cities  do  not  have  or 
attempt  to  have  all  equipment  city  owned.  Boston 
has  for  the  last  ten  years  awarded  contracts,  after 
public  advertising,  for  the  supplying  of  plows, 
loaders,  spreaders,  and  other  types  of  equipment  to 
supplement  our  own  forces.  The  contract  forces  are 
not  called  until  all  available  city-owned  machines  are 
being  used  and  are  not  adequate  to  keep  up  with  the 
storm.  After  the  contract  forces  are  notified  to 
report  there  is  some  delay  before  they  arrive, 
because  of  the  time  required  to  assemble  their 
operators,  or  to  get  them  out  of  bed  if  the  call  is 
during  the  night  hours,  and  to  drive  the  equipment 
to  the  assigned  locations  from,  in  most  cases,  outside 
of  Boston. 
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We  have  reduced  the  time  interval  between  the 
call  and  the  start  of  work  by  various  provisions  of  the 
contract,  but  it  still  takes  an  average  of  three  hours 
for  the  contract  equipment  to  report. 

If  the  weather  forecasts  are  for  a  plowing  storm, 
the  contract  forces  are  called  early  enough  so  that 
any  delay  is  minimized.  However,  if  a  storm  forecast 
for  one  to  2  inches  piles  up  six  to  eight  inches  before 
the  forecasters  are  aware  of  the  changed  conditions, 
the  delay  in  contract  forces  may  increase  the  delay  in 
plowing  of  some  residential  streets.  The  costs  of 
having  contract  equipment  report  for  every  two-inch 
storm  because  of  the  possibility  it  may  develop  into 
an  eight-inch  storm  would  make  a  great  increase  in 
our  snow  expenditures. 

The  storms  of  February  of  this  year  were  all 
forecast  as  either  rain  or  small  amounts  of  snow 
changing  to  rain,  and  revised  forecasts  were  not 
issued  until  most  of  the  snow  was  on  the  ground. 

The  effectiveness  of  snow  emergency  traffic  and 
parking  regulations  on  major  arteries  is  not  very 
helpfuL  An  inspection  of  most  of  the  major  snow 
routes  in  the  city  after  an  emergency  ban  has  been 
put  into  effect  will  show  an  almost  total  disregard 
for  the  parking  ban.  The  impossibility  of  towing  the 
vast  number  of  cars  involved  and  the  problems  of 
shoveling  enough  snow  away  to  put  tags  on  them  he 
has  made  the  public  callous  in  their  observance. 

Night  alternate  parking  during  the  winter  months 
is  observed  in  some  sections  and  totally  disregarded 
in  others.  Unlike  parking  on  major  arteries  during 
snow  emergency,  alternate  parking  on  residential 
streets  can  be  controlled  by  tagging.  If  the  tagging  is 
carried  on  all  winter,  residents  will  park  on  the 
proper  side  by  force  of  habit,  and  present  no 
problems  in  a  snowstorm. 

Most  of  the  problems  that  arise  in  the  plowing  of 
residential  streets  are  caused  by  illegal  parking.  It  is 
reflected  in  our  inability  to  get  sufficient  contract 
plows  because  of  the  number  of  insurance  claims 
filed  against  the  contractor  for  damages  caused  by 
trying  to  get  a  plow  truck  between  two  lines  of 
parked  cars.  It  means  sending  plows  back  time  and 
again  to  streets  as  cars  are  removed.  It  increases  the 
possibility  of  wet  snow  freezing  on  an  unplowed 
street  because  it  is  inaccessible  to  plows,  and  when 
the  snow  becomes  ice  the  plow  trucks  will  not  move 
it. 

Under  present  conditions  streets  have  to  be 
widened  by  towing  cars,  pushing  the  snow  back  with 
loaders  for  days  after  the  storm,  creating  traffic 
bottlenecks,  and  doing  at  a  heavy  cost  what  might 
have  been  done  with  no  trouble  during  the  storm  if 
parking  regulations  had  been  observed. 

Snow  removal  does  not  present  the  number  of 
problems  that  the  plowing  does.  This  operation  is 
conducted  at  nights  from  11  p.m.  to'7 :30  a.m.  in  the 
downtown  area  and  local  business  districts.  The 
modem  large  loaders  have  made  this  part  of  the  snow 
program  much  easier  than  in  the  past,  and  tine 
number  of  cars  that  have  to  be  towed  is  not  too  great 
because  of  the  limited  area.

The  twenty  consumer  investigators  hired  by  the 
city  under  the  federal  Emergency  Employment  Act 
are  currently  attending  training  sessions  conducted 
by  Boston  College  Law  Professor  William  F.  Willier. 

Professor  Willier  is  the  former  director  of  the 
National  Consumer  Law  Center  and  a  widely 
recognized  expert  on  consumer  protection.  His 
course  consists  of  a  thirty-hour  lecture  program,  and 
will  be  supplemented  by  practical  training  sessions  in 
which  the  investigators  will  handle  typical 
complaints. 

The  training  program  began  on  March  22  and  will 
end  on  April  6.  The  investigators  will  be  responsible 
to  the  Little  City  Hall  managers  for  attendance,  but 
what  they  do  will  be  determined  by  me. 

I  hope  to  have  the  investigators  spend  the  first 
two  hours  of  their  work  day  at  the  Little  City  Halls 
receiving  consumer  complaints.  They  will  then  go 
out  into  the  community  conducting  investigations. 
At  the  end  of  the  day  they  will  return  to  the  Little 
City  Halls  to  call  consumers  whose  complaints  may 
have  come  in  during  the  day.

Reference  is  made  to  your  communication  of 
February  23,  1972,  with  attached  copy  of  City 
Council  order  of  January  31,  1972,  regarding  the 
establishment  and  maintaining  of  a  program  to 
eliminate  the  issuance  of  estimated  water  bills  to 
property  owners  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  interest  shown  by  Councillor  Piemonte  who 
filed  the  order  and  by  the  City  Council  who  adopted 
same  is  laudable,  but  for  many  reasons  its  ultimate 
objective  of  complete  and  total  elimination  of 
estimated  water  charges  cannot  be  attained. 

None    of    several    reasons,    which    when    en- 
countered result  in  the  rendering  of  an  estimated 
water  charge,  include  the  intangible  of  increasing 
distrust    by    owners    or  occupants    of  residential 
properties  towards  strangers.  Even  upon  presenting 
proper  credentials  and  indentification,  our  meter 
readers    are    frequently    denied    admittance    to   a 
premise,  and  thus  access  to  the  water  meter.  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  most  sedulous  effort  on  the 
meter  reader's  part  will  not  produce  a  meter  reading. 
It  seems   proper  to  emphasize  at  this  point  that 
responsibility  for  assuring  access  to  any  water  meter 
is  incumbent  upon  the  owner  of  the  property  which 
the   water  meter  services. 
The  foremost  reason  for  lack  of  access  to  a  water 
meter  is  "no  answer"  to  the  meter  reader's  attempt 
to  gain  entrance  to  a  premise  or  when  the  premise  is 
found  locked.  When  no  answer  is  received,  the  water 
meter  reader  leaves  a  postage-paid  self-addressed 
postcard  at  the  premises  requesting  the  occupant  to 
enter  his  reading  of  the  water  meter  on  the  card  and 
to  return  same  to  the  Water  Division.  This  reading  is 
entered  in  the  customer's  account  and  is  used  as  a 
guide   in    determining   the    accuracy    of  estimates 
rendered    and    as    a    basis   for  calculating  future 
estimates    if    required.    For    the    most    part,    the 
responses  elicited  from  a  customer  concerning  the 
return  of  these  cards  have  been  apathy  on  the  one 
hand  and  disregard  on  the  other.  An  increase  in  the 
volume  of  "no  answer"  calls  is  noted  in  the  South 
End,  Roxbury,  and  North  Dorchester  areas  of  the 
city,  with  a  like  increase  in  non-returns  of  postcard 
readings  for  those  sections.  These  are  areas  in  which 
the  number  of  actual  readings  are  reduced  by  an 
increase  in  vacant  properties,  vandalism,   lack  of 
cooperation  by  the  occupant,  or,  in  thankfully  rare 
instances,  by  outright  assault  upon  meter  readers. 


Another  situation  over  which  this  department 
has  little  or  no  control  is  the  "blocked"  water  meter. 
Access  to  water  meters  cannot  be  obtained  when 
hazardous  conditions  are  encountered  in  the  interior 
premises  or  when  the  water  meter  is  blocked  by 
debris  or  water.  If  the  water  meter  is  set  outside  a 
premise,  it  may  from  time  to  time  be  blocked  by 
water,  snow  and/or  ice,  automobiles,  or  even  be 
found  to  be  covered  with  asphalt. 

Other  reasons  for  estimating  water  charges  are 
errors  in  readings;  errors  in  computing;  hands 
missing  on  meter;  meter  registering  intermittently; 
meter  set  backwards;  meter  changed;  reading 
entered  on  wrong  account;  no  meter;  and  meter 
nonregistering.  When  the  fault  lies  directly  with  the 
water  meter,  the  meter  reader  prepares  the  proper 
office  form,  requesting  the  area  water  yard  to 
replace  the  meter  with  one  in  good  working  order 
provided  a  meter  of  the  same  size  and  type  is 
available  for  installation.  During  the  years  1968  to 
1971  the  Public  Works  Department  purchased  and 
installed  27,082  water  meters  in  various  sizes,  and 
because  the  cycle  of  replacing  obsolete  and/or 
defective  water  meters  and  providing  water  meters 
for  new  accounts  is  a  never-ending  one,  the  Boston 
water  system  is  not  fully  metered  but  remains 
constant  at  approximately  90  percent  metered. 
Should  supplementary  funds  be  made  available  to 
purchase  even  larger  quantities  of  water  meters  with 
a  view  towards  100  percent  metering,  additional 
personnel  and  automotive  equipment  would  be 
required  by  the  Water  Division,  or  bids  would  have 
to  be  sought  to  have  these  meters  installed  under 
contract  without  undue  delay. 

Presently,  the  Saturday  reading  of  meters  is  being 
contemplated  as  a  means  of  obtaining  actual  meter 
readings  since  at  least  one  member  of  most  working 
families  is  at  home  on  that  day.  Whether  this  would 
be  a  continuing  practice  that  would  require 
adjustment  of  the  meter  reader's  work  week  or 
whether  such  a  program  would  be  instituted  on  an 
overtime  basis  has  yet  to  be  determined,  as  would 
the  added  costs  for  such  a  program. 

In  1971  a  total  of  69,000  estimated  water  bills 
were  issued.  While  this  number  may  not  be 
irreducible  in  future  years,  the  estimated  water 
charge  cannot  be  entirely  eliminated  and  is  an  evil 
with  which  the  city  and  property  owners  will  have  to 
live.  However,  both  parties  have  further  redress  for 
an  adjustment  of  any  estimated  water  charges:  the 
city  by  subsequently  obtaining  actual  meter  readings 
and  the  owner  by  petitioning  for  partial  abatement 
of  any  resulting  overcharge  as  shown  by  actual 
readings,  or  by  crediting  any  overcharge  towards 
future  water  use. 

If  any  of  the  foregoing  need  be  further  clarified, 
or  should  you  feel  that  the  rendering  of  estimated 
water  charges  warrants  further  discussion,  I  am,  of 
course,  at  your  disposal.

I  am  responding  to  question  No.  4  of  Councillor 
Piemonte's  order  dated  March  20, 1972. 

The  Real  Property  Department  has  acquired  the 
land  to  the  rear  of  the  North  Station  for  purposes  of 
constructing  a  parking  garage.  The  Public  Facilities 
Department  has  engaged  an  architect  who  has 
already  done  preliminary  studies. 

The  creation  of  an  MBTA  bus  terminal  has  been 
considered  on  the  street  level  of  this  facility.  I  have 
met  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works, 
MDC  and  MBTA  to  discuss  this  aspect  and  other 
aspects  of  the  design  on  several  occasions.  The 
concept  of  including  a  bus  terminal  within  this 
garage  has  received  favorable  comment  from  all 
parties,  and  it  appears  that  it  will  be  included  in  the 
design  of  the  garage.

The  following  is  a  list  of  regulations  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department  pertaining  to  questions  in 
City  Council  order  of  March  20, 1972: 

1.  Whether  or  not  there  are  any  ordinances  or 
traffic  regulations  banning  tractor  trailers  and 
other  heavy  vehicles  in  streets  and  in  public 
ways  in  Boston  at  any  time  during  the  day  or 
night. 

(a)  Article  IV,  Section  2A,  and  Article  IVA, 
Section  3A  (Standing  and  Parking 
Prohibited  in  Certain  Places) : 
"No  driver  shall  stand  or  park  any  vehicle 
in  the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof  on 
any  day  during  the  hours  indicated; 
provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  passenger  vehicles  stopped 
temporarily  during  the  actual  receiving  or 
discharging  of  passengers." 
These  regulations  prohibit  all  trucks  from 
stopping  for  any  reason  on  forty  major 
arteries  in  the  downtown  area  during  peak 
hours  of  7  a.m.  to  9:30  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  to 
6  p.m. 
(b) Article  IV,  Section  8,  and  Article  IVA, 
Section  4A  (Parking  of  Trailers  or 
Semitrailers): 

"No  person  shall  park  or  stand  any  trailer 
or  semitrailer  on  any  part  of  any  street, 
way,  highway,  road,  or  parkway  under  the 
control  of  the  city  unless  such  trailer  or 
semitrailer  is  attached  to  a  motor  vehicle 
capable  of  towing  it,  except  during  the 
actual  loading  or  unloading  of  materials." 
These  regulations  prohibit  the  parking  of 
all    trailers    or   semitrailers   without   at- 
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tached  cab  except  during  actual  loading  or 
unloading. 

(c)  Article  IV,  Section  15B  (Ail-Night 
Commercial  Vehicle  Parking  Prohibited): 
"No  driver  shall  park  or  stand  any 
commercial  vehicle  or  trailer  having  a 
capacity  of  one-half  (Vz)  ton  or  over  for 
more  than  one  (1)  hour  between  12:01 
a.m.  and  8  a.m.  on  any  day,  or  at  any  time 
on  Sunday,  on  any  part  of  any  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway  under  the 
control  of  the  city,  where  parking  or 
standing  a  vehicle  is  not  otherwise 
prohibited,  providing  that  this  regulation 
shall  not  apply  during  the  actual  loading 
or  unloading  of  materials." 

This  regulation  prohibits  all-night  parking 
of  trucks  and  trailers  over  Vz  ton 
capacity. 

(d)  Article  VII,  Section  2  (Heavy  Commercial 
Vehicles  Excluded) : 

"No  commercial  vehicle  shall  be  operated 
on  the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof, 
provided  that  this  restriction  shall  not 
apply  to  authorized  emergency  vehicles, 
as  herein  defined,  to  vehicles  using  streets 
for  the  making  of  deliveries  or  collections 
or  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  a  regular 
storage  place  located  on  said  streets  or 
parts  thereof,  to  street  repair  vehicles  of 
the  City  of  Boston  nor  to  any  commercial 
vehicle  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires 
with  a  load  capacity  not  over  two  and 
one-half  (2  Vi )  tons,  and  without  a 
trailer." 

This  regulation  excludes  all  trucks  over 
2  Vi  tons  capacity  from  ninety-eight 
residential  streets. 

2.  Whether  or  not  there  are  higher  fines  for 
unlawful  parking  of  tractor  trailers  or 
commercial  vehicles  than  the  fines  for 
pleasure  vehicles. 

The  regulations  do  provide  for  higher  fines 
for  unlawful  parking  of  trailers  (without  cab) 
but  not  for  other  parking  violations  for  which 
the  fines  are  the  same  for  both  trucks  and 
pleasure  cars. 

3.  Whether  or  not  there  are  any  ordinances  or 
regulations  prohibiting  tractors  and  trailers 
from  backing  on  public  streets  or  highways 
during  certain  hours  of  the  day. 

(a)  Reference  is  made  to  1(a)  under  which 
regulations  all  parking  of  trucks,  both 
angle  and  parallel,  is  prohibited  on  forty 
major  arteries  in  the  downtown  area 
during  peak  hours  of  7  a.m.  to  9:30  a.m. 
and  4  p.m.  to  6  p.m. 

(b)  Article  IV,  Section  9  (Parking  Vehicles  at 
Angle  to  Curb  Prohibited) : 

"No  driver  shall  stop,  stand  or  park  a 
vehicle  at  an  angle  to  the  curb  or  edge  of 
roadway  in  the  following  streets  or  parts 
thereof,  during  the  hours  indicated :" 
This  regulation  prohibits  parking  of  all 
vehicles  other  than  parallel  to  curb  in 
twenty  additional  streets. 


4.  Whether  or  not  there  are  plans  for 
construction  of  bus  terminals  at  either  North 
Station  or  South  Station,  and,  if  so,  please 
state  the  present  status. 
This  matter  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and/or 
the  Public  Facilities  and  Real  Property 
Departments.

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Council  on  February  28, 
1972,  by  Councillor  Tierney,  requesting  the  total 
hours  of  ice  time  available  for  rental  in  the 
twenty-one  skating  rinks  operated  by  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission. 

At  the  ou  tset  may  I  state  that  ten  of  the  rinks  are 
located  within  the  Boston  city  limits. 

The  scheduling  of  rental  time  is  divided  into 
three  periods:  (1)  October  1  to  the  Monday  after 
Thanksgiving  Day;  (2)  the  months  of  December, 
January,  and  February;  (3)  March  1  to  the  end  of  the 
season. 

In  the  first  and  third  periods  an  average  of  50 
hours,  or  a  total  of  1,000  hours  per  week,  are 
available  for  rental.  Of  this  total,  464  (or  46+ 
percent)  are  allocated  to  Boston-based  hockey 
organizations. 

In  the  second  period,  the  high  school  hockey 
season,  an  average  of  65  hours,  or  a  total  of  1,300 
hours  per  week  are  available  for  rental.  Of  this  total, 
513  hours,  or  39+  percent,  are  allocated  to  Boston 
teams. 

On  a  total  seasonal  average  Boston  organizations 
are  assigned  488  hours  of  the  1,150  hours  available 
in  the  twenty-one  rinks.  This  represents  42+  percent 
of  all  rental  time. 

If  additional  time  were  to  be  made  available  to 
Boston-based  organizations,  it  would  necessitate 
assigning  them  ice  time  in  the  outlying  rinks.  Mr. 
John  Whelan,  Director,  Boston  Neighborhood 
Hockey  League,  advices  that  under  this  proposal  the 
league  would  not  be  able  to  function. 

Rental     time     allocated    to    school    physical 
education  programs  and  special  classes  for  retarded 
children  is  not  included  in  this  compilation.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  voted 
to  have  the  government  and  the  state  pay  her  court 
costs  in  the  approximate  amount  of  $23,180.56; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  to  oppose  the  payment  of  Doris  Bunte's  legal 
fees  by  the  taxpayers  of  this  country;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  letters  and  copies  of  this  order  be 
sent  to  Secretary  George  Romney  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  to 
Governor  Francis  Sargeant,  and  also  to  the  Acting

2.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  (referred  January  31)  establishing  the 
Environmental  Protection  Department  -  recom- 
mending that  the  ordinance  as  submitted  by  the 
May  or  be  rejected  with  out  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted:  the  ordinance  was 
rejected  without  prejudice. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  matter,  Coun. 
O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An    Ordinance    Establishing    the    Environmental 
Protection  Department 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  13  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  13  A. 
Environmental  Protection  Department 
Section     1.  There    shall    be    in    the    city    a 
department  known  as  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Department  hereinafter  called  the  department 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known 
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as  the  Commissioner  of  Environmental  Protection, 
hereinafter  called  the  commissioner,  appointed  by 
the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  such  divisions  as 
the  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  department 

There  shall  also  be  in  the  department  a  board, 
known  as  the  Environmental  Council,  consisting  of 
the  commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  Hospitals,  ex  officiis,  and  three  other  members 
appointed  by  the  mayor.  The  appointive  members 
initially  appointed  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments  for 
terms  expiring  one,  two,  and  three  years, 
respectively,  from  May  1,  1972.  As  the  term  of  any 
such  member  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  appointive  member 
shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  full 
jurisdiction  to  investigate,  conduct  research  relative 
to,  monitor,  regulate,  control  and  enhance 
environmental  quality.  The  term  "environmental 
quality"  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  noise 
from  whatever  source,  atmospheric  pollution,  water 
pollution,  and  the  use  and  disposal  of  pesticides. 

The  commission  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
control  atmospheric  pollution  including  noise  as 
now  or  hereafter  provided  in  section  3 1C  of  chapter 
111  of  the  General  Laws.  The  commissioner  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  on  a  board  of  health  by 
sections  31A,  31B,  132,  133,  134,  135,  136,  137, 
138,  139,  140,  141,  143,  144,  145,  146,  147,  148, 
149,  150,  150A,  154,  155,  156,  and  157  of  chapter 
111  of  the  General  Laws,  and  by  section  127A  of 
said  chapter  111  in  so  far,  but  only  in  so  far,  as  said 
section  127  A  may  relate  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  as  concerns  atmospheric,  noise, 
and  water  pollution  and  solid  waste  disposal. 

In  exercising  the  authority  conferred  by  this 
section  the  commissioner  shall  have  the  power,  after 
due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  environmental  council,  to  adopt 
environmental  quality  regulations  including  regula- 
tions requiring  the  registration  of  sources  of 
environmental  contamination  and  requiring  the 
procurement  of  a  permit  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment or  continuation  of  any  activity  which  is 
capable  of  causing  environmental  contamination. 
Such  regulations  may  provide  that  permits  shall 
specify  the  time  or  times  within  which,  and  the 
method  by  which,  such  activity  is  to  be  carried  on, 
and  may  provide  that  permits  shall  be  renewable  by 
the  commissioner  and  may  be  revoked  by  him  for 
cause.  Such  regulations  shall  fix  the  fee  to  be  charged 
for  a  permit  Issued  under  this  section,  which  fee  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars.  Such  regulations 
shall  be  binding  upon  every  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  and  upon  every  municipal  board  and 
upon  all  persons,  organizations,  and  activities  within 
the  city. 

In  enforcing  any  regulations  adopted  under  this 
section  the  commissioner  may  bring  appropriate 


proceedings  in  any  court  of  law,  including  but  not 

limited  to  proceedings  for  equitable  or  declaratory 

relief  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  pursuant 

to  the  provisions  of  section  10A  of  chapter  214  of 

the  General  Laws. 

■ 

Section  3.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  and  every  municipal  board  shall  consult 
with  the  commissioner  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
initiating  or  approving  any  project  or  adopting  any 
rule,  regulation,  order,  or  policy  which  may  have  a 
significant  environmental  impact  The  commissioner 
shall  assist  in  the  preparation  by  any  such  officer  or 
board  of  any  environmental  impact  statement,  or 
comment  thereon,  required  by  law,  and  no  such 
statement  or  comment  shall  be  submitted  or  made 
public  unless  first  reviewed  and  approved  by  the 
commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall  promulgate 
regulations  which  define  "significant  environmental 
impact"  and  shall  establish  procedures  for  the  review 
of  environmental  impact  statements  and  comments 
thereon,  and  for  the  submission  to  him  of  matters 
for  consultation  or  review  pursuant  to  this  section. 
Such  regulations  shall,  after  approval  by  the 
environmental  council  and  the  mayor,  be  binding  on 
every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  and  on  every 
municipal  board. 

Section  4.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  to  investigate  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  exposure  of  employees 
of  the  city  and  of  persons  employed  pursuant  to 
contracts  with  the  city  to  health  hazards  of  their 
occupations,  including  but  not  limited  to  exposure 
to  excessive  noise,  heat,  radiation  and  radioactive 
materials,  dusts,  fumes,  mists,  gases,  and  odors.  The 
commissionershallconductsurveys  perform  studies, 
and  do  research  concerning  the  exposure  of  such 
persons  to  health  hazards  of  their  occupations  and 
the  abatement  of  such  health  hazards,  may  consult 
with  other  city,  state,  and  federal  agencies,  and  may 
make  recommendations  concerning  the  protection 
of  such  persons  to  the  officer  or  officers  in  charge  of 
any    department    or    to    any    municipal   board. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
environmental  council  from  time  to  time  (a)  to 
make,  upon  its  own  initiative  or  at  the  request  of  the 
mayor  or  the  commissioner,  studies  and  recom- 
mendations with  respect  to  the  environmental 
quality  of  the  city;  (b)  to  approve  environmental 
quality  regulations  adopted  by  the  commissioner; 
and  (c)  to  advise  the  commissioner  on  such  matters 
within  the  scope  of  his  duties  as  he  may  refer  to  the 
council. 

The  environmental  council  shall  have  power  to 
require  the  production  of  records  and  documents 
relevant  to  its  work  and  to  compel  attendance  and 
testimony  of  witnesses  before  it. 

The  commissioner  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
environmental  council,  but  the  council  shall  not 
otherwise  be  subject  to  the  commissioner's 
supervision  orcontrol;  nor  shall  the  council  take  part 
in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  department  and,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  council  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor  or  make  any  annual  or 
other  report  except  through  the  commissioner. 
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All  members  of  the  environmental  council  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  the  appointive  members  of  the 
council  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  26  8A  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  council  shall  meet  every  other 
month,  and  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the 
chairman. 

Section  2.  Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  chapter  14  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1 56  8  and  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  2.  All  persons  employed  by  the  air  pollution 
control  commission  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
made  employees  of  the  environmental  protection 
department  without  reduction  in  their  rank  or 
compensation  or  impairment  of  their  civil  service, 
retirement,  vacation,  holiday,  or  sick  leave  rights. 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  3  of  the 
ordinances  of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  section  97  the  words  "air  pollution 
control  commission"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "commissioner  of  environmental  protec- 
tion." 

Section  4.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  chapter  14  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  sections  6,  10,  14,  and  17  the  words 
"board  of  health  and  hospitals"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of 
environmental  protection." 

Section  5.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  196 1,  as  amended  by  chapter  14  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  sections  89,  90,  143,  185,  206,  231, 
and  288  the  words  "board  of  health  and  hospitals" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "com- 
missioner of  environmental  protection." 

Section  6.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  clause: 

(9A)  The   commissioner   of  environmental 

protection,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  7.  All  regulations  for  the  control  of 
atmospheric  pollution  and  noise  adopted  by  the  air 
pollution  control  commission  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  as  regulations  of  the  commissioner  and  shall 
be  enforced  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this 
ordinance,  unless  and  until  such  regulations  or  any 
part  thereof  are  amended  or  repealed  by  the 
commissioner-  with  the  approval  of  the 
environmental  council  after  due  notice  and  a  public 
hearing. 

Section  8.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
May  1,  1972.

Whereas,  Chapter  15,  section  2,  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968  provides  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission ; and 

Whereas,  Under  the  authority  of  this  act  the  Air 
Pollution  Control  Commission  has  full  jurisdiction 
to  regulate  and  control  atmospheric  pollution  as 
now  or  hereafter  provided  in  section  31C  of  chapter 
III  of  the  General  Laws;  and 

Whereas,  A  Cambridge  firm  by  the  name  of 
American  Electroplating  Company  has  acquired 
land  on  Holton  Street  in  the  Allston-Brighton  area 
for  the  purpose  of  relocating  their  new  plant;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  strong  reason  to  believe  that 
the  American  Electroplating  Company  will  emit  air 
contaminants  as  defined  by  the  commission  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  dust,  fly-ash,  fume, 
mist,  odor,  smoke,  vapor,  pollen,  microorganism, 
radioactive  material,  radiation,  heat,  noise,  any 
combination  thereof,  or  any  decay,  or  reaction 
product  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  Atmospheric  pollution,  as  defined  by 
the  City  of  Boston  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission,  means  the  presence  in  the  ambient  air 
space,  or  portion  thereof,  of  one  or  more  air 
contaminants  or  combinations  thereof  in  such 
concentration  and  of  such  duration  as  (l.)to  cause  a 
nuisance ;  or  (2.)  to  be  injurious  or  tend  to  be,  on  the 
basis  of  current  information,  injurious  to  human  or 
animal  life,  vegetation,  or  to  property;  or  (3.)  to 
unreasonably  interfere  with  the  comfortable 
enjoyment  of  life  and  property  or  the  conduct  of 
business; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  under  the  authority  vested  in  this  Honorable 
Body,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby, 
requested  to  submit  in  writing  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  next  ensuing  after  one  week  of 
receipt  of  this  order  the  answer  to  the  following 
question: 

Will  the  relocation  of  a  new  plant  conform  to 
federal,  state,  or  city  air  pollution  regulations.

$27,769,000  over  the  1971  appropriation  order,  an 
increase  of  more  than  14  percent;and

provides  for  the  appropriation  of  $147,732,000,  an 
increase  of  $12,723,000,  or  8  percent  over  the  same 
item  in  the  1971  appropriation  order;  and 

Whereas,  All  other  categories  in  the  1972 
appropriation  order  represent  an  expenditure  of 
$74,905,000,  an  increase  of  $15,000,000,  or  more 
than  25  percent  over  the  appropriation  for  such 
items  in  1971;and 

Whereas,  If  the  city  is  to  control  the  dangerous 
rate  of  increase  of  the  municipal  tax  rate  -  and  its 
inflationary  impact  on  rents  throughout  the  city  and 
its  confiscatory  impact  on  the  ownership  of  homes 
or  commercial  property  -  we  are  compelled  this 
year  to  restrict  the  rise  of  municipal  expenditures  to 
a  reasonable,  even  if  arbitrary,  level; now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  Finance,  in  reporting  the  appropriation  order 
for  the  fiscal  year  1972,  restrict  the  said  order  to  an 
overall  increase  of  8  percent  over  the  appropriation 
order  for  the  fiscal  year  1971  by  reducing  the  1972 
order  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  by  $  1 2  million,  said 
monies  to  be  deducted  from  all  budgetary  items 
exclusive  of  the  personal  services  item.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
CREATING  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  LI- 
CENSES AND  A  LICENSE  BOARD 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  3,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I   transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  Home  Rule  petition  creating  in 


the  City  of  Boston  a  Department  of  Licenses  headed 
by  a  Commissioner,  and  a  License  Board.  As  you 
know,  the  Governor  hsa  submitted  a  bill  (S.  1 183) 
which  proposes  certain  changes  in  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  general  licensing  statute  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  also  proposes  to  return  to  the 
City  of  Boston  the  power  to  appoint  licensing 
commissioners.  This  power  was  taken  from  the  city 
and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  governor  who  has 
exercised  it  ever  since,  by  chapter  29 1  of  the  Acts  of 
1906.  In  my  view  changes  in  the  special  laws  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  alone  are  matters  which  under 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  can  most  expediently  be  acted 
upon  by  the  General  Court  upon  petition  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council.  Accordingly,  it  is 
appropriate  that  I  present  legislation  to  you  in  the 
form  of  a  Home  Rule  petition  before  action  has  been 
taken  on  the  Governor's  proposal. 

What  I  submit  to  you  differs  from  the  Governor's 
proposal  in  a  number  of  respects.  In  the  first  place,  it 
cures  several  technical  defects  in  S.1183,  among 
them  the  erroneous  perpetuation  of  the  Licensing 
Board's  fiscal  autonomy  and  its  power,  not  given  to 
any  other  department  or  board  in  the  city,  to 
employ  legal  counsel.  My  proposal  also  terminates 
the  incumbency  of  the  present  members  of  the 
Licensing  Board,  as  was  the  case  when  the  power  to 
appoint  the  Police  Commissioner  was  returned  to 
the  city  in  1962. 

The  substance  of  the  legislation  which  I  propose 
is  derived  from  a  major  recommendation  of  the 
Home  Rule  Commission  that  a  city  department  be 
created  to  centralize,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible, 
the  manifold  licensing  functions  of  the  present 
Licensing  Board  and  of  other  city  agencies.  There 
would  be  in  the  new  department  an  independent 
three-member  board,  denominated  the  License 
Board,  which  would  perform  licensing  functions 
related  to  alcoholic  beverages  and  club  licenses.  This 
Board  would  differ  from  the  present  Licensing 
Board  in  that  appointments  would  be  made  for  four 
years  rather  than  six.  Two  members  of  the  License 
Board  would  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  terms 
coterminous  with  his.  A  third  member,  as 
recommended  by  the  Home  Rule  Commission, 
would  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  also  for  four  years 
but  at  the  commencement  of  the  third  year  of  the 
mayor's  term,  so  as  to  provide  continuity  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  Board.  Staff  support  for  the 
License  Board  would  be  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Licenses,  in  conformity  with  another 
recommendation  of  the  Home  Rule  Commission. 
The  License  Board  would  also  sit  as  an  appellate 
tribunal  to  hear  appeals  from  decisions  of  the 
( 'ommissioner,  who  would  initially  have  jurisdiction 
over  those  areas  of  the  present  licensing  Board's 
responsibility  other  than  alcoholic  beverage  and  club 
licenses. 

The  Home  Rule  Commission  recommended  that 
agreat  number  of  the  licensing  functions  of  the  city 
be  transferred  to  this  new  department  In  my 
judgment,  however,  we  should  at  this  time  provide 
only  for  the  assumption  by  the  department  of  the 
licensing  functions  now  performed  by  the  I  icensing 
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Board.  As  time  goes  on  and  the  Department  begins 
to  function  we  will  centralize  therein  many  of  the 
licensing  functions  which  are  now  scattered 
confusingly,  and  in  some  cases  irrationally,  in  other 
departments.  With  this  hope  in  mind  I  have  provided 
in  this  legislation  for  the  future  transfer  of  licensing 
functions  to  the  new  department  by  ordinance, 
rather  than,  as  would  otherwise  be  the  case,  by 
special  act  of  the  Legislature  in  respect  to  each  such 
transfer  of  an  area  of  responsibility. 

Incidentally,  the  legislation  clarifies  the  pro- 
cedure for  judicial  review  of  licensing  activities  by 
providing  that  such  review  shall  in  every  case  be  in 
accordance  with  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act 

I  believe  that  this  legislation,  if  enacted,  will  be  a 
major  step  towards  the  goals  of  the  Home  Rule 
Commission,  and  will  also  open  the  way  to  a  rational 
reordering  of  licensing  functions  in  the  city.  Not  the 
least  of  the  benefits  of  the  latter,  we  may  expect,  will 
be  to  increase  the  revenue  generated  by  licensing 
activities.  More  importantly,  reordering  our  li- 
censing functions  will  make  it  easier  for  the  citizen 
who  seeks  a  license  to  secure  it.  Accordingly,  1  urge 
your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  the  attached 
proposal.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  under  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  enacted  providing  substanially  as  follows: 

An  Act  Abolishing  the  Licensing  Board  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  Creating  in  Said  City  a 
Department  of  Licenses  and  a  License  Board. 

Section  1.  Establishing  the  Department  of 
Licenses  and  the  Office  of  Commissioner  of 
Licenses. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
department,  known  as  the  Department  of  Licenses, 
hereinafter  called  the  department,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Licenses,  hereinafter  called  the 
commissioner,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  Commissioner  shall 
devote  his  entire  time  to  his  duties  and  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  or 
such  other  sum  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  fix 
by  ordinance.  The  mayor  may  remove  the 
commissioner  in  accordance  with  section  14  of 
chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  an  application 
division,  an  inspection  division,  a  records  division, 
and  such  other  divisions  as  the  commissioner  may 
from  time  to  time  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department 


Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commissioner. 
The  commissioner: 

(a)  Shall  exclusively  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  a  department  head  with 
respect  to  the  making  of  contracts,  and  the 
appointment  suspension,  discharge,  compensation, 
and  indemnification  of  subordinates  for  the 
department. 

(b)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him 
by  statute  or  ordinance. 

(c)  Shall  exclusively,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  5  of  this  act,  exercise  in  the  city  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing  au- 
thorities by  the  provisions  of  chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and  common 
victuallers,  coffee  and  tea  houses,  retail  vendors  of 
soft  drinks,  lodging  houses  other  than  public  lodging 
houses,  billiard,  pool,  and  sippio  tables,  bowling 
alleys,  automatic  amusement  devices,  fortune 
-telling,  and  picnic  groves,  including,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the 
provisions  of  section  183 A   of  said  chapter  140. 

(d)  May  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  him  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with 
him  relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn 
to,  and  for  such  purpose  may  administer  oaths. 

(e)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued  by 
the  department  including  recording  fees,  miscel- 
laneous fees,  and  all  other  revenue,  into  the  treasury 
of  the  city. 

(f)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  the  department 

(g)  Shall  receive  every  application  for  any 
license  issued  by  the  department  or  by  the  license 
board,  and  shall  note  thereon  the  date  and  time  of 
filing  the  same. 

(h)  Shall  act  upon  every  application  for  a  license 
or  renewal  of  a  license,  if  no  other  time  is  prescribed 
by  law,  within  the  thirty  days  next  following  the 
date  thereof;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  act  upon  any 
application  within  the  thirty  days  next  following  the 
date  thereof  or  such  other  time  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  shall  forthwith  upon  demand  of  the 
applicant  issue  or  renew  such  license. 

(i)  Shall  upon  denying,  revoking,  suspending,  or 
refusing  to  renew  any  license,  in  writing  inform  the 
applicant  or  licensee,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  his  right 
to  appeal  to  the  licensing  board  under  section  5  of 
this  act,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  appeal. 

(j)  Shall  compile  and  keep  current  a  comprehen- 
sive public  directory  or  index  of  all  licenses,  permits, 
and  certificates  required  by  the  city  or  by  any 
department  board,  or  officer  thereof,  and  shall 
compose  and  make  available  to  the  public 
explanatory  material  regarding  license  requirements 
and  procedures,  and  the  location  of  application 
forms,  for  all  such  licenses,  permits,  and  certificates. 

(k)  Shall  develop  and  maintain  accounting 
procedures  which  record  on  a  current  basis  the 
number  of  licenses  issued  in  each  category  of  license 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department  or  the 
license  board,  and  the  fee  income  in  each  category, 
and  shall  so  record  them. 
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(1)  Shall  develop  information  storage  and 
retrieval  procedures  for  licenses  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  department  or  the  license  board,  and 
shall,  if  directed  by  the  mayor,  develop  such 
procedures  for  licenses  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
other  departments,  boards,  and  officers;  and 

(m)  Shall  examine  on  a  continuing  basis  the 
licensing  and  fee  structure  of  the  city,  including  the 
costs  and  benefits  of  each  licensing  program,  and 
may  make  recommendations  in  connection  there- 
with to  the  mayor  and,  as  appropriate,  to  the  city 
council  and  to  other  departments,  boards  and 
officers. 

Section  3.  License  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
There  shall  be  in  the  department  aboard,  known 
as  the  License  Board,  composed  of  three  persons 
who  have  been  residents  of  the  City  for  at  least  two 
years  immediately  preceding  their  appointment, 
who  shall  not  be  engaged,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and 
who  shall  not  derive  income,  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be 
issued  by  said  board.  One  member  shall  be  appointed 
from  each  of  the  two  leading  political  parties  as 
defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the  General 
Laws  and  the  third  member  may  also  be  appointed 
from  one  of  said  parties.  Each  member  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor.  Two  members,  one 
appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading  political 
parties,  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  The  third  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  not  elected.  All  members  of  the 
license  board  shall  hold  office  until  their  respective 
successors  are  qualified.  The  mayor  may  remove  any 
member  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
14  of  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Each  member  shall  receive  for  each  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  service  fifty  dollars,  or  such  other 
sum  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  fix  by 
ordinance.  The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  of  the  license  board  as 
chairman.  The  commissioner  or  such  other  person  in 
the  service  of  the  department  as  the  commissioner 
may  designate  shall  be  secretary  of  the  license  board 
and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  secretary;  but  the  commissioner  shall  not 
be  a  member  of  the  license  board,  two  members  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  All 
licenses  issued  by  the  board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  department.  The 
license  board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
or  control  of  the  commissioner.  All  records  of  the 
license  board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  commissioner  and  the  mayor  and 
such  persons  as  the  commissioner  and  the  mayor 
may  designate. 

Section  4.   Powers  and  Duties  of  License  Board. 

The  license  board: 


(a)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it  by 
statute  or  ordinance. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the  city  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing  au- 
thorities by  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws  relative 
to  alcoholic  beverages,  and  upon  local  licensing 
authorities  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  140  of  the 
Genera]  Laws  relative  to  clubs  and  other 
organizations  dispensing  food  or  beverages  to 
members  and  guests. 

(c)  Shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
licensing  board  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  chapter  90 
of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  amended  by  chapter  622  of 
the  Acts  of  1953. 

(d)  May  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with  it 
relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn  to, 
and  for  such  purpose  any  member  may  administer 
oaths. 

(e)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued  by  it, 
including  recording  fees,  miscellaneous  fees,  and  all 
other  revenue,  into  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(f)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  it  under  chapter 
13  8  or  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(g)  May  fix  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  any  entry  of  an 
appeal  to  the  license  board  from  a  decision  of  the 
commissioner  under  section  5  of  this  act,  which  fee 
may  differ  for  the  several  classes  of  licenses,  but  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  or  such  other  sum  as  the  city 
may  fix  by  ordinance. 

(h)  Shall  cause  to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of 
all  its  proceedings  which  shall  set  forth  the  reasons 
for  its  decisions,  the  vote  of  each  member 
participating  therein,  the  absence  of  a  member,  and 
any  failure  of  a  member  to  vote. 

(i)  Shall  adopt  and  shall  publish  procedural  mles 
and  regulations,  including  without  limitation  on  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing  a  regulation  designating 
those  license  applications  and  appeals  for  which 
hearings  shall  be  granted  and  those  license 
applications  and  appeals  for  which  hearings  may,  in 
its  discretion,  be  granted. 

(j)  Shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report  to 
the  commissioner. 

Section  5.  Appellate  Jurisdiction  of  the  License 
Board. 

Any  person  adversely  affected  by  a  decision  of 
the  commissioner  may,  within  twenty  days 
thereafter,  upon  payment  of  such  fee,  if  any,  as  the 
license  board  shall  require  pursuant  to  section  4(g) 
of  this  act,  appeal  therefrom  to  the  license  board; 
and  the  license  board  shall  review  the  com- 
missioner's decision.  For  the  purpose  of  (his  section 
a  person  adversely  affected  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  the  consumers'  council  of  the  city  or  any 
agency,  board,  or  officer  that  may  succeed  to  its 
jurisdiction,  and  no  fee  shall  be  required  of  said 
council  or  such  successor.  The  license  board  shall 
receive  and  consider  any  written  statements  which 
may  be  submitted  by  the  appellant  and  by  the 
commissioner  and  may  consider  any  written 
statement    from    any    other    person,   all   of  which 
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statements,  if  any,  shall  be  entered  in  the  records  of 
the  license  board.  The  license  board  may  hold  a 
hearing  on  any  such  appeal.  The  license  board  shall 
hold  a  hearing  on  any  such  appeal  where  the 
appellant  is  the  holder  of  a  license  and  the  effect  of 
the  decision  appealed  from  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or 
refuse  to  renew  such  license.  Any  hearing  held 
hereunder  shall  be  held  within  the  thirty  days  next 
following  the  entry  of  the  appeal  unless  the 
appellant  in  writing  consents  to  a  longer  interval,  and 
shall  be  preceded  by  written  notice  giving  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  such  hearing,  as  well  as  the  matter 
to  be  considered  thereat,  which  notice  shall  be  given 
not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  date  of  such  hearing  to  the  appellant,  to 
the  commissioner,  to  the  consumers'  council  of  the 
city,  and  to  any  person  filing  a  request,  renewable 
annually  in  December,  for  all  such  notices,  and  shall 
be  published  once  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  city  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  such 
hearing.  Within  the  thirty  days  next  following  the 
entry  of  an  appeal  in  respect  to  which  ahearingisnot 
held,  or  within  the  ten  days  next  following  such 
hearing  if  a  hearing  is  held,  the  license  board  shall 
affirm,  modify,  or  overrule  the  decision  of  the 
commissioner  and  remand  the  matter  to  him, 
whereupon  he  shall  consistently  with  the  ruling  of 
the  board  forthwith  issue,  renew,  deny,  revoke, 
suspend,  or  refuse  to  renew  the  license  with  respect 
to  which  the  appeal  shall  have  been  taken.  If,  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  next  following  the 
entry  of  the  appeal,  the  license  board  shall  have 
taken  no  action  thereon  or  if,  after  hearing  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing,  the  license  board 
shall  upon  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  next 
following  such  hearing  have  taken  no  action  upon 
such  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  commissioner 
shall  stand  and  the  fee,  if  any,  paid  in  respect  of  such 
appeal  shall  be  refunded.  Unless  the  commissioner 
otherwise  directs  his  decision  shall  be  in  force 
pending  any  appeal;  provided,  however,  that  after  an 
appeal  has  been  filed  by  the  holder  of  a  license  from 
a  decision  the  effect  of  which  is  to  revoke,  suspend, 
or  refuse  to  renew  such  license  any  member  of  the 
license  board  may,  upon  application  by  the 
appellant  and  notice  to  the  commissioner  and  an 
opportunity  for  the  commissioner  to  be  heard, 
suspend  the  operation  of  the  commissioner's 
decision  until  the  appeal  is  determined,  but  in  no 
event  longer  than  forty  days. 

Section  6.  Appointments. 

Neither  chapter  31  of  the  general  laws  nor  any 
rule  made  thereunder  shall  apply  to  the  com- 
missioner or  to  any  other  person  in  the  service  of  the 
department;  provided,  however,  that  said  chapter  3 1 
and  rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
every  person  tranferred  to  the  service  of  the 
department  if  at  any  time  of  such  transfer  such 
person  holds  an  office  or  position  under  a  permanent 
civil  service  appointment  and  is  still  serving  his 
probationary  period;  and  provided  further  that  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 


Section  7.  Amendment  by  Ordinance. 

(a)  Consistently  with  article  2,  as  amended, 
under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth,  but  notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  general  or  special  law,  the  city  may  from 
time  to  time  by  ordinance  confer  upon  the 
commissioner  the  powers,  and  impose  the  duties, 
conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special  law  upon 
any  other  department,  board,  or  officer  of  the  city 
with  respect  to  licenses,  permits,  or  certificates, 
except  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  the  license  board  by  this  act,  and  except  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed  relative  to 
any  license,  permit,  or  certificate  which  by  law  may 
be  issued  only  after  a  public  hearing.  Consistently 
with  said  article  2,  as  amended,  but  notwithstanding 
any  contrary  provision  of  general  or  special  law,  the 
city  may  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  confer 
upon  the  license  board  the  powers,  and  impose  the 
duties,  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or  special 
law  upon  any  other  department,  board,  or  officer  of 
the  city  with  respect  to  licenses,  permits,  or 
certificates  which  by  law  may  be  issued  only  after  a 
public  hearing.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  powers 
and  duties  with  respect  to  licenses,  permits,  and 
certificates  shall  be  deemed  to  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to,  the  power  to  make  such  preliminary  and 
continuing  inquiries,  investigations,  verifications, 
and  inspections  as  may  be  required  by  law  or 
expedient  in  connection  with  each  of  the  several 
classes  of  licenses,  permits,  and  certificates,  the 
power  to  hold  such  hearings  as  may  be  required  by 
law  in  connection  therewith,  and  the  power  to 
collect  and  receive  such  fees  and  charges  as  may  be 
established  by  law  in  connection  therewith. 

(b)  Every  person  holding  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall,  if  the 
office  or  position  is  abolished  by  an  ordinance  made 
under  this  act  and  the  ordinance  so  provides,  be 
reappointed  without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  with 
similar  status  in  the  department  or  in  any 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
thereby  abolished;  and  every  such  person  shall  upon 
such  reappointment  retain  all  rights  to  retirement 
with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or  that  would 
thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continous  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.  Nothing  in  this 
act  shall  authorize  any  action  in  conflict  with  the 
civil  service  law  and  rules  except  as  expressly 
provided  herein. 

(c)  No  ordinance  made  under  this  act  shall  affect 
in  any  way  the  school  committee  or  any  board  or 
officer  of  the  sshool  committee  or  school 
department,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  teacher's 
retirement  fund  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
permanent  school  pension  fund,  or  the  Boston 
retirement  board,  or  the  board  of  election 
commissioners,  or  any  board  or  officer  appointed  by 
the  governor. 

Section  8.   Judicial  Review. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final  decision  of  the 
license  board,  including  a  decision  on  an  appeal 
taken  under  section  5  of  this  act,  may  petition  for 
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review  thereof  in  the  superior  court,  and  such  review 
shall  be  governed  by  section  14  of  chapter  30A  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  Amendments. 

(a)  Chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  section  6  the  words  "Said 
board"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  'The 
license  board  of  the  city  of  Boston  and,  in 
connection  with  any  license  issued  by  him  under 
chapter  140  of  the  general  laws,  the  commissioner  of 
licenses  of  said  city." 

(b)  Said  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  15,  as  amended  by  chapter  145  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917,  wherever  they  appear,  the 
words  "licensing  board"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "license  board  of  the  city  of 
Boston." 

(c)  Said  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
in  line  3  of  section  17  the  words  "licensing  board" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "license 
board  of  the  city  of  Boston  and,  in  connection  with 
any  license  issued  by  him  under  chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  commissioner  of  licenses  of  said 
city." 

(d)  Said  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
in  line  4  of  section  15  the  words  "the  said  board" 
and  in  lines  5  and  6  of  said  section  the  words  "Said 
board,"  and  in  line  12  the  words  "said  licensing 
board,"  and  in  each  case  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "the  license  board  or  commissioner  of 
licenses  as  aforesaid." 

Section  10.  Repeals. 

Upon  the  qualification  of  the  members  of  the 
license  board  initially  appointed  by  the  mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  sections  1  through  5, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  29 1  of  the  Acts  of  1906  and  all 
amendments  thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  the 
licensing  board  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  a  board 
composed  of  members  appointed  by  the  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  as 
provided  by  section  1  of  said  chapter  29 1  of  the  Acts 
of  1906  shall  be  abolished,  and  the  term  of  any 
incumbent  member  and  of  the  secretary  thereof 
shall  terminate.  Upon  such  qualification  such 
incumbent  member  or  members,  or,  if  there  be  no 
incumbent  member,  the  secretary  or  acting  secretary 
of  said  board,  shall  forthwith  deliver  all  books, 
records,  and  papers  in  his  or  their  custody  to  the 
members  of  the  license  board  so  appointed.

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  the  resolve  of  the  City  Council  dated 
March  13,  1972,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  has  been  aware  of  the  parking  situation 
in  the  Brighton-Allston  area  and  has  taken  corrective 
action  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction  for  the  past 
several  years. 

All  chief  officers  and  Fire  Department  personnel 
in  the  Brighton-  Allston  area  are  cognizant  of  the 
serious  situation  that  exists  relative  to  the  parking  of 
motor  vehicles.  This  department  has  authority  under 
section  7.01(b)  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
to  notify  the  Boston  Police  Department  to  take 
necessary  steps  to  remove  or  have  avehicle  removed 
which  will  interfere  with  the  operations  of  this 
department  in  the  event  of  fire  or  emergency. 

Whenever  such  vehicles  have  been  encountered, 
the  Police  Department  has  been  notified,  and  the 
offending  vehicle  towed. 

I  do  not  feel  that  this  is  the  ultimate  solution  to 
this  very  dangerous  and  perplexing  problem.  More 
stringent  ordinances  must  be  adopted  and  enforced 
by  the  appropriate  city  agency.  It  does  not  appear 
that  the  enforcement  of  parking  laws  would  fall 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department 

It  appears  that  if  the  provisions  of  Article  10, 
section  2,  of  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  effective  Octob"-  13,  1970,  are 
complied  with,  this  situation  would,  to  a  great 
extent,  be  eliminated.

In  response  to  the  order  by  Councillor  Tierney 
passed  March  13,  1972,  concerning  the  answers  to 
two  questions  about  illegal  parking  and  towing  in 
Brighton-Allston,  please  be  advised  as  follows: 

1.  The  Traffic  Commission  has  adopted  regula- 
tions which  permit  the  towing  of  vehicles  in 
violation  of  general  regulations  which  apply 
city-wide.  Examples  of  these  are  double  parking, 
parking  near  hydrants,  on  crosswalks,  on  sidewalks, 
within  an  intersection,  within  twenty  feet  of  an 
intersection,  blocking  driveways,  obstructing  the 
traveled  way,  parking  adjacent  to  any  center  division 
strip.  In  addition,  "Tow  Zone"  signs  have  been 
erected    at   all   loading   zones   so    that   passenger- 
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registered  vehicles  can  be  removed  to  permit 
commercially  registered  vehicles  to  load  and  unload 
at  these  curbside  spaces. 

2.  My  recommendations  in  answer  to  the  order 
by  Councillor  Iannella  passed  on  January  31,  1972, 
addressed  itself  to  the  only  practical  method  to 
provide  immediate  relief.  This  matter,  under  the 
circumstances,  must  be  administered  by  the  Police 
Department.

Reference  is  made  to  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  March  13,  1972,  concerning 
traffic  hazards  in  the  Allston-Brighton  area  of  the 
city  and  to  the  specific  questions  contained  therein. 

1.  In  addition  to  tagging  procedures  already  in 
practice,  towing  was  recently  implemented  as  a 
facility  for  removing  those  vehicles  in  serious 
violations  such  as  hydrant  parking,  blocking 
intersections,  and  hindering  the  passage  of  fire 
apparatus  and  other  emergency  vehicles.  Under  this 
program,  since  January  1,  1972,  a  total  of  1,166 
vehicles  have  been  towed,  the  majority  for  those 
parking  violations  in  which  public  safety  was  a 
factor.  During  the  same  period  of  time,  more  than 
13,000  vehicles  were  ticketed  for  various  parking 
violations. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  adequate  off-street  parking 
facilities,  it  appears  that  only  a  steady,  consistent 
enforcement  campaign  of  towing  and  tagging  both 
day  and  night,  particularly  directed  against  those 
cars  illegally  parked  in  highly  congested  areas,  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  present  conditions  detrimental 
to  public  safety,  will  achieve  the  desired  results  of 
voluntary  compliance  with  parking  rules  and 
regulations  and  provide  maximum  usage  of  the 
streets  for  traffic  movement.

Coun.  MOAKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing:

hereby  is,  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  clause 

(5)  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to 
issue  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount.

under  the  provisions  of  clause  (9)  of  section  7  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount 

5.  That  the  sum  of  $1,500,000  be,  andhereby  is, 
appropriated  for  constructing  and  laying  aqueducts 
and  water  mains  of  sixteen  inches  or  more  in 
diameter  and  for  lining  such  mains  with  linings  of 
not  less  than  one  sixteenth  of  an  inch;  and  that  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  Collector- Treasurer  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  under  the  provisions  of 
clause  (6)  of  section  8  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the

city  is  authorized  to  construct  for  the  purposes  of  its 
School  Department;  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriations  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  section 
7  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  to  issue  from 
time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes, 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  the 
amount  of  $6,000, 000.

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
reports  today  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  slashed  a 
record  $3,947,000  from  the  1972  fiscal  budget  for 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Mr.  President,  1  feel  that  your  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance  has  met  its  respon- 
sibilities to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  by 
lowering  the  fiscal  budget  for  1972. 

I  am  most  encouraged  by  these  actions  because  I 
feel  that  not  only  have  we  done  a  fine  service  to  our 
citizens,  but  we  have  proved  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  is  truly  an  effective  governing  body. 

These  cuts  were  accomplished  without  denying 
any    public     service    and    without    any    loss    of 


permanent  jobs.  The  only  positions  affected  by 
these  budget  cuts  were  new  positions  that  various 
agencies  were  seeking. 

The  Committee  felt  that  the  times  demand  that 
we  effectuate  economy  for  the  city  government 
without  reducing  the  salaries  of  the  Police,  Fire,  and 
Health  and  Hospitals  Departments  personnel  and 
that  we  decrease  the  cost  of  its  operation  wherever 
possible.  It  is  very  difficult  to  effectuate  economies 
in  the  city  budget  where  we  find  that  some  57 
percent  of  the  total  budget  consists  of  the  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department  and  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  Obviously,  such  vital  services 
cannot  be  cut  to  any  extent  because  the  committee 
felt  this  would  have  a  profound  effect  on  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  people  that  we  are  serving. 

The  committee  had  many  evening  sessions  which 
were  well  advertised  in  the  local  papers  and  in  all  the 
Little  City  Halls  and  public  buildings  -  and  these 
evening  sessions  were  held  in  City  Hall,  which  was 
accessible  to  all,  and  they  were  held  on  the  most 
important  departments  in  the  city,  such  as  the 
Police,  Fire,  Health  and  Hospitals,  Assessing,  and  the 
BRA,  I  must  admit  that  your  committee  was  very 
disillusioned  with  the  citizen  participation  at  the 
evening  sessions. 

As  your  chairman,  I  entertained  the  motion  to 
have  a  straight-  across-the-board  slash,  but  I  felt  that 
this  could  not  be  done  with  any  degree  of  accuracy 
at  this  time,  but  possibly  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
after  all  the  department  heads  are  notified  in 
advance,  this  could  become  a  reality. 

I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  my  committee  for 
their  devotion  to  duty  and  for  their  outstanding 
attendance  at  all  the  meetings,  and  I  think  we  have 
shown  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  this 
body  is  truly  an  effective  legislative  body. 

And,  Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  thank  you  publicly 
for  making  available  to  the  Committee  the  budget 
figures  going  back  to  1951  so  that  we  could  see  what 
has  happened  in  the  past  and  make  "some  future 
projections. 

And,  Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of  the 
Appropriations  and  finance  Committee  I  extended 
an  invitation  to  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  participate  in  the  examination  of  the 
budget  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  this  Fiscal  year  and 
to  forward  all  recommendations  and  observations  as 
early  as  possible,  and  certainly  before  final 
examination  of  the  budget,  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  finance,  and  the 
only  group  that  responded  was  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau,  and  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank 
that  bureau,  and  particularly  Mr.  Joseph  Barresi,  for 
helping  the  committee  go  through  the  budget  and 
for  spending  so  many  long  hours  in  assisting  us  on 
the  deliberations  of  the  budget.

Minority  Report  of  Councillors  McDonough  and 
O'Neil,  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  finance,  re  Appropriation  Order  for  1972. 
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CITY    COUNCIL 


The  budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  cover  city 
and  county  operating  expenses  for  the  year  1972 
calls  for  an  increase  of  $29  million  over  the  level  of 
1971  expenditures,  and  the  Mayor  has  already  told 
us  he  will  request  an  additional  $10  million  to  cover 
payroll  commitments  in  1972,  for  a  total  increase  of 
$39  million.  If  that  annual  rate  of  increase  is  allowed 
to  go  unchecked,  the  1971  city  and  county  budget 
of  $214  million  will  have  doubled  by  the  year  1977 
to  over  $428  million. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
has  responded  to  this  situation  with  a  proposal  to  cut 
about  $4  million  from  the  Mayor's  budgetary 
request  for  both  city  and  county  purposes.  By 
comparsion  with  the  budgetary  action  of  City 
Councils  of  the  past,  this  is  a  highly  creditable 
performance,  and  it  must  be  so  acknowledged.  But 
this  having  been  acknowledged,  the  simple  fact  is 
that  the  committee's  recommendation  would  allow 
an  increase  of  approximately  $35  million  for  city 
and  county  purposes  over  1971  expenditures  when 
the  additional  $10  million  to  be  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  is  counted,  and  at  this  rate  of  increase  the  city 
and  county  budgets  will  double  in  six  instead  of  five 
and  a  half  years. 

Boston  cannot  accept  that  rate  of  increase  in 
expenditures.  The  city's  tax  rate  is  already  one  of  the 
major  inflationary  forces  driving  up  rents,  making 
the  ownership  and  maintenance  of  a  home  or 
business  property  increasingly  difficult,  and  con- 
tributing to  a  deteriorating  economic  condition 
within  the  city. 

The  City  Council  today  has  the  opportunity  to 
do  something  about  an  excessive  rate  of  increase  in 
municipal  expenditures.  We  can  establish  a  policy 
which  will  say  to  rent  payers,  home  owners,  and 
businessmen  that  the  City  Council  recognizes  and  is 
responsive  to  the  problem.  Last  year  I  proposed  to 
the  two  mayoral  candidates  that  the  annual  rate  of 
increase  in  municipal  expenditures  be  limited.  I  still 
believe  that  such  a  policy  is  needed. 

I  am  confident  this  can  be  achieved  without 
impairing  essential  city  services.  In  fact,  I  firmly 
believe  that  the  discipline  that  such  a  budget  would 
impose  on  all  city  departments  would  lead  to  long 
overdue  improvements  in  the  administration  of  city 
departments. 

Many  people  question  whether  the  City  Council 
has  sufficient  power  to  perform  useful  governmental 
functions.  My  answer  is  yes  -  the  Council  has  the 
power  to  control  excessive  spending  when  we  as  City 
Councillors  have  the  will  to  exercise  that  power. 

The  times  demand  the  Council's  power  to 
control  excessive  spending  be  used  now. 

Accordingly,  I  hereby  recommend  and  1  shall  ask 
that  the  Council  pass  the  following  motion  reducing 
the  order  by  $1 2  million? 

That  every  number  contained  in  the  appropria- 
tion order  for  1972  which  represents  a  dollar 
amount  to  be  appropriated  for  any  city  or  county 
purpose,  which  exceeds  by  more  than  8  percent  the 
dollar  amount  appropriated  for  those  same  purposes 
for  the  fiscal  year  1971,  be  reduced  so  as  not  to 
exceed  8  percent  more  than  the  figure  appropriated 
for  those  same  purposes  in  1971.

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Coun.  O'NEIL  stated  he  was  resigning  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  finance,  and  requested  to  be  assigned  to  some 
other  committee.  Later.  Coun.  O'NEIL  submitted 
his  written  resignation  as  follows:

The  following  subject  matter,  "Resignation  as 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  Finance,"  is  submitted  to  the  President  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  to  take  effect  April  10,  1972. 
Reason:  Sincerely  tried  to  cut  the  1972  budget 
drastically  in  order  to  cut  the  tax  rate,  but  to  no 
avail. 

Request  to  be  assigned  to  some  other  committee. 

Councillor  Iannella  offered  the  following: 

Member's  Report  in  the  1972  Appropriation 
and  Tax  Order 

This  member  notes  that  this  Body  once  again  is 
being  asked  to  affirm  the  on-again,  off-again 
spending  policies  of  this  administration.  One  year 
austerity  is  the  Mayor's  claim;  the  next  it  is  spend, 
spend,  spend.  One  year  the  Mayor  admits  the  city  is 
perilously  close  to  fiscal  disaster;  the  following  year 
he  has  plenty  of  the  taxpayers'  money  to  waste. 
When  is  this  ridiculous  practice  going  to 
end  ?  When  will  we  set  this  house  in  order  ?  When 
will  we  adopt  a  fiscal  policy  not  geared  or 
programmed  to  political  ambitions  ? 

The  1972  city  budget  calls  for  some  additional 
$25  million  in  spending.  The  Mayor  has  announced 
an  additional  $10  million  for  pay  raises  will  be 
sought.  So  this  budget  in  fact  will  be  some  $35 
million  over  last  year,  1972  is  obviously  not  an 
austerity  year. 

In  1971  the  Mayor  promised  to  cut  500  positions 
through  attrition.  This  budget  has  all  of  these  jobs 
plus  449  additional  new  jobs,  for  a  net  increase  of 
949  city-funded  jobs  over  and  above  the  Mayor's 
election-year  promise,  even  though  the  pressure  to 
fill  vacancies  was  considerably  lessened  by  the 
funding  of  some  500  new  positions  paid  for  by  the 
federal  government  under  the  Emergency  Employ- 
ment Act. 

City  departments  have  shown  their  contempt  for 
the  City  Council  by  continuing  two  policies 
condemned  by  vote  of  the  Council  dual  payroll 
and  no-bid  purchasing.  Many  of  the  same  dual 
positions  that  existed  in  1970  arc  still  with  us,  and  in 
some  departments  their  number  has  increased. 
Departments  have  continued  to  ignore  the  public 
bidding  law.  Especially  striking  is  the  Coordinating 
Council  on  Drug  Abuse,  which,  as  a  precondition  of 
its  initial  funding,  promised  the  City  Council  to  let 
all  contracts  out  for  public  bid.  This  they  have 
consistently  ignored.  The  Mayor's  office  should  give 
good  example  in  this  regard  by  advertising  its 
contracts.  This  it  has  failed  to  do.  Respect  tor  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  tor  this  Council  is 
diminished  by  these  practices. 

Other  Departments  should  look  to  the  City 
Council  for  leadership  in  control  of  cost  increases.  In 
order  to  save  the  taxpayers'  money,  the  Council  has 
left  two  positions  vacant  and  has  cut  back  service 
contracts  for  stenographic  service  by  almost 
$50,000.  The   budget   lor  the  City  Council  and  its 
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Proceedings  has  increased  only  lVi  percent  over 
1969.  This  proves  that  costs  can  be  contained  when 
departments  make  a  serious  effort  to  tighten  their 
belts.  The  total  city  budget  has  increased  almost  30 
percent  in  the  same  period. 

The  1972  budget  is  the  antithesis  of  an  austerity 
budget  Even  if  all  of  the  cuts  recommended  by  the 
committee  are  adopted  by  the  Council,  there  is  still 
runaway  growth  in  city  spending.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  chief  executive  to  set  policy 
that  will  make  city  government  live  within  the  means 
of  our  taxpayers.  The  current  Mayor's  practice  of 
overloading  the  personnel  account  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  then  challenging  the  City  Council  to  fire 
persons  already  hired  above  the  quotas  established  in 
the  budget  is  a  sham  and  a  fraud. 

Because  the  Mayor  has  created  thousands  of  new 
positions  during  his  just  over  four  years  in  office,  this 
member  is  preparing,  and  will  shortly  submit,  a 
Home  Rule  Petition  that  would  require  Council 
approval  of  all  increases  in  the  number  of  positions 
in  any  city  department  This  would  end  the  practice 
of  establishing  a  new  position  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  then  listing  it  in  the  budget  as  a  previously 
established  position. 

This  member  has  recommended  that  the  Little 
City  Hall  program  be  reduced  to  one  contact  office 
for  the  Spanish-speaking,  one  contact  office  in  East 
Boston  because  it  is  geographically  separated  from 
the  rest  of  the  city,  and  a  24-hour  complaint  service 
in  City  Hall.  If  this  is  rejected,  this  member  would 
recommend  restructuring  the  program  as  follows: 

In  one  public  library  branch  in  each  section  of 
the  city,  a  contact  office  manned  by  one 
secretary-receptionist  at  approximately  $1 25  per 
week  and  by  a  senior  citizen  hired  for  twenty 
hours  to  cover  during  lunches,  reliefs,  and  busy 
periods  at  about  $2.50  per  hour.  Every  attempt 
should  be  made  to  hire  persons  who  come  from 
the  area  they  serve,  so  that  they  will  have 
familiarity  with  the  area  and  its  people. 

A  24-hour  service  at  City  Hall  manned  by 
bilingual  persons  familiar  with  the  city  and  its 
problems. 

Such  a  program  would  provide  the  same  service 
now  provided  in  costly  Little  City  Halls  and  would 
have  the  further  benefit  of  low  overhead,  no  rent 
and  no  hierachy  of  administrative  staff.  A  side 
benefit  would  be  the  removal  of  the  unsightly  and 
costly  gypsy  wagons,  used  as  Little  City  Halls,  that 
tend  to  blight  the  parts  of  the  city  where  they  are 
located,  The  only  disadvantage  would  be  the  loss  of 
patronage  for  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  breakup  of 
his  taxpayer-subsidized  ward  organizations. 

During  the  recent  campaign  the  Mayor  stated 
that  "when  landlords  raised  the  rents,  he  raised 
hell."  Let  us  paraphase  him  and  say  "when  the 
mayor  raises  the  tax  rate,  the  Council  raises  helL"

PROPOSED  STATE  TAKEOVER  OF  FUNDING 
OF  LOCAL  EDUCATION

schools  each  year  runs  into  millions  of  dollars,  and 
the  last  year  the  City  Auditor  certified  $79,657,279 
and  this  year  is  certifying  $87,409,402  for  schools;

Whereas,  The  school  Financing  last  year 
accounted  for  $34.3  8  of  the  tax  rate  and  will 
account  for  even  more  in  this  year's  tax ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  of  California  in  the 
case  of  Serrano  v.  Priest  (487  P.  2nd  1241),  decided 
in  August  of  last  year,  held  in  some  circumstances  it 
is  a  violation  of  the  United  States  Constitution  to 
finance  public  education  by  a  real  property  tax  or 
other  tax  which  results  in  substantial  disparities  in 
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per-pupil  expenditures  (or  in  the  tax  rates)  from 
district  to  district;  and 

Whereas,  Other  cases  have  been  similiarly 
decided  or  aie  pending  in  other  states; and 

Whereas,  In  the  absence  of  a  mandate  from  the 
courts  this  change  in  financing  public  education  can 
only  be  brought  about  by  vote  of  the  Legislature; 
and 

Whereas,  Such  a  change  in  financing  public 
education  is  a  long  overdue  act,  to  correct  any 
inequity,  yet,  realizing  that  such  a  change  would 
mean  that  in  a  large  number  of  instances  legislators 
would  be  voting  more  taxes  for  their  constituencies, 
and  despite  the  general  good  that  would  result  from 
state  takeover  of  school  financing  because  of  the 
frailities  of  human  nature  they  might  be  hesitant  to 
vote  for  such  a  change  in  financing,  and  realizing  the 
need  of  immediate  actionjnow,  therefore,  be  it

PROPOSED  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  ORDI- 
NANCE ESTABLISHING  FOR  A  LIMITED 
TIME  A  MODEL  CITY  AGENCY  AND  A 
MODEL  NEIGHBORHOOD  BOARD  AND 
DEFINING  THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  2  of  chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of 

1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of 

1970,  is  further  amended  as  follows: 

In  the  third  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  by  deleting  the  words  "July,  1972,"  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words  "December,  1972;" 
In  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  by  deleting  the  words  "first  Tuesday  in  June, 
1972,"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
"Tuesday  next  after  the  First  Monday  in  November, 
1972,"  and,  after  the  word  "conducted"  inserting 
the  words  "simultaneously  with  and  at  the  same 
polling  places  within  the  model  neighborhood  area 
as  the  biennial  state  election,"  and  by  deleting  the 
words  "July,  1972"  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  "December,  1972." 

By  deleting  the  fifth  sentence  thereof  in  its 
entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following 
sentences: 

"If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office 
of  a  member,  the  remaining  members  shall  within 
sixty(60)  days  of  the  occurence  of  such  vacancy 
choose,  as  member  for  the  unexpired  term, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  member  at  the  last  regular  election 
at  which  members  were  elected  for  the  term  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve  then  there 
shall  be  a  special  election  in  those  precincts  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  board 
of  election  commissioners  at  all  the  regular 
polling  places  within  these  precincts  within  sixty 
(60)  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy." 
The  sixth  and  seventh  sentences  of  section  2 
remain  unchanged. 
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Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  to  amend  the 
ordinance  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following: 

"The  cost  of  any  election  conducted  under 
this  section  shall  be  borne  by  the  Model  Cities 
Agency,  provided  the  Model  Cities  Agency  is 
reimbursed  by  the  federal  government 
The  motion  was  carried;  the  ordinance  as 
amended  was  passed

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  under  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  section 
7  of  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as  appearing  in 
section  1  of  chapter  322  of  the  Acts  of  1962,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  said  section  7  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
department,  known  as  the  police  department,  which 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the 
police  commissioner,  who,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter  4  86  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  shall  be  a  resident  of  Boston,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected  The  mayor  may 
remove  the  police  commissioner  at  any  time  in 
accordance  with  section  14  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909  with  the  approval  of  two- thirds  of  all 
city  councillors.  Such  officer  shall  not  engage  in  any 
other  business,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 


thirty  thousand  dollars  or  such  other  sum  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
The  report  was  accepted.

The  appointment  of  the  Police  Commissioner  is 
to  be  for  a  specific  term  and  not  coterminous  with 
that  of  the  Mayor.

The  Boston  Police  Department  presently  has  in 
its  service  a  3  8-foot  wooden  patrol  boat  the  William 
H.  Pierce. 

This  boat  was  designed  by  a  Walter  Maginnis  and 
built  in  the  Lawley  Shipyard,  Dorchester,  in  1936.  It 
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has  been  in  constant  operation  since  that  time.  Due 
to  the  apparent  age  of  thePierce  it  is  now  spending  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  in  dry  dock  for  repairs, 
thereby  not  only  becoming  expensive  to  operate  but 
also  being  unavailable  for  patrol  duty.

I  hereby  request  your  permission  to  purchase  a 
new  fireboat  in  the  40-  to  45-foot  size.  This  is  a  new 


concept  in  marine  fire  protection  in  this  city.  The 
reasons  for  this  new  type  of  waterfront  protection 
are  numerous.  Having  adopted  a  philosophy  of 
flexibility  in  fire  protection,  I  feel  it  should  be 
extended  to  our  marine  division  where  it  appears  a 
change  is  long  overdue. 

After  surveying  a  changing  complexion  in  our 
waterfront,  we  find  it  is  developing  more  and  more 
into  a  pleasure-craft  and  marina-type  harbor.  There 
are  presently  a  large  number  of  yacht  clubs  and 
marinas  in  the  harbor.  This  results  in  heavy  traffic, 
and  if  it  develops  further,  there  will  be  a  greater 
number  of  accidents  and  fires  involving  pleasure 
craft 

To  properly  cope  with  these  incidents  and  take 
adequate  steps  for  the  preservation  of  life  safety  in 
our  harbor,  we  are  in  need  of  a  small  40-  to  4 5- foot 
fireboat  that  has  adequate  speed,  approximately  30 
miles  per  hour,  to  enable  us  to  get  to  the  scene  of  a 
marine  accident  quickly  enough  to  be  effective  in 
the  saving  of  lives.  It  is  obvious  that  speed  is  the 
prime  requisite  in  this  type  of  rescue  work. 

Our  present  marine  division  is  deficient  in  this 
area,  consisting  of  our  new  76-foot  boat  with  a 
maximum  speed  of  9  miles  per  hour.  Engine  47  is  a 
modern,  steel- hulled,  76-foot  boat  with  all  of  the 
latest  innovations  in  fire-fighting  equipment  to 
effectively  deal  with  any  major  waterfront  fire. 
Adoption  of  this  proposal  would  permit  this 
department  to  remove  from  service  Engine  31,  the 
41-year-old  wooden  boat  that  has  more  than 
outlived  its  usefulness.  Maintenance  costs  over  the 
past  few  years  have  increased  to  a  point  where  it  does 
not  seem  practical  to  keep  the  boat  in  service. 

The  fireboat  that  is  proposed  here  would  be  in 
the  40-  to  45-foot  size,  with  a  draft  of  two  or  three 
feet  to  permit  operation  in  shallow  water,  would  be  a 
jet  boat  powered  by  diesel  engines  having  pumping 
capacity  of  5,000  to  7,000  gallons  per  minute,  with  a 
maximum  speed  in  excess  of  30  miles  per  hour. 
Being  a  jet  boat,  it  would  be  the  ultimate  in 
maneuverability.  The  fee  for  the  naval  architect  shall 
not  exceed  $6,500,  and  the  cost  for  the  construction 
of  the  fireboat  shall  not  exceed  $175,000.  The  total 
cost  of  $181,500  could  be  financed  through  funds 
obtained  from  the  sale  of  city  property.  It  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention  that  these  funds  are 
available  for  this  purpose. 

I  hereby  seek  your  permission  to  go  forward  with 
the  drawing  of  specifications  and  submit  them  for 
public  bid.

to  federal,  state,  or  city  air  pollution  regulations?  ". 

The  facts  in  the  matter  are  briefly  as  follows: 
American  Electroplating  Company  of  Cambridge  is 
engaged  in  the  business  of  electroplating  on  a 
job-shop  basis.  The  firm  owns  land  on  Everett  Street, 
approximately  opposite  numbers  233  to  269,  and 
has  expressed  a  desire  to  construct  thereon  a  new 
plant  No  architectural  or  engineering  plans  for  the 
structure  or  operations  are  known  to  exist  It  is 
understood  the  company  intends  to  develop  these 
plans  internally,  insofar  as  may  be  possible. 

The  proposed  new  plan  and  relocated  operation 
would  constitute  a  potential  source  of  atmospheric 
pollution,  subject  to  control. 

The  briefest  most  direct  answer  to  the  inquiry  of 
the  Council  is  that  the  new  plant  must  conform  to 
such  federal,  state,  or  city  air  pollution  regulations  as 
are  in  effect  and  that  ample  authority  exists  to 
compel  such  compliance.  It  is  appropriate  to  state 
that  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  would 
take  vigorous  action  to  assure  that  conformance. 

It  is,  however,  also  appropriate  to  consider  what 
those  regulations  are,  and  how  they  relate  to  the 
proposal  at  issue.  Federal  (EPA)  standards  of 
performance  for  new  stationary  sources  of  air 
pollution  (40  CFR,  Part  60)  would  not  apply  to  this 
proposed  plant 

The  current  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  Regulations  for  Control  of  Air  Pollution  in 
the  Metropolitan  Boston  Air  Pollution  Control 
District  contain  in  part  a  definition  of  "air 
pollution"  (appended),  a  general  prohibition  against 
causing  a  "condition  of  air  pollution,"  and  a 
requirement  for  approval  of  plans  prior  to 
construction  or  alteration  of  certain  listed  facilities. 
The  listed  facilities  include  only  whatever  boiler 
might  be  part  of  the  new  plant  but  a  catchall  phrase 
"  . .  .and  such  other  facilities  as  the  Department  (of 
Public  Health)  may  require"  would  permit  that 
department  to  require  submittal  of  plans  for  other 
portions  of  the  plant  A  pending  amendment  of 
these  regulations  would  add  "metal  coating  and 
treating  plants"  to  the  listing  of  facilities.  The  only 
current  state  emission  standard  of  any  import  in  this 
instance  is  that  limiting  visible  smoke.  The  pending 
amendments  to  these  regulations  set  emission 
standards  for  unclassified  particulate  matter,  sulfur 
dioxide,  and  nitrogen  dioxide,  none  of  which  are 
likely  to  be  relevant  and  for  other  visible  emissions 
(at  20  percent  capacity  maximum).  Therefore,  with 
respect  to  state  review  and  approval  of  plans  for  this 
proposed  facility,  the  decision  as  to  whether  and 
what  degree  of  air  cleaning  might  be  required  will  be 
a  matter  of  judgment  None  of  the  current  air  quality 
standards  (state  or  federal)  provide  any  guidance  in 
this  instance. 

This  commission  is  in  about  the  same  position 
with    regard    to    standards.    Depending    on    the 


proposed  activities  in  the  plant  controls  over  plating 
bath  emissions,  consisting  of  surface  treatments  on 
the  baths,  hooding,  and  exhaust,  water  scrubbing  of 
exhaust  gas,  and  mist  elimination  could  be  required. 
It  is  expected  the  Building  Department  would 
request  the  Commission's  comments  and  advice  on 
appropriate  portions  of  the  building,  mechanical, 
and  electrical  plans. 

A  recent  examination  of  the  plant  in  Cambridge 
indicates  that  adequate  air-pollution  control  and 
noise-abatement  procedures  should  be  technically 
and  economically  feasible  in  connection  with  anew 
facility.  However,  no  final  opinion  could  be 
rendered  until  plans  are  presented  for  review.

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Public  Health, 
acting  through  its  Director  of  Communicable 
Diseases,  has  warned  of  possible  epidemic  in  the 
North  End  unless  inoculations  are  resumed;  now,

AREAS  AT  SITE  OF  UNIVERSITY  OF 
MASSACHUSETTS 

Coun.  MOAKLEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Construction  of  the  new  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Columbia  Point  and  landlord  greed 
now  threaten  to  destroy  the  low-  and  moderate- 
income  housing  market  in  both  South  Boston  and 
Dorchester;  and 

Whereas,  70  percent,  or  9,900,  of  South  Boston's 
housing  units  and  64  percent,  or  36,000,  of 
Dorchester's  housing  units  are  now  tenant-occupied, 
mostly  by  working  people  who  pay  25  percent  or 
less  of  their  salary  in  rent;  and 

Whereas,  The  experience  of  Cambridge  and  our 
own  Alls  ton-Brighton  says  clearly  that  a  carpenter,  a 
school  teacher,  or  a  city  worker  cannot  compete 
with  four  students  in  the  rent  market; and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  South  Boston  and 
Dorchester  have  not  let  blockbusters,  slumlords,  jet 
noise,  or  pollution  drive  them  out  of  the 
neighborhood  and  city  they  love ;  and 

Whereas,  This  City  Council  realizes  that  it  is 
within  the  power  of  the  Mayor,  through  his  Rent 
Board,  Zoning  Board,  and  Building  Department,  to 
repulse  this  latest  and  most  serious  threat  to  the 
neighborhoods  of  South  Boston  and  Dorchester; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that: 
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1.  The  city  Rent  Board  adopt  eviction 
regulations  which  will  adequately  protect  South 
Boston  and  Dorchester  residents  from  being  phonily 
evicted  from  apartments  subsequently  rented  to 
college  students.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  April  10,  1972,  which  would  change 
the  time  when  members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  are  elected.  Presently,  it  is  provided  in  section 
2  of  chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970, 
that  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
June  of  1972.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance  the 
election  would  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November  "simultaneously"  with 
and  at  the  same  polling  places  within  the  model 
neighborhood  area  as  the  biennial  state  election." 

My  reasons  for  disapproving  the  proposed 
ordinance  are  that  the  Election  Division  of  the 
Secretary  of  State's  Office  informs  me  that  it  will 
not  permit  such  an  election  to  be  conducted  within 
the  same  polling  place  as  the  state  election,  because 
those  eligible  to  vote  for  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  may  not  be  eligible  to  vote  in  the  state 
election.

RESOLUTIONS  AUTHORIZING  APPLICATIONS 
TO  DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSING  AND 
URBAN  DEVELOPMENT  FOR  HISTORIC 
PRESERVATION  GRANTS  RE  QUINCY 
MARKET  AND  OLD  STATE  HOUSE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  1, 1972. 
To  the  City  Council : 

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  two  resolutions  required  by  the  federal 
government  authorizing  applications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for 
historic  preservation  grants,  one  pertaining  to  the 
Old  State  House  and  one  pertaining  to  Faneuil  Hall 
Market  (commonly  known  as  "Quincy  Market"). 
These  grants  will  be  made  from  current  fiscal  year 
federal  appropriations  which  would  expire  at  the 
end  of  June  next  and  we  have  just  been  informed 
last  week  that  our  applications  must  be  filed  with  the 
local  HUD  office  by  Monday,  May  1,  which  is  today, 
in  order  to  qualify  before  the  funds  revert  to 
Washington. 

Upon  my  representations  to  this  office,  however, 
we  are  being  permitted  one  extra  week,  to  May  8,  for 
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your  consideration  and  passage  of  these  resolutions. 
I  do  not  believe  there  is  much  doubt  that  we  wish  to 
preserve  these  two  buildings  which  have  for  so  long 
been  in  the  city's  care  and  are  so  much  a  part  of  our 
heritage.  Nor  can  I  believe  there  can  be  much  doubt 
that  we  both  need  and  wish  for  as  much  federal  help 
as  we  can  obtain  to  meet  our  responsibilities  to  care 
for  these  landmarks.  The  necessary  local  appropria- 
tions to  match  these  grants  are  contained  in  the  1972 
Capital  Budget  which  I  recommended  to  you  on 
February  7  and  on  which  your  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance  has  held  several 
hearings  and  received  testimony  including  the 
subject  of  these  applications,  although  prior  to 
today  you  have  not  yet  recommended  or  voted 
approval  of  these  local  appropriations.

Reference  is  made  to  City  Council  order  dated 
April  10,  1972,  submitted  by  Councillors  DiCara 
and  Iannella  concerning  parking  problems  in  the 
Brighton-Allston  district 

A  large  portion  of  this  section  of  the  city  consists 
of  a  congested  apartment-house  neighborhood  with 
insufficient  parking  spaces,  public  or  private,  for  the 
total  number  of  vehicles  involved.  There  is  a  growing 
student  population  in  this  district  who  are  careless 
about  parking  and  a  large  population  of  elderly 
persons  who  are  rightfully  concerned  with  personal 
safety.  A  number  of  meetings  have  been  held  with 
the  Allston  Civic  Association  relative  to  this 
problem.  As  a  result  nearly  1,200  cars  have  been 
towed  and  more  than  13,000  cars  tagged  for  illegal 
parking  in  the  Brighton-Allston  district  during  the 
first  three  months  of  1972. 

Although  I  still  believe,  as  I  have  often  stated, 
that  the  towing  of  illegally  parked  vehicles  should  be 
a  city  function,  I  recognize  that  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  does  not  have  the  present 
capacity  to  accomplish  this  purpose  on  a  city-wide 
basis.  I  therefore  concur  with  your  decision  to 
permit  private  contractors  under  contract  to  the  city 
to  tow  illegally  parked  vehicles  when  they  interfere 
with  public  safety. 

Bids  have  been  publicly  solicited  for  this 
purpose,  and  they  are  due  to  be  opened  on 
Wednesday,  May  3,  1972.  This  private  towing  should 
continue  only  until  the  city  has  the  necessary 
resources  to  totally  perform  this  service. 

In  the  meantime  every  effort  is  being  made  to

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
TO  DEVELOP  A  LEGAL  VOLUNTEER 
PROGRAM 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  for  the  Special  Committee  to 
Develop  a  Legal  Volunteer  Program,  submitted  the 
following: 

Interim  Report 
Pilot  Program:  Legislative/Legal  Volunteer  Program 

This  preliminary  report  by  the  special  committee 
of  Councillor  Joseph  Tierney  is  submitted  in 
compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  on  March  27, 
1972,  by  the  City  Council  which  states  in  part  "that 
the  President  of  the  City  Council  appoint  a 
committee  to  develop  a  plan  of  cooperation  between 
the  City  Council  and  said  law  schools  (i.e.,  the  six 
law  schools  in  Boston)  to  seek  ways  to  develop  a 
program  that  would  best  utilize  the  talents  and  skills 
of  the  students  involved  for  constructive  projects, 
particularly  in  the  field  of  urban  government  and 
municipallaw." 

After  numerous  telephone  conversations,  per- 
sonal visits,  and  correspondence  with  deans  from 
each  of  the  law  schools  in  Boston,  this  special 
committee  recommends  that  a  pilot  program  be 
instituted  on  a  small  scale  in  the  incipient  stages  with 
the  anticipation  that  the  program  expand  as  it 
solidifies.  Boston  College  Law  School  has  been  most 
interested  and  enthusiatic,  and  it  is  largely  for  this 
reason  that  this  particular  law  school  will  be  the 
institution  that  will  participate  in  the  pilot  program. 

Because  of  the  unusually  high  degree  of  interest 
in  urban  law  on  the  part  of  Boston  College  students, 
and  the  fact  that  the  program  would  be  initiated 
during  the  summer  months  during  the  normal  school 
vacation.  Mr.  George  Brown  of  the  Boston  College 
faculty  indicated  that  a  small  group  of  students 
would  like  to  begin  the  program  as  soon  as  final 
exams  are  over  in  the  early  part  of  May.  Mr.  Brown 
has  been  designated  by  Mr.  Huber,  Dean  of  the  Law 
School,  as  the  faculty  supervisor  of  the  program, 
General  Structure 

Unfortunately,  at  this  time,  there  are  not  enough 
students  to  assign  one  to  each  Councillor,  so  a 
"pool"  system  will  be  in  operation  for  the  benefit  of 
all  of  the  Councillors.  However,  should  the  Council 
request,  as  a  body,  a  study  of  any  particularly 
pertinent  subject,  that  study  would  receive  priority 
over  any  research  project  for  an  individual 
Councillor. 

The  volunteers  will  be  encouraged  to  specialize  in 
one  area  of  concentration  in  related  fields  of  urban 
law  and  government  such  as  rent  control,  pollution, 
housing,    etc.,    as  well  as  participating  in   other 
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reasearch  in  areas  of  interest  to  the  City  Council. 

It  is  advisable  that  all  the  volunteers  observe  the 
regular  Council  meeting  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
any  committee  meetings  that  deal  with  topics 
relative  to  their  particular  field  of  research  or  any 
research  assigned  by  the  Council.  As  the  program 
progresses  and  assumes  a  positive  pace  and  direction, 
more  flexibility  may  be  a  necessity.  It  is  suggested 
that  a  trial-and-error  method  be  adopted  during  the 
incipient  stages  of  the  program  before  any  rigid 
structure  is  established.  The  general  guidelines 
mentioned  here,  however,  should  help  in  keeping  the 
program  on  a  proper  course. 
Ten tative  Schedule-First  Week- Orientation  Sessions. 

An  informal  meeting  will  be  held  with  the 
President  and  members  of  the  Council  to  enable  the 
volunteers  to  meet  the  Councillors  personally  and 
explore  new  ideas  and  possibilities  for  the  program 
in  its  embryonic  stages. 

The  City  Clerk  will  be  requested  to  brief  the 
volunteers  on  Council  procedure,  the  organization 
of  the  branches  of  the  City  of  Boston  government, 
and  the  normal  day-to-day  operations  of  city 
government  This  briefing  would  include: 

The  role,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the 

City  Clerk  as  pertaining  to  the  City  Council. 

An  intensive  survey  pf  the  procedures  for 

introducing  orders,  resolutions,  ordinances,  and 

Home  Rule  petitions. 

A  brief  review  of  parliamentary  procedure  in 

the  City  Council. 

A  summary  of  the  powers  of  the  Council  and 

executive  branch  of  the  city. 

The  volunteers  will  be  supplied  with  supplemen- 
tary material  for  home  study  relative  to  the  history, 
organization,  and  operating  procedures  of  the 
branches  of  the  city's  government  They  will  also  be 
briefed  by  the  Clerk  of  Committees  and  the  Staff 
Director  of  the  City  Council,  who  will  assist  them  in 
obtaining  any  research  material  that  falls  within  the 
scope  of  Council  business. 

The  volunteers  will  be  encouraged  to  visit  the 
various  departments  that  they  would  most  be 
interested  in  while  performing  their  duties.  They 
would  include  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  Housing 
inspection  Department,  Office  of  Human  Rights, 
Consumers'  Council,  pollution  control  agencies,  etc. 

An  informal  meeting  with  representatives  from 
the  Law  Department  will  be  arranged  with  the  hope 
that  the  volunteers  will  make  use  of  the  extensive 
legal  library  and  the  experience  of  the  members  of 
the  Law  Department  in  the  course  of  their  work 
here. 

Overall  Aims  and  Objectives  of  the  Program 

This  program  will  be  apostive  step  in  establishing 
communication  and  cooperation  between  city 
government  and  the  untapped  resources  that  exist  in 
our  various  educational  institutions.  There  is  a 
reservoir  of  talent  to  be  found  in  these  schools,  and 
many  of  today's  bright  young  students  have  a  deep 
commitment  to  the  problems  of  urban  living  and 
meeting  the  challenge  to  the  cities  to  survive.  This 
commitment  would  find  a  natural  outlet  in  the  legal 


volunteers  program  by  affording  these  students  an 
opportunity  to  tackle  realistic,  difficult  problems  in 
urban  government  and  municipal  law  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

The  volunteers  would  in  effect  be  a  "brain  trust" 
for  the  Council  and  would  free  their  staff  members 
to  concentrate  more  on  providing  constituent 
requests  and  information  and  pursuing  the  business 
of  day-to-day  Council  affairs  without  the  added 
burden  of  difficult  legal  research  projects  which  may 
be  beyond  the  scope  of  their  backgrounds. 

Our  legal  volunteers  will  provide  memos  and 
briefs  as  requested  by  the  Council  and  assist  in 
preparing  legislation  that  would  help  the  City  of 
Boston  and  perhaps  arrest  the  attitude  among  some 
that  the  cities  cannot  survive.  This  program  would 
also  do  much  in  adding  to  the  dignity  and  image  of 
the  City  Council  as  a  body  that  invites  new  ideas  and 
suggestions  and  is  receptive  to  fresh  approaches  in 
dealing  with  the  preservation  of  the  city  as  a  way  of 
life.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an  order  to 
the  City  Council  to  provide  an  appropriation  of 
$198,870  for  a  Summer  Work  Program  for  560  of 
Boston's  youth. 

Assuming  the  Council  approves  this  order,  it  is 
our  intention  to  use  the  money  in  conjunction  with 
three  federal  sources  of  funds.  We  did  not  submit 
this  request  as  a  part  of  our  regular  budget  because 
the  extent  to  which  these  federal  funds  would  be 
available  was  not  then  clear.  Since  that  time  federal 
plans,  particularly  for  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  program,  have  become  firm,  and  we  are  now 
prepared  to  proceed  with  detailed  plans  for  our 
Summer  Work  Program. 

The  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program, 
funded  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor 
through  Action  for  Boston  Community  Develop- 
ment (ABCD),  will  be  used  to  employ  some  560 


youths  of  high  school  age  for  nine  weeks  during  the 
summer  (from  June  26  through  August  25).  The 
youths  will  be  employed  in  crews  of  six  and  seven, 
each  crew  supervised  by  a  college-aged  crew  chief. 
ABCD  will  pay  the  youths  $1.75  per  hour  for 
twenty-six  hours  of  work  per  week  (4-6  Vi  hours  per 
day)  with  federal  Labor  Department  funds.  The 
Office  of  Public  Service  intends  to  use  funds  from 
this  appropriation  to  supplement  this  pay  by  adding 
a  fifth  day,  thereby  creating  a  35-hour  week  for  the 
youths,  and  providing  for  more  efficient  employ- 
ment of  supervisors. 

Fifty-five  of  the  eighty-five  crew  supervisors  will 
be  employed  under  the  College  Work  Study 
Program,  which  is  funded  by  the  federal  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  through  local  colleges  and 
universities.  The  city's  share  of  the  student's  salary  is 
20—25  percent  of  the  total,  or  roughly  only  $25  per 
week.  Finally,  it  is  our  intention  to  hire  and 
additional  thirty  crew  chiefs  to  be  paid  in  full  by  city 
funds.  The  latter  will  enable  us  to  rehire  supervisors 
from  last  year  who  can  provide  continuity  and  who 
could  not  obtain  work-study  this  summer. 

A  final,  though  disappointingly  small,  source  of 
federal  funds  will  allow  us  to  focus  extra  attention 
on  the  so-called  interim  assistance  area,  which 
included  all  of  the  Model  Cities  demonstration  area 
and  portions  of  Jamaica  Plain  and  Mattapan.  The 
Office  of  Public  Service  will  cooperate  with  the 
Model  Cities  Administration  in  planning  the  use  of 
these  funds. 

The  administration  of  the  program  will  be  as 
follows:  The  work  crews  will  work  out  of  the  Little 
City  Halls,  and  overall  supervision  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  manager  and  an  area  supervisor. 
The  students  will  be  engaged  in  a  wide  variety  of 
cleanup,  maintenance,  and  light  construction  jobs 
throughout  the  city. 

The  area  supervisor  will  work  with  the  manager, 
area  city  department  personnel,  and  community 
groups  to  determine  useful  work  projects  for  the 
area  and  to  organize  and  schedule  those  projects. 

Work  teams  will  be  assigned  to  Little  City  Halls 
according  to  the  size  of  the  neighborhood  and  needs 
of  thecommunity. 

The  crews  will  be  supported  by  a  central  staff  of 
eight  which  will  be  responsible  for  coordinating 
projects,  equipment,  transportation,  and  payroll. 
This  is  a  larger  number  than  we  have  had  in  the  past 
but  necessary,  we  feel,  in  order  to  exercise  more 
efficient  control  over  the  program.  The  three  clerks 
will  asist  the  field  supervisors  in  this  task  by  visiting 
the  work  sites  with  greater  frequency. 

The  program  will  need  a  van  for  each  area  for  the 
purpose  of  moving  equipment  and  crews  which  will 
be  working  in  various  parts  of  the  neighborhoods. 

Youths  will  be  employed  in  their  own 
neighborhoods  to  give  them  a  special  sense  of 
accomplishment  and  pride  in  their  work  They  will 
also  be  able  to  become  involved  in  determining  what 
the  needs  of  their  neighborhoods  are. 

Occasional  recreation,  sports,  and  educational 
outings  will  be  scheduled 

The  objectives  of  the  program  are  at  least 
fourfold:

LEGAL  OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUN- 
SEL RE  CERTAIN  FISCAL  PRACTICES

Dear  Councillor  Piemonte: 

This  is  a  reply  to  your  request,  made  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Martin  of  my  staff,  for  certain  follow-up 
work  in  connection  with  the  hearing  held  Thursday, 
May  4,  1972,  before  the  Executive  Committee,  at 
which  time  a  number  of  matters  were  discussed 
concerning  fiscal  practices  of  the  city.  You  first 
asked  where  appears  in  law  the  requirement  that  the 
City  Auditor  must  certify  the  availability  of  an 
appropriation   before    the   city   can   enter  into   a 
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contractual  obligation.  Please  be  advised  that  this 
duty  is  imposed  on  the  Auditor  as  to  construction 
contracts  only  by  G.L.  c.44,  s.  3 1C,  which  provides 
as  follows: 

"No  contract  for  the  construction,  recon- 
struction, alteration,  remodeling,  repair  or 
demolition  of  any  public  building  or  public  work 
by  any  city  or  town  costing  more  than  two 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
made  until  the  auditor  or  accountant  or  other 
officer  of  the  city  or  town  having  similar  duties 
has  certified  thereon  that  an  appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  such  contract  is  available  therefor.  No 
order  to  the  contractor  for  a  change  in  or 
addition  to  the  work  to  be  performed  under  a 
contract  subject  to  this  section,  whether  in  the 
form  of  a  drawing,  plan,  detail  or  any  other 
written  instruction,  unless  it  is  an  order  which 
the  contractor  is  willing  to  perform  without  any 
increase  in  the  contract  price,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  given  until  the  auditor  or  accountant, 
or  other  officer  of  the  city  or  town  having  similar 
duties,  has  certified  thereon  that  an  appro- 
priation in  the  amount  of  such  order  is  available 
therefor;  but  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
construed  as  an  admission  by  the  city  or  town  of 
its  liability  to  pay  for  such  work.  The  certificate 
of  the  auditor  or  accountant  or  other  officer  of 
the  city  or  town  having  similar  duties,  that  an 
appropriation  in  the  amount  of  such  contract  or 
order  is  available  shall  bar  any  defense  by  the  city 
or  town  on  the  grounds  of  insufficient 
appropriation;  and  any  law  barring  payment  in 
excess  of  appropriations  shall  not  apply  to 
amounts  covered  by  any  certificate  under  this 
sectioa" 

There  is  no  comparable  provision  relating  to 
contracts  other  than  construction  contracts. 
However,  it  is  the  practice  of  the  city  to  require  such 
a  certification  on  all  contracts. 

Second,  you  asked  that  legislation  be  prepared  to 
eliminate  the  provision  in  St.  1909,  c.486,  s.3B  (as 
inserted  by  St.  1941,  c.604,  s.l,  and  as  amended  by 
St.  1954,  c.24),  which  permits  the  City  Auditor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to  make 
interdepartmental  transfers  of  appropriations  after 
December  10  in  any  year  for  the  purpose  of  closing 
out  the  books  of  that  year.  1  transmit  herewith  the 
draft  of  a  home  rule  petition  incorporating  the 
necessary  amendments. 

Finally,  you  asked  that  an  ordinance  be  prepared 
requiring  the  City  Auditor  to  submit  his  monthly 
report  to  the  City  Council  as  well  as  the  Mayor.  A 
proposed  draft  is  likewise  included  herewith.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  LEGISLATION

arriving  at  Logan  International  Airport  constitutes  a 
severe  annoyance  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and 
especially  East  Boston;and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  immediate  need  for  action 
by  the  federal  government  which  will  bring  about  a 
meaningful  reduction  in  the  noise  generated  by  jet 
aircraft;  and 

Whereas,  Senator  Edward  W.  Brooke  and 
Congressman  James  A.  Burke  of  Massachusetts  have 
introduced  in  the  United  States  Senate  and  House  an 
Aircraft  Noise  Abatement  Act  which,  if  enacted,  will 
make  possible  a  significant  reduction  in  such  noise; 
and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  Aircraft  Noise  Abate- 
ment Act  would  mean  quieter  air  for  everyone 
through  the  modification  or  early  retirement  of 
existing  jet  aircraft  and  the  accelerated  introduction 
of  newcommercial  aircraft;  and 

Whereas,  By  1975,  utilizing  existing  technology, 
this  program  could  reduce  noise  levels  to  50  percent 
of  that  produced  by  the  four-engine  jets  now  in  use; 
and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  this  noise  abatement 
program  will  be  raised  through  slight  increases  in  the 
excise  taxes  on  domestic  and  outgoing  international 
flights,  air  cargo,  and  the  registration  of  jet  aircraft, 
and  not  by  the  general  public  and  taxpayers  of  the 
Commonwealth; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  calls  upon  the 
Congress  to  enact  at  the  earliest  possible  time 
comprehensive  aircraft  noise  abatement  legislation 
which  will  bring  about  a  meaningful  reduction  in  the 
noise  of  jet  aircraft;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved  That  the  Boston  City  Council  be 
recorded  as  strongly  in  favor  of  Senate  2398  and 
House  10915  -  identical  Aircraft  Noise  Abatement

ORDINANCE  REORGANIZING  THE 
ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  9,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  an  ordinance  reorganizing  the  Assessing 
Department  As  you  know,  in  1971  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  commissioned  a 
studv  of  the  assessing  function  in  Boston.  Upon 
completion  of  that  study,  I  appointed  a  committee 
to  review  its  findings  and  recommendations  and  to 
assist  me  in  implementing  those  which  would  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

The  Boston  Assessing  Committee  has  made  a 
number  of  recommendations  for  internal  improve- 
ments in  the  Assessing  Department  which  I  am 
implementing  by  administrative  action.  Among 
these  are  the  holding  of  abatements  for  a 
three-year  period,  making  abatement  information 
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public  on  a  more  timely  basis,  establishing  a 
receptionist  in  the  department  in  order  to  improve 
service  to  the  public,  modernizing  computer 
operations,  and  rewriting  tax  agreements  to  make 
them  more  equitable.  However,  the  Assessing 
Committee  has  also  recommended  some  organiza- 
tional changes  in  the  department  which  will  require 
action  by  the  City  Council  before  they  can  be 
implemented.  The  ordinance  which  I  propose 
incorporates  the  changes  recommended  to  me  by 
the  Boston  Assessing  Committee  and  generally 
follows  the  organizational  pattern  recommended  in 
the  Jacobs  study.  I  might  add  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  also  carries  out  the  organizational 
reform  called  for  by  the  Home  Rule  Commission, 
which  recommends  that  the  Assessing  Department 
be  reorganized  "to  more  clearly  delineate  the  lines 
of  authority  from  the  Commissioner  to  the 
individual  assessors,"  and  that  one  Associate 
Commissioner  "be  given  explicit  authority"  over 
the  Assessing  Division  and  the  other  Associate 
Commissioner  over  the  Administrative  Division  of 
the  Department 

The  essence  of  the  legislation  which  I  propose  is 
to  establish  a  more  effective  operation  in  the 
Assessing  Department  by  strengthening  its  adminis- 
tration and  providing  for  clear-cut  lines  of 
responsibility  and  control.  The  ordinance  will  do 
this  by  creating  a  new  position  of  deputy 
commissioner  to  assist  the  Commissioner  in 
administrative  matters  and  by  formally  establishing 
three  operating  divisions.  These  three  divisions  are 
(1)  an  Administrative  Division  headed  by  an 
Associate  Commissioner;  (2)  an  Appraisal  Division 
headed  by  the  other  Associate  Commissioner,  and 
(3)  an  Abatement  Division  headed  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Review.  The  Board  of  Assessors, 
which  has  never  really  functioned  as  a  board, 
would  be  abolished.  In  addition,  research  would  be 
revitalized  and  strengthened  by  making  it  a  staff 
rather  than  a  line  activity. 

The  abatement  process,  long  the  bane  of 
assessing,  will  be  handled  more  openly  and 
expeditiously.  I  have  already  announced  that, 
starting  this  year,  abatements  for  overvaluations 
will  be  held  for  three  years  rather  than  the 
customary  one,  and  that  the  department  will  make 
weekly  disclosures  of  abatements  granted,  thus 
eliminating  the  three-to-four-month  lag  involved  by 
waiting  for  other  agencies  to  publish  them.  In 
addition  to  establishing  an  Abatement  Division  to 
take  care  of  the  administrative  aspects  of  the 
abatement  process,  the  composition  of  the  Board 
of  Review  is  modified  in  the  recommended 
ordinances  by  providing  that  the  second  depart- 
mental member  of  the  board  may  be  appointed 
from  among  the  professional  or  managerial  staff  of 
any  division  in  the  department  and  by  spelling  out 
that  the  member  from  the  public  at  large  be 
experienced  in  real  estate  brokerage,  management, 
or  mortage  lending  and  appointed  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Boston  Bar  Association,  and  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board.  There  would 
also  be  an  alternate  member  appointed  under  the 
same  terms  and  conditions. 


In  order  to  help  clarify  the  proposed  ordinance 
to  reorganize  the  Assessing  Department,  I  am  also 
enclosing  copies  of  the  resolution  calling  for  the 
reorganization  of  the  department  which  the 
Assessing  Committee  unanimously  adopted  and  a 
letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
Lawrence  T.  Perera,  endorsing  this  legislation. 

This  ordinance,  if  enacted,  will  represent  a 
significant  gain  in  our  efforts  to  reach  the  goals  of 
the  Boston  Assessing  Committee,  the  Home  Rule 
Commission,  and  my  administration.  It  will  assist  us 
in  controlling  the  operations  of  the  Assessing 
Department  and  in  modernizing  and  perfecting  its 
methods  amd  procedures.  Accordingly,  I  urge  you  to 
take  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  the  attached 
proposal  to  reorganize  the  Assessing  Department

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  January  of  this  year  the  Boston  Assessing 
Committee  adopted  a  resolution  which  recom- 
mended that  the  -  Assessing  Department  be 
reorganized.  That  recommendation  was  sub- 
sequently accepted  and  approved  by  you.  The  Law 
Department  has  now  prepared  an  ordinance  for 
effectuating  the  recommended  reorganization  and 
that  ordinance  is  ready  for  submission  to  the  Boston 
City  Council. 

The  proposed  ordinance  incorporates  the 
changes  which  the  Assessing  Committee  recom- 
mended and  which  we  deem  to  be  essential  in 
establishing  a  viable  organizational  structure  within 
which  a  more  efficient  and  effective  assessing 
process  can  be  instituted.  The  members  of  the 
Assessing  Committee  feel  strongly  that  adoption  of 
the  ordinance  reorganizing  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment will  be  a  major  step  forward  and  a  key  element 
in  improving  the  operations  and  procedures  of  the 
department 

We  also  feel  that  the  ordinance  should  be 
introduced  in  Council  as  soon  as  possible  and  that 
your  administration  should  spare  no  effort  in 
obtaining  speedy  approval  for  the  reorganization.  To 
that  end  you  may  count  on  me  and  other  members 
of  the  Assessing  Committee  to  assist  you  by 
appearing  before  Council  committees  and  the  full 
Council  in  support  of. this  ordinance  for  reorganizing 
the  Assessing  Department

Resolution 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Boston  Assessing 

Department  be  reorganized  as  follows: 

1.  The  position  of  Deputy  Commissioner  should  be 
established.  The  Deputy  Commissioner  should 
be  apppointed  by  the  Mayor  on  the  same  basis  as 
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the  Commissioner.  The  Deputy  Commissioner 
would  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Commis- 
sioner and  serve  in  his  stead  in  his  absence. 
Research  should  be  changed  from  aline  to  a  staff 
unit 

The  department  should  be  divided  into  three 
operating  divisions: 

a.  An  Administrative  Division,  headed  by  an 
Associate  Commissioner. 

b.  An  Appraisal  Division,  headed  by  an 
Associate  Commissioner. 

c.  An  Abatement  Division,  headed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Review. 

The  Board  of  Review  should  ^consist  of  a 
chairman  and  two  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  to  serve  at  his  pleasure  for  one  year 
terms: 

a.  The  chairman,  ex  officio,  to  be  appointed 
from  the  Appraisal  Division  of  the  Assessing 
Department 

One  member  to  be  appointed  from  the 
professional  or  managerial  staff  of  any 
division  of  the  Assessing  Department 
One  member  and  an  alternate  member  to  be 
appointed  from  the  public  at  large  who 
should  be  experienced  in  the  valuation  of 
commercial  industrial,  and  residential  pro- 
perty from  a  background  such  as  brokerage 
management  or  mortgage  lending  relating  to 
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real  estate.  The  public  member  and  alternate 
member  should  be  compensated  on  a  per 
diem  or  portion  of  per  diem  basis  for  days  or 
portions  of  days  worked  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  at  a  rate  to  be  set  by  the  Commissioner 
from  time  to  time.  In  connection  with  the 
appointment  of  the  public  members,  the 
Mayor  should  afford  the  following  organiza- 
tions    the     opportunity     to     offer     their 
recommendations  but  should  not  be  bound 
thereby:  (1)  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce;  (2)  the  Boston  Bar  Association, 
and    (3)    the  Greater  Boston   Real   Estate 
Board. 
The    Board    of   Assessors,    consisting   of  the 
Commissioner    and    two    Associate    Commis- 
sioners, should  be  abolished  and  its  powers  and 
duties,  including  the  authority  to  reorganize  the 
department  further,  should  be  transferred  to  the 
Commissioner. 

The  above  changes  should  be  incorporated  in  a 
revision  to  the  existing  ordinance  which  should 
also  be  updated  to  eliminate  obsolete  provisions 
such  as  reference  to  poll  taxes  and  a  two-year 
term  for  the  Mayor.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  5  of  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby- further 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (2)  in  the  first 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clause : 

(2)  The  commissioner  of  assessing,  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars;  the  deputy  commissioner  of 
assessing,  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ; 
the  two  associate  commissioners  of  assessing,  twenty 
thousand  dollars  each;  and  the  member  of  the  board 
of  review  in  the  assessing  department  appointed 
from  the  public  at  large,  or  the  alternate,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  diem  or  a  prorated 
portion  thereof. 

Section  2.  Said  Section  5,  as  amended  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth  and  fifth 
paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

The  person  in  the  service  of  the  appraisal  division 
of  the  assessing  department  serving  ex  officio  on  the 
board  of  review  in  the  department  shall,  while 
serving,  receive  as  compensation  for  his  sendees  as 
chairman  and  a  member  of  said  board  in  addition  to 
the  compensation  for  his  regular  service  in  said 
division,  the  amount,  if  any,  by  which  such 
compensation  is  exceeded  by  the  maximum 
compensation  for  a  position  allocated  to  Grade  No. 
R-20  of  the  compensation  plan  from  time  to  time  in 
effect  for  the  county;  and  the  person  on  the 
professional  or  managerial  staff  of  any  division  of 
said  department  serving  ex  officio  on  the  board  of 
review  on  the  department  shall,  while  so  serving, 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  on  said 
board,  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for  his 
regular  services  in  said  department,  the  amount,  if 
any,  by  which  such  compensation  is  exceeded  by  the 
maximum  compensation  for  a  position  allocated  to 
Grade  No.  R- 19  of  such  compensation  plan. 

Assistant  assessors  lawfully  required  to  devote  at 
least  thirty-five  hours  a  week  to  their  work  shall  be 
compensated  as  if  they  held  a  position  allocated  to 
Grade  No.  R-l  5  of  said  compensation  plan. 

Section  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  chapter  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  5.  Assessing  Department 

Section  1.  Department  and  Divisions.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known  as  the 
Assessing  Department  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer  known  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected  There  shall  be  in  the 
assessing  department  an  officer  known  as  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Assessing  and  two  other 
officers  known  as  Associate  Commissioners  of 
Assessing,  each  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  like 


term.  The  commissioner  of  assessing,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing  and  the  associate 
commissioners  of  assessing  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  There 
shall  be  in  the  assessing  department  an  administra- 
tive division  under  the  charge  of  an  associate 
commissioner,  an  appraisal  division  under  the  charge 
of  an  associate  commissioner,  an  abatement  division 
under  the  charge  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
review,  and  such  other  divisions  and  sections,  if  any, 
as  the  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  adjudge 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  department 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commissioner. 
The  commissioner  of  assessing  shall,  for  the  assessing 
department  including  the  board  of  review, 
exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties, 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the  assessor  in 
existence  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of 
chapter  1  of  the  ordinances  of  196 1,  with  respect  to 
the  acquisition  and  disposal  of  property,  the  making 
of  contracts,  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
subordinates.  The  commissioner  of  assessing  shall 
also  retain  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the  assessors  and  the 
board  of  review  in  the  assessing  department  in 
existence  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of 
chapter  1  of  the  ordinances  of  1961  with  respect  to 
taxes  and  shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general 
laws  applicable  to  Boston. 

Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy 
Commissioner.  With  the  approval  of  the 
commissioner  of  assessing,  said  approval  to  be  filed 
with  the  city  auditor  in  writing,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing  shall  have  the  power  to 
approve  and  sign  for  the  department  bills,  drafts, 
payrolls,  and  requisitions,  but  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  make  any  permanent  appointment  nor  to 
make  contracts  except  in  the  absence  of  the 
commissioner,  and  then  only  under  a  separate 
authorization  under  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the 
revised  ordinances  of  1961.  In  addition,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing  shall  at  such  time  as  he 
shall  have  been  authorized  by  written  designation 
signed  by  the  commissioner  of  assessing,  approved 
by  the  mayor  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  not 
withdrawn  in  like  manner,  exercise^uch  powers  and 
perform  such  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing 
in  relation  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  specified 
in  such  designation. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Associate 
Commissioners.  The  ,  associate  commissioners  of 
assessing  shall  be  'directly  responsible  to  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  except  that  by  written  designation 
pursuant  to  section  3  hereof  the  commissioner  of 
assessing  may  direct  that  the  associate  com- 
missioners of  assessing  shall  be  directly  responsible 
to  the  deputy  commissioner  of  assessing  in  relation 
to  such  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
designation.  The  associate  commissioner  of  assessing 
in  charge  of  the  administrative  division  shall  have  the 
powers    and    under   the    direction    of   the   com-

missioner,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  with  respect  to  the 
administration,  operation,  and  control  of  the 
administrative  division  and  sections  thereof.  The 
associate  commissioner  of  assessing  in  charge  of  the 
appraisal  division  shall  have  the  powers  and,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  with 
respect  to  the  administration,  operation,  and 
control  of  the  appraisal  division  and  sections 
thereof.  In  addition,  each  associate  commissioner 
of  assessing  may  at  such  time  as  he  shall  have  been 
so  authorized  by  written  designation  signed  by  the 
commissioner  of  assessing,  approved  by  the  mayor 
and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  not  withdrawn  in 
like  manner,  exercise  such  powers  and  perform 
such  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  in 
relation  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  specified 
in   such   designation. 

Section  5.  Board  of  Review.  There  shall  be  in 
the  assessing  department  a  board  known  as  the 
board  of  review,  consisting  of  (1)  such  person  in 
the  service  of  the  appraisal  division  of  the  assessing 
department  as  the  mayor,  by  writing  filed  with  the 
city  clerk  after  the  commencement  of  a  municipal 
year,  shall  designate  to  serve  ex  officio  on  said 
board  at  his  pleasure  during  such  year,  who,  while 
so  serving,  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  board,  (2) 
such  person  on  the  professional  or  managerial  staff 
of  any  division  of  the  assessing  department,  as  the 
mayor  in  like  manner  shall  designate  to  serve  ex 
officio  on  said  board  at  his  pleasure  during  such 
year,  and  (3)  such  person  experienced  in  real  estate 
brokerage,  real  estate  management,  or  mortgage 
lending  relating  to  real  estate  as  the  mayor  shall 
appoint  from  the  public  at  large  after  consultation 
with  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Boston  Bar  Association,  and  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  to  serve  on  said  board 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor 
shall  also  appoint  an  alternate  from  the  public  at 
large  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  who 
shall  serve  in  the  absence  for  any  reason  of  the 
member  appointed  from  the  public  at  large. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  board 
of  review  to  review  every  application  for  the 
abatement  of  a  real  estate  or  personal  property  tax, 
and  the  chairman  shall  report  to  the  commissioner 
of  assessing  its  findings  and  recommendations  with 
respect  thereto,  including  such  suggestions  for 
settlement,  if  any,  as  the  board  may  think  proper. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  of  review  shall  act  as 
the  executive  officer  of  said  board,  shall  schedule 
meetings,  and  shall  make  and  publish  rules 
governing  said  meetings.  The  chairman  of  the 
board  of  review,  as  he  has  charge  of  the  abatement 
division,  shall  have  the  powers  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioner,  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  with 
respect  to  the  administration,  operation,  and 
control  of  the  abatement  division  and  sections 
thereof,  and  for  such  administration,  operation, 
and  control   shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the 


commissioner  of  assessing,  except  that  by  written 
designation  pursuant  to  section  3  hereof  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  n\ay  direct  that  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  review  shall  be  directly 
responsible  for  such  administration,  operation,  and 
control  to  the  deputy  commissioner  of  assessing  in 
relation  to  such  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
designation.  The  abatement  division  shall  perform 
for  the  board  of  review  such  clerical  and  other 
services  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  board  of 
review  to  perform  its  duties. 

Section  6.  Application  for  Abatement.  Every 
application  for  abatement  filed  with  the  assessing 
department  shall  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with,  and 
shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to,  the  com- 
missioner of  assessing. 

Section  7.  Absence,  vacancy,  or  disability.  In 
the  absence,  disability,  or  vacancy  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing  or  of  an  associate 
commissioner  of  assessing  or  of  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  review,  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  the  commissioner  of  assessing  shall  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  designate  by  writing  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  such  deputy  commissioner, 
associate  commissioner,  or  chairman  of  the  board 
of  review. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  review  in  existence  in 
the  assessing  department  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  abolished 
upon  the  qualifications  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  review  appointed  hereunder,  which 
members  shall  be  appointed  within  sixty  days  next 
after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  its  Model

Whereas,  The  secretary  has  issued  CDA  Letter 
No.  11  on  November  1970  (HUD  Circular

including  construction  work,  generated  by  com- 
ponents of  the  program  and  supported  in  whole  or  in

2.  That  assurance  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  that 
the  necessary  nonfederal  share  of  the  cost  of 
program  administration  will  be  provided  for  the 
fourth  year. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute 
with  the  United  States  a  one-year  grant  contract  for 
the  fourth  year  of  the  comprehensive  program  (with 
as  many  counterpart  originals  as  may  be 
convenient). 


4.  That  the  Model  City  Administrator  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  carry  out  the 
program,  as  amended  by  the  Fourth-Year  Action 
Plan  hereby  approved,  including,  among  other 
things,  policies  and  procedures  for  insuring 
maximum  opportunities  for  employing  Model 
Neighborhood  residents  in  all  phases  of  the  program 
and  related  construction  work,  said  policies  and 
procedures  being  referred  to  as  the  Resident 
Employment  Plan  and  contained  in  said  Third-Year 
Action  Plan  and  Fourth-Year  Action  Plan  hereby 
approved,  and  the  submission  of  such  reports, 
certifications,  and  other  material  as  said  secretary 
shall  require.

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Neighborhood,  and  to  open  a  separate  bank  account 
for  this  purpose. 

11.  That  all  actions  taken  by  the  Model  City 
Administrator  in  carrying  out  the  program  in  the 
third  year  with  respect  to  the  designation  of 
operating  agencies  of  projects  consistent  with  the 
Fourth-Year  Action  Plan  hereby  approved  are 
hereby  in  all  respects  authorized  or  ratified,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

12.  That  no  member  of  the  Model  City  Agency 
staff  or  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  benefit 
financially  -  directly  or  indirectly  -  from  any 
agreement  for  services  to  be  performed  or  materials 
to  be  furnished  under  any  contract  entered  into 
under  the  program. 

13.  The  Model  City  Administrator  shall  con- 
tinue, in  any  further  planning  or  implementation  of 
the  program,  as  amended  by  the  Second-and 
Third-Year  Action  Plans  heretofore  approved  and 
the  Fourth- Year  Action  Plan  hereby  approved,  to

This  is  in  reply  to  questions  in  Council  order 
dated  April  24, 1972,  relative  to  traffic  conditions  in 
Boston. 

1.  Several  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
the  traffic  study  are  already  included  in  the  traffic 
regulations  either  wholly  or  in  part.  These 
regulations  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  letter  of  March 
23,  1972,  in  reply  to  Council  order  of  March  20, 
1972,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached. 

2.  As  to  remaining  recommendations  still  under 
study,  a  meeting  was  held  on  May  8,  1972,  in 
Councillor  Piemonte's  office  with  representatives  of 
the  Massachusetts  Motor  Truck  Association,  Inc.,  to 
discuss  proposed  changes.  One  recommendation 
relative  to  changing  the  hours  of  overnight  parking 
by  trucks  and  higher  fines  up  to  $50  was  submitted 
at  this  meeting. 

The  suggestion  for  overnight  parking  can  be 
complied  with  quickly,  but  changing  the  maximum 
fine  from  $15  to  $50  will  require  legislative  action. 
The  association  representatives  requested  more 
time  to  study  the  other  recommendations,  and  these 
will  be  discussed  at  future  meetings  with  Councillor 
Piemonte.

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1.  Whether  or  not  there  are  any  ordinances  or 
traffic  regulations  banning  tractor  trailers  and 
other  heavy  vehicles  in  streets  and  in  public  ways 
in  B  oston  at  any  time  during  the  day  or  night 

a.  Article  IV,  section  2A,  and  Article  IVA, 
section  3A  (Standing  and  Parking  Prohibited 
in  Certain  Places): 

"No  driver  shall  stand  or  park  any  vehicle  in 
the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof  on  any 
day  during  the  hours  indicated;  provided  that 
this  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  passenger 
vehicles  stopped  temporarily  during  the 
actual  receiving  or  discharging  of  passengers." 
These  regulations  prohibit  all  trucks  from 
stopping  for  any  reason  on  forty  major 
arteries  in  the  downtown  area  during  peak 
hours  of  7  a.m.  to  9.30  a.m  and  4  p.m.  to  6 
p.m. 

b.  Article  IV,  section  8,  and  Article  IVA,  section 
4A  (Parking  of  Trailers  or  Semitrailers): 
"No  person  shall  park  or  stand  any  trailer  or 
semitrailer  on  any  part  of  any  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway  under  the  control 
of  the  city  unless  such  trailer  or  semitrailer  is 
attached  to  a  motor  vehicle  capable  of  towing 
it,  except  during  the  actual  loading  or 
unloading  of  materials." 

These  regulations  prohibit  the  parking  of  all 
trailers  or  semitrailers  without  attached  cab 
except  during  actual  loading  or  unloading. 

c.  Article  IV,  section  15B  (All-Night  Com- 
mercial Vehicle  Parking  Prohibited) : 

"No  driver  shall  park  or  stand  any 
commercial  vehicle  or  trailer  having  a 
capacity  of  one  half  (Vi)  ton  or  over  for  more 
than  one  (1)  hour  between  12.01  am.  and  8 
a.m.  on  any  day,  or  at  any  time  on  Sunday,  on 
any  part  of  any  street,  way,  highway,  road,  or 
parkway  under  the  control  of  the  city,  where 
parking  or  standing  a  vehicle  is  not  otherwise 
prohibited,  provided  that  this  regulation  shall 
not  apply  during  the  actual  loading  or 
unloading  of  materials." 
This  regulation  prohibits  all-night  parking  of 
trucks  and  trailers  over Vtt ton  capacity. 

d.  Article  VII,  section  2  (Heavy  Commercial 
Vehicles  Excluded): 

"No  commercial  vehicle  shall  be  operated  on 
the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof, 
provided  that  this  restriction  shall  not  apply 
to  authorized  emergency  vehicles,  as  herein 
defined,  to  vehicles  using  streets  for  the 
making  of  deliveries  or  collections  or  for  the 
purpose  of  reaching  a  regular  storage  place 
located  on  said  streets  or  parts  thereof,  to 
street  repair  vehicles  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
nor  to  any  commercial  vehicle  equipped  with 
pneumatic  tires,  with  a  load  capacity  not  over 
two  and  one-half  (2  Vi )  tons,  and  without  a 
trailer." 

This  regulation  excludes  all  trucks  over  2V4 
tons  capacity  from  ninety-eight  residential 
streets. 

2.  Whether  or  not  there  are  higher  fines  for 
unlawful   parking   of  tractor   trailers   or  com- 


mercial  vehicles    than   the   fines   for  pleasure 

vehicles. 

The  regulations  do  provide  for  higher  fines 
for  unlawful  parking  of  trailers  (without  cab) 
but  not  for  other  parking  violations  for  which 
the  fines  are  the  same  for  both  trucks  and 
pleasure  cars. 

3.  Whether  or  not  there  are  any  ordinances  or 
regulations  prohibiting  tractors  and  trailers  from 
backing  on  public  streets  or  highways  during 
certain  hours  of  the  day. 

a.  Reference  is  made  to  1(a)  under  which 
regulations  all  parking  of  trucks,  both  angle 
and  parallel,  is  prohibited  on  forty  major 
arteries  in  the  downtown  area  during  peak 
hours  of  7  a.m.  to  9.30  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  to  6 
p.m. 

b.  Article  IV,  section  9  (Parking  Vehicles  at 
Angle  to  Curb  Prohibited): 

"No  driver  shall  stop,  stand,  or  park  a  vehicle 
at  an  angle  to  the  curb  or  edge  of  roadway  in 
the  following  streets  or  parts  thereof,  during 
the  hours  indicated:" 

This  regulation  prohibits  parking  of  all 
vehicles  other  than  parallel  to  curb  in  twenty 
additional  streets. 

4.  Whether  or  not  there  are  plans  for  construction 
of  bus  terminals  at  either  North  or  South 
Stations,  and,  if  so,  please  state  the  present 
status.

Phase  II  Floats  Like  Cork  But 

Is  No  Stopper 

The  Speaker  pro  tempore.  Under  a  previous 
order  of  the  House,  the  gentleman  from  Massachu- 
setts (Mr.  Burke)  is  recognized  for  10  minutes. 

Mr.  Burke  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  fail  to 
understand  what  is  taking  the  administration  so  long 
to  conclude  that  something  has  to  be  done  to  control 
skyrocketing  food  prices.  I  thought  I  knew  what  the 
answer  was  up  until  a  few  days  ago.  I  just  assumed 
that  the  administration,  with  its  eyes  firmly  planted 
on  the  1972  election,  was  going  out  of  its  way  to 
court  the  farm  vote  and  what  might  make  sense  to 
some  east  coast  or  west  coast  housewives  might  not 
be  popular  with  the  families  who  work  on  farms.  But 
investigations  I  have  been  able  to  make  into  this 
matter  convince  me  that  this  is  a  classic  case  of 
misplaced  concern.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that,  as 
on  so  many  occasions  in  American  history,  the 
answer  is  not  the  one  who  is  making  the  profits  - 
certainly  not  the  small  farmer  every  public  official 
holds  so  dear  in  his  speeches  —  but  rather  the 
middlemen  who  are  buying  from  the  farmers  and 
selling  to  the  supermarket  chains.  I  think  the 
administration  is  gradually  coming  around  to 
realizing  this.  Thus,  in  the  space  of  one  weekend,  we 
hear  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  the  President 
himself  thinking  out  loud  and  indicating  that  action 
to  control  food  prices  may  well  be  essential  if  phase 
II  is  going  to  have  any  chance  of  success.  The 
problem  of  course,  will  be  to  convince  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Butz,  who  has  gone  way  out  on 
the  limb  on  this  issue,  and  with  no  if 's,  and's,  or  but's 
about  it,  committed  himself  to  opposing  price 
controls  over  food. 

But  I,  as  a  Congressman  who  has  to  read  letters 
from  hundreds  of  housewives  in  my  district, 
complaining  about  ever-increasing  food  prices  while 
their  husbands'  wages  are  held  down,  cannot  be 
satisfied  with  this  weekend  treat  of  high 
administration  officials  thinking  out  loud  and 
admitting  th  at  there  is  a  problem  an  d  that  something 
must  be  done.  Phase  II  has  been  in  operation  far  too 
long.  Complaints  have  been  coming  in  for  too  many 
months  for  this  administration  to  pretend  that  a 
problem  has  just  been  uncovered  and  in  a  few 
months'  time  action  will  be  forthcoming.  A  family's 
food  budget  is  just  too  big  a  factor  to  be  left  out  of 
price  controls  in  the  first  place  for  me  or  any  other 
Member  of  Congress  to  be  satisfied  with  an  assurance 
that  our  concern  is  very  much  in  the  forefront  of  the 
President's  thinking  these  days.  This  is  not  saving  the 
housewife  a  single  blessed  penny  and,  in  fact,  has 
cost  families  across  the  land  millions  of  dollars  in 
higher  food  prices. 

I  do  not  mind  admitting,  while  I  am  on  the 
subject  of  phase  II.  that  this  food  price  Fiasco  is 
simply  the  latest  in  a  whole  series  of  inexplicable  sins 
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of  omission  perpetrated  by  the  designers  and 
architects  of  the  "house  of  sand"  we  refer  to  as  phase 
II.  High  on  my  list  of  sins  of  omission  for  some  time 
now  was  the  initial  failure  of  the  administration  to 
include  insurance  premiums  covering  medical  costs 
in  the  initial  freeze  and  subsequent  guidelines. 
Again,  health  costs  are  just  too  big  a  factor  for 
families  across  the  Nation  to  be  subjected  to  22,  37, 
or  44  percent  proposed  increases  in  health  insurance 
rates.  The  fact  that  in  the  end  the  federal  employees' 
Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  premium  was  rolled  back  to  a 
staggering  22-percent  increase  is  no  cause  for 
universal  celebratioa  A  22-percent  increase  in  such  a 
major  budget  item  as  health  insurance  not  only 
makes  a  mockery  out  of  the  attempt  to  hold  down 
costs  in  and  of  itself,  but  sets  a  poor  example  to  the 
rest  of  the  economy.  The  government  cannot  even 
control  the  costs  of  the  federal  employees'  health 
insurance  program. 

Also  high  on  the  list  of  sins  of  omission  is  the 
failure  to  effectively  control  utility  costs.  The  same 
month  that  citizens  of  Massachusetts  were  hit  with 
announced  rate  increases  from  the  health  insurance 
companies,  we  find  that  they  have  also  been 
informed  about  rate  increases  in  their  electric  bills 
and  telephone  bills  and  other  utility  bills.  Anyone 
who  thinks  that  after  a  family  writes  out  the  checks 
to  cover  all  these  bills,  that  family  can  possibly  feel 
that  inflation  is  being  tackled  across-  the-board  is 
certainly  pipedreaming  and  has  been  in  Washington 
too  long.  He  ought  to  get  out  of  this  city  and  go  back 
to  the  city  from  which  he  came. 

Also  high  on  my  list  of  sins  of  omission  by  the 
architects  of  phase  II  is  the  rather  ridiculous  pretense 
that  one  can  have  effective  control  of  costs  when 
local  property  taxes  are  deliberately  exempted  from 
any  wage-price  control  program.  I  am  well  aware 
that  states  and  local  government  have  the  right  to 
collect  taxes  independently  from  the  federal 
government,  but  the  local  property  taxes  are  just  too 
big  an  item  in  the  budget  of  every  American  citizen 
for  them  to  be  able  to  afford  the  pretense  that  these 
taxes  can  be  ignored  by  the  wage-price  control 
people  and  still  have  inflation  kept  in  control  Make 
no  mistake  about  it,  you  do  not  have  to  own 
property  to  appreciate  what  I  am  getting  at.  Rent 
adjustments  permitted  after  the  freeze  in  most  cases 
simply  tried  to  adjust  to  increases  in  local  property 
taxes.  We  all  know  local  property  taxes  have  spiraled 
in  recent  years  to  dizzying  heights  with  no  end  in 
sight  Reading  the  local  papers  in  my  district  in  the 
past  few  months  has  made  it  crystal  clear  to  me  that 
wage-price  controls,  phase  II,  the  whole  show  down 
here  has  not  made  one  iota  of  difference  in  keeping 
down  the  trend  of  local  property  taxes  increasing  by 
leaps  and  bounds. 

Now  I  ask  you,  how  can  anyone  pretend  that 
wage-price  controls  are  working  when  the  architects 
of  the  policy  have  gone  out  their  way  to  omit  health 
insurance  premiums,  local  property  taxes,  food 
prices,  and  utility  rates  from  direct  controls  ?  In 
other  words,  if  you  leave  out  health,  home,  food, 
heat,  and  water  from  controls  who  is  kidding  whom 
that  inflation  has  a  chance  of  being  restrained  ? 

The  American  people  are  seeing  through  this.  My 
constituents  certainly  are.  They  are  not  in  the  mood 


to  take  it  much  longer.  Patchwork  controls, 
half-hearted  efforts  are  no  substitute  for  effective 
controls  and  ultimate  victory  over  inflation.  The 
wage-price  controls  were  billed  originally  as  a 
long-awaited  lid  on  costs  and  price.  Some  lid.  Most 
of  the  time  the  lid  seems  more  and  more  like  a 
helpless  cork,  bobbing  on  the  top  of  the  ever-rising 
tide  of  higher  prices,  just  barely  keeping  its  head 
above  water.  This  is  not  my  idea  of  an  effective  lid.  If 
the  administration  is  serious  about  putting  the  lid  on 
prices,  let  us  get  a  lid  with  real  clamps  that  will  work 
instead  of  float.  The  time  for  action  is  now,  without 
further  delay.

Statement  By  Robert  T.  Kenney,  BRA  Director 
Urban  Development  Committee, 

Boston  City  Council. 

May  3, 1972. 

On  April  21,  three  days  after  groundbreaking  for 
the  final  phase  of  the  West  End  project,  I  received  a 
letter  for  E.  William  Richardson,  then  acting 
commissioner,  Department  of  Community  Affairs. 
He  began  the  letter  by  saying,  "I  must  confess  to 
being  both  puzzled  and  surprised  to  discover  that  it 
is  apparently  your  intention  to  proceed  illegally  with 
the  development  of  the  West  End  Urban.  Renewal 
Plan." 

Mr.  Richardson  went  on  to  note  that: 

"(1)  You  have  not  received  concurrence  from  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  for  the 
amendment  of  the  plan  presently  proposed." 

"(2)  Fiscal  viability  of  the  plan  seems  doubtful  in 
view  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  HUD  commitment" 

"(3)  The  lack  of  provisions  for  low-and 
moderate-income  housing  contravenes  with  the  oft 
stated  policy  of  the  department." 

He  ended  by  urging  that  the  BRA  "make  no 
further  expenditures  on  this  project,"  and  said 
Secretary  Atkins  concurred  on  the  substance  of  the 
letter. 

My  reaction  to  the  letter  was  also  one  of 
"surprise  and  puzzlement,"  but  in  my  reply  to  Mr. 
Richardson  I  attempted  to  clear  up  any  misunder- 
standing on  the  "legality"  of  our  proceeding  with 
the  West  End  project 

I  stated  in  my  letter: 

(1)  "Prior  to  December  30.  1971,  there  were  no 
regulations  regarding  the  requirement  of  the  DCA 
approval  for  minor  plan  changes.  The  present  plan 
for  the  completion  of  this  development  was 
approved  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
on  February  25,  1971,  and  the  parcel  was  conveyed 
on  October  20,  1971,  by  a  long-term  lease  in 
accordance  with  the  amended  Master  Leasehold 
Agreement  dated  March  2,  1960." 

(2)  "As  to  the  fiscal  viability  of  the  project,  I 
refer  you  to  a  firm  commitment  for  the  insurance  of 
this  development  in  the  amount  of  $42,677,400, 
issued  by  the  local  HUD  office,  and  their  permission 
for  the  developer  to  begin  construction." 

(3)  "As  to  the  present  policies  of  your 
department  regarding  requirement  for  low-to- 
moderate-income  housing,  this  parcel  was  com- 
mitted to  the  present  developer  under  Master 
Leasehold  Agreement  dated  March  2,  1960,  which 
agreement  approved  by  the  federal  government 
made  no  mention  of  any  specific  type  of  housing  and 
required  only  multifamily  residential  housing. 
Despite  this  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  required  Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  to  include  as 
part  of  the  final  step  of  development,  150  units  of 
low-to  moderate-income  elderly  housing." 

So  much  for  the  "illegality"  Mr.  Richardson  so 
casually  introduced  into  this  situation. 
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He  said  he  was  surprised  that  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  intended  to  proceed  with 
the  West  End  project  I  don't  know  why  he  should  be 
surprised  at  something  which  has  been  a  matter  of 
public  discussion  for  over  a  year. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  brought  pressure  to  bear 
on  the  developer  to  begin  construction  on  the  final 
phase  of  this  project  by  April  20,  1972,  or  face 
forfeiture  of  its  option  on  that  parcel. 

Mr.  Richardson  had  ample  opportunity  before 
the  construction  began  to  raise  questions  on  this 
project,  but  he  chose  to  do  so  only  after  the  fact  and 
in  a  tone  that  would  indicate  he  heard  of  our 
intention  only  by  reading  of  the  groundbreaking 
ceremony  in  the  morning  papers. 

If  there  should  be  any  "surprise"  about  this 
whole  incident,  it  might  have  been  registered  in  my 
office  when  I  learned  that  Councillor  Iannella  had 
received  a  copy  of  Mr.  Richardson's  letter  to  me  and 
had  released  it  to  the  press.  I  suggest  in  the  future 
that  Mr.  Iannella,  if  he  is  to  serve  as  the  go-between 
for  correspondence  between  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs,  might  also  release  the  reply,  or  in  this  case, 
the  letter  in  which  the  "illegality"  charge  is 
completely  refuted. 

Like  four  other  directors  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  before  me,  I  inherited  the 
West  End  project  when  I  became  BRA  director  on 
January,  1971.  It  was  my  responsibility  to  bring  the 
project  to  completion  and  I  have  every  intention  of 
doing  so,  within  the  boundaries  of  legal  com- 
mitments made  prior  to  my  administration. 

I  think  most  of  us  would  not  agree  to  the  same 
kind  of  project  if  it  were  proposed  today,  but 
hindsight  serves  no  purpose. 

Rather,  we  at  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  have  tried,  both  in  the  inclusion  of  the 
150-unit  elderly  housing  proposal  and  in  our 
decision  to  offer  the  Blackstone  School  site  for 
low-income  and  elderly-housing  development,  to 
respond  with  concrete  action  to  this  city's  needs  and 
concerns. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  takes  the 
position  that  housing  for  moderate-and  upper- 
income  housing  is  not  undesirable  as  such  and  that 
those  residents  who  now  live  in  Charles  River  Park 
and  those  who  will  live  there  are  also  important  to 
the  city's  health  and  prosperity. 

We  have,  at  present,  3,300  units  of  low  and 
moderate  income  and  elderly  housing  under 
construction  in  the  city.  We  want  to  construct  more, 
and  we  intend  to  do  so.  But  we  prefer  to  press  on 
and  not  try  to  take  on  the  impossible  task  of 
undoing  the  past. 

As  you  know,  I  have  been  more  than  willing  to 
come  before  the  Council  on  numerous  occasions  to 
answer  any  inquiries  concerning  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  I  mean  no 
discourtesy  by  not  appearing  today.  Indeed,  I  have 
the  utmost  respect  for  the  chairman  of  the  Urban 
Development  Committee  and  have  every  intention 
of  cooperating  with  him  in  important  matters  which 
come  before  his  committee. 

Today's  hearing,  however,  seems  to  have  been 
called  on  the  basis  of  Mr  Richardson's  letter,  and  I 


think  the  objections  raised  by  him  have  no  legal 
substance,  as  indicated  by  my  reply. 

I  am  submitting  my  reply  to  former  Acting 
Commissioner  Richardson,  along  with  supple- 
mentary comments,  and  I  am  certain  the  material 
contained  therein  will  more  than  answer  any 
questions  his  letter  may  have  raised  in  your  minds.

Library ;  which  is  used  by  state  attorneys;  and 

Whereas,  The  county  or  city  agencies  tenanting 
the  Court  House  are  the  District  Attorney's  Office;

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Court;  the  Sheriffs  Office;  and,  under  recently 
enacted  legislation,  the  Boston  Housing  Court,  and 

Whereas,  State  agencies  occupy  and  are

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  FILMS  NOT 
SUITABLE  FOR  YOUNG  PERSONS 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Regulating  Films  Not 
Suitable  For  Young  Persons 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Definition  of  Terms. 

(a)  "Film"  means  any  motion  picture  film  or 
series  of  films,  whether  full  length  or  short  subject, 
but  does  not  include  newsreels  portraying  actual 
currentevents  or  pictorial  news  of  the  day. 

(b)  "Exhibit"  means  to  project  a  film  at  any 
motion  picture  theater  or  other  public  place  within 
the  city  to  which  tickets  are  sold  for  admission. 

(c)  "Exhibitor"  means  any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  which  exhibits  a  film. 

(d)  "Young  person"  means  any  person  who  has 
not  attained  his  eighteenth  birthday. 

(e)  "Chief  of  the  Licensing  Division"  means 
persons  appointed  under  provisions  of  section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

(f)  "Nudity"  means  the  showing  of  human  male 
or  female  genitals,  pubic  area  or  buttocks  with  less 
than  a  full  opaque  covering  or  the  showing  of  the 
Female  breast  with  less  than  a  fully  opaque  covering 
of  any  portion  thereof  below  the  top  of  the  nipple; 
or  the  depiction  of  covered  male  genitals  in  a 
discernibly  turgid  state. 

(g)  "Sexual  conduct"  means  acts  of  mastur- 
bation, homosexuality,  sexual  intercourse,  or 
physical  contact  with  a  person's  clothed  or 
unclothed  genitals,  pubic  area,  buttocks  or,  if  such  a 
person  be  a  female,  breast. 

(h)  "Sexual  excitement"  means  thecondition  of 
human  male  or  female  genitals  when  in  a  state  of 
sexual  stimulation  or  arousal. 

(i)  "Sado-masochistic  abuse"  means  flagellation 
or  torture  by  or  upon  a  person  clad  in 
undergarments,  bizarre  costume,  or  the  condition  of 
being  fettered,  bound,  or  otherwise  physically 
restrained  on  the  part  of  one  so  clothed. 

(j)  "Not  suitable  for  young  persons"  means  that 
quality  of  any  description  or  representation,  in 
whatever  form,  of  nudity,  sexual  conduct,  sexual 
excitemeftt,  or  sado-masochistic  abuse,  when  it 


(1)  Predominantly  appeals  to  the  prurient, 
shameful,  or  morbid  interest  of  young  persons. 

(2)  Is  patently  offensive  to  prevailing 
standards  in  the  adult  community  as  a  whole 
with  respect  to  what  is  suitable  material  for 
young  persons. 

(k)  "Classify"  means  to  determine  whether  a  film 
is: 

(1)  Suitable  for  young  persons. 

(2)  Not  suitable  for  young  persons. 

(1)  "Advertisement"  means  any  promotional 
material  initiated  by  an  exhibitor  designed  to  bring  a 
film  to  public  attention  or  to  increase  the  sale  of 
tickets  to  exhibitions  of  same,  whether  by 
newspaper,  billboard,  motion  picture,  television, 
radio,  or  other  media  within  or  originating  within 
the  city. 

(m)  "Initial  exhibition"  means  the  first 
exhibition  of  any  film  within  the  city. 

(n)  "Subsequent  exhibition"  means  any  ex- 
hibition subsequent  to  the  initial  exhibition, 
whether  by  the  same  or  a  different  exhibitor. 

(o)  "File"  means  to  deliver  to  the  Municipal 
Clerk  for  safekeeping  application  for  change  of 
classification,  as  a  public  record  of  the  city. 

(p)  "Classification  order"  means  a  written 
determination  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  classifying 
a  film,  or  granting  or  refusing  an  application  for 
change  of  classification. 

(q)  The  term  "Board"  as  used  herein  shall  include 
the  city  when  attempting  to  enforce  this  ordinance 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city  when 
representing  the  board  or  the  city. 

(r)  "City"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

(s)  "Person"  shall  mean  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion, or  partnership. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  a  Chief  of  the 
Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Chief  of  the 
Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  appointed 
by  the  May  or  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected. 

Section  3 .  Classification  Procedure. 

(a)  Before  any  initial  exhibition,  the  exhibitor 
shall  file  a  proposed  classification  of  the  film  to  be 
exhibited,  stating  the  title  of  the  film,  and  the  name 
of  the  producer,  and  giving  a  summary  of  the  plot 
and  such  other  information  as  the  Board  may  by  rule 
require,  together  with  the  classification  proposed  by 
the  exhibitor.  The  Board  shall  examine  such 
proposed  classification,  and  if  it  approves  same,  shall 
mark  it  "approved"  and  file  it  as  its  own 
classification  order.  If  the  Board  fails  to  act,  that  is 
either  file  a  classification  order  or  hold  a  hearing 
within  five  (5)  days  after  such  proposed  classifica- 
tion is  filed,  the  proposed  classification  shall  be 
considered  approved. 

(b)  If  upon  examination  of  the  proposed 
classification  a  majority  of  the  Board  is  not  satisfied 
that  it  is  proper,  the  chairman  shall  direct  the 
exhibitor  to  project  the  film  before  any  five  (5)  or 
more  members  of  the  Board  at  a  suitably  equipped 
place  and  at  a  specified  time,  which  shall  be  the 
earliest    time  practicable  with  due  regard  to  the 
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availability  of  the  film.  The  exhibitor,  or  his 
designated  representative,  may  at  such  time  make 
such  statement  to  the  Board  in  support  of  his 
proposed  classification  and  present  such  testimony 
as  he  may  desire.  Within  two  (2)  days  the  Board  shall 
make  and  file  its  classification  of  the  film  in 
question. 

(c)  Any  initial  or  subsequent  exhibitor  may  file 
an  application  for  a  change  in  the  classification  of 
any  film  previously  classified.  No  exhibitor  shall  be 
allowed  to  file  more  than  one  (1)  application  for 
change  of  classification  of  the  same  film.  Such 
application  shall  contain  sworn  statement  of  the 
grounds  upon  which  the  application  is  based.  Upon 
filing  of  such  application,  the  Municipal  Clerk  shall 
bring  it  immediately  to  the  attention  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Board,  who  upon  application  by  the 
exhibitor  shall  set  a  time  and  place  for  a  hearing  and 
shall  notify  the  applicants  and  all  interested  parties, 
including  all  exhibitors  who  may  be  exhibiting  or 
preparing  to  exhibit  the  film.  The  *  shall  view  the 
film  and  at  such  hearing  hear  the  statements  of  all 
interested  parties,  and  any  proper  testimony  that 
may  be  offered,  and  shall  within  two  (2)  days 
thereafter  make  and  file  its  order  approving  or 
changing  such  classification.  If  the  classification  of  a 
film  is  changed  as  a  result  of  such  hearing  to  the 
classification  "not  suitable  for  young  persons,"  the 
exhibitors  showing  the  film  shall  have  seven  (7)  days 
in  which  to  alter  their  advertising  and  audience 
policy  to  comply  with  such  classification. 

(d)  Upon  filing  by  the  *  of  any  classification 
order,  the  Municipal  Clerk  shall  immediately  issue 
and  mail  a  notice  of  classification  to  the  exhibitor 
involved  and  to  any  other  exhibitor  who  shall 
request  such  notice. 

(e)  A  classification  shall  be  binding  on  any 
subsequent  exhibitor  unless  and  until  he  obtains  a 
change  of  classification  in  the  manner  above 
provided 

Section  4.  Offenses: 
(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  exhibitor  or  his 
employee: 

(1)  To  exhibit  any  film  which  has  not  been 
classified  as  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

(2)  To  exhibit  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  if  any  current 
advertisement  of  such  film  by  such  exhibitors 
fails  to  state  clearly  the  classification  of  such 
film. 

(3)  To  exhibit  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  without  keeping 
such  classification  posted  prominently  in  front 
of  the  theater  which  such  film  is  being  exhibited. 

(4)  Knowingly  to  sell  or  give  to  any  young 
person  a  ticket  to  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons." 

(5)  Knowingly  to  permit  any  young  person  to 
view  the  exhibition  of  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons." 

(6)  To  exhibit  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  or  any  scene  or 
scenes  from  such  a  film  or  from  an  unclassified 
film,  whether  moving  or  still,  in  the  same  theater 
and  on  the  same  program  with  a  film  classified 


"suitable  for  young  persons"  provided  that  any 
advertising  preview  or  trailer  containing  a  scene 
or  scenes  from  an  unclassified  film  or  film 
classified  "not  suitable  for  young  persons"  may 
be  shown  at  any  time  if  same  has  been  separately 
classified  as  "suitable  for  young  persons"  under 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

(7)  To  make  any  false  or  wilfully  misleading 
statement  in  any  proposed  classification, 
application  for  change  of  classification,  or  any 
other  proceeding  before  the    *    . 

(8)  To  exhibit  any  film  classified  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  without  having  in 
force  the  license  hereinafter  provided. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  young  person : 

(1)  To  give  his  age  falsely  as  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  or  over,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining 
admittance  to  an  exhibition  of  a  film  classified 
"not  suitable  for  young  persons." 

(2)  To  enter  or  remain  in  the  viewing  room  of 
any  theater  where  a  film  classified  "not  suitable 
for  young  persons"  ie  being  exhibited. 

(3)  To  state  falsely  that  he  or  she  is  married 
for  the  purpose  of  gaining  admittance  to  an 
exhibition  of  a  film  classified  "not  suitable  for 
young  persons." 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person: 

(1)  To  sell  or  give  any  person  a  ticket  to  an 
exhibition  of  a  film  classified  "not  suitable  for 
young  persons." 

(2)  To  make  any  false  or  wilfully  misleading 
statement  in  an  application  for  change  of 
classification  or  in  any  proceeding  before 
the    *. 

(3)  To  make  any  false  statements  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  any  young  person  to  gain 
admittance  to  the  exhibition  of  a  film  classified 
as  "not  suitable  for  young  persons." 

(d)  To  the  extent  that  any  prosecution  or  other 
proceeding  under  this  ordinance  involves  the 
entering,  purchasing  of  a  ticket,  or  viewing  by  a 
young  person  of  a  film  classified  "not  suitable  for 
young  persons."  it  shall  be  a  valid  defense  that 
such  young  person  was  accompanied  by  his  parent 
or  legally  appointed  guardian,  husband,  or  wife, 
throughout  the  viewing  of  such  film. 

Section  5.  License: 

Every  exhibitor  holding  a  motion  picture  theater 
or  motion  picture  show  license  issued  pursuant  to 
ordinances  of  the  said  city  shall  be  entitled  to 
issuance  of  a  license  by  the  Municipal  Clerk  to 
exhibit  films  classified  "not  suitable  for  young 
persons." 

Section  6.  Suspension  of  License. 

Whenever  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  any 
person  acting  under  his  direction,  or  any  ten  (10) 
citizens  of  the  said  city  shall  file  a  sworn  complaint 
with  the  Municipal  Clerk  stating  that  any  exhibitor 
has  repeatedly  violated  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  that  any  exhibitor  has  persistently 
failed  to  use  reasonable  diligence  to  determine 
whether  those  seeking  admittance  to  the  exhibition 
of  a  film  classified  "not  suitable  for  young 
persons"  are  below  the  age  of  eighteen  (18),  the 
Municipal    Clerk    shall    immediately    bring    such 
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complaint  to  the  attention  of  the  *  who  shall  set 
a  time  and  place  for  hearing' such  complaint  and 
cause  notice  of  such  hearing  to  be  given  to  the 
complainants  and  to  the  exhibitor  involved. 
The  *  shall  have  authority  to  require  witnesses 
to  appear  and  testify  at  such  hearing,  and  any 
party  to  such  hearing  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
process.  If,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  the  * 
shall  find  the  charges  in  such  complaint  to  be  true, 
it  shall  issue  and  file  an  order  revoking  or 
suspending  the  license  above  provided  insofar  as  it 
grants  the  privilege  of  showing  such  classified 
pictures  for  a  specific  period  not  to  exceed  one  (1) 
year,  or  may  issue  a  reprimand  if  it  is  satisfied  that 
such  violation  will  not  continue. 

The  *  ,  likewise,  after  notice  and  hearing,  may 
revoke  or  suspend  the  license  of  any  exhibitor  who 
has  refused  or  unreasonably  failed  to  produce  or 
delayed  the  submission  of  a  film  for  review,  when 
requested  by  the    *    . 

Section  7.  Judicial  Review. 

(a)  Within  two  (2)  days  after  the  filing  of  any 
classification  by  the  *  other  than  an  order 
approving  the  classification  proposed  by  an 
exhibitor,  any  exhibitor  may  file  a  notice  of 
nonacceptance  of  the  Board's  classification,  stating 
his  intention  to  exhibit  the  film  in  question  under 
a  different  classification.  Thereupon,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the     *    to  do  the  following: 

(1)  Within  three  (3)  days  thereafter  to  make 
application  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Suffolk 
County,  for  a  temporary  and  a  permanent 
injunction  to  enjoin  such  defendant  exhibitor, 
being  the  exhibitor  who  contests  the 
classification,  from  exhibiting  the  film  in 
question  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

(2)  To  have  said  application  for  temporary 
injunction  set  for  hearing  within  five  (5)  days 
after  the  filing  thereof.  In  the  event  the 
defendant  exhibitor  appears  at  or  before  the 
time  of  the  hearing  of  such  temporary 
injunction,  he  waives  the  notice  otherwise 
provided  by  the  Superior  Court  Rules  of  Civil 
Procedure,  and  requests  that  at  the  time  set  for 
such  hearing  the  Court  proceed  to  hear  the  case 
under  the  Superior  Court  Rules  of  Civil 
Procedure  for  permanent  injunction  on  its 
merits,  the  *  shall  be  required  to  waive  its 
application  for  temporary  injunction  and  shall 
join  in  such  request  In  the  event  the  defendant 
exhibitor  does  not  waive  notice  and/ or  does  not 
request  an  early  hearing  on 
the  *'s  application  for  permanent  injunction, 
it  shall  nevertheless  be  the  duty  of  the  *  to 
obtain  the  earliest  possible  setting  for  such 
hearing  under  the  provisions  of  State  Law  and 
the  Superior  Court  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure. 

(3)  If  the  injunction  is  granted  by  the  trial 
court  and  the  defendant-exhibitor  appeals  to 
the  Supreme  Court  the  *  shall  waive  any  and 
all  statutory  notices  and  times  as  provided  for 
in  the  Massachusetts  state  statutes  and  Superior 
Court  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  shall  within 
five  (5)  days  after  receiving  a  copy  of  appealing 


exhibitor's  brief,  file  its  reply  brief,  if  required, 
and  be  prepared  to  submit  the  case  upon  oral 
submission  pr  take  any  other  reasonable  action 
requested  by  the  appealing  exhibitor  to 
expedite  the  submission  of  the  case  to  the 
Supreme  Court  and  shall  upon  request  of  the 
appealing  exhibitor,  jointly  with  such  exhibitor, 
request  the  Supreme  Court  to  advance  the 
cause  upon  the  docket  and  to  give  it  a 
preferential  setting,  the  same  as  is  afforded  an 
appeal  from  a  temporary  injunction  or  other 
preferential  matters. 

(4)  If  the  Supreme  Court  should  by  its 
judgment  affirm  the  judgment  of  the  trial  court 
granting  the  injunction  and  the  appealing 
exhibitor  should  file  an  application  for  writ  of 
error  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  *  shall  be 
required  to -waive  any  and  all  notices  and  times 
as  provided  for  in  the  Massachusetts  state 
statutes  and  the  Supreme  Court  Rules  of  Civil 
Procedure,  and  shall  within  five  (5)  days  after 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  applications  for  writ  or 
error,  file  its  reply  brief,  if  required,  and  be 
prepared  to  submit  the  case  upon  oral 
submission  or  take  any  other  reasonable  action 
requested  by  the  appealing  exhibitor  to 
expedite  the  submission  of  the  case  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  shall  upon  request  of  the 
appealing  exhibitor,  jointly  with  such  exhibitor, 
request  the  Supreme  Court  te  advance  the 
cause  upon  the  docket  and  to  give  it  a 
preferential  setting,  the  same  as  is  afforded  an 
appeal  from  a  temporary  injunction  or  other 
preferential  matters. 

(5)  If  the  Superior  Court  denies  the  *  's 
application  for  injunction  and  the  *  elects  to 
appeal,  the  *  shall  be  required  to  waive  all 
periods  of  time  allowed  it  by  the  Supreme 
Court  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  if  a  motion 
for. a  new  trial  is  required,  shall  fie  said  motion 
within  two  (2)  days  after  the  signing  of  the 
judgment  (or  on  the  following  Monday  if  said 
period  ends  on  a  Saturday  or  Sunday,  or  on  the 
day  following  if  the  period  ends  on  a  legal 
holiday),  shall  not  amend  said  motion,  and  shall 
obtain  a  hearing  on  such  motion  within  five  (5) 
days  time.  If  no  motion  for  new  trial  is  required 
as  a  prerequisite  to  an  appeal  under  the 
Supreme  Court  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure,  the 
Board  shall  not  file  such  a  motion.  Within  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  judgment  is  signed  by  the 
District  Court  denying  such  injunction  or 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  order  overruling 
the  Board's  motion  for  new  trial  is  signed,  if 
such  motion  is  required,  the  Board  shall 
complete  all  steps  necessary  for  the  perfection 
of  its  appeal  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals, 
including  the  filing  of  the  transcript,  statement 
of  facts,  and  appellant's  brief.  Failure  to  do  so 
shall  constitute  an  abandonment  of  the  appeal. 
On  filing  the  record  with  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeals,  the  Board  shall  file  a  motion  to 
advance,  requesting  the  Court  to  give  a 
preferential  setting,  the  same  as  is  afforded  an 
appeal  from  a  temporary  injunction  or  other 
preferential  matters. 
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(6)  If  the  Supreme  Court  reverses  the  trial 
court  after  the  trial  court  has  granted  an 
injunction,  or  if  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals 
refuses  to  reverse  the  trial  court  after  that  court 
has  failed  to  grant  an  injunction  then,  if  the 
Board  desires  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  by  writ  of  error  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  it  must  file  its  motion  for 
rehearing  within  two  (2)  days  of  rendition  of 
the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  (or  on  the 
following  Monday  if  said  period  ends  on  a 
Saturday  or  Sunday,  or  on  the  day  following  if 
the  period  ends  on  a  legal  holiday),  and  shall 
file  its  application  for  writ  of  error  within  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  Single  Justice  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals'  order  overruling  such  motion 
for  rehearing,  and  failure  to  do  so  shall  waive  all 
rights  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Single 
Justice  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals.  At  the  time 
of  filing  the  application  for  writ  of  error,  the 
Board  shall  also  request  the  Supreme  Court  to 
give  the  case  a  preferential  setting  and  advance 
the  same  on  the  docket 

(b)  The  filing  of  such  notice  of  nonacceptance 
shall  not  suspend  or  set  aside  the  Board's  order, 
but  such  order  shall  be  suspended  at  the  end  of  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  filing  of  such  notice  unless  an 
injunction  is  issued  within  such  period. 

(c)  Failure  of  any  exhibitor  to  file  the  notice  of 
nonacceptance  within  two  (2)  days  as  required  in 
subdivision  (1)  of  such  classification  order  and 
such  exhibitor  shall  be  bound  by  such  order  in  all 
subsequent  proceedings  except  such  proceedings  as 
may  be  had  in  connection  with  any  application  for 
change  of  classification  under  subsection  (c)  of 
section  3  above.. 

Section  8.  Public  Nuisances. 
The  following  acts  are  declared  to  be  public 
nuisances: 

(a)  Any  violation  of  subdivisions  (1),  (2),  (3),  or 
(6)  of  subdivision  (a)  of  section  4  of  this 
Ordinance. 

(b)  Any  exhibition  of  a  film  classified  as  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  at  which  more  than 
three  (3)  young  persons  are  admitted. 

(c)  Any  exhibition  of  a  film  classified  as  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  by  an  exhibitor  who 
fails  to  use  reasonable  diligence  to  determine 
whether  persons  admitted  to  such  exhibitions  are 
persons  eighteen  (18)  years. 

(d)  Any  exhibition  of  film  classified  as  "not 
suitable  for  young  persons"  by  an  exhibitor  who 
has  been  convicted  of  as  many  as  three  (3) 
violations  of  subdivisions  (4)  or  (5)  of  subdivision 
(a)  of  section  4  of  this  ordinance  in  connection 
with  the  exhibition  of  the  same  film. 

(e)  To  pander  by  advertisement  for  the  purpose 
of  inducing  by  such  advertisement  "young 
persons"  to  view  films  classified  as  "not  suitable 
for  young  persons."  Provided  such  advertisement 
or  advertisements  appear  on  three  (3)  separate 
occasions  or  in  three  (3)  separate  media  on  the  (1) 
occasioa 

Section  9.  Injunctions. 


Whenever  the  Board  has  probable  cause  to 
believe  that  any  exhibitor  has  committed  any  of 
the  acts  declared  in  section  8  above  to  be  a  public 
nuisance,  the  *  shall  have  the  duty  to  make 
application  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for 
an  injunction  restraining  the  commission  of  such 
acts. 

Section  10.  Exemption  to  State  Law. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
regulate  public  exhibitions  preempted  by  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  11. 

Section  110  of  chapter  29  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence,  as  appearing  in  chapter  6  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1967,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  sentence.  "Any  person 
violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200),  and  each  offense  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
separate  violation  and  punishable  as  a  separate 
offense,  and  each  day  that  a  film  is  exhibited 
which  has  not  been  classified  according  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  a  separate  offense. 

Section  1 2.  Severability  Clause. 

Should  any  section,  subsection,  sentence, 
provision,  clause,  or  phase  be  held  to  be  invalid  for 
any  reason,  such  holding  shall  not  render  invalid 
any  other  section,  subsection,  sentence,  provision, 
clause,  or  phase  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  same  are 
deemed  severable  for  this  purpose.-  The 
Corporation  Counsel  shall  be  hereby  empowered  to 
prosecute  violations  in  Municipal  Court  and/or  the 
other  courts  of  the  state. 

Section  13. 

This    ordinance    shall   take    effect   upon   final 
passage  and  publication,  according  to  law.

"Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in 
November,"  and,  after  the  word  "conducted," 
inserting  the  words  "simultaneously,  with  and  as 
close  as  possible  to  all  the  the  regular  polling  places 
of  the  biennial  state  elections."  and  by  deleting  the 
words  "first  Monday  in  July,"  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  "third  Monday  in  November." 

By  deleting  the  fifth  sentence  thereof  in  its 
entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following 
sentences: 

"If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
a  member,  the  remaining  members  shall  within 
six  ty  (6  0)  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy 
choose,  as  member  for  the  unexpired  term, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office 
of  such  member  at  the  last  regular  election  at 
which  members  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election.  If  there  is  no  defeated  candidate  eligible 
and  willing  to  serve,  then  there  shall  be  a  special 
election  in  those  precincts  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs  to  be  held  by  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  at  all  the  regular  polling  places 
within  those  precincts  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the 
occurrence  of  such  vacancy.  The  cost  of  any 
election  conducted  under  this  section  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Model  City  Agency,  provided  the 
Model  City  Agency  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
federal  government" 

The  sixth  and  seventh  sentences  of  section  2 
remain  unchanged. 

Coun.  Piemonte  in  the  chair.

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
by  the  City  Clerk  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  branch  of 
the  Congress,  and  e.ach  member  thereof  from  the 
Commonwealth.

Whereas,  Sites  for  land  development  in  Boston 
are  becoming  increasingly  scarce  and  at  the  same 
time  appreciatively  more  valuable;  and 

Whereas,  Real  estate  in  Boston  has  increased  in 
value  at  an  annual  rate  of  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  A  certain  segment  of  land  located  in 
the  West  End  Redevelopment  Area  known  as  2-1E, 
IF  containing  approximately  56,000  square  feet 
was  approved  by  tfee  regional  office  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  use  as  commercial 
space  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  square  foot;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Authority  in  a  proposal  dated  February,  1971, 
computed  the  value  of  this  land  when  used  for 
commercial  purposes  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  square 
foot;  and 

Whereas,  The  land  where  1  Center  Plaza  now 
stands,  which  is  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  mile 
away  from  the  above-mentioned  land,  was  sold  for 
$  1 2  per  square  foot;  and

in  land  use  from  that  which  was  proposed  in  the 
original  West  End  Land  Assembly  and

reasons  why  there  has  been  no  land  reuse  appraisal 


Coun.  MOAKLEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  tremendous  need  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  green  and  open  land  in  its  natural 
state  which  can  be  used  by  Bostonians  for  hiking, 
bicycling,  picnicking,  and  enjoyment  of  unspoiled 
hills  and  meadows  and  greenery ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
strongly  supports  any  action  which  will  make 
possible  such  enjoyment  within  the  city  or  near  the 
homes  of  residents  of  the  city ;  and 

Whereas,  The  area  known  as  the 
Charles-to-Charles  corridor  is  the  only  area

Whereas,  The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  endeavoring  to  secure 
federal  financial  assistance  under  the  Federal  Land 
and  Water  Conservation  Fund  Act  (P.L.  88-578,  78 
Stat.  897)  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  interests  in 
land  in  the  Charles-to-Charles  corridor;  and 

Whereas,  The  Conservation  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  endeavoring  to  secure  gifts  of 
land  or  of  interests  in  land  in  the  Charles-to-Charles 
corridor,  which  gifts  will  not  only  safeguard  such 
land  or  interests  in  land  for  public  enjoyment  but 
may  also  qualify  as  the  local  contribution  required 
to  obtain  certain  federal  and  state  financial 
assistance;  and 

Whereas,  The  Conservation  Commission  is 
endeavoring  to  secure  "self-help"  conservation 
funds,  so  called,  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  under  G.L.  c.  132A,  s.  11,  and  may, 
as  the  only  city  agency  empowered  to  apply  for 
such  funds,  be  able  by  this  mechanism  to  obtain  50 
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percent  reimbursement  of  such  part  of  the  cost  of 
the  Charles-to-Charles  corridor  as  may  be  provided 
by  sources  other  than  the  federal  government,  and 
in  this  way  may  be  able  to  fund  as  much  as 
three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  acquiring  land  and 
interests  in  land  in  the  Charles-to-Charles  corridor; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved: 

1.  That  the  City  of  Boston  supports  the  concept 
of  a  Charles-to-Charles  open  space  and  recreation 
corridor,  and  that  such  concept  is  consistent  with 
the  plans  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  allocation  of 
land  for  open  spaces  and  public  recreation  use. 

2.  That  application  be  made  to  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  for  financial  assistance  in  acquiring 
land  and  rights  in  land  in  the  area  known  as  the 
Charles-to-Charles  corridor. 

3.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
apply  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
to  the  United  States  of  America  for  financial 
assistance  under  any  statute  or  program  supplying 
such  assistance,  including  without  limitation  on  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing  the  Federal  Land  and 
Water  Conservation  Fund  Act  (P.L.  88-578,  78 
Stat,  897)  as  now  or  hereafter  amended,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  land  and  interests  in  land  in 
the  Charles-to-Charles  corridor  and  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  activities  incidental  to  such 
acquisitioa 


4.  That  the  Conservation  Commission  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  apply  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  self-help 
conservation  funds,  so  called,  under  G.L.  c.  132A, 
s.  11,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  and 
interests  in  land  in  the  Charles-to-Charles  corridor 
and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  activities 
incidental  to  such  acquisition. 

5.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  and  the  Conservation  Commission  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  provide  such 
additional  information  and  to  furnish  such 
documents  as  may  be  required  by  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  to  act  as  the  authorized 
correspondents  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
connection  with  application  for  financial  assistance 
that  may  be  filed  hereunder.

that  the  budget  was  transmitted  to  the  Budget 
Division  in  late  1971.

scales  effective  as  of  January  1,  1972.  The  cost  of 
these  increases  totals  $187,378.

ORDINANCE  DESIGNATING  MAYOR  TO 
GRANT  LICENSES  TO  RECEIVE  ALMS,  ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

By  chapter  225  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Court  amended  G.L. 
chapter  101,  section  33,  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  issue  licenses  to  charitable  corporations 
to  sell  certain  small  articles  in  the  streets  and  other 
public  places  within  the  city.  The  1970  statutory 
amendment  now  authorizes  such  board  or  officer 
as  may  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  issue  such 
licenses. 

The  General  Court  has  also  amended  chapter 
538  of  the  Acts  of  1909  so  as  to  eliminate  the  role 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  in 
issuing  licenses  to  persons  to  receive  alms  in  public 
places  in  the  City  of  Bostoa  Chapter  822  of  the 
Acts  of  1969  now  authorizes  such  board  or  officer 
as  may  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  issue  such 
licenses.  Pursuant  to  this  amendment  1  submitted 
to  you  in  November  of  1969  a  proposed  ordinance 
designating  the  Mayor  as  the  officer  to  grant 
licenses  to  receive  alms  in  public  places  in  Bostoa 
but  the  ordinance,  after  being  rejected  without 
prejudice  on  January  12,  1970,  and  resubmitted  by 
Councillor  Atkins  on  such  date,  was  placed  on  file 
on  December  27,  1971. 

In  accordance  with  these  two  related  statutory 
amendments  I  am  submitting  to  you  herewith  an 
ordinance  which,  if  adopted,  would  designate  the 
mayor  as  the  officer  to  grant  licenses  under  chapter 
225  of  the  Acts  of  1970  to  charitable  organizations 
to  sell  certain  small  articles  and  licenses  under 
chapter  538  of  the  Acts  of  1908  to  receive  alms  in 
public  places  in  Bostoa 
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I  recommend  prompt  adoption  of  the  ordinance 
submitted  herewith.

Articles  for  Charitable  Purposes."

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
REDUCING  NUMBER  OF  LIQUOR 
LICENSES 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  home  rule  petition 
which  would  reduce  the  number  of  liquor  licenses 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  would  extend  the  period 
during  which  holders  of  licenses  may  receive 
damages  if  the  licensed  premises  are  taken  by 
public  authority. 

In  1965  the  Legislature  enacted  chapter  804, 
which  reduced  to  700  the  number  of  on-premise 
licenses  and  to  250  the  number  of  package  store 
licenses,  it  also  established  a  fund  paid  for  out  of 
increased  fees  from  which  damages  could  be  paid 
when  licensed  premises  were  taken  by  public 
authority.  The  legislation  worked  very  well,  and  its 
objective  has  been  achieved.  Still,  however,  there 
are  more  licenses  in  both  categories  than  the 
population  of  the  city  justifies.  This  situation  will 
be  aggravated  when  the  Park  Plaza  Project  moves 
ahead,  since  there  are  many  more  licensed  premises 
within  its  boundaries  than  can  beneficially  be 
located  elsewhere. 

The  legislation  which  I  propose  provides  that  the 
number  of  licenses  for  beverages  to  be  drunk  on 
premises  (G.  L.  c.  13  8,  s.  12)  shall  be  reduced  from 
a  maximum  of  700  to  a  maximum  of  600,  and  that 
the  number  of  package  store  licenses  (G.  L.  c.  138, 
s.  15)  shall  be  reduced  from  a  maximum  of  250  to 
a  maximum  of  200.  In  both  cases  reduction  will  be 
accomplished  gradually   through  natural  attritioa 


Until  the  number  of  licenses  outstanding  shall  have 
been  reduced  to  the  proposed  allowable  levels  by 
cancellation,  revocation,  or  failure  of  licensees  to 
apply  for  renewal,  no  new  original  licenses  will  be 
issued. 

The  proposed  legislation  incorporates  necessary 
conforming  changes  in  St  1965,  c.  804,  and  also 
extends  through  1974  the  period  allowed  under 
that  statute  for  license  holders  to  obtain  damages  if 
they  retire  their  licenses  where  premises  have  been 
taken  by  public  authority. 

Finally,  the  proposed  legislation  rectifies 
deficiencies  in  G.  L.  c.  13  8,  s.  23  B,  which  also 
deals  with  the  problems  of  licensees  whose 
premises  have  been  taken  by  public  authority 
under  the  eminent  domain  power.  First,  it  would 
include  in  the  scope  of  the  section  land  takings  for 
projects  under  G.  L.  c.  121A.  Second,  where  the 
present  law  allows  a  license  to  be  reserved  for  four 
years  from  the  date  of  the  taking,  this  proposed 
legislation  would  allow  four  years  from  the  date 
when  the  licensee  is  required  to  vacate  his 
premises.  This  corrective  provision  acknowledges 
first  the  difficulty  such  licensees  find  in  relocating, 
and  also  the  fact  that  many  of  them  remain  in  their 
former  premises  for  quite  long  periods  while  urban 
redevelopment  projects  are  in  their  early  stages. 

I  urge  your  prompt  favorable  action  on  this 
proposal.

Section  1.  Section  17  of  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  seventh  paragraph,  as  appearing  in  chapter  263 
of  the  Acts  of  1939,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraph: 

The  licensing  board  for  the  city  of  Boston  may 
grant  not  exceeding  700  licenses  for  the  sale  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages  under  section  1  2;  provided  that 
no  further  original  licenses  under  said  section  shall 
be  granted  until  the  number  of  licenses  outstanding 
thereunder  shall  have  been  reduced  to  less  than 
600  by  cancellation  or  revocation  or  the  failure  of 
holders  of  such  licenses  to  apply  for  renewals,  and 
thereafter  licenses  thereunder  may  be  granted  only 
to  a  total  not  exceeding  600.  Said  board  may  grant 
not  exceeding  250  licenses  for  the  sale  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages  under  section  15;  provided  that 
no  further  original  licenses  under  said  section  shall 
be  granted  until  the  number  of  licenses  outstanding 
thereunder  shall  have  been  reduced  to  less  than 
200  by  cancellation  or  revocation  or  the  failure  of 
holders  of  such  licenses  to  apply  for  renewals,  and 
thereafter  licenses  thereunder  may  be  granted  only 
to   a   total   not  exceeding   200.   The   number   of 
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licenses  for  the  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages 
only,  or  both,  in  said  city  shall  not  exceed  200. 

Section  2.  The  first  sentence  of  section  23B  of 
said  chapter  138,  as  appearing  in  chapter  514  of 
the  Acts  of  1958,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "authority"  in  line  2  the  words  "or 
in  the  city  of  Boston  acquired  for  a  project 
approved  under  section  6  of  chapter  121A";  and 
the  second  sentence  of  said  section,  as  so 
appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
the  words  "or  in  the  city  of  Boston  four  years 
from  the  date  he  is  required  to  remove  his  business 
from  the  premises." 

Section  3.  Section  1  of  chapter  804  of  the  Acts 
of  1965  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  fine  1 
the  word  "seventy"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "seventy-five,"  and  by  striking  out  in  line 
17  the  word  "seven"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "six,"  and  by  striking  out  in  lines  19  and 
20  the  words  "and  fifty." 

Section  4.  If  within  one  year  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  due  application  is  made  to  the 
licensing  board  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  any  person 
who  on  the  effective  date  of  said  chapter  804,  held 
under  section  12  or  15  of  said  chapter  138  a 
license  to  do  business  on  premises  in  said  city 
which  had  theretofore  been  taken  in  fee  by  public 
authority  and  who  had  held  such  license  at  the 
time  of  such  taking  but  who  could  not  tender  such 
license  for  cancellation  under  said  chapter  804 
solely  because  he  was  not  required  to  remove  his 
business  from  such  premises  within  four  years  from 
the  date  of  taking  and  so  could  not  have  his  license 
reserved  under  section  23 B  of  said  chapter  138, 
said   licensing    board  shall   forthwith   revive   said 


license  but  solely  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  such 
person  to  tender  it  for  cancellation  under  said 
chapter  804;  and  such  person  may  thereupon 
forthwith  tender  it  for  such  cancellation  as  of  the 
date  he  was  required  to  remove  from  the  premises 
and  thereupon  be  paid  the  sum  which  would  have 
been  payable  if  it  had  been  tendered  on  date. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

On  behalf  of  President  Nixon,  thank  you  for  a 
copy  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  recommending  that  the  Boston  Common 
and  the  Public  Garden  be  listed  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 

We  are  enclosing  a  folder,  "The  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,"  which  describes  the 
program  authorized  by  the  National  Historic 
Preservation  Act  of  1966  (80  Stat  915).  Under  the 
section  entitled  "The  Program"  you  will  see  that 
nominations  to  the  National  Register  are  made  by 
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the  state  through  the  state  liaison  officer  for 
historic  preservation.  We  note  that  you  have  sent  a 
copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission;  the  Honorable  John  F.  X. 
Davoren,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  is  the  Massachusetts 
State  Liaison  Officer. 

When  nominations  are  received  by  the  National 
Park  Service,  they  are  given  professional  review  to 
determine  the  adequacy  of  the  nomination  form 
and  suitability  of  the  property  for  listing  on  the 
National  Register.  Notification  of  the  final  decision 
is  given  to  concerned  members  of  the  Congress  and 
the  State  Liaison  Officer,  and  the  latter  has 
responsibility  for  notifying  the  property  owner. 

The  enclosed  fact  sheet  describes  the 
grants-in-aid  program  authorized  by  this  law.  A 
property  must  be  listed  on  the  National  Register 
and  included  in  an  approved  State  Historic 
Preservation  Plan  before  it  can  be  considered  for  a 
matching  grant  At  present  the  funding  level  of  this 
program  is  far  below  the  total  of  matching  funds 
available  from  the  states  and,  consequently,  only  a 
portion  of  the  grant  applications  can  be  approved 
The  "Budget  of  the  United  States  for  Fiscal  Year 
1972,"  under  "Preservation  of  Historic  Property, 
National  Park  Service,"  page  586,  requests 
$6,205,000  for  grants-in-aid.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$225,000  over  the  program's  1972  appropriation 
of  $5,980,000.

RE  REVENUE  SHARING

Whereas,  There  is  presently  pending  in  the 
United  States  Congress  a  bill  known  as  the  "State, 
Local,  and  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972,"

Whereas,  This  bill  which  bears  the  numerical 
designation  of  H.  R.  14370,  is  a  major  step  in 
granting  tax  relief  through  fiscal  assistance  for  the 
states,  counties,  cities,  and  towns  throughout  the 
country;  and 

Whereas,  Section  101  of  Subtitle  A  of  H.  R. 
14370  provides  for  federal  assistance  for  "high 
priority  expenditures"  defined  as: 

1.  Maintenance  and  operating  expenses  for 

a.  Public  safety  (including  law  enforce- 
ment, fire  protection,  and  building  code 
enforcement) 

b.  Environmental  protection  (including 
sewage  disposal,  sanitation,  and  pollu- 
tion abatement)  and 

c.  Public  transportation  (including  transit 
systems  and  streets) 

2.  Capital  expenditures  for 

a.  Sewage  collection  and  treatment 

b.  Refuse  disposal  systems 

c.  Public  transportation  (including  transit 
systems  and  street  construction)

similar  legislation  that  will  grant  some  measure  of

Whereas,  The  regulations  governing  massage 
establishments  as  set  forth  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Depart- 
ment adopted  on  April  1,  1936,  prohibit  the 
practicing  of  massage  upon  a  person  of  the 
opposite  sex ;  and 

Whereas,  Owners  and  operators  of  the  massage 
establishments  in  Boston  feel  that  said  regulations 
serve  to  hinder  the  effectiveness  of  their  operations 
as  well  as  restrict  their  business  which  is  recognized 
as  beneficial  to  the  health  and  fitness  of  those  who 
avail  themselves  of  massage  treatment;  and 

Whereas,  Said  massage  establishments  believe 
that  the  practice  of  massage  upon  a  person  of  the 
opposite  sex  is  no  longer  considered  to  be  offensive 
to  the  public  as  long  as  such  operations  conform  to 
the  standards  and  regulations  of  the  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  and  with  the  added  assur- 
ance that  their  premises  may  be  inspected  at  any 
time  by  a  police  officer  and/or  agent  of  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Health  arid  Hospitals  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  requested  to  amend  Regulations  15  and 
16  of  April  1,  1936,  relative  to  the  practice  of 
massage  to  allow  the  practice  of  massage  on  a 
person  of  another  sex.

Whereas,  The  week  of  May  21,  1972,  is  the 
Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum;

Whereas,  In  1872  the  Arnold  Arboretum  and 
Harvard  University  appointed  Charles  Sprague 
Sargent  as  Curator  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum;  and 

Whereas,  Professor  Sargent  brought  a  lifetime  of 
horticultural  pursuit  to  his  new  assignment  and 
within  a  year  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Arnold 
Arboretum,  which  no  person  ever  served  with 
greater  dedication  and  community  attachment 
than  did  the  new  director;  and 

Whereas,  Edwin  Laurence  Godkin,  editor  of  the 
Nation,  who  came  to  the  United  States  from 
England  in  1856,  observed  in  1871  that  "Boston  is 
the  one  place  in  America  where  wealth  and 
knowledge  of  how  to  use  it  are  apt  to  coincide"; 
and 
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Whereas,  It  is  universally  recognized  that  the 
community  that  bore  a  Harvard  University  only  six 
years  after  the  puritan  immigrants  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Company  settled  Boston  re- 
sponded to  this  great  unmatched  horticultural 
adventure;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  years  of  its  existence  the 
Arnold  Arboretum  has  been  a  source  of  enjoyment

THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  2  of  chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1970,  is  further  amended  as  follows: 

In  the  third  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  by  deleting  the  words  "first  Monday  in 
July"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "first 
Monday  in  August"; 
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In  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  by  deleting  the  words  "first  Tuesday  in 
June"  and  the  words  "first  Monday  in  July"  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words  "fourth  Tuesday  in 
July"  and  "first  Monday  in  August,"  respectively. 

By  deleting  the  fifth  sentence  thereof  in  its 
entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following 
sentences: 

"If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
a  member,  the  remaining  members  shall  within 
sixty  (60)  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy 
choose,  as  member  for  the  unexpired  term, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office 
of  such  members  at  the  last  regular  election  at 
which  members  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve  then  there  shall  be  a 
special  election  in  those  precincts  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  at  all  the  regular  polling  places 
within  thoses  precincts  within  sixty  (60)  days  of 


the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy.  The  cost  of  any 
such  election  conducted  under  this  section  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Model  City  Agency." 

The  sixth  and  seventh  sentences  of  section  2 
remain  unchanged. 

Coun.  O'LEARY  moved  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  passage  of  the  ordinance.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
Compensation  and  Classification  Plans  for  the 
Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel,  whenever  a  new  position 
is  established,  is  required,  after  an  investigation  of 
the  actual  and  proposed  duties  and  responsibilities 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  to  classify  the  position  by  allocating  it  to 
its  appropriate  class.

Under  the  date  of  January  3,  1972,  I 
recommended  that  an  order  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  authorizing  the  issuance  of  temporary 
loan  notes  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the  amount 
of  $130,000,000,  to  finance  expenditures  until 
taxes  are  received  in  October  and  November  of  the 
current  fiscal  year.

The  increased  bombing  over  Indochina  and  the 
mining  of  North  Vietnamese  ports  is  not  ending 
our  nation's  anguish  and  returning  our  prisoners  of 
war;  and  it  is  only  bringing  more  needless  suffering 
to  the  people  of  Indochina  Clearly,  our  national 
interest  does  not  lie  in  the  continuation  of  the  war, 
but  in  the  long  overdue  need  for  appropriate 
decisions  at  the  highest  levels  of  our  government  to 
end  the  violence  through  serious  negotiations  in 
Paris. 

Be  assured  that  I  shall  do  all  I  can  in  the  Senate

We  have  written  to  the  City  Clerk  on  this 
matter,  informing  him  that  the  nominations  to  the 
National  Register  are  made  by  the  state  through 
the  state  liaison  officer  for  historic  preservatioa  In 
the  case  of  Massachusetts  this  official  is  the 
Honorable  John  F.  X.  Davoren,  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Chairman,  Massachusetts  His- 
torical Commission,  Office  of  the  Secretary,  State 
House,  Boston. 

We  sent  the  City  Clerk  copies  of  the  enclosed 
folder,  "The  National  Register  of  Historic  Places," 
and  the  fact  sheet  describing  the  grants-in-aid 
program  authorized  by  the  National  Historic 
Preservation  Act  of  1966  (80  Stat.  915),  as 
amended.  We  informed  him  that  the  present 
funding  level  of  the  grants  program  is  far  below  the 
total  of  matching  funds  available  from  the  states, 
and  therefore  only  a  portion  of  grant  applications 
can  be  approved.  The  "Budget  of  the  United  States 
for  Fiscal  Year  1973,"  under  "Preservation  of 
Historic  Property,  National  Park  Service,"  page 
586,  requests  $6,205,000  for  grants-in-aid,  an 
increase  of  $225,000  over  the  1972  appropriation 
of  $5,980,000.

The  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions, 
to  which  was  referred  on  January  24,  1972, 
Docket  1390,  An  Ordinance  Regulating  the 
Control  of  Dogs,  having  considered  the  same, 
recommends  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Control  of  Dogs. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  10B  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  10B.  1 
Dog  Officer 

Section  1.  Tire  Dog  Officer  appointed  under 
section  151  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
the  domestic  charitable  corporation  from  time  to 
time  performing  by  contract  the  duties  of  dog 
officer  in  accordance  with  said  section,  shall 
apprehend  and  impound  any  dog  found  running  at 
large  in  any  street  or  public  place  within  the  city  in 
violation  of  section  4 A  of  chapter  29  of  these 
ordinances.  Upon  apprehending  or  receiving  any 
such  dog  the  dog  officer  or  domestic  charitable 
corporation  performing  duties  as  aforesaid  shall 
make  a  complete  registry,  entering  the  breed, 
color,  and  sex  of  such  dog  whether  or  not  such  dog 
is  licensed,  and,  if  such  dog  is  licensed,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  owner  and  the  number  of  the 
license  tag.  The  dog  officer  or  domestic  charitable 
corporation  performing  duties  as  aforesaid  shall  as 
soon  as  possible  notify  the  owner  of  any  such  dog, 
if  known,  that  the  dog  has  been  impounded,  and 
shall  return  any  dog  so  impounded  to  the  owner 
thereof  upon  payment  of  all  costs  and  charges 
incurred  by  the  dog  officer  or  by  such  domestic 
charitable  corporation  in  connection  with  the 
apprehension  and  detention  of  such  dog  and,  if 
such  dog  is  unlicensed  when  apprehended,  upon 
presentation  of  a  license  for  such  dog  secured  from 
the  police  commissioner  by  the  owner  thereof. 

Section  2.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  4  the  following 
section: 

Section  4A.  No  person  owning  or  harboring  a 
dog  shall  suffer  or  allow  it  to  go  upon  the  premises 
of  another  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  premises.  No  person  owning  or 
harboring  a  dog  shall  sutler  or  .illow  it  to  run  at 
large  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  the  city,  nor 
permit  it  to  go  upon  any  street  or  public  place 
unless  it  is  effectively  restrained  by  a  chain  or  leash 
not  exceeding  ten  feet  in  length.  I  or  the  purposes 
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of  section  173A  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws,  this  section  shall  be  deemed  an  ordinance 
made  under  the  provisions  of  section  173  of  said 
chapter  140. 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  110  the 
following  section: 

Alternative  Noncriminal  Disposition  of  Viola- 
tions of  Sections  4 A  and  40A.  Sections  4 A  and 
40A  of  this  chapter  shall  be  enforced  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  his 
authorized  agents,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Housing  Inspection  and  his  authorized  agents,  by 
all  police  officers,  by  all  special  police  officers 
including  parking  meter  supervisors,  so  called, 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  282  of 
the  Acts  of  1898,  as  amended,  and  by  the  dog 
officer  appointed  under  section  151  of  chapter  140 
of  the  General  Laws  or  the  domestic  charitable 
corporation  from  time  to  time  performing  by 
contract  the  duties  of  dog  officer  in  accordance 
with  said  section  151,  and  by  the  authorized  agents 
of  such  dog  officer  or  such  domestic  charitable 
corporation.  If  any  officer  empowered  to  enforce 
sections  4 A  and  40A  of  this  chapter  takes 
cognizance  of  a  violation  thereof,  he  may,  as  an 
alternative  to  instituting  criminal  proceedings, 
forthwith  give  to  the  offender  a  written  notice  to 
appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  having 
jurisdiction  at  any  time  during  office  hours,  not 
later  than  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  such 
violation.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  triplicate  and 
shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  offender, 
the  specific  offense  charged,  and  the  time  and 
place  for  his  required  appearance.  Such  notice  shall 
be  signed  by  the  officer,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
offender  whenever  practicable  in  acknowledgement 
that  such  notice  has  been  received.  The  officer 
shall  if  possible  deliver  to  the  offender  at  the  time 
and  place  of  the  violation  a  copy  of  said  notice. 
Whenever  it  not  possible  to  deliver  a  copy  of  said 
notice  to  the  offender  at  the  time  and  place  of  the 
violation,  said  copy  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered  by 
the  officer,  or  by  his  commanding  officer  or  by  the 
head  of  his  department,  or  by  any  person 
authorized  by  such  commanding  officer  or  head  of 
department,  to  the  offender's  last  known  address, 
or  to  the  address  of  the  owner  of  the  dog  as  it  may 
appear  on  the  collar  of  such  dog  or  as  it  may 
appear  on  the  application  for  a  license  for  such  dog 
in  the  records  of  the  police  commissioner,  within 
five  days  thereof,  exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sundays, 
and  legal  holidays.  Such  notice  as  so  mailed  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice,  and  a  certificate  of 
the  officer  or  person  so  mailing  such  notice  that  it 
has  been  mailed  in  accordance  with  this  section 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof.  At  or  before 
the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty  the  officer 
shall  give  to  his  commanding  officer  or  department 
head  those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  a  violation 
he  has  taken  cognizance  of  during  such  tour  which 
have  not  already  been  delivered  or  mailed  by  him 
as  aforesaid.  Said  commanding  officer  or  depart- 
ment head  shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one  of 


said  copies  and  shall,  at  a  time  not  later  than  the 
next  court  day  after  such  delivery  or  mailing, 
deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court  before  whom  the  offender  has  been  notified 
to  appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  clerk 
of  a  district  court  as  hereinbefore  provided  may 
appear  before  such  clerk  and  confess  the  offense 
charged,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing,  or  by  mailing  to  such  clerk, 
with  the  notice,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  such 
payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note,  money 
order,  or  check.  Payment  to  such  clerk  of  such  sum 
shall  operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case. 
Proceedings  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be 
deemed  criminal;  and  no  person  notified  to  appear 
before  the  clerk  of  a  district  court  as  provided 
herein  shall  be  required  to  report  to  any  probation 
officer,  and  no  record  of  the  case  shall  be  entered 
in  the  probation  records. 

If  any  person  so  notified  to  appear  before  the 
clerk  of  a  district  court  fails  to  appear  and  pay  the 
fine  provided  hereunder  or,  having  appeared, 
desires  not  to  avail  himself  of  the  procedure 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  noncriminal  disposi- 
tion of  the  case,  the  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
notify  the  officer  concerned,  who  shall  forthwith 
make  a  complaint  and  follow  the  procedure 
established  for  violations  of  these  ordinances. 

As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "district  court" 
shall  include,  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction, 
the  Boston  Municipal  Court 

The  notice  to  appear  provided  herein  shall  be 
printed  in  such  form  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
chief  justice  of  the  Boston  Municipal  Court  and  to 
the  administrative  committee  of  the  district  courts 
as  created  by  section  43 A  of  chapter  218  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable,  and 
if  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
July  1,  1972.

Section  2.  The  Listing  Board  constituted  under 
chapter  29  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917,  as 
amended  by  chapter  287  of  the  Acts  of  1938, 
shall,  each  year  in  the  course  of  making  a  list  of  all 
dogs  owned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Boston,  pursuant 
to  section  150  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws, 
ascertain  whether  each  such  dog  is  licensed  or 
unlicensed,  and  shall  return  such  information  to 
the  police  commissioner  and  to  the  dog  officer  or 
to  the  domestic  charitable  corporation  from  time 
to  time  performing  by  contract  the  duties  of  dog 
officer  in  accordance  with  section  151  of  said 
chapter  140.  The  listing  board  or  its  agents  shall,  at 
the  time  of  so  ascertaining,  by  means  of  a  suitable 
written  notice  inform  each  owner  or  harborer  of  an 
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unlicensed  dog  of  the  penalties  for  harboring  such 
dog  and  of  the  procedure  for  procuring  a  dog 
license.  The  listing  board  or  its  agents  shall  give  to 
each  owner  or  harborer  of  an  unlicensed  dog  the 
form  of  application  for  a  dog  license  that  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  police 
commissioner,  with  as  many  duplicate  copies  of 
the  same  as  may  be  required  by  the  police 
commissioner,  and  shall  inform  each  such  owner  or 
harborer  of  the  procedure,  if  any,  that  may  be 
from  time  to  time  established  by  the  police 
commissioner  for  submitting  such  application  and 
securing  such  license  by  mail. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  new  section: 

Section  4.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  in  clause  (76)  of  section  1 
after  the  words  "any  other  female  dog"  the  figure 
"$5"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figure  $10. 

Coua  TIERNEY  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
laid  on  the  table  pending  a  referendum  petition. 
The  motion  was  lost 

The  amendments  of  Councillor  Iannella  were 
adopted. 

Coun.  MOAKLEY  moved  to  amend  section  3  by 
striking  therefrom  the  words  "by  all  police 
officers."  The  motion  was  lost

Whereas,  After  an  exam  is  held  two  or  three 
months  elapse  before  a  list  of  succesful  candidates

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  by  that  time 
Boston's  Police  Department  will  be  more  than  200 
short  of  its  already  low  quota;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  urges  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  review  then  workload,  take  cognizance 
of  the  situation  with  respect  to  the  police  shortage 
in  Boston,  and  take  all  steps  necessary  to  hold  an

Section  8  of  chapter  665  of  the  Acts 
of  1956,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  193 
of  the  Acts  of  1966,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  in  the  second  paragraph  after  the  words 
"give  public  notice  thereof  the  words  "not  less 
than  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  such 
hearing." 

Section  3.  Section  119  of  chapter  479  of  the 
Acts  of  193  8,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  year  1943, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  in 
paragraph  (a)  after  the  word  "hearing"  the  words 
"notice  of  which  shall  have  been  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  such  hearing, 
published  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  and  also  sent  by  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  appellant  and  to  the  owners 
of  all  property  deemed  by  said  board  of  appeal  to 
be  affected  thereby,  as  they  appear  on  the  then 
most  recent  local  tax  list  and  to  any  person  filing 
written  request  for  notice  of  all  such  hearings,  such 
notice  to  be  renewed  yearly  in  December,  and  to 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority." 

Section  4.  Chapter  291  of  the  acts  of  1906  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  last  sentence 
of  section  4,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
214  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  the  following  sentences:

entitled  to  notice  of  the  application  under  section 
15A  of  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws  and 
chapter  90  of  the  Acts  of  1953  as  amended  by 
chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  to  all  persons 
requesting  such  notice,  and  to  any  person  filing  a 
request  ,  renewable  annually  in  December,  for  all 
such  notices.  The  notice  of  public  hearing  required 
hereunder  may  be  combined  with  such  notice  as  is 
required  to  be  published  and  mailed  by  section 


15A  of  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws,  but 
nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  waive,  excuse,  or 
lessen  any  requirement  of  said  section  15A."

Whereas,  There  is  presently  in  the  Great  and 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts  legislation  that,  if 
adopted,  would  require  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  for  project  contracts  of  urban  redevelop- 
ment corporations;  and 

Whereas,  H.  606  8  has  met  with  initial  approval 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  is  presently 
under  consideration  by  the  State  Senate;  and 

Whereas,  This  legislation,  House  Bill  6068, 
would  be  a  great  step  forward  in  providing  for  a 
balanced  and  intelligent  procedure  for  urban 
renewal  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  would  serve  to 
protect  the  rights,  interests,  and  property  of  the 
taxpayers  and  residents  of  Boston  by  insuring  that 
any  changes  in  contract  agreements,  plans,  and 
specifications  of  any  urban  renewal  project  would 
require  approval  by  the  City  Council  as  governing 
body  and  duly  elected  representatives  of  the 
people  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  goes  on  record 
as  being  strongly  in  favor  of  H.  606  8  and  urges 
swift  and  immediate  passage  of  this  legislation;  and 
be  it  further:

DISAPPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE  REGULA- 
TING TRANSFERS  OF  APPROPRIATIONS

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  May  22,  1972,  "requiring  the 
certification  of  the  City  Auditor  that  sufficient 
funds  are  available  for  any  contract,  service  order 
or  purchase  order  prior  to  execution  thereof, 
requiring  the  City  Auditor  to  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  City  Council,  and  further  regulating 
transfers  of  appropriations." 

My  objections  thereto  are  as  follows.  The  City 
Auditor  has  advised  me  that  it  would  not  be 
possible  for  him  to  comply  with  section  2  of  the 
ordinance  which  requires  him  to  submit  his 
monthly  report  or  monthly  exhibit,  so  called,  to 
the  City  Council  prior  to  its  second  regular  meeting 
of  every  month.  This  second  regular  meeting  could 
occur  as  early  as  the  eighth  of  the  month,  and  the 
City  Auditor  is  not  in  a  position  to  furnish  the 
required  information  until  considerably  later  in 
any  given  month. 

Upon  closing  the  month's  accounts,  the  Data 
Processing  Division  prepares  a  summary  for  such 
month  and  transmits  the  same  to  the  City  Auditor. 
However,  on  account  of  the  staggered  payroll 
system  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
it  is  not  possible  to  close  out  the  accounts  for  any 
given  month  until  several  days  into  the  following 
month.  Additional  time  is  required  in  the  Data 
Processing  Division  to  tabulate  and  prepare  the 
summary.  Even  under  the  best  of  circumstances 
(that  is,  when  the  Data  Processing  Division  is  not 
unduly  burdened  with  year-end  or  other  special 
work)  it  has  been  found  from  experience  that  the 
monthly  summary  will  not  be  received  by  the  City 
Auditor  until  the  twelfth  or  thirteenth  day  of  the 
following  month.  The  City  Auditor  states  that  at 
least  two  days  are  then  required  to  verify  the 
summary  and  a  third  day  would  be  required  to 
prepare  it  for  transmission  to  the  City  Council. 
Thus,  even  under  optimum  conditions,  the 
information  referred  to  in  section  2  of  the 
ordinance  could  not  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  following 
month.  Under  other  conditions,  as,  for  example, 
when  a  holiday  falls  during  the  early  weeks  of  a 
month  or  where  the  Data  Processing  Division  is 
unusually  delayed,  such  submission  could  not 
occur  until  proportionately  later. 

1  see  no  point  in  imposing  upon  a  public  officer 
a    duty    which   as   a   practical    matter   he   cannot 
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perform.  Accordingly,  since  I  am  not  empowered 
to  veto  the  ordinance  in  part  (St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.

At- 
tached herewith  is  a  letter  of  the  Model  Cities 
Administrator,  dated  May  26,  1972,  over  the 
signature  of  Paul  Parks;  a  1971  preliminary  report 
of  the  General  Accounting  Office  of  the  United 
States  concerning  the  Model  Cities  Administration 
and  its  effect  on  the  Model  Cities  Neighborhood  in 
Boston;  and  a  response  to  this  report  by  the  Model 
Cities  Administration;  and  a  copy  of  the  minutes 
of  a  public  hearing  held  before  this  committee 
concerning  the  Model  Cities  Program,  each  of 
which  is  a  part  of  this  report  by  incorporation,  and 
subsequent  interviews  and  communications  with 
Model  Cities  Administrators  and  community 
workers.  This  Committee  recommends  that  future 
attention  be  directed  to  streamlining  its  operations 
and  procedures,  to  insure  efficiency,  eliminate 
duplication  of  existing  services,  and  promote  a 
positive  output  in  terms  of  improving  the  quality 
of  life  of  those  who  reside  in  the  Model  Cities  area 
Particular  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
following: 

I.  Community  Participation 
A.   Model  Neighborhood  Boards 

The  consistently  low  voter  turnout  for  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  elections  indicates 
either  apathy  and  indifference  among  the  residents 
or  a  lack  of  energetic  programs  on  the  part  of  the 
Model  Cities  Administration  to  promote  interest  in 
these  elections  and  to  publicize  them  well  in 
advance  to  insure  that  as  many  residents  as  possible 
have  the  opportunity  to  select  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  members. 

The  same  consideration  should  be  given  to 
prospective  candidates  for  election  to  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board.  If  apathy  is  dominant  in  the 
Model  Cities  area  in  regard  to  elections  to  the 
representative  body,  then  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  inform  the  residents  of  the  aims  and 
objectives  of  the  Model  Cities  Program  and  the 
services  it  provides  if  interest  is  to  be  engendered 
among  the  residents  of  the  Model  Cities  area. 
B.   Voter  Registration 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  programs  in  terms  of 
long-range  results  that  the  Model  Cities  Administra- 
tion could  initiate  would  be  an  intensive  voter 
registration  drive.  Even  though  a  person  need  not 
be  a  registered  voter  to  satisfy  the  qualifications 
needed  to  vote  in  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
elections,  it  would  be  incumbent  upon  the  Model 
Cities    Administration    to    promote    interest    in 


federal  state,  and  local  elections  if  the  Model 
Cities  area  is  to  be  a  truly  cohesive  and  viable 
community.  Civic  awareness  should  not  be  the  very 
least  of  the  Model  Cities  objectives  but  of  the  very 
highest  of  priorities  to  give  the  residents  of  the  area 
a  voice  in  all  matters  affecting  their  destinies 
independent  of  the  Model  Cities  Program.  Greater 
voter  participation  in  all  elections  can  only  serve  to 
be  a  step  forward  in  improving  the  quality  of  life 
within  the  Model  Cities  area.  A  voter  registration 
drive  could  be  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the 
City  of  Boston  Election  Department  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  Model  Cities  area  through  the 
utilzation  of  unencumbered  funds  to  provide  for 
the  necessary  planning,  staff,  and  execution  of 
such  a  program.  Such  a  program  would  be  an  ideal 
example  of  cooperation  with  local  government 
agencies  which  in  the  past  has  been  found  lacking 
within  the  Model  Cities  Administration  Program. 
II.  Employment  Opportunities 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  an  employment 
developer,  who  would  be  trained  to  seek  out 
employment  opportunities  rather  than  to  co- 
ordinate employment  within  the  Model  Cities 
Program  itself.  Such  a  developer  would  be 
responsible  for  contacting  private  business  and 
industry  within  the  Boston  area  and  keeping 
abreast  with  job  opportunities  within  the  world  of 
private  business. 

Youth  Employment 

With  an  estimated  $500,000  unencumbered 
funds  over  the  past  three  years,  the  committee 
strongly  urges  a  youth  summer  program  within  the 
Model  Cities  area  to  provide  a  source  of  income  for 
the  thousands  of  young  men  and  women  within 
the  community.  This  would  not  necessarily  imply 
that  "make-work  projects"  be  initiated  to  siphon 
off  unencumbered  funds  but  does  imply  that  many 
of  the  young  men  and  women  hi  the  community 
have  sufficient  background  to  qualify  as  tutors, 
recreation  supervisors,  and  perhaps  as  attendants  to 
senior  citizens  in  the  community.  Again, 
cooperation  between  existing  city  agencies  would 
be  expected.  Schools,  neighborhood  houses, 
playgrounds,  hospitals,  convalescent  homes,  and 
various  social  service  agencies  would  welcome 
assistance  in  the  form  of  community  personnel, 
and  the  effect  on  the  neighborhood  could  not  help 
being  beneficial  if  such  a  Youth  Program  is 
carefully  planned,  supervised,  and  implemented. 
III.  Intergovernmental  Coordination 

If  funds  are  to  be  expended  auspiciously  and 
duplication  of  programs  and  services  is  to  be  kept 
to  a  minimum,  then  cooperation  between  the 
Model  Cities  Program  and  existing  agencies  of  the 
city  government  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

The  lack  of  cooperation  between  Model  Cities 
and  city  agencies  is  immature,  unproductive,  and, 
on  the  whole,  a  needless  detriment  to  the 
community  being  served.  The  Model  Cities 
commitment  is  not  to  provide  a  plethora  of 
services  already  offered  by  state  and  local  agencies. 
On  the  contrary,  the  Model  Cities  Administration 
should  do  everything  in  its  power  to  cooperate 
with  other  agencies  who  offer  similar  services  and 
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remain  aware  of  what  services  are  being  duplicated 
to  allow  maximum  effort  in  developing  innovative 
and  specialized  programs  within  the  Model  Cities 
area. 

The   apparent    duplication    of   services  cannot 
justify  the  existence  of  the  Model  Cities  Program. 
IV.  Health  Care  Services 
A.  Family  Life  Centers 

A  more  concentrated  effort  should  be  made  for 
collections  of  third-party  payments  within  the 
Family  Life  Centers  in  the  Model  Cities  area.  If 
contract  negotiations  with  prospective  hospitals  to 
provide  "back-up"  care  are  the  sole  stumbling 
block  to  a  system  of  collecting  third  party 
payments  in  the  Family  Life  Centers,  then  the 
Model  Cities  areas  might  request  assistance  from 
federal,  state,  and  local  governments  in  securing  a 
breakthrough  in  these  negotiations. 

B.   City  Health  Department 

The  apparent  propensity  of  Model  Cities  for 
initiating  duplicative  services  instead  of  "gap-filler" 
services  is  illuminated  in  the  health  care  services 
provided  by  Model  Cities  and  operated  without 
coordination  with  the  city's  Health  Department 
That  duplication  of  health  care  services  is  wasteful 
would  be  to  state  the  obvious,  but  the  effects  upon 
the  health  of  the  residents  in  the  community 
cannot  be  measured.  If  services  are  duplicated,  care 
is  lacking. 

V.  Housing 

Model  Cities  could  go  much  further  than 
boarding  up  decadent  and  sub-standard  buildings  in 
the  community. 

The  possibility  of  a  comprehensive  Code 
Enforcement  Rehabilitation  and  Building  Program 
including  building  inspection  and  rodent  control 
should  be  investigated. 

Coordination  with  the  city's  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  the  Building  Department,  the 
Housing  Authority  and  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Finance  Agency,  to  name  a  few,  may  produce  a 
realistic  program  of  providing  the  residents  of  the 
area  with  decent,  safe,  and  comfortable  homes  in 
which  to  live,  and  alleviate  the  blighted  conditions 
of  the  buildings  in  the  area 

VI.  Spanish-Speaking  Community 
In  almost  every  facet  of  the  programs  and 
services  of  the  Model  Cities  program,  it  is 
undeniably  evident  that  the  program  is  not 
responding  adequately  to  the  needs  of  the 
Spanish-speaking  population  who  make  up  roughly 
17  percent  of  the  Model  Cities  area. 

Out  of  approximately  140  positions  filled  by  the 
operating  staff,  only  seven  are  Spanish-speaking 
people  of  Hispanic  cultural  and  ethnic  background. 
None  of  these  are  executive  positions. 

There  was  not  a  single  Spanish-speaking 
candidate  for  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  in 
this  year's  election,  and  an  independent  survey 
being  conducted  presently  indicates  that  not  one 
of  the  Spanish-speaking  residents  surveyed  was 
aware  that  the  Neighborhood  Board  was  to  be 
elected,  or  how  to  proceed  to  vote  in  the  election. 


Community  Workers  estimate  that  60  percent  of 
the     Spanish-speaking     population    is    illiterate. 

In  view  of  the  above,  this  committee  re- 
commends that  more  of  an  effort  be  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Spanish-speaking  residents  in  the 
Model  Cities  area. 

The  committee  further  recommends  strongly: 

1.  That  a  day  care  center  be  established  with 
the  emphasis  on  bilingual  pre-school  training  and 
education 

2.  That  the  Model  Cities  educational  planners 
work  jointly  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education  and  the  Boston  School  Department  and 
any  other  appropriate  agencies,  including  bilingual 
education  specialists  from  the  Spanish  community, 
in  initiating  a  bilingual  high  school  equrvilancy 
preparedness  program  with  emphasis  on  prepara- 
tion for  civil  service  examinations. 

3.  That  an  "English  as  a  Second  Language" 
Program  for  adults  in  the  Spanish-speaking 
community  be  implemented  so  they  may  better 
participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  community  and 
become  assimilated  in  the  mainstream  of  the  city. 

4.  That  election  material  for  the  Model  Cities 
elections  be  printed  in  both  Spanish  and  English  in 
the  Model  Cities  area  and  that  this  material  be 
distributed  liberally  throughout  the  Spanish- 
speaking  community. 

5.  That  all  Family  Life  Centers  be  adequately 
staffed  with  trained  Spanish-speaking  personnel. 

6.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  recruit  and 
train  more  Spanish-speaking  community  workers, 
tutors,  recreation  workers,  administrative  person- 
nel, and  others  who  can  respond  to  the  needs  of 
the  Spanish-speaking  population  in  the  area. 

7.  That  attempts  be  made  to  inform  the 
members  of  the  Spanish  community  in  both 
Spanish  and  English  of  the  facilities  and  services  at 
their  disposal  in  the  Model  Cities  Program. 

8.  That  a  more  energetic  effort  be  made  to 
reach  the  Spanish-speaking  residents  and  provide 
assistance  in  education,  employment,  housing,  and 
all  other  human  services  which  the  Model  Cities 
Program  offers.

SALUTE  TO  R.  AMMI  CUTTER,  RETIRED 
ASSOCIATE  JUSTICE  OF  THE  MASSA- 
CHUSETTS SUPREME   JUDICIAL  COURT 

Couns.  PIEMONTE  and  KERRIGAN  offered  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recognizes  the  distinguished  and  dedicated  contri- 
bution of  the  Honorable  R.  Ammi  Cutter  as  a 
lawyer,  soldier,  jurist,  and  citizen. 

Justice  Cutter  has  completed  sixteen  years  as  an 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  during  that  critical  period 
in  our  judicial  history  has  maintained  an  incredible 
record.  No  justice  in  the  court's  long  history  has 
contributed  more  greatness,  more  work,  or  more 
concern  than  has  Justice  Cutter. 

Long  before  the  opinions  of  constitutional 
guarantees  were  enunciated  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  under  Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren 
and  later  by  his  successor.  Chief  Justice  Warren  E. 
Burger,  Mr.  Justice  Cutter  was  rendering  opinions 
with  greater  enlightment  and  clarity.  It  was  the 
dawn  of  a  new  judicial  era,  and  this  great  jurist  was 
its  architect  He  will  take  his  place  beside  the 
judicial  giants  of  this  country  and  state.  His 
dedication  to  the  judicial  system  and  its  inherent 
justice  is  a  landmark. 

Justice  Cutter  manifested  a  characteristic  dedica- 
tion to  the  law  that  made  it  a  real  living  symbol 
and  he  possessed  an  attitude  of  learned  forbear- 
ance that  endeared  him  to  lawyer,  defendant,  or 
plaintiff.  He  applied  the  wisdom  of  the  law  with 
reasoned  understanding  —  yet  with  frankness, 
candor,  and  quiet  dignity. 

Having  arrived  at  the  age  of  threescore  and  ten, 
in  compliance  with  the  law  Mr.  Justice  Cutter  has 
retired.  The  vacuum  left  by  his  departure  will  be 
extremely  difficult  to  fill,  but  the  legal  wealth  he 
bequeathed  will  remain  a  living  memorial  to  his 
life's  purpose. 

The  Boston  City  Council  salutes  this  great  man.

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  home  rule 
petition  which  would  amend  existing  law  with 
respect  to  the  qualifications  and  tenure  of  the 
police  commissioner. 


You  will  recall  that  on  January  10,  1972, 1  sent 
you  a  home  rule  petition  on  this  subject  which 
eliminated  the  requirement  in  existing  law  that  the 
commissioner  be  a  person  with  ten  years 
experience  in  law  enforcement,  who  could  be 
removed  only  for  cause  and  with  the  provision  for 
a  five-year  term. 

Your  Honorable  Body  passed  the  measure  but 
with  the  additional  requirements  that  the  com- 
missioner be  a  resident  of  Boston  and  may  be 
removed  only  for  cause  with  the  approval  of 
two-thirds  of  the  City  Council.  I  agree  that  the 
commissioner  should  be  a  resident  of  Boston,  and 
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have,  therefore,  included  this  improvement  in  the 
new  draft  submitted  herewith.  But  I  believe  the 
removal  procedure  you  proposed  is  too  burden- 
some on  the  effective  functioning  of  the  city. 
Therefore  I  do  not  intend  to  sign  the  home  rule 
petition  in  the  form  in  which  you  passed  it  I  do 
fully  understand,  however,  the  concern  of  the  City 
Council  in  this  important  area  I  have,  therefore, 
provided  in  the  proposed  petition  a  provision  for  a 
City  Council  hearing  in  the  event  that  four-fifths  of 
the  Council  deem  it  desirable. 

I  urge  your  prompt  approval  of  the  proposed 
order.

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  a  home  rule  petition  for  legislation 
removing  the  obsolete  prohibition  against  granting 
salary  increases  to  school  personnel  after  Septem- 
ber 1  of  any  year.  This  prohibition  is  almost  one 
hundred  years  old,  having  been  first  enacted  by  St 
1875,  c.  241,  s.  5,  and  in  the  modern  era  of 
municipal  collective  bargaining  it  raises  an 
unnecessary  obstacle  in  the  bargaining  process.  The 
prohibition  was  removed,  but  only  for  the  present 
year,  by  St  1971,  c.  699. 1  now  propose  legislation 
that  will  remove  it  permanently. 

As  the  General  Court  is  rapidly  moving  towards 
prorogation,  I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable 
action  on  this  proposal.

INFORMATION  RE  CAPITAL  PROJECTS  AND 
PRIORTIES  OF  SAME 


The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentiemen: 

In  consideration  of  your  request  of  February  7, 
1972,  for  information  on  the  capital  projects  being 
considered  by  the  city  and  various  departments 
and  for  priorities  being  established  relative  to 
accomplishment  of  the  same,  I  have  made  inquiry 
of  the  Public  Facilities  Commission.  As  you  are 
aware,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  that  body  to 
prepare  a  capital  improvements  program  from  time 
to  time. 

The  annual  capital  loan  order  for  1972,  which  in 
conformance  with  statute  I  submitted  to  you  with 
the  annual  budget  on  the  same  February  7,  1972, 
to  be  considered  by  you  together  in  my  judgment 
contained  adequate  appropriations  to  enable  the 
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carrying  forward  this  year  of  the  capital  programs 
so  far  approved  by  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission. As  indicatedgenerally  in  my  accompany- 
ing message,  the  funds  sought  this  year,  as  also  in 
1971,  were  mainly  to  proceed  further  with 
previously  commenced  projects  and  the  usual 
annual  public  works  programs,  rather  than  to 
initiate  new  programs  in  response  to  new  requests. 
We  are  also  concentrating  on  areas  with  adequate 
sources  of  federal  and  state  assistance  rather  than 
those  where  we  get  little  or  no  help.  In  this  field  I 
would  agree  there  were  some  items  of  land 
acquisition  for  parks  and  recreation  which  might 
specifically  be  considered  new  projects,  these  being 
projects  which  have,  as  you  know,  had  extensive 
study  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as 
requisite,  and  on  which  you  have  now  held 
intensive  hearings. 

I  should  also  like  to  report  further  on  this 
general  topic  and  inform  you  that  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  has,  in  fact,  sent  out 
extensive  questionnaires  to  the  departments 
soliciting  their  proposals  for,  and  thoughts  on, 
capital  projects  in  the  next  ten  years,  with 
emphasis  on  the  next  four,  and  requiring  input  on 
just  such  points  as  you  have  raised  as  impact  on 
operation  costs.  It  is  my  expectation  that  the 
commission  will  work  cooperatively  on  this  with 
the  appropriate  divisions  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department,  and  that  this  will  be 
facilitated  and  ensured  since  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services  is  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission.  Not  all  departments  have 
replied  in  full,  nor  has  evaluation  been  completed. 
The  Public  Facilities  Commission  will  also,  of 
course,  have  to  obtain  input  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  its  planning  board 
capacity  as  well  as  in  its  role  of  renewal  agency. 
Whether  or  not  we  update  the  ordinances  as  I  have 
mentioned  may  affect  the  formal  relationships 
here.  Also  ongoing  and  coordinated  through  the 
Administrative  Services  relationships  are  studies  on 
the  financial  capabilities  of  the  city  and  effects  on 
future  operating  and  capital  expenses.  I  have  made 
judgments  already  which  are  well  known  and 
explicit  in  terms  of  our  needs  to  press  for 
implementation  of  the  Master  Tax  Plan  without 
more  justifiable  delay  at  the  state  level,  to  revise 
the  oppressive  formula  for  meeting  the  MBTA 
deficits  more  equitably  and,  to  repeat,  to 
concentrate  our  capital  programs  where  we  get 
most  effective  assistance  rather  than  where  we  bear 
the  entire  burdea 

In  this  area  by  far  the  best  bargain  for  the  city  is 
the  program  for  new  school  construction,  and  this, 
among  other  reasons,  is  why  we  are  placing  our 
highest  priorities  here.  Good  progress  has  been 
made  in  increasing  the  scope  and  flexibility  of  the 
state  construction  aid  program,  with  the  invaluable 
help  at  the  Legislature,  I  might  point  out,  of  other 
cities  and  towns.  For  instance,  renovation  projects 
which  can  be  equivalent  to  new  construction  at  less 
cost  have  since  last  year  finally  been  accepted  by 
the  state  under  this  program.  Unfortunately,  it 
took  the  state  executive  until  last  year  to 
implement  this  change  which  had  been  mandated 


by  the  Legislature  under  an  emergency  statute  in 
1968!  We  have  also  succeeded  in  raising  the 
general  aid  level  to  Boston  from  40  percent  to  50 
percent,  with  the  bonus  for  economic  depression 
for  which  we  qualify  this  year,  and  for  projects 
effecting  compliance  with  the  racial  imbalance  law, 
bringing  this  up  to  65  percent,  and  with  the  base 
now  including  interest  costs.  This  is  substantial 
Most  unfortunately,  since  last  summer,  the  quarrels 
of  our  School  Committee  with  the  Board  of 
Education  have  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  take 
advantage  of  the  construction  aid  program  as  well 
as  preventing  the  vitally  necessary  payment  of  the 
state  operating  aid  funds.  Even  the  identification 
of  specific  projects  requires  these  two  bodies  to 
agree,  and  no  action  has  come  in  this  field  since 
last  summer.  Nevertheless,  I  have  been  encouraged 
by  recent  progress  in  the  Legislature  on  so 
modifying  the  racial  imbalance  law  that  this 
particular  block  not  only  may  be  removed  soon 
but  our  bonus  for  complying  on  projects  meeting 
state  standards  will  bring  us  to  80  percent 
reimbursement  This,  as  I  stated,  is  by  far  the  most 
just  aid  program  for  capital  projects  available,  and 
will  enable  the  city  in  applying  its  own  limited 
capital  resources  primarily  in  this  field  to  secure 
major  benefits. 

I  have  previously  indicated  to  you  and  the 
citizens  my  intention  to  ask  you  to  authorize  an 
extensive  school  capital  program  on  this  basis,  tied 
to  this  state  aid.  Through  our  community  school 
policy  these  new  school  buildings  will  be  able  to 
provide  for  more  extensive  facilities  and  services 
for  greater  periods  of  time  to  larger  numbers  of  our 
citizens  of  all  ages  than  was  possible  with  the 
limited  schoolhouses  of  the  past  I  am  eager  to 
proceed  with  this  program,  but  it  has  been 
obviously  pointless  to  request  you  to  consider  it 
while  the  School  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Education  block  us  from  executing  it.  The  Public 
Facilities  Department  presently  has  the  following 
schools  either  in  design  or  planning  which  will  be 
funded  under  this  program  during  the  next  four 
years:

This  is  written  to  let  you  know  I  appreciate 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
resolution  in  support  of  H.R.14370,  the  State  and 
Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  recently 
reported  by  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee. 

With  this  report  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee, on  which  I  serve,  concluded  many  months 
of  meetings  and  deliberations  on  the  whole  subject 
of  revenue  sharing.  I  know  at  times  your  patience 
has  probably  been  worn  thin  in  anticipation  of 
much  needed  fiscal  relief.  However,  in  view  of  all 
the  controversy  and  the  general  national  debate 
precipitated  by  the  concept  of  revenue  sharing,  the 
committee's  task  was  extremely  diffucult.  To 
report  out  any  bill  at  all  the  committee  has  had  to 
display  no  small  amount  of  Solomon's  proverbial 
wisdom. 

The  bill  in  its  final  form  follows  closely  the 
outline  suggested  by  the  original  revenue  sharing 
bill,  HR 11950,  filed  jointly  by  Chairman  of  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  Wilbur  Mills 


and  myself  on  November  3,  1971.  In  its  final  shape 
the  "clean"  bill,  HR.14370,  does  in  fact  meet 
most  of  the  objections  raised  in  Congress  to  the 
Administration's  original  revenue-sharing  proposal. 
In  so  far  as  the  Mills'  version  incorporates  a 
poverty  factor  into  its  formula  it  goes  a  long  way 
toward  satisfying  the  objectives  of  those  who  felt 
that,  in  view  of  the  skyrocketing  national  debt, 
financial  assistance  should  be  channeled  to  those 
areas  where  money  was  needed  the  most  In  so  far 
as  the  bill  will  distribute  the  major  portion  of  the 
$5  billion  plus  for  cities  and  towns  directly,  it  goes 
a  long  way  toward  satisfying  those  who  felt  that 
the  units  of  government  most  sorely  affected  by 
soaring  costs  and  dwindling  tax  bases  were  cities 
and  towns  all  over  the  country. 

I  am  not  for  a  minute  naive  enough  to  feel  that 
this  bill  will  please  everyone  down  to  its  last  detail 
No  bill  ever  does.  This  bill,  like  every  other  bill 
that  passes  Congress,  is  the  result  of  compromise. 
In  a  real  sense  the  delay  in  reporting  out  a  bill  from 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  stemmed  more 
from  a  concern  to  report  out  of  the  most  equitable 
bill  possible  rather  than  a  lack  of  interest,  as  some 
papers  would  have  one  believe.  In  attempting  to 
come  up  with  a  formula  recognizing  poverty  and 
urban  concentration,  the  committee  knew  it  was 
taking  on  a  herculean  effort  The  resulting  formula 
has  already  undergone  countless  revisions  in  an 
effort  to  make  it  as  even  in  its  impact  as  possible. 
The  committee  was  consciously  avoiding  rushing 
just  any  formula  out  in  a  report  In  doing  so,  it  was 
clearly  trying  to  avoid  the  criticism  that  follows 
most  new  concepts  in  legislation,  Le„  that  Congress 
acted  in  haste  without  considering  all  of  the 
implications.  Thus,  while  some  criticism  is  always 
inevitable,  the  fact  is  the  committee  has  drafted 
legislation  fully  cognizant  that  the  resulting  law 
will  be  on  the  books  for  the  next  five  years. 

Hopefully,  now  that  the  bill  has  been  reported 
out  of  committee  and  has  obtained  a  rule,  it  will  be 
before  the  House  for  debate  and  vote  very  shortly. 
My  only  fear  is  that  it  will  be  held  hostage  to  the 
attemps  of  those  who  are  intent  on  attaching  one 
rider  or  another  or  want  to  see  Congressional 
reform  begin  with  this  bill.  My  thoughts  on  this 
matter  were  stated  in  a  speech  I  delivered  on  the 
House  Floor  yesterday,  as  enclosed. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  assure  you  once  again  of 
my  concern  for  the  general  well-being  of 
government  at  the  local  level.  With  every  good  wish

DISAPPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE 
REGULATING  CONTROL  OF  DOGS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  22,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  June  5,  1972,  "Regulating  the 
Control  of  Dogs."  While  I  approve  of  the  concept 
of  a  leash  law,  and  am  in  sympathy  with  the  effort 
to  alleviate  the  very  serious  problem  caused  by 
uncontrolled  dogs  in  the  city,  I  am  unable  to 
approve  this  ordinance  for  several  reasons. 

The  first  and  most  important  reason  for  my 
disapproval  is  that  the  ordinance  makes  no 
provision  for  the  additional  animal  control  services 
which  will  be  required  if  it  is  to  have  any 
significant  effect  For  many  years,  as  you  are 
aware,  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  in  Boston 
performed  the  duties  of  dog  officer.  These  duties 
include  the  rounding  up  and  holding  of  stray 
unlicensed  dogs,  pursuant  to  section  151 A  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws.  For  this  purpose 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  maintains  a  pound  of 
moderate  size  in  Bostoa  No  facilities  are  available 
to  receive  the  large  number  of  unleashed  dogs 
which,  according  to  the  ordinance,  would  have  to 
be  impounded.  Furthermore,  it  is  obvious  that 
additional  personnel  will  be  required  both  to 
operate  such  facilities  and  also  to  round  up  strays. 
It  may  be  expected  that  additional  motor  vehicles 
will  likewise  be  needed  to  transport  strays  from  the 
several  neighborhoods  to  the  place  of  impound- 
ment Altogether  this  ordinance  presupposes  a 
program  of  animal  control  which  could  be 
expected  to  cost  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
annually.  The  President  of  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  informs  me  that  the  society  is  not  prepared 
to  underwrite  these  costs.  The  city  has  not  made 
alternate  arrangements.  I  think  that  if  the 
ordinance  were  enacted  into  law,  we  could  expect 
widespread  citizen  frustration  when  people  learned 
that  stray  and  unlicensed  dogs  were  not  in  fact 
being  impounded  because  there  was  no  place  to 
put  them. 

I  am  also  concerned  that  the  ordinance  is 
unduly  harsh  on  the  owners  of  well-trained  dogs 
who  allow  their  dogs  to  run  unleashed  but  under 
their  supervision  in  public  places  appropriate  for 
such  activity.  Now  to  say,  as  this  ordinance  does, 
that  there  is  no  such  place  in  this  city  is  almost  to 
forbid  our  citizens  to  have  dogs  at  all.  Having  a  dog 
is  a  comfort  and  pleasure  for  many  of  our  citizens; 
and  some  consider  it  absolutely  essential  for  their 
physical  safety.  I  think,  therefore,  instead  of  a 
blanket  prohibition,  certain  areas  in  each  section  of 
the  city  should  be  exempted  from  the  leash  law,  so 
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that  dogs  which  can  be  controlled  without  a  leash 
can  exercise  under  their  owners'  supervisioa 

Finally,  I  believe  that  the  ordinance  is  defective 
in  failing  to  make  provision  for  the  disposition  of 
licensed  but  unleashed  dogs  which  may  be  picked 
up,  impounded,  and  never  returned  to  their  owners 
despite  the  best  efforts  of  the  dog  officer  or 
Animal  Rescue  League.  The  Animal  Rescue  League 
cannot  be  expected  to  care  for  such  animals  until 
they  die  of  old  age.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary 
to  authorize  the  humane  killing  of  them,  and  such 
authorization  will  have  to  be  extended  in  the 
ordinance  because  the  relevant  section  of  the 
General  Laws  (G.L.  c.  140,  s.  151A)  does  not 
extend  it.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  right  of  property 
in  a  dog  (Lacker  v.  Straus,  226  Mass.  579)  for 
wrongful  injury  to  which  an  action  will  he,  the 
Animal  Rescue  League,  I  am  sure,  would  be 
unwilling  to  dispose  of  such  dogs  without  explicit 
legal  authority. 

I  propose  instead  that  the  city  embark  upon  the 
three-phased  program  of  animal  control  recom- 
mended by  the  Animal  Rescue  League.  The  first 
phase  would  be  to  initiate  an  all-out  dog  licensing 
effort.  This  effort  would  both  increase  the  license 
fee  revenue  accruing  to  the  city  and  also  serve  to 
remind  dog  owners  of  their  responsibilities  under 
the  law.  Second,  we  should  seek  to  amend  section 
3(b)  of  chapter  49A  of  the  General  Laws  to  reduce 
from  ten  days  to  six  the  period  during  which 
impounded  animals  must  be  kept  to  be  reclaimed. 
This  would  ultimately  reduce  the  need  for 
additional  pound  space  when  the  leash  law,  which 
would  be  the  third  phase  of  the  program,  takes 
effect  During  this  second  phase  we  would  enact  a 
citation  system  for  dealing  with  dog  offenses 
similar  to  the  citation  system  proposed  in  the 
ordinance.  At  the  same  time  we  would  renegotiate 
our  contract  with  the  Animal  Rescue  League  to 
provide  in  advance  for  additional  animal  control 
services  which  will  be  needed  and  also,  if  necessary, 
arrange  for  the  construction  of  additional  pound 
facilities.  Finally,  in  the  third  phase,  a  leash  law 
carefully  drafted  to  respond  to  the  conditions  of 
various  areas  of  the  city  should  be  enacted. 

Before  your  next  meeting,  I  shall  submit  those 
portions  of  the  ordinance  you  passed  dealing  with 
dog  licensing  and  the  annual  dog  census  and 
increasing  the  license  fee  for  unspayed  female  dogs 
from  $5  to  $10.

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  amendment 
which  would  require  the  Listing  Board,  in  the 
course  of  making  a  listing  of  all  dogs  owned  by 
Boston  residents  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140,  s.  150,  to 
ascertain  which  of  such  dogs  is  licensed  and  report 
those  which  are  unlicensed  to  the  dog  officer. 

The  proposal  which  I  submit  also  would 
increase  the  fee  for  licensing  unspayed  female  dogs 
from  $5  to  $10  in  order  to  encourage  owners  to 
have  their  female  dogs  spayed. 

I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  these  first  two 
steps  which  will  enable  us  to  begin  a  more 
concentrated  program  for  the  control  of  dogs  in 
the  city.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  18A  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  18B 
Listing  Board 
The  Listing  Board  constituted  under  chapter  29 
of  the  General  Acts  of  1917,  as  amended  by 
chapter  287  of  the  Acts  of  193  8,  shall,  each  year  in 
the  course  of  making  a  list  of  all  dogs  owned  by 
the  inhabitants  of  Boston  pursuant  to  section  150 
of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  ascertain 
whether  each  such  dog  is  licensed  or  unlicensed, 
and  shall  return  such  information  to  the  police 
commissioner  and  to  the  dog  officer  or  to  the 
domestic  charitahle  corporation  from  time  to  time 
performing  by  contract  the  duties  of  dog  officer  in 
accordance  with  section  151  of  said  chapter  140. 
The  Listing  Board  or  its  agents  shall,  at  the  time  of 
so  ascertaining,  by  means  of  a  suitable  written 
notice  inform  each  owner  or  harborer  of  an 
unlicensed  dog  of  the  penalties  for  harboring  such 
dog  and  of  the  procedure  for  procuring  a  dog 
license.

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  home  rule 
petition  which  would  eliminate  the  power  of  the 
State  Department  of  Community  Affairs  to 
disapprove  urban  renewal  projects  in  Boston  which 
do  not  involve  state  financial  assistance.  The 
proposal  which  I  submit  does  not  eliminate  the 
necessity  for  state  approval  of  the  Park  Plaza  plan 
now  pending  before  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs,  If  that  plan  is  not  approved, 
however,  I  am  disposed  to  resubmit  a  plan  for  the 
Park  Plaza  project  to  the  Boston  City  Council  for 
its  approval.  If  such  approval  is  obtained  and  this 
legislation  has  been  enacted,  it  will  not  then  be 
necessary  to  resubmit  the  Park  Plaza  plan  to  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  for  its  approval 

I  am  sure  you  will  all  sympathize  with  this 
move  in  the  direction  of  increased  home  rule  for 
our  city.  While  the  Park  Plaza  controversy  has 
provoked  the  proposed  legislation,  there  are 
certainly  other  projects  contemplated  for  the 
future  where  unfortunately  we  cannot  look 
forward  to  state  assistance  which  would  benefit 
from  such  a  sensible  change.  Indeed,  such  a  change 
was  made  long  ago  in  chapter  121  A,  the  statute 
which  permits  the  formation  of  limited  dividend 
corporations,  permitting  Boston  projects  to  pro- 
ceed simply  with  the  approval  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  whereas,  in  other 
communities  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Community  Affairs  is  required.  Certainly,  Boston 
far  exceeds  any  standard  which  the  department  has 
required  if  renewal  projects  in  other  communities 
are  any  measure. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  this  issue  in  our 
community  I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the 
attached  order.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  H.  5960 
RE  HEALTH  PLANNING 

Coun.  MOAKLEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  before  the  Massachusetts 
Senate  today  health  legislation  (House  Bill  5968) 
that  will  determine  the  fate  of  health  planning  in 
this  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to 
encourage  the  more  appropriate  allocation  of 
health  care  resources  and  the  development  of 
alternative  or  substitute  methods  of  delivering 
health  care  services  to  the  end  that  adequate  and 
appropriate  medical  care  will  be  made  available  to 
every  resident  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  lowest 
possible  aggregate  cost;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill  requires  that  health  care 
facilities  must  obtain  from  the  Public  Health 
Council  a  determination  of  need  prior  to  making 


substantial  changes  in  kind  of  services  or 
substantial  capital  outlays  for  construction,  or 
modification;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill  as  it  now  stands  is  seriously 
flawed;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill,  excellent  in  so  many  other 
respects,  will  be  much  strengthened  by  the 
addition  of  further  amendments;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
requests  the  State  Legislature  to  amend  House  Bill 
5960  by  including  the  following  provisions: 

1.  An  adequate  funding  mechanism  within  the 
bill  itself  to  ensure  its  proper  administration.  This 
can  be  accomplished  by  an  application  fee,  or  a 
progressive  levy  on  all  institutions  covered  by  the 
law. 

2.  The  Public  Health  Council,  the  decision- 
making body,  should  be  enlarged  so  that 
nonproviders  of  health  care  are  in  the  majority. 

3.  Provisions  should  be  made  for  the  review  of 
existing  facilities  at  least  in  the  transfer  of 
ownership  or  license  renewal  situations.  This  will 
allow  for  phasing  out  of  inefficient  services. 

4.  The  burden  of  proof  should  be  clearly 
placed  on  the  applicant  to  prove  positively  the 
need  for  the  proposed  changes. 

5.  Hospitals  and  other  health  care  facilities 
should  be  deprived  of  public  funds  for  that  part  of 
their  operation  in  violation  of  the  act  This  would 
be  achieved  by  using  the  rate-setting  powers  of  the 
state  as  an  enforcement  mechanism.

ANSWERS  TO  CERTAIN  QUESTIONS  ON 
HOME  RULE  AMENDMENT 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  July  10,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  apoligize  for  not  responding  sooner  to  your 
order  passed  on  May  22,  1972,  seeking  my  opinion 
on  several  questions  related  to  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment 

I  forward  herewith,  as  requested,  a  copy  of 
Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  common- 
ly known  as  the  Home  Rule  Amendment,  and  a 
copy  of  chapter  43 B  of  the  General  Laws, 
commonly  known  as  the  Home  Rule  Procedures 
Act 

My  response  to  your  several  questions  might 

helpfully  begin  with  a  definition  of  "Home  Rule" 

legislation.  It  has  become  customary  to  use  this 

term  in  connection  with  any  legislation  where  the 

Mayor  and  the  City  Council  approve  a  petition  to 

the  General  Court    This   is   not  strictly  correct 

Your     attention    is    invited     to     the    following 

definition,    suggested    by    the    Supreme    Judicial 

Court:  "...  a  statute  applicable  only  to  one  city 

or  town  and  so  directly  affecting  its  governmental 

operations   that  it  could  not  be  enacted  by   the 

General  Court  except  in  compliance  with  (clause 

(1)  or  clause  (2)  of  section  8  of  the  Home  Rule 

Amendment),"  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  356  Mass. 

761,  76  7.  The  part  of  the  Amendment  to  which 

the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  refers  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  8.  Powers  of  the  General  Court. 

The  General  Court  shall  have  the  power  to  act 

in  relation  to  all  cities  and  towns,  but  only  by 

general  laws  which  apply  alike  to  all  cities,  or  to 

all  towns,  or  to  all  cities  and  towns,  or  to  a  class 

of  not   fewer  than  two,  and  by  special  laws 

enacted  (1)  on  petition  filed  or  approved  by  the 

voters  of  a  city  or  town,  or  the  mayor  and  city 

council,  or  other  legislative  body,  of  a  city,  or 

the  town  meeting  of  a  town,  with  respect  to  a 

law  relating  to  that  city  or  town;  (or)  (2)   by  a 

two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  the  general 

court    following    a    recommendation    by    the 

governor.  ..." 

A  Home  Rule  measure,  then,  is  any  legislation 
applicable  only  to  one  city  or  town,  directly 
affecting  its  governmental  operations,  which  may 
be  enacted  by  the  General  Court  only  by  one  of 
two  methods:  either  upon  petition  filed  or 
approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  or  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General 
Court  following  a  recommendation  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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You  first  ask:  "Is  it  a  requisite  that  any 
proposed  legislation  under  'Home  Rule'  must 
initiate  with  the  local  legislative  branch?  "  As  the 
above-quoted  extract  from  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment  makes  clear,  Home  Rule  legislation 
may  originate  in  any  of  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Under  clause  (1)  of  section  8,  from  a 
petition  passed  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  or 
the  voters  and  filed  in  the  General  Court 

(b)  Under  clause  (1)  of  section  8,  from  a 
petition  filed  in  the  General  Court  by  any  person, 
provided  such  petition  is  approved  by  the  mayor 
and  city  council  or  the  voters  prior  to  enactment 
by  the  General  Court 

(c)  Under  clause  (2)  of  section  8,  from  the 
Governor. 

Accordingly,  I  answer  your  first  question, 
"No." 

Secondly,  you  ask:  Can  any  Home  Rule 
legislation  initiated  by  the  local  government  be 
amended  by  the  Legislature,  and  if  so  to  what 
extent?"  Neither  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
nor  the  Home  Rule  Procedures  Act  deals 
specifically  with  this  point.  However,  in  Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  356  Mass.  775,  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  offered  some  guidance.  That  Opinion 
answered  various  questions  raised  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  connection  with  proposals 
which  were  made  in  1969  for  construction  by  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  of  a  public 
facilities  package  including  a  stadium  in  Boston,  a 
third  Boston  harbor  tunnel,  and  a  north-south  toll 
road  in  the  Worcester  area  The  Boston  City 
Council  had  passed,  and  the  Mayor  had  approved,  a 
petition  for  legislation  in  connection  therewith. 
The  petition  did  not  include  a  proposed  bill.  The 
General  Court  proposed  an  act  which,  insofar  as  it 
was  subject  to  the  Home  Rule  Amendment, 
diverged  in  certain  respects  from  the  city's 
petition.  The  Court  said  that  "(a)t  least  in  the 
absence  of  a  request  by  a  city  or  town  for 
legislation  in  terms  strictly  limited  by  the  applicant 
city  or  town,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
Legislature,  acting  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment  may  reasonably  vary 
the  form  and  substance  of  the  requested  legislation 
within  the  scope  of  the  general  public  objectives  of 
the  petition."  Opinion  of  the  Justices.  356  Mass. 
775,  791.  Accordingly,  in  my  opinion,  the  General 
Court  may  amend  Home  Rule  legislation  proposed 
by  the  city  "within  the  scope  of  the  general  nuhlir 
objective  of  the  petition." 

I  think  that  where  the  city's  petition  includes  a 
proposed  bill  (and  thus  does  not  present  the 
General  Court  with  the  initial  problem  of  drafting 
legislation  to  suit  the  terms  of  the  petition)  the 
General  Court  has  rather  less  latitude  to  vary  the 
city's  proposal.  Additionally,  the  first  phrase  in  the 
language  quoted  above  from  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  356  Mass.  3  75,  implies  that  a  city  or  town 
may  specify  the  extent  to  which  it  is  agreeable  to 
having  its  bill  amended  by  the  General  Court 
When  the  City  of  Boston  submits  a  Home  Rule 
petition  a  proposed  bill  normally  accompanies  it, 
and  the  petition  recites  that  legislation  is. sought 


"substantially  as  set  forth  in  the  accompanying 
bill."  I  think  that  where  this  is  done  the  General 
Court  has  power  to  vary  the  proposed  bill  but  not 
to  make  substantial  changes  in  it.  The  precise 
question,  however,  has  not  yet  been  answered  by 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 

Thirdly,  you  ask:  "If  the  answer  to  the 
preceding  is  in  the  affirmative,  is  it  a  requisite  that 
the  amended  legislation  be  approved  by  the  local 
government  before  it  can  become  effective?  "  My 
answer  to  the  preceding  question  was  that  the 
General  Court  may  vary  a  Home  Rule  petition,  but 
may  not  substantially  amend  it.  If  the  General 
Court  does  vary  a  petition,  and  the  variations  are 
within  the  limits  of  permissible  change,  no  local 
acceptance  of  the  statute  should  be  necessary.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  General  Court  varies  the 
petition  in  such  a  way  as  to  work  a  substantial 
change,  outside  the  scope  of  variation  permitted  by 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment,  then  the  legislation  is 
unconstitutional  Its  unconstitutionality  would  not 
be  cured  by  a  local  acceptance  provision.  The 
Home  Rule  Amendment  states  that  the  General 
Court  may  act  in  relation  to  individual  cities  and 
towns  only  (insofar  as  is  here  relevant)  on  petition 
of  the  mayor  and  city  council.  If  the  mayor  and 
city  council  do  not  first  approve  the  petition  then 
the  General  Court  cannot  constitutionally  act  It  is 
not  enough  that  the  mayor  and  city  council  vote  to 
accept  the  act  after  it  has  been  passed.  They  must 
approve  the  petition.  Otherwise,  at  least  under 
clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment  the  General  Court  has  no  power  to 
pass  the  statute  in  the  first  place,  with  or  without  a 
local  acceptance  provision. 

It  is  important,  however,  to  distinguish  between 
such  statutes  and  those  general  laws  which  become 
operative  in  a  city  or  town  only  upon  acceptance 
thereof.  The  Home  Rule  Amendment  does  not 
prevent  the  General  Court  from  passing  the  latter.  I 
add  parenthetically  that  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  has  held  that  a  city  or  town  may  not  under 
color  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  without 
legislation  revoke  its  acceptance  of  a  general  law. 
Chief  of  Police  v.  Town  of  Dracut,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh. 
(1970)  769.  But  the  General  Court  may  not  for  its 
part  eliminate  an  exception  of  Boston  from  a 
General  Law,  for  example,  without  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council. 

Accordingly,  my  answer  to  your  third  question 
is  that  if  the  Legislature  impermissibly  amends  a 
Home  Rule  petition,  the  statute  as  enacted  will  be 
unconstitutional  and  ineffective,  and  acceptance  or 
approval  by  the  city  or  town  concerned  will  not 
cure  its  unconstitutionality  or  make  it  effective. 

Finally  you  ask:  "Can  the  state  legislature  on 
its  own  initiative  by  amendment  make  a  substantial 
change  in  a  petition  for  legislation  initiated  by  the 
local  government?  "  As  may  be  inferred  from  the 
above  discussion,  my  answer  to  this  question  is 
"No."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Penal  Matters,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  chapter  126,  section 
1,  of  the  General  Laws,  requiring  County 
Commissioners  to  conduct  semiannual  inspections 
of  prisons  and  Houses  of  Correction,  submits  the 
following  report: 

On  June  26,  1972,  the  Committee  inspected 
the  facilities  at  Charles  Street  Jail  and  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction.  Sheriff  Thomas 
Eisenstadt  and  the  new  Commissioner  of  Penal 
Institutions,  A.  Reginald  Eaves,  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  efforts  to  provide  educa- 
tional opportunities  and  job  training  for  inmates  in 
order  to  help  them  to  become  useful  productive 
citizens  upon  their  return  to  society. 

However,  they  labor  under  the  terrific  handicap 
of  having  to  run  two  ancient  institutions  with  a 
minimum  of  money.  Sheriff  Eisenstadt  and 
Commissioner  Eaves  expressed  to  the  committee 
their  hope  that  funds  could  be  found  for  the 
installation  of  a  closed  TV  circuit  in  order  to 
monitor  certain  aspects  of  both  facilities  and  to 
help  prevent  the  introduction  of  contraband  to  the 
inmates.  This  would  be  an  important  step  in 
tightening  up  the  security  measures  already  in 
practice  at  the  jail  and  the  House  of  Correction. 

Your  committee  feels  that  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk  the  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and 
conduct  of  correctional  facilities  is  properly  a 
matter  for  the  Commonwealth  and  is  an  extra 
burden  to  place  on  the  already  heavily  laden 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  entire  cost 
should  be  funded  by  the  state. 

Legislation  to  this  end  should  be  filed,  which,  if 
passed,    would    result    in    better   conditions    for 


inmates  and  personnel  and  ease  the  load  on  the 
hard-pressed  Boston  taxpayer. 
The  report  was  accepted.

An       Ordinance       reorganizing       the      Assessing 

Department 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  196 1,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  clause  (2)  in  the 
first  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  clause:  "(2)  The  commissioner  of 
assessing,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars;  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing,  twenty-two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars;  the  two  associate 
commissioners  of  assessing,  twenty  thousand 
dollars  each;  and  the  member  of  the  board  of 
review  in  the  assessing  department  appointed  from 
the  public  at  large,  or  the  alternate,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  fifty  dollars  per  diem  or  a  prorated 
portion  thereof." 

Section  2.  Said  Section  5,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth 
and  fifth  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraphs: 

"The  person  in  the  service  of  the  appraisal 
division  of  the  assessing  department  serving  ex 
officio  on  the  board  of  review  in  the  department 
shall,  while  so  serving,  receive  as  compensation  for 
his   services   as   chairman    and  a  member  of  said 
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board,  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for  his 
regular  service  in  said  division,  the  amount,  if  any, 
by  which  such  compensation  is  exceeded  by  the 
maximum  compensation  for.a  position  allocated  to 
Grade  No.  R-20  of  the  compensation  plan  from 
time  to  time  in  effect  for  the  county;  and  the 
person  on  the  professional  or  managerial  staff  of 
any  division  of  said  department  serving  ex  officio 
on  the  board  of  review-  in  the  department  shall, 
while  so  serving,  receive  as  compensation  for  his 
services  on  said  board,  in  addition  to  the 
compensation  for  his  regular  service  in  said 
department,  the  amount,  if  any,  by  which  such 
compensation  is  exceeded  by  the  maximum 
compensation  for  a  position  allocated  to  Grade  No. 
R-19  of  such  compensation  plan. 

"Assistant  assessors  lawfully  required  to  devote 
at  least  thirty-five  hours  a  week  to  their  work  shall 
be  compensated  as  if  they  held  a  position  allocated 
to  Grade  No.  R— 15  of  said  compensation  plan." 

Section  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  chapter  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  chapter: 

"Chapter  5.  Assessing  Department 

"Section  1.  Department  and  Divisions,  there 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known  as  the 
Assessing  Department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer  known  as  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday,  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  There  shall  be  in  the 
assessing  department  an  officer  known  as  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Assessing  and  two  other 
officers  known  as  Associate  Commissioners  of 
Assessing,  each  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  like 
term.  The  commissioner  of  assessing,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing,  and  the  associate . 
commissioners  of  assessing  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  There 
shall  be  in  the  assessing  department  an  administra- 
tive division  under  the  charge  of  an  associate 
commissioner,  an  appraisal  division  under  the 
charge  of  an  associate  commissioner,  an  abatement 
division  under  the  charge  of  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  review,  and  such  other  divisions  and 
sections,  if  any,  as  the  commissioner  shall  from 
time  to  time  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department. 

"Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of 
Commissioner.  The  commissioner  of  assessing 
shall,  for  the  assessing  department  including  the 
board  of  review,  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and 
perform  the  duties,  conferred  or  imposed  by  law 
on  the  assessor  in  existence  immediately  prior  to 
the  taking  effect  of  chapter  1  of  the  ordinances  of 
1961,  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and  disposal 
of  property,  the  making  of  contracts,  and  the 
appointment,  suspension,  discharge,  compensation, 
and  indemnification  of  subordinates.  The  com- 
missioner of  assessing  shall  also  retain  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  law  on  the  assessors  and  the  board  of 
review  in   the    assessing   department  in  existence 


immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  1 
of  the  ordinances  of  1961  with  respect  to  taxes 
and  shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws 
applicable  to  Boston. 

"Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy 
Commissioner.  With  the  approval  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  assessing,  said  approval  to  be  filed  with 
the  city  auditor  in  writing,  the  deputy  com- 
missioner of  assessing  shall  have  the  power  to 
approve  and  sign  for  the  department  bills,  drafts, 
payrolls,  and  requisitions,  but  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  make  any  permanent  appointment,  nor 
to  make  contracts  except  in  the  absence  of  the 
commissioner,  and  then  only  under  a  separate 
authorization  under  section  22  of  chapter  3  of  the 
revised  ordinances  of  1961.  In  addition  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  assessing  shall  at  such  time  as  he 
shall  have  been  authorized  by  written  designation 
signed  by  the  commissioner  of  assessing,  approved 
by  the  mayor  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  not 
withdrawn  in  like  manner,  exercise  such  powers 
and  perform  such  duties  of  the  commissioner  of 
assessing  in  relation  to  such  other  matters  as  may 
be  specified  in  such  designation. 

"Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Associate 
Commissioners.  The  associate  commissioners  of 
assessing  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  except  that  by  written  designation 
pursuant  to  section  3  hereof  the  commissioner  of 
assessing  may  direct  that  the  associate  com- 
missioners of  assessing  shall  be  directly  responsible 
to  the  deputy  commissioner  of  assessing  in  relation 
to  such  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
designation.  The  associate  commissioner  of  assess- 
ing in  charge  of  the  administrative  division  shall 
have  the  powers  and,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioner,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  with  respect  to  the 
administration,  operation,  and  control  of  the 
administrative  division  and  sections  thereof.  The 
associate  commissioner  of  assessing  in  charge  of  the 
appraisal  division  shall  have  the  powers  and,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  with 
respect  to  the  administration,  operation,  and 
control  of  the  appraisal  division  and  sections 
thereof.  In  addition,  each  associate  commissioner 
of  assessing  may  at  such  time  as  he  shall  have  been 
so  authorized  by  written  designation  signed  by  the 
commissioner  of  assessing,  approved  by  the  mayor 
and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  not  withdrawn  in 
like  manner,  exercise  such  powers  and  perform 
such  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  in 
relation  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  specified 
in  such  desigination. 

"Section  5.  Board  of  Review.  There  shall  be  in 
the  assessing  department  a  board  known  as  the 
board  of  review,  consisting  of  (1)  such  person  in 
the  service  of  the  appraisal  division  of  the  assessing 
department  as  the  mayor,  by  writing  filed  with  the 
city  clerk  after  the  commencement  of  a  municipal 
year,   shall  designate  to  serve  ex   officio  on  said 
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board  at  his  pleasure  during  such  year,  who,  while 
so  serving,  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  board,  (2) 
such  person  in  the  professional  or  managerial  staff 
of  any  division  of  the  assessing  department  as  the 
mayor  in  like  manner  shall  designate  to  serve  ex 
officio  on  said  board  at  his  pleasure  during  such 
year,  and  (3)  such  person  experienced  in  real  estate 
brokerage,  real  estate  management,  or  mortgage 
lending  relating  to  real  estate  as  the  mayor  shall 
appoint  from  the  public  at  large  after  consultation 
with  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Boston  Bar  Association,  and  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  to  serve  on  said  board 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor 
shall  also  appoint  an  alternate  from  the  public  at 
large  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  who 
shall  serve  in  the  absence  for  any  reason  of  the 
member  appointed  from  the  public  at  large. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  review  to  review  every  application  for  the 
abatement  of  a  real  estate  or  personal  property  tax, 
and  the  chairman  shall  report  to  the  commissioner 
of  assessing  its  findings  and  recommendations  with 
respect  thereto,  including  such  suggestions  for 
settlement,  if  any,  as  the  board  may  think  proper. 

"The  chairman  of  the  board  of  review  shall  act 
as  the  executive  officer  of  said  board,  shall 
schedule  meetings,  and  shall  make  and  publish 
rules  governing  said  meetings.  The  chairman  of  the 
board  of  review,  as  he  has  charge  of  the  abatement 
division,  shall  have  the  pavers  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioner,  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  commissioner  of  assessing  with 
respect  to  the  administration,  operation,  and 
control  of  the  abatement  division  and  sections 
thereof,  and  for  such  administration,  operation, 
and  control  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
commissioner  of  assessing,  except  that  by  written 
designation  pursuant  to  section  3  hereof  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  may  direct  that  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  review  shall  be  directly 
responsible  for  such  administration,  operation,  and 
control  to  the  deputy  commissioner  of  assessing  in 
relation  to  such  matters  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
designation.  The  abatement  division  shall  perform 
for  the  board  of  review  such  clerical  and  other 
services  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  board  of 
review  to  perform  its  duties. 

"Section  6.  Application  for  Abatement.  Every 
application  for  abatement  filed  with  the  assessing 
department  shall  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with,  and 
shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to,  the  com- 
missioner of  assessing. 

"Section  7.  Absence,  Vacancy,  or  Disability. 
In  the  absence,  disability  or  vacancy  of  the 
deputy  commissioner  of  assessing  or  of  an  associate 
commissioner  of  assessing  or  of  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  review  such  other  person  or  persons  as 
the  commissioner  of  assessing  shall  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  designate  by  writing  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  such  deputy  commissioner, 
associate  commissioner,  or  chairman  of  the  board 
of  review." 


Section  4.  The  board  of  review  in  existence  in 
the  assessing  department  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  abolished 
upon  the  qualifications  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  review  appointed  hereunder,  which 
members  shall  be  appointed  within  sixty  days  next 
after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance.

Your  letter  of  May  30,  1972,  forwarded  a  copy 
of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  concerning  land  disposition 
procedures  utilizied  by  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  and  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority.  The  resolution  requested  the 
General  Accounting  Office  to  study  and  report  to 
the  Boston  City  Council  on  this  matter.  Our 
representatives  have  been  informed  by  your  office 
that  your  principal  interest  at  this  time  is  in 
knowing  whether  the  General  Accounting  Office 
has  authority  to  make  such  examinations. 

The  General  Accounting  Office  has  the 
authority  to  examine  into  the  administration  of 
federally  financed  urban  renewal  authority  pro- 
grams by  local  agencies,  such  as  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  but  our  findings  on 
such  examinations  would  be  reported  to  the 
congressional  committee  or  member  of  the 
Congress  making  the  request,  the  Congress,  or  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
rather  than  to  a  nonfederal  organization. 

Our  office  has  been  reviewing  the  disposition  of 
urban  renewal  land  in  the  HUD  Atlanta  Region  and 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  and,  because  of  recent 
congressional  interest  in  this  HUD  program  area, 
we  are  expanding  this  examination  to  cover  six 
other  cities,  including  Boston.  If  warranted  by  our 
findings,  a  report  will  be  issued  to  the  Congress  on 
this  review.

ORDINANCE  INCREASING  SALARIES  OF  PRESI- 
DENT AND  MEMBERS  OF  CITY  COUNCIL 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  17,  1971 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  an  ordinance  providing 
for  an  increase  in  compensation  for  the  members 
and  for  the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council 

The  last  such  increase  was  voted  in  the  Council 
on  December  9,  1968,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on 
December  11,  196  8.  Since  that  time  the  rise  in  the 
cost  of  living  has  substantially  diminished  the 
actual  wages  of  the  Councillors. 

In  preparation  for  the  submission  of  this 
ordinance  I  have  looked  into  the  subject  of  City 
Council  compensation  in  other  major  cities  in  the 
United  States  and  I  have  made  a  judgment  as  to 
what  is  appropriate  for  Boston  in  keeping  with  all 
relevant  facts. 

The  Boston  City  Council  is  made  up  of  nine 
Councillors  elected  at  large  every  two  years.  This  is 
a  comparatively  small  body  and  its  city-wide 
responsibilities  place  a  much  heavier  burden  on 
each  individual  than  is  the  case  in  a  larger  Council 
or  one  elected  from  districts. 

The  size,  method  of  election,  and  compensation 
of  City  Councils  vary  greatly.  New  York,  for 
example,  has  a  thirty-seven-man  Council,  ten 
elected  at  large  and  twenty-seven  from  districts, 
and  it  pays  its  Councillors  $20,000.  Philadelphia 
has  a  seventeen-man  Council,  seven  elected  at  large 
and  ten  from  districts  and  it  pays  its  Councillors 
$18,000.  Two  cities  with  the  same  organization  as 
Boston  are  Detroit  and  Seattle,  each  of  which  has  a 
nine-man  Council  elected  at  large.  The  salary  in 
Detroit  is  $17,500  and  in  Seattle  $17,000. 
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In  choosing  a  compensation  figure  for  Boston,  I 
am  also  aware  of  the  fact  that  most  other  cities 
have  liberal  fringe  benefits  for  Councillors,  such  as 
automobiles  and  expense  accounts.  These  are 
specifically  forbidden  in  Boston  by  the  City  Charter 

I  believe  that  the  accompanying  ordinance 
provides  a  compensation  level  for  the  members  and 
the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  which  is 
appropriate  and  equitable,  and  I  urge  the  Council 
to  act  favorably  on  it

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  SALARIES  OF 
OFFICERS  IN  CHARGE  OF  CERTAIN 
DEPARTMENTS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  17,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  an  ordinance  providing 
for  a  new  salary  schedule  for  department  heads  and 
other  appointive  officers  whose  salaries  are  set  by 
ordinance. 

I  am  submitting  this  order  to  increase  these 
salaries  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  Boston  faces  a 
fiscal  crisis  before  the  end  of  this  year  due  to  the 
continued  withholding  of  $52  million  in  state  aid 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  I  do  so  because  the 
inequities  which  now  exist  in  our  salary  structure 
must  be  dealt  with  quite  apart  from  the  current 
controversy  between  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board  of  Education.  These  are  two 
separate  and  distinct  issues. 

The  last  general  salary  increase  for  department 
heads. and  key  administrators  was  granted  on  June 
5,  1 96  8  -  four  year  ago. 


During  those  four  intervening  years  the  rise  in 
the  cost  of  living  has  substantially  reduced  the 
actual  wages  of  these  people.  The  buying  power  of 
these  fixed  salaries  has  greatly  diminished. 

During  this  same  period  the  salaries  of  other 
city  employees  who  are  represented  by  unions  have 
gone  up  a  minimum  of  3 1  percent.  This  increase 
has  not  been  excessive  when  measured  against  the 
rise  in  the  cost  of  living  in  the  Boston  area  or  the 
salary  increases  won  by  organized  labor  in  the 
private  sector.  It  has,  however  pushed  the  base  pay 
of  people  in  the  ranks  close  to  or  even  beyond 
those  of  the  commissioners.  When  overtime  is 
considered,  the  inequity  is  even  greater.  Only  the 
commissioner  whose  salary  is  fixed  by  ordinance  is 
unpaid  for  overtime,  even  though  he  works  sixty  to 
eighty  hours  a  week. 

The  salary  structure  which  is  submitted 
herewith  is  the  product  of  a  through  professional 
analysis  of  the  content  and  responsibility  of  each 
position  done  by  a  competent  outside  consultant 

The  recommended  salary  plan  which  I  am 
asking  the  City  Council  to  adopt  provides  a  new 
flexibility  by  setting  up  a  maximum  and  a 
minimum  for  each  positioa 

This  new  flexibility  is  necessary  at  this 
particular  time  because  of  the  existence  of  federal 
wage  controls.  Although  I  see  the  upper  range  of 
each  salary  category  as  being  the  appropriate 
eventual  salary  for  each  position  in  that  category, 
it  is  likely  that  progress  toward  that  salary  will 
have  to  be  gradual  and  will  have  to  have  approval 
of  the  Federal  Pay  Board.  It  would  not  be  possible 
to  do  this  if  we  were  locked  into  specific  statutory 
salaries. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  in  enacting  this 
ordinance  the  City  Council  would  not  be  giving  up 
its  ultimate  control  of  department  heads'  salaries 
since  it  would  continue  to  control  the  maximum 
salary  for  each  position.  The  Mayor  would  be 
responsible  for  the  actual  placement  of  each  one 
within  the  approved  range. 

I  would  urge  the  honorable  members  of  the 
Council  to  act  upon  this  change  of  ordinance 
promptly  in  order  that  we  may  correct  the 
inequities  which  four  years  of  unequal  treatment 
have  created  in  the  total  salary  structure  of  this 
city.

Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph 
including  clauses  (1)  through  (18)  thereunder,  and 
the  paragraph  immediately  following  thereafter, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraphs: 
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Holders  of  the  following  offices  shall  receive 
such  annual  salary  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
mayor  within  the  limits  set  out  below  for  the 
category  in  which  said  office  is  placed.  In  fixing 
such  salary  the  mayor  shall  consider  the  salaries 
paid  equivalent  offices  by  comparable  govern- 
mental units  elsewhere  in  the  United  States  and 
the  salary  necessary  to  attract  or  retain 
competent  individuals  in  the  city's  service.  Such 
salary  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  be  in  full  for  all  services 
rendered  to  the  city  and  county,  shall  be 
apportionable  in  the  event  of  service  for  only 
part  of  the  year,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
deduction  for  any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city 
or  county  from  such  office  holder. 

Category  I  shall  include  the  director  of 
administrative  services,  who  shall  receive  as 
salary  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  II  shall  include  the  commissioner 
of  assessing,  the  corporation  counsel,  the  fire 
commissioner,  the  police  commissioner,  and  the 
commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall 
receive  as  salary  not  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars. 

Category  III  shall  include  the  deputy 
director  of  administrative  service  for  fiscal 
affairs,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  the 
purchasing  agent,  the  city  auditor,  the  building 
commissioner,  the  city  clerk,  the  collector- 
treasurer,  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspec- 
tion, the  commissioner  of  parks  and  recreation, 
the  penal  institutions  commissioner,  the  com- 
missioner of  real  property,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  traffic  and  parking,  who  shall  receive 
as  salary  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  thirty  thousand  dollars.

and  services  commissioner,  who  shall  receive  as 
salary  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 


Category  V  shall  include  the  member  of  the

COMMUNICATION  RE  BENEFITS  TO 
SURVIVORS  OF  HOTEL  VENDOME  FIRE 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  July  10,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  order  of  June  19  in 
which  you  request  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
prepare  and  process  all  papers  to  enable  the 
widows  and  children  of  the  fire  fighters  who  died 
in  the  line  of  duty  at  the  Hotel  Vendome  to  receive 
any  and  all  pensions,  annuities,  funds,  and 
considerations  that  may  be  available. 

The  widows  will  have  a  choice  of  applying 
under  G.L.  c.  23,  s.  100,  or  G.L.  c.  32,  s.  9. 

Section  100  provides  that  as  long  as  the  widow 
remains  unmarried  she  shall  be  paid  an  amount 
equal  to  the  maximum  set  for  the  position  held  by 
the  fire  fighter,  if  he  had  continued  to  be 
employed.  In  the  event  of  death  or  remarriage  the 
children  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $312  annually  for 
each  child  under  eighteen,  or  each  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  child  over  eighteen.  This 
section  also  provides  that  the  accumulated 
deductions  credited  to  the  fire  fighter's  account  in 
the  annuity  savings  fund  be  paid  to  the  surviving 
beneficiary. 

Under  section  9,  the  accumulated  deductions 
shall  be  paid  to  the  surviving  beneficiary.  The 
provisions  for  the  widow  and  children  differ  from 
section  100  in  that  the  pension  shall  be  equal  to  72 
percent  of  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
on  the  date  of  death  or  72  percent  of  the  annual 
rate  of  compensation  for  the  last  twelve-month 
period  for  which  he  received  compensation  prior  to 
his  death,  whichever  is  larger.  To  this  figure  is 
added  the  sum  of  $312  annually  for  each 
unmarried  child  under  eighteen,  or  each  physically 
or  mentally  disabled  child  over  eighteen.  The  total 
payments,  however,  may  not  exceed  the  salary 
received  at  the  time  of  death.  Under  this  section  if 
the  widow  dies  or  remarries  the  pension  shall  be 
divided  among  the  eligible  children  in  such  manner 
as  the  board  may  determine. 

G.L.  c.  41,  s.  100G,  authorizes  the  city  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  funeral  and  burial  to  a  maximum 
of  $2,000. 

Please  be  assured  that  this  office  will  assist  in 
every  possible  way  the  widows  and  children  of 
those  fire  fighters  who  lost  their  lives  in  this 
terrible  tragedy.

Whereas,  This  Council  is  fully  aware  of  the 
serious  charges  made  against  the  performance  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee  and  is  also  fully 
aware  of  the  feeling  that  the  racial  imbalance  law 
as  presently  written  may  be  unworkable;  and 

Whereas,  This  Council  firmly  believes  that  this 
crisis  in  Boston  schools  is  in  reality  a  crisis  of 
government  in  this  city  and  in  this  state;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls  on 
his  Excellency  Governor  Sargent  to  convene  an 
extraordinary  session  of  the  Great  and  General 
Court  to  consider  the  following: 

1.  A  revision  of  the  constitutional  interrela- 
tionships of  the  governments  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Commonwealth.  As  part  of  this  review 
there  must  be  a  new  look  at  the  statutory  basis  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee,  its  powers,  its 
representational  character,  and  its  accountability.

Whereas,  This  epidemic  of  lead-paint  poisoning 
effects  the  younger  residents  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  city 
government  to  insure  healthy  living  conditions  for 
its  residents;  and 

Whereas,  Last  year  400,000  children  were 
affected  by  and  200  died  from  lead-paint  poisoning 
in  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  now  at  least  four  children  in 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  as  a  result  of  this 
epidemic;  and 

Whereas,  In  1970  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  conducted  a  screening  program  of  800 
city  children;  and 

Whereas,  Ninety-eight  cases  of  lead-paint 
poisoning  were  discovered  during  the  course  of 
that  screening  program;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  to  insure  action  which  will 
remove  such  a  potential  plague;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  submit  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month  for  the  preceding  month, 
setting  forth  information  concerning  lead-paint 
violations  and  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code 
Regulation  13.2.  Said  report  shall  contain  (a)  the 
number  of  lead-paint  violations  referred  to  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  by  any  source;  (b) 
the  number  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  in  response  to 
lead-paint  violation  referrals;  (c)  the  number  of 
notices  sent  to  landlords  by  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  regarding  lead-paint  violations;  (d)  the 
number  of  notices  sent  to  landlords  concerning 
lead-paint  violations  in  housing  dwellings  of  three 
units  and  nonowner  occupied  and  housing  dwelling 
with  more  than  three  units;  (e)  the  number  of 
notices  sent  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Department 
to  the  Rent  Board  informing  the  Rent  Board  of

COMMUNICATION  FROM  CONGRESSMAN 
BURKE  RE  SOCIAL  SECURITY  BENEFITS

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

I  am  writing  as  a  follow-up  to  your  past 
communications  on  the  subject  of  social  security.  I 
greatly  appreciated  hearing  your  views  at  the  time 
on  this  matter  since  social  security  has  been  a 
prime  area  of  concern  to  me  for  many  years. 

As  you  know,  Congress  passed  a  20  percent 
increase  in  social  security  on  June  30  of  this  year. 
The  bill  was  "reluctantly"  signed  by  President 
Nixon,  who,  with  most  conservatives,  felt  the 
increase  was  too  high,  and  too  inflationary.  I,  on 
the  other  hand,  was  pleased  to  vote  in  favor  of  the 
measure. 

My  only  complaint  with  the  measure  was  that  it 
did  not  go  far  enough.  Nothing  short  of  a  50 
percent  increase  is  adequate  to  meet  the  very  real 
needs  of  our  elderly  citizens  today.  Unfortunately, 
too  many  of  my  colleagues  in  Congress  have  been 
operating  under  the  myth  that  social  security 
checks  serve  only  as  extra  or  supplemental  income 
to  the  elderly.  The  general  misconception  is  that 
most  people  over  sixty-five  are  receiving  adequate 
income  from  private  pension  plans  and  are  not 
highly  dependent  upon  social  security.  Nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth. 

I  have  frequently  gone  before  Congress  to 
address  myself  on  this  matter  and  to  educate  my 
colleagues  to  the  very  real  facts  of  this  issue.  In  a 
speech  to  the  House  on  November  3,  1971, 1  stated: 
"Statistics,  while  incomplete,  give  every  indication 
that  more  than  50  percent  of  our  population  over 
sixty-Five  is  totally  dependent  on  income  received 
from  social  security  checks.  This  fact  of  life,  more 
than  any  other,  convinces  me  that,  as  presently 
structured,  our  social  security  benefits  are  totally 
inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  day."  To 
demonstrate  why  I  believe  that  even  a  20  percent 
increase  is  still  inadequate,  let  me  show  you  what 
the  actual  dollar  difference  is.  A  person  making  the 
near    minimum    $64   a    month   would    receive   an 
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increase  of  $12.80,  making  his  total  monthly  sum 
$76.80  a  month.  Certainly  the  increase  is  of  some 
help,  but  it  in  no  way  comes  close  to  the  amount 
an  individual  needs  to  live  on. 

I  am  particularly  angered  by  those  who  claim  to 
sympathize  with  the  problems  of  the  elderly,  but 
who  insist  that  we  have  other,  more  urgent 
priorities.  These  people  are  seemingly  more 
concerned  with  aiding  the  elderly  of  foreign 
countries  than  with  solving  the  inadequacies  which 
exist  in  our  own  country  today.  I  can,  however, 
understand  the  concern  of  many  workers  and 
employers  who  would  feel  a  genuine  hardship  if 
social  security  taxes  were  raised  by  50  percent.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  I  have  proposed  a  new  formula 
for  funding  social  security.  Under  the  present  plan 
the  cost  of  administering  social  security  is  divided 
evenly  between  employer  and  employee.  My 
proposal  calls  for  a  three-way  division  of  costs.  The 
worker  and  employer  would  each  contribute 
one-third,  with  the  final  one-third  coming  out  of 
general  revenues  of  the  federal  government.  This 
not  only  alleviates  much  of  the  burden  on 
employers  and  employees,  but  it  also  provides  a 
broader  tax  base  for  the  social  security  system. 

A  further  example  of  the  glaring  inadequacy  of 
social  security  in  its  present  form  is  the  income 
limitation.  As  it  now  stands,  $1,680  is  the 
maximum  income  which  an  individual  may  receive 
and  still  retain  full  social  security  benefits.  H.R.I, 
which  has  been  passed  by  the  House  and  is  still 
awaiting  action  by  the  Senate,  would  increase  this 
limit  to  $2,000  per  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  only 
$320  and  is  obviously  still  grossly  inadequate. 
These  low  income  ceilings  force  millions  of  people 
over  sixty-five  to  turn  down  work  which  they  are 
eager  and  capable  to  perform,  rather  than  lose  their 
social  security  benefits.  This  is  a  tragic  injustice  to 
the  elderly.  I  strongly  recommend  an  increase  of 
the  income  ceiling  to  at  least  $3,000  per  year.  The 
special  needs  of  our  senior  citizens,  such  as  medical 
expenses,  particular  diets,  means  of  transportation, 
etc.,  force  the  individual  to  spend  a  greater  portion 
of  his  income  on  simple  necessities  and  essential 
items.  Each  year  their  cost  of  living  soars,  while 
their  income  remains  fixed.  It  is  time  for  my 
colleagues  to  realize  these  facts  and  to  act  to 
remedy  the  situation. 

I  feel  a  very  strong  obligation  to  our  senior 
citizens,  many  of  whom  are  more  capable  and 
more  responsible  than  some  people  half  their  age.  I 
do  not  look  upon  the  problems  of  the  elderly  as  a 
burden  upon  our  government.  Rather,  I  feel  that  it 
is  the  obligation  of  a  grateful  nation  to  repay  a 
debt  to  our  senior  citizens  for  all  that  they  have 
contributed  to  make  America  the  greatest  nation 
on  earth.  Throughout  their  lives  these  people  have 
worked  to  carry  us  through  depressions,  to  insure 
our  victories  in  two  world  wars,  to  overcome 
disease  and  countless  other  problems  of  a  growing 
nation.  Their  contributions  have  enabled  younger 
generations  to  enjoy  a  more  comfortable,  more 
rewarding  life  than  was  before  imaginable.  Our 
senior  citizens  deserve  every  assistance  possible, 
and  I  can  assure  you  that  I  will  do  everything  in 


my  power  to  see  that  changes  are  made  to  permit 
our  elderly  to  live  their  lives  with  the  dignity  and 
pride  that  they  deserve. 

Thus,  while  last  week's  news  is  the  best  for 
some  months,  it  should  not  be  regarded  as  the 
conclusion  of  our  efforts,  but  rather  as  an 
important  milestone  in  a  yet  unfinished  task.  With 
warmest  good  wishes,  I  remain.

2,000  tons  annually;  and

Whereas,  It  is  now  agreed  that  the  financial  cost 
of  bringing  the  incinerator  to  air  quality  control 
standards  would  be  excessive  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  new  incinerator  is  to  be  built  in  place  of  the 
present  one;  now,  therefore,  be  it 


Resolved,  (1)  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
urge  responsible  city  officials  to  provide  im- 
mediately the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Air  Quality 
Control  with  a  definite  commitment  to  phase  out 
the  old  incinerator  by  1975  and  to  prepare 
proposals  for  the  erection  of  the  new  incinerator 
by  that  date;  (2)  that  contingent  upon  city 
officials  acting  in  the  manner  prescribed  above,  the 
Boston  City  Council  urges  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Air  Quality  Control  to  rescind  their  veto 
of  the  city's  proposed  remedial  measures  of  two 
years  ago  as  an  interim  method  of  reducing  the 
present  pollution:  (3)  that  the  City  of  Boston 
implement  immediately  the  designated  measures 
upon  the  rescision  of  the  aforesaid  veto;  and 
(4)  that  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  the 
Attorney  General  to  act  in  accordance  with  his 
statutory  obligation  and  prosecute  the  City  of 
Boston  for  failure  to  comply  with  state  anti-

Whereas,  The  federal  government,  through  its 
regional  councils,  is  disseminating  a  total  of  $11.4 
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million  in  funds  to  various  regions  of  the  United

regions,  based  on  growth  and  size  of  their 
Spanish-speaking  community;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
was  not  one  of  the  regions  chosen  to  receive  a 
portion  of  these  funds  although  the  Spanish- 
speaking  population  in  the  Commonwealth  has 
tripled  during  the  last  ten  years  according  to 
figures  released  by  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau;  and 

Whereas,  The  Spanish-speaking  community  in 
Boston  which  numbers  approximately  30,000  to 
40,000  people,  the  majority  of  whom  are  Puerto

WITHHOLD  FUNDS  FOR  WEST  END  AREA 
PENDING  COUNCIL  APPROVAL  OF 
PLAN  CHANGES 


Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a 
communication  addressed  to  Robert  Kenney, 
Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
from  the  office  of  Mr.  Miles  Mahoney,  Com- 
missioner of  the  State  Department  of  Community 
Affairs,  stating  that  there  has  been  a  substantial 
change  in  the  land  use  designation  for  Parcel  2  (IE 
and  IF)  of  the  West  End  Redevelopment  Plan;  and  ' 

Whereas,  These  changes  in  primary  land  use 
replace  parcels  originally  designated  for  public  use 
and  multifamily  residential  use  with  a  plan  for

Whereas,  These  changes  in  land  use,  combined 
with  previous  commercial  usage,  amount  to  a  53 
percent    increase    in    land    use    in     the    overall

Whereas,  These  changes  are  substantial  and  are 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  federal,  state,  and  local

approval  before  further  construction  is  undertaken;

Ordered,  That  the  Deparrment  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs,  and  the  City  of  Boston,  through 
their  appropriate  channels,  be  '  and  hereby  is 
requested  to  withhold  all  funds  for  the  West  End 
Redevelopment  Project  until  the  changes  and 
modifications  in  the  West  End  Plan  are  submitted 
to  this  Honorable  Body  for  review  and  approval.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an  order 
to  the  City  Council  to  provide  a  special 
appropriation  of  $155,000  for  the  use  of  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department. 

The  above  appropriation  will  enable  the  PID  to 
correct  inadequacies  at  the  Suffolk  County  House 
of  Correction  and  to  create  the  wholesome 
custodial  environment  for  offenders  mandated 
both  by  law  and  public  expectation. 

Of  the  request,  $60,000  will  be  for  personnel 
costs  in  the  form  of  overtime  pay  which  was  not 
provided  by  the  last  regularly  submitted  budget. 

Additionally.  $75,000  would  be  spent  in  the 
operations  sphere  for  sorely  needed  equipment. 
Much  of  the  equipment  currently  at  Deer  Island  in 
such  areas  as  food  services,  vehicles,  and 
maintenance  is  antiquated,  dilapidated,  broken 
down,  or,  in  some  cases,  even  nonexistent.  In  the 
long  run,  the  PID  would  eventually  realize  savings 
for  the  taxpayers  through  these  expenditures,  since 
inmates  and  correction  officers  would  thus  be 
enabled  to  perform  critically  necessary  main- 
tenance, as  opposed  to  contracting  for  main- 
tenance services. 

As  for  contractual  obligations,  we  must  begin 
to  provide  legal  services  to  assist  incarcerated 
offenders  with  their  problems.  Some  inmates  are 
committed  erroneously  or  for  longer  periods  than 
warranted  simply  because  they  have  no  adequate 
source  of  legal  guidance  while  confined.  For 
example,  an  inmate  recently  attempted  to  escape, 
but  was  prevented  before  he  ever  left  the 
institution.  This  department  brought  him  to  court, 
intending  that  he  be  charged  with  attempted 
escape.  Affter  a  hasty  conference  with  a 
court-appointed  public  defender  the  inmate 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  more  serious  charge  of 
escape.  He  will  now  serve  six  months  beyond  the 
end  of  his  present  term  at  public  expense  for  a 
crime  which  he  did  not  commit.  Inmate  legal 
services  would  terminate  this  kind  of  abuse  and 
would  result  in  actual  savings  to  the  city  and  the 
taxpayers. 

While  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  has 
made  considerable  progress  toward  making  the 
institution  more  livable  and  effective  through 
rehabilitative  programs  during  the  last  year,  success 
of  these  can  be  guaranteed  only  in  a  supportive 
physical  environment  as  established  by  these 
requested  improvements. 

This    proposed    supplementary    appropriation 
will  enable  the  PID  to  counter  criticism  in  a  most 
constructive  way  -  by  forging  the  tools  to  upgrade 
the  quality  of  life  at  the  institution.

I  have  been  notified  by  the  Boston  Area  Office 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  that  our  request  for  additional  funds 
in  the  amount  of  $1,426,650  to  pay  for  unforeseen 
costs  arising  from  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform 
Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisi- 
tion Policies  Act  of  1970  has  been  approved.  These 
funds  are  to  be  spent  to  satisfy  the  relocation 
obligations  of  Boston's  Comprehensive  City  Dem- 
onstration Program. 

Prior  to  the  release  of  any  funds  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  it 
is  necessary  to  receive  from  the  City  Council 
assurances  that  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform 
Relocation  Assistance  and  Land  Acquisition 
Policies  Act  of  1970  will  be  met. 

The  money  in  question  is  owed  by  the  city  at 
this  time  to  families  and  persons  who  have  been 
displaced  since  January  2,  1971,  as  a  result  of 
projects  and  activities  carried  out  as  part  of  the 
federally  assisted  Comprehensive  City  Demonstra- 
tion Program.  It  is  urgent  that  these  additional 
funds  be  made  available  to  the  city  as  soon  as 
possible  so  that  we  may  begin  to  make  the 
appropriate  relocation  payments.

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  authorizing  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  petition  for  appointment  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  successor  trustee,  and  for  reformation  of 
the  trust  instrument,  in  the  matter  of  a  trust  under 
the  will  of  Helen  C.  Morrison  for  the  benefit  of 
worthy  and  needy  students  in  Boston  Technical 
High  School.  The  order  also  provides,  if  such 
petition  is  allowed,  that  the  Collector-Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  administer  the  trust. 

Counsel  for  the  trustee  has  advised  the 
Corporation  Counsel  that  the  trust  has  been  in 
existence  for  almost  Fifteen  years  and  has  been 
administered  according  to  its  terms.  The  principal 
amount  is  approximately  $10,500.  However,  as  a 
result  of  provisions  of  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of 
1969,  the  trust  is  now  deemed  to  be  a  private 
foundation  and  as  such  it  will  be  required  to  make 
distributions  from  its  principal  fund  or  be  subject 
to  nearly  confiscatory  taxes. 

In  order  that  the  trust's  principal  fund  be 
preserved  and  its  worthy  objectives  sustained,  the 
counsel  for  the  trustee  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  recommend  that  the  City  of  Boston  be 
substituted  as  trustee,  thus  taking  the  trust  out  of 
the  private  foundation  category.  In  this  fashion  it 
can  be  exempted  from  the  tax  laws  applicable  to 
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private  foundations  and  the  income  can  continue 
to  be  disbursed  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  testatrix. 

I  urge  your  prompt  and  favorable  action  on  the 
enclosed  order.

I.  Background 

Pollution-control  equipment  is  a  highly  frag- 
mented market  comprised  of  many  diverse 
products  produced  by  more  than  800  different 
companies.  (Table  I,  page  12,  gives  a  distribution 
of  major  manufacturers.)  Much  of  the  industry  is 
involved  in  the  production  of  low-value-added 
fabricated  metal  products.  This  part  of  the 
industry  is  characterized  by  low  wage  levels  and 
low  productivity.  Most  of  the  companies  are 
located  in  Illinois,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New 
York,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania.  The  character  of 
this  part  of  the  industry,  which  represents  90 
percent  of  the  entire  industry,  has  not  changed 
since  the  Second  World  War.  The  largest  companies 
do  not  have  large  research  budgets,  nor  are  they 
particularly  innovative.  Rather,  they  produce 
heavy-bulk,  unsophisticated  items  such  as  smoke- 
stacks. The  air  and  water  pollution  control  for 
these  companies  remains  a  very  small  part  of  their 
total  business. 

The  "glamour"  high-wage  part  of  the  industry, 
research  and  development  and  instrumentation, 
comprises  about  10  percent  of  the  industry,  and 
this  segment  is  in  the  early  stages  of  development. 
It  is  this  segment  of  the  industry  which  could  and 
should  experience  rapid  growth  in  the  middle 
1970s  in  Massachusetts. 

The  focus  of  the  industry  is  changing. 
Historically,  recovering  waste  material  of  value  and 
meeting  minimal  environmental  standards  were  the 
main  concerns  of  industries  using  pollution-control 
equipment.  Now,  new  local  statutes  and  public 
concern  over  pollution  are  the  reasons  companies 
are  buying  the  equipment.  Thus,  sales  have 
increased  for  the  pollution-control  industry,  and, 
to  a  degree,  the  kind  of  equipment  they  are 
producing  has  changed. 

Many  of  the  companies  that  are  entering  the 
new  areas  are  the  older,  established  firms  which 
still  produce  other  kinds  of  equipment.  However, 
the  industry  is  growing,  and  there  should  be  room 
for  new  entrants. 

II.  The  Industry 

The  pollution-control  industry  is  divided  into 
two     basic     groups  air    pollution    control 

equipment  and  water  pollution  control  equipment. 
A.  Air  Pollution-Control  Equipment 

In  air  pollution-control  equipment  there  are 
two  groups,  equipment  to  control  particulates  and 
equipment  to  control  gaseous  emissions. 

The  kinds  of  equipment  that  are  used  for 
removal  of  particulates  are  electrostatic  precipita- 
tors, mechanical  collectors,  wet  collectors,  and 
fabric  filters. 

The  techniques  used  for  the  removal  of  gaseous 
pollutants  are  based  on  chemical  processes,  but  the 
equipment  is  similar  to  that  which  is  used  in  the 
removal  of  particulates. 

There  are  more  than  200  companies  in  the 
United     States     that    sell    air    pollution    control 
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equipment.  However,  there  are  twelve  companies 
(see  Table  II)  that  supply  40  to  50  percent  of  the 
total  equipment  market,  and  none  of  them  are 
located  in  Massachusetts. 

The  market  for  manufactures  involved  directly 
in  the  air  pollution  industry  was  $400  million  in 
1970  and  is  projected  to  $850  million  by  1972.1 

In  the  past,  the  air  pollution  control  industry 
has  been  more  concerned  with  particulate  removal 
rather  than  control  of  gaseous  pollutants.  Industry 
sources  indicate  that  attention  may  now  be  shifting 
to  the  removal  of  gaseous  pollutants.  This  market 
may  very  well  be  one  of  the  fastest  growing 
segments  of  the  industry. 

1  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  estimates 

Instruments     for     sampling,     measuring,    and 
analyzing  air  pollution  will  be  another  fast  growing 
segment  of  the  industry. 
B.  Water  Pollution-Control  Equipment 

Water  pollution-control  equipment  is  divided 
into  two  groups,  specialty  equipment  and  instru- 
mentation. The  market  for  equipment  directly 
involved  in  water  pollution  control  is  estimated  at 
$700  million  in  1970  and  is  projected  to  grow  to 
$1,150,000,000  by  1972.  2 

There  are  250  companies  in  the  United  States 
that  sell  specialty  water  and  waste  water-treating 
equipment.  Most  of  these  companies  are  located  in 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Illinois,  and  Pennsylvania. 
They  are  well  established  firms,  not  particularly 
innovative,  and  they  have  been  selling  their 
traditional  product  lines  to  the  chemical,  petro- 
leum refining,  pulp,  and  paper  industries.  Their 
equipment  has  consisted  of  fabricated  metal 
products,  such  as  vessels  and  tanks,  absorption 
equipment,  and  chlorinators.  There  are  twelve 
companies  that  account  for  45  to  55  percent  of  the 
market.  The  level  of  profit  for  this  kind  of 
equipment  is  relatively  low,  running  from  4  to  8 
percent  on  the  investment.  Most  of  the  equipment 
is  sold  to  municipalities  for  sewage  treatment  or  to 
companies  for  treatment  of  industrial  water. 

2  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  estimates 

The  instrumentation  segment  of  water  pollution 
control  should  be  another  fast  growing  part  of  the 
industry. 

One  reason  for  this  growth  is  the  extensive 
market  for  instrumentation.  State  and  federal 
agencies,  municipalities,  and  industry  all  buy  this 
equipment  This  equipment  is  used  for  sensing, 
transmission,  and  utilization  of  information.  It  is  a 
likely  possibility  that  computer  control  of 
treatment  facilities  will  be  a  reality  in  the  next  few 
years.  The  top  four  companies  in  the  field  account 
for  40  percent  of  the  sales,  and  one  Massachusetts 
firm  is  among  them  (the  Foxboro  Company  in 
Foxboro). 

III.    Future  of  the  Industry 

It  is  ironic  that  during  this  period  of  high 
employment  there  is  a  shortage  of  skilled  and 
experienced  manpower  in  the  pollution-control 
industry.  This  is  a  problem  that  is  shared  by  almost 
all  companies  in  the  field.3  It  is  felt  that,  to  a  large 
degree,  the  future  stability  of  the  industry  will 
depend  on  the  ability  of  government  to  provide  the 


money  and  organization  necessary  to  implement 
the  legislative  programs.  At  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce's  midyear  Business  Briefing,  John  H. 
Siddebottom,  Vice-President  of  Corporate  Com- 
munications for  Raytheon,  made  this  same  point  - 
stressing  that  before  any  major  transfer  can  be 
made  to  the  domestic  market,  the  federal 
government  will  have  to  show  a  budgetary 
commitment  to  warrant  private  research  and 
development  activities  in  areas  like  pollution-con- 
trol industry.  The  increased  use  of  sophisticated 
equipment  and  instrumentation  will  place  heavy 
pressure  on  air-and  water-control  installations  to  be 
automated. 

3  Fostering  Industrial  Growth  in  Massachusetts,  Vol. 
VI,  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc. 

In  developing  the  industry,  it  should  be  kept  in 
mind  that  the  "payoff  period"  is  likely  to  be  much 
longer  than  other  industries.  Perhaps  a  strategy  of 
selective  support  to  those  segments  of  the  industry 
which  are  forecasted  to  be  fast  growing  should  be 
adopted  by  the  state.  Such  an  approach  is 
impossible  for  the  city,  given  the  city's  very  limited 
fiscal  resources.  One  view  of  the  future  of  the 
pollution-control  industry  is  as  follows: 

The  various  institutions  in  the  area,  Woods  Hole 
Oceanographic  Institute,  M.I.T.  and  Harvard,  will 
do  an  increasing  amount  of  research  in  pollution. 
This  will  come  about  partially  as  a  response  to  the 
increased  concern  over  the  environment  and 
increased  regulations  by  government. 

An  offshoot  of  research  and  development  may 
be  the  growth  of  pollution  instrument  and  related 
equipment-manufacturing  facilities. 

Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  did  a  study  for  the  state 
on  developing  strategies  for  industries  in  the  1970s, 
and  they  came  up  with  some  specific  recommen- 
dations for  the  pollution  control  industry. 

1.  Financially  support  key  men  in  universi- 
ties who  are  experts  in  pollution. 

2.  Disseminate  information  on  venture 
capital  sources. 

3.  Foster  the  development  of  information 
on  the  pollution-control  equipment  market. 

4.  Support  programs  for  field-testing  exper- 
imental techniques. 

5.  Promote  Massachusetts  as  the  location 
for  a  National  Environmental  Research  Insti- 
tute. 

6.  Encourage  the  adoption  and  enforce- 
ment of  strict  pollution-control  standards. 

IV.  Conclusion 

Encouraging  the  growth  of  the  pollution-con- 
trol industry  poses  a  dilemma  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  bulk  of  the  pollution-control  industry 
which  produces  fabricated  metal  products  such  as 
smokestacks  is  not  well  suited  to  a  Boston 
location.  The  majority  of  their  products  are  too 
heavy  to  transport  competitively  from  a  Boston 
location. 

Conversely,  that  10  percent  of  the  industry 
which  produces  instrumentation,  has  high  wages, 
and  would  be  well  suited  to  a  Boston  location 
presents  a  dilemma. 
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This  segment  of  the  industry  employs  many 
highly  skilled  technicians  and  engineers.  If  this 
kind  of  an  industry  is  brought  to  Boston, 
undoubtedly,  its  main  thrust  would  be  to  locate  on 
Route  128  or  495,  and  certainly  most  of  the 
employees  would  be  suburban  residents  rather  than 
Boston  residents.  While  we  might  be  successful  in 
recruiting  a  new  company  into  Boston,  we  would 
be  less  successful  in  our  responsibility  to  provide 
jobs  for  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

There  is  a  further  problem  as  well.  It  has  been 
noted  that  in  this  kind  of  a  market  Massachusetts 
often  provides  the  research  and  development  which 
fosters  the  growth  of  an  industry  in  its  early  years. 
However,  after  the  product  moves  from  its 
development  stage  to  its  production  stage, 
Massachusetts  is  unable  to  compete  with  foreign 
competition  because  of  high  taxes  and  average 
wage  levels.  To  go  against  this  proven  fact  of 
international  economics  is  to  risk  establishing  an 
inherently  weak  and  vulnerable  economic  activity 
in  Boston. 

Therefore,  the  logical  extension  of  this  line  of 
reasoning  suggests  that  the  most  prudent  strategy  is 
to  focus  efforts  on  attracting  to  Boston  research 
and  development  segments  rather  than  production 
segments  of  the  pollution-control  instrumentation 
industry. 

EDIC  feels  that  Boston  should  not  rule  out  the 
recruitment  of  the  pollution-control  industry,  but, 
as  Boston  goes  into  this  field,  it  should  do  so  with 
an  awareness  of  some  of  the  pitfalls  and  difficulties 
posed  by  the  dynamics  of  the  industry. 
V.  Program 

As  part  of  the  overall  industrial  development 
strategy  for  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission  will  soon 
be  sending  letters  to  major  growth  potential  firms 
requesting  that  they  contact  us  should  they 
anticipate  expansion  of  their  operations.  In 
addition  to  pollution-control  instrumentation  com- 
panies, which  are  certainly  being  included,  we  will 
be  contacting  manufacturers  of  mill  work,  wood 
household  furniture,  and  pump  and  compressor 
companies.  The  latter  three  are  industries  that  are 
fast  growing,  economically  efficient,  and  have  New 
England  sales  potential. 

At  such  time  as  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  has  launched  its  first 
industrial  park,  it  is  our  intention  to  renew  our 
effort  with  these  firms  in  a  much  more  aggressive 
manner. 

Because  of  the  obvious  implications  of  this 
report  for  state  and  regional  action,  it  is  our 
intention  to  distribute  this  report  to  the  following 
six  agencies  coupled  with  a  request  for  information 
about  their  plans  for  this  specific  industry  and 
information  as  to  how  their  programs  might 
complement  our  own.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  an  order  of  the  City 
Council  on  April  24,  1972,  wherein  "...  Director 
of  Administrative  Services  be  and  is  hereby 
requested  to  direct  the  Building  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Redevelopment  Director,  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  charged  with  jurisdiction  over 
vacant  and  abandoned  buildings  to  give  immediate 
attention  to  the  problem  of  vacant  and  abandoned 
buildings  and  to  expedite  a  program  of  demolition 
of  abandoned  buildings  and  refurbishing  of  vacant 
buildings." 

The  Building  Department  is  already  furnishing 
your  office  with  a  monthly  report  of  demolition. 
Your  office  and  the  City  Council  approved  a 
budget  for  demolition  during  the  fiscal  year 
November,  1971,  through  October,  1972,  for 
$940,000.  As  of  April  30,  1972,  we  have  been 
committed  to  spend  $375,548.89.  On  this  program 
you  will  note  that  this  is  40  percent  of  our  total 
budget  and  we  are  at  exactly  the  midpoint  of  the 
fiscal  year.  It  is  my  intention  to  evaluate  vacant 
and  abandoned  buildings  and  deal  with  them  on  a 
basis  that  allows  us  to  demolish  the  most 
dangerous  cases  first.  1  quickly  recognize  that  this 
is  a  matter  of  judgment  and  readily  submit  to  you 
that  we  are  not  always  right  in  our  judgment. 
However,  we  have  made  and  we  shall  continue  to 
make  a  genuine  attempt  to  deal  with  the  matter  on 
a  priority  basis;  the  more  dangerous  to  be  removed 
soonest. 

That  part  of  the  resolution  which  refers  to  the 
Building  Department's  adopting  more  efficient 
procedures  for  identifying  and  reporting  to  the 
Mayor's  Office  those  landlords  who  are  busily 
defying  city  ordinances  in  order  to  milk  the 
working  men  and  women  in  Boston  is  very  general. 
I  shall  be  happy  to  do  whatever  you  wish  to 
support  such  a  program.  Hopefully,  you  can 
identify  some  reasonable  means  whereby  we  can 
make  the  kind  and  quality  of  information  that 
should  be  useful  to  you  and  the  City  Council.

With  reference  to  the  enclosed  City  Council 
order  of  April  24,  1972,  concerning  vacant  and 
abandoned  buildings,  I  submit  the  following  report 
to  you  as  requested  by  Edward  T.  Sullivan, 
Chairman  of  the  Public  facilities  Commission  and 
Director  of  Administrative  Services. 

The  Public  facilities  Department  generally 
endorses  the  sentiments  expressed  relative  to  the 
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hazards  of  these  buildings.  We  have,  however,  been 
unaware  of  any  significant  amount  of  money  made 
available  for  demolition  of  abandoned  buildings  as 
referred  to  by  the  Council. 

The  bulk  of  the  cases  coming  under  this 
department's  jurisdiction  have  been  those  buildings 
acquired  by  us  as  sites  for  new  facilities,  and  while 
some  may  be  vacant  when  they  are  taken,  most  are 
occupied,  and  relocation  must  take  place  first. 
With  a  demolition  contract  let  for  the  entire  site,  it 
is  normally  a  question  only  of  releasing  the 
buildings  for  demolition  as  they  become  vacant 
and  utilities  are  secured.  Therefore  little  delay  is 
encountered.  Sometimes,  of  course,  it  is  imprudent 
or  impractical  to  take  down  individual  structures 
among  others  still  occupied,  in  which  case  the 
buildings  are  carefully  secured  until  the  entire 
group  is  released.  We  now  have  three  or  four 
buildings  in  this  category  on  two  school  sites.  We 
have  every  incentive  to  perform  in  this  category  as 
we  need  the  sites  for  our  projects  and  do  not  wish 
to  .  expend  sums  for  property  management 
essentially  meant  and  needed  for  construction.  (All 
sums  we  collect  from  tenants  as  "occupancy 
charges"  go  to  the  City  Treasury  and  are  not 
available  to  us  for  this.)  Many  of  our  sites,  of 
course,  come  to  us  completely  cleared  and  vacant, 
either  from  the  BRA  or  because  we  make  every 
effort  to  select  usable  sites  with  little  or  no 
relocation  required.  In  any  event,  all  of  such  work 
is  part  of  the  site  acquisition  phase  of  our  new 
construction  projects  and  is  funded  as  part  of  these 
projects,  mostly  from  capital  loans.  Availability  of 
funds  then  has  not  presented  problems,  and  we 
believe  we  have  been  performing  adequately. 

The  other  area  of  our  concern  is  demolition  of 
existing  public  buildings  of  the  city  with  which,  in 
accordance  with  section  3  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  is 
charged,  if  it  determines  that  is  the  proper 
disposition  and  no  other  municipal  purpose  or 
reason  for  sale  is  found.  This  is  a  much  smaller 
area.  Availability  of  funds  for  this  has  usually  been 
a  problem.  In  previous  years  all  money  for  this  has 
been  placed  in  the  budget  of  the  Building 
Department  and  Public  Facilities  then  has  dele- 
gated the  individual  job  to  that  department  and 
requested  them  to  take  care  of  it.  When  the 
Building  Commissioner  has  no  funds  to  spare,  or  in 
view  of  higher  priorities  for  his  funds  this  could 
not  occur,  it  has  only  been  possible  in  true 
emergencies  to  scrape  together  sufficient  funds  by 
deferring  other  activities  such  as  badly  needed 
repairs.  If  this  could  not  be  justified,  we  could  only 
try  to  secure  the  building  and  try  to  minimize  the 
danger  until  funds  were  found.  However  this  year, 
in  April,  we  were  provided  an  appropriation  for 
this  purpose. 

As  a  general  rule,  nevertheless,  this  department 
makes  every  effort,  and  it  is  our  policy,  to  reuse 
city  buildings  vacated  for  one  purpose  for  other 
necessary  city  functions,  or  to  dispose  of  them  for 
private  reuse,  taxable  if  at  all  possible,  before 
determining  they  must  be  demolished.  A  sub- 
stantial number  of  public  buildings  being  vacated 


are  also  already  designated  for  sale  to,  and 
demolition  by,  the  BRA  as  part  of  an  approved 
urban  renewal  plan.  Timing  on  these  is  totally  in 
control  of  the  BRA  once  they  are  vacant. 

Below,  for  your  detailed  information,  is  a  list 
and  current  status  of  vacant  or  semivacant  public 
buildings  now  held.  We  could  also  supply  a  report 
of  disposition  of  previous  cases  since  we  were 
established  if  you  wish  and  think  it  useful.  The 
numbers  are  quite  small;  we  have,  in  fact,  recently 
demolished  a  few,  and  are  well  aware  of  those 
coming  up  in  the  near  future. 
Charlestown: 

Former  Fire  Station  (Engine  32,  Ladder  9),  440 
Bunker  Hill  Street.  To  be  acquired,  demolished  by 
BRA,  and  land  sold  back  to  the  city  as  part  of  site 
of  Bunker  Hill  School  now  in  design.  Designated 
by  you  to  be  Teen-Age  Center  until  so  needed  and 
placed  in  care  of  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Real 
Property  for  that  interim  purpose.  We  would  rather 
like  to  be  pressing  the  BRA  for  action  here  if  you 
would  concur. 
West  End: 

Blackstone  School,  Blossom  Street.  This  has 
finally  been  transferred  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  this  department  and  is  thoroughly 
secured,  although  school  employees  still  park  cars 
in  the  yard  and  the  Shriners  have  a  garbage 
dumpster  there  also.  The  PFC  has  voted  to  have 
the  BRA  advertise  the  parcel  for  disposition,  along 
with  a  few  square  feet  of  their  land  left  over  from 
the  West  End  Project,  for  reuse  as  a  housing  site, 
subject  to  PFC  concurrence  in  the  developer.  When 
mutually  chosen,  the  developer  will  be  charged 
with  costs  and  carrying  out  of  the  demolition  as  a 
credit  on  the  land  purchase.  Although  it  has  been 
advertised  and  several  developer  submissions  were 
received  by  BRA  some  time  ago,  we  have  not  yet 
had  a  recommendation  from  them,  and  do  not 
know  their  timetable. 
Back  Bay: 

Former  Police  Station  16,  Boylston  Street. 
Garage  section  converted  to  police  substation 
reuse.  Arch  section  transferred  to  Fire  Department 
as  part  of  renovation  of  adjacent  fire  station  and  so 
reused.  Balance  thoroughly  secured  pending  BRA 
action  to  acquire  and  dispose  for  reuse  under 
Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Project.  This  disposition 
could,  we  understand,  include  the  substation, 
although  it  has  been  rehabilitated  and  is  not  vacant 
at  this  point. 
South  Boston: 

Gaston  School.  Occupied  on  weekends  for 
apprenticeship  training;  will  be  demolished  and 
land  turned  over  to  BHA  as  committed  as  soon  as 
School  Department  finally  vacates,  at  end  of  this 
month.  We  are  ready  and  waiting  for  this  one. 
Roxbury: 

1.  Old  Boston  Business  School.  We  had 
managed  to  unload  this  one  on  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  last  year.  Now  they  don't  intend 
to  use  it  .for  the  Franklin  Park  Community  College 
because  of  its  condition.  We  can  get  the  land  back 
but  we  have  said  we  won't  accept  it  with  the 
building  on  it,  to  avoid  the  demolition  expense. 
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2.  Boardman  School.  To  be  vacated  by  the 
School  Department  at  end  of  school  year, 
guaranteed.  The  BRA  is  responsible  for  acquiring  it 
from  us,  demolishing  it,  and  selling  land  to  the 
Roxbury  YMCA.  They  are  well  aware  of  this  but 
have  not  yet  given  us  a  timetable. 

3.  Former  Police  Stationhouse  9,  Dudley  and 
Magazine  Streets.  This  building  has  been  thoroughly 
secured  pending  its  rehabilitation,  as  recommended 
by  Model  Cities,  for  use  by  the  Spanish  Alliance. 
The  federal  grant  under  the  "703"  Neighborhood 
Facilities  Program  has  just  been  secured  and  the 
architects  are  again  hard  at  work.  Upon  completion 
of  the  rehabilitation  by  this  department,  which 
should  commence  by  fall,  the  property  will  be 
transferred  to  the  Public  Buildings  Division  to  act 
as  landlord  for  the  Spanish  Alliance. 

4.  Old  Roxbury  Court  House,  Dudley  Street. 
This  has  been  scheduled  for  acquisition  and 
demolition  by  the  BRA  in  accordance  with  the 
Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Plan  to 
provide  new  street  alignments  and  a  housing  site. 
Since  it  was  vacated  last  year  we  have,  with  Model 
Cities,  discussed  several  temporary  tenancies  while 
we  wait  for  HUD  funding  of  this  project  so  BRA 
can  act.  It  is  now  obvious,  although  not  official, 
that  there  will  be  no  HUD  money  for  this  part  of 
the  project  activities.  If  this  once  is  confirmed,  and 
since  PFD  now  has  a  budget  appropriation,  we 
should  probably  demolish  it  ourselves  and  submit 
the  expense  as  a  local  credit  for  renewal. 
Jamaica  Plain: 

Agassiz  and  Old  Agassiz  Schools,  Burroughs 
Street.  To  be  vacated  at  end  of  school  year  with 
New  Agassiz  completed.  We  are  committed  to  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  to  demolish 
these  for  a  new  playground  and  would  be 
undertaking  this  this  summer.  However,  the  local 
community,  through  the  Little  City  Hall,  has 
requested  us  to  study  keeping  the  Old  Agassiz 
(which  has  some  historic  value)  for  reuse,  and  we 
have  asked  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  if 
they  will  allow  this.  I  understand  they  mean  to 
hold  a  public  meeting  out  in  the  neighborhood 
soon  on  the  subject. 
Dorchester: 

1.  Florence  Nightingale  School.  Burned,  vacant, 
and  secured.  We  are  in  process  of  designing  a 
neighborhood  playground  for  this  site,  within  the 
new  construction  of  which  the  old  building  will  be 
demolished.  We  had  no  funds  for  demolition  last 
year  to  do  this  then. 

2.  Civil  Defense  Stores  (old  Fire  Station),  River 
Street.  This  was  delegated  to  the  Building 
Department  last  November  as  we  had  no  funds 
appropriated  and  is  now  scheduled  for  demolition 
by  the  Building  Department.  We  do  not  know  their 
timetable. 

Hyde  Park: 

1.  Amos  Webster  School.  Used  by  School 
Department  for  storage  after  it  was  closed  to  pupils 
until  new  Supply  Room  opened;  it  was  then  held 
for  possible  reuse  on  the  request  of  Councillor 
Timilty.  With  his  agreement  late  last  year  wc  have 
proceeded  to  demolish  it. 


2.  The     Weld    School.    You    are     thoroughly 
familiar    with    this    one     I    expect!       Bids    for 
demolition  to  be  received  June  1,  1972.

Subject:    "Controlled  Concrete." 

The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  amplify  the 
provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code 
with  respect  to  "Controlled  Concrete,"  effective 
immediately. 

1.  Where  "controlled  concrete"  is  required  the 
concrete  must  be  tested  by  an  "approved"  testing 
laboratory. 

2.  An  "approved"  testing  laboratory  is  one 
which  has  been  certified  by  the  National  Bureau  of 
Standards,  Cement  and  Concrete  Reference  Labor- 
atory, Washington,  D.C.  This  certification  must  be 
renewed  every  two  years. 

3.  The  concrete  testing  laboratory  must  be 
engaged  and  paid  for  by  the  building  or  structure 
owner  and  not  the  contractor.  Copies  of  all 
laboratory  reports  must  be  sent  to  the  owner,  the 
contractor,   the   ready-mix  concrete  supplier,  the 
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structural  engineer  or  architect,  and  the  Building 
Commissioner,  to  arrive  within  seven  days  of  the 
laboratory  test.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued 
without  evidence  that  an  approved  laboratory  has 
been  engaged.  In  the  case  of  an  owner-contractor, 
the  laboratory  must  be  mutually  agreeable  to  the 
owner-contractor  and  the  Building  Commissioner. 

4.  Four  cylinders  must  be  taken  for  every  50 
cubic  yards  of  concrete  or  fraction  thereof.  A 
slump  test  must  be  taken  of  every  batch  delivered 
to  the  job  site.  Four  cylinders  per  50-cubic-yard 
increment  will  be  taken  from  the  batch  with  the 
highest  slump.  The  first  cylinder  must  be  broken  at 
seven  days,  and  the  remaining  three  at  twenty-eight 
days. 

5.  The  design  of  the  concrete  mix  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  affidavit  engineer  where  one  is 
required.  Where  no  affidavit  engineer  is  required  it 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  engineer  or 
architect  whose  professional  seal  appears  on  the 
approved  plans. 

6.  The  requirements  for  "controlled  concrete" 
are  spelled  out  in  the  July  1,  1970,  edition  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Building  Code. 

7.  Quality  control  and  certification  of  materials 
and  of  batching  shall  be  accomplished  in 
accordance  with  Reference  Standard  8-45,  502.15 
of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code.  All  such 
determination,  verification,  and  certification  is 
meant  to  be  performed  by  personnel  of  an 
approved  concrete-testing  laboratory.

Subject:    Application  for  a  Permit. 

The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  amplify  the 
requirements  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code 
in  section  1 10(i). 

"Section  1 10-Application  for  Permit. 
(i).  The  Commissioner  may  accept  an 
application  for  a  permit  accompanied  by  plans 
and  computations  and  an  affidavit  filed 
therewith  by  a  competent  architect  or  engineer 
to  the  effect  that  said  plans  and  computations 
are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
code  and  of  all  other  pertinent  laws  and 
ordinances." 

The  competent  architect  or  engineer  mentioned 
in  section  110(i)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building 
Code  must  be  registered  professional  engineer  or 
architect  registered  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  The  Building  Department  shall 
require  that  the  affidavit  engineer  or  architect  will 
make  at  least  one  site  visit  per  week  to  the  building 
or  structure  for  which  the  application  was 
approved  and  shall  leep  a  log  of  his  weekly  visits 
until  the  final  affidavit  is  filed.  Furthermore,  he 
shall  have  a  person  in  his  employ  present  on  the 
site  during  all  construction  operations.  This  person 
must  have  technical  competence  acceptable  to  the 
affidavit  engineer  or  architect  and  must  keep  a  log 


of  his  activities  during  the  entire  period  of  the 
construction  operations.  These  logs  shall  be  made 
available  to  the  Building  Commissioner  upon 
application  by  the  Building  Department. 

The  Building  Department  shall  from  time  to 
time  issue  permits  for  various  kinds  of  structures 
and  buildings  if  the  work  is  designed  by  an 
architect  or  engineer  who  is  registered  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Certain  plans 
and  computations  for  complex  structures  will  be 
required  to  undergo  examination  by  a  second 
registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  regis- 
tered in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
expense  of  the  second  examination  shall  be  borne 
by  the  owner.  It  shall  consist  of  an  examination  by 
a  disinterested  professional  engineer  or  architect 
registered  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
who  upon  his  examination  and  conference  with  the 
designer  will  send  a  letter  to  the  Building 
Commissioner  stating  that  he  has  checked  the 
details,  computations,  stress  diagram,  and  other 
data  necessary  to  describe  the  construction  and 
basis  of  calculations,  and  further  stating  that  in  his 
judgment  the  requirements  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Building  Code  have  been  met  with  respect  to  the 
design.

Therefore,  all  plans  for  buildings  filed  with  the 
City  of  Boston  Building  Department  are  required 
to  bear  the  impression  of  the  seal  of  an  architect, 
structural  engineer,  mechanical  engineer,  and 
electrical  engineer  who  is  registered  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  excepting  only  such  plans 
as  are  for: 

1 .  Construction,  enlargement,  or  alteration  of 

a.  Any  building  containing  less  than  35,000 
cubic  feet  of  enclosed  space. 

b.  Any  single  or  two-family  house  or  any 
accessory  building  thereto. 

c.  Any  building  used  for  farm  purposes. 

d.  Any  building  or  structure,  primarily  of  an 
engineering  nature,  for  which  the  plans 
have  been  prepared  by  or  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  professional  engineer 
registered  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 
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e.  Any  building  or  structure  for  which  the 
plans  have  been  prepared  by  officers  or 
employees  of  the  United  States  of  America 
while  working  in  the  Commonwealth  as 
employees  of  said  United  States  of 
America. 

f.  Any  building  or  structure  for  which  the 
plans  have  been  prepared  by  officers  or 
employees  of  the  Commonwealth  or  any 
subdivision  thereof  while  engaged  as 
employees  of  the  Commonwealth  or  any  of 
its  subdivision. 

2.  Alteration    of   any    building    not    involving 
substantial  and  major  structural  change.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  a  City  Council  order 
passed  on  July  10,  1972,  concerning  the  Building 
Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  answer- 
ing certain  questions  related  to  fires  in  high-rise 
buildings. 

I  have  read  the  Xeroxed  articles  referred  to  in 
Business  Week,  August,  1971,  and  Volume  136  of 
Popular  Mechanics,  March,  1971 ,  as  ordered  by  the 
Council. 

I  shall  respond  to  the  Council's  second  question 
since  it  refers  to  the  Building  Code. 

The  City  of  Boston  Building  Code  has  addressed 
itself  to  the  matter  of  fire  protection  since  its 
adoption  by  the  City  Council  in  December  of  1 969 
(made  mandatory  in  July  of  1971).  Each  item  in 
the  Building  Code  was  reviewed  by  the  Fire 
Prevention  Branch  of  the  Fire  Department  before 
it  was  enacted,  and  much  of  the  content  and 
language  in  the  Building  Code  came  as  a  result  of 
the  Fire  Department's  input  in  the  area  of  fire 
prevention. 

In  June  of  this  year  the  Fire  Chief,  George  Paul, 
and    I    met    with    representatives   of  the    Boston 


Society  of  Architects,  the  Association  of  General 
Contractors,  and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  to 
discuss  the  very  same  issues  that  were  in  Business 
Week  and  Popular  Mechanics.  On  June  15,  1972,  a 
Commissioner's  Bulletin  was  put  into  effect  which 
spells  out  very  clearly  what  is  required  for  the 
control  and  ventilation  of  smoke.  A  copy  is 
enclosed  for  your  ready  reference.  The  Building 
Code  is  an  up-to-date  document  and,  as  you  would 
expect,  it  will  be  overtaken  by  technology.  As 
these  changes  occur  the  code  will  be  revised  and 
the  revisions  will  be  sent  to  you  and  the  City 
Council  for  approval  and  appropriate  legislative 
action.

Subject:  Smoke  and  Heat  Emergency  Exhaust 
Systems. 

Effective  immediately  the  following  shall  apply: 
Smoke    and    heat   emergency   exhaust   systems 
shall  be  provided  as  follows: 

a.  In  all  buildings  which  exceed  seventy  feet  in 
height  the  exhaust  system  shall  be  mechani- 
cal. 

b.  In  buildings  used  for  H-l  and  H-2 
(institutional)  occupancy  and  for  L-l  and 
L-2  (hotel  and  apartment)  occupancy 
(groups)  which: 

1.  Exceed  three  stories  or  forty  feet  in  height. 

2.  Exceed  10,000  square  feet  in  floor  area. 

3.  Are  occupied  by  more  than  fifty  persons 
above  the  first  floor,  or  have  more  than 
twenty-five  sleeping  rooms  above  the  first 
floor. 

c.  In  all  fully  enclosed  industrial  buildings 
without  exterior  windows  openings  for 
ventilation  purposes.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  articles  in  Business  Week  and  Popular 
Mechanics  imply  that  the  problems  of  high-rise 
buildings  are  something  new.  They  are  subjects  to 
which  the  Boston  Fire  Department  has  given 
continuous  attention,  its  officers  being  familiar 
with  most  of  the  notable  fires  which  have  occurred 
in  such  buildings. 

As  an  exhibit,  a  list  of  high-rise  building  fires  is 
appended  covering  some  of  the  more  notable 
examples.  It  would  be  fair  to  say  that  the  lessons 
of  almost  all  of  these  fires  have  engaged  the 
attention  of  this  department.  The  articles  referred 
to  are  certainly  nothing  new.  Similar  articles  have 
appeared  in  a  large  number  of  publications,  most 
of  which  have  been  reviewed  by  the  chief  officers 
of  this  department. 
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In  April  of  1971  Chief  George  H.  Paul  and 
Horatio  Bond,  who  is  the  consultant  on  the 
revision  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  were 
in  a  group  of  about  ninety  leading  fire  experts  who 
were  brought  together  in  Virginia  to  assist  the 
United  States  General  Services  Administration  to 
determine  its  policy  regarding  high-rise  buildings. 

Subsequently  a  task  force  of  chief  officers  of 
this  department  have  prepared  regulations  and 
procedures  of  building  evacuation  under  authority 
of  section  7.04d  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention 
Code,  by  which  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
may  establish  procedures  to  be  followed  in 
conducting  fire  exit  drills,  and  under  the  authority 
of  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
under  section  1.04b  of  the  code,  to  determine 
actions  to  eliminate  dangerous  and  unsafe  con- 
ditions. This  has  been  supplemented  by  the 
guidelines  for  evacuation  planning.  Exhibits  of 
both  of  these  documents  are  attached. 

One  of  the  most  important  matters  affecting 
safety  in  high-rise  buildings  is  the  control  of  air 
movement,  as  these  buildings  are  generally  sealed 
and  cannot  be  ventilated  through  windows.  This 
general  subject  is  covered  by  the  Boston  Building 
Code.  We  have  submitted  to  the  Building 
Department  a  recommendation  on  an  amendment 
to  the  Boston  Building  Code  requiring  a  mechani- 
cal smoke  removal  system  in  all  new  high-rise 
buildings.  This  would  be  a  giant  step  forward  in  the 
solution  of  the  problems  of  fires  in  such  buildings. 

We  also  have  in  draft  form  revisions  of  the  Fire 
Prevention  Code  --  some  requirements  of  the 
functioning  of  alarm  systems  —  and  controls  which 
may  be  exercised  by  the  Fire  Department  over  the 
function  of  air-conditioning  systems  during  fires. 

Our  consultant,  Mr.  Bond,  is  also  recommending 
that  the  Fire  Prevention  Code,  when  revised, 
require  that  all  large  and  high-rise  buildings  be 
protected  throughout  by  an  automatic  sprinkler 
system.  This  is  the  one  feature  that  all  experts 
seem  to  agree  to  be  the  most  effective  way  to  make 
high-rise  and  other  large  buildings  safe  for  the 
occupants,  and  manageable  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, if  a  fire  occurs. 

Elevators  have  created  some  serious  problems 
during  fires  in  these  buildings.  Through  ths  mutual 
cooperation  of  the  State  Elevator  Board,  the 
installers  and  manufacturers  of  elevators,  and  the 
Boston  Fire  Department,  this  Commonwealth  has 
an  elevator  code  that  I  feel  is  quite  effective  in 
dealing  with  this  problem.  In  fact  the  City  of  New 
York  has  adopted  this  elevator  code  as  a  model  for 
their  city. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  information  herein  will 
meet  with  your  approval.

Boston  Fire  Department, 
Fire  Prevention  Division,  March  31,  1972. 
Fire  Prevention  Order  No.  2. 
Regulation  and  Procedure  for  Building  Evacuation 
Section  71-1-01. 
Authority  for  Order. 
This  order  is  authorized  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  to  establish  procedure  to  be  followed 
in  conducting  fire  exit  drills  as  required  in  section 
7.04  (d)  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

This  order  is  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 
Fire  Marshal  to  pass  upon  any  question  arising  as 
to  the  conditions,  modifications,  and  limitations  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  as  given  in  section 
1.04  (b)  of  said  code  and  to  determine  actions  to 


eliminate  dangerous  and  unsafe  conditions  not 
provided  for  specifically  in  the  code  as  given  in 
section  1.04  (e)  of  said  code. 

Section  71  -1-02 
This  order  shall  apply  to  all  buildings  and 
occupancies  where  law,  ordinance,  regulation,  or 
rule  requires  that  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
conduct  fire  evacuation  drills,  and  to  all  buildings 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  has  determined 
to  be  in  one  of  the  following  categories: 

(a)  Those  buildings  where  there  are  occu- 
pants located  above  or  below  grade  of  such 
total  numbers  that  their  movement  under 
emergency  conditions  could  expose  them  to 
conditions  dangerous  to  life  from  panic,  fire, 
smoke,  and  fumes  before  they  could  be 
evacuated. 

(b)  Those  buildings  the  occupancy  of  which 
involves  significant  amounts  of  combustible 
materials  which  could  under  fire  conditions 
rapidly  produce  heat,  smoke,  flame,  or  other 
dangerous  products  of  combustion,  making  it 
difficult  or  impossible  to  evacuate  the  occu- 
pants without  subjecting  them  to  possible 
injury  to  person  or  loss  of  life. 

(c)  Those  buildings  where  a  particular 
configuration  due  to  length,  width,  depth, 
height,  number  of  stories  or  levels,  type  of 
construction,  or  topography  would  hinder 
either  the  promptness  or  effectiveness  of  Fire 
Department  operations. 

A  building  under  seventy  feet  in  height,  having 
no  floor  area  over  4,800  square  feet  and  having  not 
more  than  one  level  below  grade,  shall  not  be 
included  in  this  category. 

Section  72-1-3. 
Means  of  Egress  -  Definitions 

Means  of  Egress  -  A  means  of  egress  is  a 
continuous  and  unobstructed  way  of  exit  travel 
from  any  point  in  a  building  to  a  public  way  and 
consists  of  3  separate  and  distinct  parts:  (a)  the 
way  of  exit  access,  (b)  the  exit,  (c)  the  way  of 
exit  discharge. 

Exit  Access  -  That  portion  of  a  means  of  egress 
which  leads  to  an  entrance  to  an  exit. 

Exit  -  That  portion  of  a  means  of  egress  which 
is  separated  from  the  building  by  construction, 
providing  a  protected  way  of  travel  to  the  exit 
discharge. 

Exit  Discharge  -  That  portion  of  a  means  of 
egress  between  the  termination  of  any  exit  and  a 
public  way. 

Public  Way  -  Any  street,  alley,  or  other  parcel 
of  land  open  to  the  outside  air  for  public  use. 
Section  72-1-4.  Exit  Door  Maintenance 

No  exit  doorway  shall,  while  the  building  is 
occupied,  be  locked,  bolted,  fastened,  or  wedged 
so  as  to  prevent  free  use  of  the  way  of  exit. 

A  door  designed  to  be  kept  normally  closed  in  a 
means  of  egress,  such  as  a  door  to  a  stairwell  or  a 
horizontal  exit,  shall  not  at  any  time  be  secured  in 
an  open  position. 

Ways  of  exit  access  and  the  doors  to  exits  shall 
be  clearly  recognized  as  such. 
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Section  72-1-5. 
Marking  Means  of  Egress. 

A  sign  reading  "Exit"  with  an  "arrow" 
indicating  direction  shall  be  placed  in  every 
location  where  the  exit-access  is  not  immediately 
apparent. 

Exit-doors  shall  be  clearly  and  distinctly  marked 
with  the  word  "Exit"  and  a  number  or  letter 
designating  the  stairwell.  All  numerals  and  letters 
shall  be  plainly  and  legibly  marked  not  less  than  six 
inches  high  with  strokes  not  less  than  three-quarter 
inches. 

The  owner,  lessee,  or  designated  agent  of  a 
building  which  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
has  determined  is  in  one  of  the  categories 
enumerated  in  section  72-1-02  shall  submit  to 
the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  a  plan  of 
procedure  for  evacuation  of  the  building  for 
approval. 

The  owner,  lessee,  or  designated  agent  preparing 
the  plan  of  procedure  for  evacuation  of  the 
building  shall  designate: 

(a)  A  person  or  persons  responsible  for 
maintenance  of  facilities  and  personnel  required 
by  the  plan. 

(b)  A  responsible  person  designated  in  the 
plan  of  procedure  for  evacuation  as  the 
Evacuation  Director,  who  will  be  in  complete 
charge  of  the  procedures  and  the  specific 
responsibilities  of  those  assigned  in  the  plan. 

(c)  Sufficient  area  evacuation  directors  so 
that  an  evacuation  organization  will  be  in  force 
in  all  occupied  portions  of  the  building  and  the 
public  areas  under  the  plan,  i.e.,  lobbies,  exit 
access,  and  exits. 

(d)  Sufficient  alternates  named  for  each 
evacuation  director  and  assistant  evacuation 
directors  and  area  evacuation  directors  so  that  a 
principal  or  alternate  is  in  the  building  at  all 
times  it  is  occupied  to  supply  leadership  under 
the  plan. 

A  daily  check  shall  be  made  and  records  kept  for 
Fire  Department  examination  to  ascertain  that  a 
fire  evacuation  team  is  present  at  all  times  the 
building  is  occupied. 

The  owner,  lessee,  or  designated  agent  preparing 
the  plan  of  procedure  for  evacuation  shall  submit 
with  the  plan  a  line  sketch  of  the  means  of  egress 
from  each  floor  and  level,  after  interior  partitions 
have  been  erected  and  furnishings  installed. 

A  means  of  egress  comprises  the  vertical  and 
horizontal  ways  of  travel  and  shall  include 
intervening  room  spaces,  doorways,  hallways, 
corridors,  passageways,  balconies,  ramps,  stairwells, 
stairs,  enclosures,  lobbies,  escalators,  horizontal 
exits,  courts,  yards,  and  public  ways. 

The  sketch  of  the  stairwell  and  stairs  shall  also 
indicate  those  doors  through  which  under  emer- 
gency conditions  reentry  may  be  freely  made  to 
the  building. 

Any  of  the  following  may  be  required  by  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department  for  his  approval  of 
the  plan  of  procedure  for  evacuation  of  the 
building,  and,  if  not,  a  component  of  the  building 
should  be  included  in  the  line  sketch;  emergency 


power  fire  alarm  system,  fire  extinguishing 
systems,  smoke  removal  systems,  public  address 
systems,  two-way  communication  means,  central 
control  room,  heat,  smoke,  flame  detection,  and 
any  other  emergency  control  or  indicating  systems. 
Where  required  by  law,  ordinance,  regulation  or 
the  conditions  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  approval  of  the  plan  of  procedure  for 
evacuation  a  central  control  room  in  an  approved, 
readily  accessible,  protected  location  shall  be 
provided  from  which  the  emergency  systems  of  the 
building  can  be  controlled  and  containing  the 
following  as  required: 

(a)  Means  of  registering  visually  and  audibly 
the  location  of  any  signal  from  fire  alarm  or 
fire-extinguishing  systems  and  condition-indi- 
cating equipment  on  mechanical  systems. 

(b)  Facilities  for  two-way  communication 
between  the  central  control  room  and  other 
points  in  the  building  for  the  control  of  people 
within  the  building  and  mechanical  and 
fire-extinguishing  systems  and  their  com- 
ponents. 

(c)  A  fire  alarm  master  box  connected  to  the 
Boston  fire  alarm  system  or  a  central  station 
signalling  system. 

(d)  Means  for  selectively  operating  the  fire 
alarm  evacuation  signal  on  any  or  all  sections  or 
floors. 

(e)  A  telephone  connected  to  a  public 
telephone  system. 

(f)  When  provided,  television  monitors. 

(g)  Means  for  selectively  operating  a  public 
address  system  on  any  and  all  floors  or  sections 
and  the  means  of  egress. 

(h)  A  fire  repository  for  emergency  keys, 
devices,  and  phones. 

(i)  A  list  of  personnel  assigned  by  the  owner, 
lessee,  or  designated  agent  of  the  building  and 
their  special  emergency  duties. 

(j )  Plans  and  descriptions  of  the  sections  and 
floors  of  the  building,  showing  fire  separations, 
means  of  egress,  fire  alarm  and  fire- 
extinguishing  systems,  and  essential  data  on  the 
mechanical  systems  of  the  building  summarized 
for  use. 

Where  required  by  law,  ordinance,  regulation,  or 
the  conditions  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  approval  of  the  plan  of  procedure  for 
evacuation  an  approved  fire  alarm  system  shall  be 
installed  conforming  to  Boston  Fire  Alarm 
Regulations  FAR  1  and  approved  reference  NFPA 
70-71-72  ABCD  -73). 

It  shall  be  a  phased-type  local  fire  alarm  system 
which  upon  actuation  of  any  fire  alarm  initiating 
device  shall: 

(a)  Transmit  a  fire  alarm  signal  to  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  either  through  the 
Boston  fire  alarm  system  or  a  central  station 
protective  signalling  system. 

(b)  Cause  fire  alarm  evacuation  signals  to 
sound  on  the  floor  from  which  the  alarm 
originated  and  the  floor  directly  above. 

(c)  Cause  audible  and  visual  fire  alarm 
signals  at   the    central   control   room  and  the

building  emergency  personnel  control  room. 

The  fire  alarm  system  shall  be  so  designed  that 
the  fire  alarm  evacuation  signal  may  be  sounded 
selectively  from  the  central  control  for  any  and  all 
floors,  and  the  general  fire  alarm  evacuation  signal 
may  be  sounded  from  any  manual  fire  alarm 
station  by  use  of  a  special  key  and  a  lock -trap. 

At  least  one  manual  fire  alarm  station  shall  be 
provided  on  each  floor  in  the  means  of  egress  and 
additional  stations  located  and  indicated  visibly  so 
that  no  more  than  200  feet  would  have  to  be 
traversed  horizontally  on  the  same  floor  to  reach  a 
manual  fire  alarm  station. 

Signals  indicating  abnormal  fire  alarm  system 
conditions  shall  transmit  to  a  constantly  attended 
control  room  or  a  central  station  providing 
supervisory  service  and  maintenance. 

Where  required  by  law,  ordinance,  regulation,  or 
the  conditions  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  approval  for  the  plan  of  procedure  for 
evacuation  an  approved  public  address  system  shall 
be  provided  as  follows: 

(a)  The  public  address  system  shall  be 
installed  as  required  by  Boston  Fire  Alarm 
Regulations  FAR  1  and  approved  reference 
standards  NFPA  72-A. 

(b)  The  public  address  system  shall  be 
designed  so  that  it  may  be  operated  from  the 
central  control  room  to  operate  loudspeakers 
selectively  whereever  they  may  be  located 
throughout  the  building.  If  the  loudspeaker 
control  unit  is  not  located  in  the  central  control 
room,  visual  indication  shall  be  provided  on  the 
unit  to  indicate  its  use  from  the  central  control 
room. 

(c)  Speakers  of  the  public  address  system 
shall  be  located  so  that  all  occupied  areas  of  the 
premises  are  covered,  including  means  of  egress, 
horizontal  and  vertical  exits,  courts,  yards,  and 
the  path  of  exit  discharge,  as  well  as  control 
rooms  of  emergency  equipment. 

(d)  At  all  connected  speakers  the  amplifier 
shall  be  capable  of  delivering  a  power  level  of  at 
least  +90  dbm. 

(e)  Speakers  shall  be  so  located  on  each 
floor  or  in  each  area  so  that  at  all  points  on  the 
floor  or  area  the  sound  level  of  the  speaker  shall 
be  at  least  +12  dbm  in  excess  of  ambient  noise 
levels  at  such  points. 

Section  72-1-  06.  Emergency  Lighting 

Type  1  emergency  lighting,  as  defined  in 
approved  reference  NFPA  101  "Life  Safety  Code," 
shall  be  provided  in  all  means  of  egress. 

Section  72-1-07.  Stairwell  Doors  Marking. 

The  stairwell  side  of  each  door  shall  be  clearly 
and  distinctly  marked  with  the  floor  level  numeral 
and  the  stairwell  designating  number  or  letters. 

The  stairwell  side  of  each  door  which  has  been 
designated  for  use  as  "Emergency  Reentry"  shall 
be  so  marked  clearly  and  distinctly,  and  the  entire 
face  painted  red. 

All  numerals  and  letters  shall  be  plainly  and 
legibly  marked  not  less  than  six  inches  high  with 
not  less  than  %-inch  strokes. 

Section  72-1  -08.     Two-Way  Communication. 

When  required  by  law,  ordinance,  regulation,  or 


the  conditions  of  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  approval  of  the  plan  of  procedure  for 
evacuation,  a  two-way  communication  system  shall 
be  installed  to  provide  communication  between 
floors,  sections,  elevators,  exitways,  and  the  central 
control  room  or  the  mechanical  control  rooms  for 
power,  fire  pumps,  water  supplies,  and  air-handling 
and  other  emergency  systems. 

It  may  be  telephone  systems,  radio,  or  public 
address  systems,  all  of  which  should  be  self-con- 
tained and  independent  of  the  building  power. 

Approved  fire  evacuation  drill  required. 

The  conduct  of  fire  exit  drills  in  any  building 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  approved  plan  of 
procedure  for  evacuation. 

Fire  exit  evacuation  drills  shall  be  held  with 
sufficient  frequency  to  familiarize  all  occupants 
with  the  drill  procedure  and  to  have  the  conduct  of 
the  drill  a  matter  of  established  routine. 

Elevators  shall  not  be  considered  as  part  of  a 
means  of  egress.  All  elevators  shall  be  posted  with  a 
sign  as  required  in  Section  22.07  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations 
ELV-2. 

All  equipment  shall  be  designed,  constructed, 
installed,  operated,  and  maintained  in  compliance 
with  applicable  law,  ordinance,  rule,  regulation,  or 
approved  reference  standard. 

BOSTON   FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  guidelines  for  the  evacuation  of 
buildings  are  intended  to  help  in  a  better 
understanding  of  Fire  Prevention  Order  72-1.  It  is 
an  effort  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department  to  assist 
the  owners  of  buildings  to  produce  an  efficient 
evacuation  procedure  for  their  building. 
Boston  Fire  Department 
Guidelines  for  Evacuation  Planning 

Fire  Prevention  Order  72  establishes  require- 
ments for  building  evacuation.  These  guidelines  arc 
intended  to  provide  the  building  owner  with  a 
maximum  degrees  of  flexibility  to  achieve  the 
necessary  fire  safety  for  his  building.  Each  building 
should  have  an  individually  tailored  plan  for 
occupants  use,  and  this  plan  should  be  coordinated 
with  the  Fire  Department's  plan  for  emergency 
operations  in  the  building.  These  guidelines  are 
intended  to  cover  the  basic  essentials  necessary  for 
the  safety  of  all  occupants  and  to  insure  an  orderly 
evacuation  at  time  of  emergency. 

The  owner,  lessee  or  agent  in  charge  of  a 
building  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of 
a  plan  of  evacuation  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
facilities  and  the  training  of  personnel  essential  to 
the  plan.  The  plan  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Head  of  the  lire  Department  and  to  review  and 
updating  when  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
determines  that  changes  have  occurred  in  the 
building. 

I  ire  Prevention  Order  72,  page  2,  lists  the 
categories  of  buildings  to  which  this  order  applies. 
Also,  when  apartment  houses  and  apartment  hotels 
are  of  such  size  as  to  fall  into  the  categories  listed, 
they  will  also  be  subject  to  1  he  requirements  of 
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designating  that  a  responsible  person  shall  prepare 
and  submit  an  evacuation  plan  for  their  employees, 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Required  Personnel 

Before  approving  a  fire  exit  drill  plan  for  any 
building,  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  may 
require  that  the  owner,  lessee,  or  agent  of  the 
building  name  a  managing  agent  for  the  building. 
Such  managing  agent  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  facilities  and  personnel 
required  by  the  approved  fire  exit  drill  plan.  Said 
managing  agent  shall  designate  an  assistant  to  act 
for  him  at  all  times  the  managing  agent  is  not 
actually  in  the  building.  The  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  may  require  that  a  roster  be 
established  for  each  building,  so  that  when  the 
managing  agent  is  not  actually  in  the  building,  by 
this  roster,  which  shall  be  posted  at  the  Command 
Center,  the  Fire  Department  will  have  notice  of 
who  is  performing  the  duty  as  the  managing  agent's 
assistant. 

Exit  Drill  Organization 

The  Evacuation  Director  shall: 

1.  Be  in  complete  charge  of  the  established 
evacuation  procedure  and  the  specific  responsi- 
bilities of  the  personnel  assigned  in  the  plan, 

2.  Coordinate  the  assistant  and  the  area 
evacuation  directors  in  their  responsibility  for 
their  assigned  specific  areas  in  the  preplanned 
evacuation  procedure. 

3.  Be  responsible  for  the  education  and 
training  of  all  building  personnel  and  occupants 
of  the  building  in  the  essentials  of  a  preplanned 
course  of  action  to  be  followed  under  the  plan 
of  procedure  approved  for  the  building. 

4.  Instruct  occupants  of  the  building  as  to 
the  use  of  the  fire  alarm  system  and  the  course 
of  action  to  be  followed  under  the  building's 
approved  plan  of  procedure  for  evacuation.  The 
use  of  the  fire  alarm  system  shall  include  an 
understanding  by  all  occupants  of  what  is 
accomplished  when  an  alarm  station  is  activa- 
ted. The  occupants  should  fully  understand  the 
difference  between  a  local  system  and  a  direct 
Fire  Department  connection.  He  shall  maintain 
close  cooperation  with  the  Head  of  the  Fire 
Department  in  the  development  of  an  effective 
preplanned  course  of  action  to  be  followed  in 
case  of  emergency  in  the  building.  He  shall 
select  areas  to  which  occupants  may  be  moved 
in  case  of  emergency. 

The  assistant  evacuation  directors  shall: 

1 .  Be  selected  by  the  Evacuation  Director  on 
the  basis  of  their  qualities  of  leadership  and 
responsibility  and  will  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  Evacuation  Director  to  lead  and  control 
in  their  assigned  area  in  time  of  emergency. 

2.  Supervise  a  specific  area.  Usually  this  shall 
include  a  number  of  floors  depending  on  the 
occupancy  of  the  building.  He  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  assigned  personnel  on  his 
floors  or  in  his  areas. 

3.  Maintain  cooperation  with  the  occupant 
managers  to  insure  adequate  covering  of  public 


areas  of  building;  such  as  lobbies,  stairwells,  and 
egress  routes. 

4.  Provide  himself  with  an  organization  for 
the  part  of  the  building  to  which  he  is  assigned, 
including  area  directors,  monitors,  room  search- 
ers,    and     other     individuals,    depending    on 
number  of  occupants,  their  physical  condition, 
and    the    number    necessary    to   control   their 
movement  in  time  of  emergency.  Through  this 
organization  he  shall  inform  occupants  of  their 
duties  in  connection  with  the  various  signals 
which  may  be  given  over  the  fire  alarm  system. 
In     setting     up     the     preplanned     evacuation 
procedure,   it   is   preferable   that  the  building  be 
sectionalized    according    to    tenant    areas   where 
multiple   tenants  are   involved   and   according  to 
departmental    areas    where    a    single     tenant    is 
involved,  taking  into  account  public  areas  such  as 
lobbies,  corridors,  and  stairwells. 

Sufficient  assistant  evacuation  directors  shall  be 
appointed  from  among  the  occupants  of  the 
building  so  that  an  exit  drill  organization  will  be  in 
force  in  all  occupied  areas  of  the  buidling.  In  single 
tenant  areas  the  assistant  evacuation  directors  may 
be  chosen  by  the  respective  department  managers. 
In  multiple  tenant  areas  the  assistant  evacuation 
directors  shall  be  chosen  by  the  respective  managers. 
Sufficient  alternates  shall  be  named  for  each 
managing  agent,  evacuation  director,  assistant  and 
area  evacuation  directors,  and  other  positions 
under  the  plan  so  that  a  principal  or  alternate  is  in 
the  building  at  all  times  it  is  occupied.  There  shall 
be  a  daily  check  by  the  Evacuation  Director  of  the 
building,  and  a  record  of  the  names  of  the  assistant 
and  area  alternates  on  duty  shall  be  kept.  This  will 
be  evidence  for  the  Fire  Department  that  such  a 
fire  exit  drill  organization  is  actually  in  effect. 

Area  evacuation  directors  shall  be  selected  by 
the  Evacuation  Director  and  be  responsible  for 
providing  leadership  to  the  occupants  in  his 
assigned  area.  He  must  be  capable  of  providing 
coordination  with  other  area  evacuation  directors 
for  prompt  and  efficient  evacuation  under  the 
procedures  established  in  the  approved  plan  for  his 
building. 
He  shall: 

1.  Make  sure  that  alarm  is  sounded  when  fire 
is  discovered. 

2.  Be  responsible  for  instructing  the  occu- 
pants in  his  assigned  area  of  the  operation  of 
the  fire  alarm  system  and  of  the  procedures  to 
follow  in  case  of  emergency. 

3.  Have  supervision  of  all  occupants  in  his 
area  at  time  of  emergency. 

4.  Be  familiar  with  the  layout  of  his  floor  or 
assigned  area,  including  all  emergency  systems. 

5.  Be  aware  at  all  times  of  the  number  of 
persons  in  his  assigned  area. 

6.  Provide  necessary  personnel  to  assist 
handicapped  persons  in  time  of  emergency. 

7.  Be  familiar  with  the  means  of  egress  and 
responsible  for  reporting  any  conditions  that 
could  hinder  the  free  use  of  same. 
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8.  Designate  responsible  persons  as  stair 
monitors  and  room  searchers  to  assist  the 
orderly  exit  from  all  areas  of  the  building. 

9.  Maintain  contact  with  other  area  evacu- 
ation directors  and  assistant  evacuation  direc- 
tors during  a  building  emergency. 

10.  Be  capable  under  emergency  conditions 
of  making  individual  decisions  for  any  situation 
which  might  arise  not  covered  in  the  pre- 
planning. 

Stairs 

Before  approving  a  fire  exit  drill  plan  for  any 
building,  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department  will, 
after  a  survey  of  the  building,  approve  the 
designation  of  certain  doors  to  be  used  for 
emergency  reentry  from  the  stairwell  into  the 
building  in  time  of  emergency. 

In  addition,  the  Head  of  the  Fire  Department 
may  require  that  the  following  facilities  be 
provided  in  connection  with  fire  exit  stairwells; 

(a)  Doors  leading  to  exit  stairwells  from 
each  floor  shall  be  distinctly  marked,  clearly 
visible,  and  unlocked. 

(b)  Stairwells  shall  be  identified  by  a 
designation  such  as  a  letter,  so  that  confusion 
can  be  avoided  in  referring  to  particular 
stairwells  during  an  emergency. 

(c)  Stairwells  shall  be  provided  with  ade- 
quate lighting  at  all  times,  and  arrangements  for 
emergency  lighting  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

(d)  Stairwells  shall  be  adequately  covered  by 
the  PA  (public  address)  system. 

(e)  Floor  levels  inside  of  stairwells  shall  be 
marked  with  a  letter  to  indicate  the  particular 
stairwell,  and  a  number  to  indicate  the  floor 
level.  Size  of  letter  and  number  shall  be  at  least 
six  inches  high,  with  %-inch  stroke. 

(0  All  stairwell  doors  shall  be  made  as  a 
smoketight  as  possible. 

(g)  Each  floor  level  of  the  stairwell  should 
have  facilities  for  two-way  voice  communica- 
tion between  the  central  control  room  and 
other  points  in  the  building  which  can  assist  in 
the  orderly  movement  of  occupants  and 
provide  more  efficient  operations  for  the  Fire 
Department  in  time  of  emergency. 

Elevators 
The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  Board  of  Elevator 
Regulations  (ELV-2),  effective  December  10, 
1971,  contains  improved  regulations  for  the  safe 
operation  of  elevators  in  our  most  recently 
constructed  buildings. 

These  guidelines  suggest  means  of  providing 
more  adequate  safety  improvements  in  existing 
buildings  and  an  effort  to  bring  the  safety  features 
as  close  as  possible  to  the  requirements  applicable 
to  the  operation  of  elevators  in  our  newer 
buildings. 

1.  All  elevators  should  have  an  emergency 
voice  communication  system. 

2.  At  least  one  elevator,  preferably  the 
freight  elevator,  shall  be  designated  for  I  ire 
Department  use  in  an  emergency.  This  elevator 
shall  have  an  emergency  power  supply. 


3.  Procedure  shall  be  established  for  elevator 
use  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

Where  manually  operated  elevators  are  provided, 
elevator  starters  will  be  alerted  from  the  central 
control  room.  All  elevators  serving  the  floor  of  the 
incident  and  the  floors  above  shall  be  brought  to 
the  main  lobby  by  the  elevator  starters  and  held  in 
readiness  for  future  operation. 

In  buildings  where  elevators  are  automatically 
controlled,  and  no  starters  are  regularly  assigned,  it 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  building  manager 
to  have  assigned  personnel  to  accomplish  the 
function  of  bringing  all  elevators  from  the  floor  of 
the  incident,  and  the  floors  above,  to  the  main 
floor  on  the  sounding  of  the  fire  alarm  and  hold 
elevators  at  the  main  floor  until  released  by  the 
Fire  Department. 

It  is  important  to  educate  building  personnel  not 
to  use  the  elevators  when  an  alarm  is  sounded,  or 
when  notified  that  a  fire  emergency  exists  in  the 
building. 

When  an  emergency  exists,  the  preplanned 
course  of  action  goes  into  operation.  Elevators 
shall  be  avoided  as  a  means  of  egress,  and 
movement  of  occupants  would  come  under  the 
supervision  of  the  area  evacuation  directors. 

When  a  fire  emergency  exists  the  elevators  must 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Fire  Department.  When 
elevators  have  been  returned  to  the  main  floor  the 
occupants  of  the  building  should  be  informed  that 
the  elevators  have  been  put  under  Fire  Department 
control. 

Fire  Alarm  System 

The  function  of  the  building  fire  alarm  system 
should  be  thoroughly  understood  by  all.  The 
sounding  of  an  audible  alarm  should  put  into 
action  the  predetermined  plan  of  the  building. 
Manual  fire  alarm  stations  that  use  a  a  special  key 
and  a  lock-trap  should  be  carefully  supervised. 
Keys  should  be  assigned  only  to  the  personnel 
designated  by  the  Evacuation  Director. 

The  general  fire  alarm  evacuation  signal  can  be 
sounded  from  the  central  control  room  and  also 
from  any  manual  fire  alarm  station  by  use  of  a 
special  key  and  a  lock-trap.  The  assignment  of  the 
key  for  the  use  of  these  manual  fire  alarm  boxes  to 
actuate  the  alarm  throughout  the  building  should 
only  be  to  individuals  who  possess  qualities  of 
leadership  and  the  capability  of  making  the  right 
decision.  It  is  most  likely  that  the  assistant  and 
area  evacuation  directors  would  be  included. 
Public  Announcement  (PA)  System 

The  PA  system  should  be  designed  to  give 
information  to  the  occupants  of  the  building.  It 
can  be  used  to  direct  occupants  to  designated  areas 
in  time  of  emergency.  It  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
plan  to  control  the  movement  of  occupants  and 
could,  by  a  combination  of  live  and  recorded 
messages,  keep  them  fully  informed  in  time  of 
emergency. 

It  can  be  used  when  the  occupants  of  a 
designated  floor  are  moved  to  another  floor  by 
announcements  advising  them  of  the  receiving 
floor  of  the  expected  arrival  of  the  evacuees.  liy  a 
combination  of  an  alarm  system  and  a  follow-up 
voice  announcement  we  have  a  preplanned  system 
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that  keeps  occupants  informed  and  aware  at  all 
times  of  the  course  of  action  to  be  followed  in 
time  of  emergency. 

Operations  in  the  Event  of  an  Emergency 

1.  Any  person  discovering  a  fire  shall  notify 
the  Fire  Department  immediately  by  whatever 
means  available. 

If  a  fire  alarm  box  is  available,  it  should  be  used 
because  it  will  sound  an  audible  alarm  and  put  in 
operation  the  preplanned  evacuation  procedure.  If 
a  fire  alarm  box  is  not  available,  the  Fire 
Department  shall  be  notified  by  telephone  (536  - 
1500),  giving  the  exact  location  of  the  fire  (floor 
number). 

2.  Upon  the  sounding  of  an  audible  alarm  the 
assistant  evacuation  directors  shall  supervise  the 
evacuation  of  their  assigned  floors.  They  shall  keep 
abreast  of  the  actions  of  the  area  evacuation 
directors  and  all  personnel  assigned  to  the  prefire 
plan. 

3.  Area  evacuation  directors  shall  supervise  the 
evacuation  of  their  assigned  areas.  They  shall  see 
that  all  personnel  assigned  to  stairwells,  wash- 
rooms, handicapped  persons,  and  other  designated 
areas  fulfill  their  duties. 

4.  Occupants  should  follow  instructions  of  their 
area  evacuation  directors  and  the  established 
procedure  for  evacuation  for  their  building.  They 
should  await  instructions  from  their  area  evacua- 
tion directors  before  evacuating  their  department 
and  should  keep  alert  for  follow-up  instructions  via 
the  PA  system. 

5.  The  Evacuation  Director  shall  report  to  the 
central  control  room  and  maintain  contact  with 
the  assistant  and  area  evacuation  directors  via  the 
PA  and  two-way  voice  communication. 

6.  The  "All  Clear"  announcement  shall  be  made 
via  the  PA  system. 

7.  The  telephone  switchboard  operator  shall 
maintain  contact  with  the  central  control  room 
and  give  top  priority  to  calls  pertinent  to  the 
emergency.  Telephone  switchboard  operator  on 
notification  of  a  fire  emergency  in  the  building 
shall  immediately  notify  the  fire  department. 

8.  On  arrival  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  chief 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  entire  building  and  its 
occupants.

Whereas,  Lack  of  decent  housing  for  low-income 
residents  and  abandoned  buildings  are  two 
problems  of  urgency  faced  by  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  In  1968  the  city  embarked  upon  a 
program  of  "instant  housing,"  today  referred  to  as 
"infill  housing";  and 

Whereas,  This  program  was  intended  to  provide 
housing  for  our  residents;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  many  infill  housing  construc- 
tion sites  which  are  half-built:  and 

Whereas,  The  only  result  so  far  seen  of  infill 
housing  is  added  blight  within  our  city;  and 

Whereas,  An  average  of  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  estimates- taken  in  January  showed  a  19 
percent  completion  rate  for  city-wide  construction 
of  "infill"  units;  and 

Whereas,  Statistics  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Authority  show  that  45  percent  of  the  monies  have 
been  spent;  and 

Whereas,  Cost  overruns  will  possibly  run  into  the 
millions  of  dollars;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  employ  the 
powers  granted  to  it  under  section  17F  of  the  City 
Charter,  and  require  the  Mayor,  or  his  designee,  to 
appear  and  answer  the  following  questions: 

1.  Have  all  building  permits  for  construction  of 
improvements  on  "infill"  sites  been  certified  by 
the  BRA  as  being  in  accordance  with  the  final 
working  drawings,  and,  if  they  have  not,  why  was 
this  not  done? 

2.  Has  the  BRA  appointed  neighborhood 
representatives  to  inspect  each  infill  housing  site 
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and  the  quality  of  the  workmanship  on  this 
site?  Who  are  the  neighborhood  representatives,  if 
any  have  been  appointed,  and  how  much  has  been 
expended  for  said  neighborhood  representative 
consultants? 

3.  Has  the  Director  of  the  BRA  extended 
deadlines  for  either  the  initiation  of  construction 
or  the  completion  of  construction  on  any  infill 
sites?

We  have  recently  concluded  negotiations  of  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  with  the  employees 
unions  which  represent  the  great  majority  of  the 
civilian  city  and  county  employees.  This  collective 
bargaining  agreement  provides  for  wage  increases 
effective  September  6, 1972,  of  SVi  percent,  with  a 
minimum  increase  of  $500. 

The  appropriation  of  funds  sufficient  to  meet 
the  cost  of  this  wage  increase  in  1972  must  be 
completed  before  the  1972  tax  rate  can  be 
established.  However  the  official  promulgation  of 
the  contract,  approval  of  the  Federal  Pay  Board, 
and  the  determination  of  the  required  amount 
necessary  to  cover  this  cost  for  each  city  and 
county  department  involved  will  require  a 
considerable  amount  of  time. 

In  addition,  there  are  several  minor  contracts 
under  negotiation  that  will  not  be  settled  until 
after  the  1972  tax  rate  has  been  established. 

Therefore  I  recommend  at  this  time  that  your 
Honorable  Body  appropriate  the  total  cost  of  this 
wage  increase,  which  we  have  calculated  to  be 
$1,800,000,  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  so  that  there  will 
be  no  serious  delay  in  establishing  the  1972  tax 


At  the  appropriate  time  transfers  can 
subsequently  be  made  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to 
the  various  departmental  appropriations  with 
Council  approval.

Whereas,  It  is  important  to  the  heritage  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  preserve  the  Sheraton-Plaza  as  a 
hotel;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  184,  section  32,  of  the 
General  Laws  provides  that  the  city  can,  by  gift, 
purchase,  taking,  or  otherwise,  acquire  a  less-than- 
fee  interest  in  properties  worthy  of  preservation; 
therefore  be  it

Tax  policies  which  allow  large  corporations 
and  the  wealthy  to  totally  escape  responsibility, 
yet  bear  heavily  on  urban  workers. 

Social  welfare  policies  which,  through  such 
decisions  as  the  veto  of  day  care  centers, 
prevent  the  urban  unemployed  from  earning  a 
living'. 

Law  enforcement  policies  which  although 
they  purport  to  make  our  city  streets  safe  are 
actually  monuments  to  mismanagement,  and 
which  serve  mainly  to  line  the  pockets  of 
Republican-oriented  weapons  and  equipment 
manufacturers  and  so-called  "management 
consultants." 

Defense  policies  which  drain  away  much 
needed  financial  resources  from  our  cities  and 
spend  them  on  such  things  as  the  so-called

for  a  full  year. 

Economic  policies  which  restrict  the  wages

Council  Moums  a  "Quiet"  Aide 
Frank  Leavey  Served  Thirty-eight  Years

The  ranks  of  the  City  Council  career  aides  who 
worked  together  at  old  Boston  City  Hall  were 
thinned  last  week  with  passing  of  "the  quiet  man" 
in  their  midst. 

Yesterday  Council  aides  and  some  veteran 
Council  members  paid  their  final  respects  at 
services  for  retired  Clerk  of  Committees  Francis  W. 
Leavey,  sixty-nine,  of  Allston. 

Frank  Leavey,  in  his  thirty-eight  years  serving 
the  Council,  impressed  the  Council  and  those 
behind  the  scenes  with  his  conscientious  and 
diligent  manner. 

He  often  could  be  seen  around  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  old  City  Hall,  hustling  with  sheaves  of 
papers  to  be  delivered  to  a  committee  chairman. 
And  sometimes  he'd  handle  the  tedious  committee 
work  necessary  to  validate  claims  against  the  city 
for  injury  or  property  loss  because  of  a  faulty 
situation. 

The  association  with  a  scries  of  city  fathers 
down  through  the  years  never  seemed  to  go  to  his 
head.  Yet  Frank  Leavey  was  friendly  to  all  of  them 
and  could  always  be  counted  on  to  help  them  type 
out  a  letter  or  prepare  a  notice  for  an  upcoming 
committee  public  hearing. 

Three  years  ago  he  succeeded  the  indomitable 
Robert  Fmmct  "Roy"  Green,  who  retired  after 
some  three  decades  in  the  Council  post  and  died 
later.  But  Leavey  who  preferred  more  the 
anonymity  of  behind-the-scenes  existence,  never 
took  over  Roy's  old  rolltop  desk  overlooking  Ben 
Franklin's  statue  in  the  City  Hall  Plaza. 
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Only  a  short  time  later,  the  Council  was 
displaced  to  the  new  City  Hall  to  quarters  which, 
more  neat  and  sparkling,  and  spacious,  gave  off  a 
"coldness"  still  felt  by  some  Council  attaches. 

Leavey's  fondest  memories  were  back  at  old 
City  Hall.  Those  who  knew  him  have  memories  of 
the  lean,  balding,  soft-spoken  man  livening  up  a 
Council  party  with  song. 

Leavey  would  at  the  occasions  make  the  old 
piano  in  the  executive  meeting  room  sing  out  with 
the  old-time  tunes.  To  many  those  were  the  good 
old  days,  when  an  occasional  light  event  gave 
respite  from  the  gruelling  parade  of  issues  and 
Council  oratory  and  stormy  public  hearings. 

Frank  Leavey  always  had  a  loyalty  to 
Councilman  John  E.  Kerrigan  -  and  the  respect 
was  mutual.  When  Kerrigan  became  Mayor  in 
1945,  Leavey  went  downstairs  at  City  Hall  to 
become  the  mayor's  private  secretary. 

Many  of  his  friends  never  realized  he  had  come 
into  city  service  after  a  stint  as  a  teacher.  He  had 
been  graduated  from  Boston  College  and  attained  a 
master's  degree  in  English,  a  background  that  later 
helped  in  composing  letters  for  some  Council 
members. 

One  other  interest  was  the  Allston  Little  League. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders.  He  suffered  and  felt 
with  the  teams  when  they  were  in  losing  streaks. 
He  spent  time  outside  scheduling  and  arranging 
games  to  keep  the  league  going. 

But  he  never  lost  his  interest,  either,  in  the  old 
surroundings  of  Council  activities.  The  past  year, 
even  though  suffering  from  a  variety  of  ailments, 
Frank  Leavey  would  call  the  new  City  Hall. 

Of  Joe  Brogna,  City  Council  staff  chief,  he 
would  inquire  what  was  doing.  When  he  had  read  a 
short  story  of  some  Council  action,  Frank  Leavey 
wanted  to  know  the  unwritten  story  behind  the 
story. 

Even  in  retirement  Frank  Leavey  liked  to  be 
kept  abreast  -  typical  of  his  thorough  nature  -  of 
the  City  Council  and  the  people  he  knew.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  20  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  20A. 
Public  Facilities  Department. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers  conferred 
upon  it  by  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  shall  have  the  power 
to  designate  as  a  community  school  any  school- 
house  constructed,  reconstructed,  or  remodeled 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3(c)  of  said  chapter 
642.  Such  power  shall  be  exercised  before  the  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  any  such  schoolhouse  shall 
have  been  transferred  to  the  School  Committee. 
The  Public  Facilities  Commission  shall  also  have 
the  power,  with  the  approval  of  the  School 
Committee,  to  designate  as  a  community  school 
any  schoolhouse  the  care,  custody,  and  control 
whereof  shall  have  been  transferred  to  or  shall  rest 
with  the  School  Committee,  whether  or  not  such 
schoolhouse  was  constructed,  reconstructed,  or 
remodeled  under  the  provisions  of  said  section 
3(c). 

Section  2.  The  Public  Facilities  Commission 
shall  further  have  the  power  to  conduct  a 
Community  School  Program  in  any  schoolhouse 
designated  as  a  community  school  whether  or  not 
the  care,  custody,  and  control  thereof  shall  have 
been  transferred  to  or  shall  rest  with  the  School 
Committee,  and  for  such  purpose  may  exercise  any 
power  conferred  upon  it  by  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1 966.  Without  limitation  on  the  generality 


of  the  foregoing  the  Public  Facilities  Commission 
may  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  Community 
School  Program  at  any  schoolhouse  designated  as  a 
community  school  make,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  such  agreements  or  contracts  with  persons, 
firms,  corporations,  and  governmental  agencies, 
including  the  School  Committee,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  carrying  out  of 
such  Community  School  Program.

Under  three  separate  orders  this  year  the  City 
Council  has  authorized  the  issuance  of  temporary 
loans  in  the  amount  of  $180,000,000  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  to  finance  expenditures 
until  taxes  are  received  in  October  and  November 
of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General   Laws,   the    city  could  issue  in    1972,  in 
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anticipation  of  revenue,  temporary  loans  which 
would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  total  tax 
levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1971,  together  with  the  net 
amount  received  from  excise  taxes  in  motor 
vehicles  and  trailers  and  payments  made  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year 
1971.  The  total  amount  of  the  tax  levy  for  the 
year  1971  was  $293,841,539.13. 

To  date,  the  Collector-Treasurer  has  already 
issued  temporary  loans  in  the  amount  of 
$150,000,000  under  the  previously  authorized

It  is  estimated  that  the  remaining  $30,000,000 
of  the  $180,000,000  authorization  will  be  used  for 
additional  temporary  loans  before  September  15, 
1972. 

As  of  this  date  the  Board  of  Education  is 
withholding  from  the  city  school  aid  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $27,600,361.  Further  school  aid  funds 
in  the  amount  of  $24,112,661,  scheduled  to  be 
distributed  between  now  and  the  end  of  the 
current  fiscal  year,  are  likely  to  be  withheld, 
making  a  total  of  $51,713,022,  which  must  be 
used  as  a  credit  in  the  1972  tax  rate  and  may  not 
be  received. 

The  nonreceipt  of  these  school  aid  funds  from 
the  Commonwealth  will  necessitate  further  bor- 
rowing during  November  and  December  of  this 
year.

The  Boston  City  Council  has  requested  that  you 
answer  certain  questions  concerning  the  Charles 
River  Park,  Inc.,  Development  and  this  request  was 
sent  to  the  Assessing  Department  for  answer. 

In  1959  former  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  issued  a 
letter  of  agreement  to  Charles  River  Park,  Inc., 
concerning  the  West  End  Development  Project. 
Mayor  Hynes  agreed  at  that  time  that,  whereas  this 
project  was  being  financed  under  the  FHA 
Insurance  Program,  the  City  of  Boston  would 
assess  this  complex  on  the  basis  of  the  applicable 
tax  rate,  which  would  produce  a  tax  of  $225,000, 
or  20  percent  of  the  gross  income,  whichever  was 
higher. 

This   agreement   was   followed   through   Mayor 
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Hynes'  administration  and  also  followed  under  the 
administration  of  former  Mayor  John  Collins. 

In  1969,  under  the  program  initiated  by  Mayor 
Kevin  H.  White  that  all  agreements  made  by  prior 
administrations  would  be  reviewed  so  that  all 
taxpayers  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  agreements 
were  such  that  they  did  not  follow  the  tax  rate 
would  be  modified  so  that  each  developer  would 
be  assessed  and  would  follow  the  tax  rate  as  it  rose. 
Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  was  advised  that  starting 
in  1970  they  would  be  assessed  at  $6,686,600. 

Since  1967  Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  has  paid  to 
the  City  of  Boston  in  taxes  the  amount  of 
$4,416,126.75.  During  the  same  time  Charles  River 
Park,  Inc.,  has  received  $28,735.60  in  abatements. 

As  the  Assessor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  must 
humbly  refuse  to  furnish  you  with  the  gross 
income  of  Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  inasmuch  as 
this  information  is  not  a  matter  of  public  record 
and  not  open  to  public  inspection.  I  refer  to  the 
recent  decision  of  Dunn  vs.  Board  of  Assessors  of 
Sterling.  This  case  defines  those  records  of  the 
Assessor  that  are  public  and  those  records  that  are 
not  public  and,  therefore,  not  open  to  inspection.

In  response  to  Council  order  of  July  10,  1972, 
under  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter  concerning 
status  of  construction  contracts  awarded,  the 
below  information  is  filed.  The  Public  Facilities 
Department  is  responsible  for  all  city  building 
construction  contracts  in  the  range  specified  of 
$25,000  or  over,  except  for  alterations  to  existing 
schoolhouses  awarded  by  the  Chief  Structural 
Engineer  on  behalf  of  the  School  Committee  or 
those  projects  which  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission may  delegate  to  an  appropriate  agency.  In 
this  category  there  is  outstanding  only  the 
Addition  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  awarded  by 
the  Library  Trustees.  We  have  no  signed  contracts 
on  which  construction  has  not  started. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  effective  date  of  all 
contracts  is  the  date  upon  which  you  sign  final 
approval,  and  this  is  the  date  given  below.  This 
effective  date  is  also  specified  as  the  commence- 
ment date  for  construction.  Although  we  authorize 
and  encourage  contractors  to  enter  upon  the  job 
after  award  and  during  the  time  tfie  city  is  in 
process  of  completing  the  signing  of  contracts,  this 
is  always  at  their  own  risk,  and  the  city  cannot 
insist  upon  it.  But  we  often  have  substantial 
progress  prior  to  the  legal  commencement  date.  All 
contracts  always  set  forth  a  completion  date, 
which  is  specified  in  terms  of  a  set  number  of  days 
from  the  effective  date.  As  we  cannot  pre- 
determine the  exact  calendar  date  of  your 
signature  when  preparing  these  contracts,  the 
completion  date  cannot  be  given  other  than  in  that 
fashion.  This  current  number  of  days  is  recorded 
for  each  contract  below.  All  contracts  always 
provide  for  penalties  or  liquidated  damages  for 
failure  to  substantially  complete  the  job  in 
accordance  with  this  performance  or  completion 
date.  We  do  not  necessarily  penalize  a  contractor 
for  delays  beyond  his  control,  such  as  are  caused 
by  strikes,  for  instance,  but  grant  justifiable 
extensions  in  such  cases,  upon  careful  examination.

HABITUAL  TRUANTS 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  urges 
that  the  School  Committee  take  action  under 
chapter  38  of  the  Acts  of  1914  to  establish  a  day 
school  to  accommodate  all  Boston's  habitual 
truants,  absentees,  and  school  offenders  and  to 
take  steps  to  insure  that  no  Boston  boys  will  be 
committed  to  the  Middlesex  County  Training 
School  during  the  school  year  1972-73. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions. 


Whereas,  Under  the  present  law  the  City  of 
Boston  must  send  certain  young  boys  who  are 
found  to  be  guilty  of  truancy  and  other  such 
crimes  to  the  Middlesex  County  Training  School; 
and 

Whereas,  In  1972  the  City  of  Boston  appropria- 
ted the  sum  of  $180,000  for  the  purposes  of  boys 
who  are  sent  from  Suffolk  County  to  the 
Middlesex  County  Training  School;  and 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  some  question  as  to 
whether  this  is  a  good  investment  on  the  part  of 
the  taxpayers  of  the  city,  since  the  County 
Training  School  is  not  a  school,  but  in  truth  a 
prison,  that  does  not  in  any  obvious  way  direct  the 
boys  who  are  incarcerated  there  to  be  better 
prepared  for  future  life;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  city 
might  be  able  to  find  a  better  way  to  care  for  and 
to  educate  these  school  offenders;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  have  an 
appropriate  committee  hold  a  public  hearing  in  the 
year  1972,  to  determine  if,  in  fact,  the  city  is 
making  a  good  investment  of  the  $180,000;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Middlesex  County  Com- 
missioners and  the  personnel  at  the  training  school 
be  invited  to  testify  at  this  hearing;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  professionals  and  experts  in  the 
field  of  child  and  adolescent  care  be  invited  to  be 
heard  at  this  hearing  on  a  subject  which  is  most 
vital  to  the  city;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
invited  to  be  present  at  this  hearing,  or  to  send  its 
representatives. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:

ORDINANCE  CREATING  ADVISORY  BOARD 
ON  CITY  COUNCIL  COMPENSATION 


PUBLIC  HEARING  RE  SCHOOL  OFFENDERS 
AND  APPROPRIATION  OF  $180,000  TO 
MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  TRAINING 
SCHOOL 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  There  has  been  much  discussion  at  the 
state   level   in   the   past  in  regard   to  the  county 
training  school  system  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged  that  the  county 
training  schools  do  not  provide  any  significant 
training  of  an  educational  nature,  either  in  regard 
to  a  trade  or  social  responsiveness;  and 


Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Creating  an  Advisory  Board  on  City 
Council  Compensation. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Advisory  Board  on  City  Council 
Compensation,  hereinafter  called  "the  board" 
consisting  of  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  terms  expiring  in  January  1 ,  1976.  Each 
member  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  time  of  his  appointment.  At  least  one  member 
shall  be  experienced  in  setting  salary  schedules  and 
salary  administration  in  the  business  sector;  at  least 
one  member  shall  be  experienced  in  setting  salary 
schedules  and  salary  administration  as  a  rcpresenta- 
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tive  of  organized  labor;  and  at  least  one  member 
shall  be  a  person  of  low  income.  A  judge  may  be  a 
member,  but  no  member  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  or 
an  elected  official.  In  selecting  the  members  of  the 
board,  the  Mayor  is  requested  to  give  consideration 
to  persons  experienced  by  reason  of  past  service  as 
office  holders  or  as  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  persons  well  aware  of  the  rigors  of 
public  life,  and  to  persons  from  diverse  areas  of  the 
city. 

The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  one 
of  the  members  as  Chairman  and  another  as  Vice 
Chairman.  The  Staff  Director  of  the  City  Council 
shall  furnish  the  board  with  such  administrative 
and  clerical  support  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
it  to  perform  its  duties. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation.  Members  of  the  board  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  268  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
board  shall  be  authorized  to  seek  and  accept  funds 
and  other  resources  from  foundations,  other 
governmental  agencies,  and  the  private  sector  to 
enable  it  to  perform  its  duties,  and  permission  is 
hereby  granted  under  section  53A  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  for  the  expenditure  of  any  such 
funds  as  may  be  granted  for  the  purposes  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  board  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  not  later  than  July 
1,  1973,  recommending  salary  changes,  if  any  be 
considered  necessary,  for  the  City  Council  to  be 
sworn  into  office  in  January,  1974.  The  board  may 
make  additional  reports,  including  reports  sub- 
sequent to  July  1,  1973,  recommending  salary 
changes,  if  any  be  considered  necessary,  for  the 
years  subsequent  to  1974. 

In  making  its  report,  or  reports,  the  board  is 
requested  to  consider  the  following: 

(a)  The  effect  of  federal  wage  guidelines  or 
other  federal  restrictions  on  such  salary 
increases  as  may  be  proposed. 

(b)  The  salary  schedules  and  practices  of 
comparable  cities  in  the  United  States  insofar  as 
those  schedules  and  practices  affect  the  City 
Councils,  or  other  legislative  bodies,  of  such 
cities. 

(c)  The  question  whether  a  City  Council 
should  vote  salary  increases  affecting  the 
members  then  in  office,  or  whether  any  such 
salary  increases  should  affect  only  the  City 
Council  next  to  be  elected;  and 

(d)  The  nature  of  the  duties  of  City 
Councillors,  including  the  question  whether  or 
not  the  position  should  be  considered  a  full- 
time  one. 

In  making  its  .report,  or  reports,  the  board  is 
further  requested  to  answer  the  following 
questions: 

(i)  In  what  manner  the  salaries  of  the  City 
Councillors  may  be  adjusted  or  determined 
with  reference  to  the  relative  income  and 
family  sizes  of  the  several  elected  councillors, 
(ii)  Whether  the  compensation  levels  of  City 
Councillors  can  be  adjusted  or  determined  in  a 


fashion    that  will  allow  or  encourage  citizens 
from  low-and  moderate-income  backgrounds  to 
campaign  for  City  Council  membership. 
Section  3.  The  board  may  also  make  a  report  or 

reports  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  city  at  any  time 

with  respect  to  the  following: 

(a)  Compensation  and  job  descriptions  for 
staff  positions  in  the  City  Council. 

(b)  The  necessity  or  desirability  of  in- 
creasing or  decreasing  the  size  of  the  City 
Council  staff,  or  redefining  the  duties  of  the 
several  members  thereof. 

(c)  Any  other  matter  relating  to  the 
economics  of  the  City  Council,  its  staff,  its 
members  and  their  staffs  except  the  structure 
of  the  City  Council. 

Section  4.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same. 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  in  the  chair.

SUPPORTING  LEGISLATION  ON 
REGISTRATION  OF  FIREARMS 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  citizenry  of  the  United  States  is 
guaranteed  the  right  to  life;  and 

Whereas,  This  right  is  now  being  infringed  upon 
by  the  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms;  and 

Whereas,  The  National  Commission  on  Causes 
and  Prevention  of  Violence  has  determined  that 
over  70  percent  of  all  gun  killings  involve  close 
relatives  or  friends;  and 

Whereas,  Such  killings  are  usually  unpre- 
meditated and  are  fits  of  passion;  and 

Whereas,  Readily  accessible  guns  enable  the 
perpetrator  of  murder  to  kill  on  impulse;  and 

Whereas,  In  1968,  of  4.506  guns  confiscated 
from  criminals  in  Massachusetts  only  six  were 
found  to  be  stolen;  and 

Whereas,  The  great  majority  of  these  guns  were 
legally  bought  outside  of  Massachusetts  in  states 
with  less  stringent  gun  control  laws;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urge  all 
members  of  Congress  to  support  as  a  minimal 
policy  the  Senate-passed  Bayh  bill,  which  outlaws 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  snub-nosed  easily 
concealed  weapons;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Boston  City  Council 
does  support  the  Bayh  bill,  the  City  Council 
supports  this  bill  because  it  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  not  because  it  is  the  complete,  necessary 
legislation;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  is  in  support  of 
legislation  which  would  require  the  registration  of 
all  firearms  and  the  licensing  of  persons  through 
a  screening  procedure  for  the  purchase,  acquisition,

Whereas,  A  curriculum  of  cultural  and  practical 
courses,  specifically  designed  for  the  elderly,  will 
bolster  the  woefully  inefficient  and  inadequate 
continuing  education  program  in  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
that  all  educational  institutions  in  Greater  Boston 
and  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  recognize  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  and  investigate  the  viability  of 
offering  courses  for  the  elderly;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  notice  be  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of

board  of  review  for  the  budget  needs  of  the  Court 
and  testify  before  the  City  Council  Appropriations 
and  Finance  Committee  hearings;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  will  hold  a 
hearing  and  extend  invitations  to  officials  of  the 
Court  and  members  of  the  Advisory  Council  to 
explore  the  best  feasible  means  for  establishing  the 
Citizens'  Advisory  Council  as  an  adjutant  to  the 
Housing  Court.

Whereas,  These  funds  are  provided  by  the 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Department  to 
establish  "social  service"  programs  in  the  Com- 
monwealth; and 

Whereas,  A  total  of  $10.6  million  will  be 
allocated  to  the  State  Division  of  Special 
Education  under  this  same  program;  and 

Whereas,  Other  state  agencies  receiving  funds  are 
the  State  Office  of  Human  Services,  the  Massachu- 
setts Rehabilitation  Commission,  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education's  Assistance  to  Dis- 
advantaged Students;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  inaugurated  a 
unique  program  to  aid  emotionally  disturbed 
school  children  through  a  summer  day  camp 
known  as  "Camp  August";  and 

Whereas,  Camp  August  in  this,  its  first  year  of 
existence,  depends  heavily  upon  private  donations 
of  funds  and  facilities  to  maintain  its  program  of 
recreation,  arts  and  crafts,  and  day  trips;  and 

Whereas,  Camp  August  is  recognized  as  a 
successful  first  step  in  providing  group  recreation 
and  training  programs  for  the  estimated  1,900 
special  students  in  the  Boston  public  school 
system,  and  it  is  expected  that  hundreds  of  parents 
will  seek  to  place  their  children  in  this  program  in 
1973;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  state  agencies  mentioned 
above  be  requested  to  consider  the  Camp  August 
Program  and  other  similar  programs  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  assistance  in  the  future,  whether 
financial,  equipment  grants,  or  the  obtaining  of 
proper  facilities  to  allow  the  program  to  expand  so 
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that  all  the  special  students  in  the  public  school 
system,  many  of  whom  are  from  low-income 
families,  may  participate  in  programs  such  as  Camp 
August  and  escape  the  isolation  so  many  of  them 
have  known  since  birth.

Whereas,  The  desire  to  build  and  utilize  a  roof 
garden  often  comes  later  from  the  residents  of  the 
building  and  not  from  the  architect  or  builder; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  requests  the 
Building  Department  to  determine  the  feasibility 
of  amending  the  Building  Code  to  require  that  the 
roofs  of  all  structures  built  henceforth  - 
residential,  commercial,  and  public  --  be  con- 
structed to  have  the  strength,  accessibility,  and 
proper  design  controls  in  order  to  accommodate  a 
roof  garden  or  similar  landscaped  area.

ORDINANCE  MAKING  CERTAIN  AMENDMENTS 
TO  THE  BOSTON  BUILDING  CODE 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  17,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  are  a  number  of  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Building  Code  which  I  urge 
you  to  adopt.  The  attached  letter  from  the 
Building  Commissioner  recommending  these 
changes  explains  them  in  detail.  I  simply  want  to 
point  out  the  basic  purpose  of  those  of  greatest 
substance. 

A  few  events  of  the  past  months  have  reminded 
us  that  the  stable  facades  of  many  buildings  can 
conceal  dangers  which  the  city  alone  is  in  no  way 
equipped  to  discover.  And  we  know  that  these 
dangers  are  in  no  way  confined  to  new 
construction.  They  exist  or  can  develop  in  older 
structures  even  of  great  eminence. 

We  have  concluded,  therefore,  that  we  must 
devise  a  more  effective  system  of  discovering  such 
situations  and  minimizing  their  threat  than  now 
exists.  In  order  to  do  so,  the  inspection  process 
must  be  greatly  expanded  far  beyond  what  the  city 
itself  is  able  to  do.  Indeed,  nothing  here  suggested 
in  any  way  diminishes  the  inspection  which  the 
Building  Department  now  conducts.  On  the 
contrary,  we  are,  as  Commissioner  Thuma  requests, 
strengthening  the  professional  capacity  of  the 
Building  Department  by  appointing  three  profes- 
sionally trained  architects  and  engineers. 

We  here  propose  the  assumption  by  owners  of 
both  new  and  old  multioccupancy  buildings  - 
residential  and  commercial  -  of  a  duty  to  obtain 
annual  professional  inspection  to  determine  that 
they  are  not  in  violation  of  the  Building,  Housing 
Inspection,  and  Fire  Codes.  No  building  which 
docs  not  pass  such  inspection  will  be  permitted  to 
be  occupied. 
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This  proposal  is  like  the  system  of  automobile 
inspection  to  which  we  are  all  accustomed. 
Although  it  does  not  guaranty  safety  and  is 
somewhat  burdensome  on  automobile  owners,  it 
does  minimize  the  risk  to  which  we  are  all  exposed, 
either  from  our  own  cars  or  from  others.  Surely  it 
is  reasonable  to  ask  at  least  as  much  from  the 
owners  of  buildings  where  many  more  people 
entrust  their  lives. 

Finally,  the  proposed  amendments  require 
owners  to  explain  plans  for  egress  in  the  event  of 
emergency  to  all  tenants  in  a  building.  One  copy  of 
the  plan  must  be  filed  with  the  Building 
Department,  one  is  to  be  retained  by  the  owner 
signed  by  the  tenant  at  the  commencement  of  his 
lease,  and  one  given  to  the  tenant. 

I  think  these  changes  will  lead  to  the  elimination 
of  many  unsafe  conditions  in  buildings  throughout 
the  city.  I  realize  that  this  cannot  be  done  without 
imposing  some  burdens  on  the  owners  of  property. 
But  the  reduction  of  risks  and  indeed  calamities 
should  more  than  offset  any  hardship  involved. 

I  therefore  urge  your  speedy  approval  of  the 
attached  proposals.

Dear  Mr,  Mayor: 

I  recommend  herewith  and  request  that  you 
forward  to  the  City  Council  for  its  approval  the 
attached  amendments  to  the  Building  Code  and 
Fee  Ordinance.  Many  are  simply  technical, 
correcting  omissions  which  occurred  during  the 
adoption  of  the  new  code  three  years  ago.  One 
requiring  tightening  of  exitways  responds  to  the 
City  Council's  initiative  last  winter.  The  others, 
however,  are  designed  to  improve  operation  of  the 
Building  Department  so  as  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
recurrence  of  recent  tragic  accidents  either  in 
existing  buildings  or  those  under  construction. 

In  the  first  instance  I  recommend  that  greater 
and  more  explicit  requirements  be  placed  on  the 
owners  of  buildings: 

1.  To  require  each  owner  to  provide  the 
Building  Department  with  a  certificate  from  a 
registered  engineer  or  architect  that  the 
building  complies  with  the  Building  Code. 

2.  To  require  the  owner  to  furnish  and 
explain  to  all  occupants  of  the  building  an 
emergency  egress  plan. 

3.  To  require  each  owner  to  hire  profes- 
sional engineers  or  architects  who  will  see  to  it 
that  construction  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  Building  and  Zoning  Codes. 

The  public  often  thinks  that  our  inspection 
should  guarantee  the  safety  of  every  building  in  the 
city.  If  there  is  a  mishap,  therefore,  people 
conclude  that  there  must  be  some  fault  in  this 
department.  Such  a  view  is  completely  unrealistic. 
There  is  about  $300,000,000  worth  of  construc- 
tion in  the  City  of  Boston  each  year.  There  are 


about  265,000  housing  units  and  homes  and  as 
many  offices,  churches,  theaters,  and  factories. 
There  are  thirty  building  inspectors. 

Secondly,  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  necessary  to 
strengthen  the  Building  Department  itself  by  the 
employment  of  three  field  engineers  or  architects 
who  will  have  professional  training  in  their  areas. 
As  you  know,  I  am  at  present  the  only  person  in 
the  Building  Department  with  a  college  degree  in 
engineering.  With  the  great  increase  in  complexity 
and  amount  of  construction  in  Boston  we  should 
long  ago  have  augmented  our  capacity.  I  hope  you 
will  instruct  the  Personnel  Division  to  establish 
such  positions. 

Finally,  I  think  there  should  be  established  an 
advisory  committee  on  revisions  of  the  Building 
Code.  There  are  always  changes  in  construction 
materials  and  techniques.  The  code  should 
constantly  be  updated  to  accommodate  both  new 
materials  and  procedures.  The  committee  should 
consist  of  the  following: 

1.  Chairman,  probably  an  attorney. 

2.  Member,  Boston  Society  of  Architects. 

3.  Member,  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers. 

4.  Member,  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board. 

5.  Member,  Associated  General  Contractors. 

6.  Member,  Building  Trades  Council. 

7.  Member  at  large. 

8.  Secretary,  Building  Commissioner. 

9.  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel. 

I  trust  you  will  authorize  me  to  invite  such 
people  to  serve. 

These  steps  will  not  assure  that  the  tragedies 
which  have  recently  occurred  will  never  happen 
again.  They  will,  however,  improve  on  present 
procedures.  I  therefore  recommend  them  to  you 
and,  when  appropriate,  to  the  City  Council.

No  building 
containing  more  than  two  rental  units  shall  be 
occupied  or  used  by  anyone  other  than  its  owner 
until  a  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  have  been 
issued  by  the  commissioner.  A  certificate  of 
occupancy  shall  be  issued  within  ten  days  of 
written  application  therefor  if: 

a.  In  the  case  of  new  or  remodeled  buildings, 
there  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  a 
certificate  from  a  registered  architect  or 
engineer  that  work  on  the  building  has  been 
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completed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  approved  permit  and  the  building  and 
zoning  codes;  or 

b.  In  the  case  of  existing  buildings,  there  is 
on  file  with  the  commissioner  a  current 
certificate  of  professional  inspection;  and 

c.  There  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  a 
plan  for  egress  in  case  of  emergency. 

105.2.  Emergency  Egress  Plans.  The  owner  of  a 
multiple  occupancy  structure  shall  present  and 
explain  to  each  occupant  a  plan  in  such  form  as  the 
commissioner  prescribes  for  egress  from  said 
structure  in  case  of  emergency.  Each  occupant 
shall  sign  two  copies  of  the  plan,  signifying  that  he 
understands  the  methods  of  egress  explained 
therein  and  that  he  shall  be  responsible  for 
explaining  those  methods  to  other  persons  who 
attend  his  premises.  Said  signed  copies  shall  be 
retained  by  the  owner  and  the  occupant. 

105.3.  Changes  in  Use.  No  change  of  use  shall 
be  allowed  unless  a  current  certificate  of 
occupancy  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  for 
such  building. 

105.4.  Certificates  of  Professional  Inspection. 
Annually,  according  to  a  schedule  promulgated  by 
the  commissioner,  the  owner  of  every  multiple- 
occupancy  building  in  the  city  actually  occupied 
by  more  than  two  tenants  shall  file  with  the 
commissioner  a  certificate  in  a  form  prescribed  by 
him,  signed  by  a  registered  architect  or  engineer, 
stating  that  there  are  no  violations  of  this  code,  the 
fire  prevention  code  or  the  egress  sections  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  observable  from  reasonable 
inspection  of  the  building  conducted  by  such 
registered  architect  or  engineer  within  the  pre- 
ceding thirty  days. 

105.5.  Temporary  Occupancy.  Upon  the  re- 
quest of  a  holder  of  a  permit,  the  commissioner 
may  issue  a  temporary  certificate  of  occupancy  for 
a  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  before  the 
entire  work  covered  by  the  permit  shall  have  been 
completed,  if  the  registered  architect  or  engineer 
supervising  the  work  certifies  to  him  that  such 
portion  or  portions  may  be  occupied  safely  prior 
to  full  completion  of  the  building  without 
endangering  life  or  public  welfare. 

105.6.  Contents  of  Certificate  of  Occupancy.  A 
certificate  of  occupancy  shall  state  the  purpose  for 
which  the  building  or  structure  may  be  used  in  its 
several  parts;  the  use  group,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  2  And  Table  9-4;  the 
maximum  live  load  on  all  floors  as  prescribed  in 
Article  7;  the  occupancy  load  in  the  building  and 
all  parts  thereof  as  defined  in  Article  2  and  Article 
6;  and  any  special  stipulations  and  conditions  of 
the  building  permit.  A  certificate  of  occupancy 
shall  be  cancelled  whenever  a  certificate  of 
professional  inspection  expires  and  is  not  replaced. 

105.7.  Posting  of  Certificates.  Copies  of  the 
current  certificates  of  occupancy  and  inspection 
shall  at  all  times  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  building. 

Section  2.  Chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after 
section  627.1  the  following  paragraph: 


Every  owner  of  a  building  containing  four  or 
more  dwelling  units,  including  but  not  limited  to 
apartment  buildings,  apartment-hotels,  boarding 
and  lodging  houses,  fraternities  and  sororities  and 
dormitories,  shall  provide  adequate  illumination 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  all  doorways  and 
entrance  areas  on  the  front,  rear,  or  sides  of  such 
building  at  or  with  principal  access  from  grade.  The 
illumination  shall  provide  the  intensity  herein 
prescribed,  In  addition,  such  owners  shall  provide 
similar  illumination  of  parking  areas  adjacent  to 
such  buildings  and  containing  parking  spaces 
required  under  the  Zoning  Code. 

Section  3.  Chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  847.6  of  Article  8  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

847.6  Tests.  Copies  of  sanctioned  tests  of 
filled  pipe  columns  subjected  to  axial  loads  made 
in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  filed  with 
the  building  official  for  each  size  of  column 
produced  by  a  manufacturer.  These  tests  shall  be 
made  on  specimens  the  length  of  which  ap- 
proximates twenty-four  times  the  smallest  outside 
dimension  of  the  pipe.  Tests  shall  be  made  in  an 
approved  laboratory.  For  acceptance  the  ratio  of 
the  test  strength  to  Pa  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
factor  of  safety  in  Formulas  (1)  and  (2)  from 
reference  standards  RS8-42  above,  excepting  that 
in  computing  Pa  for  sanctioned  tests  n  rather  than 
2n  shall  be  used. 

Section  4.  Chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  861.1  of  Article  8  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

861.1.  Multistory  buildings.  In  all  exterior  walls 
of  the  building  required  to  have  30  foot  wide-open 
space  adjacent  thereto  (see  sections  307.1  and 
308.1)  each  floor  below  a  height  of  100  feet  shall 
be  provided  with  access  panels  as  follows: 

861.1.1.  Access  Panels.  If  such  access  panels 
are  not  less  than  32  inches  by  48  inches  in  size, 
they  shall  be  spaced  not  more  than  50  feet 
apart  in  each  story. 

Section  5.  Chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  502.25  of  RS8^5  of  Article  8  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

502.25.  Batching.  The  concrete  shall  be  pro- 
duced in  a  plant  acceptable  to  the  commissioner 
and  concrete  produced  according  to  previous 
performance  data  shall  be  produced  in  a  plant  with 
automatic  batching  and  recording  devices  for  all 
ingredients. 

Section  6.  Chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  1204.5.1  of  Article  12  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1204.5.1.  Periodic  Check.  All  automatic  sprin- 
kler systems  shall  be  inspected  and  tested  at  least 
once  each  year  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  professional  mechanical  engineer, 
licensed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  observe  that  all  rooms  and  spaces  are  equipped 
with  required  sprinklers  and  that  all  sprinklers  are 
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operative  and  unobstructed  by  storage  or  by  the 
erection  of  partitions  or  other  structural  features 
which  prevent  free  operation  of  the  system.  Such 
engineer  shall  indicate  on  the  certificate  of 
professional  inspection  required  by  section  105 
that  such  inspection  and  test  was  made  and  that 
the  system  complied  with  the  code.

The 
estimated  budget  for  this  grant  is  as  follows: 
Contractual  Services,  $40,000. 

(3)  $51,000,  to  improve  and  expand  criminal 
justice  program  development  and  grant  manage- 
ment capabilities  and  to  participate  in  the 
development  of  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
improvement  of  all  activities  pertaining  to  crime 
prevention  or  reduction  and  enforcement  of  the 
criminal  law.  The  estimated  budget  for  this  grant  is 
as  follows:  Personnel,  $46,500;  Contractual 
Services,  $4,500. 

(4)  $64,910,  to  establish  a  school  crisis 
prevention  resource  center  and  to  assist  troubled 
secondary  schools  in  broad-based  crisis  prevention 
planning  and  action.  The  estimated  budget  for  this 
grant  is  as  follows:  Personnel,  $45,000;  Con- 
sultants and  Contractual  Services,  $10,000; Equip- 
ment, $1,000;  Office  and  Administration  $8,910. 

The  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Safe  Streets  Act 
Advisory  Committee  has  secured  federal  and  state 
approval  of  existing  city  and  county  appropriations 
for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  local  share 
requirements  of  section  301  (c)  of  the  1968  act  as 
amended.

Under  section  203  (c),  301,  303,  and  304  of  Hie 
federal  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe  Streets 
Act  of  1968  (P.L.  90-351),  as  amended  by  the 
Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act  of  1970  (P.L. 
91-644),  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  awarded 
grants  aggregating  $380,910.  These  funds  come 
from  the  federal  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Administration  through  the  Governor's  Committee 
on  Law  Enforcement.  The  purpose  of  these  grants 
is  to  continue  the  operation  and  development  of 
various  programs  designed  to  improve  law  enforce- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston.  There  are  four  separate- 
grants,  and  a  brief  description  of  each  grant 
follows: 


Ordered: 

1.  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept  in 
the  name  of  the  city  grants  aggregating  $380,910 
under  sections  203  (c),  301,  303,  and  304  of  the 
federal  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe  Streets 
Act  of  1968  (P.L.  90-351),  as  amended  by  the 
Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act  of  197(1  (P.L. 
91-644). 

2.  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  for  the 
expenditure  of  $225,0(1(1  thereof  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Penal  Institutions  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  the  adult  corrections 
programs  at  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction,  and 
to  continue  the  community-based  corrections 
program  serving  adult  offenders  upon  release  from 
Deer  Island. 

3.  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  for  the 
expenditure    of    $40,000    thereof   by   the   Police 
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Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the

APPROPRIATION  OF  $10,000,000  TO 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  21,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  appropriated  for  1972  under  its  own  authority 
as  established  by  law  the  sum  of  $91,129,855  for 
general  school  purposes  and  $4,683,000  for 
alterations  and  repairs,  making  a  total  appropria- 
tion of  $95,81  2,855. 

In  addition,  by  letter  dated  April  3,  1972,  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr. 
Edward  J.  Winter,  the  School  Committee  requested 
an  additional  appropriation  from  the  city  of 
$15,695,205  for  general  school  purposes  and 
$5,000,000  for  alterations  and  repairs,  which  is  a 
total  additional  appropriation  of  $20,695,205  and 
would  provide  the  School  Committee  with  an 
overall  total  school  budget  of  $  1 1 6,  508,060. 

The  requested  budget  increase  of  $20,695,205  is 
almost  equivalent  to  a  22  percent  increase  over  the 
1971  budget  of  $95,701,109. 

In  a  letter  dated  April  21,  1972,  I  informed  the 
School  Committee  that  these  requests  are  far 
beyond  the  fiscal  capability  of  the  city  and  cannot 
be  honored  in  full.  I  also  pointed  out  to  the  School 
Committee  the  serious  problem  posed  by  the 
impasse  between  the  School  Committee  and  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  which  has  shut  Boston 
off  from  $52,000,000  in  state  funds  which  are 
properly  ours  and  without  which  we  will  be  in  a 
very  serious  financial  position  before  the  current 
budget  year  comes  to  a  close. 


I  also  informed  the  School  Committee  in  that 
letter  that  because  of  the  withholding  of  state 
funds  from  the  city  that  I  would  not  at  that  time 
recommend  any  appropriation  for  school  funds  to 
the  City  Council. 

For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  city  to  establish 
the  1972  tax  rate  and  issue  the  tax  bills,  I  am 
herewith  recommending  that  your  Honorable  Body 
appropriate  $2,000,000  to  the  School  Committee 
to  provide  for  wage  increases  the  School 
Committee  has  negotiated  in  collective  bargaining 
agreements,  and  a  second  appropriation  of 
$8,000,000  to  the  School  Committee  with  a 
restriction  preventing  expenditure  of  the  ap- 
propriation until  it  is  released  by  the  City  Council 
on  recommendation  of  the  Mayor. 

The  purpose  of  the  restricted  appropriation  is  to 
provide  for  the  financing  of  this  amount  in  the 
1972  tax  rate  and  to  permit  subsequent  release  of 
this  amount  by  the  City  Council  at  such  time  as 
the  necessary  conditions  for  such  release  have  been 
met.  Foremost  among  these  conditions,  of  course, 
is  the  release  to  the  city  of  the  $52,000,000  in 
state  funds  currently  being  withheld  from  the  city 
by  the  state  government. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  the  appropriation  orders 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  stated  above  for  which 
I  recommend  the  approval  of  your  Honorable 
Body.

END  PARK

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  a  resolution  required  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  authorizing  an 
application  to  that  agency  for  an  Open-Space 
Program  grant.  The  application  to  be  submitted  is 
for  assistance  in  the  completion  of  acquisition  and 
development  of  land  on  the  North  End  waterfront 
adjacent  to  the  existing  North  End  Park,  as  well  as 
for  rehabilitation  of  portions  of  the  existing  park.

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating  that 
title,  provide  that  no  person  shall  be  discriminated 
against  because  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin  in 
the  use  of  the  land  acquired;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  contract  for 
federal  grant  will  impose  certain  obligations  and 
responsibilities  upon  the  applicant  and  will  require 
among  other  things  (1)  assurances  that  families  and 
individuals  displaced  as  a  result  of  the  open-space 
land  project  are  offered  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing,  (2)  compliance  with  federal  labor 
standards,  and  (3)  compliance  with  federal 
requirements  relating  to  equal  employment  op- 
portunity; and 

Whereas,  Land  proposed  to  be  developed  for 
open-space  uses  was  acquired  with  a  federal  grant 
under  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as 
amended; and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  added  costs  of 
the  project  will  be  $1,200,000;  now,  therefore,  be

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
for  a  grant  in  an  amount  authorized  by  Title  VII  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  which 
amount  is  presently  estimated  to  be  S600.000.  and 
that  the  applicant  will  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost 
from  other  funds  available  to  it. 

2.  That  adequate  open-space  land  for  the 
locality  cannot  effectively  be  provided  through  the 
use  of  existing  undeveloped  or  predominantly 
undeveloped  land. 

3.  That  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  to 
file  such  application  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  to  provide 
additional  information,  and  to  furnish  such 
documents  as  may  be  required  by  said  department, 
to  execute  such  contracts  as  are  required  by  said 
department,  and  to  act  as  the  authorized 
correspondent  of  the  applicant. 

4.  That  the  proposed  acquisition  and  develop- 
ment is  in  accordance  with  plans  for  the  allocation 
of  land  for  open-space  uses,  and  that,  should  said 
grant  be  made,  the  applicant  will  acquire,  develop. 
and  retain  said  land  for  the  uses  designated  in  said 
application  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by 
the  applicant  with  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating 
Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

6.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  displacees,  if 
any,  will  be  relocated  in  accordance  with 
applicable  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

7.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by

2.  The  plan,  attached  as  Exhibit  A,  describes 
the  geographic  boundaries  of  the  West  End  Project 
and  identifies  the  area  and  uses.

4.  The  master  leasehold  agreement  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Boston  City  Council  for  its  review  on 
October  16,  1959.  However,  chapter  121,  section 
26KK,  did  not  require  City  Council  approval  on 
any  master  leasehold  agreement  or  land  disposition 
agreement. 

5.  The  consideration  paid  by  the  developer  as

In  the  Charles 
River  Park  Development  there  were  1 ,426 
residential  units  on  January  1,  1972.  An 
additional  1,061  units  will  be  built  within  the 
project  area. 
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5.  The  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  said 
project  area  on  the  date  the  project  was  announced 
and  on  January  1 .  1972. 

Based  on  the  Authority's  survey  prior  to  our 
takings  there  were  1,714  families  consisting  of 
two  or  more  persons  and  824  additional 
individuals  residing  in  the  project  area  at  the 
time  of  our  project  activities.  According  to  the 
Authority's  best  estimates  there  are  ap- 
proximately 4,500  persons  residing  in  the  area 
as  of  January  1,  1972. 

6.  The  number  of  commercial  properties  or 
businesses  in  the  said  project  area  on  the  date  the 
project  was  announced  and  on  January  1 ,  1972. 

Based  on  the  above-referred-to  survey  there 
were  approximately  304  business  concerns  in 
the  project  area  at  the  time  the  Authority 
initiated  project  activities,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  best  estimates  there  were  ap- 
proximately 144  business  concerns  in  the  area 
as  of  January  1,  1972.

TAKINGS  BY  EMINENT  DOMAIN  AND  MON- 
EYS DUE  CITY  FROM  COMMONWEALTH 

The  following  was  received: 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Public  Works,

Re:   Damage  Claims  Due  the  City 
of  Boston  for  Land  Taken  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sir: 

The  cases  listed  on  Exhibit  A,  attached  hereto, 
represent  30  parcels  of  land  taken  from  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  construction 
of  the  Southwest  Expressway.  The  takings  were 
completed  prior  to  the  year  1969  and  were  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  79  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

In  the  acquisition  of  these  parcels  the 
department  fulfilled  all  its  obligations  under  the 
statutes  and  Federal  Highway  Administration 
requirements.  These  steps  included  the  appraisal  of 
the  properties  by  duly  qualified  and  accredited 
appraisers  and,  when  necessary,  approval  by  the 
Real  Estate  Review  Board,  a  statutory  agency 
provided  for  by  the  various  accelerated  highway 
programs  enacted  by  the  Legislature. 

All  notices  of  the  acquisitions  and  other 
procedures  were  duly  forwarded  to  the  city. 
Checks  representing  the  payments  of  the  awards  as 
voted  by  the  Commissioners  were  drawn  by  the 
State  Treasurer  and  issued  to  the  department  for 
delivery  to  the  city.  Due  to  the  inability  of  the 
department  to  receive  properly  executed  releases 
pursuant  to  the  state  and  federal  requirements,  the 
department  was  unable  to  release  the  checks  to  the 
city. 

They  since  have  been  deposited  into  the  eminent 
domain  unclaimed  check  fund  which  was  estab- 
lished by  siatete  (chapter  795  of  the  Acts  of 
1970.)  The  checks  are  still  on  deposit  in  that 
account.  The  total  amount  of  money  represented 
by  the  thirty  checks  in  question  is  SI 82,200. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been 
advised  by  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  that 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  release  for  each 
claim  executed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
with  authorization  from  the  Boston  City  Council. 
(See  letter  from  Thomas  J.  Crowley,  chief  of  the 
Eminent  Domain  Division,  Office  of  the  Attorney 
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General,  dated  June  20,  1972,  in  answer  to  our 
letter  of  June  14,  1972.  Copies  of  both  letters  are 
enclosed.) 

Mr.  Crowley's  letter  also  referred  to  approval  of 
claims  by  the  Real  Estate  Review  Board.  Chapter 
657  of  the  Acts  of  1957  states  as  follows: 

"In  the  event  that  the  parties  concerned  are 
unable  to  mutually  agree  upon  the  amounts  to 

be  paid  as  herein  provided  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  the  real  estate  review  board  created 
by  section  six  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-four  which  shall  determine  the  amount  to 
be  paid,  and  said  determination  shall  be  final." 

However,  as  the  amounts  of  these  claims  are  not 
in  dispute  but  are  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties,  the  Real  Estate  Review  Board  has  no 
jurisdiction.  In  event  a  disagreement  should  occur 
with  respect  to  a  case,  any  such  claim  would  be 
referred  to  the  Review  Board  for  determination. 

The  department  hereby  requests  that  the  matter 
be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  a  future  meeting  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  for  action.  At  that  time  the 
department's  representative  shall  be  available  with 
the  files  on  these  cases  to  answer  questions  raised 
by  members  of  your  Council.

(See  letter  from  Thomas  J.  Crowley,  Chief 
of  the  Eminent  Domain  Division,  Office  of  the 
Attorney  General,  dated  June  20,  1972,  in  answer 
to  our  letter  of  June  14,  1972.  Copies  of  both 
letters  are  enclosed.)";  now,  therefore,  be  it

REQUEST  TO  IMPLEMENT 
BUILDING  CODE 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  held  on 
Tuesday,  August  22,  1972,  pursuant  to  an  order 
filed  and  approved  by  the  City  Council,  to  wit 
Document  No.  10,  directing  the  said  Executive 
Committee  to  hold  a  hearing  re  the  performance  of 
the  Hub  Testing  Company;  and 

Whereas,  At  said  hearing  it  was  testified  that  the 
Boston  Building  Code  requires  that  whenever  the 
weather  temperature  is  40  degrees  or  lower,  the 
environment  temperature  of  the  place  where  any 
concrete  is  delivered  during  this  period  must  be  at 
least  50  degrees,  and  the  concrete  delivered  must 
be  cured  in  an  environment  temperature  of  at  least 
50  degrees  for  three  consecutive  days;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  further  testified  that  the  Boston 
Building  Code  requires  that  whenever  construction 
calls  for  control  concrete  the  testing  laboratory 
shall  provide  a  qualified  inspector  at  the  mixing 
plant  on  all  days  on  which  concrete  is  mixed  and 
shipped  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  that  the 
concrete  is  batched  and  mixed  in  conformance 
with  the  strength  and  mix  approved;  and  shall  also 
provide  a  qualified  inspector  on  such  days  at  the 
job  site  (point  of  delivery  of  the  cement)  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  that  the  concrete  being 
delivered  is  free  from  contamination  and  dilution 
and  conforms  to  the  mix  and  strength  approved; 
and 

Whereas,  It  was  also  testified  that  up  to  the  date 
of  collapse  there  were  131  days  in  which  concrete 
was  mixed  and  delivered  to  the  building  on 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  and  yet  the  testing 
laboratory  had  an  inspector  at  either  the  mixing 
plant  and  job  site  only  34  percent  of  the  131  days 
in  which  concrete  was  mixed  and  delivered;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be, 
and  is  hereby,  requested  to  implement  the  Building 
Code  rules  and  regulations  and  also  the  procedure 
of  the  Building  Department  so  as  to  provide  that 
on  any  construction  calling  for  control  concrete 
the  following  be  required: 

a.  In  any  construction  calling  for  controlled 
concrete  the  concrete  mix  to  be  used  be  first 
submitted  to  the  Building  Commissioner  for 
approval  as  to  mix  and  strength. 
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b.  That  any  controlled  concrete  delivered 
during  days  when  weather  temperature  is  40 
degrees  or  lower  be  maintained  damp  and  in 
environmental  temperature  of  at  least  50  degrees 
for  seven  consecutive  days  as  provided  for  in 
paragraph  318-71,  section  5.5  of  the  American 
Concrete  Institute. 

c.  That  a  schedule  showing  the  concrete  mix 
and  strength  approved  by  the  Building  Com- 
missioner be  conspicuously  posted  at  the  concrete 
mixing  plant  and  point  of  delivery  on  construction 
site  throughout  the  period  of  construction. 

d.  That  prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  control 
concrete  the  contractor  be  required  to  furnish  the 
Building  Department  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  qualified  inspector  of  the  testing  laboratory 
who  will  be  stationed  at  the  concrete  mixing  plant 
and  at  the  point  of  delivery  on  the  construction 
site. 

e.  That  the  qualified  inspector  be  required  to 
set  on  the  schedule  conspicuously  posted  the  date 
and  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  each  batch  and 
initial  the  same  as  evidence  that  he  has  examined 
the  mix  and  that  it  is  free  of  contamination  and 
dilution  and  in  accordance  with  the  strength  and 
mix  approved  for  the  specific  job,  and  that  this  be 
required  both  at  the  cement  mixing  plant  and 
point  of  delivery  on  construction  site. 

f.  That  the  building  inspector  from  the  Building 
Department  be  required  to  set  the  date  and  time  of 
each  inspection  and  initial  the  same  on  the  building 
permit  or  some  other  form  provided  by  the 
Building  Commissioner  which  shall  at  all  times  be 
conspicuously  posted  on  job  site. 

g.  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  construc- 
tion, or  at  such  other  times  as  the  Building 
Commissioner  may  request,  the  testing  laboratory 
be  required  to  furnish  the  Building  Commissioner 
with  the  schedules  concerning  the  concrete  mix  as 
above  referred  to  subscribed  to  by  the  testing 
laboratory's  qualified  inspector  on  the  job  under 
penalties  of  perjury. 

h.  Only  those  testing  laboratories  employing 
full-time  registered  professional  engineers  on  their 
staff  shall  be  approved  by  the  Building  Com- 
missioner.

Resolved,  That  the  School  Department  educate 
the  parents  of  Boston  schoolchildren  by  distri- 
buting to  the  children  take-home  pamphlets 
describing  the  dangers  and  symptoms  of  lead  paint

Resolved,  That  all  children  entering  the  Boston 
city  school  system  at  the  kindergarten  level  shall  be 
given  a  finger-prick  test  to  establish  their  exposure 
to  lead  poisoning  prior  to  enrollment.

Whereas,  Eight  and  one-half  percent  of  the 
Boston  children  tested  to  date  for  lead  poisoning 
have  been  found  to  have  increased  levels  of  lead  in 
their  blood;  and 

Whereas,  Nearly  Vh  percent  of  the  total  thus 
tested  have  required  hospitalization  for  lead 
poisoning;  and 

Whereas,  Two  hundred  children  die  in  the 
United  States  each  year  because  they  are  afflicted 
with  this  malady;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Inspection  Department 
can  provide  invaluable  assistance  to  this  center  in 
the  battle  against  lead  poisoning;  and 

Whereas,  Article  2,  Section  13.02,  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  now  stipulates  that  lead  paint  may 
not  be  used  on  the  interior  of  dwelling  units;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  is 
entrusted  with  enforcement  of  the  portion  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  which  relates  to  human 
habitation  of  any  dwelling  unit ;  and 

Whereas,  The  medical  problem  presented  by  lead 
poisoning  is  so  intimately  interrelated  with  the 
condition  of  housing  units  in  the  city  that  prompt 
coordination  between  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  and  the  Boston  Lead  Poisoning 
Prevention   Center  is  required  in   order  that  this 
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grave  problem  be  adequately  dealth  with;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Housing  Inspection  Depart- 
ment each  month  provide  the  Boston  Lead 
Poisoning  Prevention  Center  with  up-to-date 
reports  as  to  all  its  actions  concerning  lead  paint 
violations  and  other  information  regarding  inci- 
dents and  possible  incidents  of  lead  paint 
poisoning.  Such  monthly  reports  shall  specify,  but

Whereas,  The  Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association  has 
developed  a  suggested  outline  for  a  comprehensive 
dog  control  program  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
the  Association's  efforts  might  be  called  a  model  of 
citizen  participation  within  the  system;  and 

Whereas,  The  Animal  Rescue  League  of  the  City 
of  Boston  earlier  this  year  released  a  thoughtful 
and  constructive  report  on  Boston's  dog  problem 
and  its  solution;  and 

Whereas,  The  work  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Civic 
Association  and  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
document  without  question  establish  the  fact  that 
Boston's  dog  problem  must  be  dealt  with  in  a  more 
immediate  and  comprehensive  manner  than  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  Mayor's  August  28, 
1972,  amendment  to  the  Ordinances  of  1961 ;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  direct  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  other  appropriate  city  officials 
working  with  the  Animal  Rescue  League  and  the 
Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association  to  draft  a  program 
with  such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  deal 
with  Boston's  dog  problem.

Gentlemen: 

The  City  of  Boston  has  been  awarded  a  federal 
grant  under  Public  Law  91-606,  Disaster  Relief,  of 
100  percent  of  the  costs  to  repair  scheduled 
damages  incurred  in  the  storm  of  February  18-20, 
1972.  While  this  100  percent  grant  requires  no  city 
matching  funds,  it  is  being  transmitted  to  us  only 
partly  as  an  advance  cash  grant.  The  balance  of  the 
funds  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  city  after  final 
audit,  when  the  work  has  been  accomplished. 

The  Director  of  Accounts  in  the  State 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  has 
advised  the  various  cities  and  towns  participating  in 
this  program  that  they  should  therefore  appro- 
priate these  sums  and  authorize  borrowing  to 
cover,  under  provisions  of  chapter  74  of  the  Acts 
of  1945.  With  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board  and  the  Governor  we  would  then  be  able,  if 
necessary,  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  the  federal 
cash  outside  our  debt  limits.  Consequently  the  City 
Auditor  would  be  able  to  certify  availability  of  an 
appropriation  for  this  work  before  the  federal 
grant  is  actually  received  and  the  program  can  be 
implemented.  In  fact,  of  course  we  should  be  able 
to  receive  the  federal  cash  in  the  Treasury,  prior  to 
any  need  to  issue  these  notes.

Responses  to  City  Council  Order  of  July  31,  1972 
Regarding    General    Information    on    Infill 
Housing  Programs 


1.  The  construction  plans  filed  with  the 
Building  Department  are  the  same  as  the  final 
working  drawings  approved  by  the  BRA.  However, 
the  BRA  does  not  certify  building  permits,  as  this 
is  a  function  of  the  Building  Department. 

2.  The  BRA  did  not  "appoint"  neighborhood 
representatives  to  inspect  infill  sites.  Such  repre- 
sentatives as  have  been  hired  under  contract  to  the 
BRA  were  selected  by  local  groups  in  each 
neighborhood  (in  accordance  with  the  Plan  for 
Neighborhood  Involvement  of  May,  1970)  to  carry 
out  inspections  with  the  BRA  inspector.  To  date, 
three  representatives  (known  as  community  con- 
struction coordinators  and  inspectors)  have  been 
named  for  three  areas:  Dorchester  Ward  14  (Mr. 
Larry  Battle),  the  Model  Cities  Area  (Mr.  Roger 
Taylor),  and  the  South  End  (Mr.  Ru Hedge  Waker). 
By  terms  of  the  contract,  they  will  be  paid  for 
their  services  upon  the  certified  completion  of  the 
units  they  have  inspected.  No  such  funds  have  yet 
been  disbursed. 

3.  It  is  not  the  prerogative  of  the  BRA  to 
extend  construction  deadlines.  Such  construction 
extensions  are  approved  by  HUD. 

4.  Detailed  construction  progress  schedules  have 
been  submitted  for  each  infill  site  by  the  BRA 
inspector.  Please  refer  to  the  attached  report  (Jim 
Boulger's  report  of  August  3,  1972). 

5.  No,  none  of  the  companies  involved  in  the 
infill  program  have  defaulted  on  their  construction 
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schedule.  Where  necessary,  they  have  been 
requested  and  received  extensions  from  HUD  for 
excusable  delay. 

"6.  Yes,  provisions  of  the  cooperation  agreement 
regarding  equal  employment  opportunity  have 
been  fulfilled.  DCA's  work  force  frequently  varies 
from  month  to  month  because  of  the  heavy  use  of 
subcontractors.  However,  minority  participation 
has  averaged  well  over  50  percent.  To  cite  only  the 
more  recent  examples:  During  the  period  of  peak 
total  work  force  (October,  1971  -  February,  1972) 
one-hundred  twenty-two  men  were  involved  in 
construction  activities  for  DCA  infill,  of  whom 
sixty-eight  were  minority  workers.  In  June,  1972, 
of  one  hundred  two  workers,  seventy-two  were 
minority  persons. 

7.  While  the  BRA  has  no  direct  enforcement 
powers  to  ensure  that  construction  is  proceeding 
safely,  it  has  on  many  occasions  expressed 
dissatisfaction  to  the  developer  over  site  con- 
ditions. 

8.  The  BRA's  original  commitment  to  the  infill 
housing  program  was  for  2,000  units,  of  which  no 
more  than  1,000  were  to  be  built  by  the 
Development  Corporation  of  America  (DCA),  as 
described  in  the  infill  cooperation  agreement 
(August  25,  1969). 

9.  Yes,  design  changes  in  the  DCA  infill  unit 
necessitated  a  new  review  of  the  HUD  feasibility 
study,  which  was  reprocessed  in  1971.  The 
subsequent  firm  mortgage  commitment  from  HUD 
constitutes  sufficient  proof  that  the  design  changes 
were  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  HUD. 

1 0.  Cost  run  estimates  have  been  undertaken  by 
the  FHA  and  by  banks  involved  in  the  program. 
The  FHA  mortgage  agreements  have  been  executed 
in  the  amount  of  approximately  $9  million  for  the 
DCA  portion. 


11.  Yes,  the  BRA,  the  FHA,  and  DCA  have 
been  discussing  the  problems  encountered  in  the 
infill  program  as  they  have  arisen.  Pending  before 
the  FHA  is  a  change  order  request  which  would 
reduce  the  program  to  a  total  of  302  units. 

12—14.  These  questions  refer  to  the  operations 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  As  such  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  cannot  supply 
responses. 

15.  DCA  has  begun  construction  of  roughly  half 
of  the  792-unit  program  described  in  the  assistance 
agreement  of  June  18, 1970. 

16.  The  FHA  has  granted  an  extension  to  the 
first  phase  of  the  program  (392  units)  through 
January  30,  1973. 

17.  The  completion  of  a  792-unit  program  by 
DCA  depends  on  (1)  successful  completion  of 
Phase  1,  (2)  community  acceptance  of  units 
completed  in  the  current  392-unit  project,  and  (3) 
BRA  recommendations  to  the  FHA,  along  with 
FHA's  subsequent  decision  as  to  the  appropriate- 
ness of  continuing  the  program. 

18.  DCA  was  selected  as  developer  for  part  of 
the  infill  program  by  the  BRA's  usual  procedure  of 
advertising  in  local  newspapers.  Several  developers 
submitted  designs,  which  were  then  reviewed  by 
the  BRA  Design  Review  Staff.  DCA's  original 
design  was  determined  to  be  the  best  of  those 
submitted,  by  virtue  of  the  speed  with  which  it 
could  be  constructed  on  a  large-scale,  scattered-site 
basis.  Later,  following  the  construction  of 
prototypes  -  one  in  Charlestown,  one  in  the  South 
End  -  sharp  increases  in  the  cost  of  precast 
concrete,  forced  DCA  to  abandon  its  original 
design  in  favor  of  the  current,  conventionally 
constructed  unit.

Upon  receipt  of  the  recent  request  from  the 
Boston  City  Council  dated  August  14,  1972,  for 
information  dealing  with  this  department,  mem- 
bers of  my  staff  conferred  with  Corporation 
Counsel  Herbert  Gleason  in  regard  to  the  legality 
of  said  request.  Mr.  Gleason's  opinion  is  that  I  may 
legally   and  lawfully  answer  the  various  requests 


made  by  the  City  Council,  as  the  subject  matters 
under  discussion  are  excise  payments  made  by 
corporations  formed  under  chapter  121 A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  records  of  these 
corporations  are  on  file  with  the  Boston  City 
Clerk. 

Chapter  121 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  sets  forth  a  schedule  for  the  payment  of  the 
excise  tax  as  follows: 

The  developer  must  pay  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  1  percent  of  the  fair  cash  value  of 
real  estate  as  assessed  by  the  city  or  town  plus  5 
percent  of  the  gross  income  developed  by  said  real 
estate.  The  combined  monies  under  this  formula 
are  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
directly  as  an  excise  tax. 

Chapter  121 A  also  allows  the  city  or  town  and 
the  developer  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the 
duration  of  forty  years,  wherein  said  developer  will 
pay  monies  to  the  city  or  town  in  excess  of  the 
statutory  amounts  as  enumerated  above.  The  City 
of  Boston,  through  cooperation  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Assessing 
Department  has  insisted  that  those  corporations 
that  are  formed  under  chapter  121A  enter  intc  a 
separate  contract  agreeing  to  pay  over  the 
statutory  amounts.  The  contract  itself  is  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk  in  each  instance.  Any  money  owed 
by  the  developer  by  reason  of  a  contractual 
arrangement  with  the  city  is  paid  directly  by  the 
developer  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation 
requests  annually  income  statements  from  the 
developers  under  chapter  121 A  and  from  these 
statements  computes  the  excise  payment  which  is 
made  directly  to  the  Commonwealth.  This  excise  is 
eventually  distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  via 
the  Cherry  Sheet  each  year. 
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When  the  present  administration  took  office, 
there  were  eleven  corporations  formed  under 
chapter  121 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

As  of  January  1,  1972,  there  were  nineteen 
corporations  formed  under  chapter  121 A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  that  paid  an  amount 
equal  to  15  percent  of  their  gross  income  in  lieu  of 
taxes.  These  corporations  are  federally  financed 
and  contain  low-cost  housing. 

There  are  four  corporations  formed  under 
chapter  121 A  that  pay  an  amount  equal  to  20 
percent  of  their  gross  income  in  lieu  of  taxes. 
These  buildings  are  constructed  for  medium  and 
moderate  housing,  but  are  also  financed  by  the 
federal  government. 

There  is  one  corporation  formed  under  said 
chapter  that  has  constructed  a  high-rise  office 
building  that  is  paying  23  percent  of  its  gross 
income  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

The  actual  amount  of  money  paid  by  developers 
in  lieu  of  taxes  under  chapter  121 A  is  paid  directly 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  under  the 
statute  or  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  contract.

COMMUNICATION  RE  FUNDS  FOR  URBAN 
MASS  TRANSPORTATION  NEEDS

Thank  you  very  much  for  sending  me  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  recently  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  urging  that  additional  funds 
should  be  authorized  to  assist  urban  mass 
transportation  needs.  This  is  an  issue  on  which  the 
Subcommittee  on  Roads  received  a  great  deal  of 
testimony  during  hearings  in  the  last  few  months. 
The  committee  has  carefuUy  examined  aU  of  the 
evidence  and  suggestions. 

According  to  the  1956  act  which  established  the 
trust  fund,  revenues  derived  from  highway  users 
taxes  must  be  used  only  for  highway  purposes. 
Therefore,  urban  mass  transit  by  rail  could  not 
benefit  from  the  trust  fund  unless  the  act  were 
amended.  Changes  in  tax  law  must  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  be  approved  by  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  in  the  House  and  the 
Finance  Committee  in  the  Senate. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Works  has  reported  a 
bill  to  the  Senate  which  would  authorize  as  much 
as  $300,000  from  the  trust  fund  for  the  acquisition 
of  urban  public  transportation  equipment  other 
than  rail.  In  our  opinion  this  would  be  a 
highway-related  use  of  these  restricted  revenues 
and  would  also  be  very  helpful  in  reheving  the 
transportation  needs  of  metropolitan  areas.  Of 
course,  this  proposal  must  still  be  approved  by  the 
Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the 
President  before  it  becomes  law. 

I  am  enclosing  for  your  information  a  copy  of 
the  statement  pertaining  to  this  matter  which  I 
made  on  August  11.

Not  only  am  I  committed  to  stricter  federal  laws 
relating  to  the  sale  of  handguns,  but  something  I 
think  is  equally  important  is  tighter  enforcement 
of  existing  legislation  against  the  criminal  use  and 
possession  of  firearms.  Unless  our  law  enforcement 
agencies,  especially  our  courts,  enforce  stricter 
penalties  against  the  possession  of  concealed 
weapons  and  the  use  of  such,  then  this  increasing 
resort  to  violence  by  gunfire,  which  seems  to  be 
characterizing  America  in  the  last  decade,  wiU  not 
be  reversed. '

An  Interim  Report 

I.  Background 

For  almost  a  century  children  with  severe  school 
attendance  or  behavior  problems  have  been  sent  to 
the  Middlesex  County  Training  School  in  North 
Chelmsford.  This  process  is  authorized  by  chapter 
77  of  the  General  Laws,  which  permits  the  Juvenile 
Court  or  the  juvenile  session  of  the  district  court  to 
adjudicate  a  child  a  truant,  absentee,  or  school 
offender,  and  to  commit  him  -  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence  -  to  a  county  training  school. 

The  Middlesex  County  Training  School  has  a 
1972  budget  of  $1,113,000.  This  budget  is  raised 
entirely  from  property  taxes  paid  by  residents  of 
Middlesex  County.  In  addition,  Suffolk  County  has 
appropriated  $180,000  for  room  and  board  of  its 
children  at  Middlesex;  Bristol  County  has  appro- 
priated $30,000  for  its  children  at  Middlesex; 
Norfolk  has  appropriated  $25,000  for  Middlesex; 
and  Barnstable,  Plymouth,  and  Worcester  have 
appropriated  a  total  of  $7,500  for  room  and  board 
of  their  children  at  Middlesex.  Thus,  the  total 
amount  of  1972  property  tax  dollars  allocated  to 
Middlesex  County  Training  School  is  $1,355,500. 

The  Middlesex  County  Training  School  present- 
ly has  ninety-seven  full-time  staff  and  a  student 
enrollment  of  approximately  fifty.  Recently, 
several  members  of  this  Council  visited  Middlesex 
and  found  only  thirty-six  children  present  even 
though  the  superintendent  had  testified  to  this 
committee  that  the  population  was  sixty-one.  Our 
estimated  increase  from  thirty-six  to  the  fifties  is 
justified  on  the  basis  that  summer  leaves  are  over 
and  a  number  of  children  have  been  returned  to 
the  facility  since  the  Council  paid  its  visit. 

Of  the  children  incarcerated  at  Middlesex 
approximately  one  half  are  from  Suffolk  County, 
primarily  from  Boston.  Through  July  31,  1972, 
Suffolk  County  had  made  eleven  first  com- 
mitments to  Middlesex  —  South  Boston  Municipal 
Court,  six;  Charlestown  Municipal  Court,  one;  East 
Boston  District  Court,  two;  Boston  Juvenile  Court, 
two. 

In  addition  to  these  eleven  children  from 
Boston,  another  twelve  to  fifteen  from  the  city  are 
present  on  commitments  that  occurred  in  1971  or 
in  1970. 

The  physical  plant  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Training  School  is  clean  and  attractive.  The 
grounds  are  attractive,  with  many  fields  and  much 
more  open  space.  As  a  facility,  although  many  of 
the  buildings  are  old,  the  Training  School  is 
impressive. 

II.  Testimony  Before  Committee 

The  committee  heard  a  number  of  witnesses  give 
testimony  pro  and  con  the  facility  during  public 
hearings  held  on  August  23  and  August  30. 
Proponents  of  the  facility  and  Boston's  use  of  it 
made  the  point  that  certain  children  seem  to  be 
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unable  to  adjust  to  public  schools  and  -  after 
repeated  chances  to  correct  their  attitudes  and 
behavior  —  must  be  sent  to  Middlesex  for  discipline 
and  training.  The  proponents  argued  that  a  very 
small  percentage  of  Boston's  schoolchildren  ever 
find  themselves  at  Middlesex,  and  that  the 
institution  does  a  good  job  in  teaching  them 
discipline  and  good  study  habits.  The  pro- 
ponements  indicated  that  65  percent  of  Middle- 
sex's graduates  complete  high  school  and  that  the 
recidivism  rate  is  less  than  15  percent. 

Proponents  further  stated  that  Middlesex  pro- 
vided a  complete  academic  program  that  was 
supplemented  with  psychological  and  supportive 
services,  and  that  the  students'  special  needs  are 
provided  for. 

Opponents  to  the  Training  School  based  their 
comments  on  several  concepts.  First,  they 
suggested  that  the  appropriation  of  $180,000  in 
city  funds  to  serve  only  eleven  new  commitments 
in  1972  was  an  inefficient  use  of  tax  dollars.  They 
argued  that  since  the  superintendent  of  Middlesex 
states  that  boys  stay  at  the  institution  for  only 
nine  months  there  should  now  be  from  Boston 
only  the  eleven  1972  commitments,  and  that  this 
small  number  of  children  does  not  justify  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $180,000  in  city  funds. 

Opponents  of  Boston's  use  of  the  Training 
School  also  stated  that  the  whole  concept  of 
punishing  children  with  school  problems  should  be 
replaced  by  a  system  of  treatment  and  care.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  most  cities  and  towns  in 
Massachusetts  do  not  send  their  school  offenders 
to  a  Training  School;  rather  a  variety  of  public  and 
private  programs  are  used  to  treat  the  child  in  his 
community.  Examples  of  special  schools,  special 
classes,  tutors,  group  homes,  foster  homes,  and 
community  mental  health  facilities  were  cited. 

Other  testimony  was  heard  that  caused  some 
doubt  about  the  superintendent's  statements  that 
65  percent  of  the  Training  School  inmates 
complete  high  school  and  that  the  recidivism  rate  is 
less  that  15  percent.  It  was  pointed  out,  for 
example,  that  once  a  child  turns  sixteen  he  cannot 
be  sent  to  a  Training  School  although  he  may  still 
be  in  trouble  with  the  law.  Also,  one  witness 
testified  to  counting  over  fifty  Training  School 
graduates  in  Walpole  Prison, 
III.  Conclusions  and  Recommendations 

l.The  issue  of  County  Training  Schools  and 
their  value  to  children  with  school  problems  is  a 
heated  one,  with  emotion  and  strong  oratory  on 
both  sides,  making  it  difficult  to  come  to  a  hard 
and  fast  conclusion  about  the  specific  merits  of  the 
Middlesex  Couity  Training  School. 

2.  It  is  evident  to  the  committee,  however,  that 
there  are  enough  questions  about  the  Middlesex 
County  facility  and  its  programs  for  Boston  to 
reassess  its  use  of  the  institution. 

3.  The  relatively  small  number  of  Boston 
children  committed  to  Middlesex  (eleven  so  far  in 
1972)  and  the  large  amount  of  funds  appropriated 
for  their  care  ($180,000)  argue  for  a  change  in  how 
Boston  deals  with  its  serious  school  offenders. 

4.  Expert  testimony  indicated  that  private 
schools  and   community  programs,  either  within 


the  city  or  available  to  the  city,  could  provide  the 
necessary  services  to  Boston's  school  offenders  at  a 
per  capita  cost  of  from  $2,000  per  child  (for  a 
nonresidential  progTam)  to  $6,000  per  child  (for  a 
comprehensive  program  including  residential  ser- 
vices). 

5.  Testimony  further  indicated  that  there  were 
additional  funds  that  could  be  allocated  to  the 
problem  of  school  offenders.  It  would  be  possible 
in  the  judgment  of  the  chairman  to  develop  a 
$500,000  program  to  provide  in-depth  services  to 
approximately  200  school  offenders  at  no  new  cost 
to  the  taxpayer.  These  funds  would  come  from  the 
following  sources:  Existing  Boston  Appropriation 
for  Middlesex,  $180,000;  State  Delinquency 
Funds,  $130,000;  Safe  Streets  Funds,  $190,000. 

Funds  for  the  program  could  be  used  in  a  variety 
of  ways  to  provide  necessary  services,  including 
residence,  to  Boston's  school  offenders. 
Recommendation 

That  the  Boston  City  Council,  during  the  next 
process  of  appropriations,  reallocate  the  $180,000 
currently  going  to  the  Middlesex  County  Training 
School  to  a  special  program  for  Boston's  school 
offenders. 

That  the  School  Department,  the  Safe  Streets 
Committee,  and  the  Youth  Activities  Commission 
develop  a  comprehensive  program  to  provide 
services  to  school  offenders,  and  that  said  program 
be  implemented  at  the  start  of  school  year 
1973-74. 

That  the  Boston  City  Council  establish  an  ad 
hoc  Committee  on  School  Offenders  to  assist  in 
the  establishment  of  the  new  program  and  to 
insure  the  availability  of  Safe  Streets  Act  funds. 

That  the  Boston  City  Council  support  the 
efforts  of  Senator  William  Bulger  and  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  pass  the  bill 
providing     care     and     services  rather     than 

punishment  -  for  school  offenders. 

That  the  City  of  Boston  cease  and  desist  from 
sending  children  to  the  Middlesex  County  Training 
School  effective  at  the  beginning  of  school  year 
1973-74. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

The  State  of  Israel  seeks  through  all  of  its 
endeavors  to  establish  a  useful  nation  where  all 
people  are  welcome  and  where  they  themselves  can 
worship  in  a  manner  that  their  religious  tenets 
mandate.  They  seek  not  to  impose  by  threat, 
intimidation,  or  war  their  religious  scruples  upon 
any  other  people  or  nation.  They  want  peace. 

It  was  in  this  atmosphere  that  they  were 
represented  at  the  Olympic  Games  in  Munich. 

The  events  which  followed  have  shocked  human 
society.  Eleven  men  of  Israel's  Olympics  repre- 
sentation were  held  hostages  and  eventually, 
without  reason,  massacred  by  terrorists. 

We  '-noum  for  those  victims  of  a  senseless 
transgression  in  a  cowardly  act  of  depraved  men 
who  by  force  and  murder  have  attempted  to 
impress  the  peoples  of  the  world.  They  did  not 
succeed;  but  fail  they  will  and  fail  they  must. 

The  people  of  the  Jewish  faith  have  been 
victimized,  tortured,  and  murdered  because  of 
their  faith  before. 

Similar  acts  of  barbarity  have  not  deterred  them 
from  their  peaceful  pursuits,  and  this  recent 
brutality  will  not  discourage,  divert,  or  deter  their 
courageous  people. 

The  Talmud  of  their  faith  embraces  the  wisdom 
of  the  father  that  "Peace  embraces  all  the  good  in 
the  world,  and  there  is  no  limit  to  its  benefits." 

Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  Boston  and  the 
entire  peace-loving  world  mourn  with  you  in  this 
dreadful  loss. 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  insane  and  senseless  act  of  certain 
terrorists   in   Munich,    Germany,   at   the  Olympic 
Games  has  caused  the  tragic  deaths  of  eleven  Israeli

Whereas,  The  loss  of  those  human  beings  is  a  loss 
not  only  for  the  small  but  steadfast  nation  of

CONTROL  COMMISSION

An    Ordinance   Creating  in   the  City   an   Animal 

Control  Commission 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended, 
are    hereby    further    amended  by   inserting   after 
chapter  4  A  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  4B. 
Animal  Control  Commission. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
commission,  known  as  the  Animal  Control 
Commission,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of 
health  and  hospitals,  the  police  commissioner  and 
the  commissioner  of  parks  and  recreation  or  their 
respective  designees,  the  dog  officer  or  the 
president  of  the  domestic  charitable  corporation 
from  time  to  time  performing  by  contract  the 
duties  of  dog  officer  in  accordance  with  section 
151  of  chapter  140  of  the  general  laws,  or  the 
designee  of  such  dog  officer  or  of  the  president  of 
such  corporation,  and  nine  persons  appointed  by 
the  mayor  from  the  public  at  large  each  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected.  At  least  one  of  the  persons  so 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  a  registered 
veterinarian  authorized  to  practice  veterinary 
medicine  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member  of  the 
commission  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.  Members  of  the  commission  shall 
serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be  reim- 
bursed for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  Members  of  the 
commission  are  hereby  classified  as  special 
municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  general  laws. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  one 
of  the  members  of  the  commission  as  chairman. 
The  commission  shall  elect  a  vice-chairman  by 
majority  vote.  The  mayor  shall  designate  a 
full-time  executive  secretary  of  the  commission. 
Subject  to  the  availability  of  an  appropriation 
therefor,  the  commission  may  appoint  such 
additional  officers,  agents,  or  servants  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  its  duties. 

Section  2.  The  animal  control  commission  shall 
meet  at  least  once  each  month;  shall  coordinate  to 
the  fullest  extent  possible  the  work  of  all  public 
and  private  agencies  concerned  with  animal  care, 
protection,  and  control;  shall  effect  an  ongoing 
dialogue  and  exchange  of  views  between  and 
among  such  agencies;  may  conduct  either  indepen- 
dently or  in  conjunction  with  any  appropriate 
person  or  agency,  public  or  private,  such 
educational  programs  relating  to  animal  control  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable;  shall  collect 
and  publish  statistics  relating  to  the  animal 
population  of  the  city;  shall  determine  the  city's 
needs  in  conncection  with  animal  control;  shall 
prepare  and  may  from  time  to  time  amend  a 
long-range  plan  to  meet  such  needs;  shall  prepare 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  executing  such  plan  and 
the  several  component  measures  thereof;  shall 
recommend  to  the  appropriate  boards  and  officers 
of  the  city  such  actions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
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implementation  of  such  plan;  and  shall  monitor  the 
carrying  out  of  such  actions.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  2  the  following  caption  and 
section: 

Animal  Spay  and  Neuter  Clinic 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  health  and 
hospitals  department  a  clinic  which  shall  be 
established  and  maintained  in  the  city  by  the  board 
of  health  and  hospitals  at  one  or  more  locations  for 
the  purpose  of  offering  to  residents  of  the  city  the 
services  commonly  called  spaying  and  neutering  of 
animals,  and  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Animal  Spay  and  Neuter  Clinic.  The  clinic  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  director  hereinafter  called 
the  director,  who  shall  be  a  registered  veterinarian 
authorized  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Upon  payment 
of  such  fee  as  shall  be  on  recommendation  of  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals  fixed  by  ordinance, 
the  director  shall  cause  to  be  spayed  or  neutered  in 
a  humane  manner  any  dog  or  cat  and,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  director,  and  other  animal, 
provided  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  director  such 
operation  can  be  performed  upon  such  dog,  cat,  or 
other  animal  consistently  with  the  sound  practice 
of  veterinary  medicine.  Any  person  seeking  such 
service  shall  in  writing  certify  his  ownership  of  the 
animal,  shall  in  writing  authorize  the  performing  of 
such  operation,  and  shall  in  writing  agree  to  hold 
harmless  the  director  and  the  city  for  any  death  of 
or  injury  to  such  animal.  The  fee  to  be  charged  for 
spaying  or  neutering  any  animal  shall  include  such 
examinations,  anesthesia,  inoculations,  and  immu- 
nizations as  in  the  opinion  of  the  director  are 
required,  and  shall  include  postsurgical  board  for 
such  number  of  days  as  are  deemed  by  the  director 
to  be  required  for  the  satisfactory  recuperation  of 
the  animal.

Whereas,  Judge  R.  Dixon  Herman  of  the  Federal 
Court  system  has  sentenced  Philip  Berrigan,  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest,  to  a  two-year  term,  and 
Elizabeth  McAlister,  a  Roman  Catholic  nun,  to  a 
term  of  a  year  and  a  day;  and 

Whereas,  The  offense  of  which  they  were 
convicted  was  communicating  with  each  other  by 
letter;  and

for  the  offense  charged,  despite  countless  acknow- 
ledged violations  of  the  same  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  acts  for  which  they  were  convicted 
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would  not  now  constitute  an  offense,  due  to  a 
change  in  certain  regulations;  and 

Whereas,  Father  Berrigan  is  a  son  of  Massachu- 
setts and  an  alumnus  of  the  College  of  the  Holy 
Cross;  and 

Whereas,  This  treatment  of  these  individuals 
tends  to  convince  the  American  people  that  our 
system  of  justice  is  prone  to  political  manipulation 
and  reprisals  at  the  highest  levels;  and 

Whereas,  The  acts  for  which  they  were  accused 
are  almost  without  significance  compared  with  the 
acts  of  bombing  and  killing  recently  revealed  by 
government  officials  in  the  so-called  LaVelle 
controversy  in  which  an  Air  Force  general  who 
deliberately  disobeyed  orders,  bombed  civilians, 
and  caused  reports  to  be  falsified  to  conceal  his 
wrongdoing  may  be  allowed  to  retire  at  a  pension 
of  $36,000  per  year;  and 

Whereas,  The  administration  has  displayed 
considerably  less  zeal  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  in  the  case  of  the  so-called  Watergate  caper  in 
which  its  minions  in  the  Justice  Department  have 
promptly  and  cavalierly  found  no  reason  to 
adequately  investigate  —  much  less  seek  indict- 
ments of  -  members  of  the  White  House  staff;  and 

Whereas,  I.  T.  &  T.  has  recently  escaped 
prosecution  for  alleged  serious  antitrust  offenses 
through  the  same  sort  of  lack  of  zeal  for  law 
enforcement  on  the  part  of  Nixon  administration;

Whereas,  The  President  has  personally  inter- 
vened in  the  so-called  Calley  case,  in  which  the 
offenses  charged  involved  the  killings  of  hundreds 
of  innocent  men,  women,  and  children,  to

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  memorializes  the  President  of  the

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  BUILDING  CODE 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

The  Building  Commissioner  is  hereby  requested 
to  recommend  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Building  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
in  substitution  for  certain  recommended  amend- 
ments submitted  to  the  City  Council  on  August  21, 
1972. 

Section  1  of  an  ordinance  making  certain 
amendments  to  the  Boston  Building  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  105.1  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following: 

105.1.  Certificate  of  Occupancy.  No  building 
containing  more  than  two  rental  units  shall  be 
occupied  or  used  by  anyone  other  than  its  owner 
until  a  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  have  been 
issued  by  the  commissioner.  Such  certificate  of 
occupancy  shall  be  required  of  every  residential 
unit  including  units  owned,  operated^  controlled, 
or  subsidized  by  any  governmental  or 
nongovernmental  owner.  Should  the  courts 
determine  that  any  or  all  of  the  codes  and/or 
regulations  hereinafter  referred  to  are  inapplicable 
to  public  housing,  or  federal-or  state-subsidized 
developments,  the  commissioner  shall  require  the 
owner  of  any  such  buildings  to  provide  a  certificate 
of  occupancy  stating  that  there  are  no  violations  of 
any  applicable  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulations 
which  may  endanger  or  materially  impair  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  occupants.  A  certificate  of 
occupancy  shall  be  issued  within  ten  days  of 
written  application  therefor,  if: 

a.  In  the  case  of  new  or  remodeled  buildings 
there  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  a 
certificate  from  a  registered  architect  or 
engineer  that  work  on  the  building  has  been 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  approved  permit  and  the  building  and 
zoning  codes. 

b.  In  the  case  of  existing  buildings  there  is 
on  file  with  the  commissioner  a  current 
certificate  of  professional  inspection. 
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c.  There  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  a 

plan  for  egress  in  case  of  emergency. 

Section    1     of   an    ordinance    making    certain 

amendments  to  the  Boston  Building  Code  is  hereby 

amended    by    striking    out    section    105.4    and 

substituting      therefor     the      following: 

105.4.  Certificates   of  Professional   Inspection. 

(a)  Annually,  according  to  a  schedule  and 
uniform  inspection  standards  promulgated  by  the 
commissioner,  the  owner  of  every  multiple 
occupancy  building  in  the  city  actually  occupied 
by  more  than  two  tenants  shall  file  with  the 
commissioner  a  certificate  in  a  form  prescribed  by 
him,  signed  by  a  registered  architect  or  engineer, 
stating  that  there  are  no  violations  of  this  code,  the 
fire  prevention  code,  or  those  provisions  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  which  may  impair  or  materially 
endanger  the  health  or  safety  of  occupants, 
observable  from  reasonable  inspection  of  the 
building  conducted  by  such  registered  architect  or 
engineer  within  the  preceeding  thirty  days.  The 
provisions  herein  shall  be  severable  in  the  event 
that  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more  of  the 
aforementioned  laws,  codes,  or  regulations  do  not 
apply  to  housing  covered  under  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Where  said  architect  or  engineer  finds  such 
violations  present  in  a  structure  which  cannot 
immediately  be  corrected,  he  shall  submit  to  the 
commissioner  a  list  of  such  defects.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  list  the  commissioner  may  issue  a 
temporary  certificate  of  occupancy,  conditioned 
upon  the  correction  of  the  Listed  violations  within 
thirty  days.  If  during  that  period  the  landlord  is 
unable  to  make  the  necessary  repairs,  he  may 
petition  the  commissioner  to  extend  the  time  for 
correcting  said  violations  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  an  additional  sixty  days.  If  the  landlord  has 
made  a  good  faith  effort  to  remedy  the  violations, 
he  may  grant  an  extension.  No  such  extension  shall 
be  granted  unless  all  tenants  residing  in  the 
building  have  been  given  advance  written  notice  of 
such  hearing.  Tenants  so  notified  may  testify 
before  the  commissioner  at  such  hearing.  This 
action  by  the  commissioner  shall  in  no  way  limit 
the  authority  of  the  Rent  Board  or  Housing 
Inspection  Department  to  take  independent  action 
to  insure  the  existence  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing. 

Section  1  of  an  ordinance  making  certain 
amendments  to  the  Boston  Building  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  105.7  the 
following: 

105.8.  Penalty  Provisions.  Any  building  owner 
who  violates  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  for  each  such  offense. 
For  purposes  of  this  section  each  day  that  a 
building  containing  more  than  two  rental  units  is 
occupied  in  violation  of  this  section  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  Any  registered 
engineer  or  architect,  who  wrongfully  issues  a 
certification  of  occupancy  or  otherwise  fails  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50  for  each 
such  offense.  Each  day  that  such  wrongfully  issued 
certificate   of  occupancy   remains   in  effect  shall 


constitute  a  separate  offense  for  purposes  of  this 
section.  Also,  the  commissioner  shall  refuse  to 
accept  certification  from  any  registered  engineer  or 
architect  convicted  of  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty-four 
months  from  the  date  of  any  such  conviction.

Whereas,  Nonconforming  signs  on  business 
premises  are  a  serious  problem  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  contributing  to  the  visual  pollution  of  the 
environment:  and 

Whereas,  Nonconforming  signs  on  business 
premises  are  often  due  to  serious  neglect  and 
disrepair,  a  hazard  to  the  public's  safety;  and 

Whereas,  Such  nonconforming  signs  on  business 
premises  are  believed  to  enjoy  the  protection  of  a 
"grandfather  status"  and  are  thus  beyond  the 
immediate  control  of  pending  amendments  to  the 
zoning  code  which  are  designed  to  tighten  sign 
regulation  standards:  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Building  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  report  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
by  its  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  on  the 
department's  current  enforcement  procedures  and 
program  for  the  regulation  of  signs  on  business 
premises;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  the  problem  of  nonconforming  signs  on 
business  premises.  In  addition  to  representatives  of 
the  Building  Department,  representatives  of  the 
sign  industry  should  be  invited  to  testify  on  the 
feasibility  of  a  voluntary  compliance  program  as  a 
means  of  reducing  or  eliminating  nonconforming 
business  signs  in  the  City  of  Boston.

ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  PRINCIPAL  OFFI- 
CERS OF  THE  CITY  TO  BE  RESIDENTS 
AND  REGISTERED  VOTERS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  the  Principal  Officers  of 
the    City    to    Be    Residents    and    Registered 
Voters  Thereof. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  1  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1A.  Each  officer  appointed  by  the 
mayor  or  elected  by  the  city  council,  except 
those   officers  appointed  by  the  mayor  under 
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the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  chapter,  shall 
be,  or  within  the  six  months  next  following  the 
date  of  his  acceptance  of  office  shall  become, 
both  a  resident  and  a  registered  voter  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  each  such  officer  shall 
continue  to  be  both  a  resident  and  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  of  Boston  during  his  term  of 
office.  If  any  such  officer  shall  during  his  term 
of  office  remove  from  the  city  of  Boston  or 
cease  to  be  a  registered  voter  therein  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  become  disqualified  from 
holding  his  office  as  of  the  date  of  such  removal 
or  such  cessation.  Each  officer  affected  by  this 
section  shall  upon  his  acceptance  of  office,  or 
within  the  six  months  next  following  there- 
upon, in  writing  and  under  the  penalties  of 
perjury  certify  to  the  city  clerk  that  he  is  both 
a  resident  and  a  registered  voter  of  the  city  of 
Boston.  If,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months  next  following  his  acceptance  of  office, 
any  such  officer  shall  not  have  so  certified  to 
the  city  clerk  that  he  is  both  a  resident  and  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  of  Boston,  he  shall 
be  deemed  disqualified  from  holding  his  office, 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  so  notify  the 
mayor,  the  city  council,  and  the  collector- 
treasurer.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notification  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  strike  from  the  payroll 
the  name  of  any  such  officer  and  shall  cause  no 
further  payments  of  salary  or  other  compensa- 
tion to  be  made  thereto.  No  person  deemed 
disqualified  hereunder  shall  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  office  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  for  a  period  of  one  year  next 
after  the  date  he  becomes  disqualified  unless  he 
shall  before  the  date  of  such  election  or 
appointment  have  become  both  a  resident  and  a 
registered  voter  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  in  office 
on  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  section, 
provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  apply 
to  any  such  person  upon  the  expiration  of  his 
current  term  of  office  whether  or  not  his 
successor  shall  have  been  appointed  or  elected 
and  provided,  further,  that  this  section  shall 
apply  to  any  person  who  shall  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  another  office  to  which  this  section 
applies  upon  the  date  of  his  acceptance  of  such 
other  office.  These  provisions  of  this  section 
which  require  that  an  officer  be  a  registered 
voter  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  is  by 
law  ineligible  to  vote  if  such  person  shall  certify 
to  the  city  clerk  his  ineligibility  and  the  reason 
therefor.

The  mayor,  through  his  office  of 
cultural  affairs,  may  conduct  in  any  school- 
house  constructed,  reconstructed,  or  remodeled 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3(c)  of  chapter 
642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  the  care,  custody  and 
control  whereof  shall  not  have  been  at  the  time 
of  passage  of  this  ordinance  transferred  to  the 
school  committee,  a  community  cultural 
progam.  The  mayor,  through  his  office  of 
cultural  affairs,  may  also  with  the  approval  of 
the  school  committee  conduct  a  community 
cultural  program  in  any  other  schoolhouse.  A 
community  cultural  program  shall  consist  of 
such  activities  as  the  mayor,  upon  consideration 
of  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  community  to 
be  served  thereby,  may  deem  desirable.  For  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  community  cultural 
program,  and  without  limitation  on  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  mayor,  through 
his  office  of  cultural  affairs,  may  make  such 
agreements  or  contracts  with  persons,  firms, 
corporations,  and  governmental  agencies,  in- 
cluding the  school  committee,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  carrying  out 
thereof,  provided,  however,  no  change  shall  be 
made  in  assignment  of  janitorial  and/or 
custodial  duties  without  the  consent  of  the 
Boston  Public  School  Building  Custodians 
Association. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the 
same.

Whereas,  At  the  public  hearing  held  by  the  City 
Council's  Committee  on  Urban  Development  at  St. 
Ann's  Church  on  September  21,  widespread 
opposition  was  voiced  by  the  community  to 
presently  planned  development  of  particular 
parcels  in  the  Fenway  Renewal  Area;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  discovered  that  at  the  time 
of  the  public  hearing  Robert  T.  Kenney,  director 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  declined 
to  appear  so  that  he  could  be  present  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  at  which  Wasserman  Corporation  was 
designated  as  developer  of  319  units  of  so-called 
middle-income  housing  on  the  site  known  as 
Disposition  Parcel  3  of  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal 
Area;  and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  so-called  middle- 
income  housing  units  is  being  planned  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  on  the  present 
site  of  the  Midtown  Motor  Inn  and  on  Disposition 
Parcel  1 3,  both  within  the  said  renewal  area;  and 

Whereas,  Such  development  constitutes  the  use 
of  federal  programs  to  construct  luxury  apartments 


and  raises  serious  questions  regarding  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  federal  laws  covering  urban  renewal; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's 
promises  to  rehabilitate  existing  housing  within  the 
Fenway  Renewal  Area  have  not  been  kept, 
preventing  the  present  residents  and  businesses 
from  relocating  within  their  neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  Final  decisions  on  the  commitment  of 
federal  funds  and  federally  insured  mortgages  rest 
with  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Area  Office  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Urban  Development,  acting  in  behalf  of  the

1.  Revoking  the  firm  commitment  given  to 
Project  No.  023-32024,  Huntington  Avenue 
Apartments,  sponsored  by  Wasserman  Develop- 
ment Corporation,  and  replacing  said  com- 
mitment with  a  commitment  conditional  upon 
the  successful  completion  of  negotiations 
between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  Fenway  Interagency  Group,  the 
acknowledged  representatives  of  the  Fenway 
Area  residents.

Whereas,  Sites  for  land  development  in  Boston 
are  becoming  increasingly  scarce  and  at  the  same 
time  appreciatively  more  valuable;  and

value  at  an  annual  rate  of  5  percent;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  ON  URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  TIERNEY  submitted  the  following: 
The  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  which 
held  a  public  hearing  on  September  21,  1972,  at 
St.  Ann's  Church  in  the  Fenway  Renewal  Area,  in 
compliance  with  the  resolution  of  President 
PIEMONTE,  in  order  to  determine  the  present 
status  of  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
respectfully  submits  the  following  interim  report, 
and  advises  that  a  further  hearing  be  held  on  this 
matter  at  a  date  to  be  announced  by  the  chairman: 

1.  At  the  hearing  representatives  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  appeared  to  inform  the 
committee  of  the  current  status  of  disposition 
parcels  within  the  renewal  area.  Due  to  a  lack  of 
time,  their  presentation  was  cut  short  so  that 
representatives  of  the  community  (including 
members  of  the  Fenway  Interagency  Group)  could 
give  a  presentation  of  residents'  attitudes  toward 
the  execution  of  the  plan. 

2.  The  presentation  made  it  obvious  that 
substantial  differences  exist  between  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  description  of  the 
status  of  the  plan  and  the  situation  as  described  by 
members  of  the  Fenway  community. 
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3.  Various  irregularities  regarding  the  agree- 
ments between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, the  Christian  Science  Church,  and 
developers  were  alleged,  which  will  require  further 
investigation. 

4.  Questions  were  also  raised  regarding  the 
continued  execution  of  the  original  land  use  plan, 
particularly  regarding  the  placement  of  walls  of 
middle-and  so-called  moderate-income  housing  in 
configurations  allegedly  designed  to  segregate  the 
residents  of  existing  housing. 

5.  The  legality  of  tax  arrangements  and 
projected  rents  cited  in  FHA  application  forms  was 
brought  into  question,  as  was  the  expressed  intent 
of  the  BRA  to  provide  adequate  units  of 
low-income  housing  for  the  elderly. 

6.  Serious  deficiencies  in  the  number  of 
low-income  housing  units  provided  in  the  BRA's 
present  execution  of  the  renewal  plan  were 
expressed. 

7.  A  complete  lack  of  low-income  housing  for 
families  with  children  was  apparent,  as  was  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's  refusal  to 
consider  development  of  such  housing  within  the 
renewal  area. 

8.  The  lack  of  serious  provisions  assuring 
relocation  of  present  residents  and  businesses  in 
new  housing  and  commercial  space  was  pointed 
out  by  numerous  community  spokesmen. 

9.  The  reluctance  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  fulfill  its  promises  of  rehabilitation  of 
existing  housing  was  brought  out,  as  was  the 
alleged  misuse  of  statistics  describing  the  sup- 
posedly decadent  conditions  of  housing  within  the 
renewal  area. 

10.  The  alleged  abuses  of  eminent  domain  and 
various  sections  of  the  National  Housing  Act  were 
expressed,  implying  the  collusion  of  several  city 
and  federal  agencies  on  behalf  of  private  developers 
and  the  Christian  Science  Church,  the  major 
property  owner  in  the  Symphony  area  of  the 
Fenway. 

11.  Because  of  questions  raised  which  were  not 
satisfactorily  answered,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
committee  that  a  second  hearing  be  held  on  the 
Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area  and  that  a 
moratorium  be  requested  on  all  consideration  of 
parcels  not  developed. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  on  August  14,  1972,  which 
requests  my  cooperation  in  determining  the 
feasibility  of  amending  the  Building  Code  to 
accommodate  the  construction  of  roof  gardens  or 
similar  landscaping  areas. 

I  am  not  at  all  opposed  to  such  an  idea,  but  I 
have  some  reservations,  none  of  which  can  be  set 
aside.  First,  there  is  the  matter  of  cost.  A  roof 
garden  could  easily  weigh  150  pounds  per  square 
foot,  which  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  "live" 
load  on  a  structure  and  would  require  additional 
costs  to  support  this  load.  The  roof  garden  would 
complicate  rain  and  snow  retention  and  could  also 
cause  roof  deterioration.  The  repairs  to  a  roof 
would  become  expensive  if  a  garden  was  placed 
upon  it. 

All  of  the  above  simply  outlines  the  things  that 
speak  against  such  a  plan,  and  I  must  admit  that 
roof  gardens  could  enhance  our  urban  way  of  life.  I 
wish  to  ask  for  an  opinion  of  the  Boston  Society  of 
Structural  Engineers,  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects,  the  Associated  General  Contractors, 
and  the  Real  Estate  Board.  All  of  these  agencies 
would  have  valuable  inputs  which  could  help  me 
arrive  at  an  intelligent  approach.

I  was  most  pleased  to  receive  your  letter  of 
September  1 1  concerning  the  City  Council's 
resolution  on  having  the  Building  Code  require  that 
future  commercial  and  residential  buildings  have 
roofs  designed  to  accommodate  roof  gardens. 

It  is  safe  to  tell  you  that  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects  would  enthusiastically  favor  more  roof 
gardens  in  the  city. 

The  issues  you  bring  up  in  your  letter  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  same  date  are  valid.  You  bring  up  an 
interesting  point  of  rain  and  snow  retention.  This 
certainly  suggests  a  design  control  which  is  at  least 
performance-type.  It  also  suggests  a  design  which 
will  retain  water  creatively  to  make  healthy 
gardens. 

I  have  this  immediate  suggestion  ask  the  Boston 
Society  of  Landscape  Architects  for  their 
comments.  It  is  most  important  that  there  be  an 
understanding  of  what  a  roof  garden  is.  For 
instance,  I  have  understood  that  even  a  small  tree 
requires  a  four-foot  depth  of  soil.  A  single  tree  in  a 
tub  directly  over  a  column  could  be  a  very  minor 
structural  problem.  Such  a  depth  of  planting 
spread  over  a  bay  would  be  a  major  problem.  A 
landscape  architect  can  perhaps  translate  the 
expectations  of  the  City  Council  into  design  loads 
for  structural  engineers.  Contact  Richard  H. 
Rogers,  President,  Boston  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects,  23  Main  Street,  Watertown. 

If  the  landscape  architects  believe  that  a 
satisfactory  garden  can  be  supported,  say,  by 
making  the  roof  live  load  the  same  as  a  typical 
floor  live  load,  the  problem  of  gaining  acceptance 
could  be  minimal.  However,  if  nothing  less  than 
100  pounds  per  square  foot  (or  more)  would  do, 
our  efforts  might  have  to  be  greater. 

We  are  pleased  that  you  have  consulted  us  on 
this,  and  we  will  try  to  expedite  matters  by  sending 
copies    of   this    letter    to    the    BSLA    and    other 
organizations  named  in  your  letter.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  transmitting  the  copy 
of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  urging  the  National  Park  Service  to 
purchase  Squaw  Rock  and  to  include  it  in  plans  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  may  have  for  the 
Boston  islands. 

This  department  has  no  plans  in  the  making  for 
the  Boston  Harbor  islands.  Although  legislation, 
including  the  bill  you  introduced,  is  pending  before 
Congress  to  authorize  a  study  of  the  feasibility  and 
desirability  of  a  Boston  Harbor  National 
Recreation  Area,  no  committee  consideration  has 
been  evidenced  for  the  proposals  nor  has  this 
department  recommended  passage  of  them.  As  you 
may  know,  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  in 
its  inventory  of  American  islands  noted  that  the 
Boston  Harbor  islands  are  still  largely  undeveloped, 
and  their  greatest  potential  for  recreation  and 
conservation  would  appear  to  be  under  state  or 
local  control. 

A  decision  as  to  the  desirability  of  including 
Squaw  Rock  as  part  of  a  Boston  Harbors  area 
would  be  made  during  a  feasibility  study. 
Additionally,  we  note  that  the  resolution  speaks  of 
"purchase"  of  Squaw  Rock  by  the  department.  It 
is  customary  when  new  units  of  the  National  Park 
System  are  authorized  that  public  lands  within  the 
boundaries  are  acquired  by  donation  only.

Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  20  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  20A, 
Public  Facilities  Department. 
Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers 
conferred  upon  it  by  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966.  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  shall  have  the  power  to 
designate  as  a  community  school  any 
schoolhouse  constructed,  reconstructed,  or 
remodeled  under  the  provisions  of  section 
3(c)  of  said  chapter  642.  Such  power  shall 
be  exercised  before  the  care,  custody,  and 
control  of  any  such  schoolhouse  shall  have 
been  transferred  to  the  School  Committee. 
The  Public  Facilities  Commission  shall  also 
have  the  power,  with  the  approval  of  the 
School  Committee,  to  designate  as  a 
Community  School  any  schoolhouse  the 
care,  custody,  and  control  whereof  shall 
have  been  transferred  to  or  shall  rest  with 
the  School  Committee,  whether  or  not  such 
schoolhouse  was  constructed,  reconstructed, 
or  remodeled  under  the  provisions  of  said 
section  3(c). 

Section  2.  The  Public  Facilities 
Commission  shall  further  have  the  power  to 
conduct  a  Community  School  Program  in 
any  schoolhouse  designated  as  a  community 
school  whether  or  not  the  care,  custody, 
and  control  thereof  shall  have  been 
transferred  to  or  shall  rest  with  the  School 
Committee,  and  for  such  purpose  may 
exercise  any  power  conferred  upon  it  by 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966.  Without 
limitation  on  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  may,  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  a  community 
school  make,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  such  agreements  or  contracts  with 


persons,  firms,  corporations,  and 
governmental  agencies,  including  the  School 
Committee,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  carrying  out  of  such 
Community  School  Program. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

(16B)  In  Boston,  for  authorizing  the  board  or 
officers  having  charge  of  the  cleaning  of  streets,  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  such  cleaning,  to 
remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  to  some 
convenient  place  in  the  city,  including  in  such  term 
a  public  garage,  from  any  portion  of  a  public  way 
therein  or  from  any  private  way  therein  open  to 
public  travel  any  vehicle  parked  contrary  to  a  sign 
within  one  hundred  feet  banning  parking  at  such 
time  and  place,  and  for  imposing  liability  for  the 
cost  of  such  removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if 
any,  resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  definite  need  to  improve  the 
street-cleaning  operations  that  now  exist  in  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  An  attempt  by  the  City  Council  to 
assist  in  improving  these  functions  was  rejected; 
and 

Whereas,  Public  sentiment  has  requested  more 
action  on  this  city  service;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  employ  the 
powers  granted  to  it  under  section  17F  of  the  City 
Charter  and  require  within  two  weeks  after  the 
receipt  of  this  order  the  answers  to  the  following 
questions: 

1.  What  is  the  percentage  of  streets  cleaned  by 
city  employees?  What  are  the  methods  used  in 
their  street-cleaning  operations?  What  is  the 
percentage  use  of  each  of  these  methods?  What  is 
the  cost  of  each  method? 

2.  What  is  the  percentage  of  streets  cleaned  by 
contractors?  What  are  the  different  methods  used 
in  their  street  cleaning?  What  is  the  percentage  use 
of  each  method  and  cost  for  each  method? 

3.  What  is  the  rationale  of  using  both  methods 
if  one  is  more  efficient  than  the  other? 


4.  Is  there  regular  consultation  between  the 
Traffic  Commission,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Office  of  Public  Service,  and  the  Police 
Department  to  improve  the  street-cleaning 
operations?  if  so,  how  often  are  such  meetings 
held,  and  what  recommendations  have  such 
meetings  produced?  if  not,  why  have  such  meetings 
not  been  held? 

5.  Has  there  ever  been  an  attempt  to  ban  cars 
for  eight  hours  instead  of  four  hours  on  one  side  of 
a  street  to  facilitate  street  cleaning?  If  not,  why 
not?  If  so,  what  where  the  results? 

6.  What  is  the  evaluation  of  the  city's  use  of  the 
one  flusher  it  now  has?  Does  the  city  intend  to 
purchase  more  flushers? 

7.  Do  police  cadets  have  the  power  to  ticket 
cars  obstructing  street-cleaning  operations?  If  not, 
how  can  police  cadets  be  given  the  authority?  Who 
are  all  the  persons  who  have  the  authority  to  ticket 
cars  obstructing  street-cleaning  operations? 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  passed.

CONTRACT  TO  CLEAN  STREETS  ON  A 
SLIDING  SCALE  OF  COMPENSATION 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  requested  to  consider 
the  feasibility  of  an  experiment  aimed  at  improving 
the  cleaning  of  streets,  and  to  report  on  the  same  to 
the  City  Council.  Such  experiment  would 
incorporate  the  following: 

1.  The  locus  of  the  experiment  would  be 
Charlestown  or,  if  not  praticable  in  Charlestown, 
some  similar  area  of  the  city  which  is  small  and 
contiguous  and  which  contains  both  residential  and 
through  streets  and  a  variety  of  land  uses. 

2.  After  advertisement  and  public  bidding  a 
contract  would  be  awarded  to  a  private  contractor 
for  all  street-cleaning  services  in  the  area  of  the 
experiment. 

3.  The  contract  would  provide  for  a  sliding  scale 
of  compensation  so  as  to  reward  above-average 
performance,  thus  offering  the  contractor  an 
incentive  for  thoroughness  and  diligence.  In 
practice  the  contract  could  provide  for  a  fixed 
minimum  fee  and  also  for  bonus  payments  to  be 
awarded  up  to  a  predetermined  maximum  on  the 
basis  of  performance.  The  total  possible  bonus 
might  be  as  much  as  50  percent  of  the  basic 
contract  fee. 

4.  Residents  of  the  area  served  by  the 
experiment  should  be  given  a  voice  in  determining 
the  amount  of  bonus  to  be  awarded  so  that  the 
"consumers"  of  street  cleaning  can  evaluate  the 
quality  of  the  services  which  they  arc  receiving.

PROGRAM  TO  REDUCE  ACCIDENTS  IN- 
VOLVING ALCOHOL

Gentlemen: 

Under  the  National  Highway  Safety  Act  of  1966 
(P.L.  89-564,  23  U.S.C.A.  sections  40M04)  the 
Boston  Police  Department  and  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Research  Institute,  Inc.,  a  nonprofit 
operation,  have  received  a  grant  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Transportation  in  the 
amount  of  $409,940  for  the  purposes  of 
developing  and  operating  a  comprehensive  program 
designed  to  reduce  the  role  of  alcohol  as  a 
contributing  factor  in  motor  vehicle  accidents. 
Under  -the  contract  between  the  Boston  Police 
Department  and  Massachusetts  Health  Research 
Institute,  Inc.,  there  will  be  created  within  the 
department  a  special  alcohol  patrol  unit  whose 
primary  function  will  be  to  detect  and  apprehend 
motor  vehicle  drivers  operating  under  the  influence 
of  liquor.  Such  patrol  shall  supplement  and  be 
totally  in  addition  to  present  Boston  Police 
Department  patrol  operations. 

The  budget  for  this  grant  is  as  follows: 

Police  Personnel    $379,990 

Equipment    24,700 

Office  and  Administration 2,750 

Travel  and  Training 2,500 

Arrangements  presently  made  by  the-  Boston 
Police  Department  and  the  corporation  provide  for 
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receipt  of  these  grant  funds  with  no  further 
expenditure  or  appropriation  of  city  monies.  For 
the  reasons  herein  stated,  and  because  of  the 
desirability  of  the  services  to  be  performed  under 
this  project,  I  recommend  prompt  adoption  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  enclosed  order.

On  May  26,  1964,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the    preceding    day    approving    the    Government 


Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation 
agreement  of  June  12,  1964,  between  the  city  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect 
to  the  project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local 
grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary 
project  improvements  as  required  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$6,000,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
August  17,  1964.  An  additional  urban  renewal 
bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$2,805,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
May  22,  1967,  and  a  third  issue  in  the  amount  of

On  March  15,  1963,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation  agreement 
of  June  12,  1964,  between  the  city  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect  to  the 
project,  the  city  agTeed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary  project 
improvements  as  required  for  the  completion  of 
the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  the  Boston 
City  Council  has  approved  in  1964,  and  twice 
increased  in  1967  and  1970,  an  urban  renewal 
bond  issue,  which  now  totals  $13,380,000. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  last 
appeared  before  Council  on  October  6,  1970,  to 
request  an  increase  of  $4,800,000  in  the  bond 
issue,  which  totaled  $11,380,000  at  that  time.  The 
City  Council  approved  only  $2,000,000  of  that 
request,  suggesting  that  the  Authority  could 
proceed  with  some  public  improvements  under  this 
reduced  allocation,  and  return  to  the  Council  at  a 
later  date  to  request  the  balance,  or  $2,800,000, 
when  a  more  precise  estimate  of  our  progress  and 
our  remaining  project  needs  could  be  made. 

A  substantial  amount  of  the  $2,000,000  increase 
has  now  been  expended  or  encumbered,  and  major 
public  improvements  work  involving  street  and 
street  lighting  reconstruction  is  now  in  progress  in 
Washington  Park.  Two  contracts  for  street  and 
playground    construction    which    will    meet    or 


possibly  exceed  our  available  funds  are  now  in  final 
design  and  will  be  ready  for  bid  within  the  next 
three  months. 

Remaining  work  needed  to  complete  public 
improvements  in  the  project  should  be  scheduled 
and  budgeted  at  this  time,  in  order  to  assure  a 
steady  flow  of  progress  to  completion  during  1973 
and  early  1974.  The  Authority  therefore  rec- 
ommends that  the  city  authorize  the  issuance  of 
the  balance  of  the  necessary  additional  bonds 
previously  requested  in  October,  1970. 

The  Authority  can  report  to  you  that  due  to 
certain  economies  effected  in  scheduling  of 
construction  and  certain  state  assistance  through 
the  TOPICS  program,  our  request  for  additional 
funds  will  be  for  $2,500,000  rather  than 
$2,800,000  as  previously  estimated. 

The  anticipated  additional  costs  are  summarized 
as  follows: 

Remaining  funds  unencumbered  of  $13,380,000 
authorized,  $396,000;  Additional  funds  needed  to 
complete  project  improvements,  $2,896,000;  new 
funds  needed  -  additional  bond  issue,  $2,500,000; 
total  resulting  Washington  Park  bond  issue, 
$15,880,000. 

The  improvements  which  remain  to  be  funded 
by  this  request  and  completed  in  the  project  area 
include  three  school  playgrounds  and  the  recon- 
struction and  lighting  of  many  existing  project  area 
streets,  physically  constituting  the  final  25  percent 
of  our  Washington  Park  street  improvement 
program.

1.  What  streets  in  the  city,  outside  of  certain 
streets  on  Beacon  Hill,  the  North  End,  Back  Bay 
and  Bay  Village,  have  sidewalks  of  red  brick? 

No  list  exists  which  breaks  down  various 
types  of  sidewalk  materials  by  streets,  so  I  list 
below  a  generalized  grouping  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  city,  giving  approximate  per- 
centage ratio  of  brick  sidewalk  to  total 
sidewalk.  I  am  having  a  detailed  review  made  by 
the  foreman  in  charge  of  each  district,  and 
when  this  information  is  received  I  will  give  the 
actual  street  names  involved.

2.  What  is  the  policy  of  the  city  with  regard  to 
replacing  red  brick  sidewalks  in  the  above-cited 
areas? 


Our  policy  is  to  review  each  particular 
existing  brick  sidewalk  that  needs  to  be  repaved 
from  the  point  of  view  of  whether  the 
particular  street  has  enough  need  to  retain  the 
brick  type  sidewalk  because  of  special  require- 
ments such  as  historical  significance  (or  other 
special  requirement)  to  justify  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  laying  or  relaying  brick 
sidewalks  rather  than  the  conventional  con- 
crete, which  is  our  standard  sidewalk  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  economy  of  installation 
and  minimum  maintenance  need. 

3.  What  is  the  policy  of  the  city  with  regard  to 
replacing  red  brick  sidewalks  in  other  areas  of  the 
city;  especially,  what  voice  do  the  residents  of  a 
street  have  in  the  decision  to  replace  red  brick  on 
that  street? 

The  same  policy  applies  as  outlined  above, 
except  that  we  all  recognize  that  the  country- 
wide favorable  publicity  that  is  obtained 
relative  to  keeping  the  colonial  character  of  an 
area  like  Beacon  Hill  makes  it  rather  logical  to 
treat  this  area  somewhat  specially  relative  to 
brick.  Relative  to  the  residents'  voice  in 
changing  brick  to  concrete,  it  is  rare  that  we 
receive  anything  but  agreement  to  the  general 
policy  of  changing  brick  to  concrete  when 
reconstruction  is  needed.  If  we  do  have  any 
objection  it  is  carefully  considered,  but  I 
emphasize  that  the  tremendous  cost  difference 
must  be  justified  before  we  would  change  our 
usual  policy. 

4.  When  red  brick  is  removed,  is  the  brick 
re-used  by  the  City? 

To  be  certain  the  question  is  properly 
answered  I  have  to  assume  two  possible 
meanings  to  the  question.  First,  in  a  normal 
renewal  of  a  brick  sidewalk  in  kind,  we  reuse  all 
of  the  existing  bricks  that  are  in  sound 
condition  and  only  discard  the  broken  or 
otherwise  defective  bricks.  Secondly,  if  we  are 
removing  an  existing  brick  sidewalk  entirely  to 
replace  it  in  concrete,  we  do  not  store  the  brick 
for  reuse  by  the  city.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
we  have  found  that  a  very  high  percentage  of 
the  existing  brick  is  in  such  poor  shape  that  it 
has  no  significant  reuse  value  for  us.  This  is 
particularly  true  today  where  all  projects  have 
such  a  high  percentage  of  cost  for  manpower 
that  the  economic  factors  involved  in  the  hand 
labor  of  removing,  cutting,  trucking,  and 
storing  bricks  makes  it  cheaper  to  have  the 
contractor  discard  the  brick  himself. 

5.  Where  are  the  red  kilned  bricks  that  were 
removed  from  Ruthven  Street  and  to  what  use  will 
they  be  put? 

John  McCourt  Company,  the  contractor  for 
this  highway  contract,  has  removed  these 
bricks,  and.  as  is  usual,  under  the  terms  of  the 
contract  they  belong  to  him.  What  use  if  any  he 
has  for  them  we  do  not  know.  (This  is  a  BRA 
project.)

Reference  is  made  to  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  September  11,  1972,  requesting 
the  construction  of  a  subpolice  station  in  the 
Uphams  Corner  section  of  the  Dorchester  district. 

The  following  comments  regarding  this  proposal 
are  the  judgment  of  the  experienced  command 
officers  responsible  for  law  enforcement  and  police 
service  in  this  area,  with  whom  I  concur,  and  are 
respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  Uphams  Corner  section  is  located  at  the 
intersection  of  Columbia  Road,  Dudley  Street,  and 
Stoughton  Street.  It  is  the  dividing  line  between 
two  police  districts,  Two  and  Eleven,  and  as  a 
result  this  section  receives  double  patrol  coverage. 
Four  police  sector  cars  come  together  at  this  point, 
two  from  each  police  district.  In  addition,  District 
Two  assigns  two  foot  patrolmen  and  District 
Eleven  one  foot  patrolman  to  this  area  from  8  a.m. 
to  2  a.m.  daily.  The  Tactical  Patrol  Force  also 
devotes  considerable  attention  to  Uphams  Corner, 
and  the  Drug  Control,  Vice  Control,  and  Robbery 
Squads  are  regularly  in  this  same  area. 

It  is  our  professional  judgment  that  a  substation 
will  not  improve  the  effectiveness  of  police  service 
for  this  neighborhood;  in  fact,  it  would  result  in  a 
loss  of  street-patrol  coverage  as  it  would  be 
necessary  to  take  officers  off  the  street  to  staff  the 
substation  around  the  clock  seven  days  a  week. 
This  would  be  an  ongoing  consideration,  as  federal 
funds,  even  if  they  were  made  available  for  the 
construction  of  such  a  facility,  would  not  provide 
for  the  salaries  of  the  personnel  involved. 

Consideration  should  also  be  given  to  the  fact 
that  responding  to  a  request  for  a  substation  for 
Uphams  Corner  would  undoubtedly  lead  to  similar 
requests  from  many  other  neighborhoods  of  the 
city  which  would  claim  equal  justification.  In  the 
last  analysis  it  should  be  stated  that  police  stations 
do  not  protect  people  —  policemen  do.  The 
presence  of  the  uniformed  police  officer  and  the 


well-marked  police  vehicle  on  active  street  patrol  is 
still  the  best  deterrent  to  crime.

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An  Ordinance  Making  Certain  Amendments  to  the 

Boston  Building  Code. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
105  of  Article  1,  including  subsections  105.1 
through  105.6  thereunder,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section  and  subsections: 

Section  105.0.  Certificate  of  Occupancy  and 
Certificate  of  Inspection. 

105.1.  Certificate  of  Occupancy.  No 
building  containing  more  than  two  rental  units 
shall  be  occupied  or  used  by  anyone  other  than 
its  owner  until  a  certificate  of  occupancy  shall 
have  been  issued  by  the  commissioner.  A 
certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  within 
ten  days  of  written  application  therefor,  if: 

a.  In  the  case  of  new  or  remodeled 
buildings  there  is  on  file  with  the  com- 
missioner a  certificate  from  a  registered 
architect  or  engineer  that  work  on  the 
building  has  been  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  approved  permit 
and  the  Building  and  Zoning  Codes. 

b.  In  the  case  of  existing  buildings  there 
is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  a  current 
certificate  of  professional  inspection. 

c.  There  is  on  File  with  the  commissioner 
a  plan  for  egress  in  case  of  emergency. 

105.2.  Emergency  Egress  Plans.  The  owner 
of  a  multiple-occupancy  structure  shall  present 
and  explain  to  each  occupant  a  plan  in  such 
form  as  the  commissioner  prescribes  for  egTess 
from  said  structure  in  case  of  emergency.  Each 
occupant  shall  sign  two  copies  of  the  plan, 
signifying  that  he  understands  the  methods  of 
egress  explained  therein  and  that  he  shall  be 
responsible    for   explaining   those    methods    to 
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other  persons  who  attend  his  premises.  Said 
signed  copies  shall  be  retained  by  the  owner 
and  the  occupant. 

105.3.  Changes  in  Use.  No  change  of  use 
shall  be  allowed  unless  a  current  certificate  of 
occupancy  is  on  file  with  the  commissioner  for 
such  building. 

105.4.  Certificates  of  Professional  In- 
spection. Annually,  according  to  a  schedule 
promulgated  by  the  commissioner,  the  owner 
of  every  multiple-occupancy  building  in  the 
city  actually  occupied  by  more  than  two 
tenants  shall  file  with  the  commissioner  a 
certificate  in  a  form  prescribed  by  him,  signed 
by  a  registered  architect  or  engineer,  stating 
that  there  are  no  violations  of  this1  code,  the 
Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  the  egress  sections  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code  observable  for 
reasonable  inspection  of  the  building  conducted 
by  such  registered  architect  or  engineer  within 
the  preceding  thirty  days. 

105.5.  Temporary  Occupancy.  Upon  the 
request  of  a  holder  of  a  permit  the  com- 
missioner may  issue  a  temporary  certificate  of 
occupancy  for  a  building  or  structure  or  part 
thereof  before  the  entire  work  covered  by  the 
permit  shall  have  been  completed,  if  the 
registered  architect  or  engineer  supervising  the 
work  certifies  to  him  that  such  portion  or 
portions  may  be  occupied  safely  prior  to  full 
completion  of  the  building  without  endangering 
life  or  public  welfare. 

105.6.  Contents  of  Certificate  of  Oc- 
cupancy. A  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  state 
the  purpose  for  which  the  building  or  structure 
may  be  used  in  its  several  parts:  the  use  group, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  2 
and  Tables  9-4;  the  maximum  live  load  on  all 
floors  as  prescribed  in  Article  7;  the  occupancy 
load  in  the  building  and  all  parts  thereof  as 
defined  in  Article  2  and  Article  6;  and  any 
special  stipulations  and  conditions  of  the 
building  permit.  A  certificate  of  occupancy 
shall  be  cancelled  whenever  a  certificate  of 
professional  inspection  expires  and  is  not 
replaced. 

105.7.  Posting  of  Certificates.  Copies  of  the 
current  certificates  of  occupancy  and  in- 
spection shall  at  all  times  be  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  building. 

Section  2.  Chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after 
section  627.1  the  following  paragraph: 

Every  owner  of  a  building  containing  four  or 
more  dwelling  units,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  apartment  buildings,  apartment  hotels, 
boarding  and  lodging  houses,  fraternities  and 
sororities  and  dormitories,  shall  provide  ade- 
quate illumination  between  sunset  and  sunrise 
of  all  doorways  and  entrance  areas,  on  the 
front,  rear,  or  sides  of  such  building  at  or  with 
principal  access  from  grade.  The  illumination 
shall  provide  the  intensity  of  illumination 
herein  prescribed,  In  addition,  such  owners 
shall    provide   similar   illumination    of  parking 


areas  adjacent  to  such  buildings  and  containing 
parking  spaces  required  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Zoning  Code.

For 

acceptance  the  ratio  of  the  test  strength  to  Pa 

shall  not  be  less  than  the  factor  of  safety  in 

Formulas  (1)  and  (2)  from  reference  standard 

RS8-42  above,  excepting  that  in  computing  Pa 

for  sanctioned  tests  n  rather  than  2n  shall  be 

used. 

Section  4.  Chapter    11    of  the   Ordinances   of 

1969  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 

section   861.1    of  Article  8  and  inserting  in  place 

thereof  the  following: 

861.1.  Multi-story  Buildings.  In  all  exterior 
walls  of  the  building  required  to  have  thirty 
(30)-foot  wide  open  space  adjacent  thereto  (see 
sections  307.1  and  308.1)  each  floor  below  a 
height  of  100  feet  shall  be  provided  with  access 
panels  as  follows:

INTERIM   REPORT  OF 
COMMITTEE  ON   URBAN   DEVELOPMENT 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Development  hereby 
submits  the  following  interim  report  on  a  public 
hearing  in  the  City  Council  Chambers  Thursday, 
September  28,  1972,  to  consider  a  resolution 
offered  by  Councillors  Tierney,  DiCara,  and 
O'Neil,  and  adopted  by  the  City  Council  July  31, 
1972,  which  called  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Development  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the 
delivery  of  city  services  in  the  Model  Cities  Area. 

The  committee,  having  heard  testimony  from 
many  responsible  individuals  and  community 
leaders  who  cited  specific  complaints  about  certain 
districts  in  the  Model  Cities  Area,  requested  the 
appropriate  department  head  to  rectify  these 
situations  within  thirty  days  of  the  hearing.  The 
department  heads  involved  agreed  to  have  their 
personnel  respond  to  the  request  of  the  Model 
Cities  residents  and  take  positive  action  in  the 
matters  cited. 

This  committee  will  submit  a  final  report  when 
an  inspection  of  this  area  has  been  made  and  the 
grievances  are  corrected  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
committee  and  the  community.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Development  hereby 
submits  a  report  on  the  Infill  Housing  Program  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  a  follow-up  to  a  public 
hearing  held  on  Thursday,  September  14,  1972,  in 
the  City  Council  Chambers. 

This  report  will  focus  upon  the  role  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  De- 
velopment Corporation  of  America  in  the  Infill 
Housing  Program  in  Boston. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  is  insulted  that 
Mr.  Robert  Kenney  and  the  Board  members  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  chose  to  have 
their  subordinates  represent  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  rather  than  attend  themselves. 
Many  vital  questions  that  could  have  been  resolved 
were  left  without  answers  because  the  persons 
most  knowledgeable  about  the  Infill  Program  did 
not  attend. 

The  committee  is  equally  disappointed  that  a 
representative  from  the  Development  Corporation 
of  America  was  not  present  at  the  public  hearing 
and  feels  that  this  action  can  do  nothing  but  lead 
to  further  distrust  and  misunderstanding  among 
critics  and  opponents  of  the  Infill  Housing 
Program. 


It  is  the  aim  of  this  report  to  point  out  the  many 
flaws  of  the  Infill  Housing  Program  and  to  make 
recommendations  that  would  prevent  such  a  failure 
in  the  future  and  to  correct  the  shortcomings  of 
the  Infill  Program  as  it  now  exists. 

The  Infill  Housing  Program  as  it  now  exists  bears 
little  resemblance  to  the  original  plans  proposed  in 
1968,  and  consequently  there  is  a  zero  percentage 
completion  rate  of  the  planned  2,000  units  of 
low-income  housing,  with  no  foreseeable  date  of 
completion  in  the  future. 

One  reason  for  this  failure  is  the  "bait  and 
switch"  technique  employed  by  the  developers  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  engender 
favorable  reception  to  the  program  by  citizens  and 
public  officials  alike. 

The  exemplar  of  this  technique  is  the  prototype 
development  located  at  14  East  Springfield  Street 
at  a  cost  of  $18,000  per  unit.  This  development 
was  carefully  planned  and  constructed  to  serve  as  a 
model  for  the  infill  housing  units  supposedly  to 
come.  None  of  the  present  infill  units  have  had  the 
same  care,  planning,  and  quality  of  workmanship 
as  the  East  Springfield  Street  Development. 

Furthermore,  when  the  Infill  Program  was 
initiated  on  a  large  scale  throughout  the  city,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  De- 
velopment Corporation  of  America  brazenly 
ignored  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  the 
communities  slated  to  receive  Infill  Programs  by 
refusing  to  allow  citizen  participation  in  planning 
and  decision  making  as  required  by  the  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  Department  regulations 
concerning  urban  renewal. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Infill  Housing 
Program,  the  only  visible  results  have  been 
negative: 

1.  The  land  parcels  delegated  for  infill  are  not 
being  utilized  to  a  minimum  of  their  potential.  The 
housing  scheduled  to  be  constructed  appears  to  be 
blocked  forever  by  cost  overruns,  community 
opposition,  questionable  workmanship  and  super- 
visory procedures,  and  vandalism  caused  by  a  lack 
of  adequate  security. 

2.  This  land  is  not  on  the  tax  rolls,  and  the 
"fees"  collected  by  the  city  for  the  sale  of  the  land 
are  not  equitable  with  the  potential  loss  in  revenue 
by  the  city. 

3.  Many  communities  now  view  the  un- 
completeted  infill  sites  as  a  "planned  blight"  and 
complain  that  hazardous  situations  have  arisen 
because  of  the  cavities  and  excavation  sites  left 
without  fencing. 

4.  The  skyrocketing  cost  overruns  have 
burdened  the  taxpayer  almost  beyond  endurance 
without  even  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their 
tax  dollars  were  providing  adequate  housing. 

5.  The  idle  construction  sites  have  attracted  an 
unsavory  element  of  vandals  and  loiterers  and  have 
been  a  proven  detriment  to  once  tranquil 
neighborhoods. 

6.  The  housing  shortage  is  more  acute  than 
when  the  program  was  initiated  because  of  the 
shameful  waste  of  real  estate  in  the  city. 

These  and  many  more  negative  effects  of  the 
Infill  Housing  Program  as  implemented  have  had  a 
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devastating  effect  upon  the  tax  payers  and 
low-income  families  of  the  city  and  their  hopes  for 
safe,  sanitary,  decent  housing  at  rents  they  can 
afford. 

In  view  of  the  utter  failure  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  its  Infill  Housing 
Program  to  attain  its  objectives,  namely,  to 
construct  scattered-site  low-income  housing 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston  and  relieve  the 
acute  housing  shortage  for  disadvantaged  families 
in  the  city,  the  committee  respectfully  submits  the 
following  suggestions  and  recommendations  and 
urges  their  immediate  and  effective  implementa- 
tion: 

1.  A  complete  inspection  of  all  infill  housing 
sites  to  be  made  immediately  by*  the  Building 
Department,  which  will  submit  a  report  to  the 
Council  within  one  week  following,  to  include  but 
not  be  limited  to: 

A.  Improper  construction  procedures. 

B.  Building  Code  Violations. 

C.  Safety  measures  for  incompleted  sites. 

D.  Deficiencies    in     testing    procedures    of 
construction  materials. 

E.  Deficiencies  in  structural  design. 

F.  Deficiencies    in    internal    plumbing    and 
wiring. 

G.  Lead  content  in  interior  paints. 
H.  Percentage  of  completion. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the 
Federal  Housing  Authority  complete  a  like 
inspection  and  submit  its  report  separately  from 
the  Building  Department. 

It  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  be  advised  to  seek  for  a 
complete  takeover  of  the  Infill  Housing  Program 
by  another  developer,  if  necessary,  demolishing  the 
present  shells  and  beginning  anew.  Should  another 
developer  be  selected,  it  is  strongly  advisable  that 
the  completion  date  be  contained  in  every  contract 
and  that  a  performance  bond  in  a  bonding 
insurance  company  duly  recognized  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Massachusetts  of  at  least  20 
percent  be  put  up  by  the  developer  instead  of  the 
10  percent  letter  of  credit  required  of  the 
Development  Corporation  of  America. 

This  committee  further  recommends  that  a 
special  committee  or  the  proper  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  be  delegated  with  the 
responsibility  of  preparing  guidelines  for  future 
developments  of  this  nature  to  insure  that  such 
projects  will  be  completed  within  the  set  time  and 
with  minimal  cost  overrun  and  proper  performance 
bonds  and  penalties  for  unreasonable  and  un- 
necessary delays.

USE  OF  EMETIC  LEAD-BASED  PAINT 
IN  OLDER  DWELLINGS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  problem  of  lead  paint  poisoning  is 
a  definite  threat  to  the  health  of  many  children  in 
Boston  who  reside  in  older  sections  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Many  measures  have  been  proposed  to 
combat  this  insidious  menace;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  long  been  aware 
of  the  problem,  has  initiated  many  measures  to 
alleviate  this  condition,  and  presently  is  furnished  a 
monthly  report  on  the  number  of  cases  occurring 
in  the  city; and 

Whereas,  The  addition  of  an  emetic  to  all 
lead-based  paint  would  prevent  any  harmful  effects 
if  ingested  by  children;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Housing 
Inspection  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  require  the  use  of  emetic,  lead-based 
paint  in  all  older  residential  dwellings  throughout 
the  city.

FEASIBILITY  Of  EVERGREENS  IN 
TREE-PLANTING  PROGRAM 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  presently 
engaged  in  a  tree-planting  program  designed  to 
beautify  the  urban  landscape  and  enhance  the 
residential  image  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas.  The  thrust  of  this  program  is  to  plant 
trees  of  deciduous  nature,  with  no  plans  at  present 
for  the  planting  of  evergreen  trees;  and 

Whereas,  Evergreens  do  much  to  add  to  the 
beauty  of  a  landscape  and  are  indigenous  to  the 
New  England  area;  and 

Whereas,  Evergreen  trees  could  survive  in  the 
environment  of  the  city  if  given  proper  care;  and 

Whereas,  Evergreens  such  as  the  Japanese  yew, 
blue  spruce,  Norway  spruce,  and  many  types  of 
pine  have  a  high  salt  tolerance  and  could  endure 
the  winter  season  in  Boston;  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  be,  and  is  hereby, 
requested  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  utilizing 
evergreen  trees  in  the  City  of  Boston  tree-planting 
program;  and  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  and  the  Public  Works  Department  be 
requested  to  work  together  to  develop  a  means  of 
plowing  snow  without  causing  an  excessive  buildup 
of  snow  and  ice  around  the  bases  of  the  newly 
planted  trees. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


ENDORSING  "YES"  VOTE  ON  CERTAIN 
REFERENDA  QUESTIONS  IN  ELECTION 
NOVEMBER   7,    1972 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Pressures  of  population,  intensive 
development,  and  spreading  urbanization  are 
carrying  with  them  the  spread  of  urban  problems 
and  environmental  deterioration;  and 

Whereas,  Many  current  urban  problems  could 
have  been  avoided  by  greater  attention  in  the  past 
to  recreational  and  aesthetic  open-space  needs  of 
the  people;  and 

Whereas,  Good  land  use  in  the  Commonwealth 
requires  conservation  of  production  lands  which 
produce  renewable  resources  in  the  form  of 
agricultural  and  forest  products,  clean  water,  and 
pure  air  for  all  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Good  land  use  also  recognizes  human 
needs  for  open  space  for  recreation  and  aesthetic 
reasons  as  part  of  a  quality  environment;  and 

Whereas,  The  above  goals  will  be  furthered  by 
the  passage  of  Referenda  Questions  1  and  5  on  the 
November  ballot;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  -City  Council 
endorses  a  "yes"  vote  on  these  two  questions  for 
the  following  reasons: 

Referendum  Question  1,  by  amending  the  State 
Constitution  to  permit  the  assessment  of  farmland 
at  the  value  it  has  in  farming  will  encourage  these 
goals: 

1.  Maintaining  a  $180  million  Massachusetts 
agribusiness. 

2.  Saving  for  future  generations  the  land 
best  suited  to  producing  annually  renewable 
resources  in  food  stuff,  nursery,  plant,  and 
flower  products. 

3.  Conserving  recharge,  retention,  and  purifi- 
cation areas  for  our  critical  water  supplies. 

4.  Maintaining  green  areas  for  air  purifica- 
tion. 

5.  Saving  open  space  in  and  among  areas 
where  increasing  numbers  of  people  live  for 
wildlife  habitat,  recreation,  hunting,  fishing, 
hiking,  etc. 

6.  Helping  to  preserve  for  our  descendants 
something  of  the  quality  of  life  in  the  rural 
scene  which  gives  Massachusetts  its  pecular 
flavor. 

Referendum  Question  5  will  further  encourage 
the  above  goals  by  broadening  the  origrnal 
"Conservation  Amendment"  Article  XL1X,  to 
permit  the  Legislature  to  encourage  and  protect 
the  quality  of  life  in  Massachusetts.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN 
RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND  EVICTIONS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  30,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  adoption  of 
an  ordinance  providing  a  comprehensive  system  of 
rent  and  eviction  control  for  the  city  to  replace 
chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970,  which 
expires  on  December  31,  1972. 

The  accompanying  ordinance  contains  pro- 
visions authorized  by  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 


1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971, 
relating  to  registration,  prior  approval  of  rent 
increases,  and  adjustment  of  rents  by  regulation. 

I  recognize  that  the  city  has  an  option  to  accept 
the  provisions  of  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970, 
"An  Act  Enabling  Certain  Cities  and  Towns  to 
Control  Rents  and  Evictions,"  instead  of  acting 
under  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971.  Chapter  842 
provides  a  comprehensive  system  of  rent  control 
similar  in  most  major  respects  to  the  system 
established  by  the  accompanying  ordinance. 
However,  since  the  record  of  these  communities 
presently  operating  under  the  state  act  is  not 
particularly  encouraging  and  since  chapter  842 
must  be  either  rejected  or  accepted  in  its  entirety, 
very  little  latitude  is  allowed  for  modification  of  its 
provisions  to  suit  local  conditions  and  changing 
circumstances.  Because  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971, 
allows  the  city  greater  latitude  in  adapting  rent 
control  to  changing  local  conditions  and  allows  us 
to  capitalize  on  our  substantial  experience,  I 
recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  or- 
dinance. 

In  view  of  the  continuing  critical  shortage  of 
decent,  moderately   priced  rental  housing,  1  urge 
your    favorable    action    on    this    comprehensive 
program  of  rent  and  eviction  control,

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents 
and  Evictions 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residential  rents 
are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that  rents  will  not 
be  increased  unreasonably  and  landlords  will 
receive  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  housing 
accommodations,  and  unless  evictions  of  tenants 
are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will 
produce  serious  threats  to  the  public  health, safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
law,  including,  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the     Constitution     of    the     Commonwealth     of 
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Massachusetts   and   chapter   797    of  the   Acts   of 

1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 

1970.  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be 
it 

Declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of 
safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing 
units  exists  because  of  (1)  the  deterioration  and 
demolition  of  existing  housing,  (2)  an  insufficient 
supply  of  new  housing,  and  (3)  inadequate 
municipal  tools  presently  available  to  regulate 
residential  rents;  and  also  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the 
Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971 ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by  section 
2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses, 
apartments,  rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and 
other  properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  not  including  the  following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under 
the  laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or 
regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof,  other 
than  housing  accommodations  regulated  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1970  or  of  this  ordinance,  or  finances  or 
subsidizes,  except  federally  subsidized  buildings 
under  the  207,  22(1,  22  1(d)3.  and  236 
programs. 

(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  build- 
ing or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  three  dwelling 
units  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence,  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or 
structures    under   common    legal   or  beneficial 


ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose,  and  provided  further 
that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  legal 
and  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more 
dwelling  units  therein  as  their  permanent 
residence. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousint:  use  completed  after  December  1, 
1968. 

(iv)  Housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
landlord  can  prove,  by  lease,  rental  record,  or 
otherwise,  that  the  monthly  rent  in  effect  on 
December  1,  1968.  or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in 
effect  on  that  date,  the  first  rent  in  effect 
thereafter,  was  at  least  $160  in  the  case  of  a 
studio;  $185  in  the  case  of  a  one-bedroom 
apartment;  S235  in  the  case  of  a  two  -bedroom 
apartment;  or  $285  in  the  case  of  an  apartment 
having  three  or  more  bedrooms. 

(v)  Housing  accommodations  in  con- 
dominiums and  cooperatives,  unless  the  legal 
and  beneficial  owners  of  any  such  accommoda- 
tion own  directly  or  indirectly  more  than  three 
of  such  accommodations. 

(vi)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  or  college  fraternity  or  sorority 
house,  dormitory  of  an  institution  of  higher 
education  or  private  school,  hospital,  extended 
medical  care  facility,  convent,  monastery, 
nonprofit  home  for  the  aged,  or  any  institution 
public  or  private  operated  exclusively  for 
charitable,  educational,  or  religious  purposes. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided 
by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, including,  without  limitation,  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings  and  equipment,  repairs,  de- 
corating and  maintenance,  provision  of  light,  heat, 
hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator 
service,  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and 
privileges,  use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yard,  and  other  common  areas,  maid 
service,  linen  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of 
refuse  and  parking  facilities. 

(g)  Landlord:  an  owner,  lessor,  sublessor  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation,  or 
an  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of 
providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including 
but  not  limited  to  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission, 
insurance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent,  but 
not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization 
nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescense  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Person:  an  individual,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  or  other  organized  group  of 
individuals,  or  the  legal  successor  or  representative 
of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any 
bonus,    benefit,    gratuity,    charge,    tax.    or    fee. 
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contingent  or  otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for 
or  in  connection  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a 
housing  accommodation  or  for  housing  services  or 
for  the  transfer  of  a  lease  of  a  housing 
accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee, 
sublessee,  or  other  person  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board,  (a)  Composition.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  board,  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage 
more  than  three  rental  units  in  the  city.  Members 
of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring 
on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor 
is  elected.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled,  for  the 
unexpired  term  by  the  Mayor.  The  board  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  to  serve  in 
that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board, 
other  than  the  chairman,  shall  receive  for  every  day 
or  part  thereof  of  actual  service  $50,  and  the 
chairman  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part  thereof 
of  actual  service  $60. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  shall  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  an  executive  director  who  shall  hire,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  additional  staff  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  the  board  shall  promulgate  such 
policies,  rules,  rulings,  and  regulations,  and  shall 
issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  The  board  shall,  as  provided  in 
sections  3,  5,  and  6,  establish  and  adjust  the 
maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged  for  housing 
accommodations,  shall  grant  or  deny  certificates  of 
eviction  as  provided  under  section  8  and  shall  bring 
such  proceedings,  in  law  or  in  equity,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule,  ruling, 
regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the 
board  under  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  seek  to 
resolve  any  rental  dispute  by  voluntary  agreement 
of  the  parties,  may  refer  any  appropriate  matter  to 
the  Assessing,  Building,  Fire,  or  Housing  Inspection 
Departments,  and  may,  at  the  request  of  any 
landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion  as  to 
the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Regulations  and  Orders.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  promulgate  policies,  rules,  rulings, 
and  regulations,  and  to  issue  orders  to  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  Studies,  Information.  Investigations,  and 
Reports.  The  board   may  make  such  studies  and 


investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  reasonably  deemed  neces- 
sary in  promulgating  any  policy,  rule,  ruling,  or 
regulation,  or  in  issuing  any  order  under  this 
ordinance,  or  as  is  reasonably  deemed  necessary  in 
administering  and  enforcing  this  ordinance  and  any 
policy,  rule,  ruling,  or  regulation  promulgated  and 
any  order  issued  hereunder.  Any  person  who  rents 
or  offers  for  rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the 
rental  of  any  housing  accommodation  may  be 
required  to  furnish  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of 
perjury  any  information  required  by  the  board, 
and  to  produce  records  and  other  documents  and 
make  reports.  Any  use,  reproduction,  or  distribu- 
tion of  information  filed  with  the  board  under  this 
ordinance  for  a  purpose  or  by  a  person  not 
authorized  by  the  board  shall  constitute  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  provided  in  section  10(c).  The  board  shall 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  annually 
regarding  the  level  of  rents  and  the  supply  and 
condition  of  housing  accommodations,  and  regard- 
ing its  experience  in  administering  the  ordinance, 
and  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such  amend- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent 
of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
charged  the  occupant  for  the  month  of  December, 
1972.  If  the  housing  accommodation  was  un- 
occupied at  that  time  but  was  occupied  at  any  time 
prior  to  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the  maximum 
rent  shall  be  the  rent  charged  therefor  for  the 
month  closest  to  December,  1972.  If  the  maximum 
rent  is  not  otherwise  established,  it  shall  be 
established  by  the  board.  Any  maximum  rent  may 
be  subsequently  adjusted  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  5  and  6.  Nothing  in  this  section  or 
elsewhere  in  this  ordinance  shall  limit  the  civil 
remedies  or  criminal  penalties  provided  in  section  9 
and  10  of  chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970 
for  violations  of  that  ordinance,  including  without 
limitation  the  charging  of  rent  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  lawful  rent  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  that  ordinance,  or  any  order  issued  thereunder. 

Section  4.  Registration.  On  or  before  the 
sixtieth  calendar  day  following  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance  every  landlord  shall  file  with  the 
board  registration  statements  on  forms  approved 
by  the  executive  director.  Such  statements  shall 
identify  and  describe  each  building  containing 
housing  accommodations  and  each  individual 
housing  accommodation  owned,  managed,  or 
leased  by  the  landlord  as  of  December  31,  1972, 
and  the  services  provided  in  conjunction  therewith, 
and  shall  specify  the  rent  charged  therefor  for  the 
month  of  December,  1972,  or,  if  the  housing 
accommodation  was  unoccupied  at  that  time  but 
was  occupied  at  any  time  prior  thereto,  the  rent 
charged  therefor  for  the  month  closest  to 
December,  1972.  A  copy  of  the  registration 
statement  for  each  individual  housing  accommoda- 
tion, as  filed,  shall  simultaneously  he  provided  to 
the  tenant  thereof  by  the  landlord.  On  or  before 
the     one    hundred    and    eightieth    calendar    day 
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following  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  every 
landlord  shall  file  with  the  board  a  financial 
statement  on  forms  approved  by  the  executive 
director.  Such  statement  shall  identify  and  describe 
each  building  containing  housing  accommodations 
owned,  managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord  and 
shall  specify  the  income  and  expenses  of  each 
building  for  the  calendar  years  1971  and  1972  or. 
where  records  of  income  and  expense  are 
maintained  on  a  fiscal  year  basis,  for  the  two  most 
recent  fiscal  years  ending  before  December  31, 
1972,  and  such  other  information  pertaining  to 
each  building  as  the  board  may  require.  Landlords 
acquiring  housing  accommodations  after  December 
31,  1972,  shall  notify  the  board  of  such  acquisition 
within  thirty  calendar  days  and  shall  file  the 
registration  and  financial  statements  required  by 
this  section  within  thirty  additional  calendar  days 
unless  notified  by  the  board  that  such  statements 
have  already  been  filed  for  such  accommodations. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  statement  or 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
shall,  in  addition  to  other  penalties  under  section 
10,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for  an 
upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  board  until  all  statements  and 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
have  been  filed  and  any  such  petition  received 
prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a) 
Individual  and  General  Adjustments.  The  board 
shall,  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in  section 
6,  make  such  individual  or  general  adjustments, 
either  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum  rent 
established  by  section  3  for  any  housing 
accommodation  or  any  class  of  housing  accom- 
modations as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hardship 
or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  doing  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 
rents  for  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which 
will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(b)  lair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  housing 
accommodations  yields  a  fair  net  operating 
income,  the  board  shall  consider  the  following 
among  other  relevant  factors: 

(i)   Increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes. 

(ii)  Unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases 
in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses. 

(iii)  Capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations  as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance. 

(iv)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services. 

(v)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
accommodations,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair, 
replacement,  or  maintenance. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases 
or  decreases  for  improvement  or  deterioration  of 
specific  services  and  facilities. 


(d)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  may- 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other 
applicable  municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law 
regulating  the  conditions  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions, and  such  lack  of  compliance  is  not  caused  by 
the  tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct.  The  board  may 
refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is 
more  than  thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 

(e)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rental 
levels,  established  under  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  for 
any  class  of  housing  accommodations  if  in  its 
judgment  the  need  for  continuing  such  maximum 
rental  levels  no  longer  exists  because  of  sufficient 
construction  of  new  rental  units  the  rental  levels 
for  which  are  comparable  to  the  rental  levels  of  the 
class  of  housing  accommodations  for  which 
maximum  rental  levels  are  to  be  discontinued  or 
because  the  demand  for  rental  units  has  otherwise 
been  met.  Any  maximum  rental  level  removed 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted 
and  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  rent  board 
that  a  substantial  shortage  of  rental  units  exists  and 
that  the  reimposition  of  rent  control  is  necessary  in 
the  public  interest.  Any  action  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  hearing  and  notice 
requirements  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  6. 

Section  6.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings,  (a) 
Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of 
a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or 
tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its 
own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  executive  director.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  landlord,  if  the  petition  was 
filed  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant,  if  the  petition 
was  filed  by  the  landlord,  of  the  receipt  of  such 
petition  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request 
a  hearing  in  writing  within  ten  calendar  days  of 
receipt  of  such  notice.  If  a  hearing  is  timely 
requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is 
undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  landlord  and  tenant,  and  the  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  before  at  least  one  member  of  the  board 
prior  to  the  decision  by  the  board  to  grant  or  deny 
an  adjustment  of  maximun  rent,  provided  that  the 
hearing  may  be  conducted  before  a  hearing  officer 
without  a  board  member  present  where  no  party 
objects.  The  board  may  consolidate  petitions  and 
actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative  relating  to 
housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building,  and 
all  such  petitions  and  actions  may  be  considered  in 
a  single  hearing.  If  the  requirements  of  sections  4 
and  7  have  been  met  and  no  decision  has  been 
made  on  a  petition  for  upward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  within  sixty  days  after  receipt  of 
such  petition,  the   adjustment  of  maximum  rent 
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shall  be  deemed  provisionally  granted  provided 
that  any  amount  received  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  determined  by  later  decision  of  the 
board  shall  be  refunded  by  credit  or  otherwise,  as 
the  board  shall  determine,  within  sixty  days 
following  the  board's  decision. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation.  On  its  own  initiative,  the  board  may 
make  a  general  adjustment,  by  percentage  or 
otherwise,  of  the  rental  levels  for  any  class  of 
housing  accommodations  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, if  any,  as  the  board  shall  determine.  Prior  to 
making  such  adjustment  a  public  hearing  shall  be 
held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board.  If  no 
general  adjustment  is  made  by  the  board  on  its 
own  initiative  within  a  period  of  twelve  consecu- 
tive months,  the  board  shall  within  thirty  calendar 
days  hold  a  public  hearing  to  consider  whether 
such  an  adjustment  should  be  made,  and  shall 
report  its  decision  within  thirty  calendar  days 
thereafter.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose 
of  such  hearings  shall  be  published  three  times  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in 
the  city. 

(c)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individual 
Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  hearing  has 
been  held  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for 
such  housing  accommodation  within  twelve 
months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  petition  for 
adjustment  is  filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or 
for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Judicial  Review.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  within  seven 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  Be  Supplied  in 
Connection  with  Petitions  and  Actions  for 
Adjustment.  Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  or  upon 
action  initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the 
executive  director,  within  ten  calendar  days  after 
his  written  demand  therefor,  an  information 
statement  on  forms  approved  by  the  executive 
director.  Such  statement  shall  identify  and  describe 
each  building  containing  housing  accommodations 
that  are  the  subject  of  the  petition  or  action,  shall 
specify  the  income  and  expenses  of  each  such 
building  for  the  two  calendar  years,  or,  where 
records  of  income  and  expenses  are  maintained  on 
a  fiscal  year  basis,  for  the  two  fiscal  years,  ending 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  petition  is  filed  or 
the  action  is  taken,  and  shall  contain  such  other 
information  and  substantiation  pertaining  to  each 
such  building  as  the  board  may  require.  Any  such 
statement  may  incorporate  by  reference  any 
information  previously  filed  with  the  board. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information 
required    to   be    filed    under  this  section   shall   in 


addition  to  other  penalities  under  section  10  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar  day  that 
such  failure  continues  and,  in  the  case  of  a  landlord 
seeking  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent, 
may  be  denied  such  adjustment  in  its  entirety. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall  bring 
any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  unless: 

(i)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled. 

(ii)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has-  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord. 

(iii)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation. 

(iv)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(v)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(vi)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease 
or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
housing  accommodation  to  any  prospective 
purchaser  or  mortgagee. 

(vii)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord. 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  pos- 
session in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-irulaw,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law. 

(i\)  I  he  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
lo  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use. 

(\l    I  he  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 

lor    any    other    just    cause,    provided    that    Ins 

purpose    is  not   in  eonfliel  with  the  provisions 

and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

fb)    A   landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 

a  housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to  the  board 

lor  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Such  application  shall 

be    made    on   a   form   approved    by    the  executive 

director,  and   a   copy   thereof  shall  simultaneously 

be    sent    to    the    tenant    by    registered    or   certified 
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mail,  return  receipt  requested,  or  be  served  by 
constable.  The  tenant  may  request  a  hearing  on 
such  application  within  five  business  days  after 
receipt  by  him  of  his  copy  thereof,  and,  if 
requested,  such  hearing  shall  be  scheduled  within 
five  business  days  thereafter.  Notice  of  the  time, 
place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  landlord  and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  before  at  least  one  member  of  the  board 
prior  to  the  decision  of  the  board  to  grant  or  deny 
the  certificate  of  eviction,  provided  that  the 
hearing  may  be  conducted  before  a  hearing  officer 
without  a  board  member  present  where  no  party 
objects.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts  attested  to 
in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid  and  in 
compliance  with  subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  the 
certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued.  Any 
application  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted 
unless  denied  by  the  board  within  fifteen  business 
days  of  the  hearing  on  such  application,  provided 
that  an  application  for  eviction  based  on 
nonpayment  of  rent  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
granted  unless  denied  within  five  business  days  of 
such  hearing. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover 
possession  of  any  housing  accommodation 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is 
authorized  by  the  statute  or  regulation  under 
which  such  accommodations  are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation.  No 
provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person  to 
recover  possession  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion. Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concerning  the 
granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  housing 
accommodation  involved  is  located  or  to  the 
Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  seven 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who 
demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment 
of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated, 
shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  person 
from  whom  such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of 
$100,  or  not  more  than  three  times  the  amount  by 
which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed  the 
maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained,  whichever  is  the 
greater,  provided  that  if  the  defendant  proves  that 


the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of 
failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such 
liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the 
overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated, 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation  the  board  may  settle 
the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar 
any  other  person  from  bringing  action  for  the 
violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a 
settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the 
board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement 
thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 
has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a),  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  said  paragraph   (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in 
any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other  action 
against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any 
violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

fd)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept, 
receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or 
otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder 
promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
by  act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to 
prevent  a  tenant  from  exercising,  any  right 
conferred  by  this  ordinance,  including  any  such 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace, 
comfort,       or       enjoyment       of       a       housing 
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accommodation  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and 
any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial 
inconvenience  or  amounting  to  a  violation  of 
privacy,  harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or 
coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation,  and  no  finder's  "fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payments  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  whoever  knowingly 
make  any  false  statements  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the 
board  with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or 
both,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  Superior  Court 
and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board. 

Section  12.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This 
ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  December  31, 
1972,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  December 
31,  1976,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  present  rental 
housing  emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  13.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  14.  Transitional  Provisions.  Chapter  1  1 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1970  shall  expire  on 
December  31,  1972,  as  provided  in  section  12 
thereof,  provided  that  the  provisions  of  that 
ordinance  shall  be  treated  as  still  remaining  in  force 
thereafter  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
board  action,  decision,  suit,  or  prosecution  with 
respect  to  any  right,  liability,  or  offense  arising 
under  the  provisions  of  that  ordinance.  Any  matter 
pending  before  the  rent  board  under  chapter  I  1  ol 
the  Ordinances  of  1970  on  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  considered  by  the  board 
established    hereunder   as    if   brought    by    way   of 


petition  or  action  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may 
consolidate  any  such  matter  with  any  petition  for 
adjustment  or  action  initiated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  No  notice  of  rent  increase  filed 
after  October  27,  1972.  and  no  notice  of  rent 
increase  filed  at  any  time  providing  for  a  rent 
increase  to  be  effective  after  December  1,1972.  shall 
be  effective  under  chapter  1  1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1970  to  increase  the  rent,  whether  or  not  a  timely 
complaint  is  registered  by  the  tenant,  and.  if  any 
such  notice  is  filed,  the  board  shall  so  notify  the 
parties,  advising  the  landlord  of  his  right  to  file  a 
petition  for  adjustment  of  rent  under  this 
ordinance.

APPROPRIATION  AND  LOAN  ORDERS  I  OR 
CONSTRUCTION  Ol  SCHOOLS  AND  DE- 
PARTMENTAL BUILDINGS 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Piemonte  Rule  10  of 
the   Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor.  October  29.  1972. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  three  supplementary  appro- 
priation and  loan  orders  for  capital  projects  in 
conformance  with  section  6  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1  966. 

The  major  order  is  for  school  construction 
which  can  obtain  state  approval  for  reimbursement 
grants  up  to  65  percent  including  interest.  As  I 
have  stated  before,  this  program  is  the  most 
advantageous  one  available  for  city  needs  and 
supports  the  construction  of  facilities,  our 
community  schools,  which  provide  perhaps  the 
most  important  and  widespread  benefits  to  all  our 
citizens.  In  my  inaugural  message  earlier  this  year  I 
announced  my  intention  to  support  a  further 
school  program  in  the  magnitude  of  S200  million. 
This  particular  order,  however,  is  meant  for  those 
projects  immediately  ready  for  construction  and 
state  approvals,  such  as  could  be  advanced  prior  to 
the  submission  to  and  approval  by  your  Honorable 
Body  of  the  regular  1973  capital  budget 
appropriations.  You  are,  of  course,  aware  that  lor 
more  than  a  year  the  impasse  between  our  School 
Committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Education  has 
prevented  state  approvals  of  grants  lor  any  of  these 
school  projects,  and  in  the  circumstances  any 
action  by  us  to  vote  and  approve  funds  contingent 
upon  slate  approvals,  as  this  loan  order  is,  would 
not  have  been  productive.  This  block  has  now  been 
removed,  thanks  to  the  courts,  and  we  can  again 
proceed  for  awhile.  During  this  period  important 
projects  such  as  the  major  addition  to  our 
secondary  school  system,  the  Madison  I', irk 
Campus  Nigh  School,  ami  the  Blackstonc  Square 
Elementary  School  which  are  read)  to  bid  have 
been  held  up.  hut  now.  given  your  favorable  action 
on  this,  we  could  start  on  these  almost 
immediately. 
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The  second  order  would  provide  supplemental 
funds  for  several  projects  you  have  previously 
approved  and  provided  for.  The  largest  item  will 
permit  the  completion  of  the  current  phase  of  the 
City  Hospital  construction  and  essentially  repre- 
sents funds  which  we  had  originally  been  led  to 
expect  we  would  be  granted  by  the  federal 
government  for  this  project.  Regrettably,  after 
several  years  of  encouragement,  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  finally  has  decided 
to  reject  our  applications.  The  overall  level  of 
federal  support  to  our  hospital  program  has  been 
much  lower  than  1  believe  it  should  have  been,  and 
there  is  no  state  support  at  all  available.  In 
consequence,  it  now  seems  necessary  to  devise  new 
ways  of  financing  hospital  construction,  for  our 
taxpayers  cannot  assume  this  entire  burden.  The 
order  also  contains  supplemental  funds  for  the 
Central  Maintenance  Garage  which  the  Council 
previously  in  1971  indicated  should  be  requested 
when  the  project  was  actually  bid  and  the  need 
could  be  determined  precisely,  and  for  the  Work 
Release  Dormitory  and  Visitors  Facility  at  Deer 
Island,  which  has  also  been  completely  designed 
and  can  be  bid. 

The  last  order  concerns  urgently  needed 
reconstruction  of  the  electrical  utility  systems  at 
Deer  Island  and  the  Mattapan  Chronic  Disease 
Hospital.  This  project  includes  placing  cables 
underground  to  increase  the  reliability  and  security 
of  the  Deer  Island  system.  Together  with  the 
Visitors  Center,  this  is  vital  to  the  proper 
functioning  and  security  of  that  institution.  At 
Mattapan  the  situation  is  critical  in  that  the 
existing  loads  do  not  permit  really  the  continued 
increase  of  new  equipment  necessary  for  modern 
patient  care  standards  with  any  safety.  This  project 
should  not  be  delayed  unduly. 

Under      these      circumstances      I      respectfully 
recommend  adoption  of  these  three  accompanying 
orders  by  your  Honorable  Body.

land  therefor;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  such  appropriation  the 
Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  chapter  645  of 
the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  to  issue  from  time 
to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $12,000,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended  for 
construction  of  departmental  buildings,  including 
costs  of  original  equipment  and  furnishings  of  said 
buildings;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  such  appropriation  the 
Collector-Treasurere  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  3  of  section  7  of 


chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  to 
issue  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  for  remodeling,  recon- 
structing or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  public 
buildings  owned  by  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  its 
Penal  Institutions  and  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  (3a)  of  section  7  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  from  time 
to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount.

In  connection  with  the  Council  resolution  under 
date  of  September  25,  1972,  supporting  a  petition 
filed  with  the  Council  by  certain  residents  of  the 
Jamaica  Plain  area  with  respect  to  the  Burroughs 
Street  site  of  the  vacated  Agassiz  (1893)  and  Old 
Agassiz  (1849)  schoolhouses,  the  below  infor- 
mation is  forwarded. 

Both  these  structures  have  recently  been  voted 
no  longer  needed  for  school  purposes  by  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  has  advertised  them  for  demolition. 
Bids  are  due  October  17,  and  with  your  approval  I 
am  sure  we  will  have  them  down  shortly  thereafter. 
Although  these  structures  might  be  thought  to 
have  been  vacated  last  June,  the  School  Depart- 
ment required  time  to  salvage  such  items  of 
furnishings  and  equipment  contained  in  these 
buildings  as  then  judged  to  have  value. 

We  have  coordinated  this  demolition  plan  with 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  OPS. 
This  included  evaluation  of  a  report  from  the 
Landmarks  Commission  on  the  value  historically  of 
the  Old  Agassiz  (1849)  building  and  the  advisa- 
bility of  preserving  it  for  some  use.  There  was  a 
proposal  from  a  community-based  group  to 
establish  a  health  clinic  in  this  structure,  which 
might  have  accomplished  this  end,  but  they  were 
not  able  to  make  it  financially  feasible.  Essentially, 
however,  a  major  reason  we  are  not  acting  on  the 
Landmarks  Commission's  advice  is  that  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission,  after  due  considera- 
tion, has  not  wished  to  release  us  from  our 
obligation  to  them  to  convert  this  entire  site  into  a 
playground  for  them. 

As  you  will  remember  in  early  1970,  after  a  long 
period  of  public  discussion,  community  hearings, 
correspondence,  petitions,  and  planning,  we  were 
able  to  secure  the  John  W.  Murphy  Playground  as 


the  site  for  the  New  Agassiz.  This  meant  that  no 
homes  or  businesses  on  South  Street,  Greenough 
Avenue,  Storey  Place,  Burroughs,  Brewer,  Eliot,  or 
Thomas  Streets  had  to  be  acquired  by  eminent 
domain  to  allow  us  to  build  this  school,  as  would 
have  been  necessary  with  other  actual  alternative 
sites  suggested  and  considered  during  this  period. 
This,  I  believe,  was  a  major  and  most  desirable 
accomplishment,  and  it  could  not  have  happened 
without  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  and  the  City  Council  as 
well  as  yourself  in  allowing  the  transfer  of  the 
Murphy  Playground  for  this  purpose. 

The  condition  imposed  by  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission,  however,  is  expressed 
clearly  in  the  attached  extract  of  the  minutes  of 
their  meeting  of  March  19,  1970,  and  Mr.  Kenney's 
letter  to  you  of  April  3,  1970.  Testimony  as  to  this 
intent  for  the  Burroughs  Street  site  was  given 
before  the  City  Council  in  obtaining  their  passage 
of  the  requisite  land  transfer  order. 

If  this  site  were  not  necessary  or  appropriate  for 
the  playground  in  terms  of  the  overall  open  space 
and  recreation  needs  of  the  city  and  community, 
and  if  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  so 
decided,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission,  would 
most  certainly  consider  making  it  available  for  sale 
for  a  good,  compatible,  and  tax-producing  use. 

I  hope  this  is  a  clear  explanation  of  the  current 
status  of  this  site  in  terms  of  this  department.

Would  you  kindly  transmit  to  the  City  Council  a 
request  for  the  transfer  of  the  John  W.  Murphy 
Playground  to  the  School  Department  for  school 
construction  purposes? 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  proposes  to 
construct  on  a  portion  of  the  upper  level  of  the 
playground  the  replacement  for  the  Agassiz 
Schools  presently  located  on  Burroughs  Street  in 
Jamaica  Plain.  The  new  school  will  contain  a 
gymnasium,  locker  rooms,  multipurpose  spaces 
which  can  be  used  in  programs  for  the  elderly,  and 
an  auditorium  for  use  by  the  school  as  well  as  for 
the  community  meetings  and  cultural  events  in  this 
neighborhood  which  now  have  no  adequate  home. 

It  is  believed  that  the  proximity  of  these 
facilities  to  the  remaining  playground  will  result  in 
the  more  intensive  and  advantageous  use  of  both 
the  new  school  facilities  and  the  playground  area 
as  well,  which  will  be  developed  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department. 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  has  voted 
to  release  the  playground  for  these  purposes,  in 
return  for  which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Public 
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Facilities  Department  to  transfer  to  it  the  existing 
site  when  the  new  building  is  opened.

Voted,  That  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission hereby  determines  that  the  John  W. 
Murphy  Playground  is  no  longer  required  for 
playground  purposes. 

The  John  W.  Murphy  Playground  is  that  parcel 
of  land  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  section  of  Boston 
bounded  in  part  by  Carolina  Avenue,  Verona 
Street,  and  Child  Street,  and  containing  181,714 
square  feet,  more  or  less,  now  held  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  playground  purposes,  under  instru- 
ments of  taking  respectively  recorded  on  Septem- 
ber 7,  1912,  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  3666,  page 
386,  and  on  November  6,  1919,  with  Suffolk 
Deeds,  Book  4179,  page  229. 

Voted,  That  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioner communicate  the  contents  of  this  vote  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  acknowl- 
edges the  critical  need  that  exists  in  the  Jamaica 
Plain  section  of  Boston  for  the  election  of  a  new 
elementary  school  to  replace  the  Old  Agassiz  and 
the  New  Agassiz  Schools,  located  at  14  Burroughs 
Street,  and  the  Commission  further  acknowledges 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  to  build  schools  that  will  fulfill  the 
recreation  as  well  as  the  educational  requirements 
of  school  children. 

It  is  further  understood  that  the  policy  of  the 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  that  the 
school  so  constructed  will  additionally  serve  the 
total  community  during  nonschool  hours  for  its 
educational,  recreational,  and  cultural  activities. 

The  Public  Facilities  Commission  and  the  School

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  October  2) 
empowering     Public      Facilities     Department     to 
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conduct  a  community  school  program  -  recom- 
mending passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An  Ordinance  Designating  Certain  Schoolhouses  as 
Community   Schools,   and   Making  Provision 
for  the  Carrying  out  Therein  of  Community 
School  Programs  by  Local  Community  School 
Councils. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows 
Section   1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
as  chapter  1 1 ,  in  place  of  chapter  1 1  as  repealed  by 
chapter     11    of    the    Ordinances    of    1968,    the 
following  caption  and  chapter: 
Chapter  1 1 
Community  Schools 
Section    1.  Each   schoolhouse    constructed,    re- 
constructed, or  remodeled  under  the  provisions  of 
section  3(c)  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  is 
hereby  designated  a  community  school.  The  school 
committee   may   so   designate   any   other   school- 
house.  In  any  schoolhouse,  old  or  new,  which  has 
been  designated  a  community  school  there  shall  be 
conducted  a  community  school  program  for  which 
the    schoolhouse    shall    be    made    available    con- 
sistently with  section  3  hereof. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  each  community 
school  a  community  school  council  consisting  of 
such  number  of  persons  as  may  be  determined  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  residents  of  the  school 
district.  Each  community  school  council  shall 
organize  and  adopt  by-laws  which  shall  set  forth 
the  mode  of  selecting  officers,  the  duties  of  each 
officer,  and  the  procedure  for  calling  meetings. 
Each  community  school  council  shall  once  each 
year  convene  a  meeting  of  residents  of  the  school 
district  which  shall  be  preceded  by  at  least 
fourteen  days,  notice  by  publication  in  appropriate 
media,  provided  that  the  first  such  annual  meeting 
shall  be  convened  by  the  principal  of  the  school 
who  shall  act  as  moderator  until  a  moderator  is 
chosen.  At  each  such  annual  meeting  such  residents 
shall  determine  the  number  of  persons  to 
constitute  the  community  school  council  and  shall 
elect  the  members  of  the  same,  for  which  purposes 
each  such  resident  shall  have  one  vote:  but  there 
shall  be  no  requirement  for  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  Each  community  school  council  shall 
have  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the 
community  school  program  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
appropriate  community  school,  subject,  however, 
to  the  following  provisions.  During  normal  school 
hours,  as  the  same  may  be  determined  by 
agreement  between  the  community  school  council 
and  the  school  committee,  first  priority  for  use  of 
the  schoolhouse  and  all  facilities  therein  shall  be 
for  educational  activities  under  the  charge  of  the 
school  committee.  During  normal  school  hours,  as 
so  defined,  any  other  use  of  the  schoolhouse  for 
community  school  purposes  shall  be  determined  by 
agreement  between  the  community  school  council 


and  the  school  committee.  Outside  normal  school 
hours,  as  so  defined,  and  during  all  school  vacation 
periods,  priorities  for  use  of  the  community  school 
area  and  the  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  areas, 
if  any,  shall  be  determined  by  agreement  between 
the  school  committee  and  the  appropriate 
community  school  council,  provided,  however, 
that,  subject  to  the  terms  of  such  agreements, 
personnel  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department 
shall  supervise  activities  in  the  swimming  pool,  if 
any,  and  in  the  gymnasium,  if  any.  and  in  their 
ancillary  locker,  shower,  and  dressing  spaces. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
interpreted  as  abridging  the  exclusive  power  and 
authority  of  the  school  committee  to  perform 
necessary  alterations  (as  defined  in  section  3  of 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966).  maintenance. 
and  repairs  of  public  school  buildings  and  their 
yards  and  furnishings,  nor  shall  anything  in  this 
ordinance  be  interpreted  as  abridging  or  modifying 
in  any  way  the  powers  and  duties  of  schoolhouse 
custodians  in  any  community  school. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  This  determination  will  affect  the  life 
style,  environment,  and  community  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston ;  and

the  citizens  of  Boston  are  of  one  mind,  united,  and 
in  a  common  bond  regarding  this  vital  question, 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  passed  resolu- 
tions regarding  specific  aspects  of  the  transporta- 
tion question;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  City  Council 
to  demonstrate  that  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  allied  in  their  opinion  regarding 
transportation  in  their  city;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council,  acting  as  the 
Legislative  Body,  and  as  the  representative  of  the 
voice  of  the  citizenry  of  the  City  of  Boston,  docs 
hereby  recommend  that  the  following  decisions  be 
made  by  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts: 

1.  That  the  Southwest  Expressway,  proposed  to 
be  Interstate  95.  not  be  built. 


2.  That  the  Leverett  Circle  Bridge  not  be  built. 

3.  That  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel  not  be  built. 

4.  That  the  proposed  ramps  from  and  to  the 
Mystic  River  Bridge  approach  in  Charlestown  not 
be  built. 

5.  That  Interstate  95  North  not  be  built. 

6.  That  resources  now  proposed  for  these 
opposed  projects  be  transferred  and  employed  in 
the  expansion  and  improvement  of  programs  for 
mass  transportation. 

7.  That  such  resources  also  be  employed  to 
depress  the  Central  Artery.  And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  has  made  these 
recommendations  due  to  the  realization  that  all 
proposed  plans  that  are  objected  hereinto  will: 

1.  Be  a  massive  hardship  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
Commonwealth  due  to  the  initial  expense  and. 
more  importantly,  due  to  the  cost  of  maintaining 
these  roads. 

2.  Cause  additional  traffic  that  the  streets  of 
Boston  are  unequipped  to  handle. 

3.  Increase  air  pollution  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
which  is  already  at  a  level  that  exceeds  federal 
quality  standards. 

4.  Increase  noise  pollution,  which  is  an  ever 
expanding  detriment  to  life  in  the  city. 

5.  Increase  heat  pollution,  which  is  already  at  a 
detrimental  level. 

6.  Further  erode  the  tax  base  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  due  to  the  loss  of  land  from  the  private 
sector  to  public  ownership. 

7.  Not  reduce  commercial  or  private  vehicular 
traffic  on  local  streets,  and,  in  fact,  will  increase 
such  congestion. 

8.  Divert  resources  from  mass  public  transporta- 
tion, which  is  needed  and  desired,  to  roadways 
which  are  neither  necessary  nor  advantageous  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Greater  Boston  area. 

9.  Cause  an  extensive,  detrimental,  disruption 
to  the  community  life  style  that  now  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  opposes  said 
plans  due  to  the  particular  detrimental  aspects  of 
each  individual  plan  which  are  as  follows: 

A.  The  Southwest  Expressway  will: 

(  1)  Ruin  Fowl  Meadow,  which  is  one  of  the 
few  open  spaces  which  is  accessible  to  the 
citizenry  of  the  Cits'  of  Boston  and  a  new  major 
source  of  drinking  water  thai  we  will  need 
within  the  next  decade. 

(2)  Cause  the  eviction  of  270  to  287 
additional  families  plus  7(i  businesses  employ- 
ing approximately  2,100  people. 

(3)  Eliminate  $1  million  per  year  which  the 
city  receives  in  taxes  from  this  land. 

(4)  Eliminate  the  potential  oi  this  land  for 
community  use,  as  well  as  the  tax  production 
of  the  area. 

(5)  Increase  congestion  on  the  Southeasl 
Expressway  and  on  streets  in  Roxbury,  the 
South  End,  the  Fenway, and  Boston  Proper. 

B.  I  he  I  everetl  Circle  Bridge  will: 

(I  )  Only  move  congestion  from  one  side  ol 
the  Charles  River  to  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

(2)  Disrupt  the  life  style  <>i  residents  >>i  the 
Back  Bay,  <  harlestown,  and  the  North  I  nd. 
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(3)  Remove  much  of  the  aesthetic  sur- 
roundings of  the  Charles  River. 

(4)  Seriously  damage  the  environmentally 
advantageous  Esplanade. 

(5)  Destroy  much  park  land  along  the 
Charles  River. 

(6)  Cause  the  eviction  of  families  from  their 
homes  in  Charlestown. 

C.  Exit  ramps  from  and  to  the  Mystic  River 
Bridge  approach  in  Charlestown  will: 

(1)  Evict  families  from  their  homes. 

(2)  Channel  congestion  from  the  Mystic 
River  Bridge  into  the  residential  section  of 
Charlestown,  then  the  North  End,  and  the  Back 
Bay  Area. 

(3)  Detract  from  the  restoration  process 
now  in  effect  in  Charlestown,  the  North  End. 
and  the  Back  Bay. 

D.  The  Third  Harbor  Tunnel  will: 

(1)  Encourage  unwarranted,  undesirable,  op- 
posed, and  uncontrolled  expansion  of  Logan 
Airport. 

(2)  Increase  congestion  in  East  Boston, 
South  Boston,  and  Boston  Proper. 

(3)  Cause  the  eviction  of  families. 

E.  Interstate  95  North  will: 

(1)  Further  necessitate  the  fruition  of  the 
plans  now  opposed  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

(2)  Have  the  same  detrimental  effects  that 
are  exemplified  by  Interstate  93.  And  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  while  delineating  their  reasons 
for  rejection  of  these  proposed  plans  the  City 
Council  also  realizes  that  the  reasons  for  their 
support  of  the  two  plans  are  as  follows: 

A.  Depression  of  the  Central  Artery  will:

MORATORIUM  ON  DEMOLITION  AND  CON- 
STRUCTION IN  FENWAY  URBAN  RE- 
NEWAL AREA  PENDING  FENPAC  ELEC- 
TION 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  an  established  formal 
policy  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  since  June,  1968,  to 
require  local  public  agencies  to  encourage  resident 
involvement  in  all  phases  of  urban  renewal  projects 
to  the  fullest  possible  extent,  including  participa- 
tion in  the  planning,  development,  and  execution 
of  urban  renewal  projects;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  a  sizable  proportion  of  the  residents  in  the 
Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area  have  expressed  the 
need  and  desire  for  a  project  area  committee,  and 
have  expressed  their  intention  to  embark  on  the 
formation  of  such  a  body;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  long  been 
a  strong  advocate  of  citizen  participation  in  all 
stages  of  urban  redevelopment,  from  the  inception 
of  projects  to  their  implementation,  encouraging 
meaningful  input  of  community  preferences  in  the 
form  of  constant  revaluation  of  both  the  basic 
assumptions  and  the  actual  execution  of  ongoing 
renewal  projects;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  such  a  committee  be 
representative  of  the  views  of  a  fair  cross  section  of 
the  residents  of  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recommends  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners, 
the  Area  Office  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  and  the  residents  of  the 
Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area  that  a  Fenway 
Project  Area  Committee  (FENPAC)  officially 
recognized  as  the  PAC,  within  the  meaning  of  RIIA 
7217.1,  chapter  5  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Handbook,  under  the  terms  of  HUD  Local  Public 
Agency  Letter  No.  458,  be  established  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  described  below: 

1.  I  he  Fenway  Interagency  Group,  compris- 
ing representatives  of  all  of  the  interested  citizens' 
organizations  within  the  project  area,  shall  be 
designated  as  the  ad  hoc  committee  lor  the 
formation  of  FENPAC,  and  shall,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, the  Board  of  flection  Commissioners,  and 
the  Area  Office  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and    Urban    Development,  drafl  a  charter  for 
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FENPAC,  including  the  powers,  composition, 
and  tenure  thereof. 

2.  The    members    of    FENPAC    should    be 
elected  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  following 
the   drafting   of  the  above   charter  under  the 
auspices    of  the    Board    of  Election   Commis- 
sioners.  All  residents   of  the  Fenway  Project 
Area,  including  all  residents  dislocated  from  the 
area  during  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  election,  who  are  at  least  seventeen 
years  of  age  should  be  eligible  to  vote  and  to 
serve  on  FENPAC.  And  be  it  further 
Resolved,  That  there  shall  exist  from  this  date  a 
moratorium  on  any  demolition  or  construction  on 
all  parcels  and  sections  within  the  Fenway  Urban 
Renewal  Area  not  under  construction  on  Septem- 
ber 25,   1972,  until  the  charter  of  FENPAC  has 
been  completed  and  the  election  has  been  held. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Tierney  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  resolution  was  adopted. 


AFFIDAVIT  RE  TEMPERATURE  CONTROL  IN 
POURING  OF  CONCRETE 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Recent  events  have  shown  the  need  for 
stringent  testing  methods  for  cement  in  the 
construction  of  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Building  Code  requires 
that,  whenever  the  outside  temperature  is  40 
degrees  or  less,  the  environmental  temperature  of 
the  site  where  concrete  is  delivered  must  be  at  least 
50  degrees,  and  this  same  concrete  must  be  cured 
in  a  temperature  of  at  least  50  degrees  for  three 
consecutive  days;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  be 
and  hereby  is  requested  to  implement  the 
following  procedure  for  construction  within  the 
City  of  Boston  which  utilizes  control  concrete; 

Ordered,  That  a  qualified  inspector  from  an 
accredited  testing  company  be  required  to  sign  an 
affidavit  that  proper  temperature  control  was 
maintained  during  the  crucial  curing  period  after 
concrete  has  been  poured,  and  that  such  affidavit 
be  made  available  to  the  Building  Department. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  under 
section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  and  any  authority  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  supply  the 
following  information  to  his  Honorable  Body 
within  one  week  from  the  receipt  of  this  order: 

1.  The  assessed  value  of  all  land  and  buildings 
located  on  the  present  sites  known  as  Parcels  2,  3, 


5,  6,  7,  9,  11,  13,  and  the  Midtown  Motor  Inn  in 
the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area  for  each  year 
from  1962  to  the  present. 

2.  The  taxes  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
these  properties  in  each  year  from  1962  to  the 
present. 

3.  A  complete  description  of  the  tax  arrange- 
ments of  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  and 
Church  Realty  Trust  for  all  properties  owned  or 
developed  by  the  Christian  Science  Church  within 
the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Area  for  each  year 
from  1962  to  the  present. 

4.  All  information  regarding  negotiations  re 
preconstruction  tax  arrangements  with  Wasserman 
Development  Corporation  (Parcel  3)  and  Boylston 
Towers  Associates  (Parcel  13)  in  the  Fenway 
Urban  Renewal  Area.

AMENDING  CHAPTER  11,  ORDINANCES  OF 
1970,  REGULATING  CERTAIN 
RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND  EVICTIONS 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  presently  an  acute  housing 
shortage  in  the  City  of  Boston ;  and 

Whereas,  This  shortage  has  an  adverse  effect  on 
the  population  and  especially  any  inhabitants  of 
the  city  who  are  sixty-two  years  of  age  or  older 
and  of  limited  means,  who  cannot  pay  enough  rent 
to  induce  private  enterprise  to  maintain  decent 
housing  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay;  and 

Whereas,  This  condition  is  particularly  acute  in  a 
time  of  rising  costs  such  as  the  present;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  rising  costs  and  the 
resultant  increase  in  rents  result  in  such  persons 
being  unable  to  pay  their  rent,  thus  making  them 
subject  to  eviction;  and 

Whereas,  Such  hardships  fall  with  particular 
severity  upon  older  persons  in  the  population 
because  of  their  particular  inability  to  find 
alternative  accommodations  within  their  means; 
and  , 

Whereas,  They  may  endanger  their  health  by 
paying  additional  sums  for  shelter  and  thereby 
depriving  themselves  of  other  necessities;  and 

Whereas,  Such  hardships  imposed  upon  such 
people  adversely  affect  their  health  and  welfare 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  for  the  health,  welfare, 
and  safety  of  such  persons  and  of  inhabitants  of 
the  city  that  the  city  establish  a  system  of  special 
rent  adjustments  for  such  persons;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1970  be  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  which,  however,  shall  not  expire  on 
December  31,  1972: 

Special  Rent  Adjustment  for  Heads  of  Households 
Over  Sixty-two  Years  of  Age,  Not  Receiving 
Public  Assistance,  Where  the  Aggregate 
Disposable  Income  of  the  Household  Does 
Not    Exceed    $4,500 
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1.  The  Rent  Board  shall  order  an  exemption 
from  rent  for  any  housing  accommodation  where: 
A.  The  head  of  the  household  residing  in  the 
housing  accommodation  is  sixty-two  years  of 
age  or  older  and  is  not  a  recipient  of  public 
assistance. 

B.  The  aggregate  disposable  income  of  all 
members  of  the  household  residing  in  the 
housing  accommodation  does  not  exceed 
$4,500  per  year,  after  deduction  of  federal, 
state,  and  city  income  taxes. 

C.  The  maximum  rent  for  the  housing 
accommodation  exceeds  one-third  of  the 
aggregate  disposable  income. 

2.  A  rent  exemption  order  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  provide  that  the  landlord  may  not 
collect  from  the  tenant  to  whom  it  is  issued  rent  at 
a  rate  in  excess  of  one-third  of  the  aggregate 
disposable  income.  Each  such  order  shall  expire 
upon  the  tenant's  vacating  the  premises  by 
voluntary  surrender  of  possession  or  otherwise. 

3.  Any  landlord  who  collects,  or  seeks  to  collect 
or  enforce,  rent  from  a  tenant  in  violation  of  the 
terms  of  a  rent  exemption  order  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  all  remedies,  sanctions,  and  penalties 
provided  in  this  title,  be  deemed  to  have  collected 
or  attempted  to  collect  or  enforce  a  rent  in  excess 
of  the  legal  maximum  rent. 

4.  A  rent  exemption  order  shall  be  issued  to 
each  tenant  who  applies  to  the  Boston  Rent  Board 
in  accordance  with  its  regulations  and  who  is  found 
to  be  eligible  under  this  subdivision,  and  a  copy  of 
the  order  shall  be  issued  to  the  landlord. 

5.  A  tax  abatement  shall  be  granted  with 
respect  to  any  real  property  for  which  a  rent 
exemption  order  is  issued  to  the  tenant  of  any 
housing  accommodation  contained  therein. 

6.  The  real  estate  tax  imposed  upon  any  real 
property  for  which  a  rent  exemption  order  is 
issued  shall  be  reduced  and  abated  by  an  amount 
equal  to  the  difference  between  (1)  the  sum  of  the 
maximum  rents  collectible  under  such  orders;  and 
(2)  the  sum  of  rents  that  would  be  collectible 
from  the  tenants  of  such  housing  accommodations 
if  no  exemption  had  been  granted  hereunder.

Whereas,  Commencing  in  January,  1973,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  receive 
$17,753,054,  to  be  deposited  in  a  special  trust 
fund  as  Boston's  share  of  this  revenue;  and 

Whereas,  Our  ever-increasing  tax  rate  is  driving 
our  citizenry  to  distraction,  violent  reaction, 
rebellion  and/or  evacuation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  $17,753,054  special  trust 
fund  be  applied  against  the  exorbitant  lioston  tax 
rate,  in  order  to  reduce  and  thus  stabilize  this 
oppressive  burden  on  the  homeowner,  rent  payer, 
and  taxpayer  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and  be  it 
further

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The  proposal  by  the  Boston  Gas  Company  to 
create  a  propane  gas  storage  facility  at  Commercial 
Point  in  Dorchester  raises  the  serious  question  of 
individual  safety  to  Dorchester  residents. 

Whereas,  Propane  gas  is  a  type  that  expands  on  a 
horizontal  plane;  and 

Whereas,  The  new  Mary  Hemenway  School 
would  be  in  the  very  shadow  of  the  proposed  site; 
and 

Whereas,  Home  owners  and  the  value  of  their 
homes  would  be  greatly  affected;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  plan  would  call  for  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  highly  flammable  tankers  at  the 
Commercial  Point  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  possibility  of  explosion  and  fire  is 
very  real;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Building  Department  has 
already  issued  a  foundation  permit  without  a 
public  hearing;  and 

Whereas,  This  issuance  without  a  hearing  seems 
to  be  within  the  City  Charter;  and 

Whereas,  These  same  proposed  tanks  must 
receive  a  fuel  permit  from  the  City  of  Boston's 
flammable  board,  which  is  made  up  of  the  Building 
Commissioner,  Fire  Commissioner,  and  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commissioner;  and 


Whereas,  Said  permit  may  be  granted  without  a 
public  hearing;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  hold  a  hearing 
on  this  very  serious  and  hazardous  condition.

I  have  reviewed  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City  Council  on  October  16,  1972,  relative  to 
requiring  the  use  of  emetic,  lead-based  paint  in  all 
older  residential  dwellings  throughout  the  city  and 
am  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  regulation  would  not 
conform  to  the  Housing  Code  and  chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws  but  would  also  involve  a  question 
of  liability  on  the  city's  part  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  Regulation  13.2  of  Article  2  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  provides:  "No  paint  that  contains 
lead  shall  be  used  in  painting  the  interior  of  a 
dwelling." 

2.  Recently  enacted  legislation  of  the  General 
Laws,  chapter  111,  sections  190,  through  199, 
inclusive,  deals  entirely  with  lead  poisoning 
prevention  and  control.  Section  196,  subsection 
(a),  forbids  the  application  of  "...  lead-based 
paint,  glaze,  or  other  substance  to  any  .  .  .  interior 
or  exterior  surface  or  fixture  of  any  dwelling  ..." 
Section  196,  subsection  (b),  states  that  "No  person 
shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  deliver,  give  away,  or 
possess  with  intent  to  sell,  deliver,  or  give  away 
lead-based  paint,  glaze,  or  other  surface  covering 

..."  Section  197  reads  in  part:  "Repainting  with 
non-lead-based  paint,  without  removal  of  the 
offending  paint,  plaster,  or  other  material,  shall  not 
constitute  compliance  with  this  section." 

3.  There,  perhaps,  is  a  question  of  liability  on 
the  city's  part  involved  in  adding  an  emetric  to  a 
paint  that  will  cause  vomiting  in  children  ingesting 
this  ingredient.  Since  the  degree  of  vomiting 
cannot  be  determined,  I  feel  that  it  would  be 
unwise  for  the  city  to  establish  a  regulation  that 
might  result  in  a  medical  problem  for  children.

In  reply  to  City  Council  order  of  President 
Gabriel  Piemonte,  relative  to  telephone  service  in 
the  various  city  departments: 

1.  Recommendation  ■-  Adjusting  the  phone 
system  so  only  selected  instruments  may  connect 
with  outside  lines,  assigning  these  "outside  phone 
calls"  to  executives  and  other  key  employees 
whose  jobs  require  them  to  call  outside. 

1.  Answer  -  No  calls  may  be  made  outside  the 
local  area  without  being  identified  on  the  "Toll 
Diversion"  lines.  When  this  occurs,  the  city 
operator  cuts  in  and  asks  where  they  are  calling. 
City  operator  is  required  to  ask  if  it  is  a  business 
call.  Operator  takes  name  of  caller,  extension,  date, 
and  destination  of  call. 

2.  Recommendation  --  Restrict  or  limit  the 
personnel  authorized  to  put  through  the  city 
switchboard  outside  calls,  furnishing  the 
switchboard  operators  with  said  list. 

2.  Answer  -  Operator  takes  name  and 
extension  number  of  caller.  Operator  cannot  screen 
persons  authorized  to  make  calls.  The  switchborard 
is  far  too  busy. 

3.  Recommendation  -  Have  city  switchboard 
operators  disconnect  all  phones  from  trunk  lines 
except  those  authorized  by  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services  before  she  goes  home. 

3  Answer  -  This  is  the  city's  current  practice. 
Certain  night  lines  are  connected  for  late  workers 
such  as  Law  Department,  Assessing  Department, 
O.P.S.,  Model  Cities,  Human  Rights,  Civil  Defense, 
Election  Department,  Public  Works  Department, 
City  Clerk,  Control  Room,  Real  Property 
Department.  This  is  done  as  an  emergency  measure 
for  incoming  and  outgoing  calls.

In  1969  the  New  City  Hall  started  out  with 
approximately  800  phones;  there  are  currently  900 
phones  in  New  City  -Hall.  The  additional  100 
telephones  cost  the  city  approximately  $3,000  a 
year. 

Service  rates,  toll  rates,  and  installation  rates 
were  increased  in  February,  1972,  by 
approximately  15  percent.

3.  The  use  of  city  sweepers  prevents  the  price  of 
contract  sweepers  climbing  to  excessive  rates.  The 
use  of  city  personnel  and  trucks  provides  a  means 
of  using  equipment  that  is  required  in  salt 
spreading,  snowplowing,  and  street  repairs  during 
other  seasons. 

4.  Meetings  and  frequent  communications  with 
the  Police  Department  and  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  are  held  concerning  co-operation  in 
tagging  vahicles  where  permanent  street-cleaning 
signs  are  posted.  These  meetings  are  held  whenever 
decisions  have  to  be  made  on  requests  for  change 
in  sweeping  times  in  posted  areas  or  whenever 
problems  have  developed  that  could  be  resolved  by 
changes  in  traffic  regulations.  These  meetings  have 
produced  the  use  of  meter  maids  for  tagging  when 
parked  in  violation  of  street-cleaning  signs.  They 
have  also  produced  trial  methods  of  cleaning  in 
areas  other  than  the  intown  areas  by  prohibiting 
parking  at  various  times  to  arrive  at  the  intervals 
that  will  least  inconvenience  the  residents. 

5.  No.  An  eight-hour  parking  restriction  in  the 
daytime  is  not  necessary  and  has  no  advantage 
compared  to  present  methods.  It  is  possible  to 
sweep  one  side  of  the  streets  in  a  sweeper  route  in 
four  hours  if  there  are  no  cars  parked. 

6.  The  flusher  is  used  every  night  in  the 
downtown  and  Back  Bay  areas.  Flushers  are  used 
to  the  best  advantage  after  streets  have  been  swept. 
If  they  are  used  before  the  litter  has  been  removed, 
the  litter  and  debris  wind  up  in  the  catch  basins  on 
the  street.  It  is  far  more  difficult  to  clean  the  street 
debris  from  the  catch  basins  than  to  pick  it  up 
from  the  gutters.  However,  the  use  of  a  flusher 
after  the  sweeping  makes  it  a  much  cleaner  street. 
Equipment  limitations  are  such  that  we  have  had 
to  give  priority  to  other  types  of  equipment. 

7.  The  Police  Department  and  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  only  have  authority  to  ticket 
cars  impeding  street  cleaning  in  restricted 
locations.  The  police  cadets  do  not  have  the  power 
to  tag  for  street  cleaning.

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  September  8, 

1972,     endorsing     the     Boston     City     Council's 

resolution  of  July  24,  1972,  which  urged  that  the 

needs  of  Boston's  Spanish-speaking  community  be 

taken  into  account  in  federal  funding  decisions. 

As  you  know,  the  department  does  not  initiate 
applications  for  funding,  but  rather  responds  to 
proposals  initiated  by  a  variety  of  public  and 
private  entities.  Thus  our  ability  to  fund  programs 
which  benefit  Boston's  Spanish-speaking 
population  depends  upon  the  submission  of 
applications  for  such  programs  by  the  city  and 
other  eligible  applicants. 

Subsidized  housing  units  allocated  or  proposed 
for  neighborhoods  in  or  near  areas  of  concentra- 
tion of  Spanish-speaking  persons  include:

The  proposed  section  236  units  include  187 
units  for  "Viviendas  La  Victoria,"  Phase  I,  a 
project  designed  primarily  to  serve  Spanish- 
speaking  residents  of  Boston's  South  End. 

On  June  30,  1972,  HUD's  Boston  Area  Office 
approved  a  grant  of  $7,718,000  for  implementa- 
tion of  Boston's  Fourth  Year  Comprehensive  City 
Demonstration  Program.  That  plan  contained  one 
project  specifically  designed  to  serve  Spanish- 
speaking  residents.  Known  as  the  Program  for  the 
Spanish-speaking  and  operated  by  La  Alianza 
Hispana  de  Roxbury  y  North  Dorchester,  the 
project  provides  a  variety  of  educational  and  youth 
services  to  Spanish-speaking  residents.  This  year 
the  project  received  $683,000  in  federal  funding, 
or  which  $370,000  are  HUD  funds.  In  addition, 
HUD  recently  approved  a  neighborhood  facility 
grant  of  approximately  $250,000  to  provide  a 
facility  to  house  the  programs  operated  by  La 
Alianza. 

The  other  Model  Cities  projects  provide  a  variety 
of  services  which  are  available  to  all  community 
residents.  Several  of  these  projects,  notably  the 
Family  Life  Centers,  School-Community  Com- 
munications Program,  and  the  Drug  Program,  have 
recently  initiated  or  strengthened  efforts  designed 
to  encourage  Spanish-speaking  residents  to  utilize 
their  services  and  to  tailor  those  services  more 
specifically  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Spanish- 
speaking  community. 

The  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project, 
Massachusetts  R-56,  is  presently  under  way  in  an 
area  of  substantial  Spanish-speaking  concentration. 
This  project  will  result  in  housing  construction  and 
rehabilitation  as  well  as  in  the  production  of  a 
variety  of  new  community  facilities. 

At  present  the  Boston  Area  Office  is  reviewing  a 
number  of  urban  renewal,  open  space,  and 
neighborhood  facility  proposals,  several  of  which 
are  designed  to  serve  areas  of  substantial 
Spanish-speaking  concentration.  The  rating  systems 
used  in  the  project  selection  process  do,  in  fact, 
take  into  consideration  the  general  nature  and 
needs  of  the  community  to  be  served  by  a  given 
proposal. 

We  hope  that  this  information  has  responded  to 
your  interest  in  this  matter.  If  this  office  can  be  of 
any  further  assistance  to  you.  please  do  not 
hesitate  to  call  on  us.

[hank  you  for  your  letter  ot  September  8, 
1972,  regarding  the  need  to  address  ourselves  to 
the  problems  of  the  Spanish-speaking  in  Boston. 

1  agree  with  you  and  the  Boston  City  Council 
that  there  is  a  sizable  Spanish-speaking  population 
in     the     Boston    area.    In     Region    I    there    are 
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approximately  154,000  Spanish-speaking  persons, 
according  to  the  197*0  census.  Therefore  it  is  not 
our  intention  to  exclude  this  important  area.  The 
$11.4  million  referred  to  by  the  resolution  from 
the  Boston  City  Council  was  allocated  by  the 
national  offices  of  HUD,  OEO,  DOL,  HEW,  and 
DOT  to  the  Regional  Council.  These  monies  were 
committed  by  June  30,  1972.  The  Cabinet 
Committee  at  no  time  determined  how  much  each 
region  was  to  receive,  nor  who  in  the  region  was 
going  to  receive  the  appropriation  of  funds  at  the 
regional  level. 

We  are  most  desirous  of  furthering  the  concept 
of  improving  the  participation  of  Spanish-speaking 
in  the  funding  process  and  will  certainly  expend  all 
energies  toward  this  objective.

COMMUNICATION  CONCERNING  USE  OF 
REVENUE  SHARING  MONIES

The  Governor  has  asked  me  to  respond  to  your 
request  concerning  the  filing  of  enabling  legislation 
to  use  revenue  sharing  monies  towards  reducing 
this  year's  real  estate  bills. 

Information  from  the  Department  of  Corpora- 
tions and  Taxation  suggests  that  the  use  of  these 
funds  is  rather  unclear.  Only  the  1972  Conference 
Report  on  the  Fiscal  Assistance  to  Local  and  State 
Governments  is  available.  An  analysis  of  this 
indicates  that  the  monies  can  only  be  used  for  the 
following  purposes: 

1.  Ordinary  and  necessary  maintenance  and 
operating  expenses  for  (a)  public  safety  (including 
law  enforcement,  fire  protection,  and  building 
code  enforcement);  (b)  environmental  protection 
(including  sewage  disposal,  sanitation,  and  pollu- 
tion abatement);  (c)  public  transportation; 
(d)  health;  (e)  recreation;  (f)  libraries;  (g)  social 
services  for  the  poor  and  aged;  (h)  financial 
administration. 

2.  Ordinary  and  necessary  capital  expenditures. 
It    is    apparent    that    there    are    no    specific 

provisions  in  this  report  to  allow  for  the  reduction 
of  tax  rates,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  department, 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  possibility  of 
refunding  paid  taxes  or  reducing  unpaid  taxes. 

There  certainly  is  a  problem  of  administering 
such  a  procedure,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  a 
change  in  ownership  during  this  possible  six-to- 
eight-month  procedure.  The  question  is  always 
present  as  to  who  should  receive  the  refund  -  the 
buyer  or  the  seller. 


Further,  it  might  be  advisable  for  municipalities 
to  use  this  money  in  the  budgets  under  the 
categories  listed  in  the  eighteen-month  transitional 
period  of  the  Fiscal  Cycle  Act,  which  will  begin  as 
of  January  1,  1973,  and  run  through  to  June  30, 
1974.  Studies  of  this  fiscal  cycle  act  already 
indicate  that  in  addition  to  the  150  percent  tax 
rate,  which  must  be  determined  for  the  interim 
period  of  eighteen  months,  tax  rates  will  tend  to 
increase,  and  this  money  from  the  federal 
government  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  alleviating 
some  of  the  burdens  which  will  fall  upon  the  cities 
and  towns. 

In  any  case,  filing  of  this  legislation  by  the 
Governor  would  not  expedite  your  request.  In 
fact,  this  would  be  best  done  by  filing  the 
legislation  through  the  legislative  procedure,  which 
would  get  the  bill  in  process  (printing  recording, 
etc.)  in  December. 

Thank    you    very    much    for   expressing    your 

feelings  on   this  matter,  as  the  Governor  is  very 

pleased  to  know  your  views.

The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  A  and  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining,  operating,  repairing,  and 
renewing  sewerage  works  existing  in  said  land  and 
in  Moon  Island. 

The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  all  purposes  for 
which  ways  are  used  in  the  City  of  Quincy  and  for 


the  purpose  of  providing  access  to  Moon  Island  and 
Long  Island. 

The  grantee  shall  remove  all  abandoned 
buildings,  structures,  and  fences  on  the  land.  It 
shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  land  in  good  order 
and  free  of  debris  and  keep  it  open  to  the  public, 
and  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  including  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
at  all  reasonable  hours  for  use  as  a  public  park. 

If  the  City  of  Quincy  shall  fail  to  accept  delivery 
of  a  deed  pursuant  to  this  order  within  six  months 
of  an  offer  in  writing  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
the  Mayor  of  Quincy  to  deliver  said  deed,  then  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  authorized  to  sell  to 
and  deliver  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  or  the  City  of 
Quincy,  for  the  same  consideration  and  upon  the 
conditions  above  set  forth,  the  above -described 
parcel  of  land. 

If  the  grantee  shall  fail  to  perform  and  observe 
the  conditions  herein  set  forth,  then  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  the 
premises  herein  conveyed  and  possess  the  same  as 
of  its  former  estate.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  under  its  supervision  properties 
valued  at  approximately  $165  million  containing 
15,000  dwelling  units  housing  in  the  neighborheed 
of  50,000  people,  although  when  public  housing 
was  established  in  1935  nobody  envisioned  such  a 
tremendous  growth  or  need  for  housing  of  this 
nature,  and  due  to  the  growth  of  public  housing 
and  the  complexities  that  have  arisen  in  the  years 
since  its  inception,  more  especially  in  terms  of 
property  management,  personnel  relations,  and  — 
most  important  of  all  —  tenant  relations,  your 
committee  feels  that  a  certain  degree  of  expertise  is 
necessary  for  the  administration  of  this  vital 
enterprise.  Guidelines  should  be  established  and 
qualifications  delineated  for  the  appointment  and 
qualification  of  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  which  would  be  of  material 
assistance  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in  filling 
these  sensitive  positions.  The  Corporation  Counsel 
is  requested  to  draft  legislation  to  this  end  in  order 
to  insure  that  maximum  benefits  accrue  to  all 
concerned  in  the  operation  of  public  housing  in  the 
City  of  Boston.

The  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions, 
to  which  was  referred  October  1,  1972,  Docket 
1586,  "Ordinance  Empowering  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department  to  Conduct  a  Community  School 
Program,"  having  considered  the  same,  recom- 
mends passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft. 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An  Ordinance  Designating  Certain  Schoolhouses  as 
Community  Schools  and  Making  Provision  for 
the    Carrying    Out    Therein    of  Community 
School  Programs  by  Local  Community  School 
Councils 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
as  chapter  1 1,  in  place  of  chapter  1 1  as  repealed  by 
chapter     11    of    the    Ordinances    of    1968,    the 
following  caption  and  chapter: 

Chapter  11. 
Community  Schools. 
Section  1.  Each  schoolhouse  constructed, 
reconstructed,  or  remodeled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  3(c)  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts-  of  1966  is  hereby  designated  a  community 
school.  The  school  committee  may  so  designate 


any  other  schoolhouse.  In  any  schoolhouse,  old 
or  new,  which  has  been  designated  a  com- 
munity school  there  shall  be  conducted  a 
community  school  program  for  which  the 
schoolhouse  shall  be  made  available  con- 
sistently with  section  3  hereof. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  each  community 
school  a  Community  School  Council  consisting 
of  such  number  of  persons  as  may  Ije 
determined  at  an  annual  meeting  of  residents  of 
the  school  district.  Each  community  school 
council  shall  organize  and  adopt  by-laws  which 
shall  set  forth  the  mode  of  selecting  officers, 
the  duties  of  each  officer,  and  the  procedure 
for  calling  meetings.  Each  community  school 
council  shall  once  each  year  convene  a  meeting 
of  residents  of  the  school  district  which  shall  be 
preceded  by  at  least  fourteen  days'  notice  by 
publication  in  appropriate  media,  provided  that 
the  first  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  convened 
by  the  principal  of  the  school,  who  shall  act  as 
moderator  until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  At  each 
such  annual  meeting  such  residents  shall 
determine  the  number  of  persons  to  constitute 
the  community  school  council  and  shall  elect 
the  members  of  the  same,  for  which  purposes 
each  resident  shall  have  one  vote;  but  there 
shall  be  no  requirement  for  quorum. 

Section  3.  Each  Community  School  Council 
shall  have  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the 
community  school  program  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  appropriate  community  school,  including 
oversight  of  personnel,  review  of  fiscal  opera- 
tion related  to  the  community  school  program 
with  a  view  toward  annual  recommendations  to 
the  School  Department  thereon,  and  the 
content  and  delivery  of  community  recreational 
programs,  subject,  however,  to  the  following 
provisions:  During  normal  school  hours,  as  the 
same  may  be  determined  by  agreement  between 
the  Community  School  Council  and  the  School 
Committee,  first  priorty  for  use  of  the 
schoolhouse  and  all  facilities  therein  shall  be  for 
educational  activities  under  the  charge  of  the 
School  Committee.  During  normal  school 
hours,  as  so  defined,  any  other  use  of  the 
schoolhouse  for  community  school  purposes 
shall  be  determined  by  agreement  between  the 
Community  School  Council  and  the  School 
Committee.  Outside  normal  school  hours,  as  so 
defined,  and  during  all  school  vacation  periods 
priorities  for  use  of  the  community  school  area 
and  the  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  areas,  if 
any,  shall  be  determined  by  agreement  between 
the  School  Committee  and  the  appropriate 
Community  School  Council;  provided,  how- 
ever, that,  subject  to  the  terms  of  agreement, 
personnel  of  the  Parks  and  Rgpeation  Depart- 
ment shall  supervise  activities  Tn  the  swimming 
pool,  if  any,  and  in  the  gymnasium,  if  any,  and 
in  their  ancillary  locker,  shower,  and  dressing 
spaces.  In  all  cases  in  which  both  the 
community  school  program  and  the  general 
educational  program  of  the  city  arc  involved 
the  School  Department  shall  consult  with  the

shall  have  the  power  to  vote  and  pass  upon 
recommendations  to  the  School  Committee. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be

Chapter  1 1 
Community  School  Commission 
Section    1.  There    shall    be    in    the    city    a 
commission,  known  as  the  Community  School 
Commission,    consisting    of    one    person    ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  to  serve  at  his  pleasure, 
one  person  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term

Each 
Community  School  Council  shall  once  each 
year  during  the  month  of  March  convene  a 
meeting  of  residents  of  the  school  district 
which  shall  be  preceded  by  at  least  fourteen 
days'  notice  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  school 
district,  provided  that  the  first  such  annual 
meeting  shall  be  convened  at  some  convenient 
time  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  City  Clerk  or 
his  designee  shall  act  as  moderator  until  a 
moderator  is  chosen.

community  school  program  shall  be  carried  on 
without  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee 
acting  by  the  principal  or  headmaster  of  the 
school.  Any  Community  School  Council  may 
solicit  funds  and  other  forms  of  support  from 
sources  outside  the  city  government,  and  for 
such  purpose  may  incorporate.

Such  Community 
School  Council  may  within  ten  days  after  the 
submission  of  such  name  make  such  recom- 
mendation with  respect  to  such  appointment  as 
it  may  deem  fit,  and  the  Community  School 
Commission  shall  consider  such  recommenda- 
tion before  making  such  appointment.  Any 
Community  School  Council  may  at  any  time 
initiate  a  review  of  the  performance  of  the 
community  school  program  coordinator  for  its 
particular  community  school.  Whenever,  after 
such  review,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  such 
Community  School  Council  recommend  the 
removal  of  the  community  school  program 
coordinator  in  writing,  specifying  the  grounds 
and  the  supporting  evidence,  the  Community 
School  Commission  shall  accept  or  reject  such 
recommendation  after  providing  the  Com- 
munity School  Council  and  the  community 
school  program  coordinator  notice  and  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  If  the  Community 
School  Commission  rejects  such  recommenda- 
tion, it  shall  state  its  reasons  publicly  and  in 
writing.  Each  Community  School  Council  shall 
review  all  plans  and  programs  which  are  part  of, 
or  proposed  for  incorporation  in,  the  com- 
munity school  program  in  the  school,  Each 
such  Community  School  Council  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  appropriate  com- 
munity school  program  coordinator  with  regard 
to  plans,  programs,  or  policies;  and,  after 
considering  the  community  school  program 
coordinator's  own  recommendations  and  the 
views  of  the  community,  each  such  Community 
School  Council  may  make  confirmed  recom- 
mendations. Whenever  a  majority  of  any 
Community  School  Council  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendation  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  or  policies,  the  community 
school  program  coordinator  shall  follow  such 
recommendation  or  he  shall  submit  the  issue  to 
the  Community  School  Commission.  Each 
Community  School  Council  shall,  in  addition, 
review  the  annual  budget  for  the  community 
school  program  in  its  school;  may  formulate 
guidelines  and  hiring  and  discharge  of  personnel 
in  such  community  school  program;  shall 
maintain  contact  with  the  community  to  be 
served  by  such  community  school  program;  and 
shall  annually  in  January  report  to  the 
Community  School  Commission  on  the  carry- 
ing out  of  such  community  school  program  in 
the  preceding  year. 

Section  6.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
interpreted  as  abridging  the  exclusive  power 
and  authority  of  the  School  Committee  to

maintenance,    and    repairs    of    public    school 

buildings  and  their  yards  and  furnishings,  nor 

the  employment  of  schoolhouse  custodians.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 

amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 

after  chapter  20  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  20B 
Public  Facilities  Department 
Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers 
conferred  upon  it  by  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of 
1966,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  shall 
have  the  power  to  designate  as  a  community 
school  any  schoolhouse  constructed,  recon- 
structed, or  remodeled  under  the  provisions  of 
section  3(c)  of  said  Chapter  642.  Such  power 
shall  be  exercised  before  the  care,  custody,  and 
control  of  any  such  schoolhouse  shall  have  been 
transferred  to  the  School  Committee.

persons,  firms,  corporations,  and  governmental 
agencies,  including  the  School  Committee,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  carrying 
out  of  such  community  school  program,  and 
said  Public  Facilities  Commission  shall  exercise 
its  power  hereunder  in  cooperation  with  the 
School  Committee  and  other  affected  depart- 
ments of  the  city. 

These  departments  shall  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment, the  Mayor's  Office  of  Human  Rights,  the 
Youth  Activities  Commission,  and  the  Office  of 
Cultural  Affairs. 

Section  3.  The  Public  Facilities  Commission 
shall  establish,  in  conjunction  with  representa- 


tives designated  by  existing  Community  School 
Councils,  guidelines  for  the  creation  and 
implementation  of  Community  School  Councils 
in  each  area  served  by  a  community  school. 
These  councils  are  to  be  composed  of 
individuals  representative  of  the  residents  of  the 
area  and  the  users  of  the  facilities  of  the  school. 
The  Public  Facilities  Commission  shall  recog- 
nize such  a  Community  School  Council  and  will 
accept  and  act  on  recommendations  from  such 
councils  in  matters  relating  to  personnel, 
program,  and  budget,  as  well  as  in  areas  of 
general  policy.  The  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
receipt  of  recommendations  in  writing  from  a 
Community  School  Council,  notify  such 
Community  School  Council  as  to  the  adoption 
or  rejection  of  such  recommendation,  and  shall 
inform  such  Community  School  Council  of  a 
timetable  for  the  implementation  of  adopted 
recommendations;  community  involvement  in 
the  decision-making  process  shall  apply  to  every 
phase  of  the  community  school  program. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
interpreted  as  abridging  the  exclusive  power 
and  authority  of  the  School  Committee  to 
perform  necessary  alterations  (as  defined  in 
section  3  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966), 
maintenance  and  repairs  of  public  school 
buildings  and  their  yards  and  furnishings,  nor 
the  employment  of  schoolhouse  custodians. 

Section  5.  Anything  in  section  3  of  Chapter 
1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council 
in  passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
INCREASING  FINES  FOR  VIOLATING 
PEDESTRIAN  CONTROL  RULES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  20,  1972. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  Home  Rule  petition 
increasing  the  fines  for  violating  pedestrian  control 
rules  issued  by  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission 
and  making  clear  the  power  to  arrest  for  violation. 
The  intent  of  this  order  is  to  enable  the  city  to  deal 
more  forcefully  with  the  problem  of  hitchhiking. 

Pedestrian  control  rules  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  are  issued  under  authority  of 


G.L.  c.  90,  s.  18A,  which  sets  up  a  noncriminal 
disposition  system  for  violation  of  such  rules  and 
enables  police  officers  to  deal  with  infractions  by 
issuing  ihe  offender  a  citation  similar  to  a  parking 
ticket.  Paragraph  (c)  of  Rule  6  of  the  pedestrian 
control  rules  prohibits  any  person  from  standing  in 
the  roadway  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  a  ride.  By 
copy  of  this  letter  I  am  requesting  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commissioner  to  amend  this  rule  by 
striking  out  the  word  "roadway"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "public  way,"  so  that  the 
rule  will  clearly  forbid  hitchhiking  on  sidewalks  as 
well  as  in  streets. 

Presently,  section  59  of  chapter  272  of  the 
General  Laws  gives  police  officers  the  power  to 
arrest  without  a  warrant  a  person  who  violates 
certain  duly  promulgated  rules  of  the  city.  It  is  not 
clear  that  this  includes  a  rule  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  which  applies  to  all  streets. 
The  proposed  legislation  would  clear  up  this 
ambiguity. 

We  are  all  aware  of  recent  tragic  events  which 
call  for  suppression  of  the  practice  of  hitchhiking 
in  the  interests  of  the  hitchhikers  themselves.  In 
my  view  the  pedestrian  control  rules  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission,  as  amended  in  accord- 
ance with  my  request,  together  with  the  increase  in 
fines  proposed  and  the  power  to  arrest  in  the 
enclosed  order  for  a  Home  Rule  petition  constitute 
a  viable  strategy  for  attacking  this  problem.  I 
therefore  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on 
the  enclosed  order.

The  City  of  Boston  and  the  Trustees  of  Church 
Realty  Trust  entered  into  a  contractual  agreement 
on  July  6,  1967,  specifying  the  relationship 
between  the  parties  as  to  Church  Realty  Trust,  a 
project  constructed  under  chapter  121  A. 

Exhibit  E  specifies  the  amounts  the  Trustees  will 
pay  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  each  of  the  forty 
calendar  years  next  following  the  calendar  year  in 
which  the  application  is  approved.  The  Trustees 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  difference 
between  the  amounts  set  forth  and  the  amount  of 
the  excise  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  under 
Massachusetts  G.L.,  chapter  121A,  section  10. 

Exhibit  E  provides: 

A.  In  each  calendar  year  prior  to  the  calendar  in 
which  construction  commences  the  sum  of 
$148,000.00. 

B.  In  the  calendar  year  in  which  construction 
commences,  and  in  the  first,  second,  and  third 
calendar  years  after  such  calendar  year,  the 
following  amounts: 

1.  In  the  calendar  year  (1966)  in  which 
construction  commences  the  sum  of  $148,000. 
In  1967  the  Trustees  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
an  amount  of  $31,725.51.  this  amount  in 
addition  to  the  sum  of  $116,274.49  paid  to  the 
Commonwealth  equals  $148,000  paid  to  the 
city. 

2.  In  the  first  year  (1967)  after  the  year 
construction  commences  the  sum  of  $155,500. 
In  1968  the  Trustees  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
an  amount  of  $22,262.19.  This  amount  in 
addition  to  the  sum  of  $133,237.81  paid  to  the 
Commonwealth  equals  $155,500  paid  to  the 
city. 

3.  In  the  second  year  (1968)  after  the  year 
construction  commences  the  sum  of  $163,000. 
In  1969  the  Trustees  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
an  amount  of  $38,156.21.  This  amount  in 
addition  to  the  sum  of  $124,843.79  paid  to  the 
Commonwealth  equals  $163,000  paid  to  the 
city. 

4.  In  the  third  year  (1969)  after  the  year 
construction  commences  the  sum  of  $170,500. 
In  1970  the  Trustees  paid  to  the  Common- 
wealth the  amount  of  $222,400.84.  This 
amount  was  in  excess  to  the  agreed  amount; 
therefore  the  Trustees  were  not  obligated  to 
make  an  additional  payment  to  the  city. 

C.  In  the  fourth  calendar  year  (1970)  after  the 
calendar  year  in  which  construction  commences 
and  in  each  subsequent  calendar  year  commencing 
within  the  forty  calendar  years: 

1.  The  sum  of  $168,384  and  in  addition 
thereto  a  sum  equal  to  20  percent  of  the  gross 
income  attributable  to  the  commercial  use  of 
the  underground  garage;  or,  if  greater, 

2.  The  amount  by  which  20  percent  of  the 
gross  income  of  the  project  exceeds  the  excise 
prescribed  for  such  calendar  year  by  section  10 


of  chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws,  but  in  no 
event  more  in  any  such  calendar  year  than  an 
amount  equal  to  the  taxes  which  would  have 
been  assessed  for  such  calendar  year  upon  the 
real  estate  included  in  the  project  and  the 
tangible  personal  property  of  the  Trustees  used 
in  connection  with  the  operation,  maintenance, 
or  management  of  the  project  if  such  real  estate 
and  tangible  personal  property  had  not  been 
exempt  from  taxation. 

The  fourth  calendar  year  was  1970,  and  the 
Trustees  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of 
$247,654.07  in  1971.  The  fifth  calendar  year  was 
1971,  and  the  Trustees  paid  to  the  Commonwealth 
the  sum  of  $247,230.20  in  1972.  The  above 
sections  C-l  or  C-2  were  not  utilized  since 
computation  by  both  formulas  does  not  exceed  the 
amounts  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  under 
chapter  121A,  section  10.

There  have  been  no  agreements  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Wasserman  Development 
Corporation  of  the  Boylston  Towers  Associates 
regarding  preconstruction  tax  arrangements  as  of 
this  date.

Dear  Councillor  Piemonte: 

With  the  overwhelming  vote  in  the  House 
yesterday  in  favor  of  the  Conference  Report  on  the 
State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972, 
better  known  as  revenue  sharing,  I  think  that  we  all 
have  some  reason  to  celebrate.  The  vote  yesterday 
brings  to  a  conclusion  many  years  of  work  and 
oftentimes  frustration  on  the  part  of  local  officials 
around  the  country  to  impress  upon  Congress  the 
serious  fiscal  problems  facing  government  at  the 
local  and  state  level  these  days.  As  New  England's 
only  member  on  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
and  one  of  the  House  members  who  worked  in 
conference  on  the  final  Conference  Report,  while  I 


take  a  certain  pride  in  what  has  been  accomplished, 
I  would  be  the  first  to  admit  that  Revenue  Sharing 
is  no  panacea  to  all  the  problems  facing 
government  at  the  local  level.  For  most  everyone, 
the  amount  involved  is  no  more  than  a  fraction  of 
the  total  revenues  raised  at  the  local  level.  My  own 
feeling  is  that  its  true  and  lasting  significance  is  the 
fact  that  it  constitutes  a  recognition  by  the  federal 
government  for  the  first  time  that  the  fiscal 
problems  of  local  government  are  its  problems,  and 
it  is  the  first  step  of  a  long-term  involvement. 

Since  at  this  time,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the 
Senate  will  follow  the  House  within  the  next  few 
hours  in  approving  the  Conference  Report  and  the 
President  will  soon  be  signing  it  into  law,  I  am 
happy  to  announce  at  this  time  that  the  City  of 
Boston  will  be  receiving  in  the  next  few  weeks  the 
first  installment  on  this  fiscal  year's  grant  of 
$17,753,054.  It  only  remains  for  me  to  add  that, 
given  the  wide  difference  between  the  House  and 
Senate  formulae  for  the  distribution  of  funds, 
compromise  was  inevitable ,  and  while  I  tried  to  do 
the  best  for  every  town,  and  city  in  the  district  and 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  there  is 
only  so  much  one  conferee  can  do  to  influence  the 
votes  of  his  fellow  conferees.  This  would  explain 
the  difference  between  this  final  figure  and  figures 
released  earlier,  based  solely  on  the  House  version 
of  the  bill.  It  is  also  perhaps  worth  noting  that  next 
year's  grant  will  be  at  least  9  percent  greater  than 
this  year's. 

I  apologize  for  the  delay  in  corresponding  with 
you  on  a  matter  of  such  immediate  interest  to  you 
in  your  capacity  as  a  local  official;  however,  I  felt 
prudence  dictated  that  I  wait  until  all  the  results 
were  in  and  any  uncertainties  as  to  whether  the 
Conference  Report  would  in  fact  be  accepted 
were  resolved.  Yesterday's  vote  accomplished  just 
this  -  hence  this  letter.  Trusting  this  information 
will  be  useful  to  you,  and  indicating  my  willingness 
to  be  of  assistance  to  you  with  any  questions  you 
might  have  about  revenue  sharing,  I  remain

The  following  is  in  response  to  a  Council  order 
adopted  on  October  2,  1972,  requesting  certain 
information  regarding  the  removal  of  fill  from  the 
area  under  the  control  of  Charles  River  Park. 

Question  1:  On  October  20,  1971,  the  BRA 
transferred  possession  of  Area  F  and  Area  2A  to 
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Charles  River  Park  "D"  Company  and  Charles 
River  Park  "E"  Company  respectively ,  by  means  of 
long-term  leases. 

The  Commonwealth  (Miles  Mahoney  of  Com- 
munity Affairs)  brought  suit  in  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  against  the  BRA  and  the  Charles 
River  Park  Company,  Inc.,  in  re  plan  changes; 
major  or  minor,  and  the  right  of  Mahoney  to 
approve  any  changes.  The  case  has  been  heard,  but 
no  decision  has  been  rendered  to  date. 

Since  this  is  still  before  the  court,  it  appears  that 
no  answer  to  Question  1  of  the  order  of  October  2, 
1972,  is  possible.  However,  if  the  Court  sustains 
the  position  of  the  redeveloper,  then,  under  the 
applicable  lease  terms,  the  removal  of  fill  and 
disposal  thereof  "as  the  redeveloper  sees  fit,  of  any 
material  removed  .  . ."  is  permitted. 

The  following  information  applies  to  Questions 
2-9,  which  refer  to  the  volume,  removal, 
destination,  and  value  of  the  "fill." 

Charles  River  Park's  general  contractor,  Phoenix 
Urban  Corporation,  has  negotiated  a  subcontract 
with  Consalvo  Trucking,  Inc.,  73  Everett  Street, 
Everett,  for  the  excavation  of  Area  F  of  the  West 
End  Project. 

Charles  River  Park  pays  $3  a  cubic  yard  for 
removal  of  unsuitable  fill.  Unsuitable  fill  means  fill 
that  is  not  gravel  and  has  no  use  on  the  site. 
Suitable  gravel  is  left  on  the  site  and  placed  in 
piles. 

The  fill  is  removed  to  the  East  Boston  Airport 
(Bird  Island  Flats).  The  Airport  pays  40  cents  per 
yard  for  the  receipt  of  this  unsuitable  fill,  received 
and  spread. 

The  contract  calls  for  the  removal  of  160,000 
cubic  yards,  making  a  total  contract  of  $160,000  X 
3  or  $480,000.  The  contract  is  about  85  percent 
completed,  according  to  William  Consalvo  (Con- 
salvo Trucking,  Inc..)

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Penal  Matters,  in  connection 
with  certain  allegations  made  in  a  series  of 
newspaper  articles  concerning  conditions  at  the 
Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  on  Deer 
Island,  held  public  hearings  on  these  charges  on 
September  11  and  September  15,  1972. 


Among  those  invited  to  attend  were  John  O. 
Boone,  State  Commissioner  of  Correction;  A. 
Reginald  Eaves,  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner; 
Herbert  P.  Gleason,  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  Lawrence  T.  Perera,  Chairman  of 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission;  Joseph  Baressi, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau;  also  Jack  Thomas,  the  author  of 
the  articles,  and  many  others  who  are  interested  in 
prison  reform.  To  all  those  who  availed  themselves 
of  the  invitation  to  attend  and  present  their  views 
the  committee  extends  its  thanks  and  expresses  the 
hope  that  they  will  extend  their  support  and 
cooperation  to  any  recommendations  to  alleviate 
or  correct  conditions  deemed  inimical  to  the 
welfare  of  inmates  or  personnel. 

Your  committee  reiterates  the  belief  of  Councils 
both  past  and  present  that  the  City  of  Boston  does 
not  belong  in  the  field  of  penology.  This  should  be 
the  sole  responsibility  of  the  Commonwealth  from 
the  time  that  sentence  is  pronounced  and 
incarceration  imposed  upon  a  defendant.  The  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  inmates  at  Deer  Island 
should  be  assumed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Correction,  with  a  resultant  saving  on  the  tax  bill 
of  the  beleaguered  Boston  taxpayer. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  of  the 
inmates  confined  in  correctional  facilities  under 
the  control  of  the  county  are  not  residents  of  the 
city  or  county,  but  were  apprehended  in  the 
commission  of  an  illegal  act  within  the  confines  of 
the  county;  nonetheless  the  city  is  charged  with 
the  expense  of  their  sentence.  It  should  be  noted  in 
passing  that  even  in  penal  matters  it  is  also  a  matter 
of  affluence.  Some  counties  of  the  commonwealth 
are  able  to  afford  better  facilities  and  better 
programs  for  inmates  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
they  have  more  money  to  spend.  The  committee 
feels  that  the  care  of  inmates  of  prisons  throughout 
the  country  should  not  be  predicated  on  the  tax 
dollar  or  the  arbitrary  judgment  of  those  who  are 
entrusted  with  their  custody.  However,  in  the  final 
analysis  the  matter  is  entirely  one  of  legislative 
discretion. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  a  needless  and 
costly  waste„of  prime  land  to  house  an  antiquated, 
obsolescent  structure  like  the  House  of  Correction 
at  this  site. 

It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  committee  that 
in  a  city  where  the  usable  land  base  is  constantly 
shrinking  proper  planning  would  dictate  that  a  far 
more  profitable  utilization  of  the  approximately 
sixty-five  acres  of  land  on  Deer  Island  would  result 
from  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  and  the 
construction  of  something  that  would  benefit  the 
city  and  its  people.  The  committee  feels  that  this 
site  has  tremendous  potential,  and  imaginative 
planning  could  result  in  a  housing  development 
containing  an  admixture  of  public  and  private 
housing  that  would  fill  our  needs  for  many  years  to 
come,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  private  housing 
could  add  untold  millions  of  dollars  to  the  tax 
rolls. 

It  would  be  well  at  this  time  to  pay  attention  to 
the  views  of  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  that  the 
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present  archaic  structure  housing  the  Jail  also  be 
razed  and  this  site  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city  be 
turned  over  to  private  capital  for  a  far  more 
productive  use  that  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
those  presently  confined  there  and  also  could 
result  in  the  addition  to  our  tax  rolls  of  substantial 
tax-yielding  property. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  Council  would 
concur  with  any  request  for  an  additional 
appropriation  to  insure  the  safety  and  well-being  of 
inmates  and  personnel  at  the  facilities  until  the 
passage  of  any  legislation  that  may  be  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  orderly  transfer  of  the  penal  system 
to  the  state.  This  would  pay  heed  to  the  cry  for 
reform,  while  at  the  same  time  eliminating  one  of 
the  major  expenditures  of  the  county  budget,  more 
especially  when  it  is  being  advocated  that  the  state 
assume  more  of  a  share  of  county  functions,  it 
being  the  view  of  many  experts  in  government  that 
the  county  government  is  fast  becoming  an 
outmoded,  inefficient,  and  expensive  form  of 
government 

Your  committee  therefore  urges  the  administra- 
tion to  immediately  file  legislation  that  would 
transfer  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of  the 
inmates  presently  housed  at  Deer  Island  and 
Charles  Street  Jail  to  other  facilities  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Department  of  Correction,  that 
all  employees  be  transferred  with  no  reduction  in 
pay  or  civil  service  status,  and  that  the  present 
buildings  be  razed  and  this  valuable  property 
converted  to  a  use  far  more  productive  than  at 
present. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  in  the  chair.

On  motion  of  Councillor  Tierney  Rule  10  of  the 
Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in  order 
to  introduce  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  to 
which  was  referred  Docket  1494,  Message  and 
Order  for  Application  for  Recertification  of 
Workable  Program,  hereby  submits  the  following 
interim  report: 

After  holding  duly  advertised  public  hearings  at 
which  witnesses  testified  regarding  both  the 
inadequacies  of  the  Workable  Program  and  specific 
misrepresentations  contained  in  the  application  for 
recertification  thereof;  and  after  receiving  cor- 
respondence from  community  groups  attesting  to 
complete  lack  of  familiarity  with  the  Workable 
Program  and  the  absence  of  any  existing 
mechanisms  for  effective  citizen  participation  in 
the  redevelopment  of  Boston's  neighborhoods,  the 
committee  concludes  that  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  has  not  satisfied  the  requirements 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  as  described  in  RHA  7100.1  and  has 
failed    miserably    to    meet    its    responsibility    of 


ensuring  adequate  citizen  involvement  in  the 
planning  and  execution  of  HUD-assisted  programs 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  addition,  the  committee  feels  that  the  Boston 
City  Council,  which  has  the  responsibility  under 
the  law  of  approving  the  application  and  of 
attesting  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority's 
compliance  with  a  workable  program  for  com- 
munity improvement,  cannot  in  good  conscience 
approve  the  application  for  recertification  in  its 
present  form  at  this  time. 

Therefore  the  committee,  while  maintaining  an 
open  mind  regarding  eventual  passage  of  the 
aforesaid  docket,  recommends  that  a  copy  of  the 
following  sections  of  the  application  for  recertifica- 
tion of  the  Workable  Program  be  remanded  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the  purpose 
of  redrafting: 

1.  General  Requirements-Question  2. 

2.  Codes  and  Code  Enforcement-Questions  3, 
4,  5, and  7. 

3.  Planning   and  Programming-Entire  Section. 

4.  Housing  and  Relocation -Entire  Section. 

5.  Citizen  Involvement-Entire  Section. 

In  order  to  aid  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  in  the  redrafting  of  these  portions  of  the 
application,  the  Committee  on  Urban  Development 
is  more  than  willing  to  meet  with  the  Authority  at 
any  time  in  the  future  for  the  purpose  of  clarifying 
its  objections  to  the  document  in  its  present  form. 
The  committee  also  reserves  the  right  to  continue 
the  public  hearing  on  Docket  1494,  and  to  enforce 
the  terms  of  the  order  passed  by  this  Council  on 
October  2,  1972,  regarding  such  hearings. 

The  purpose  of  redrafting  is  to  assure  both  the 
City  Council,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  the  residents 
of  Boston  that  an  adequate  Workable  Program  is  in 
effect  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  committee  can,  at 
this  time,  cite  the  following  conditions  to  be  met 
by  a  satisfactory  application: 

Section  1 :   General  Requirements 

The  answers  to  parts  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  and  H, 
which  are  presently  incomplete,  should  state 
(a)  decision-makers;  (b)  exact  locations  of  facili- 
ties; and  (c)  specific  reasons  for  delays. 

For  example,  part  H  (Renewal  Areas  "projects 
were  delayed  for  vaious  reasons")  should  delineate 
delays  in  each  area,  especially  those  attributed  to 
developers,  contractors,  poor  estimation  of  costs, 
and  difficulty  in  obtaining  federal  approval. 
Section  2:   Codes  and  Code  Enforcement 

Removal  of  the  following  weaknesses: 

Question  3:  The  answer  evades  the  question  by 
blaming  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
the  inadequacy  of  Boston's  Fire  Code,  and  by 
attributing  peculiarities  of  the  Building  Code  to 
topographical  conditions  peculiar  to  the  Boston 
area. 

Question  4:,  The  answer  does  not  use  quanti- 
fiable terms  regarding  plans  for  code  enforcement, 
as  directed  by  the  question. 

Question  5:  The  answer  to  5a  does  not  give 
specific  basis  for  strategies  in  high  priorty  code 
enforcement  areas;  it  only  alludes  to  unnamed 
BRA  studies. 
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Question  7:   No  support  is  given  for  budget  and 
staff  needs  in  the  next  certification  period. 
Section  3:   Planning  and  Programming 

That  further  evidence  of  the  existence  of 
city-wide  studies  listed  be  provided. 

Section  4:   Housing  and  Relocation 

That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
correctly  identify  and  analyze  the  gap  between  the 
community's  low-and  moderate-income  housing 
needs  and  the  resources  available  to  meet  the  need 
by  using  data  based  on  the  amount  of  units 
actually  substandard  (Questions  1,7,  end  8),  not 
by  reliance  on  the  data  supplied  by  the  1970 
Census,  for  which  complete  plumbing  facilities  are 
the  only  standard. 

Section  5:  Citizen  Involvement 

That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
supply  documented  evidence  of  the  participation 
by  the  citizens'  groups  listed  in  the  application,  for 
the  period  since  the  Workable  Program  was  last 
certified,  and  that  evidence  of  the  active  agreement 
of  these  groups  be  included. 

Since  the  listing  of  any  group  in  the  application 
implies  the  agreement  of  that  group  with  the 
Workable  Program  in  its  present  form,  it  should  be 
required  that  a  formal  vote  of  that  body  be  taken 
in  order  to  endorse  or  object  to  such  a  listing. 

That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
comply  with  HUD  regulation  RHA  7100.1,  chapter 
7,  dealing  with  citizen  involvement,  and  RHA 
7217.1,  chapter  5,  dealing  with  project  area 
committees  in  urban  renewal  areas,  by 

A.  Taking  definite  steps  toward  the  forma- 
tion of  representative  project  area  committees, 
as  defined  in  LPA  Letter  458,  dated  June, 
1968,  and  RHA  7217.1,  chapter  5,  in  all  urban 
renewal  areas  in  the  City  of  Boston  (including 
the  submission  of  detailed  timetables  for  future 
actions  to  the  Boston  City  Council  and  the 
Area  Office  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development). 

B.  Giving  proof  to  the  Boston  City  Council 
and  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  that  these  project  area 
committees  will  be  given  maximum  control 
allowable  under  the  law  over  all  actions  taken 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in 
their  project  areas  (including  the  execution  and 
changing  of  plans). 

C.  Taking  substantive  steps  toward  the 
creation  of  similar  project  area  committees  in 
all  prospective  neighborhood  development 
project  areas,  so  that  maximum  citizen 
participation  may  take  place  from  the  very 
outset  of  planning  of  these  projects. 

In  conclusion,  he  committee  feels  that  the 
remanding  of  certain  sections  of  the  application  for 
recertification  of  the  Workable  Program  is  a 
necessary  step  in  the  successful  redevelopment  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  committee  has  been 
informed  that  no  monies  or  jobs  will  be  affected 
by  this  action  at  this  time,  and  that  documentation 
and  clarification  of  the  application  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  is  not  an  unreasonable 
request. 


The  committee  hopes  that  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  will  lose  no  time  in  beginning 
the  redrafting  of  the  document,  and  repeats  its 
willingness  to  consult  with  the  Authority  on 
specific  questions  in  the  application.  It  is  felt  that 
the  contents  of  transcripts  of  the  public  hearings 
held  to  date  on  the  Workable  Program,  in  addition 
to  the  points  made  in  this  interim  report,  will  serve 
as  appropriate  indications  of  sections  requiring 
improvements,  clarification,  or  additional  docu- 
mentation.

1.  The  feasibility  of  water  transportation 
systems  as  a  means  of  providing  peak  and  routine 
traffic  relief  for  the  Callahan  Tunnel  in  servicing 
Logan  Airport. 

2.  The  feasibility  of  water  transportation 
systems  as  a  means  of  improving  mass  transit 
generally  by  integration  of  this  technology  into  the 
present  MBTA  system  throughout  the  Metro- 
politan Boston  harbor  region. 

3.  The  feasibility  of  water  transportation 
systems  as  a  means  of  providing  a  fast  and 
economic  commuter  service  from  the  North  and 
South  Shores  and  Cape  Cod  to  Boston,  servicing,  in 
other  words,  all  of  Massachustts  Bay,  not  only 
during  the  summer  peak  periods  but  year  round.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
the  management  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
PENSION  TO  POLICE  OFFICER  GEORGE 
C.  DENEEN 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to 
be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments, 
George  C.  Deneen,  a  patrolman  in  the  police 
department  of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapaci- 
tated as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when 
injured  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on  March 
thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  Such 
pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  him  had 
he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at 
the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving 
children  surviving  him,  said  city  shall  pay  to  each 
of  them  an  annuity  of  five  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  George 
C.  Deneen  under  this  act  the  Boston  retirement 
board  shall  forthwith  pay  him  all  accounts  standing 
to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the 
State-Boston  retirement  system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  George  C.  Deneen  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  POSTING  OF  CER- 
TAIN INFORMATION  IN  RETAIL  ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 

An   Ordinance    Requiring   the  Posting  of  Certain 

Information  in  Retail  Establishments 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordinance 
of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  section  95  thereof  the  following 
new  section: 

Section  95A.  No  person  shall  operate  a  retail 
establishment  within  the  City  unless  there  shall 
be  posted  in  an  area  open  to  the  public  and 
clearly    open    to   view   a   placard   bearing   the 
words  "In  Emergency  -  Dial  911."  The  words 
"in,"  "emergency,"  and  "dial"  shall  be  in  black 
lettering,  not  less  than  one  inch  in  height.  The 
figures  '*911"  shall  be  in  black  or  red  lettering, 
not  less  than  three  inches  in  height. 
Section   2.  The  administrative  services  depart- 
ment shall  prepare  placards  required  by  chapter  29, 
section  95A,  of  the  ordinances  and  shall  distribute 
the    same     at    no    cost    to    operators    of    retail 
establishments  within   the   city.  In  addition,  the 
department  shall  prepare  placards  containing  the 
same  information  in  the  same  size  in  Spanish  and 
in  Italian  and  make  the  same  similarly  available. 


Section  3.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  ordinances  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  city  council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  This  program  known  as  the  "Odd  Job 
Corps,"  will  recruit  senior  citizens  and  young 
people  to  perform  needed  services  such  as  domestic 
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cleaning,  lawn  care,  snow  removal,  and  general 
maintenance  through  federal  and  private  financing; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  shares  a  similar 
unemployment  problem  among  the  young  and 
senior  citizens  on  a  greater  scale  than  most  of  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  Meaningful  employment  for  those 
Bostonians  most  affected  by  the  unemployment 
crisis  would  not  only  help  them  in  their  financial 
distress  but  would  be  beneficial  to  the  overall 
economic  picture  for  the  City  of  Boston;  now 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through 
his  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Service,  be 
requested  by  the  City  Council  to  inaugurate  an 
Odd  Job  Corps  for  the  people  of  Boston.

USE  OF  COMPUTER  BANK  FOR 
PROCESSING  TRAFFIC  VIOLATIONS 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  a  great  need  for  increased 
revenue,  stabilized  taxes,  and  maximum  efficiency 
in  the  operation  and  administration  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  system  of  issuing  and 
processing  parking  violations  and  summonses  in  the 
various  courts,  with  the  exception  of  Boston 
Municipal  Court  and  the  District  Courts  of 
Roxbury  and  Charlestown,  is  time  consuming, 
outmoded,  and  ineffective;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  lack  of  applied 
computer  technology  toward  the  improvement  of 
the  methods  issuing  and  processing  summonses  to 
parking  violators: 

1.  The  City  of  Boston  is  steadily  losing 
much  needed  revenue. 

2.  Chronic  violators,  many  of  them  from 
other  states  and  averaging  hundreds  of  dollars 
in  outstanding  parking  "tickets,"  continue  to 
scoff  at  the  law  because  of  the  improbability  of 
being  brought  to  court  within  a  reasonable 
amount  of  time  to  pay  their  fines. 

3.  The  long  period  of  waiting  before  a 
summons  is  finally  issued  has  created  much 
confusion  among  the  public,  many  of  whom 
cannot  recall  when  they  received  the  violation 
tag  because  of  the  long  interim  between  tagging 
and  summonsing. 

4.  Court  personnel  are  forced  to  spend  much 
of  their  time  processing  these  violations  by 
hand  when  they  could  be  helping  toward 
relieving  the  already  logjammed  criminal  court 
business. 

Whereas,  The  "feeding  in"  of  parking  violations 
from  the  Roxbury  Court  to  the  main  computer 
system  in  the  Data  Processing  Department  has  had 
many  beneficial  and  positive  effects  upon  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  court  itself,  such  as: 

1.  Decreasing  operating  costs  for  the  court. 

2.  Decreasing  the  time  formerly  spent  on 
processing  violations  by  hand. 


3.  Allowing  court  clerical  and  administrative 
personnel  to  direct  their  attention  to  more 
important  and  pressing  court  business. 

4.  Decreasing  the  time  for  a  summons  to  be 
issued  from  an  average  of  one  year  to  three 
months. 

5.  Increasing  the  amount  of  parking  viola- 
tion cases  heard,  thus  decreasing  the  logjam  and 
increasing  revenue. 

6.  Dramatically  curtailing  the  flagrant  abuses 
and  violations  of  parking  regulations,  particu- 
larly by  motorists  from  other  states,  through 
the  strict  control  and  rapid  summonsing  which 
has  made  possible  a  "tow  and  hold"  system  for 
repeated  offenders.  The  Roxbury  District  Court 
now  averages  $1,200  a  week  in  revenue  from 
out-of-state  violators  alone; 

Whereas,  Other  major  American  cities  such  as 
Denver,  Chicago,  and  New  York  have  instituted 
similar  systems  on  a  city-wide  basis  and  have  met 
with  great  success  in  curtailing  violations,  increas- 
ing revenue,  and  relieving  congestion  in  the  streets 
and  in  the  courts;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  staff  of  the  Data 
Processing  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  has 
the  necessary  expertise,  training,  skill,  and  facilities 
to  make  the  conversion  for  all  of  the  courts  in  the 
City  of  Boston  to  feed  into  the  main  system  for 
the  processing  of  parking  violations,  without  the 
need  for  outside  or  private  consultants  or  the 
expenditure  of  additional  funds;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  could  realize  nearly 
$3,000,000  a  year  in  added  revenue  as  well  as 
streamline  its  parking  violation  system  by  insti- 
tuting such  a  system;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through 
his  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  requested  to  institute  a  program  wherein 
the  several  district  courts  would  have  their  parking 
violations  and  summonses  tied  in  with  the 
computer  banks  of  the  Data  Processing  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston.

PLAN  FOR  THE  BRUNSWICK-KING  UR- 
BAN RENEWAL  PROJECT

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  for  the  consideration  of  the  City 
Council  are  the  urban  renewal  plans  and  related 
documents  for  the  Brunswick-King  Urban  Renewal 
Project  Area,  as  approved  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  at  its  meeting  on 
November  30,  1972. 


Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  1 21 B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Authority  is 
required  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  plan  by  the 
Mayor  with  City  Council.  This  approval  must 
include  certain  findings  and  is  to  be  made  after  due 
notice  and  a  public  hearing.  Federal  requirements 
specify  that  such  notice  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  with  the  first 
notice  to  be  published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  hearing.  The  attached  list 
indicates  the  documents  which  are  herewith 
submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  major  features  of  the  plan  include  the 
provisions  of  much  needed  low-and  moderate- 
income  housing  in  excess  of  200  units,  and 
replacement  and  repair  of  community  facilities  and 
utilities. 

There  has  been  wide  community  support  for 
these  proposals,  and  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board,  which  serves  as  the  project  area  committee 
for  this  project,  has  enthusiatically  endorsed  these 
plans. 

I  urge  prompt  and  favorable  action  by  the 
Council  on  this  matter.

I  am  enclosing  for  your  consideration  the  urban 
renewal  plans  and  related  materials,  as  listed  in  the 
attachment  hereto,  for  the  Brunswick-King  and 
Kittredge  Square  Urban  Renewal  Projects. 

At  its  meeting  of  November  30,  1972.  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  approved  the 
subject  urban  renewal  plans  and  relocation 
programs  and  made  other  findings  and  deter- 
minations required  under  chapter  1 2113  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  12IB  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  federal  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Authority  must 
secure  approval  of  these  plans  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council.  Such  approvals  must  include 
certain  findings,  and  are  to  be  made  after  due 
notice  and  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  City 
Council,  federal  requirements  specify  that  such 
notice  shall  be  published  at  Icasl  once  a  week  for 
two  successive  weeks  in  at  Icasl  one  newspaper  of 
general  circulation,  with  the  first  to  be  published 
not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  dale  ol  the 
hearing. 

The  major  feature  of  both  the  Brunswick-King; 
and  Kittredge  Square  Urban  Renewal  Plans  is  the 
provision  ol  much  needed  low-anil  modcrate- 
income  housing.  Within  the  Brunswick-King 
Project  Area  129  units  of  low-and  moderate- 
income  housing  arc  already  under  construction, 
while  it  is  anticipated  thai  an  additional  60  units 
ol  which  arc  presently  vacant)  will  become 
ivailublc  through  rehabilitation.  Within  the  Kit- 
tredge Square  Project  Area,  an  anticipated  HO  units 
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of  new  housing  will  be  developed,  and  approxi- 
mately 100  current  vacant  units  will  be  restored  to 
the  housing  market.  Rehabilitation  and  replace- 
ment of  outdated  public  facilities  and  utilities  will 
also  be  accomplished  in  both  project  areas. 

The  net  project  cost  for  the  Brunswick-King 
Project  is  estimated  at  $1,262,874.  Federal  capital 
grant  funds  are  being  requested  to  cover  total 
project  costs,  with  local  share  being  provided  by 
pooling  local  grant-in-aid  credits  from  other 
approved  projects.  Additional  grant-in-aid  funds 
totaling  $278,495  have  been  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
under  the  Legacy  of  Parks  Program  for  the 
development  of  parks  and  playgrounds  within  this 
project  area.  As  this  program  requires  matching 
local  funds,  the  local  share  requested  for  this 
program  totals  $278,495. 

The  net  project  cost  for  the  Kittredge  Square 
Project  is  estimated  at  $2,113,008  with  a  federal 
capital  grant  of  $1,649,626  and  the  local  share  of 
$738,507. 

There  has  been  wide  community  support  for 
these  proposals.  Both  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board,  which  functions  as  the  project  area 
committee,  and  the  Model  Cities  Administration 
have  enthusiatically  endorsed  these  plans. 

I  urge  that  you  approve  the  Brunswick-King  and 
Kittredge  Urban  Renewal  Plans  and  supporting 
documentation  to  the  City  Council  for  their 
consideration.

Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Brunswick-King 
Urban  Renewal  Project 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  is  authorized  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  local  public  agencies 
for  undertaking  and  carrying  out  urban  renewal 
projects;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  contracts 
for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area  be 
approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  locality  in 
which  the  project  is  situated  and  that  such 
approval  include  findings  by  the  governing  body 
that  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban  renewal 
plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound 
needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban 
renewal  area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 


the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan; 
and  (5)  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  the  project  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  has  entered 
into  a  planning  contract  for  financial  assistance 
under  such  act  with  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  pursuant  to  which  federal 
funds  were  approved  for  the  Brunswick-King 
Urban  Renewal  Project,  No.  Mass.  R-168;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  and  in  the  public  interest 
that  the  Authority  undertake  and  carry  out  the 
urban  renewal  project  (hereinafter  the  "Project") 
identified  as  the  "Brunswick-King  Urban  Renewal 
Project."  and  encompassing  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  and  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  described  in  Exhibit  "A" 
subjoined  to  this  resolution  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "project  area");  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for 
additional  financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  for  the  undertaking  of,  and  for 
making  available  additional  financial  assistance  for, 
the  project;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
project  area,  and  has  found  and  determined  that 
the  character  and  conditions  of  the  project  area  as 
described  in  the  resolution  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  Determinations  and 
Findings  Relative  to  the  Condition  of  the 
Brunswick-King  Urban  Renewal  Area  and  the 
Clearance  Area  Located  Therein,  Project  No.  Mass. 
R-168,  do  exist;  that  the  project  area  is  at  present  a 
decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  welfare,  and 
sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community  because  of 
the  existence  of  buildings  which  are  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  obsolete,  or  in  need  of 
major  maintenance  or  repair,  and  because  buildings 
have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced  and,  under 
existing  conditions,  it  is  improbable  they  will  be 
replaced,  or  because  of  a  substantial  change  in 
business  and  economic  conditions,  or  because  of 
inadequate  light,  air,  and  open  space,  and  because 
of  excessive  land  coverage,  and  because  diversity  of 
ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes,  or  obsolete  street 
patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be 
redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise;  and,  further,  that  the  project  area  is  at 
present  a  substandard  area,  wherein  dwellings 
predominate  which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation, 
overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack 
of  ventilation,  light,  or  sanitation  facilities,  and  a 
combination  of  these  factors,  are  detrimental  to 
the  safety,  health,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of 
the  Boston  community;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  with  the  urban  renewal  plan,  but  not  as  a 
part    thereof,   the   following  documentation:    (1) 
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resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority; Determinations  and  Findings  Relative  to 
the  Condition  of  the  Brunswick-King  Urban 
Renewal  Area  and  the  Clearance  Area  Located 
Therein,  Project  No.  Mass.  R-168;  (2)  relocation 
program;  (3)  resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  approving  the  urban  renewal  plan 
for  the  Brunswick-King  Urban  Renewal  Project;  (4) 
resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
authorizing  submission  of  the  Brunswick-King 
urban  renewal  plan  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  to  the  Division  of  Urban 
Renewal  of  the  State  Department  of  Community 
Affairs;  (5)  proposed  cooperation  agreement  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  together  with  attached 
resolution  authorizing  execution  of  the  agreement 
by  the  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Core"  (hereinafter  called  the  "general 
plan")  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  vested  with 
powers  and  duties  conferred  on  planning  boards  of 
cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws  applicable 
to  Boston,  including  section  70  of  chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  has  also  been  vested  with 
the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  statute  or 
ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board,  and  in  such  capacity  has  found  that  the 
urban  renewal  plan  conforms  to  the  general  plan,

appropriate  action  upon  proposals  and  measures 
designed  to  effectuate  the  urban  renewal  plan. 

10.  That  financial  assistance  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as 
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amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the  land  in  the 
project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accordance  with  the 
urban  renewal  plan  and  accordingly  the  filing  by 
the  Authority  of  an  appli cation  under  said  Title  I  is 
hereby  approved. 

11.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by 
the  City  Council  with  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  ef- 
fectuating Title  VI,  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964 
and  applicable  executive  orders.

Enclosed  is  an  order  from  the  City  Council 
passed  on  September  25,  1972,  and  delivered  to 
me  on  November  20,  1972,  concerning  non- 
conforming signs  on  business  premises. 

I  shall  be  delighted  to  report  to  the  City  Council 
at  their  convenience  on  the  department's  current 
enforcement  procedures  and  program  for  the 
regulation  of  signs  on  business  premises. 

Actually  this  enforcement  would  be  auto- 
matically covered  in  the  legislation  that  you  have 
already  proposed  to  the  City  Council.  Specifically, 
in  my  letter  of  July  28,  1972,  to  you  which  you 
forwarded  to  the  City  Council  on  August  17,  1972, 
I  recommended  ". .  .  require  each  owner  to  hire 
professional  engineers  or  architects  who  will  see  to 
it  that  construction  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  Building  and  Zoning  Codes." 

All  of  the  furor  about  signs  has  been  created  by 
the  Zoning  Commission's  revision  of  the  Zoning 
Code  having  to  do  with  the  size,  color,  and 
location  of  signs.  I  hasten  to  add  that  I  think  that 
this  is  a  great  step  forward.  Its  implementation  is 
not  impossible  but  it  will  be  difficult.  I  recommend 
that  you  pursue  the  matter  of  asking  the  Council 
to  approve  your  proposed  legislation  submitted  to 
them  on  August  17,  1972,  which  they  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on 
August  21,  1972.

Coun.  TIERNEY,  for  the  Special  Committee  to 
Coordinate  Christmas  Party  for  Exceptional 
Children,  submitted  the  following  Interim  Report: 

The  City  Council  Christmas  party  for  emotion- 
ally disturbed  and  retarded  children  will  be  held  on 
two  consecutive  days,  Tuesday,  December  19,  and 
Wednesday,  December  20,  1972,  in  the  Main 
Gallery,  fifth  floor.  City  Hall,  from  1 1  a.m.  to  2 
p.m.  each  day. 

There  will  be  approximately  300  children 
attending  each  day  accompanied  by  parents, 
teachers,  and  volunteers  who  have  offered  to  assist 
in  supervising  the  children's  activities. 

The  response  to  the  chairman's  request  for 
donations  and  assistance  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. The  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Patrolmen's  Association  have  generously  provided 
the  children  with  portable  radios  and  stuffed  toys 
as  gifts  and  will  have  a  detail  on  hand  both  days  to 
assist  in  supervision  and  traffic  control  when  the 
children  arrive  at  and  depart 'from  City  Hall. 

Mr.  Anthony  Athanas  of  Pier  4  has  generously 
donated  the  necessary  600  box  lunches  as  well  as 
party  favors  for  the  children. 

We  have  also  received  donations  through  the 
kindness  of  Hood  Milk  Company,  the  Coca  Cola 
Company,  Schraffts  Candy,  and  the  National 
Biscuit  Company. 

Children's  television  personalities  "Major  Mudd" 
and  "Willie  Whistle,"  have  kindly  consented  to 
appear  to  entertain  the  children. 

In  extending  the  invitations,  an  extra  effort  was 
made  by  Mr.  Rod  Mosher  of  the  Data  Processing 
Department,  who  is  assisting  in  coordinating  the 
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party,  to  reach  as  many  children  as  facilities  would 
allow.  The  children  will  be  coming  from  schools 
and  neighborhoods  representing  as  many  parts  of 
the  city  as  possible.  Mr.  Mosher  has  been  working 
closely  with  members  of  the  School  Department  to 
coordinate  transportation,  parental  permission 
slips,  and  many  other  details  as  well,  to  insure  the 
success  of  the  party. 

Because  some  of  the  children  are  multi- 
handicapped,  the  city's  standby  ambulance  will  be 
relocated  from  its  normal  post  at  District  1  in 
Government  Center  to  the  rear  of  City  Hall  during 
the  hours  of  the  party  as  an  added  safety 
precaution. 

The  chairman  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
extend  an  invitation  to  all  fellow  Councillors  to 
join  the  children  at  the  Christmas  party  on 
December  19  and  20,  and  express  deep  thanks  to 
all  those  who  have  donated  their  time  and 
resources  to  give  these  children  the  Christmas  party 
they  deserve.

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  the  Impersonation  of  a 

Police  Officer 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  Chapter    29    of    the    Revised    Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  28  the  following  caption  and  section: 

Impersonation  of  Police  Officers 
Section  28A.  No  person  shall  falsely  assume 
or  pretend  to  be  a  policeman  or  a  member  of 
the  police  department,  or,  without  being  a 
member  of  the  police  department,  wear  in 
public  the  uniform  adopted  as  the  police 
uniform.  No  person  shall  counterfeit  or  imitate, 
or  cause  to  be  counterfeited  or  imitated,  any 
badge,  sign,  signal,  or  device  adopted  by  the 
police  commissioner  or  the  police  department, 
nor  shall  any  person  use  or  wear  any  badge, 
sign,  signal,  or  device  adopted  or  used  by  said 
department,  or  any  similar  in  appearance, 
without  the  permission  of  the  police  com- 
missioner. 

Section  2.  Section  110  of  said  chapter  29,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  9  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  figure  "28"  the  figure  "28A."

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  RESIDENTIAL 
RENTS  AND  EVICTIONS  IN  CERTAIN 
FEDERALLY  SUBSIDIZED  HOUSING  AND 
MAKING  CERTAIN  TRANSITIONAL  PRO- 
VISIONS IN  RELATION  TO  RENT  CON- 
TROL IN  OTHER  HOUSING 

Couns.     DiCARA,     O'LEARY,     and     O'NEIL 
offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-two. 
An    Ordinance    Regulating  Residential  Rents  and 
Evictions    in    Certain    Federally    Subsidized 
Housing    and    Making    Certain    Transitional 
Provisions   in    Relation   to    Rent   Control  in 
Other  Housing 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
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housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residential  rents 
are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that  rents  will  not 
be  increased  unreasonably  and  landlords  will 
receive  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  housing 
accommodations,  and  unless  evictions  of  tenants 
are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will 
produce  serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  in  part  dealt  with  this 
emergency  by  enacting,  pursuant  to  the  power 
conferred  by  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970, 
chapter  11  of  the  ordinances  of  1970,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents 
and  Evictions";  and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  more  recently  accepted 
chapter  842  of  the  Xcts  of  1970,  under  which  act 
residential  rents  in  the  city  are  regulated  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  housing  accommodations, 
known  as  federally  subsidized  housing  under  the 
207,  220,  221(d)  (3)  and  236  Programs,  have 
heretofore  been  subject  to  rent  control  under 
chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970  but  are  not 
subject  to  rent  control  under  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  so 
amended,  taken  together  with  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970,  evidences  a  realization  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  gravity  of 
the  housing  situation  in  Boston  in  particular  and  an 
intention  to  give  the  city  the  freedom  to  deal  with 
this    particular    problem    as    it    deems   best;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforementioned  public  emergency 
cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  unless  the  rents  in 
federally  subsidized  housing  under  the  207,  220, 
221(d)  (3)  and  236  Programs  continue  to  be 
regulated  by  ordinance  pursuant  to  the  power 
conferred  by  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971 ;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforementioned  public  emergency 
cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  unless  the  rents  in 
federally  sudsidized  housing  under  the  202 
Program  are  likewise  so  regulated ;  and 

Whereas,  Upon  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  842 
of  the  Acts  of  1970  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
upon  the  expiration  of  chapter  1 1  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1970  in  accordance  with  section  12 
thereof,  all  housing  accommodations  the  rents  of 
which  were  formerly  controlled  pursuant  to  said 
chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970,  except 
federally  subsidized  housing  under  the  207,  220, 
221(d)  (3)  and  236  Programs,  will  be  controlled 
instead  pursuant  to  said  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 
1970; and 

Whereas,  It  is  at  this  time  desirable  and 
necessary  to  make  provisions  for  the  convenient 
administration  of  such  transition  between  schemes 
of  rent  control; 


Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article 
2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments 
to.  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 
declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  the  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  which 
the  City  Council  finds  to  exist  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  unless  the  rents  in  federally  subsidized 
housing  under  the  202,  207,  220,  221(d)  (3)  and 
236  Programs  are  regulated  by  ordinance;  and, 
also,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969 
as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 
ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  Rent  Board  established  by 
section  2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board  who  shall  be  the  administrator  provided 
for  by  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  as 
accepted  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or,  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  to  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes  within  the  city  and  constructed  with 
federal  financial  assistance  under  the  202,  207, 
220,  221(d)  (3)  and  236  Programs,  not  including 
the  following: 

(i)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or 
structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided  further 
that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  legal 
and  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more 
dwelling  units  therein  as  their  permanent 
residence. 
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(ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  or  inn. 

(iii)  Housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousing  use  completed  after  January  1, 
1972. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided 
by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, including,  without  limitation,  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs,  heat,  hot 
water,  cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator  service, 
kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges; 
use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard, 
and  other  common  areas;  maid  service,  linen 
service,  removal  of  refuse,  and  parking  facilities. 

(g)  Landlord:  an  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  rent  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation,  or 
an  agent  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of 
providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including 
but  not  limited  to  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission, 
insurance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent,  but 
not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization 
nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescense  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Person:  an  individual,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  or  other  organized  group  of 
individuals  or  the  legal  successor  or  representative 
of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any 
bonus,  benefit,  gratuity,  charge,  tax  or  fee, 
demanded  or  received  for  or  in  connection  with 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation 
or  for  housing  services  or  for  the  transfer  of  a  lease 
of  a  housing  accommodation., 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person  entitled  under  the  terms  of 
a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board,  (a)  Composition.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  an  unpaid  board  known  as  the 
Rent  Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage 
more  than  three  rental  units  in  the  city.  Members 
of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring 
on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor 
is  elected.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled,  for  the 
unexpired  term,  by  the  Mayor.  The  board  shall 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  to  serve  in 
that  capacity  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
receive   no   compensation   for  their   services,  but 


shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  city  for  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  Members  of  the  board  are  hereby  classified 
as  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  administrator  provided  for  in 
chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  shall  be  executive 
director  of  the  board  and  shall  hire,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  additional  staff  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  promulgate  such 
policies,  rules,  rulings,  and  regulations,  and  shall 
issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  The  board  shall,  as  provided  in 
section  3,  5,  6,  establish  and  adjust  the  maxi- 
mum rent  that  may  be  charged  for  housing 
accommodations  subject  to  this  ordinance,  shall 
grant  or  deny  certificates  of  eviction  as  provided 
under  section  8,  and  shall  bring  such  proceedings, 
in  law  or  in  equity,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  to  enforce  any 
policy,  rule,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or 
issued  by  the  board  under  this  ordinance.  The 
board  may  seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  agreement  of  the  parties,  may  refer  any 
appropriate  matter  to  the  Assessing,  Building,  Fire, 
or  Housing  Inspection  Department  and  may.  at  the 
request  of  any  landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory 
opinion  as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed 
capital  improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Regulations  and  Orders.  The  board  shall 
have  power  to  promulgate  policies,  rules,  rulings, 
and  regulations  and  to  issue  orders  to  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(e)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and 
Reports.  The  board  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  reasonably  deemed  neces- 
sary in  promulgating  any  policy,  rule,  ruling,  or 
regulation,  or  in  issuing  any  order  under  this 
ordinance,  or  as  is  reasonably  deemed  necessary  in 
administering  and  enforcing  this  ordinance  and  any 
policy,  rule,  ruling,  or  regulation  promulgated  and 
any  order  issued  hereunder.  Any  person  who  rents 
or  offers  for  rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the 
rental  of  any  housing  accommodation  subject  to 
this  ordinance  may  be  required  to  furnish  under 
the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and 
other  documents  and  make  reports.  Any  use, 
reproduction,  or  distribution  of  information  filed 
with  the  board  under  this  ordinance  for  a  purpose 
or  by  a  person  not  authorized  by  the  board  shall 
constitute  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  section  10.  The 
board  shall  report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  annually  regarding  the  level  of  rents  and 
the  supply  and  condition  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions, and  regarding  its  experience  in  administering 
the  ordinance,  and  shall  recommend  for  adoption 
such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent 
of    a    housing    accommodation    subject    to    this 
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ordinance  shall  be  the  rent  charged  the  occupant 
for  the  month  of  December,  1972.  If  the  housing 
accommodation  was  unoccupied  at  that  time  but 
was  occupied  at  any  time  prior  to  adoption  of  this 
ordinance,  the  maximum  rent  shall  be  the  rent 
charged  therefor  for  the  month  closest  to 
December,  1972.  If  the  maximum  rent  is  not 
otherwise  established,  it  shall  be  established  by  the 
board.  Any  maximum  rent  may  be  subsequently 
adjusted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  5  and  6. 
Nothing  in  this  section  or  elsewhere  in  this 
ordinance  shall  limit  the  civil  remedies  or  criminal 
penalties  provided  in  sections  9  and  10  of  chapter 
11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970  for  violations  of  that 
ordinance,  including  without  limitation  the 
charging  of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful 
rent  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  that 
ordinance,  or  any  order  issued  thereunder. 

Section  4.  Registration.  On  or  before  the 
sixtieth  day  following  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  every  landlord  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation subject  to  this  ordinance  shall  file  with 
the  board  registration  statements  on  forms 
approved  by  the  executive  director.  Such  state- 
ments shall  identify  and  describe  each  building 
containing  housing  accommodations  and  each 
individual  housing  accommodation  owned, 
managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord  as  of  December 
31,  1972,  and  the  services  provided  in  conjunction 
therewith,  and  shall  specify  the  rent  charged 
therefor  for  the  month  of  December,  1972,  or,  if 
the  housing  accommodation  was  unoccupied  at 
that  time  but  was  occupied  at  any  time  prior 
thereto,  the  rent  charged  therefor  for  the  month 
closest  to  December,  1972.  A  copy  of  the 
registration  statement  for  each  individual  housing 
accommodation,  as  filed,  shall  simultaneously  be 
provided  to  the  tenant  thereof  by  the  landlord.  On 
or  before  the  one  hundred  eightieth  day  following 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  every  landlord 
shall  file  with  the  board  a  financial  statement  on 
forms  approved  by  the  executive  director.  Such 
statement  shall  identify  and  describe  each  building 
containing  housing  accommodations  owned, 
managed,  or  leased  by  the  landlord  and  shall 
specify  the  income  and  expenses  of  each  building 
for  the  calendar  years  1971  and  1972,  or,  where 
records  of  income  and  expenses  are  maintained  on 
a  fiscal  year  basis,  for  the  two  most  recent  fiscal 
years  ending  before  December  31,  1972,  and  such 
other  information  pertaining  to  each  building  as 
the  board  may  require.  Landlords  acquiring 
housing  accommodations  after  December  31, 
1972,  shall  notify  the  board  of  such  acquisition 
within  thirty  days  and  shall  file  the  registration  and 
financial  statements  required  by  this  section  within 
thirty  additional  days  unless  notified  by  the  board 
that  such  statements  have  already  been  filed  for 
such  accommodations. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  statement  or 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
shall  in  addition  to  other  penalties  under  section 
10,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for 
upward    adjustment    of   maximum   rent   shall   be 


accepted  by  the  board  until  all  statements  and 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
have  been  filed,  and  any  such  petition  received 
prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a) 
Individual  Adjustments.  The  board  shall,  by  order 
or  regulation  as  provided  in  section  6,  make  such 
individual  adjustments,  either  upward  or  down- 
ward, of  the  maximum  rent  established  by  section 
3  for  any  housing  accommodation  subject  to  this 
ordinance  or  any  class  of  housing  accommodations 
subject  to  this  ordinance  as  may  be  necessary  to 
remove  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities, 
and,  in  so  doing,  shall  observe  the  principle  of 
maintaining  maximum  rents  for  housing  accomoda- 
tions at  levels  which  will  yield  to  the  landlords  a 
fair  net  operating  income  from  such  housing 
accomodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  housing  accom- 
modations yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the 
board  shall  consider  the  following  among  other 
relevant  factors: 

(i)  Increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes. 

(ii)  Unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases 
in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses. 

(iii)  Capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations  as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance. 

(iv)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services. 

(v)  Substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
accomodations,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair, 
replacement,  or  maintenance. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases 
or  decreases  for  improvement  or  deterioration  of 
specific  services  and  facilities. 

(d)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other 
applicable  municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law 
regulating  the  conditions  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions, and  such  lack  of  compliance  is  not  caused  by 
the  tenant's  neglect  or  misconduct.  The  board  may 
refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant  is 
more  than  thirty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  authorized  by  law. 

(e)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rental 
levels,  established  under  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  for 
any  class  of  housing  accommodations  if  in  its 
judgment  the  need  for  continuing  such  maximum 
rental  levels  no  longer  exists  because  of  sufficient 
construction  of  new  rental  units  the  rental  levels 
for  which  are  comparable  to  the  rental  levels  of  the 
class  of  housing  accommodations  for  which 
maximum  rental  levels  are  to  be  discontinued  or 
because  the  demand  for  rental  units  has  otherwise 
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been  met.  Any  maximum  rental  level  removed 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted 
and  reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  rent  board 
that  a  substantial  shortage  of  rental  units  exists  and 
that  the  reimposition  of  rent  control  is  necessary  in 
the  public  interest. 

Section      6.  Rent      Adjustment      Proceedings. 

(a)  Individual    Adjustment    of  Maximum   Rent. 

The  board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent 
for  an  individual  housing  accommodation  subject 
to  this  ordinance  upon  receipt  of  a  petition  for 
adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant  of  such 
housing  accommodation  or  upon  its  own  initiative. 
Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a  form  approved  by 
the  executive  director.  The  board  shall  notify  the 
landlord,  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or 
the  tenant,  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the 
landlord,  of  the  receipt  of  such  petition  and  of  the 
right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing 
within  ten  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice.  If  a 
hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if 
the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the 
board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord  and  tenant,  and 
the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  at  least  one 
member  of  the  board  prior  to  the  decision  by  the 
board  to  grant  or  deny  an  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent,  provided  that  the  hearing  may  be  conducted 
before  a  hearing  officer  without  a  board  member 
present  where  no  party  objects.  The  board  may 
consolidate  petitions  and  actions  taken  under  its 
own  initiative  relating  to  housing  accommodations 
in  the  same  building,  and  all  such  petitions  and 
actions  may  be  considered  in  a  single  hearing. 

(b)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individual 
Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  subject  to  this 
ordinance  and  may  dismiss  any  petition  for 
adjustment  if  a  hearing  has  been  held  with  regard 
to  the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing  accom- 
modation within  twelve  months,  or  if  the  board 
finds  that  the  petition  for  adjustment  is  filed  for 
purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not 
intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(c)  Judicial  Review.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  within  seven 
days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  Be  Supplied  in 
Connection  with  Petitions  and  Actions  for 
Adjustment.  Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a 
petition  for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  or  upon 
action  initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the 
executive  director,  within  ten  days  after  his  written 
demand  therefor,  an  information  statement  on 
forms  approved  by  the  executive  director.  Such 
statement  shall  identify  and  describe  each  building 
containing  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this 
ordinance  that  are  the  subject  of  the  petition  or 


action,  shall  specify  the  income  and  expenses  of 
each  such  building  for  the  two  calendar  years,  or, 
where  records  of  income  and  expense  are 
maintained  on  a  fiscal  year  basis,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years,  ending  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
petition  is  filed  or  the  action  is  taken,  and  shall 
contain  such  other  information  and  substantiation 
pertaining  to  each  building  as  the  board  may 
require.  Any  such  statement  may  incorporate  by 
reference  any  information  previously  filed  with  the 
board. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  shall  in 
addition  to  other  penalities  under  section  10  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  day  that  such 
failure  continues,  and  in  the  case  of  a  landlord 
seeking  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent 
may  be  denied  such  adjustment  in  its  entirety. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall  bring 

any    action    to  recover   possession   of  a   housing 

accommodation  subject  to  this  ordinance  unless: 

(i)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 

which  the  landlord  is  entitled. 

(ii)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  that  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord. 

(iii)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodations. 

(iv)  The  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(v)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(vi)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease 
or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
housing  accommodation  to  any  prospective 
purchaser  or  mortgagee. 

(vii)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord. 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  posses- 
sion in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law. 
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(ix)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  subject  to  this  ordinance 
shall  apply  to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of 
eviction.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  executive  director,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  simultaneously  be  sent  to  the  tenant 
by  registered  or  certified  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  or  be  served  by  constable.  The  tenant 
may  request  a  hearing  on  such  application  within 
seven  days  after  receipt  by  him  of  his  copy  thereof, 
and,  if  requested,  such  hearing  shall  be  scheduled 
within  seven  days  thereafter.  Notice  of  the  time, 
place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  landlord  and  the  tenant,  and  the  hearing 
shall  be  conducted  before  at  least  one  member  of 
the  board  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  board  to 
grant  or  deny  the  certificate  of  eviction  provided 
that  the  hearing  may  be  conducted  before  a 
hearing  officer  without  a  board  member  present 
where  no  party  objects.  If  the  board  finds  that  the 
facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid 
and  in  compliance  with  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section,  the  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 
Any  application  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
granted  unless  denied  by  the  board  within  thirty 
days  of  the  hearing  on  such  application. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover 
possession  of  any  housing  accommodation  oper- 
ated by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is 
authorized  by  the  statute  or  regulation  under 
which  such  accommodations  are  administered. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  which  is 
subject  to  this  ordinance.  No  provision  of  this 
section  shall  entitle  any  person  to  recover 
possession  of  such  a  housing  accommodation. 
Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concerning  the 
granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  housing 
accommodation  involved  is  located,  or  to  the 
Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  seven 
days  after  such  decision. 

Section  9  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who 
demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment 
of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated, 
shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  person 


from  whom  such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of 
$100,  or  not  more  than  three  times  the  the  amount 
by  which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed  the  maxi- 
mum rent  which  could  be  lawfully  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained,  whichever  is  the 
greater;  provided  that  if  the  defendant  proves  that 
the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of 
failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such 
liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the 
overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated, 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
violation  the  board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out 
of  the  violation  or  bring  such  action.  Settlement  by 
the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any  other  person 
from  bringing  action  for  the  violation  or  violations 
with  regard  to  which  a  settlement  has  been 
reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles  said  claim,  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in 
the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person  against 
whom  the  violation  has  been  committed  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the  city 
brings  action  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  attorneys'  fees  and  costs 
under  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in 
any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other  action 
against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any 
violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  committed  by  the  s.ame  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  origina] 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept, 
receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this 
ordinance  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent 
prescribed  therefor  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit 
to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders 
hereunder  promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
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any  person  by  act  of  omission  knowingly  to  engage 
in  any  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or 
to  prevent  a  tenant  from  exercising,  any  right 
conferred  by  this  ordinance,  including  any  such 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace, 
comfort,  or  enjoyment  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  any  such 
conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial  incon- 
venience or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy, 
harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation,  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the 
board  with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or 
both,  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  a  second 
or  subsequent  offense  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  Superior  Court 
and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board. 

Section  12.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  13.  Transitional  Provisions,  (a)  Prior 
Provisions  to  Continue  in  Force  for  Certain 
Purposes.  Chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970 
shall  expire  on  December  31,  1972,  as  set  forth  in 
section  12  thereof;  provided  that  any  maximum 
rent  established  under  said  chapter  1 1  by  board 
order  or  by  notice  as  provided  in  section  4  of  said 
chapter  11  shall  remain  in  effect  until  or  unless 
modified  by  operation  of  section  6(a)  of  chapter 
842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  as  accepted  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  or,  if  maximum  rents  are  established 
pursuant  to  the  proviso  of  said  section  6(a),  until 
or  unless  adjusted  by  the  administrator  provided 


for  by  said  chapter  842,  or  by  the  board  provided 
for  by  this  ordinance,  provided  further,  however, 
that  no  notice  filed  pursuant  to  section  4  of  said 
chapter  11  providing  for  a  rent  increase  to  take 
effect  after  December  31,  1972,  shall  be  effective 
for  any  purpose.  The  administrator  as  provided  for 
by  said  chapter  842  shall  prosecute  or  defend  any 
cause  of  action  arising  out  of  any  order,  ruling,  or 
decision  of  said  rent  board,  except  that  the  board 
established  by  this  ordinance  shall  prosecute  or 
defend  any  such  cause  of  action  pertaining  to 
housing  accommodations  in  federally  subsidized 
housing  under  the  207,  220,  221(d)  (3),  202,  or 
236  Programs.  The  provisions  of  said  chapter  1 1 
shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  effect  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper  action,  decision, 
suit,  or  prosecution  with  respect  to  any  right, 
liability,  or  offense  arising  under  the  provisions  of 
that  ordinance. 

(b)  Transitional  Provisions  Relative  to  Federally 
Subsidized  Housing.  Any  matter  pertaining  to 
housing  accommodations  in  federally  subsidized 
housing  under  the  207,  220,  221(d)  (3),  or  236 
Programs  which  shall  be,  upon  the  expiration  of 
chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970,  pending 
before  the  Rent  Board  as  constituted  under  said 
chapter  1 1  shall  be  considered  by  the  board 
established  hereunder  as  if  brought  by  way  of 
petition  or  action  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may 
consolidate  any  such  matter  with  any  petition  for 
adjustment  or  action  initiated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  Administrator  to  Assume  Jurisdiction  of 
Other  Housing.  Any  matter  which  shall  be,  upon 
the  expiration  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1970.  pending  before  the  Rent  Board  as 
constituted  under  said  chapter  11,  other  than  a 
matter  pertaining  to  federally  subsidized  housing 
under  the  207,  220,  221(d)  (3),  or  236  Programs 
shall  be  on  said  date  removed  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  administrator  provided  for  by  chapter  842  of 
the  Acts  of  1970  as  accepted  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  14.  Kffective  Date  and  Duration. 
Sections  1  through  12,  inclusive,  of  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  chapter  11 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1970.  Section  13  of  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage  hereof. 
This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until  April  1, 
1975,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  that  the  present  rental  housing 
emergency  no  longer  exists.

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ORDINANCE  REPEALING  CERTAIN  ORDI- 
NANCES WHICH  RESTRICT  EMPLOY- 
MENT OF,  AND  THE  MAKING  OF  CON- 
TRACTS WITH,  NONCITIZENS  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  November  15,  1972,  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth  gave  an  opinion  to  the 
Director  of  Civil  Service  for  the  Commonwealth 
that  provisions  of  the  General  Laws  requiring 
applicants  for  civil  service  employment  to  be 
United  States  citizens  (G.L.  c.  31,  s.  12)  are 
unconstitutional  and  in  violation  of  the  Equal 
Protection  Clause  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This 
clause  contains  the  words  "nor  shall  any 
state  .  .  .  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws."  It  has  long  been 
held  that  the  word  "person"  means  person,  not 
"citizen."  Yick  Wo  v.  Hopkins,  118  U.S.  356 
(1886). 

In  a  recent  case,  Graham  v.  Richardson,  403 
U.S.  356,  a  unanimous  Supreme  Court  declared 
that  state  statutes  which  denied  welfare  benefits  to 
resident  aliens  or  to  aliens  who  have  not  resided 
within  a  state  for  a  specified  period  violate  the 
Equal  Protection  Clause  and  interfere  with  the 
exclusive  control  of  immigration  exercised  by  the 
federal  government.  This  opinion  was  the  basis  for 
a  decision  by  a  three-judge  Federal  District  Court 
sitting  in  the  Southern  District  of  New  York, 
which  struck  down  a  provision  of  the  New  York 
Civil  Service  Law  which  required  that  applicants 
for  civil  service  employment  be  United  States 
citizens.  Dougall  v.  Sugarman,  339  F.  Supp.  906 
(S.D.N.Y.  1971).  In  view  of  these  decisions  the 
Attorney  General  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that 
"durational  residency  and  citizenship  requirements 
arbitrarily  imposed  as  a  condition  of  civil  service 
are  unconstitutional." 

Recently  a  complaint  was  filed  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Massachu- 
setts (Mohamed  v. Parks,  C.A.  No.  72-3578-T)  by  a 
noncitizen  who  has  been  refused  employment  with 
the  Model  City  Administration  because  section  12 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
prohibits  the  employment  of  noncitizens  by  the 
city.  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  advised  me  that, 
in  view  of  the  above-cited  cases  and  the  opinion  of 
the  Attorney  General  also  noted  above,  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  city  will  be  able  successfully  to 
defend  this  ordinance. 

Accordingly,  I  believe  that  the  city,  rather  than 
fighting  to  preserve  an  outdated  and  invalid 
prohibition,  would  play  a  nobler  part  by  repealing 
it.  I  therefore  urge  your  favorable  action  on  the 
enclosed  order  repealing  it  and  the  parallel 
provisions  of  Rev.  Ord.  1961,  c.  3,  s.  28-34.

and  hospitals;  and  provided,  further"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word  "provided." 

Section  2.  Section  28  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  and  sections 
29,  30,  31,  32,  33,  and  34  of  said  chapter  3,  are 
hereby  repealed.

CHANGES  IN  NEIGHBORHOOD  SCHOOL  DIS- 
TRICT BOUNDARIES  TO  BE  APPROVED 
AT  MUNICIPAL  OR  STATE  ELECTION

Dear  Mr.  President: 

As  you  know,  we  have  filed  legislation  for  the 
1973  session  stating  that  any  change  in  the 
neighborhood  school  district  boundaries  in  Boston 
must  be  ratified  by  the  voters  at  the  polls. 

This  legislation  received  the  endorsement  of  over 
1,000  parents  present  at  the  Patrick  F.  Gavin, 
Junior  High  School  in  South  Boston  on  December 
13,  1972.  This  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  city-wide 
meetings  to  be  held  throughout  Boston  on  the 
issue  of  busing  and  in  support  of  this  legislation. 

We  need  not  remind  the  Council  of  the 
importance  of  the  busing  issue  to  the  parents  of 
our  schoolchildren  and,  indeed,  to  the  future 
existence  of  Boston  as  a  city.  An  unyielding  and 
insensitive  State  Board  of  Education  has  been 
trying  to  take  Boston  for  a  ride  for  some  years.  All 
during  the  school  controversy  the  citizens  of  this 
city  have  not  been  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  on  this  most  vital  issue. 

We  feel  that  enactment  of  this  legislation  is  the 
answer  to  the  school  impasse  in  this  city.  The 
parents  of  Boston  have  been  treated  as  second-class 
citizens  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who  have 
adopted  a  massive  busing  policy  against  the  wishes 


of  the  citizens,  and  in  direct  violation  of  the  intent 
of  the  Imbalance  Act  itself. 

Passage  of  this  bill  will  mean  that,  for  the  first 
time,  the  people  of  Boston  will  be  heard  loud  and 
clear,  and  from  every  section  of  the  city  the  alarm 
bells  will  be  ringing  in  1973. 

We  urge  your  passage  and  support.

This  law  shall  take  effect  November  7,  1972."

be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  at  the  next  biennial 
state  or  municipal  election,  in  each  precinct  of  the 
city  wherein  resides  any  child  of  school  age  who 
will  be  affected  by  such  change,  the  following 
question,  to  wit: 

Shall  the  vote  of  the  school  committee  on 
(date),  creating  (or,  as  the  case  may  be, 
discontinuing  or  modifying)  the  attendance 
district  for  the  (name  of  school)  School,  be 
approved?

If  a   majority    of  such   votes   cast   in   all  such

affirmative,  the  action  of  the  school  committee 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  approved  and  may  become 
effective  forthwith  or  at  such  later  date  as  the 
school  committee  shall  have  determined  as  the 
effective  date  thereof;  otherwise,  the  action  of  the 
school  committee  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect.

COMMUNICATION  RE  CHANGE  OF 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  LINES

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

You  have  asked  for  my  opinion  on  a  certain 
order  for  a  home  rule  petition  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  Monday,  December  18,  1972.  In  brief, 
this  order  petitions  the  General  Court  for 
legislation  to  provide  that  any  creation,  dis- 
continuance, or  modification  of  school  district 
lines  in  the  City  of  Boston  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  voters  in  all  precincts  of  the  City 
wherein  any  affected  child  resides.  According  to 
the  terms  of  the  proposed  legislation,  such 
proposals  for  district  changes  would  have  to  be 
made  public  by  the  School  Committee  not  later 
than  June  30  of  any  year,  and  would  then  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  the  affected  precincts  at 
the  following  November  election.  No  creation, 
discontinuance,  or  modification  could  become 
effective  until  approved  by  a  majority  of  those 
voting  on  each  such  creation,  discontinuance,  or 
modification.  Upon  certification  of  an  affirmative 
vote,  the  change  could  become  effective,  or  the 
School  Committee  might  direct  that  it  become 
effective  at  some  later  time.  If  the  vote  were 
negative,  no  district  line  could  be  changed  for  at 
least  another  year. 

1.  Your  request  is  for  an  opinion  of  law  and  so, 
strictly  speaking,  the  practical  problems  of 
administering  the  schools  if  such  legislation  were 
passed  are  outside  the  scope  of  this  letter. 
However,  I  must  advert  to  them  because  of  the 
principle  of  law  that  statutory  schemes  which 
make  unduly  cumbersome  the  exercise  of  federally 
protected  rights  are  unconstitutional,  or,  at  least, 
will  be  superseded  by  remedies  available  under  (ho 
federal  constitution.  Monroe  v.  Pape,  365  U.  S. 
167. 

It  seems  clear  that  this  legislation,  if  enacted. 
would    severely    curtail    traditional    School    Com- 


mittee powers.  It  would  make  all  but  impossible 
the  timely  response  of  the  School  Committee  to 
the  need  to  create,  discontinue,  or  modify  school 
district  lines  for  whatever  reason.  The  School 
Committee  would  be  required  to  publish  before 
June  30  of  any  year  all  proposed  changes  in  school 
attendance  districts  (no  matter  what  the  reason 
therefor)  for  submission  to  the  voters  at  the 
following  November  election.  If  approved  by  the 
voters,  they  could  be  put  into  effect  immediately. 
However,  it  is  generally  recognized  as  educationally 
unsound  to  change  school  districts  in  the  middle  of 
a  school  year,  and  so  in  practice  they  would  be 
unlikely  to  be  implemented  before  the  following 
September.  In  other  words,  if  the  law  were  now  in 
effect,  any  proposed  school  district  change  voted 
today  by  the  School  Committee  could  not  become 
effective  at  the  earliest  until  September,  1974,  by 
which  time,  quite  possibly,  the  district  as  revised 
would  already  again  need  revision.  This,  I  think, 
would  make  it  all  but  impossible  for  the  School 
Committee  to  adjust  districts  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  overcrowding  or  accommodating  changes 
in  a  district's  population. 

Also,  I  should  add,  the  inclusion  in  this 
proposed  statute  of  new  school  districts  would 
make  almost  impossible  the  opening  of  new 
schools.  This  is  a  matter  of  considerable  im- 
portance because  of  the  massive  school  con- 
struction program  now  underway  in  the  city.  It 
would  be  necessary,  under  this  statute,  for  the 
School  Committee  to  secure  approval  of  the  voters 
before  the  attendance  district  could  be  created  for 
any  new  school.  If  the  voters  rejected  the  School 
Committee's  proposal  no  revised  proposal  could  be 
submitted  until  a  year  has  elapsed  and  the  next 
November  election  occurred.  Thus  we  might  sec 
schools  representing  an  investment  of  many  million 
dollars  standing  vacant  while  the  School  Com- 
mittee attempted  to  create  an  attendance  district 
that  would  attract  the  necessary  support  from  1  he- 
voters.  The  same  applies.  I  might  point  out  to 
discontinuing  a  school  district  whose  antiquated 
facilities  might  not  be  vacated  for  years  if  the 
School  Committee  were  unable  to  secure  a 
favorable  vote  on  a  proposal  to  discontinue 
existing  districts. 

2.  So  self-defeating  a  law.  would  not,  I  think, 
survive  attack  on  the  ground  that  its  only  purpose 
is  to  prevent  the  taking  of  measures  intended  to 
reduce  segregation  in  the  public  schools.  I  he 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  ruled  foi 
many  years  that  discriminators  statutes,  whether 
they  operate  "ingeniously  or  ingenuously"  (Smith 
v.  Texas,  311  U.S.  128,  I  32),  cannot  stand,  ["here 
is  no  other  provision  in  Massachusetts  law  lor  a 
mandatory  referendum  on  the  actions  ol  an  ele<  ted 
body.  The  uniqueness  of  the  proposed  procedure 
alone  makes  it  constitutionally  suspect.  Both  this 
uniqueness,  and  the  likelihood  that  such  a  statute 
would  be  found  aimed  at  a  racial  minority, 
distinguish  this  statute  from  the  one  scrutinized  in 
James  v.  Valtierra,  402.  U.  S.  137.  where  a 
California  constitutional  provision  requirin 
mandatory  referendum  before  federally  subsidized 
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low-income  housing  could  be  constructed  was 
upheld.  The  situation  is  more  like  that  in 
Gomillion  v.  Lightfoot,  364  U.  S.  339,  where  a 
state  statute  revising  municipal  boundaries  was 
invalidated  under  the  Equal  Protection  Clause 
because,  although  not  discriminatory  on  its  face, 
the  record  warranted  the  inference  that  the 
Legislature's  motive  had  been  to  discriminate 
against  a  racial  minority. 

Also,  the  establishment  of  a  referendum 
procedure  might  well  be  held  to  constitute  a 
significant,  affirmative  state  action  to  establish  a 
mechanism  for  discrimination.  A  statute  can  be 
struck  down  as  discriminatory  where  it  "encour- 
ages discrimination  as  well  as  where  it  commands 
it."  Reitman  v.  Mulkey,  387  U.  S.  369,  invalidated 
a  favorable  vote  on  the  constitutional  amendment 
in  California,  popularly  known  as  "Proposition 
14,"  which  purported  to  confer  the  right  upon 
property  owners  to  sell  or  lease  to  anyone  they 
liked  notwithstanding  state  antidiscrimination 
legislation.  Where  the  state  places  its  power  and 
prestige  behind  discrimination,  state  action  is 
involved,  and  a  statute,  although  neutral  on  its 
face,  will  be  found  unconstitutional.  Burton  v. 
Wilmington  Parking  Authority,  365  U.  S.  715.  In 
view  of  the  long-standing  line  of  cases  wherein 
state  statutes  dealing  with  education  have  been 
struck  down  where  they  operated  to  encourage 
segregation,  no  matter  how  neutral  they  appeared 
on  their  face,  it  is  my  opinion  that  such  a 
constitutional  challenge  would  probably  be  suc- 
cessful. See  North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Education  v.  Swann,  402,  U.  S.  43,  I  must 
therefore,  advise  you  that  in  my  opinion  you 
would,  if  you  were  to  approve  this  petition,  run  a 
grave  risk  of  violating  your  oath  of  office  to 
uphold  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Finally,  1  must  state  that  the  proposed 
statute  seems  unnecessary  in  light  of  School 
Committee  of  Springfield  v.  Board  of  Education, 
Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1972)  1543.  In  that  case  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  expressed  its  views  as  to 
the  extent  to  which  school  attendance  districts 
may  be  altered  and  pupils  transported  to  eliminate 
racial  imbalance.  The  restriction  on  involuntary 
bussing  in  G.L.  c.  71,  s.  37D,  was  read  as  a 
limitation  upon  redistricting  as  well  as  on 
transportation  policies.  The  court  concluded  that 
"school  attendance  districts,  when  redrawn  for  the 
purpose  of  achieving  racial  balance,  must  bear  a 
reasonable,  thosgh  not  necessarily  a  fixed, 
proximity  to  recognized  neighborhoods."  Judge 
Sullivan  followed  this  reasoning  just  this  week 
when  he  found  the  state's  most  recent  racial 
imbalance  plan  for  Boston  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  requirements  of  G.L.  c.  71,  s.  37D,  on  the 
ground  that  some  of  the  districts  encompassed 
more  than  one  neighborhood  and  pupil  transporta- 
tion would  have  been  excessive.  School  Committee 
of  Boston  v.  Board  of  Education,  Superior  Court 
Equity  No.  94254.  It  is  thus  clear  that  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth  have  read  into  the  revelant 
statute  the  protection  against  extensive  involuntary 
bussing  and   interference  with  the  neighborhood 


school  concept  which  the  proposed  measure  is 
intended  to  provide.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
proposed  statute  would  be  of  no  effect  to  prevent 
the  implementation  of  a  court  desegregation  order 
resulting  from  a  finding  of  segregation,  should  such 
an  order  be  issued.

Report  for  1970 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 
I.  Background 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  was 
created  by  ordinance  passed  in  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  December  29,  1969,  and  signed  by 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  January  19,  1970.  The 
ordinance  establishes  a  21 -member  board  which  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  to:  "coordinate  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  the  work  of  all  public 
and  private  agencies  dealing  with  drug  abuse;  to 
effect  an  ongoing  dialogue  and  exchange  of  views 
between  such  agencies;  to  conduct,  either  indepen- 
dently or  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
committee  of  the  city,  such  drug  education 
programs  as  said  council  deems  advisable;  to 
conduct  studies,  investigations,  and  research  into 
the  source  and  use  of  harmful  drugs  and  narcotic 
drugs .  .  .;  to  pursue  a  course  of  action  to  insure 
that  all  laws  governing  the  sale,  possession,  and  use 
of  both  harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are  duly 
enforced;  and,  by  the  use  of  such  media  of 
communication  as  said  council  shall  from  time  to 
time  deem  appropriate,  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  informed  respecting  the  use  of  both  harmful 
and  narcotic  drugs." 

Of  the  twenty-one  Council  Members,  the  Police 
Commissioner,  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner, 
Corporation  Counsel,  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Youth 
Activities  Commission  or  their  respective  designees 
are  ex-officio  members.  The  ordinance  stipulates 
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that  at  least  two  of  the  remaining  members  shall  be 
doctors  or  pyschologists. 

II.  Members  and  Meetings 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  appointed  the  first 
members  of  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse  on  March  3,  1970,  and  the  first  meeting  was 
held  on  March  7,  1970.  The  following  people 
served  as  members  of  the  Coordinating  Council  on 
Drug  Abuse  during  1970:

III.  Activities 

Testifying  before  a  United  States  Senate 
Subcommittee  on  Narcotics  on  March  23,  1970, 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  said  "The  problem  of  drug 
abuse  is  not  a  simple  problem  susceptible  to  a 
single  solution,  but  it  is  complex,  and  the  problem 
yields  only  to  a  massive  coordinated  attack  on  all 
levels  .  .  ."  During  1970  the  City  of  Boston 
undertook  such  an  attack,  involving  the  activities 
of  many  city  agencies.  The  appointment  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  in  early 
March  was  an  important  step,  for  this  agency 
provided  incentive,  advice,  planning  assistance, 
information,  and  coordination  to  many  facets  of 
city  government. 

One  of  the  most  important  accomplishments  of 
1970  was  the  establishment  of  a  city-operated 
treatment  program  for  heroin  addiction.  Coinci- 
dent with  his  request  for  operating  funds  for  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse,  the  Mayor 
requested  a  substantial  supplementary  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  drug  addiction 
treatment  program.  These  funds  unanimously 
approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  permitted 
the  opening  of  a  24-hour  hotline  located  in  the 
emergency  room  of  Boston  City  Hospital,  two 
heroin  addiction  outpatient  clinics  located  at 
Boston  City  Hospital  and  in  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Station,  and  an  inpatient  detoxification  center 
located  at  the  Mattapan  Chronic  Disease  Hospital. 
During  1970  those  treatment  facilities  provided 
help  to  over  700  young  heroin  addicts  who 
voluntarily  requested  treatment  to  overcome  their 
addiction. 


While  the  members  of  the  Coordinating  Council 
on  Drug  Abuse  worked  closely  with  the  staff  of  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  addiction  treatment  program,  the 
Council  itself  paid  particular  attention  to  the  need 
for  a  variety  of  self-help  treatment  programs  and 
neighborhood-based  prevention  activities  through- 
out the  city.  To  encourage  the  establishment  of 
such  programs  the  Coordinating  Council  provided 
seed  money  grants  to  neighborhood  groups  in  East 
Boston,  Columbia  Point,  Jamaica  Plain,  the  South 
End,  Roslindale,  and  Allston/Brighton.  Equally 
important,  the  staff  of  the  Coordinating  Council 
worked  closely  with  representatives  of  self-help 
programs  to  help  those  programs  obtain 
appropriate  physical  facilities,  recruit  qualified 
staff,  and  obtain  the  support  of  local  community 
leaders. 

Recognizing  that  broad-based  community  sup- 
port was  necessary  for  the  continued  success  of 
self-help  drug  programs,  in  the  fall  of  1970  the 
Coordinating  Council  initiated  the  March  Against 
Drug  Abuse.  On  Sunday,  October  18,  over  800 
young  people  and  parents  participated  in  a  24-mile 
march  covering  a  circular  route  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston.  By  obtaining  pledges  of  contribu- 
tions for  each  mile  completed,  the  participants 
raised  over  $22,000  in  private  funds,  all  of  which 
was  allocated  to  the  neighborhood  self-help  drug 
programs.  In  the  spring  of  1970  the  Coordinating 
Council  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $150,000  from  the  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Act.  Utilizing  these  funds,  the  Coordi- 
nating Council  undertook  a  wide  variety  of  public 
information  and  education  programs.  With  the 
cooperation  of  Boston's  public  and  parochial 
school  systems,  two  training  programs  were 
conducted  for  teachers  to  present  drug  abuse 
education  courses  in  public  and  parochial  school 
classrooms.  In  May  and  June  over  1 20  teachers 
participated  in  the  first  program,  held  in  three 
all-day  Saturday  sessions.  All  teachers  who 
participated  in  this  pilot  program  were  provided 
with  newly  developed  drug  education  materials  - 
student  handbooks,  tape  recorded  interviews  with 
young  drug  users,  slides,  and  other  audiovisual 
materials  —  for  use  in  their  classrooms.  A  second 
drug  abuse  teacher  training  program  was  conducted 
over  four  Saturdays  in  October  and  November.  The 
second  group  of  120  teachers  participating 
included  teachers  at  the  elementary  school  level. 

In  addition  to  these  programs  designed  to  train 
classroom  teachers,  during  the  summer  of  1  ('7(i  the 
Coordinating  Council  mi  Drug  Abuse  conducted 
two  regional  conferences  involving  educators  from 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  area. 
These  workshops  were  designed  to  present  the 
latest  drug  abuse  educational  materials  anil 
techniques  and  to  stimulate  the  thinking  "I 
educational  policy-makers  regarding  the  school's 
responsibility  to  its  students  ami  their  parents. 

A  variety  of  activities  were  undertaken  in  1970 
to  provide  information  regarding  drug  abuse  t<>  the 
general  public.  Under  the  auspices  ol  the 
Coordinating  Council  a  speakers  bureau  ami  film 
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library  were  established  to  provide  informational 
materials  on  programs  to  organizations  from 
throughout  the  city.  The  Coordinating  Council 
sought  the  latest  drug  abuse  information  in  the 
form  of  pamphlets  and  brochures  from  private 
sources,  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health, 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous 
Drugs,  and  other  federal  agencies.  Utilizing  funds 
provided  in  the  LEA  A  grant,  informative  and 
provocative  brochures  were  purchased  and  distri- 
buted throughout  the  city. 

Recognizing  that  effective  law  enforcement  is  an 
essential  ingredient  in  any  coordinated  attack  upon 
the  drug  abuse  problem,  the  Coordinating  Council 
has  worked  closely  with  the  Boston  Police 
Department  and  other  law  enforcement  agencies. 
During  1970  the  Boston  Police  Department 
established  a  40-man  drug  control  unit  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Narcotics 
and  Dangerous  Drugs  provided  intensive  training  in 
drug  abuse  law  enforcement  for  these  officers. 
Utilizing  funds  from  the  LEA  A  grant,  the 
Coordinating  Council  initiated  a  demonstration 
program  in  the  East  Boston  District  Court  to 
provide  the  Probation  Office  of  that  court  with  an 
exaddict  probation  aide  to  assist  in  the  supervision 
of  probationers  with  drug  problems.  Throughout 
the  year  the  Coordinating  Council  sought  to 
stimulate  increased  communication  between  law 
enforcement  officials,  educators,  and  persons 
concerned  with  the  treatment  of  drug  abuse. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White, 
the  Boston  City  Council,  and  the  members  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse,  the  posture 
of  Boston  city  government  and  its  agencies 
changed  remarkably  during  1970.  Whereas  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  city  could  point  to  few 
programs  specifically  aimed  at  the  drug  abuse 
problem,  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  variety  of  city 
agencies  were  engaged  in  a  coordinated  attack  on 
this  complex  problem.  During  1970  the  city 
established  a  major  program  for  the  treatment  of 
heroin  addiction,  provided  training  for  public  and 
parochial  school  teachers,  sought  through  a  variety 
of  means  to  educate  the  general  public,  and 
strengthened  its  capacity  to  enforce  the  laws 
against  the  narcotics  and  dangerous  drugs.  These 
many  activities  were  brought  about  through  the 
interest,  attention,  and  leadership  of  the  Coordi- 
nating Council  on  Drug  Abuse  and  its  dedicated 
membership. 

Report  for  1971 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 

I.  Background 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  was 
created  by  ordinance  passed  in  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  December  29,  1969,  and  signed  by 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  January  19,  1970.  The 
ordinance  established  a  21-member  board  which  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  to  "coordinate  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  the  work  of  all  public 
and  private  agencies  dealing  with  drug  abuse;  to 
effect  an  ongoing  dialogue  and  exchange  of  views 
between  such  agencies;  to  conduct,  either  indepen- 


dently or  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
committee  of  the  city,  such  drug  education 
programs  as  said  council  deems  advisable;  to 
conduct  studies,  investigations,  and  research  into 
the  source  and  use  of  drugs  and  narcotic  drugs  .  .  .; 
to  pursue  a  course  of  action  to  insure  that  all  laws 
governing  the  sale,  possession,  and  use  of  both 
harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are  duly  enforced;  and, 
by  the  use  of  such  media  of  communication  as  said 
council  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  appropriate, 
keep  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  informed 
respecting  the  use  of  both  harmful  and  narcotic 
drugs." 

Of  the  twenty-one  Council  members,  the  Police 
Commissioner,  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner, 
Corporation  Counsel,  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Youth 
Activities  Commission  or  their  respective  designees 
are  ex-officio  members.  The  ordinance  stipulates 
that  at  least  two  of  the  remaining  members  shall  be 
doctors  or  psychologists. 

II.  Members  and  Meetings 

The  first  meeting  for  1971  was  held  on  January

III.  Activities 

During  1970  the  City  of  Boston  initiated  a 
comprehensive  drug  abuse  control  program  encom- 
passing expanded  programs  for  the  treatment  of 
drug  dependent  persons,  pilot_  programs  of  teacher 
training,  public  information  activities  designed  to 
alert  Boston's  citizens  to  the  severity  of  drug  abuse 
in  this  city,  and  closer  coordination  among  the 
many  agencies  attempting  to  deal  with  drug  abuse 
problems.  The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse,  appointed  by  Mayor  White  in  1970,  played 
a  key  role  in  the  initiation  of  this  new  program 
providing  incentive,  information,  technical  as- 
sistance, and  funding  to  both  city  agencies  and 
private  groups  working  together  to  deal  with  this 
serious  problem.  The  Coordinating  Council  in  1971 
focused  increased  attention  upon  the  need  to 
inform  and  educate  the  general  public  regarding 
the  dangers  of  drugs  and  the  extent  of  Boston's 
problem. 
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The  Coordinating  Council  carried  out  its  public 
information  activities  in  a  number  of  ways.  A  series 
of  brochures  entitled  "Here's  Help,"  listing  the 
drug  treatment  programs  available  for  residents  of 
each  of  Boston's  neighborhoods,  were  printed. 
Those  brochures,  together  with  pamphlets  printed 
in  cooperation  with  the  National  Institute  of 
Mental  Health,  were  distributed  to  the  general 
public  and  used  at  a  series  of  public  information 
programs  begun  during  the  summer  of  1971  in 
cooperation  with  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston.  These 
Family  Night  programs  were  held  in  more  than 
thirty  churches,  temples,  and  public  buildings 
throughout  the  city  and  reached  an  audience  of 
over  15,000  people.  Each  program  consisted  of  a 
panel  discussion  by  an  educator,  law  enforcement 
official,  medical  practitioner,  and  parent.  Follow- 
ing a  question-and-answer  period,  the  audience  was 
given  the  opportunity  to  view  drug  abuse  films, 
examine  a  display  of  dangerous  drugs,  or 
participate  in  a  variety  of  small  group  discussions 
for  both  parents  and  children.  Many  of  Boston's 
neighborhood-based  self-help  programs  partici- 
pated in  the  Family  Nights  as  both  panelists  and 
discussion  group  leaders. 

In  a  similar  endeavor  undertaken  during  the 
spring  of  1971  the  Coordinating  Council  sought  to 
alert  educators  to  the  problem  of  drug  abuse.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Boston  School  Department, 
the  School  Department  of  the  Archiocese, 
WGBH-Channel  2,  and  the  Twenty-one  Inch 
Classroom,  the  Coordinating  Council  presented  a 
six-week  program  on  drug  abuse  for  educators. 
Weekly  discussion  groups,  led  by  teachers  who  had 
participated  in  the  1970  teacher  training  programs 
conducted  by  the  Coordinating  Council,  were  held 
in  fifty-seven  public  and  parochial  schools 
throughout  the  city.  Each  discussion  group 
considered  issues  raised  in  a  series  of  TV  programs 
entitled  "Because  We  Care"  which  was  broadcast 
immediately  after  school  hours  by  channel  2. 
Encouraged  by  the  top  leadership  of  Boston's 
school  system,  1,011  elementary  and  secondary 
school  teachers,  administrators,  nurses,  and 
guidance  counselors  participated  in  this  program. 

In  1971  the  Coordinating  Council  continued  its 
strong  interest  in  community-based  self-help  drug 
programs.  Since  the  task  of  continuing  funding  of 
such  programs  was  assumed  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Mental  Health,  Division  of  Drug 
Rehabilitation,  at  the  beginning  of  1971 ,  the  city's 
Coordinating  Council  focused  its  attention  upon 
the  need  to  provide  seed  money  grants  and 
assistance  to  neighborhoods  where  services  pre- 
viously had  not  been  available.  One  such  group,  I 
DIG  (Inner  City  Drug  Information  Group)  was 
given  funding  to  serve  the  Dorchester  community. 
The  second  annual  March  Against  Drug  Abuse, 
held  on  Sunday,  September  26,  1971,  provided  an 
opportunity  for  this  group  and  many  other 
self-help  programs  from  throughout  the  metro- 
politan area  to  raise  private  funds  and  to  publicize 
the  work  of  their  programs.  Over  2,000  people 
participated  in  the  1971  march,  which  covered  an 


18-mile  circular  route,  and  over  550,000  was  raised 
by  the  participants. 

Boston's  drug  abuse  treatment  program,  in- 
itiated in  1970  under  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals,  was  further  expanded  in  1971  by 
the  addition  of  a  third  outpatient  clinic  for  100 
patients  located  in  the  United  States  Public  Health 
Service  Hospital  in  Brighton.  This  clinic,  which 
began  operation  in  October,  was  funded  by  a  grant 
from  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administra- 
tion. 

Recognizing  the  potential  problems  raised  by 
the  use  of  methadone  in  the  treatment  of  heroin 
addiction  by  a  variety  of  hospitals  and  private 
practitioners,  the  Coordinating  Council's  Treat- 
ment Committee  devoted  considerable  attention  to 
this  issue.  Guidelines  for  the  use  of  methadone  in 
the  detoxification  of  narcotic  addicts  were  written 
by  the  Treatment  Committee,  adopted  by  the 
Coordinating  Council,  and  disseminated  to  medical 
practitioners  throughout  the  city.  In  addition,  the 
Treatment  Committee  continued  its  monthly 
meetings  designed  to  inform  the  membership  of 
relevant  issues  and  strengthen  the  cooperation 
among  agencies  working  to  rehabilitate  drug 
dependent  persons. 

The  year  1971  saw  the  continued  strengthening 
and  refinement  of  Boston's  drug  abuse  control 
program.  Acting  as  an  advisory  body  and 
information  resource  for  city  agencies  and  private 
groups,  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 
continued  its  tradition  of  leadership  in  the  city's 
attempt  to  deal  with  this  serious  problem.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 

Coun.  PIEMONFE  submitted  the  following: 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  am  mindful  of  our 
goal  as  announced  in  January,  "to  turn  the  Council 
into  'the  best  and  most  effective  legislative  body 
in  the  country.'  "  How  well  we  have  done  can  be 
established  by  the  record.  In  all,  the  City  Council 
enacted  twenty  new  ordinances  during  this  session, 
six  of  which  were  proposed  by  the  Mayor,  the 
remaining  fourteen  initiated  by  the  Council: 

Chapter  1*:  Requiring  the  shielding  of  screens 
in  open-air  theatres. 

Chapter  2:  Repealing  the  prohibition  against 
certain  officers  and  employees  of  the  city  being  an 
officer  of  any  political  caucus  or  a  membei  of  any 
political  committee  or  convention. 

Chapter  3:  Amending  chapter  25  of  the  revised 
ordinances  of  1'">I  concerning  the  investment  of 
permanent  funds  by  the  Collector-Treasurer.  (Prior 
to  this,  the  investment  ol  these  funds  was 
restricted  to  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  ol  the 
United  States.  Commonwealth,  or  cities  and  towns. 
The  removal  of  this  restriction  enables  funds  lobe 
invested  in  securities  which  generally  produce  a 
higher  yield.  It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  it 
will  result  in  several  hundreds  ol  thousands  of 
dollars  of  additional  revenue  annually). 
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Chapter  4:  Repealing  section  18  of  chapter  28, 
which  prohibited  female  minors  sixteen  years  of 
age  or  over  from  engaging  in  the  trade  of 
bootblacking. 

Chapter  5:  Increasing  the  fee  to  be  charged  by 
the  Collector-Treasurer  for  municipal  lien  certifi- 
cates. (This  increased  the  fee  from  $3  to  $6.  Since 
its  passage  in  March  of  this  year,  it  has  already 
resulted  in  $17,000  additional  revenues  for  the 
city). 

Chapter  6*:  Establishing  as  a  matter  of  public 
policy  a  plan  providing  a  minimum  standard  and 
measure  of  compensation  of  annual  salaries  of  fire 
fighter  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Chapter  7*:  Establishing  as  a  matter  of  public 
policy  a  plan  providing  a  minimum  standard  and 
measure  of  compensation  of  annual  salaries  of 
patrolmen  members  of  the  Police  Department. 

Chapter  8:  Amending  the  ordinance  establishing 
for  a  limited  time  a  model  city  agency  and  a  model 
neighborhood  board  and  defining  their  powers  and 
duties. 

Chapter  9:  Concerning  the  removal  of  vehicles 
interfering  with  the  collection  of  garbage  and 
refuse. 

Chapter  10:  Authorizing  the  use  of  disposable 
refuse  bags. 

Chapter  1 1 :  Requiring  the  certification  of  the 
City  Auditor  that  sufficient  funds  are  available  for 
any  contract,  service  order,  or  purchase  order  prior 
to  execution  thereof,  requiring  the  City  Auditor  to 
make  a  monthly  report  to  the  City  Council  and 
further  regulating  transfers  of  appropriations. 

Chapter  12:  Designating  the  Mayor  as  the 
officer  to  grant  licenses  to  receive  alms  in  public 
places  in  Boston  and  to  sell  certain  small  articles. 

Chapter  13:  Concerning  the  salaries  of  officers 
in  charge  of  certain  departments  of  the  city. 

Chapter  14:  Coordinating  dog  licenses  with  the 
annual  census  of  dogs,  and  increasing  a  certain 
license  fee. 

Chapter  15*:    Regulating  the  control  of  dogs. 

Chapter  16:  Creating  in  the  city  an  animal 
control  commission. 

Chapter  17:  Establishing  in  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  an  animal  spay  and  neuter 
clinic. 

Chapter  18:  Empowering  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  to  conduct  a  community  school 
program. 

Chapter  19:  Regulating  residential  rents  and 
evictions  in  certain  federally  subsidized  housing, 
and  making  certain  transitional  provisions  in 
relation  to  rent  control  in  other  housing. 

Chapter  20:  Repealing  certain  ordinances  which 
restrict  the  employment  of,  and  the  making  of 
contracts  with,  noncitizens  of  the  United  States. 

*Enacted  by  overriding  the  Mayor's  veto. 
Home  Rule  Petitions 

The  Council  acted  on  eighteen  home  rule 
petitions,  some  of  which  were  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  others  of  which  were  not. 

In  this  respect  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  under 
the  home  rule  law  a  petition  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston     cannot,    under    any    circumstances,    be 


considered  by  the  Great  and  General  Court  unless 
it  bears  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

Thus,  unlike  those  of  every  other  city  or  town  in 
this  Commonwealth,  the  legislative  body  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  namely  the  City  Council,  cannot 
initiate  or  submit  a  home  rule  petiton  without  the 
consent  and  joint  approval  of  the  Mayor.  In  every 
other  city  or  town  only  the  majority  vote  of  the 
legislative  body  is  required  for  home  rule 
legislation. 

Orders  and  Resolves 

Among  the  many  orders  and  resolves  that  the 
City  Council  considered  and  acted  upon  were  the 
following: 

Order  accepting  section  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
(rent  control). 

Order  for  monthly  reports  in  detail  for  the 
Housing  Inspection  Division  regarding  lead  base 
paint  violations  in  housing  units. 

Order  requiring  monthly  reports  by  categories  of 
permanent,  temporary,  and  provisional  of  the 
number  of  employees  in  each  of  the  city  and 
county  departments,  and  the  number  for  the 
corresponding  month  in  the  previous  years  and  for 
December  31  of  each  of  the  preceeding  five  years. 

Order  requiring  a  monthly  report  on  the  number 
of  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston  condemned  and 
scheduled  for  demolition  and  the  number  of 
buildings  actually  demolished  in  the  preceeding 
month. 

Public  Involvement 

A  public  reference  library  was  established  in  the 
area  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Council  so  that 
those  who  care  enough  may  obtain  information 
concerning  the  Council's  actions. 

Council   meetings   this   year  were  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Boston  University  School  of 
Journalism    and   classes   of  high   school   students 
from  Boston  and  its  surrounding  suburbs. 
Committee  Hearings 

The  Council  through  its  subcommittees  held 
many  public  hearings.  These  hearings  served  as  a 
forum  of  interaction  between  a  responsive  City 
Council  and  an  interested  community.  Out  of  these 
hearings  and  subsequent  studies,  both  those 
initiated  by  individual  Council  members  and  by 
students  involved  in  college  work-study  programs 
with  individual  Councillors  and  by  the  community, 
came  valuable  information  resulting  in  desirable 
changes  in  city  departmental  regulations  and 
practices.  The  Committee  on  Penal  Matters  is 
required  to  make  semi-annual  visits  to  the  jails  and 
House  of  Correction.  Out  of  these  visits  and 
hearings  held  by  them  came  recommendations  and 
observations  which  were  incorporated  in  the 
committee's  final  reports.  They  are  of  sufficient 
import  to  reiterate,  to  wit: 

".  .  .  many  of  the  inmates  confined  in  cor- 
rectional facilities  under  the  control  of  the  county 
are  not  residents  of  the  city  or  county,  but  were 
apprehended  in  the  commission  of  an  illegal  act 
within  the  confines  of  the  county; nonetheless  the 
city  is  charged  with  the  expense  of  their  sentence. 
It  should  be  noted  in  passing  that  even  in  penal 
matters   it   is   also   a   matter  of  affluence.  Some 
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counties  of  the  Commonwealth  are  able  to  afford 
better  facilities  and  better  programs  for  inmates  by 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  they  have  more  money  to 
spend.  The  committee  feels  that  the  care  of 
inmates  of  prisons  throughout  the  country  should 
not  be  predicated  on  the  tax  dollar  or  the  arbitrary 
judgment  of  those  who  are  entrusted  with  their 
custody.  However,  in  the  final  analysis  the  matter 
is  entirely  one  of  legislative  discretion. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  a  needless  and 
costly  waste  of  prime  land  to  house  an  antiquated, 
obsolescent  structure  like  the  House  of  Correction 
at  this  site. 

It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  committee  that 
in  a  city  where  the  usable  land  base  is  constantly 
shrinking  proper  planning  would  dictate  that  a  far 
more  profitable  utilization  of  the  approximately 
sixty-five  acres  of  land  on  Deer  Island  would  result 
from  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  and  the 
construction  of  something  that  would  benefit  the 
city  and  its  people.  The  committee  feels  that  this 
site  has  tremendous  potential,  and  imaginative 
planning  could  result  in  a  housing  development 
containing  an  admixture  of  public  and  private 
housing  that  would  fill  our  needs  for  many  years  to 
come,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  private  housing 
could  add  untold  millions  of  dollars  to  the  tax 
rolls  .  .  .  Your  Committee,  therefore,  urges  the 
administration  to  immediately  file  legislation  that 
would  transfer  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of 
the  inmates  presently  housed  at  Deer  Island  and 
Charles  Street  Jail  to  other  facilities  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Department  of  Correction, 
that  all  employees  be  transferred  with  no  reduction 
in  pay  or  civil  service  status,  and  that  the  present 
buildings  be  razed  and  this  valuable  property  be 
converted  to  a  use  far  more  productive  than  at 
present." 

Budget 

In  fulfilling  its  direct  responsibility  to  the 
Boston  taxpayer  the  Council  trimmed  the  annual 
budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor  by  approximately 
$4,000,000,  without  any  curtailment  of  vital 
services  or  public  safety. 

This  budget  cut  was  the  equivalent  of  reducing 
the  tax  rate  by  $3. 

In  another  example  of  its  awareness  and 
sensitivity  to  the  plight  of  the  taxpayer  the  Council 
has  left  unfilled  three  positions  on  the  Council 
staff,  namely,  city  messenger,  chief  researcher,  and 
librarian,  at  a  combined  savings  to  the  city  of 
$32,500  annually.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SERVICES 

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Services  to  which  was 
referred  on  June  12,  1972,  a  resolution  to  hold  a 
hearing  in  West  Roxbury  regarding  the  need  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  police  station  in  West 
Roxbury,  having  considered  the  same,  submits  the 
following  report: 

In  June  29,  1972,  a  hearing  was  held  at  the 
Robert  Gould  Shaw  School  in  West  Roxbury.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  learned  that  in  order  for  a  new 
police  station  to  be  constructed  (1)  the  Police 
Commissioner  must  make  a  request  for  the 
construction  of  such  a  facility  to  the  Mayor;  (2) 
the  Mayor  must  recommend  such  appropriation  to 
the  City  Council;  (3)  the  only  point  at  which  the 
Council  enters  the  decision-making  process  is  for 
the  City  Council  to  appropriate  such  funds. 

During  the  absence  of  a  Commissioner,  a 
committee  report  on  this  matter  would  have  been 
premature.  Thus,  as  soon  as  a  new  Police 
Commissioner  was  appointed  he  was  informed  of 
the  meeting  held  by  this  committee  in  West 
Roxbury.  In  a  communication  from  Commissioner 
di  Grazia  to  this  Committee,  the  Commissioner 
responded  that,  "It  is  my  understanding  that  there 
is  now  a  sub-police  station  in  West  Roxbury  to  care 
for  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  that  district.  It  is 
my  judgment,  similiar  to  that  of  major  city  police 
administrators  across  the  country,  that  the 
protection  of  a  neighborhood  is  not  based  on  the 
location  of  a  police  building.  Police  service  and 
crime  control  are  best  provided  by  the  presence  of 
well-motivated,  well-trained  police  officers  with 
modern  communication  equipment  on  active  street 
patrol.  This  is  the  quality  of  service  that  we  plan  to 
provide,  not  only  for  West  Roxbury,  but  for  the 
entire  city.  It  may  be  noted  that  my  comments  on 
this  issue  are  expressed  in  light  of  the  fact  that  my 
family  and  I  will  be  making  our  home  in  the  West 
Roxbury  district  and  will,  therefore,  have  a 
personal  interest  in  the  affairs  of  that  community." 

While  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  a 
police  station  is  not  needed,  it  is  also  the  opinion 
of  this  committee  that  West  Roxbury  must  be 
guaranteed  adequate  police  protection.  To  this  end 
some  relevant  points  should  be  made.  Station  Five 
has  the  greatest  clearance  of  Part  One  crimes  of 
any  station  in  Boston.  Part  One  crimes  are  crimes 
which  range  from  homicide  to  larcency  in  the 
amount  of  more  than  $50.  Clearance  refers  to  the 
fact  of  the  apprehension  of  persons  responsible  for 
the  crime. 

The  city,  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  training 
of  its  police  officers,  now  raises  a  policeman's 
salary  as  his  formal  education  and  experience 
increases. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  all  policemen 
responding  to  a  call  carry  transportable  com- 
munication equipment  with  them  even  into  a 
person's  home,  so  that  if  a  more  serious  incident 
arises  the  communications  officer  may  instruct  the 


policeman  to  leave  a  less  serious  incident  and 
respond  to  a  problem  that  is  more  urgent.  On 
response  time  to  calls,  it  should  be  noted  that 
response  time  has  been  made  more  efficient  due  to 
the  introduction  of  the  911  emergency  number. 
Instead  of  only  one  dispatch  area  for  the  city, 
there  are  now  three  such  dispatch  regions. 

While  some  may  cling  to  the  erroneous 
conception  that  a  building  deters  crime,  Com- 
missioner McNamara  in  1964,  commenting  on  the 
Quinn  Tamm  Survey,  stated  that  "Police  stations 
do  not  provide  protection;  police  officers  do."  In 
explaining  the  purpose  of  the  disbanding  of  this 
station  house  Commissioner  McNamara  explained 
that  "This  consolidation  has  released  for  street 
patrol  duty  a  total  of  fifteen  officers  formerly 
engaged  in  clerical  and  administrative  tasks,  and 
they  will  be  utilized  to  increase  police  service  in 
the  West  Roxbury-Roslindale  district."  It  should 
be  further  explained  that  if  a  new  police  station 
were  opened  today,  the  Police  Department  would 
have,  as  a  bare  minimum,  twenty-one  men  per  day 
in  the  police  station  solely  for  administrative  and 
clerical  assignments.  None  of  these  twenty-one 
men  would  be  out  in  the  streets  providing 
protection. 

In  light  of  these  facts  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Services  that  the  City 
Council  cannot  initiate  the  construction  of  a  police 
station  and  that  the  construction  of  a  police 
station  will  not  increase  police  protection,  but,  in 
fact,  will  hamper  this  protection  by  removing 
policemen  from  the  streest. 

The  committee  would  also  like  to  report  that  on 
January  15,  1973,  Commissioner  di  Grazia  will  be 
speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  West  Roxbury 
Advisory  Council  to  explain  the  means  by  which 
police  protection  is  most  efficiently  provided  to  an 
area  of  the  city  such  as  West  Roxbury. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  report  be  laid 
on  the  table.  The  motion  was  lost.
